The  present  edition  of  the  New  Testament  is  published  with 
the  wish  to  make  the  study  of  it^  attractive,  plain  and  profita- 
ble. Neither  capital  letters,  nor  marks  of  punctuation  were 
used  to  distinguish  periods,  or  sentences,  in  the  early  manu- 
scripts. Attempts  to  make  the  sense  less  obscure,  have  led 
gradually  to  the  divisions,  in  which  the  Testament  is  now  usual- 
ly published.  Passages  were  first  numbered  by  Robert  Ste- 
phens, about  A.  D.  155 1,  for  the  purpose  of  reference  in  making 
a  concordance  ;  they  have  now  become  verses,  frequently  felt 
to  be  distinct  assertions,  or  specific  rules,  and  the  sense  some- 
times sacrificed  for  the  convenience  of  reference.  The  first 
version  of  the  New  Testament,  in  which  the  verses  were  sepa- 
rated firom  each  other,  was  in  English,  and  it  is  believed  no 
English  Testament  has  since  been  published  without  the  desig- 
nation of  them,  by  figures,  in  some  part  of  the  page.  In  the 
{>resent  edition,  the  chapter,  book,  and  verse,  to  which  the  first 
ine  belongs,  are  noted  at  the  top  of  each  page.  Tho  text  is 
that  of  the  coiniuuu  Bible,  (King  James,)  without  any  altera- 
tion. 

The  sections,  which  are  nearly  the  same  with  Griesbach,  arc 
taken  from  an  edition  of  the  Bible,  published  by  John  Reeves 
Esq.  (London,  1802,)  under  the  King's  authority.  The  heads 
of  those  sections  are  omitted,  as  it  was  desirable  to  have  no 
note  or  comment.  The  punctuation  of  Knapp's  Greek  Testa- 
ment is  mostly  followed.  The  words  in  this,  as  in  other  edi- 
tions, to  which  there  is  no  corresponding  word  in  the  original, 
are  printed  in  Italic,  and  are  all  retained,  though  many  might 
have  been  omitted,  and  left  the  passage  equally  intelligible.

rA.D.i  §1-  JLhe  book  of  the  generation  of  Jesus 
b-a^'J  Christ,  the  son  of  David,  the  son  of  Abraham. 

Abraham  begat  Isaac;  and  Isaac  begat  Jacob; 
and  Jacob  begat  Judas  and  his  brethren;  and  Judas 
begat  Phares  and  Zara  of  Thamar ;  and  Phares  be- 
gat Esrom ;  and  Esrom  begat  Aram ;  and  Aram  be- 
gat Aminadab ;  and  Aminadab  begat  Naasson ;  and 
Naasson  begat  Saknon;  and  Salmon  begat  Booz  of 
Rachab;  and  Booz  begat  Obed  of  Ruth;  and 
Obed  begat  Jesse;  and  Jesse  begat  David  the  king. 

And  David  the  king  begat  Solomon  of  her  that 
had  been  the  wife  of  Unas ;  and  Solomon  begat  Ro- 
boam;  and  Roboam  begat  Abia;  and  Abia  begat 
Asa;  and  Asa  begat  Josaphat;  and  Josaphat  begat 
Joram;  and  Joram  begat  Ozias;  and  Ozias  begat

kim;  and  Eliakim  begat  Azor;  and  Azor  begat  Sa-

doc;  and  Sadoc  begat  Achim;  and  Achim  begat 
Eiiud;  and  Eliud  begat  Eleazar;  and  Eleazar  begat 
Matthan ;  and  Matthan  begat  Jacob ;  and  Jacob  begat 
Joseph  the  husband  of  Mary,  of  whom  was  bom  Je- 
sus, who  is  called  Christ.  So  all  the  generations  from 
Abraham  to  David  are  fourteen  generations;  and 
from  David  until  the  carrying  away  into  Babylon 
are  fourteen  generations ;  and  from  the  carrying  away 
into  Babylon  unto  Christy  are  fourteen  generations. 

Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise. 
When  as  his  mother  Mary  was  espoused  to  Joseph, 
before  they  came  together,  she  was  found  with  child 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  Joseph  her  husband,  be- 
ing a  just  man^  and  not  willing  to  make  her  a  public 
example,  was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily.  But 
while  he  thought  on  these  things,  behold,  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying*, 
Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee 
Mary  thy  wife;  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son, 
and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS;  for  he  shall 
save  his  people  from  their  sins.  Now  all  this  was 
done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of 
the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saymg;  Behold,  a  virgin 
shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which  being  in- 
terpreted is,  God  with  us.  Then  Joseph  being  raised 
from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  bidden 
him,  and  took  unto  him  his  wife,  and  knew  her  not 
till  she  had  brought  forth  her  first-born  son.  And  he 
called  his  name  JESUS. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem  of  Judea, 
in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  behold,  there  came 
wise  men  from  the  east  to  Jerusalem,  saying;  Where 
is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen 
his  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  worship  him. 
When  Herod  the  king  had  heard  these  things^  he  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.  And  when  he 
had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the

people  together,  he  demanded  of  them, where  Christ 
should  be  bom.  And  they  said  unto  him;  in  Bethle- 
hem of  Judea;  for  thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet; 
And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the 
least  among  the  princes  of  Juda;  for  out  of  thee  shall 
come  a  Governor,  that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel. 
Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  out  the  wise 
men,  enquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star 
appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said; 
Go,  and  search  diligently  for  the  young  child ;  and 
when  ye  have  found  him^  bring  me  word  again,  that 
I  may  come  and  worship  him  also.  When  they  had 
heard  the  king,  they  departed  ;  and  lo,  the  star,  which 
they  saw  in  the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and 
stood  over  where  the  young  child  was.  When  they 
saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy. 
And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down 
and  worshipped  him  ;  and  when  they  had  opened  their 
treasures,  they  presented  unto  him  gifts  ;  gold,  frank- 
incense^ and  myrrh.  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a 
dream  that  they  should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  de- 
parted into  their  own  country  another  way. 

And  when  they  were  departed,  behold,  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  appeareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying ; 
Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and 
flee  into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee 
word  ;  for  Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy 
him.  When  he  arose,  he  took  the  young  child  and  his 
mother  by  night,  and  departed  into  Egypt ;  and  was 
there  until  the  death  of  Herod  ;  that  it  might  be  ful- 
filled which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet, 
saying ;  Out  of  Egypt  have  I  called  my  Son. 

Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked  of 
the  wise  men,  was  exceeding  wroth ;  and  sent  forth, 
and  slew  all  the  children  that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and 
in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and  under, 
according  to  the  time  which  he  had  diligently  enquir- 
ed of  the  wise  men.     Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was

gpoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying  ;  In  Rama  was 
there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and  weeping,  and 
great  mourning ;  Rachel  weeping  for  her  children  ; 
and  would  not  be  comforted,  because  they  are  not. 
.  But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt,  say- 
ing ;  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother, 
aiul  go  into  the  land  of  Israel ;  for  they  are  dead  which 
sought  the  young  child's  life.  And  he  arose,  and  took 
the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and  came  into  the  land 
of  Israel.  But  when  he  heard  that  Archelaus  did 
reign  in  Judea  in  the  room  of  his  father  Herod,  he 
was  afraid  to  go  thither ;  notwithstanding,  being  warn- 
ed of  God  in  a  dream,  he  turned  aside  into  the  parts 
of  Galilee.  And  he  came  and  dwelt  in  a  city  called 
Nazareth ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
by  the  prophets ;  He  shall  be  called  a  Nazarene. 
[2^.  1  §  ^-  In  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist,  preach- 
ing in  the  wildemessof  Judea,  and  saying  ;  Repent 
ye  ;  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  For  this  is 
he  that  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophet  Esaias,  saying ; 
The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness ;  Prepare 
ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 
And  the  same  John  had  his  raiment  of  camel's  hair, 
and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins  ;  and  his  meat 
was  locusts  and  wild  honey.  Then  went  out  to 
him  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judea,  and  all  the  region 
round  about  Jordan,  and  were  baptized  of  him  in 
Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  But  when  he  saw  many 
of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  come  to  his  baptism, 
he  said  unto  them  ;  O  generation  of  vipers^  who  hath 
warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ?  Bring 
forth,  therefore,  fruits  meet  for  repentance,  and  think 
not  to  say  within  yourselves ;  We  have  Abraham  to 
(mr  father.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of 
these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham.  And 
now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees  ; 
therefore  every  tree  which  bringeth  not  forth  good 
fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.    I  indeed 
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CHAP.  HI.  MATTHEW.  ver.  xi. 

baptize  you  with  water  unto  repentance ;  but  he  that 
Cometh  after  me,  is  mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am 
not  worthy  to  bear ;  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Ho- 
ly Ghost  and  with  fire.  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand^ 
and  he  will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor,  and  gather  his 
wheat  into  the  gamer ;  but  he  will  bum  up  the  chaff 
with  unquenchable  fire.  ^ 

Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan  unto 
John,  to  be  baptized  of  him.  But  John  forbade  him^ 
saying ;  I  have  need  to  be  baptized  of  thee,  and 
comest  thou  to  me  ?  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him  ;  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now  ;  for  thus  it  becom- 
eth  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness.  Then  he  suffered 
him.  And  Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  wait 
up  straightway  out  of  the  water ;  and  lo  the  heavens 
were  opened  unto  him,  and  he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God 
descending  Uke  a  dove,  and  Ughting  upon  him.  And 
lo,  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying ;  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

Then  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the  wil- 
derness, to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.  And  when  he  had 
fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he  was  afterwards 
an  hungered.  And  when  the  tempter  came  to  him,  he 
said  ;  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command  that  these 
stones  be  made  bread.  But  he  answered  and  said  ;  It 
is  written  ;  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God. 
Then  the  devil  taketh  him  up  into  the  holy  city,  and 
setteth  him  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple ;  and  saith 
unto  him ;  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself 
down  ;  for  it  is  written  ;  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge 
conceming  thee ;  and  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear 
thee  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a 
stone.  Jesus  said  unto  him  ;  It  is  written  again ;  Thou 
shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God.  Again,  the  devil  ta- 
keth him  into  an  exceeding  high  mountain,  and  sheweth 
him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  and  the  glory  of 
them  ;  and  saith  unto  him  ;  All  these  things  will  I  give 
thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down  and  worship  me.    Then 
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CHAP-  IV.  MATTHEW.  ver.  x. 

saitli  Jesus  unto  him ;  Gel  thee  hence,  Satan ;  for  it 
is  written  ;  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth 
him ;   and  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto 

him. 

r  A.  D.  1  §  3-  "^^^  when  Jesus  had  heard  that  John 
[ao-si  J  ^Qs  east  into  Prison,  he  departed  into  Galilee. 
And  leaving  Nazareth,  he  came  and  dwelt  in  Caper- 
naum, which  is  upon  the  sea-coast,  in  the  borders  of 
Zebulon  and  Nephthalim  ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the  prophet,  saying,  The 
land  of  Zebulon  and  the  land  of  Nephthalim,  by  the 
way  of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan,  Galilee  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, the  people  which  sat  in  darkness  saw  great  light ; 
and  to  them  which  sat  in  the  region  and  shadow  of 
death  light  is  sprung  up.  From  that  time  Jesus  be- 
gan to  preach,  and  to  say  ;  Repent ;  for  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

And  Jesus  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  bro- 
ther, casting  a  net  into  the  sea ;  for  they  were  fishers. 
And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Follow  me,  and  I  will  make 
you  fishers  of  men.  And  they  straightway  lefl  their 
nets,  and  followed  him.  And  going  on  from  thence, 
he  saw  other  two  brethren,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee  their 
father,  mending  their  nets ;  and  he  called  them.  And 
they  immediately  Icfl  the  ship  and  their  father,  and 
followed  him. 

And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom, 
and  healing  all  manner  of  sickness,  and  all  manner  of 
disease  among  the  people.  And  his  fame  went 
throughout  all  Syria ;  and  they  brought  unto  him  all 
sick  people  that  were  taken  with  divers  diseases  and 
torments,  and  those  who  were  possessed  with  devils, 
and  those  which  were  lunatic,  and  those  that  had  the 
palsy  ;  and  he  healed  them.  And  there  followed  him 
great  multitudes  of  people  from   Galilee  and  from 
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Decapolis  and /rom  Jerusalem  and  frwa  Judea  and 
firota  beyond  Jordan. 

§  3.  And  seeinff  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a 
mountain  ;  and,  when  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came 
unto  him.  And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them, 
saying ; 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit ;  for  theirs  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven.  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn ;  for 
they  shall  be  comforted.  Blessed  are  the  meek  ;  for 
they  shall  inherit  the  earth.  Blessed  are  they  which 
do  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness;  for  they  shall 
be  fiU^.  Blessed  are  the  merciful;  for  they  shall 
obtain  mercy.  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart ;  for 
they  shall  see  God.  Blessed  are  the  peace-makers, 
for  they  shall  be  called  the  children  of  God.  Blessed 
are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteousness'  sake; 
for  their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heavai.  Blessed  are  ye, 
when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you^  and 
shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for 
my  sake.  Reioice,  and  be  exceeding  glad  ;  for  great 
is  your  reward  in  heaven ;  for  so  persecuted  they  the 
prophets  which  were  before  you. 

Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth.  But  if  the  salt  have 
lost  its  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted?  it  is 
thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out,  and 
to  be  trodden  under  foot  of  men.  Ye  are  the  light  of 
the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid. 
Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a  bush- 
el, but  on  a  candlestick ;  and  it  ^iveth  light  unto  all 
that  are  in  the  house.  Let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men,  that  they  mav  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law  or  the 
prophets  ;  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulnl.  For 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  till  heaven  and  earth  pass, 
one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law, 
till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break 
one  of  these  least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men 
m^  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
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Tm ;  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them^  the  same 
shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heav^i.  For 
I  say  unto  you.  That  except  your  righteousness  shall 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
ye  shall  in  no  case  entw  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time ; 
Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be 
in  dangw  of  the  judgmait,  but  I  say  unto  you,  That 
whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brothw  without  a  cause^ 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment ;  and  whosoever 
shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  council ;  but  whosoever  shall  say.  Thou  fool,  shall 
be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy 
gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  thy  bro* 
ther  hath  ought  against  thee ;  leave  there  thy  gift  be* 
fore  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way  ;  first  be  reconciled  to 
thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree 
with  thine  adversary  quickly,  whilst  thou  art  in  the 
way  with  him ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  of- 
ficer, and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till 
thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time; 
Thou  shah  not  commit  adultery.  But  I  say  unto  you. 
That  whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman  to  lust  after  her, 
hath  committed  adultei^  with  her  already  in  his  heart. 
And  if  thy  right  eye  ofiend  thee,  pluck  it  out^  and  east 
if  from  thee ;  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of 
thy  members  should  perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole 
boidy  should  be  cast  into  hell.  And  if  thy  right  hand 
ofiend  thee,  cut  it  ofi*,  and  cast  tf  from  thee ;  for  it 
is  profitable  for  thee  that  <me  <^  thy  members  should 
perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  body  diould  be  cast 
mto  hell. 

It  hath  been  said.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement.  But 
I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  put  awav  his 
wifc^  saving  for  the  cause  of  foniicalio%  causethher 
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to  commit  adohery ;  and  whosoeyer  ahall  marry  hw 
that  is  diroreed,  committeth  adultery. 

Again  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them 
of  old  time;  Thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself;  butshak 
perfiMm  unto  the  Lwd  thine  oaths.  But  I  say  unto 
yoU)  Swear  not  at  all,  neither  by  heavoi,  for  it  is 
God's  throne ;  nor  by  tiie  earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool) 
neither  by  Jerusalem,  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great 
King ;  neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because 
thou  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black.  But  Jet 
your  communication  be,  yea  yea ;  nay  nay ;  for  what* 
soever  is  more  than  these,  cometh  of  evil. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said;  An  eye  for  an 
eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that 
ye  resist  not  evil ;  but  whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on 
the  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also ;  and  if  any 
man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take  away  thy  coat, 
'let  him  have  thy  cloak  also ;  and  whosoevw  shall  com* 
pel  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him  twain.  Give  to 
him  that  asketh  thee ;  i^  from  him  that  would  bor* 
row  of  thee  turn  not  thou  away. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  be^i  said;  Thou  shah 
love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy.  But  I  say 
unto  you,  love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse 
you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  [M'ay  for  them 
which  despitefuUy  use  you  and  persecute  you ;  that 
ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven  ;  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and 
on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the 
unjust.  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  re* 
wwd  have  ye  9  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same  1 
And  if  ve  salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more 
than  amen  f  do  not  even  the  publicans  so  ?  Be  ye 
therefbfe  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven  is  perfect. 

Take  heed  that  you  do  not  your  alms  before  mm,  to 
be  Be&k  of  them ;  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  y oar 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  net  sound

a  trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  syna- 
gogues and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory 
of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  they  have  their  reward. 
But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know 
what  thy  right  hand  doeth;  that  thine  alms  may  be  in 
secret ;  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  himself 
shall  reward  thee  openly. 

And  when  thou  pray  est,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hy- 
pocrites are ;  for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the 
synagogues  and  in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they 
may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  they 
have  their  reward. 

But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet, 
and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father 
which  is  in  secret ;  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  se- 
cret, shall  reward  thee  openly.  But  when  ye  pray, 
use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen  do  ,*  for  they 
think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking. 
Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them.  For  your  Father 
knoweth  what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask 
him.  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye.  Our  Fa- 
ther which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name  ;  thy 
kingdom  come ;  thy  will  be  done,  in  earth  as  it  is 
in  heaven ;  give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  ;  and  for- 
give us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors ;  and 
fead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 
For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
forever.  Amen.  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  tres- 
passes, your  heavenly  Father  will  also  forgive  you ; 
but  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will 
your  Father  forgive  your  trespasses. 

Moreover,  when  y  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites, 
of  a  sad  countenance.  For  they  disfigure  their  faces, 
that  they  may  appear  unto  men  to  fast.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  they  have  their  reward.  But  thou  whm  thou 
fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and  wash  thy  face ;  that 
thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father 
which  is  in  secret ;  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  se- 
cret, shall  reward  thee  openly. 
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Lay  not  op  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal ;  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth 
corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor 
steal.  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your 
heart  be  also.  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye.  If 
ther^ore,  thine  eye  be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be 
full  of  light ;  but  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body 
shall  be  full  of  darkness.  If  therefore  the  light  that 
is  in  thee  be  darkness,  how  great  is  that  darkness ! 
No  man  can  serve  two  masters ;  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or  else  he  will  hold  to 
the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God 
and  mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you  ;  Take  no 
thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye 
shall  drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put 
on.  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  than 
raiment?  Bdnold  the  fowls  of  the  air,  for  they  sow  not, 
neither  do  they  reap,  nor  gather  into  bams ;  yet  your 
heavenly  Fathw  feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not  much  better 
than  th^?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
one  cubit  unto  his  stature?  And  why  take  ye  thought 
for  raimmt?  Consider  the  Ulies  of  the  field  how  they 
grow;  they  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin  ;  and  yet  I 
say  unto  you,  that  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was 
not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore  if  God  so 
clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to- 
morrow is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much  more 
clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith?  Therefore  take  no 
thought,  saying ;  What  shall  we  eat ;  or  What  shall 
we  drink;  or.  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed? 
For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek ;  for 
your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of 
all  these  things.  *  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdoiki  of 
God,  and  his  righteousness ;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for 
the  morrow;  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the 
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things  of  itself.  Suffici^it  unto  the  day  is  the  evil 
thereof. 

Judge  not^  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For  with  what 
judgment  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged ;  and  with  what 
measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 
And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  bro* 
ther's  eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in 
thine  own  eye  ?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother; 
Let  me  pull  out  the  mote  out  of  thine  eye ;  and  behold, 
a  beam  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite !  first 
cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt 
thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  bro- 
ther's eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither 
east  ye  your  pearls  before  swine;  lest  they  trample 
them  under  their  feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend  you. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  giv^i  you  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you.  For  eve* 
ly  one  that  asketh  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh, 
&ideth ;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  evened. 
Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom  if  his  son  ask 
bread,  will  he  give  him  a  stone  ?  Or  if  he  ask  a  fish, 
will  he  give  him  a  serpent  ?  If  ye  then  being  evil, 
know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  give 
good  things  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  you  even  so  to  them ;  for  this  is 
the  law  and  the  prophets. 

Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate ;  for  wide  is  the  gate, 
and  broad  is  the  way,  that  lead^  to  destruction,  and 
many  there  be  which  go  in  thereat.  Because  strait  is 
the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  leadeth  unto 
life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it. 

Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in 
sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening 
wolves.  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do 
men  gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  ?  Even 
so  every  good  tree  bring^  forth  good  fruit ;  but  a 
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cwmpt  tree  liriiigeth  forth  evil  fruit.  A  good  tree 
cannot  bring  fbrtn  evil  fruity  neithw  can  a  corrupt 
tree  bring  forth  good  fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruity  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the 
fire.  W^refore  by  their  iruits  ye  shall  know  them. 
Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  nie,  Lord,  Lord,  shaU 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth 
the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Many  will 
aay  onto  me  in  that  day ;  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  thy  name,  and  in  thy  name  cast  out 
devils,  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works  ? 
And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them ;  I  never  knew  you ; 
depart  from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of 
mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise 
man,  which  built  his  house  upon  a  rock.  And  the  rain 
descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew, 
and  beat  upon  that  house ;  and  it  fell  not ;  for  it  was 
founded  upon  a  rock.  And  every  one  that  heareth 
these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be 
likened  unto  a  fooUsh  man,  which  built  his  house  upon 
the  sand.  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods 
came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house^ 
and  it  fell ;  and  great  was  the  fall  of  it. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  the  people  vr&re  astonished  at  his  doctrine. 
For  he  taught  them  as  one  having  authority,  and  not 
as  the  scribes. 

Wh^i  he  was  come  down  from  the  mountain,  great 
mokitudes  followed  him. 

&  3.  And  behold,  there  came  a  leper  and  worship- 
ped him,  sajring ;  Lord  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make 
me  dean.  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  toudi- 
ed  him,  saying  ;  I  will,  be  thou  clean.  And  immedi- 
ately 1ms  leprosy  was  cleansed.  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
Um ;  See  thou  tell  no  man  ;  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thy« 
self  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  gifl,  that  Moses  com- 
■Kided,  tor  a  testimony  unto  them. 

And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capwnaum,  there 
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came  unto  him  a  contorion,  beseeching  him,  and  say- 
ing ;  Lord,  my  servant  lieth  at  home  sick  of  the  palsy, 
grievously  tormented.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him ;  I 
will  come  and  heal  him.  The  centurion  answered  and 
said  ;  Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldst  coma 
wider,  my  roof;  but  speak  the  word  only,  and  my 
servant  shall  be  healed.  For  I  am  a  man  under  au- 
thority, having  soldiers  under  me ;  and  I  say  to  this 
moil.  Go,  and  he  goeth ;  and  to  another,  Come,  and 
he  Cometh ;  and  to  my  servant.  Do  this,  and  he  doeth 
it.  When  Jesus  had  heard  itj  he  marvelled,  and  said 
to  them  that  followed  ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have 
not  found  so  great  faith  no  not  in  Israel.  And  I  say 
unto  you.  That  many  shall  come  fiom  the  east  and 
west,  and  shall  sit  down  with  Abraham  and  Isaac  and 
Jacob  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  the  children  of 
the  kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  into  utter  darkness ; 
there  s^ll  be  weeping  and  gnariimg  of  teeth.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion;  Go  thy  way,  and  as 
thou  hast  believed  m  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And  his 
servant  was  healed  in  the  self-same  hoar. 

And  when  Jesus  was  come  into  Peter's  hoose,  he 
saw  hb  wife's  mother  laid  and  sick  of  a  fever.  And 
he  touched  her  hand»  and  the  fever  left  her  ;  and  she 
arosei  and  ministefed  unto  themu  When  the  evoi  was 
come*  they  brought  unto  him  many  that  were  possessed 
with  devils ;  and  he  cast  out  the  spirits  with  kis  word, 
and  hemkd  all  that  were  sick.  That  it  might  be  ful- 
filled which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the  prophet,  saying; 
Himself  took  our  infirmities,  and  bare  Mir  sicknesses. 

Now  when  Jesus  saw  grmt  muhitndes  about  hini, 
lie  mve  commandment  to  depart  unto  the  other  side. 
Ana  a  certain  scribe  camei  and  said  unto  him ;  Master, 
I  will  follow  thee  whithefsoever  thoo  goest.  And  Je- 
m»  saith  unto  him ;  The  foxes  have  holcB,  and  the 
kmfe  of  the  air  4<irf  nests ;  but  the  Son  of  man  halh 
not  where  to  lay  ibts  head*  And  another  of  his  disciples 
said  uMo  him;  Lord^ saflfer sm first  to  go  and  boij m^ 
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father.  Bot  Jesus  said  unto  him)  Follow  me,  and 
let  the  dead  bury  their  dead. 

And  when  he  was  entered  into  a  ship,  his  disciples 
followed  him.  And  behold,  there  arose  a  great  tem- 
pest in  the  sea,  insomuch  that  the  ship  was  covered 
with  the  waves.  But  he  was  asleep.  And  his  disci- 
ples came  to  Attn,  and  awoke  him,  saying ;  Lord,  save 
us,  we  perish.  And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Why  are  ye 
fearful,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Then  he  arose  and  re- 
buked the  winds  and  the  sea ;  and  there  was  a  great 
calm.  But  the  men  marvelled,  saying ;  What  man- 
ner of  man  is  this,  that  ev«i  the  winds  and  the  sea 
obey  him  ? 

And  when  he  was  come  to  the  other  side,  into  the 
country  of  the  Gergesenes,  there  met  him  two  possess- 
ed with  devils,  coming  out  of  the  tombs,  exceeding 
iiCTce,  so  that  no  man  might  pass  by  that  way.  And 
behold,  they  cried  out,  saying ;  What  have  we  to  do 
with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God  ?  art  thou  come 
hither  to  torment  us  before  the  time  1  And  there  was 
a  good  way  off  from  them  a  herd  of  many  swine  feed- 
ing. So  the  devils  besought  him,  sayins  ;  If  thou  cast 
us  out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the  nerd  of  swine. 
And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Go.  And  wh^i  they  were 
come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine.  And  be- 
hold, the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran  violently  down  a 
steep  place  into  the  sea,  and  perished  in  the  waters. 
And  uiey  that  kept  them  fled,  and  went  their  ways 
into  the  city,  and  told  every  thing,  and  what  was  be- 
fall^»i  to  the  possessed  of  the  devils.  And  behold,  the 
whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus ;  and  when  they 
saw  him,  they  besought  him,  that  he  would  depart  out 
of  their  coasts.  Atid  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  pass- 
ed over,  and  came  into  his  own  city. 

And  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  man  sick  of  the 
palsy,  lying  on  a  bed.  And  Jesus  seeing  their  faith, 
said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy ;  Son,  be  of  good 
dieer ;  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee.  And  behold,  cer- 
tain of  the  scribes  said  within  themselves ;  this  man

blasphemeth.  And  Jesus  knowing  their  thoughts, 
said  ;  Wherefore  think  ye  evil  in  your  hearts  ?  For 
whether  is  easier,  to  say ;  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee  ? 
or  to  say ;  Arise,  and  walk  ?  But  that  ye  may  know, 
that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive 
sins ;  (then  saith  he  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy ;)  Arise^ 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine  house.  And  he 
arose  and  departed  to  his  house.  But  when  the 
multitude  saw  if,  they  marvelled,  and  glorifi^  God, 
which  had  given  such  power  unto  men. 

And  as  Jesus  passed  forth  from  thence,  he  saw  a 
man,  named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom; 
and  he  saith  unto  him  ;  Follow  me.  And  he  arose,  and 
followed  him.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  Jesus  sat  at 
meat  in  the  house,  behold,  many  publicans  and  sinners 
came  and  sat  down  with  him  and  hia  disciples.  And 
when  the  Pharisees  saw  if,  they  said  unto  his  disci- 
ples ;  Why  eateth  your  Master  with  publicans  and  sin^ 
ners  ?  But  when  Jesus  heard  that^  he  said  unto  them; 
They  that  be  whole  need  not  a  physician  ;  but  they 
that  are  sick.  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  that  meaneth ; 
I  will  have  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice.  For  I  am  not 
come  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance.* 

Then  came  to  him  the  disciples  of  John,  saying ; 
Why  do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast  oil,  but  thy  disci- 
ples fast  not  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  Can  the 
children  of  the  bridechamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  but  the  days  will  come, 
when  the  bridgroom  shall  be  tak^i  from  them,  and 
th^i  shall  they  fast.  No  man  putteth  a  piece  of  new 
cloth  unto  an  old  garment ;  for  that  which  is  put  in  to 
fill  it  up,  taketh  from  the  garment,  and  the  rent  is  made 
worse.  Neither  do  men  put  new  -wine  into  old  bot- 
tles ;  else  the  bottles  break,  and  the  wine  runneth  out, 
and  the  bottles  perish  ;  but  they  put  new  wine  into 
new  bottles,  and  both  are  preserved. 

While  he  spake  these  things  unto  them,  behold, 
there  came  a  certain  ruler  and  worshipped  him,  say- 
ing $  My  daughter  is  even  now  dead :  but  come  and  lay 
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thy  iHmd  upon  hety  and  she  shall  li?e.  And  Jesus 
arose  and  followed  him,  and  so  did  his  disciples.  And 
behold,  a  woman,  which  was  diseased  with  an  issue  of 
blood  twrive  years,  came  behind  him^  and  touched  the 
hem  of  his  gannent ;  for  she  said  within  herself;  If  I 
may  but  touch  his  garment,  I  shall  be  whole.  But  Je- 
sus turned  him  about,  and  when  he  saw  her,  he  said  ; 
Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort ;  thy  fhith  hath  made 
thee  whole.  And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from 
that  hour.  And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's 
house,  and  saw  the  minstrels,  and  the  people  making  a 
noise,  he  said  unto  them;  Give  place;  for  the  maid  is 
not  dead,  but  sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn.  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth,  he  went 
in  and  took  her  by  the  hand ;  and  the  maid  arose. 
And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men 
followed  him,  crying,  and  saying;  Thau  son  of  David, 
have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the 
bouse^  the  blind  men  came  to  him,  and  Jesus  saith 
unto  them ;  Believe  ye  that  I  am  able  to  do  this  1 
They  said  unto  him ;  Yea,  Lord.  Th«i  touched  he 
their  eyes,  saying ;  According  to  your  faith  be  it  unto 
you.  And  their  eyes  were  opened.  And  Jesus  straitly 
charged  them,  sajring ;  See  that  no  man  know  it.  But 
tb^,  when  they  were  departed,  spread  abroad  his 
iame  in  all  that  country. 

As  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  dumb 
man  possessed  with  a  devil.  And  when  the  devil  was 
east  out,  the  dumb  spake.  And  the  multitude  mar* 
veiled,  saying ;  It  was  never  so  seen  in  Israel.  But 
the  Pharisees  said ;  He  casteth  out  devils  through  the 
prince  of  the  devils. 

And  Jesus.. went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages^ 
teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gos* 
pel  of  the  kingdom,  luid  healing  every  sickness  and 
every  disease  among  the  people.  But  when  he  saw 
the  multitudes,  he  was  moved  with  compassion  on  then^ 
because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as 
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sheep  having  no  shepherd.  Then  saith  he  unto  his 
diseiples  ;  The  harvest  truly  t^  plenteous^  but  the  la* 
bourers  are  few;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  be  will  send  forth  labourers  into  his 
harvest. 

§  3.  And  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve 
disciples,  he  gave  them  power  against  unclean  spirits, 
to  cast  them  ouf^  and  to  heal  all  manner  of  sickness 
and  all  manner  of  disease. 

Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these;* 
The  first,  Simon  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew 
his  brother ;  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John 
his  brother ;  Philip,  and  Bartliolomew  ;  Thomas,  and 
Matthew  the  publican ;  James  the  son  of  Alpheus ; 
and  Lebbeus, whose  surname  was  Thaddeus  ;  Simon 
the  Canaanite ;  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed 
him. 

These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded 
them,  saying ;  Go  not  in  the  way  of  the  Gentiles, 
and  into  any  city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye  not; 
but  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 
And  as  ye  go  preach,  saying;  The  kingdom  of 
heaved  is  at  hand.  Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers, 
raise  the  dead,  cast  out  devils ;  freely  ye  have  received, 
freely  give.  Provide  neither  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass, 
in  your  purses ;  nor  scrip  for  your  journey,  neither  two 
coats,  neither  shoes,  nor  yet  staves.  For  the  work- 
man is  worthy  of  his  meat.  And  into  whatsoever  city 
or  town  ye  shall  enter,  inquire  who  in  it  is  worthy  ;  and 
there  abide  till  ye  go  thence.  And  when  ye  come  into 
an  house,  salute  it.  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let 
your  peace  come  upon  it ;  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  1^ 
your  peace  return  to  you.  And  whosoever  shall  not 
receive  you,  nor  hear  your  words,  when  ye  depart  out 
of  that  house  or  city,  shake  ofi*  the  dust  of  your  feet. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, than  for  that  city. 

Behold,  I  s^id  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
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wolves ;  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents^  and  harm* 
less  as  doves.  But  beware  of  men ;  for  they  will  de- 
liver you  up  to  the  oouncils,  and  they  will  scourge  you 
in  their  synagogues ;  and  ye  shall  be  brought  before 
governors  and  kings  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony 
against  them  and  the  Gentiles.  But  when  they  de- 
liver you  up,  take  no  thought  how  or  what  ye  shall 
queak ;  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same  hour  what 
ye  shall  speak ;  for  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the 
Spirit  of  your  Father,  which  speaketh  in  you.  And 
the  brother  shall  delivar  up  the  brother  to  death,  and 
the  father  the  child;  and  the  children  shall  rise  up 
against  their  par^its,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to 
death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my 
name's  sake  ;  but  he  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be 
saved.  But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee 
ye  into  another.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  ye  shall 
not  have  gone  over  the  cities  of  Israel,  till  the  Son  of 
man  be  come.  The  disciple  is  not  above  hia  master,  nor 
the  servant  above  his  lord.  It  is  enough  for  the  dis- 
ciple, that  he  be  as  his  master,  and  the  servant  as  his 
lord.  If  they  have  called  the  master  of  the  house 
Beelzebub,  bow  much  more  shall  they  call  them  of 
his  household  1  Fear  them  not  therefore.  For  there 
is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  not  be  revealed  ;  and  hid, 
that  shall  not  be  known.  What  I  tell  you  in  darkness, 
that  speak  ye  in  light ;  and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear, 
that  preach  ye  upon  the  house-tops. 

And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are  not 
able  to  kill  the  soul ;  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able 
to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell.  Are  not  two 
tiparrows  sold  for  a  fartfiing  ?  and  one  of  Uiem  shall 
not  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father;  but  the 
very  haini  of  your  head  are  all  numbered.  Fear  ye 
not  therefore ;  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  spar- 
rows. Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before 
men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven;  but  whosoever  shall  deny  me  before 
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iiieii9  him  will  I  also  d^iy  before  my  Father  which  is 
ia  heaven. 

Tlunk  not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth; 
I  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword.  For  I  am 
oome  to  set  a  man  at  variance  against  his  father,  and 
the  di&iighter  against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter-in« 
law  against  her  mother-in-law  ;  and  a  man's  toes 
ahaU  be  they  of  his  own  household.  He  that  loveth 
fiUher  or  mother  more  than  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me; 
and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more  than  me, 
is  not  worthy  of  me.  And  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross, 
and  folio weth  aflw  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me.  He  that 
findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it ;  and  he  that  loseth  his  life 
for  my  isake,  shall  find  it. 

He  that  receiveth  you,  jreceiveth  me;  and  he  that 
receiveth  me,  receiveth  turn  that  s^it  me.  He  that  re- 
ceiveth a  prophet  in  the  name  of  a  prophet,  shall  re- 
ceive a  prophet's  reward ;  and  he  that  receiveth  a 
righteous  man  in  the  name  of  a  righteous  man,  shall 
receive  a  righteous  man's  reward.  And  whosoever 
shall  eive  to  drink  unto  one  of  these  little  ones,  a  cup 
of  cold  water  only,  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward. 

And  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had  made  an  end 
of  commanding  his  twelve  disciples,  he  departed 
thence,  to  teach  and  to  preach  in  their  cities. 

§  3.  Now  when  John  had  heard  in  the  prison  the 
works  of  Christ,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples,  and  said 
unto  him;  Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or  do  we  look 
for  another  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them; 
Go  and  shew  John  again  those  things  which  ye  do 
hear  and  see;  the  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the 
lame  walk,  Uie  lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear, 
the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor  have  the  gospel 
preached  to  them.  And  blessed  is  he^  whosoevw  stmll 
not  be  offended  in  me. 

And  as  th^  departed,  Jesus  began  to  say  unto 
the  multitudes  concerning  John;  What  went  ye  out  in* 
to  the  wilderness  to  see  ?   A  reed  shaken  with  the 
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wind  9  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  man 
clothed  in  soft  raiment  ?  behold,  they  that  wear  soft 
clothing  are  in  king's  houses.  But  what  w^nt  ye  out 
for  to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  yea^  I  say  unto  you,  and 
more  than  a  im>phet.  For  this  is  ne  of  whom  it  is 
written.  Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  face^ 
which  shall  [nrepare  thy  way  before  thee.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  among  them  that  are  bom  of  women,  there 
hath  not  risen  a  greater  than  John  the  Baptist;  not«* 
withstanding,  he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of  hea^ 
ven  is  greatw  than  he.  And  fit>m  the  days  of  John 
the  Baptist  until  now,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  suffereth 
violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  by  force.  For  all  the 
prophets  and  the  law  prophesied  until  John.  And  if 
ye  will  receive  f<,  this  is  Elias  which  was  for  to  come. 
He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  But  where- 
unto  shall  I  liken  this  generation  ?  It  is  like  unto 
children  sitting  in  the  markets,  and  calling  unto  thdr 
fellows,  and  saying.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye 
have  not  danced;  we  have  mourned  unto  you,  and  ye 
have  not  lamoited.  For  John  came  neithw  eating 
nor  drinking,  and  they  say,  he  hath  a  devil.  The  Son 
of  man  came  eating  and  drinking,  and  they  say,  Be- 
hold, a  man  gluttonous,  and  a  wine-bibber,  a  friend 
of  publicans  and  sinners.  But  wisdom  is  justified  of 
her  children. 

Th^d  began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein  most 
of  his  mighty  works  were  done,  because  they  repent- 
ed not.  Wo  unto  thee,  Chorazin !  wo  unto  thee, 
Bethsaida !  fw  if  the  mighty  works  which  were  done 
in  you  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would 
have  rqmited  long  ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  But 
I  say  unto  you,  it  sh^l  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and 
Sidon  at  the  day  of  judgm«it,  than  for  you.  And 
thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  exalted  unto  heavra, 
shalt  be  brought  down  to  hell ;  for  if  the  mighty  works 
which  have  been  done  in  thee,  had  been  done  in  So- 
dom, it  would  have  remained  until  this  day.  But  I 
say  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the 
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had  of  Sodom    in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 

At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said^  I  thank  thee^ 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  because  thoo 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast 
revealed  them  unto  babes.  Even  so,  Father,  for  so  it 
seemeth  good  in  thy  sight.  All  things  are  delivered 
onto  me  cf  my  Father;  and  no  man  kn^weth  the  Scm^ 
but  the  Father;  neither  knoweth  any  man  the  Father, 
save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son  will  re- 
veal him.  Come  unto  me  all  ^  that  labour  and  are 
heavy  laden;  and  I  will  give  you  rest.  Take  my  yoke 
upon  you,  and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am*  meek  and  lowly 
in  heart;  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For 
my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light. 

At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath-day  through 
the  com:  and  his  disciples  were  an  hungered,  and  be* 
gan  to  pluck  the  ears  of  com,  and  to  eat.  But  wh^i 
the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him;  Behold,  thy 
disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the 
sabbath-day.  But  he  said  unto  them;  Have  ye  not 
read  what  Uavid  did  wh^fi  he  was  an  hungered,  and 
they  that  were  with  him;  how  he  ent^ed  into  the 
house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  shew-bread,  which  was 
not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which  were 
with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ?  Or  have  ye  not 
read  in  the  law,  how  that  on  the  sabbath^days  the 
priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are 
blameless  ?  But  1  say  unto  you,  that  in  this  place  is 
one  greater  than  the  temple.  But  if  ye  had  known 
what  this  meaneth,  I  will  have  mercy,  and  not  sacri- 
fice, ye  would  not  have  condemned  the  guiltless.  For 
the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath-day. 

And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  w^U  into 
their  synagogue.  And  behold,  there  was  a  man  which 
had  hia  hmd  withered.  And  they  asked  him,  sajring; 
Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath-days  1  that  they 
might  accuse  him.  And  he  said  unto  them;  What 
inan  shall  there  be  anKmg  you,  that  shall  have  one 
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sheep^  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbiath-day,  will 
he  not  lay  bold  on  it,  and  lid  it  out  ?  How  much 
then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is 
lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath-days.  Then  saith 
he  to  the  man  ;  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he 
stretched  it  forth  ;  and  it  was  restored  whole^  like  as 
the  other. 

Then  the  Pharisees  wait' out  and  held  a  council 
against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him.  But  wlien 
Jesus  knew  itj  he  withdrew  himself  from  thence ;  and 
great  multitudes  followed  him ;  and  he  healed  them  all; 
and  charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  him 
known,  tlmt  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
Esaias  the  prophet,  saying ;  Behold  my  servant^  whom 
I  have  chosen  ;  my  beloved,  in  whom  my  soul  is  well 
pleased ;  I  will  put  my  Spirit  upon  him,  and  he  shall 
shew  judgment  to  the  Goitiles.  He  shall  not  strive^ 
nor  cry,  neither  shall  any  man  hear  his  voice  in  the 
streets  ;  a  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  smok- 
ing flax  shall  he  not  quench ;  till  he  send  forth  judg- 
ment unto  victory.  And  in  his  name  shall  the  Gen- 
tiles trust. 

Then  was^  brought  unto  him  <me  possessed  with  a 
devil,  blind  and  dumb ;  and  he  healed  him,  insomuch 
that  the  blind  and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw.  And 
all  the  people  were  amazed,  and  said ;  Is  not  this  the 
son  of  David  ?  But  when  the  Pharisees  heard  tt,  they 
said;  Thm  fellow  doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by 
Beekebub,  the  prince  of  the  devils.  And  Jesus  knew 
their  thoughts,  and  said  unto  them ;  Every  kingdom 
divided  against  itself^  is  brought  to  desolation ;  and 
evoy  city  or  house  divided  against  itself,  shall  not 
stand.  And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided 
against  himself;  how  shall  then  his  kingdom  stand? 
And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  children  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  they  shall  be 
your  judges.  But  if  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit 
:of  God,  then  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  uiUo  you. 
Or  else,  how  can  one  enter  into  a  strong  man's  Ikumm, 
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and  spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong 
man  ?  and  then  he  will  spoil  his  house  He  that  is 
not  with  me,  is  against  me;  and  he  that  gathereth  not 
with  me,  scattereth  abroad.  Wherefore  I  say  unto 
jou;  All  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy  shall  be  forgiv- 
en unto  men;  but  the  blasphemy  against  the  Holy 
Ghost  shall  not  be  forgiven  unto  men.  And  whoso- 
erer  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall 
be  forgiven  him;  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the 
Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in 
this  world,  neither  in  the  world  to  come.  Either 
make  the  trte  good,  and  his  ffuit  good;  or  else  make 
(he  tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit  corrupt;  for  the  tree  is 
known  by  his  fruit  O  generation  of  vipers!  how  can 
ye,  being  evil,  speak  cood  things  ?  for  out  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart  me  mouth  speaketh.  A  good 
man,  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  the  heart,  bringeth 
forth  good  things;  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil 
treasure,  bringeth  forth  evil  things.  But  I  say  unto 
you,  that  every  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,  they 
shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment.  For 
by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justified,  and  by  thy  words 
thou  shalt  be  condemned. 

Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees 
answered,  saying;  Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from 
thee.  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  An  evil 
and  adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a  sign,  and 
there  shall  no  sign  be  given  to  it,  but  the  fiign  of  the 
prophet  Jonas«  For  as  Jonas  was  three  days  and 
1iu*ee  nights  in  the  whale's  belly;  so  shall  the  Soil  of 
man  be  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  heart  of  the 
^arth.  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment 
with  this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it;  because 
they  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonas;  and  behold, 
a  greater  than  Jonas  t^  here.  The  queen  of  the  south 
shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  this  generation,  and 
shall  condemn  it;  for  she  came  from  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solomon  ; 
and  bdiold^  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here.    Wlicfei 
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the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  mai^  he  walketb 
through  dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and  findeth  none. 
Then  he  saith;  I  will  return  into  my  hpusq  from 
whence  I  came  out  And  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth 
it  empty,  sw^t  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he  and 
taketh  with  himself  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked 
than  himself,  and  they  eater  in  and  dwell  there;  wA 
the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  firpt.  Even 
so  shall  it  be  also  unto  this  wicked  genwation. 

While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold,  his  mo* 
th^  and  his  brethren  stood  without,  desiring  to  speak 
with  him.  Th^fi  one  said  unto  him;  Behold,  thy  mo- 
ther and  thy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  tp  speak 
with  thee.  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  him  thai 
told  him;  Who  is  my  mother  ?  and  who  are  my  breth- 
ren?  And  he  stretched  forth  his  hand  toward  his 
disciples,  and  said ;  Bdiold  my  mother  and  my  breth* 
ren !  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven,  the  same  is  my  brother,  and  sister, 
and  mother. 

The  same  day  went  Jesus  out  of  the  house,  and  sat 
by  the  sea-side;  and  great  multitudes  were  gathered 
together  unto  him,  so  that  he  went  into  a  ship  and  sat; 
and  the  whole  multitude  stood  on  the  shore.  And  he 
spake  many  things  unto  them  in  parables,  saying;  B^<- 
hold,  a  sower  went  forth  to  sow.  And  when  he  sow*- 
ed,  some  seeds  fell  by  the  way  side;  and  the  fowls 
came  and  devoured  them.  Some  fell  upon  stony  pla^ 
ces,  where  they  had  not  much  earth;  and  forthwith 
thev  wrung  up,  because  they  had  no  deepness  of  earth; 
and  when  the  sun  was  up,  they  were  scorched;  and 
because  they  had  no  root,  they  withered  away.  And 
some  fell  amoqg  thorns;  and  the  thorns  sprung  up, 
and  choked  them.  But  other  fell  into  good  ground, 
and  brought  forth  fruit,  some  an  hundr^-fol^  some 
aixty-fiold,  some  thirty-fold.  Who  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

And  the  disciples  came,  and  said  unto  him;  Why 
q^eakest  thou  unto  them  in  parables  ?    He  answer^ 
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md  said  unto  them;  Because  it  is  given  unto  you  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  to 
them  it  is  not  given.  For  whosoever  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have  more  abundance;  but 
whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shaH  be  tak^i  away 
even  that  he  hath.  Therefore  speak  I  to  them  in  par- 
ables, because  they  seeing,  see  not,  and  hearing,  they 
hear  not,  neither  do  they  understand.  And  in  them 
is  fulfilled  the  prophecy  of  Esaias,  which  saith;  By 
hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  not  understand;  and 
seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive.  For  this 
people's  heart  is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull 
of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they  have  closed;  lest  at 
any  time  they  should  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  should  understand  with  their  heart,  and 
should  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them.  But 
blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see;  and  your  ears,  for 
they  hear.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  many  pro- 
phets and  righteous  men  have  desired  to  see  those 
things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them ;  and  to 
hear  those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard 
them. 

Hear ,  ye  therefore  the  parable  of  the  sower. 
When  any  one  heareth  the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and 
understandeth  it  not,  then  cometh  the  wick^  ohe^  and 
catcheth  away  that  which  was  sown  in  his  heart; 
this  iis  he  which  received  seed  by  the  way  side.  But 
he  that  received  the  seed  into  stony  places,  the  same 
is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and  anon  with  joy  receiv- 
eth  it ;  yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself,  but  dureth 
for  a  while;  for  when  tribulation  or  persecution  ariseth 
because  of  the  word,  by  and  by  he  is  offended.  He 
also  that  received  seed  among  the  thorns  is  he  that 
heareth  the  word,  and  the  care  of  this  world,  »nd  the 
deceitfulness  of  riches,  choke  the  word;  and  he  be- 
cometh  unfruitful.  But  he  that  received  seed  into 
the  good  ground  is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and  un- 
derstandeth it ;  which  also  heareth  fruit,  and  bringeth 
forth,  some  an  himdred-fold,  some  sixty,  some  thirty. 
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Anothw  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  sayinf; 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which 
sowed  good  seed  in  his  field.  But  while  men  slept,  his 
enemy  came,  and  sowed  tares  among  the  wheat;  and 
wttfit  his  way.  But  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up, 
and  brought  forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also. 
So  the  servants  of  the  householder  came  and  said  unto 
him;  Sir,  didst  not  thou  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field  1 
from  whence  then  hath  it  tares  ?  He  said  unto  them; 
An  enemy  hath  done  this.  The  servants  said  unto 
him;  Wilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and  gather  them  up  ? 
But  he  said;  Nay;  lest  while  ye  gather  up  the  tares, 
ye  root  up  also  the  wheat  with  them.  Let  both  grow 
together  until  the  harvest;  and  in  the  time  of  harvest 
I  will  say  to  the  reap^«;  Gather  ye  together  first  the 
tares,  and  bind  them  in  bundles  to  bum  them;  but 
gather  the  wheat  into  my  bam. 

Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  saying; 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard- 
seed,  which  a  man  took  and  sowed  in  his  field. 
Which  indeed  is  the  least  of  all  seeds;  but  wh^i  it  is 
grown,  it  is  the  greatest  among  herbs,  and  becometh 
a  tree,  so  that  the  birds  of  the  air  come  and  lodge  in 
the  branches  therec^. 

Another  parable  spake  he  unto  them;  The  kingdom 
^  heav^!!  is  like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took, 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was 
leavened.  All  these  things  spake  Jesus  unto  the  multi- 
tude in  parables,  and  without  a  parable  spake  he  not 
unto  than;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
by  the  im>phet,  saying;  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  para- 
bles; I  will  utter  things  which  have  been  kept  secret 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

Then  Jesus  sent  the  multitude  away,  and  went  into 
the  house,  and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saying; 
Declare  unto  us  the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the  field. 
He  answered  and  said  unto  them;  He  that  soweth  the 
good  seed  is  the  Son  of  man;  the  field  is  the  word; 
the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the  kingdom;  but 
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the  tares  are  the  children  of  the  wicked  one  ;  the  ene- 
my that  sowed  them^  is  the  deTil ;  the  harvest  is  the 
end  of  the  world  ;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels.  As 
therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned,  in  the 
fire ;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world.  The  Son 
of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall 
gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and 
them  which  do  iniquity,  and  shall  east  them  into  a 
furnace  of  fire  ;  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing 
of  teeth.  Th^i  shall  the  righteous  shine  fordi  as  the 
sun,  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Fathw.  Who  hath  ears 
to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

Again  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  uirto  treasure 
hid  in  a  field,  the  which  when  a  man  hath  found  he 
hideth,  and  for  joy  th^-eof  go^  and  selleth  all  that 
he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field. 

Again  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  mer- 
chant-man, seeking  goodly  pearls ;  who,  when  he  had 
found  one  pearl  of  great  price,  went  and  sold  all  that 
he  had  and  bought  it. 

Again  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  mito  a  net 
that  was  cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kmd; 
which,  when  it  was  full,  they  drew  to  shore,  and  sat 
down,  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but  cast  the 
bad  awav.  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world  ; 
the  angels  shall  come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  fton 
among  the  just,  and  shall  cast  them  into  the  fimiace 
of  fire  ;  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teetk. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them ;  have  ve  understood  all  these 
things  t  They  say  unto  him ;  Yea,  Lord.  Then  said 
he  unto  them  ;  Therefore  every  scribe  trJktcA  ts  iwlnKt- 
ed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  is  like  mito  m  man 
that  is  an  householder,  whidi  bringeth  forth  out  of  his 
treasure  ffttiurs  new  and  oM.  And  it  cum  to  pass, 
f^t  when  Jesus  had  finidied  these  parables,  he  de- 
parted thence. 

And  when  he  was  come  into  his  own  cew^,  lie 
taught  them  in  their  synamgue,  insoBMicli  that  tlMsgr 

tfwe  astoeiahed,  and  aaid ;  WheMe  1^ 
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wisdom^  and  these  mighty  works?  Is  not  this  the 
carpenter's  8«ei  1  is  not  his  mother  called  Mary  ?  and 
his  brethren,  James,  and  Joses,  and  Simcm,  and  Ju- 
das ?  And  his  sisters,  are  they  not  all  with  us  9 
Whence  then  hath  this  man  all  these  things  ?  And 
they  were  oflfended  in  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
them  ^  A  im>phet  is  not  without  honour,  save  in  his 
own  country,  and  in  his  own  house.  And  he  did 
not  many  mighty  works  there,  because  of  thmr  unbe- 
lief. 

At  that  time  Herod  the  Tetrarch  heard  of  the  fame 
<^  Jesus,  and  said  unto  his  servants;  This  is  John  the 
Baptist;  he  is  risen  from  the  dead,  and  therefore 
mighty  works  do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him.  For 
Herod  had  laid  hold  on  John,  and  bound  him,  and  put 
him  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's 
wife.  For  John  said  unto  him;  It  it  is  not  lawful  for 
thee  to  have  her.  And  when  he  would  have  put  him 
to  death,  he  feared  the  multitude,  because  they  count- 
ed him  as  a  prophet.  But  when  Herod's  birth*day 
was  kept,  the  daughter  of  Herodias  danced  before 
them,  and  pleased  Herod  ;  whereupon  he  promised 
with  an  oath  to  give  her  whatsoever  i^  would  ask. 
And  she,  being  bdbre  instructed  of  her  mother,  said; 
Gii^  me  here  J6lxa  Baptist's  head  in  a  charger. 
And  the  king  was  sorry;  nevertheless  for  the  oath's 
sake,  and  them  which  sat  with  him  at  meat,  he  command- 
ed t(  to  be  given  her.  And  he  sent  and  beheaded 
John  ift  the  prison.  And  his  head  was  brought  in  a 
charger,  and  given  to  the  damsel;  and  she  brought  it 
to  her  mother.  And  his  disciples  came  and  took  up 
the  body,  end  buried  it;  and  went  and  told  Jesus, 
p.  D.  1  §  4.  When  Jesus  heard  of  tt,  he  departed  thenoe 
L"^-^J  by  a  ship  into  a  desert  place  apart.  And  when 
the  pe^>le  had  heard  thereof j  they  followed  him  on 
foot  out  of  the  cities.  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and  saw 
a  greaet  multitude;  and  was  moved  with  compassion 
toward  them,  and  he  healed  their  sick.  And  when  it 
was  evening,  his  disciples  came  to  him,  aaying;  This 
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is  a  desert  place,  and  the  time  is  now  past;  send  the 
multitude  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  villages^ 
and  buy  themselves  victuals.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
them;  They  need  not  depart;  give  ye  them  to  eat. 
And  they  say  unto  him;  We  have  here  but  five  loaves 
and  two  fishes.  He  said;  Bring  them  hither  to  me. 
And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 
grass,  and  took  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes, 
and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and  brake,  and 
gave  the  loaves  to  his  disciples;  and  the  disciples  to 
Uie  multitude.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  werle  filled; 
and  they  took  up  of  the  fi*agments  that  r^nained^ 
twelve  baskets  full.  And  they  that  had  eaten' wen 
about  five  thousand  men,  besides  wom^i  and  children. 
'  And  straightway  Jesus  constrained  his  disciples  to 
get  into  a  ship,  and  to  go  before  him  unto  the  other 
side,  while  he  sent  the  multitudes  away.  And  when 
he  had  sent  the  multitudes  away,  he  went  up  into  a 
mountain  apart  to  pray.  And  when  the  evening  was 
come,  he  was  there  alone.  But  the  ship  was  now  m 
the  midst  of  the  sea,  tossed  with  waves;  for  the  wind  was 
contrary.  And  in  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  Jesus 
went  unto  them,  walking  on  the  sea.  And  when  the 
disciples  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  they  were  troub- 
led, saying;  It  is  a  spirit;  and  they  cried  out  for  fear. 
But  straightway  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  saying;  Be 
of  good  cheer;  it  is  I;  be  not  afraid.  And  Peter  an- 
swered him  and  said  ;  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me 
come  unto  thee  on  the  water.  And  he  said;  come. 
And  when  Peter  was  come  down  out  of  the  riup,  he 
walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus.  But  when  he 
saw  the  wind  boisterous,  he  was  afi'aid;  and  b^in^ 
ning  to  sink,  he  cried,  sayins  ;  Lord  save  me !  And 
-  immediately  Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  caught 
him,  and  said  unto  him;  O  thou  of  little  faith,  where- 
fore didst  thou  doubt  ?  And  when  they  were  come 
into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased.  Then  they  that  were 
in  the  ship,  came,  and  worshipped  him,  saying;  Of  a 
truth  thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 
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And  when  they  were  gone  over^^they  came  into  the 
land  of  Gennesaret.  And  when  the  m^d  of  that  place 
had  knowledge  of  him,  they  s^it  out  into  all  that  coun- 
try round  about,  and  brought  unto  him  all  that  were 
diseased,  and  besought  him  that  they  might  only  touch 
the  hem  of  his  garment;  and  as  many  as  touched  were 
made  pofectly  whole. 

Then  came  to  Jesus  scribes  and  Pharisees,  which 
were  of  Jerusalem,  saying;  Why  do  thy  disciples 
transgress  the  tradition  of  the  elders  ?  for  they  wash  not 
their  hands,  when  they  eat  bread.  But  he  answered 
and  said  unto  them;  Why  do  ye  also  transgress  the  com- 
mandment of  Goid  by  your  tradition  ?  For  God 
commanded,  saying;  Honour  thy  father  and  mother; 
and;  He  that  curs^  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the 
death.  But  ye  say;  Whosoever  shall  say  to  his  father 
or  his  mother;  It  is  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou  might- 
est  be  profited  by  me;  and  honour  not  his  fath^  or  his 
mother,  he  shall  be  free.  Thus  have  ye  made  the  com- 
mandmeit  of  God  of  none  ^ect  by  your  tradition. 
¥e  hypocrites  !  ji^ell  did  Esaias  prophesy  of  you,  say- 
ing; This  pec^pfc  draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their 
mouth,  and  honoureth  me  wi&  their  Ups;  but  their 
heart  is  fer  from  me.  But  in  vain  they  do  worship 
me,  teaching  for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men. 

And  he  called  the  multitude,  and  said  unto  them; 
Hear,  and  understand.  Not  that  which  goeth  into 
the  mouth  defileth  a  man;  but  that  which  cometh  out 
of  the  mouth,  this  defileth  a  man.  Then  came  his 
disciples,  and  said  unto  him;  Knowest  thou  that  the 
Pharisees  were  offended,  after  they  heard  this  saying  1 
But  he  answered  and  said;  Every  plant  which  my 
heav^y  Father  hath  not  planted,  shall  be  rooted  up. 
Let  them  alone;  they  be  blind  leaders  of  the  blind; 
And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall  fall  into  the 
ditch. 

-  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him;  Declare 
unto  us  this  parable.  And  Jesus  said;  Are  ye  also 
yet  without  understanding  ?     Do  not  ye  yet  undw* 
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stand  that  whatsoevA*  ^itereth  in  at  the  mouth  goeth 
into  the  belly,  and  is  cast  out  into  the  draught  ?  But 
those  things  which  proceed  out  of  the  mouth  come 
forth  from  the  heart,  and  they  defile  the  man.  For 
out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders^  adul- 
teries, fornications,  thefts,  false  witness,  blasphemies.- 
These  are  the  things  which  defile  a  man ;  but  to  eat 
with  unwashen  hands  defileth  not  a  man. 

Then  Jesus  went  thence,  and  departed  into  the 
coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon.  And  behold,  a  woman  of 
Canaan  came  out  of  the  same  coasts,  and  cried  unto 
him,  saying;  Have  mercy  on  me,  O  Lord,  thou  son 
of  David !  my  daughter  is  grievously  vexed  with  a 
devil.  But  he  answered  her  not  a  word.  And  his 
disciples  came  and  besought  him,  saying;  Send  her 
away,  for  she  crieth  after  us.  But  he  answered  and 
said;  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house 
of  Israel.  Then  came  she  and  worshipped  him,  say- 
ing; Lord,  help  me!  But  he  answered  and  said; 
It  is  not  me^  to  take  the  children's  breads  and  to  cast 
it  to  dogs.  And  she  said;  Truth,  Lord;  yet  the  dogs 
eat  of  the  crumbs  which  fall  from  th€l|f%naster's  table. 
Th^i  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her;  O  woman, 
great  is  thy  faith;  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt. 
And  her  daughter  was  made  whole  from  that  very 
hour. 

And  Jesus  departed  from  th^ice^  and  came  nigh 
unto  the  sea  of  Galilee;  and  went  up  into  a  mountain^ 
and  sat  down  there.  And  great  multitudes  came  unto 
him,  having  with  them  those  that  were  lame,  blind^ 
dumb,  maimed,  and  many  others,  and  cast  them  down 
at  Jesus'  feet;  and  he  healed  them,  insomuch  that  the 
multitude  wondered,  when  they  saw  the  dumb  to 
speak,  the  maimed  to  be  whole,  the  lame  to  walk,  and 
the  blind  to  see;  and  they  glorified  the  God  of  Israel. 
Then  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  hinij  and  said;  I 
have  compassicm  on  the  multitude,  because  they  con- 
tinue with  me  now  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat; 
and  I  will  not  send  them  away  fasting,  lest  they  faint 
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in  the  way.  And  his  disciples  say  unto  him  ;  Whence 
should  we  have  so  much  bread  in  the  wilderness,  as  to 
fill  so  great  a  multitude  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them  ; 
How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  And  they  said ;  Seven, 
and  a  few  little  fishes.  And  he  commanded  the  multi- 
tude to  sit  down  on  the  ground.  And  he  took  the  se- 
ven loaves  and  the  fishes,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake 
thenij  and  gave  to  his  disciples  ;  and  the  disciples  to 
the  multitude.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled  ; 
and  they  took  up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left, 
seven  baskets  full.  And  they  that  did  eat  were  four 
thousand  men,  besides  women  and  children.  And  he 
sent  away  the  multitude,  and  took  ship,  and  came  into 
the  coasts  of  Magdala. 

The  Pharisees  also,  and  the  Sadducees  came,  and 
tempting,  desired  him  that  he  would  shew  them  a  sign 
from  heaven.  He  answered  and  said  unto  them; 
When  it  is  evening,  ye  say;  It  will  be  fair  weather ; 
for  the  sky  is  red.  And  in  the  morning.  It  will  6e 
foul  weather  to-day  ;  for  the  sky  is  red  and  lowering. 
O  ye  hypocrites !  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sky  ; 
but  can  ye  not  discern  the  signs  of  the  times  ?  A 
wicked  and  adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a  sign  ; 
and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  unto  it,  but  the  sign 
of  the  prophet  Jonas.  And  he  left  them,  and  depart- 
ed. 

\  And  when  his  disciples  were  come  to  the  other  side, 
they  had  forgotten  to  take  bread.  Then  Jesus  said 
unto  them;  Take  heed,  and  beware  of  the  leaven  of 
the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees.  And  they 
reasoned  among  themselves,  saying  ;  It  is  because  we 
have  taken  no  bread.  Which  when  Jesus  perceived, 
he  said  unto  them  ;  O  ye  of  little  faith,  why  reason  ye 
among  yourselves,  because  ye  have  brought  no  bread? 
Do  ye  not  yet  understand,  neither  remember  the  five 
loaves  of  the  five  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye 
took  up  ?  Neither  the  seven  loaves  of  the  four  thou- 
sand, and  how  many  baskets  ye  took  up  ?  How  is  it 
that  ye  do  not  understand  that  I  spake  it  not  to  you 
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concerning  breads  that  ye  should  beware  of  the  lea-* 
▼en  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees  ?  Th^i 
understood  they,  how  that  he  bade  them  not  beware 
of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees. 

When  Jesus  came  into  the  coasts  of  Cesarea  Phi- 
lippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying  ;  Whom  do  men 
say  that  I,  the  Son  of  man,  am  ?  And  they  said ; 
Some  «ay,  that  thou  art  John  the  Baptist ;  some,  Eli- 
as ;  and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the  prophets.  He 
saith  unto  them  ;  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  1  And 
Simon  Peter  answered  and  said  ;  Thou  art  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him;  Blessed  art  thou,  Simon-Barjona ;  for 
flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  And  I  say  also  unto  thee, 
that  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  b'.dld 
my  church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.  And  I  will  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on 
earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  Then 
charged  he  his  disciples,  that  they  should  tell  no  man, 
that  he  was  Jesus  the  Christ 

From  that  time  forth  began  Jesus  to  shew  unto  hi^ 
disciples,  how  that  he  must  go  unto  Jerusalem,  and 
sufier  many  things  of  the  elders  and  chief  priests,  and 
scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  be  raised  again  the  third 
day.  Then  Peter  took  him,  and  began  to  rebuke  himf 
fiaying  ;  Be  it  far  from  thee.  Lord  ;  this  shall  not  be 
unto  thee.  But  he  turned,  and  said  unto  Peter ;  Get 
thee  bdiind  me,  Satan ;  thou  art  an  ofi*ence  unto  me ; 
for  thou  savourest  not  Uie  things  that  be  of  God,  but 
those  that  be  of  men.     Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disci* 

Eles;  If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
imself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me.  For 
whosoever  will  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it ;  and  whoso- 
ever will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  shall  find  it.  For 
what  is  a  man  profited,  if  he  shall  g^ia  the  w)u>l^ 
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world)  and  lo0e  his  own  soul  ?  or  what  shall  a  man 
give  in  exchange  for  his  soul  1  For  the  Son  of  man 
shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with  his  angels  ; 
and  then  he  shall  reward  every  man  according  to  his 
works.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  There  be  some  stand- 
ing here,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see 
the  Son  of  man  coming  in  his  kingdom. 

And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  Peter  James  and 
John  his  brother ;  and  bringeth  them  up  into  an  high 
mountain  apart.  And  was  transfigured  before  them,  and 
his  face  did  shine  as  the  sun,  and  his  raiment  was 
white  as  the  light.  And  behold,  there  appeared  unto 
them  Moses  ami  Elias,  talking  with  him.  Then  an- 
swered Peter,  and  said  unto  Jesus  ;  Lord,  it  is  good 
for  us  to  be  here ;  if  thou  wilt,  let  us  make  here  three 
tabernacles,  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one 
for  Elias.  While  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  bright  cloud 
overshadowed  them  :  and  behold,  a  voice  out  of  ^  the 
cloud,  which  said ;  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I 
am  well  pleased ;  hear  ye  him.  And  when  the  disci- 
ples beard  tV,  they  fell  on  their  face,  and  were  sore 
afraid.  And  Jesus  came  and  touched  them,  and  said,* 
Arise,  and  be  not  afraid.  And  when  they  had  lifted 
up  their  eyes,  they  saw  no  man,  save  Jesus  only.  And 
as  they  came  down  from  the  mountain,  Jesus  charged 
them,  saying;  Tell  the  vision  to  no  man,  until  the  Son 
of  man  be  risen  again  from  the  dead.  And  his  disci- 
ples asked  him,  saying ;  Why  then  say  the  scribes 
that  Elias  must  first  come  ?  And  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  them  ;  Elias  truly  shall  first  come,  and 
restore  all  things  ;  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  Elias  is 
come  already,  and  they  knew  him  not,  but  have  done 
unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed ;  Likewise  shall  also 
the  Son  of  man  suffer  of  them.  Then  the  disciples 
miderstood,  that  he  spake  unto  them  of  J(^  the  Bap- 
tist. 

And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude,  there 
eame  to  him  a  certain  man,  kneeling  down  to  him,  and 
Myifig ;  L#rd,  have  nercy  on  mv  son ;  for  tte  is  In- 
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natic,  and  sore  vexed  ;  (or  oft-times  he  falleth  into  the 
fire,  and  oft  into  the  water.  And  I  brought  him  to 
thy  disciples,  and  they  could  not  cure  him.  Then  Je- 
sus answered  and  said ;  O  faithless  and  perverse  gene- 
ration !  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall 
I  suffer  you  ?  Bring  him  hither  to  me.  And  Jesus 
rebuked  the  devil,  and  he  departed  out  of  him ;  and 
the  child  was  cured  from  that  very  hour.  Then  came 
the  disciples  to  Jesus  apart,  and  said  ;  Why  could  not 
we  cast  him  out  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Because 
of  your  unbelief.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you;  If  ye 
have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  ye  shall  say  un- 
to this  mountain ;  Remove  hence  to  yonder  place, 
and  it  shall  remove ;  and  nothing  shall  be  impossible 
unto  you,  Howbeit  this  kind  goetfa  not  out,  but  by 
prayer  and  fasting. 

And  while  they  abode  in  Galilee,  Jesus  said  unto 
them ;  The  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  men,  and  they  shall  kill  him;  and  the  third 
day  he  shall  be  raised  again.  And  they  were  exceed- 
ing sorry.  • 

And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum,  they  that 
received  tribute-monetf,  came  to  Peter,  and  said ; 
Doth  not  your  Master  pay  tribute  ?  He  saith  ;  Yes. 
And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  Jesus  prevent- ' 
ed  him,  saying ;  What  thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?  of 
whom  do  the  kings  of  the  earth  take  custom  or  tri- 
bute ?  of  their  own  children,  or  of  strangers  ?  Pe- 
ter saith  unto  him ;  Of  strangers.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him  ;  Then  are  the  children  free.  Notwithstanding, 
lest  we  should  offend  them,  go  thou  to  the  sea,  and 
cast  an  hook,  and  take  up  the  fish  that  first  cometh  up: 
and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt  find 
a  piece  of  money  ;  that  take,  and  give  unto  them  for 
me  and  thee. 

At  the  same  time  came  the  disciples  unto  Jesus, 
saying  ;  Who  is  the  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven ?  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto  him,  and 
set  him  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  said ;  Verily  I  tmj 
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unto  you,  except  ye  be  converted  and  become  as  lit- 
tle cUldren,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble  himself 
as  this  Uttle  child,  the  same  is  greatest  in  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  little  child  in  my 
name,  receiveth  me.  But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of 
these  little  ones,  which  believe  in  me,  it  were  better 
for  him,  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck, 
and  that  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 
Wo  unto  the  world  because  of  offences !  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offences  come  ;  but  wo  to  that  man  by 
whom  the  offence  cometh !  Wherefore,  if  thy  hand 
or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off,  and  cast  them 
from  thee  ;  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  halt 
or  maimed,  rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet, 
to  be  cast  into  everlasting  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  of- 
fend thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee ;  it  is 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather 
than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell-fire.  Take 
he<3d,  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones  ;  for 
I  say  unto  you,  that  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always 
behold  the  face  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  For 
the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 
How  jthink  ye  ?  If  a  man  have  an  hundred  sheep,  and 
one  of  them  be  gone  astray  ;  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety 
and  nine,  and  goeth  into  the  mountains,  and  seeketh 
that  which  is  gone  astray  ?  And  if  so  be  that  he  find 
it,  verijy  I  say  unto  you,  he  rejoiceth  more  of  that 
sheepj  than  of  the  ninety  and  nine  which  went  not 
astray.  Even  so,  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones 
should  pmsh. 

Moreover  if  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee, 
go,  and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone. 
If  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother; 
but  if  he  will  not  hear  thee^  then  take  with  thee  one 
or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  wit- 
nesses every  word  may  be  established.    And  if  he 
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shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  if  unto  the  chureh. 
But  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  niito 
thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publican.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be 
bound  in  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on 
earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven^  Again  I  say  unto 
you,  that  if  two  of  you  shall  agree  on  earth,  as 
touching  any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done 
for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  For  where 
two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name,  thert 
am  I  in  the  midst  of  them.  Then  came  Peter  to  him, 
and  said ;  Lord,  how  oft  shall  my  brother  sm  against 
me,  and  I  forgive  him  ?  till  seven  times  ?  Jeso»  saith 
unto  him  ;  I  say  not  unto  thee,  until  seven  times,  but 
until  seventy  times  sev^n.  Therefore  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king,  which  would 
take  account  of  his  servants.     And  when  he  had  be- 

fun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought  unto  him  which  owed 
im  ten  thousand  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  bad 
not  to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and 
his  wife  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  pay- 
ment to  be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down, 
and  worshipped  him,  saying;  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the  lord  of 
that  servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  loosed 
him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt.  But  the  same  servant 
went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow-servants  which 
owed  him  an  hundred  pence^;  and  he  laid  hands  on 
him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying ;  Pay  me  that 
thou  owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  dbwn  at  his 
feet,  and  besought  him,  saying ;  Have  patience  with 
me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And  he  would  not ;  hot 
went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the 
debt.  So  when  his  fellow-servants  saw  what  was 
done,  they  were  very  sorry  ;  and  came  and  told  unto 
their  lord  all  that  was  done.  Th^  his  lord,  after  that 
he  had  called  him,  said  unto  him  ;  O  thou  wicked  ser- 
vant, I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  dertr- 
edst  me ;  shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  compMrion 
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on  thy  fellow-servaat,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ? 
And  lu8  lord  was  wroth,  and  deUvered  him  to  the  tor-^ 
mentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 
So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you, 
if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  bro* 
ther  their  trespasses. 

rA.  ai  §  ^'  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus 
L  ^  J  had  finished  these  sayings,  he  departed  from 
Galilee,  and  came  into  the  coasts  of  Judea,  beyond 
Jordan.  And  great  multitudes  followed  him ;  and  he 
healed  them  there.  « 

The  Pharisees  also  came  unto  him,  tempting  him, 
and  saving  unto  him ;  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put 
away  his  wife  for  every  cause?  And  he  answered 
and  said  unto  than ;  Have  ye  not  read,  that  he  which 
made  them  at  the  b^inning,  made  them  male  and  fe- 
male? and  81^;  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave 
father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife ;  and 
they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh.  Wherefore  they  are  no 
more  twain,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath 
joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder.  They  say 
unto  him ;  Why  did  Moses  then  command  to  give  a 
writing  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her  away  ?  He 
saith  unto  them ;  Moses,  because  of  the  hardness  of 
your  hearts,  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives.  But 
fixHn  the  beginning  it  was  not  so.  And  I  say  unto 
you ;  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife^  except  it  be 
for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth 
adultery ;  and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put  away, 
doth  commit  adultery.  His  disciples  say  unto  him ; 
If  the  case  of  the  man  be  so  with  his  wife,  it  is  not 
good  to  marry.  But  he  said  unto  them;  All  men 
cannot  receive  this  saying,  save  they  to  whom  it  is 

given.  For  there  are  some  eunuchs,  which  were  so 
om  from  their  mother's  womb  ;  and  there  are  some 
eunuchs,  which  were  made  eunuchs  of  moi;  and 
there  be  eunuchs,  which  have  made  themselves  eunuchs 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven's  sake.  He  that  is  able  te 
receive  t<,  let  him  receive  it. 
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Then  were  there  brought  unto  hun  little  children^ 
that  he  should  put  his  hands  on  them,  and  pray  ;  and 
the  disciples  rebuked  them.  But  Jesus  said;  Suffer 
little  children,  and  forbid  them  not  to  come  unto  me  : 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  he  laid 
his  hands  on  them,  and  departed  thence. 

And  behold,  one  came  and  said  unto  him;  Good 
Master,  what  good  thing  shall  I  do,  that  - 1  may  have 
eternal  life  ?  And  he  said  unto  him ;  Why  callest 
thou  me  good  ?  there  is  none  good,  but  one,  that  isj 
God.  But  if  thou  wilt  ent^r  into  life,  keep  the  com« 
mandments.  He  saith  unto  him ;  Which  ?  Jesus 
said  ;  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder ;  Thou  shalt  not  com* 
mit  adultery ;  Thou  shalt  not  steal ;  Thou  shalt  not 
bear  false  witness  ;  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother ; 
and ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  The 
young  man  saith  unto  him ;  AH  these  things  have  I 
kept  from  my  youth  up ;  what  laclf  I  yet  ?  Jesus 
said  unto  him ;  If  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go,  and  sell 
that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor ;  and  thou  dialt 
have  treasure  in  heaven  ;  and  come,  and  follow  me. 
But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying ;  he  went 
away  sorrowful ;  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples;  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  that  a  rich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  It  is 
easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle, 
than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
When  his  disciples  heard  tf,  they  were  exceedingly 
amazed,  saying  ;  Who  then  can  be  saved  ?  But  Je- 
sus beheld  them^  and  said  unto  them  ;  With  men  this 
is  impossible ;  but  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

Then  answered  Peter,  and  said  unto  him ;  Behold, 
we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed  thee ;  what  shall 
we  have  therefore  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them  ;  Ve- 
rily I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  which  have  followed  me 
in  the  regeneration,  when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in 
the  thnme  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve 
thrones,  judging  .the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.     Aad 
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every  one  that  hath  forsaken  houses,  or  brethren,  or 
sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or 
lands,  for  my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  an  hundred* 
fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life.  But  many 
tha4  are  first  shall  be  last ;  and  the  last  shaU  be  first. 
For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  Uke  unto  a  man  that 
is  an  householder,  which  w^it  out  early  in  the  morn- 
ing to  hire  labourers  into  his  vineyard.  And  when  he 
had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a  penny  a  day,  he 
sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he  went  Out  about 
the  third  hour,  and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the 
market-place ;  and  said  unto  them  ;  Go  ye  also  into 
the  vineyard  ;  and  whatsoever  is  right,  I  will  give  you. 
And  they  went  their  way.  Again  he  went  out  about 
the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And  about  the 
eleventh  hour  he  went  out  and  found  others  standing  idle, 
and  saith  unto  them  ;  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day 
idle  ?  They  say  unto  him  ;  Because  no  man  hath  hir* 
ed  us.  He  saith  unto  them ;  Go  ye  also  into  the  vine* 
yard  ;  and  whatsoever  is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive. 
80  wh^i  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith 
unto  his  steward  ;  Call  the  labourers,  and  give  them 
their  hire^  beginning  from  the  last,  unto  the  first.  And 
when  they  came  that  v>ere  hired  about  the  elevoith 
hour,  they  received  every  man  a  penny.  But  when 
the  first  came,  they  supposed,  that  they  should  have 
received  more ;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man 
a  penny.  Ana  wh^i  they  had  received  «t,  they  mur* 
mured  against  the  good  man  of  the  house,  saying  j 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast 
made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  bur- 
den and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of 
them,  and  said ;  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong  ;  didst 
not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ?  Take  that  thine 
if,  and  go  thy  way  ;  I  will  give  unto  this  last  even  b» 
unto  thee  ;  is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will 
with  mine  own  ?  Is  thine  eye  evil  because  I  am  good  f 
So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last.  For  man/ 
be  called,  but  few  cboeai. 
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the  more,  saying  ;  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord,  thou 
son  of  D  avid !  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  called 
them,  and  said;  What  will  ye  that  I  shall  do  unto 
you  ?  They  say  unto  him  ;  Lord,  that  our  eyes  may 
be  op^ied.  So  Jesus  had  compassion  an  them^  and 
touched  their  eyes  ;  and  immediately  their  eyes  re- 
ceived sight ;  and  they  followed  him. 

§  6.  And  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem, 
and  were  come  to  Bethphage  unto  the  mount  of 
OUves,  then  sent  Jesus  two  disciples,  saying  unto 
them  ;  Go  into  the  village  over  against  you,  and 
straightway  ye  shall  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with 
her ;  loose  them^  and  bring  them  unto  me.  And  if 
any  man  say  aught  unto  you,  ye  shall  say  ;  The  Lord 
hath  need  of  them;  and  straightway  he  will  s^id 
them.  All  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying ;  tell  ye 
the  daughter  of  Sion;  Behold,  thy  King  cometh  unto 
thee,  meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt,  the  foal 
of  an  ass.  And  the  disciples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus 
commanded  them,  and  brought  the  ass  and  the  colt, 
moA  put  on  them  their  clothes  ;  and  they  set  him  there- 
on. And  a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  ffarments 
in  the  way  ;  others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees, 
and  strewed  them  in  the  way.  And  the  multitudes 
that  went  before  and  that  followed  cried,  saying; 
Hosanna  to  the  son  of  David !  blessed  is  he  that  co- 
meth in  the  name  of  the  Lord !  Hosanna  in  the  high- 
est! 

And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city 
was  moved,  saying ;  Who  is  this  ?  And  the  multi- 
tude said ;  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet,  of  Nazareth  of 
Galilee.  And  Jesus  wait  into  the  temple  of  God, 
and  cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  tem- 
ple, and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money-changers, 
and  the  seats  of  th^n  that  sold  doves  ;  and  said  unto 
them;  It  is  written;  My  house  shall  be  called  the 
house  of  prayer;  bat  ye  have  made  it  a  dai  <tf 
thievet. 
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And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the 
temple,  and  he  healed  them.  And  when  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  saw  the  wonderful  things  that  he 
did,  and  the  children  crying  in  the  temple,  and  saying  ; 
Hosanna  to  the  son  of  David !  they  were  sore  dis** 
pleased,  and  said  unto  him  ;  Hearest  thou  what  these 
say  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them  ;  Yea ;  have  ye  ne- 
ver read  ;  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings 
thou  hast  perfected  praise  ?  And  he  left  thmn,  and 
went  out  of  the  city  into  Bethany,  and  he  lodgedl 
ih&re. 

§  7.  Now  in  the  morning  as  he  returned  into  the 
city,  he  hungered.  And  when  he  saw  a  fig-tree  in  the 
way,  he  came  to  it,  and  found  nothing  thereon,  but 
leaves  only ;  and  said  unto  it ;  Let  no  fruit  grow  cm 
thee  henceforward  for  ever.  And  prestetly  the  fig-- 
tree withm'ed  away. 

§  8.  And  when  the  disciples  sawtf,  they  marvelled,  say* 
mg ;  How  soon  is  the  fig-tree  withered  away !  Jeans 
answered  and  said  unto  them ;  Verily  I  say  unto 
you ;  If  ye  have  faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not 
only  do  tins  which  is  done  to  the  fig-tree,  but  also^ 
if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain ;  Be  thou  ronoved^ 
and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea ;  it  shall  be  done.  And 
all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing, 
ye  shall  receive. 

And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief 

Eriests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  came  unto  him  as 
e  was  teaching,  and  said ;  By  what  authority  doest 
thou  these  things  ?  and  who  gave  thee  this  authority  1 
And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them  ;  I  also  will 
ask  you  one  thing  ;  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  likewise 
will  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things  ;  the 
baptism  of  John  whence  was  it  ?  From  heaven,  or  of 
men  ?  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying  ; 
If  we  shall  say,  from  heav^i ;  he  will  say  unto  us ; 
Why  did  ye  not  then  believe  him  ?  But  if  we  diall 
say,  of  men ;  we  fear  the  people  ;  for  all  hold  Jotm 
as  a  prophet.    And  they  answered  JesuS|  and  mid  ; 
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We  cannot  tell.    And  he  said  unto  them;  Neither 
tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

But  what  thmk  ye  ?  A  certain  man  had  two  sonsy 
and  he  came  to  the  first,  and  said  ;  Son,  go,  work  to* 
day  in  my  vineyard.  He  answered  and  said ;  I  will 
not ;  but  afterward  he  repented,  and  went.  And  he 
came  to  the  second,  and  said  likewise.  And  he  an- 
swered and  said  ;  I  gOy  sir  ;  and  went  not.  Whether 
of  them  twain  did  the  will  of  his  father  ?  They  say 
unto  him  ;  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them ;  Verily 
I  say  unto  you,  that  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  go  into 
tiie  kingdom  of  God  before  you.  For  John  came  un- 
to you  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  ye  believed 
him  not ;  but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed 
him  :  and  ye^  when  ye  had  seen  t<,  repented  not  after- 
ward, that  ye  might  believe  him. 

Hear  another  parable.  There  was  a  certain  house- 
holder, which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hedged  it  round 
about,  and  digged  a  wine-press  in  it,  and  built  a  tow^ 
er ;  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  w^fit  into  a 
far  country.  And  when  the  time  of  the  firuit  drew 
near,  he  sent  his  servants  to  the  husbandmen,  that 
they  might  receive  the  fruits  of  it ;  and  the  husbandmen 
took  his  servants,  and  beat  one,  and  killed  another,  and 
stoned  another.  Again,  he  sent  other  servants  more 
than  the  first ;  and  mey  did  unto  them  likewise.  But 
last  of  all,  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying  ;  They 
will  reverence  my  son.  But  when  the  husbandmen 
saw  the  son,  they  said  among  themselves  ;  This  is  the 
heir ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  let  us  seize  on  his  in- 
heritance. And  they  caught  him,  and  cast  him  out 
of  the  vineyard,  and  slew  him.  When  the  lord,  there- 
fore, of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will  he  do  unto 
those  husbandmen  ?  They  say  unto  him }  He  will 
miserably  destroy  those  wicked  men ;  and  will  let  out 
his  vineyard  unto  other  husbandmen,  which  shall  ren- 
der him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them ;  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  scriptures  ;  The  stone 
whidi  the  buiUen  rajected^  the  aame  is  beeooM  tbt- 
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head  of  the  comer  ;  this  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is 
marvellous  in  our  eyes  ?  Therefore  say  I  unto  you  ; 
the  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken  from  you,  and  giv^- 
en  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof  And 
whosoever  shall  fall  on  this  stone,  shall  be  broken; 
but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to 
powder.  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees 
had  heard  his  parables,  they  perceived,  that  he  spake 
of  them.  But  when  they  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him, 
they  feared  the  multitude ;  because  they  took  him  for  a 
|m>phet. 

And  Jesus  answered  and  spake  unto  them  again  by 
parables,  and  said  ;  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like 
unto  a  certain  king,  which  made  a  marriage  for  his 
•son.     And  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that 
were  bidden  to  the  wedding  ;  and  they  would  not  come. 
Again,   he  sent  forth  other  servants,   saying ;   Tell 
them  which  are  bidden  ;  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my 
dinner ;  my  oxen  and  my  failings  are  killed,  and  all 
things  are  ready ;  come  unto  the  marriage.     But  they 
made  Ught  of  tf,  and  went  their  ways  ;  one  to  his 
farm,  another  to  his  merchandise.     And  the  remnant 
took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully,  and 
slew  tiiem.     But  when  the  king  heard  thereof^  he  was 
wroth  ;  and  he  sent  forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed 
those  murderers,   and  burned  up  their  city.     Then 
saith  he  to  his  servants ;  The  wedding  is  ready^  but 
they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy.      Go  ye 
therefore  into  the  high- ways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall 
find,  bid  to  the  marriage.     So  those  servants  went  out 
into  the  high*ways,  and  gathered  together  all  as  many 
as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good  ;  and  the  wedding 
was  furnished  with  guests.     And  when  the  king  came 
in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man  which  had 
not  on  a  wedding-garment ;  and  he  saith  unto  him ; 
Friend,  how  camest  thou  in  hither,  not  having  a  wed- 
ding-garment ?     And  he  was  speechless.     'Hi^i  said 
the  kmg  to  the  servants  ;  Bind  him  hand  and  foot^  and 
take  faun  away,  and  cast  him  into  utter  darkness; 
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there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.     For 
many  are  called^  but  few  are  chosen. 

Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  thej 
might  entangle  him  in  his  talk.  And  they  sent  out 
unto  him  their  disciples  with  the  Herodians,  saying  ; 
Master,  we  know,  that  thou  art  true,  and  teachest  the 
way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for  any  man^ 
for  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men.  Tell  us 
therefore.  What  thinkest  thou?  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tri- 
bute unto  Ceasar,  or  not?  But  Jesus  perceived  their 
wickedness,  and  said ;  Why  tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypo^ 
crites?  Shew  me  the  tribute-money.  And  they  brought 
unto  him  a  penny.  And  he  saith  unto  them  ;  Whose 
i8  this  image  and  superscription?  They  say  unto  him ; 
Ceasar's.  Then  saith  he  unto  them ;  Render  there*- 
fore  unto  Ceasar,  the  things  which  are  Ceasar's  ;  and 
unto  God,  the  things  that  are  God's.  When  they  had 
heard  these  words^  they  marvelled ;  and  left  him  and 
went  their  way. 

The  same  day  came  to  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say, 
that  there  is  no  resurrection ;  and  asked  him,  saying ; 
Master,  Moses  said ;  If  a  man  die,  having  no  children, 
his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto 
his  brother.  Now  there  were  with  us  seven  brethren ; 
and  the  first^  when  he  had  married  a  wife,  deceased ;  and 
having  no  issue,  left  his  wife  unto  his  brother.  Likewise 
the  second  also,  and  the  third,  unto  the  seventh.  And 
last  of  all  the  woman  died  also.  Therefore  in  the  resur- 
rection, whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  the  sevai?  for  they 
all  had  her.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them ;  ye  do 
err,  not  knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 
For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  are  given 
in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven. 
But  as  touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  ye 
not  read  that  which  was  spoken  unto  you  by  God, 
saying ;  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of 
Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob?  God  is  not  the  God  of 
the  dead,  but  of  the  living.  And  when  the  multitude 
heard  thia^  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine, 
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But  when  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that  he  had  pot  the 
Sadducees  to  sil^ice,  they  were  gathered  together. 
Then  one  of  them  which  was  a  lawyer,  asked  TUm  a 
question  tempting  him,  and  saying,  Master,  which  is 
the  great  commandment  in  the  law  ?  Jesus  said  unto 
him  ;  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 
This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment.  And  the 
second  is  like  unto  it ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour', 
as  thyself.  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all 
the  law  and  the  prophets. 

While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together,  Jesus 
asked  them,  saying  ;  What  think  ye  of  Christ  ?  whose 
fion  is  he  ?  They  say  unto  him  ;  The  son  of  David. 
He  saith  unto  them  ^  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit 
call  him  Lord  ?  saying ;  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord ; 
Sit  thou  on  my  riffht  hand,  till  I  make  thine  wiemies 
thy  footstool.  If  David  then  called  him  Lord,  how  is 
he  his  son  ?  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  him  a 
word  ;  neither  durst  any  man^  from  that  day  forth,  ask 
him  any  more  questions. 

Then  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitude,  and  to  his  disci- 
ples, saying  ;  The  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  sit  in 
Moses'  seat.  All,  therefore,  whatsoever  they  bid  you 
observe,  that  observe  and  do ;  but  do  not  ye  after 
their  works  ;  for  they  say,  and  do  not.  For  they  bind 
heavy  burdens,  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay 
them  on  men's  shoulders ;  but  they  themselves  wiB 
not  move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers.  But  all  dieir 
works  they  do  for  to  be  seen  of  men.  They  make 
broad  their  phylacteries,  and  enlarge  the  borders  ^ 
their  garments  ;  and  love  the  uppermost  rooms  at 
feasts,  and  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and 

freetings  in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  mea^ 
^  labbi.  Rabbi.  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi ;  for  mie 
is  your  Master,  even  Christ ;  and  all  ye  are  brethreo. 
And  call  no  man  your  father  upon  the  earth ;  for  one 
is  your  Father,  which  is  in  heaven.  Neither  be  ye 
called  master;  for  one  is  your  master,  even  Glirat 
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Bat  he  that  is  greatest  among  you,  ^all  be  your  ser* 
vant.  And  whosoever  shall  exalt  himself,  shall  be  abas- 
ed ;  and  he  that  shall  humble  himself,  shall  be  exalted. 
But  wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  I 
for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against  mem ; 
for  ye  neither  go  in  yourselves^  neither  suffer  ye  them 
that  are  Altering,  to  go  in.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  And 
Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  devour  widows'  houses^ 
and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayer;  therefore  ye 
shall  receive  the  greater  damnation.  Wo  unto  you, 
scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  compass  sea 
and  land  to  make  one  proselyte  ;  and  when  he  is  made, 
ye  make  him  two-fold  more  the  child  of  hell  than 
yourselves.  Wo  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides!  which 
say  ;  Whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  no- 
thing ;  but  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  gold  of  the 
temple,  he  is  a  debtor.  Ye  fools,  and  blind!  for 
whether  is  greater,  the  gold,  or  the  temple  that  sancti- 
fieth  the  gold  1  And,  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the 
altar,  it  is  nothing ;  but  whosoever  sweareth  by  the 
^iA  that  is  upon  it,  he  is  guilty.  Ye  fools,  aiid  blind ! 
lor  whether  ia  greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar  that  sancti- 
fieth  the  gift  ?  Whoso  therefore  shall  swear  by  the 
altar,  sweareth  by  it  and  by  all  things  thereon.  And 
whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it  and 
by  him  that  dwell^h  therein.  And  he  that  shall  swear 
by  heaven,  swear^h  by  the  throne  of  God  and  by  him 
that  sitteth  thereon.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees, hypocrites  I  for  ye  pay  tithe  of  mint,  and  anise, 
and  cummin,  and  have  omitted  the  weightier  matters 
of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and  faith.  These  ought 
ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone. 
¥t  blind  guides !  which  strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow 
a  camel !  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hy- 
pocrites! for  ye  make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup 
and  of  the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  extor- 
tion and  excess.  Thou  blind  Pharisee !  cleanse  first 
that  which  is  within  the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  out- 
side of  them  may  be  clean  also.    Wo  unto  you,  scribes 
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and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  are  like  unto  whi- 
ted  sepulchres,  wluch  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward, 
but  are  within  full  of  dead  men^s  bones,  and  of  all 
uncleanness.  Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear 
righteous  unto  men,  but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypocri- 
sy and  iniquity.  Wo  unto  you  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites !  because  ye  build  the  tombs  of  the  pro- 
phets, and  garnish  the  sepulchres  of  the  righteous, 
and  say  ;  If  we  had  been  in  the  days  of  our  fathers, 
we  would  not  have  been  partakers  with  them  in  the 
blood  of  the  prophets.  Wherefore  ye  be  witnesses 
unto  yourselves,  that  ye  are  the  children  of  them 
which  killed  the  prophets.  Fill  ye  up  then  the  mea<- 
sure  of  your  fathers.  Ye  serpents,  ye  generation  of 
vipers!  how  can  ye  escape  the  damnation  of  hell? 
Wherefore,  behold,  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and 
wise  men,  and  scribes  ;  and  some  of  them  ye  shall 
kill  and  crucify,  and  some  of  them  shall  ye  scourge 
in  your  synagogues,  and  persecute  them  from  city  to 
city.  That  upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous 
blood,  shed  upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  right- 
eous Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias  son  of  Bara- 
chias,  whom  ye  slew  between  the  temple  and  the  altar. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  all  these  things  shall  come  up- 
on this  generation.  O  Jerusalem !  Jerusalem  !  thou 
that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest  them  which  are 
sent  unto  thee,  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  thy 
children  together,  even  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chick- 
ens under  her  wings  ?  and  ye  would  not !  Behold, 
your  house  is  lefl  unto  you  desolate.  For  I  say  unto 
you ;  Ye  shall  not  see  me  henceforth,  till  ye  shall  say ; 
Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

§  9.  And  Jesus  went  out,  and  departed  from  the  tern* 
pie  ;  and  his  disciples  came  to  him  for  to  shew  him  the 
buildings  of  the  temple.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them ; 
See  ye  not  all  these  things  ?  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
There  shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone  upon  another,  that 
shall  not  be  thrown  down.  And  as  he  sat  upon  the 
mount  of  Olives,   the  disciples  came  unto  him  pri- 
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vately,  saying ;  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  ? 
and  what  shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming  and  of  the 
end  of  the  world  ?  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  un- 
to them  ;  Take  heed,  that  no  man  deceive  you .  For  ma- 
ny shall  come  in  my  name,  saying  ;  I  am  Christ ;  and 
shall  deceive  many.  And  ye  shall  hear  of  wars,  and 
rumours  of  wars ;  see  that  ye  be  not  troubled ;  for 
all  these  things  must  come  to  pass  ;  but  the  end  is  not 
yet.  For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  king- 
dom against  kingdom  ;  and  there  shall  be  famines, 
and  pestilences,  and  earthquakes,  in  divers  places.  All 
these  are  the  beginning  of  sorrows.  Then  shall  they 
deliver  you  up  to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  kill  you  ;  and  ye 
shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name's  sake.  And 
then  shall  many  be  offended  ;  and  shall  betray  one 
another,  and  shall  hate  one  another.  And  many  false 
prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  deceive  many.  And  be- 
cause iniquity  shall  abound,  the  love  of  many  shall 
wax  cold.  But  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the 
same  shall  be  saved.  And  ^this  gospel  of  the  king- 
dom shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world,  for  a  witness 
unto  all  nations ;  and  then  shall  the  end  come. 

When  ye  therefore  shall  see  the  abomination  of  deso- 
lation, spokai  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the 
holy  place,  (whoso  readeth,  let  him  understand,)  then 
let  them  which  be  in  Judea,  flee  into  the  mountain ; 
let  him  which  is  on  the  house-top,  not  come  down  to 
take  any  thing  out  of  his  house;  neither  let  him 
which  is  in  the  field,  return  back  to  take  his  clothes. 
And  wo  uo^o  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck  in  those  days !  but  pray  ye,  that  your 
flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither  on  the  sabbath-day. 
For  then  shall  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  was  not 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  this  time,  no  nor 
ever  shall  be.  And  except  those  days  should  be 
Bhort^ied,  there  should  no  flesh  be  saved ;  but  for  the 
elect's  sake  those  days  shall  be  shortened.  Then  if 
any  man  shall  say  unto  you ;  Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or 
there;  believe  it  not.    For  there  shall  arise  false 
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Christs  and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew  great  sjgns 
and  wonders,  insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they 
shall  deceive  the  very  elect.  Bdiiold,  I  have  told  you 
before.  Wherefore  if  they  shall  say  unto  you ;  Be* 
hold,  he  is  in  the  desert ;  go  not  forth  ;  behold,  he  ia 
in  the  secret  chambers  ;  believe  it  not.  For  as  the 
lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east,  and  shineth  even  un- 
to the  west ;  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of 
man  be.  For  wheresoever  the  carcase  is,  there  will 
the  eagles  be  gathered  together. 

Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  days 
shall  the  sun  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not 
give  her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heavaa,  and 
the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken.  And  iheo 
shall  appear,  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  man  in  heaven; 
and  then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  mourn,  and  thejr 
shall  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds  of  hea- 
ven, with  power  and  great  glory.  And  he  shall  send 
his  angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet ;  and  they 
shall  gather  together  hia  elect  from  the  four  wiiMi% 
from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other. 

Now  learn  a  parable  of  the  fig-tree;  Wh«i  his 
branch  is  yet  tendw,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  know, 
that  summw  t^  nigh.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall 
see  all  these  things,  know  that  it  is  near  even  at  the 
doors.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  This  gafieration  shall 
not  pass,  till  all  these  things  be  fulfilled.  Heaven 
and  earth  shall  pass  away ;  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away. 

But  of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no  nyitny  no  not 
the  angels  of  heaven,  but  my  Father  only.  But  as 
the  days  of  Noe  were^  so  shall  also  the  coming  q€  the 
Sonof  man  be.  For  as  in  the  days  that  were  bdbre  the 
floods  they  were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  in* 
to  the  ark,  and  knew  not,  until  the  flood  came,  waA 
took  them  all  away  ;  so  shall  also  the  coming  o€  the 
Son  of  man  be.  Then  shall  two  be  in  the  field  ;  tlie 
flbail  be  taken,  and  the  other  lea.  Two  womm 
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shall  be  grinding  at  the  mill ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  left. 

Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  not  what  hour  your 
Lord  doth  come.  But  know  this,  that  if  the  good 
man  of  the  house  had  known  in  what  watch  the  thief 
would  come,  he  would  have  watched,  and  would  not 
have  suffered  his  house  to  be  broken  up.  Therefore 
be  ye  also  ready ;  for  in  such  an  hour,  as  ye  think  not, 
the  Son  of  man  cometh.  Who  then  is  a  faithful  and 
wise  servant,  whom  his  Lord  hath  made  ruler  over  his 
household,  to  give  them  meat  in  due  season  ?  Bless- 
ed t^  that  servant,  whom  his  lord,  when  he  cometh, 
shall  find  so  doing.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he 
shall  make  him  ruler  over  all  his  goods.  But  and  if 
that  evil  servant  shall  say  in  his  heart ;  My  Lord  de- 
layeth  his  coming  ;  and  shall  begin  to  smite  his  fellow- 
servants,  and  to  eat  and  drink  with  the  drunken ;  the 
Lord  of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  for  Am,  and  in  an  hour  that  he  is  not 
aware  of ;  and  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  Atm 
his  portion  with  the  hypocrites  ;  there  shall  be  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

Then  shall  the  kinsdom  of  heaven  be  likened  unto 
ten  virgins,  which  took  their  lamps,  and  went  forth  to 
meet  the  bridegroom.  And  five  of  them  were  wise,  and 
five  were  foolish.  They  that  were  foolish  took  their 
lamps,  and  took  no  oil  with  them  ;  But  the  wise  took  oil 
in  their  vessels  with  their  lamps.  While  the  bridegroom 
tarried,  they  all  slumbered,  and  slept.  And  at  midnight 
there  was  a  cry  made ;  Behold,  the  bridegroom  cometh ; 
go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  Th«i  all  those  virgins  arose, 
and  trimmed  their  lamps.  And  the  foolish  said  unto  the 
wise ;  Give  us  of  your  oil,  for  our  lamps  are  gone 
out.  But  the  wise,  answered,  saying ;  Abf  so  ,*  lest 
th^re  be  not  enough  for  us  and  you  ;  but  go  ye  rather 
to  th^n  that  sell,  and  buy  for  yourselves.  And  while 
they  went  to  buy,  the  bridgroom  came ;  and  they  that 
were  ready  went  in  with  him  to  the  marriage;  and 
the  door  was  shut.    Afterward  came  also  the  other 
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virgins,  saying ;  Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us.  But  he 
answered  and  said  ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  I  know 
you  not.  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the 
day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  cometh. 

For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a,  man  travelling 
into  a  far  country,  who  called  his  own  servants,  and 
delivered  unto  them  his  goods  ;  and  unto  one  he  gave 
five  tal^its,  to  another  two,  and  to  another  one ;  to 
every  man  according  to  his  several  ability ;  and 
straightway  took  his  journey.  Then  he  that  had  receiv- 
ed the  five  talents,  went  and  traded  with  the  same*  and 
made  them  other  five  talents.  And  likewise  he,  that 
had  received  two,  he  also  gained  other  two.  But  be 
that  had  received  one,  went  and  digged  in  the  earth, 
and  hid  his  lord's  money.  Afi:er  a  long  time  the  lord 
of  those  servants  cometh,  and  reckoneth  with  them. 
And  so  he  that  had  received  five  talents,  came  and 
brought  other  five  talents,  saying  ;  Lord,  thou  deliv- 
eredst  unto  me  five  talents  ;  behold,  I  have  gained  be- 
sides them  five  talents  more.  His  lord  said  unto  him ; 
Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant ;  thou  hast 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler 
over  many  things  ;  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
lord.  He  also  that  had  received  two  talents  came, 
and  said  ;  Lord,  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents ; 
behold,  I  have  gained  two  other  talents  besides  them. 
His  lord  said  unto  him ;  Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  servant;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few 
things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things  ;  en- 
ter thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he  wtuch  had 
received  the  one  talent  came,  and  said  ;  Lord,  I  knew 
thee,  that  thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping  where  thoa 
hast  not  sown,  and  gathering  where  thou  hast  not 
strawed ;  and  I  was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  ta- 
lent in  the  earth ;  lo,  there  thou  hast  that  i8  thvie. 
His  lord  answered  and  said  unto  him ;  Thou  wicked 
and  slothful  servant,  thou,  knewest  that  I  reap  where 
I  sowed  not,  and  gather  where  I  have  not  strawed  ? 
Thou  oughtest  therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to  tlie 
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exchangers  ;  and  then  at  my  coming  I  should  have  re- 
ceived mine  own  with  usury.  Take  therefore  the  ta- 
lent from  him,  and  give  it  unto  him  which  hath  ten  ta- 
lents. For  unto  every  cme  that  hath  shall  be  giv^ 
and  he  shall  have  abundance  ;  but  from  him  that  hath 
not,  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  which  he  hath. 
And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  servant  into  utter  dark- 
ness ;  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and 
all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered 
all  nations  ;  and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  ano- 
ther, as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats  ; 
and  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  bift  the 
goats  on  the  left.  Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them 
<m  his  right  hand ;  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father, 
inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world.  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye 
fave  me  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink ; 
was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in ;  naked,  and  ye 
clothed  me  ;  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  me ; .  I  was  in 
'  prison,  and  ye  came  unto  me.  Then  shall  the  right- 
eous answer  him,  saying  ;  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an 
hungered^  and  fed  thee  ?  or  thirsty,  and  gave  thee 
drink  ?  when  saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  and  took  thee 
in  ?  or  naked,  and  clothed  thee  ?  or  when  saw  we 
thee  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came  unto  thee  ?  And 
the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them ;  Verily  I 
8ay  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me. 
Th^i  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand ;  De- 
part firom  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire  prepared  for 
the  devil  and  his  angeR  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye 

Save  me  no  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
rink  ;  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  not  in  ;  nak- 
ed, and  ye  clothed  me  not ;  sick,  and  in  priscm,  and 
ye  visited  me  not.     Then  shall  they  also  answer  him, 
saying ;    Lord,   when  saw  we  thee  an  hungered,  or 
or  a  stranger,  or  naked^  or  sick,  or  in  prison, 
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and  did  not  minister  unto  thee  ?  Then  shall  be  an- 
swer them,  saying ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  Inasmuch 
as  ye  did  tf  not  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it 
not  to  me.  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlast- 
ing punishment ;  but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

§  10.  And  it  came  to  pass,  wh^i  Jesus  had  finish- 
ed all  these  sayings,  he  said  unto  his  disciples ;  Ye 
know  that  after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the  passovar  ^ 
and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  to  be  crucified. 
Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  and  the  elders  of  the  people  unto  the  palace  of 
the  high  priests,  who  was  called  Caiaphas  ;  and  con- 
sulted, that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty,  and 
kill  him.  But  they  said ;  Not  on  the  feast  day^  lest 
there  be  an  uproar  among  the  people. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Si- 
mon the  leper,  there  came  unto  him  a  woman  having  an 
alabaster  box  of  very  precious  ointment,  and  pour^  it 
on  his  head  as  he  sat  at  meat.  But  when  his  disciples 
saw  it  J  they  had  indignation,  saying ;  To  what  purpose 
is  this  waste  ?  For  this  ointment  might  have  been  sold 
for  much,  and  given  to  the  poor.  When  Jesus  under^* 
stood  ft,  he  said  unto  them ;  Why  trouble  ye  the  wo- 
man ?  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  upon  me. 
For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you ;  but  me  ye 
have  not  always.  For  in  that  she  hath  poured  this 
ointment  on  my  body,  she  did  it  for  my  burial.  Veri- 
ly I  say  unto  you ;  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be 
preached  in  the  whole  world,  there  shall  also  this,  that 
this  woman  hath  done,  be  told  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

§  11.  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas  Is<mri«> 
ot,  went  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  said  unto  them  ^ 
What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will  deliver  him  unto 
you  ?  And  they  covenanted  with  him  for  thirty  pie- 
ces of  silver.  And  from  that  time  he  sought  opportu- 
nity to  betray  him.  Now  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of 
unleavened  bread  the  disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying 
unto  him;  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  for  thee 
to  eat  the  passover  ?   And  he  said ;    Go  into  the  dt 
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to  such  a  man,  and  say  unto  him ;  The  Master  saith ; 
My  time  is  at  hand ;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy 
house  with  my  disciples.  And  the  disciples  did  as  Je» 
BUS  had  appointed  them,  and  they  made  ready  the 
passovw. 

§  12.  Now  when  the  even  was  come,  he  sat  down  with 
the  twelve.  And  as  they  did  eat,  he  said ;  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  betray  me.  And  they 
were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began  every  one  of  them 
to  say  unto  him ;  Lord  is  it  I  ?  And  he  answered  and 
said ;  He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me  in  the  dish, 
the  same  shall  bc^y  me.  The  son  of  man  goeth,  as 
it  is  written  of  him;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
the  Son  <^  man  is  betrayed !  it  had  been  good  for  that 
man  if  he  had  not  been  bom.  Then  Judas,  which  be- 
trayed him,  answered  and  said ;  Master,  is  it  I  ?  He 
said  unto  him ;  Thou  hast  said. 

And,  as  they  w^ e  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  bless- 
ed ftl,  and  brake  t(,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and 
said  ;  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took  the 
cup^  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them^  saying ; 
Drink  ye  all  of  it ;  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins.  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth 
of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day,  when  I  drink  it 
new  with  you  in  my  Father's  kingdom. 

And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into 
the  mount  of  Olives.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them; 
All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this  night. 
For  it  is  written ;  I  will  smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  of  the  flock  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But 
after  I  am  risen  again,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Ga« 
lilee.  Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him ;  Though  all 
men  shall  be  offended  because  of  thee,  yet  will  I  never 
be  offianded.  Jesus  said  unto  him ;  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  that  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt 
deny  me  thrice.  Peter  said  unto  him ;  Though  I 
should  die  with  thee,  yet  will  I  not  deny  thee.  Like- 
wise also  said  all  the  disciples. 
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Tb^fi  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a  place  called 
Gethsemane,  and  saith  unto  the  disciples ;  Sit  ye  here^ 
while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.  And  he  took  with  him 
Peter  a^  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee^  and  began  to  be 
sorrowful  and  very  heavy.  Then  saith  he  unto  them  ; 
My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto  death  ;  tar^ 
ry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me.  And  he  went  a  lit- 
tle further,  and  fell  on  his  fece,  and  prayed,  saying ; 
O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from 
me  ;  nevertheless,  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt.  And 
he  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and  findeth  them  asleep, 
and  saith  unto  Peter ;  What !  could  ye  not  watch 
with  me  one  hour !  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter 
not  into  temptation ;  the  spirit  indeed  is  willing^  bat 
the  flesh  is  weak.  He  went  away  again  the  second 
time,  and  prayed,  saying ;  O  my  Father,  if  this  cup 
may  not  pass  away  from  me,  except  I  drink  it,  tl^ 
will  be  done.  And  he  came  and  found  them,  asle^ 
again ;  for  their  eyes  were  heavy  ;  and  he  left  theni^ 
and  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the  third  time,  say- 
ing the  same  words.  Then  cometh  he  to  his  dis^ 
pies,  and  saith  unto  them ;  Sleep  on  now,  and  take 
your  rest ;  behold,  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and  the  Son  of 
man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise^ 
let  us  be  going  ;  behold  he  is  at  hand  that  doth  betrvf 
me. 

And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  came  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  wHIi 
swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  elden 
of  the  people.  Now  he  that  betrayed  him,  gave  them 
a  sign,  saying ;  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  tlmt  same  is 
he  ;  hold  him  fast.  And  forthwith  he  came  to  Jesus, 
and  said  ;  Hail,  Master,  and  kissed  him.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him  ;  Friend  wherefore  art  thou  come  f 
Then  came  they,  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus,  and  took 
him.  And  behold,  one  of  them  which  were  with  Je- 
sus, stretched  out  his  hand,  and  drew  his  sword,  and 
struck  a  servant  of  the  high  priest's,  and  smote  off  his 
ear.     Then  said  Jesus  unto  him ;  Put  up  again  thy 
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•word  into  his  place ;  for  all  they  that  take  the  sworcL 
shall  perigh  with  the  sword.  Thinkest  thou  that  i 
caim^lt  now  jMray  to  my  Father ;  and  he  shall  present- 
ly give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels  ?  But 
how  then  can  the  scriptures  be  fulfilled^  that  thus  it 
must  be  1  In  that  same  hour  said  Jesus  to  the 
multitudes ;  Are  ye  come  out,  as  agamst  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  staves  for  to  take  me  ?  I  sat  daily  with 
you  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no  hold  on  me. 
But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  pro- 
phets might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  disciples  forsook 
Dim,  and  fled. 

And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus,  led  him  away 
to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and  the 
elders  were  assembled.  But  Peter  followed  him  afar 
ottf  unto  the  high  priest's  palace ;  and  went  in,  and 
sat  with  the  servants,  to  see  the  end.  Now  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  and  all  the  council  sought  false  wit- 
ness against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  deatfa^  but  found 
Boa^  Yea,  though  many  false  witnesses  came,  yet 
found  they  none.  At  the  last  came  two  false  witness- 
es, and  said  ;  This  fellow  said  ;  I  am  able  to  destroy 
the  temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days.  And 
the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  him ;  Answereet 
thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness  against 
thee  ?  But  Jesus  held  his  peace.  And  the  high 
priest  answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  I  adjure  thee,  by 
the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us,  whether  thou  be  the 
Christy  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him ;  Thou 
hast  said.  Nevertheless  I  say  unto  you,  Hereafter 
ahall  ye  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand 
of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven;  Then 
the  hiffh  priest  rent  tus  clothes,  saying  ;  He  hath  spo- 
ken blasphemy ;  what  further  need  have  we  of  wit- 
nesses? behold,  now  ye  have  heard  his  b]as|^emy. 
What  think  ye  ?     They  answered  and  said ;  He  is 

guilty  of  death.     Then  did  they  spit  in  his  face,  and 
utTpipA  him  ;  and  others  smote  him  with  the  palms  of 
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their  hands,  sayhig ;  Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ, 
Who  is  he  that  smote  thee? 

Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace,  and  a  damsel 
came  unto  him,  saying ;  Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus 
of  Galilee.  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  saying ;  I 
know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  when  he  was  gone 
out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and  said 
unto  them  that  were  there;  This  fellow  was  also  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  And  again  he  denied  with  an 
oath ;  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And  after  a  while  came 
unto  him  they  that  stood  by,  and  said  to  Peter ;  Surely 
thou  also  art  one  of  them ;  for  thy  speech  bewrayeth 
thee.  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying  \ 
I  know  not  the  man.  And  immediately  the  cock  crew. 
And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  Jesus,  which  said 
unto  him :  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me 
thrice.     And  he  w^it  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 

When  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  of  the  people  took  counsel  against  Jesus,  to 
put  him  to  death.  And  wh^i  they  had  bound  •l^n^ 
they  led  him  away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pi* 
late  the  governor. 

Then  Judas,  which  had  betrayed  him,  when  he  saw 
that  he  was  condenmed,  repented  himself,  and  brought 
again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  SnA 
elders,  saying  ;  I  have  sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed 
the  innocent  blood.  And  they  said  ;  What  is  that  to 
us  1  See  thou  to  that.  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces 
of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed ;  and  went 
and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief  priests  took  die 
silver  pieces,  and  said  ;  It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put 
them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood. 
And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  pot^ 
ter's  field  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore  that  neM 
was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  Then 
was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the 
prophet,  saying ;  And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was  valued,  whom  they 
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of  the  children  of  Israel  did  value^   and  gave  them 
for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 

And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor ;  and  the  go- 
vernor asked  him,  saying  ;  Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him ;  Thou  sayest. 
And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and  el- 
ders, he  answered  nothing.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto 
him ;  Hearest  thou  not,  how  many  things  they  wit- 
ness against  thee  ?  And  he  answered  him  to  never  a 
word ;  insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 
Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release 
unto  the  pec^le  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And 
they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas. 
Therefore,  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them ;  Whom  will  ye  that  1  release  unto 
you  ?  Barabbas  or  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ  f 
(For  he  knew,  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him.) 
When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment-seat,  his  wife 
sent  unto  him,  saying  ;  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with 
that  just  man ;  for  I  have  suffered  many  things  this 
day  in  a  dream  because  of  him.  But  the  chief  priesta 
and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude,  that  they  should 
ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  governor  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them ;  Wh^her  of  the  twain 
will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  They  said  ;  Barab- 
bas. Pilate  saith  unto  them ;  What  shall  I  do  th^i 
with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto 
bim ;  Let  him  be  crucified.  And  the  governor  said  : 
Why  ?  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  But  they  cried 
out  the  more,  saying ;  Let  him  be  crucified.  When 
Pilate  saw,  that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  ra- 
ther a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed 
hia  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying ;  I  am  innocent 
of  the  blood  of  this  just  person ;  see  ye  to  it  Then 
answered  all  the  people,  and  said ;  His  blood  be  on  us, 
and  on  our  childrai.  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto 
them;  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered 
him  to  be  crucified. 

Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into 
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the  common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole 
band  of  soldiers ;  and  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on 
him  a  scarlet  robe ;  and  when  they  had  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his 
right  hand ;  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and 
mocked  him,  saying  ;  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And 
they  spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him 
on  the  head.  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  hiaii 
they  took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and  put  his  own  rai- 
ment on  him  ;  and  led  him  away  to  crucify  him.  And 
as  they  came  out,  they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene,  Si- 
mon by  name  ;  him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross. 
And  when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgo- 
tha, that  is  to  say  ;  A  place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  Um 
vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gaU ;  and  when  be 
had  tasted  thereof^  he  would  not  drink.  And  thej 
crucified  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lola ; 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  pro- 
phet ;  They  parted  my  garments  among  th^n,  and  up- 
on my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots.  And  sitting  down, 
they  watched  him  there.  And  set  up  over  his  head 
his  accusation  written;  THIS  IS  JESUS  THB 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there  two 
thieves  crucified  with  him ;  one  on  the  right  hand,  and 
another  on  the  left. 

And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their 
heads,  and  saying  ;  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple^ 
and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself ;  if  thou  be 
the  son  of  God,  come  down  firom  the  cross.  Like- 
wise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Aim,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said  ;  He  saved  others,  himself  he 
cannot  save !  If  he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now 
come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will  believe  hint 

He  trusted  in  God ;  let  him  deliver  him  now^  if  he 
will  have  him ;  for  he  said ;  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 
The  thieves  also^  which  were  crucified  with  him, 
cast  the  same  in  his  teeth.  Now  from  the  sixth  hour 
there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land,  unto  the  ninth 
hour.    And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a 
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loud  voice,  sayinff ;  Eli !  Eli !  lama  sabachthani  ? 
that  is  to  81^ ;  My  God !  my  God !  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me  f  Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when 
they  heard  that^  said ;  This  man  calleth  for  Elias. 
And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  sponge^ 
and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  t<  on  a  reed,  and 
gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest  said ;  Let  be,  let  us 
see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  save  him.  Jesus, 
when  he  had  cried  asain  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up 
the  ghost.  And  bdiold,  the  vail  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom,  and  the  earth 
did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent ;  and  the  graves  were 
opened,  imd  many  bodies  of  the  saints  which  slept, 
arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrec- 
tion, and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared  unto 
many.  Now  wh^i  the  centurion  and  they  that  were 
with  him  watchiiig  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake  and 
those  things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  say- 
ing ;  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.  And  many  wo- 
men were  thwe,  beholding  afar  ofi*;  which  followed 
Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him.  Amcmf 
which  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  chil- 
dren. 

When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of 
Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus' 
disciple.  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of 
Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  de- 
livered. And  when  Joseph  had  tak^i  the  body,  he 
wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his 
own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  rock ; 
and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepul- 
chre, and  departed.  And  there  was  Mary  Magda- 
lene, and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the. se- 
pulchre. 

§  13.  Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the 
preparation,  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  to- 
gether unto  Pilate,  saying;  Sir,  we  remember  that 
that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive;  After  Uuw 
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days  I  will  rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the 
sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the  third  day^  lest  his 
disciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him  away,  and  say 
unto  the  people ;  He  is  risen  from  the  dead ;  so  the 
last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said 
onto  them,  Ye  have  a  watch ;  go  your  way,  make  tf 
as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went,  and  made  the  se- 
pulchre sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and  setting  a  watch. 

§  14.  In  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began  te 
dawn  towards  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came  Mary 
Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre. 
And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake ;  for  the 
angel  of  the  liord  descended  fi^m  heaven,  and  came 
and  rolled  back  the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat  upcm 
it.  His  countenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  rai* 
ment  white  as  snow.  And  for  fear  of  him  the  keep* 
era  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men.  And  the 
angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  woman  ;  Fear  not ; 
ye  ;  for  I  know  that  ye  seek  Jesus  which  was  crucified. 
He  is  not  here ;  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said.  Come,  see 
the  place  where  the  Lord  lay.  And  go  quickly,  and 
tell  his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead  ;  and 
behold,  he  goeth  before  y^u  into  Galilee  ;  there  shall 
ye  see  him.  Lo,  I  have  told  you.  And  they  depart* 
ed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre  with  fear  and  great  joy, 
and  did  run  to  bring  his  disciples  word. 

And  as  they  went  to  tell  his  disciples,  behold,  Jesufe 
met  them,  saying  ;  All  hail.  And  they  came  and  heU 
him  by  the  feet,  and  worahipped  him.  Then  said  Je- 
fius  unto  them  ;  Be  not  afraid  ;  go,  tell  my  brethrei^ 
that  they  go  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  me. 

Now  when  they  were  going,  behold,  some  of  the 
watch  came  into  the  city,  and  shewed  unto  the  chief 
priests  aH  the  things  that  were  done.  And  when  thcf 
were  assembled  with  the  elders,  and  had  taken  couii- 
sel,  they  gave  large  money  unto  the  soldiers,  saying ; 
Say  ye ;  His  disciples  came  by  night,  and  stole  Imii 
nway^  while  we  slept.  And  if  this  come  to  the  go* 
Pernor's  ears,  we  will  pursuade  him^  and  secure  yon.

So  they  took  the  money,  and  did  as  they  ware  taughL 
And  this  saying  is  commonly  reported  among  the  Jews 
until  this  day. 

Thai  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into  Galilee^ 
into  a  mountain  where  Jesus  had  appointed  tkenu 
And  when  they  s^w  him,  they  worshipped  him ;  bul 
some  doubted.  And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto 
them,  saying ;  All  power  is  giv^i  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the 
Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you ; 
and  lo^  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.    Amen.

ItMoj  (;;£|^  ii^^  Qqj^  Qf  Q^^     ^3  j^  I3  written  in  the 

prophets ;  Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy 
mce,  which  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee ;  the 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness ;  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight.  John  did 
baptize  in  the  wiklemess,  and  preach  the  baptism  of 
repaitance  for  the  remission  of  sins.  And  there  went 
out  unto  him  all  the  land  of  Judea,  ai^  they  of  Jeru« 
salem;  and  were  all  baptized  of  him  in  the  river  of 
Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  And  John  was  clothed 
with  camel's  hair,  and  with  a  girdle  oi  a  skin  about 
his  loins,  and  he  did  eat  locusts  wd  wild  honey.

to  stoop  down  and  unloose.  I  indeed  have  baptized 
you  with  water ;  but  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

'  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  J'esus  came 
from  Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and  was  baptized  of  John 
in  Jordan.  And  straightway  coming  up  out  of  the 
water,  he  saw  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Spirit,  like 
a  dove,  descending  upon  him.  And  there  came  a 
voice  from  heaven,  saying ;  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son, 
in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  And  immediatdy  the 
spirit  driveth  him  into  the  wilderness.  And  he  was 
there  in  the  wilderness  forty  days,  tempted  of  Satan, 
and  was  with  the  wild  beasts;  and  the  angels  minister- 
ed unto  him. 

§  2.  Now  after  that  John  was  put  in  prison,  Jesog 
came  into  Galilee,  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  saying ;  The  time  is  fulfilled,  and 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand ;  repent  ye^  and  be- 
lieve the  gospel. 

Now  as  he  walked  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw 
Simon  and  Andrew  his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the 
sea,  for  they  were  fishers.  And  Jesus  said  unto  th«n; 
Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  become 
fishers  of  men.  And  straightway  they  forsook  their 
nets,  and  followed  him.  And  when  he  had  gone  a 
little  filirther  thence,  he  saw  James  the  son  of  Zebe- 
dee,  and  John  his  brother,  who  also  were  in  the  ship 
mending  their  nets.  And  straightway  he  called  them ; 
and  they  left  their  father  Zebedee  in  the  ship  with  the 
hired  servants,  and  went  after  him. 

And  they  went  into  Capernaum ;  and  straightway 
on  the  sabbath-day  he  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and 
taught.  And  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine ;  for 
he  taught  them  as  one  that  had  authority,  and  not  as 
the  scribes.  And  there  was  in  their  synagogue  a  man 
with  an  unclean  spirit,  and  he  cried  out,  saying  ;  Let 
us  alone  ;  what  have  we  to  do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  ?  Art  thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?  I  know 
thee  who  thou  art,  the  Holy  One  of  trod.      And  Je- 
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was  rebnked  him,  saying  ;  Hold  tby  peace,  and  come 
out  (^  him.  And  when  the  unclean  spirit  had  torn 
him,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  came  out  of  him. 
And  they  were  all  amazed,  insomuch  that  they  ques- 
tior-ed  among  themselves,  saying  ;  What  thing  is  tins? 
what  new  doctrine  is  this  1  for  with  authority  com- 
mandeth  he  even  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  do  obey 
him.  And  immediately  his  fame  spread  abroad 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about  Galilee. 

And  forthwith,  when  they  were  come  out  of  the 
8]magogue,  they  altered  into  the  house  of  Simon  and 
Andrew,  with  James  and  John.  But  Simon's  wife's 
mother  lay  sick  of  a  fever,  and  anon  they  tell  him  of 
her.  And  he  came  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  lift- 
ed her  up ;  and  immediately  the  fever  lefl  her,  and  she 
ministered  unto  them. 

And  at  ev^i,  when  the  sun  did  set,  they  brought 
mfito  him  all  that  were  diseased,  and  them  that  ware 
possessed  with  devils.  And  all  the  city  was  gather- 
ed together  at  the  door.  And  he  healed  many  that 
were  sick  of  divers  diseases,  and  cast  out  many  dev- 
ils, and  sufiered  not  the  devils  to  speak,  because  they 
kMwhim. 

'  And  in  the  morning,  rising  up  a  great  while  before 
day,  he  went  out ;  and  departed  into  a  solitary  place, 
and  there  prayed.  And  Simon  and  they  that  were 
with  him,  followed  after  him.  And  when  they  had 
found  him,  they  said  unto  him ;  All  men  seek  for 
thee.  And  he  said  unto  them :  Let  us  go  into  the 
next  towns,  that  I  may  preach  there  also ;  for  there- 
fore came  I  forth.  And  he  preached  in  their  syna- 
gogues, throughout  all  Galilee,  and  cast  out  devite. 

And  there  came  a  leper  to  him,  beseeching  him  and 
kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him ;  If  thou 
wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And  Jesus  moved 
with  compassion,  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him, 
and  saith  unto  him,  I  will ;  be  thou  clean.  And  as 
aoon  as  he  had  spoken,  immediately  the  leprosy  de- 
parted from  him,  and  he  was  cleansed.    And  he  srait- 
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Ij  charged  himy  and  fepthwith  sent  him  away;^  Aoi 
aaith  mito  hin ;  See  thou  say  nothing  to  any  man ; 
but  go  thy  way^  shew  thyself  to  the  priest^  and  ' 
for  thy  cleansing  those  things  which  Moses  c 
ed,  for  a  testimony  unto  th^.  Bat  he  went  out^  and 
began  to  pnbKsh  it  mnch^  and  to  blase  abread  the 
matter^  insomuch  that  Jesus  could  no  move  opanljf  e»» 
tOT  into  the  city;  but  was  without  m  desert  plan% 
and  they  came  to  him  from  every  quarter. 

And  again  he  ottered  into  Capernaum  after  Mvnt 
days ;  and  it  was  noised^  that  he  was  in  the  hovsa 
And  straightway  many  were  gathered  tog^her^  bmm» 
much  that  there  was  no  room  to  receive  memj  no^  not 
so  much  as  about  the  door;  and  he  preached  the  word 
unto  them.  And  they  come  nnto  him,  bringing  one 
sick  of  the  palsy,  which  was  borne  ef  four.  And 
when  they  couM  not  come  nigh  unto  him  for  Ae  pgeoS| 
they  uncovered  the  roof  where  he  was ;  and  V9hm 
they  had  broken  it  up^  they  let  down  the  bed  wherein 
the  sick  of  the  palsy  lay.  When  Jesus  saw  thor 
faith,  he  said  mito  the  sick  of  the  palsy;  Son,  thy 
sins  be  forgiven  thee.  Bat  there  were  certain  e#  tlM 
scribes  sitting  there,  and  reasoning  in  their  hearia; 
Why  doth  thia  mem  thus  speak  blasphemies  ?  who 
can  forgive  sins  but  God  only  ?  And  immedi^fefy  when 
Jesus  perceived  in  his  spirit,  that  they  so  reasoned  with 
themselves,  he  said  unto  them ;  Why  reas<»i  yo  these 
things  in  your  hearts?  Whether  n  it  easier?  tasayun* 
to  the  sick  of  the  palsy ;  Thy  sins  be  forgivoi  thee  1 
or  to  say.  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk  ?  But 
that  ye  may  know,  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power 
on  earth  to  forgive  sins  ;  (he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the 
palsy  ;)  I  say  unto  thee;  Arise^  and  take  up  thy  bed, 
and  go  thy  way  into  thine  house.  And  imraediatdy 
he  arose,  took  up  the  bed,  and  went  f^Hrth  before  them 
all ;  insomuch  that  they  were  all  amazed,  and  glorifi* 
ed  God,  saying ;  We  never  saw  it.  on  this  iashion* 

And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  seetrsOe  f  and  all 
the  multitude  resorted  mito  him^  imdhetaii^t 
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Itknd  as  he  passed  b j$  lie  saw  Levi  the  Mn  of  Alphe- 
tM,  silting  at  the  receipt  of  castom,  and  sMd  unto  lum^ 
Follow  me*  And  he  arose,  and  followed  him.  Ana 
it  came  to  pass,  that  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  his  house, 
many  pabficans  and  sinners  sat  also  together  with  Je* 
•OS  and  his  disciples ;  for  there  were  many,  and  thegr 
followed  him.  And  when  the  scribes  and  Pharisees 
saw  him  eat  with  publicans  and  sinners,  they  said  un- 
to his  disciples ;  How  is  it  that  he  eateth  and  driiri^ 
eth  with  publicans  and  sinners  ?  Whoi  Jesus  heard 
ft,  he  saith  unto  thmn ;  They  that  are  whole  have  no 
need  of  die  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick*  I  cane 
not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  shmers  to  repentance. 

And  the  disdples  of  John,  and  of  the  Pharisees, 
need  to  fast;  and  they  come,  and  say  unto  him;  Why 
do  the  disciples  of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  fiist, 
but  thy  dismiss  fast  not  1  And  Jesus  said  unto  them  ; 
Can  the  children  ei  the  bridechamber  fast  while  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  As  long  as  they  have  the 
brid^roem  with  them,  they  cannot  fast ;  But  the  days 
will  come^  when  the  U*idegro<mi  shafl  be  taken  away 
from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those  days.  Jio 
man  also  seweth  a  piece  of  new  cloth  on  an  old  gar* 
ment;  else  Ae  new  piece  that  filled  it  up  taketh 
away  fimn  the  old,  and  the  rent  is  made  worse.  And 
no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  botties ;  else  the 
Slew  wine  doth  bm^  the  bottles,  and  the  wine  is  spill- 
«d,  and  the  bottles  will  be  marred ;  but  new  wine 
most  be  put  into  new  bottles. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  went  through  the  com* 
fields  on  the  sabbath-day  ;  and  his  disciples  began,  as 
they  went,  to  pluck  the  ears  of  com.  And  the  Plmri* 
aees  said  unto  him ;  Behold,  why  do  they  on  the  sab- 
bath-day that  which  is  not  lawful  9  And  he  said  unto 
them ;  Httre  ye  never  read  what  David  did,  whoi  he 
bad  need,  and  was  an  hungered,  he  and  they  that  were 
with  him  ?  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God,  in 
the  tiays  of  Abiathar  the  high  priest,  and  did  eat  the 
ohawbreadi  which  is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the 
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priests,  and  ga?e  also  to  them  which  were  with  him  9 
And  he  said  unto  them  ;  The  sabbath  was  made  for 
man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath.  Therrfore  the 
Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

And  he  entered  again  into  the  synagogue ;  and 
there  was  a  man  there  which  had  a  withered  hand. 
And  they  watched  him,  whether  he  would  heal  him  on 
the  sabbath  day,  that  they  might  accuse  him.  And  he 
saith  unto  the  man  which  had  the  withered  hand  ^ 
Stand  forth.  And  he  saith  unto  them  ;  Is  it  lawful 
to  do  good  on  the  sabbath-days,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save 
hfe,  or  to  kill?  but  they  held  their  peace.  And  when  he 
had  looked  round  about  on  them  with  anger,  being  griev- 
ed for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  he  saith  unto  the 
man  ;  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it 
out ;  and  his  hand  was  restored  whole  as  the  other. 

And  the  Pharisees  wait  forth,  and  straightway  took 
counsel  with  the  Herodians  against  him,  how  thw 
might  destroy  him.  But  Jesus  withdrew  himself  with 
his  disciples  to  the  sea ;  and  a  great  multitude  Grom 
Galilee  followed  him,  and  from  Judea.  And  from  Je* 
rusalem,  and  from  Idumea,  and  from  beyond  Jordan ; 
and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  mukitnde) 
when  they  had  heard  what  great  things  he  did,  came 
unto  him.  And  he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  small 
ship  should  wait  on  him  because  of  the  multitude,  lest 
they  should  throng  him.  For  he  had  healed  many,  in- 
somuch that  they  pressed  upon  him  for  to  touch  him, 
as  many  as  had  plagues ;  and  unclean  spirits,  whoa 
they  saw  him,  fell  down  before  him,  and  cried,  saymg: 
Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  straitly  charget 
th^n  that  they  should  not  make  him  known. 

And  he  goeth  up  into  a  mountain,  and  calleth  umiQ 
kim  whom  he  would  ;  and  they  came  unto  him.  And 
he  ordained  twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  him,  and 
that  he  might  seatid  th&n  forUi  to  preach,  and  to  have 
power  to  heal  sicknesses,  and  to  cast  out  devils.  And 
Simon  be  sumamed  Peter;  and  James  the  son  ef 
ZebfMlM^  and  John  the  brother  of  James :    and  he

fumamed  them  Boanerges,  which  1%  The  scms  of 
thunder;  and  Andrew,  and  Philip,  and  Bartholo^ 
mew,  and  Matthew,  and  Thomas,  and  James  the  atm 
of  Alpheus,  and  Thaddeus,  and  Simon  the  Canaanite^ 
and  Judas  Iscariot,  which  als*  betrayed  him.  And  they 
went  into  an  house ;  and  the  multitude  cometh  togeth- 
er again,  so  that  they  could  not  so  much  as  eat  bread. 

And  when  his  friends  heard  of  t f,  they  went  out  to 
lay  hold  on  him ;  for  they  said ;  He  is  beside  himself. 

And  the  scribes  which  came  down  from  Jerusalem 
said  ;  He  hath  Beelzebub  ;  and  by  the  prince  of  the 
devils,  casteth  he  out  devils.  And  he  called  them  un- 
to Mm,  and  said  unto  them  in  parables  ;  How  can  Sa- 
tan cast  out  Satan  1  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  a- 
gainst  itself,  that  kingdom  cannot  stand ;  and  if  a 
house  be  dtivided  against  itself,  that  house  cannot 
stand ;  and  if  Satan  rise  up  against  himself,  and  be 
divided,  he  cannot  stand,  but  hath  an  end.  No  man 
can  enter  into  a  strong  man's  house,  and  spoil  his 
goods,  except  he  will  first  bind  the  strong  man ;  and 
then  he  will  spoil  his  house.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Att 
sins  shall  be  forgiven  unto  the  sons  of  men,  and  blasphe- 
mies wherewith  soever  they  shall  blaspheme ;  but  he 
that  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  hath 
new  forgiveness,  but  is  in  danger  of  eternal  damna* 
lion.     Because  they  said  ;    He  hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

There  came  theatk  his  brethren  and  his  mother ;  and, 
standing  without,  sent  unto  him,  calling.  And  the  mul- 
titude sat  about  him.  And  they  said  unto  him  ;  Behold 
thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  without  seek  for  thee.  And 
he  answered  them,  saying ;  Who  is  my  mother,  w  mv 
brethren  ?  And  he  looked  round  about  on  them  which 
flat  about  him,  and  said ;  B^old  my  mother  and  my 
brethren.  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  (Sod, 
the  same  is  my  brother,  and  my  sister,  and  mother. 
'  And  he  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea-side ;  and 
there  was  gathered  unto  him  a  great  multitude,  so  that 
he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  sat  in  the  sea ;  and  the 
whole  multitude  was  by  the  sea  on  the  land.    And  ha 
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taught  them  many  things  by  parables,  and  said  imfo 
them  in  his  doctrine ;  Hearken ;  Behold,  there  went 
out  a  sower  to  sow,  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowedi 
some  fell  by  the  way  side  ;  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
came,  and  devoured  it  up.  And  some  fell  on  stony 
ground,  where  it  had  not  much  earth  ;  and  immediate- 
ly it  sprang  up,  because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth; 
but  when  the  sun  was  up  it  was  scorched  ;  and  be- 
cause it  had  no  root  it  withered  away.  And  some  fdl 
among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up  and  choked  it, 
and  it  yielded  no  fruit.  And  other  fell  on  good  ground; 
and  did  yield  fruit  that  sprang  up  and  increas^  and 
brought  forth,  some  thirty,  and  some  sixty,  and  somt 
an  hundred.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  He  that  hath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

And  when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  him 
with  the  twelve  asked  of  him  the  parable.  And  he 
aaid  unto  them;  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the 
mystery  of  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  but  unto  thein  that 
are  without  all  these  things  are  done  in  parables ;  thai 
seeing  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive ;  and  hearing 
they  may  hear,  and  not  understand  ;  lest  at  any  time 
they  should  be  converted,  and  their  sins  should  be  for^ 
given  them.  And  he  said  unto  them ;  Know  ye  not 
this  parable  ?  and  how  then  will  ye  know  all  parables) 
The  sower  soweth  the  word.  And  these  are  they  by 
the  way  side,  where  the  word  is  sown,  but  when  thev 
have  heard,  Satan  cometh  immediately,  and  takeUi 
away  the  word  that  was  sown  in  their  hearts.  And 
these  are  they  likewise  which  are  sown  on  stony 
ground,  who,  when  they  have  heard  the  word,  immedi- 
ately receive  it  with  gladness  ;  and  have  no  root  ia 
themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a  time ;  afterward, 
when  affliction  or  persecution  ariseth  for  the  word's 
sake,  immediately  they  are  offended.  And  these  are 
they  which  are  sown  among  thorns,  such  as  hear  the 
word^'and  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the  deceitftil* 
ness  of  riches,  and  the  lusts  of  other  tlmigs  ^iterinff 
in^  choke  the  wonL  and  it  becometh  unfruitful.    And 
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these  are  they  which  are  sown  on  good  ground,  such 
as  hear  the  word,  and  receive  «f,  and  bring  forth  fruit| 
some  thirty-fold,  some  sixty,  and  some  an  hundred. 

And  he  said  unto  them  ;  is  a  candle  brought  to  be 
put  under  a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed  ?  and  not  to  be  set 
on  a  candlestick  ?  For  there  is  nothing  hid,  which 
shall  not  be  manifested ;  neither  was  any  thing  kept 
secret^  but  that  it  should  come  abroad.  If  any  man 
have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And  he  said  unto 
them ;  Take  heed,  what  ye  hear.  With  what  measure 
ve  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you,  and  unto  you  that 
hear,  shall  more  be  given.  For  he  that  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given ;  and  he  that  hath  not,  from  him  shall 
be  taken  even  that  which  he  hath. 

And  he  said ;  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a 
man  should  cast  seed  into  the  ground,  and  should  sleep 
and  rise  night  and  day,  and  the  seed  should  spring,  and 
grow  up»  he  knoweth  not  how.  For  the  earth  bring- 
€lh  fordi  fruit  for  herself,  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear, 
after  that  the  full  com  in  the  ear.  But  when  the  fruit 
is  brought  forth,  immediately  he  putteth  in  the  sickle, 
because  the  harvest  is  come. 

And  he  said  ;  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the  king* 
dom  of  God  ?  or  with  what  comparison  shall  we  com- 
pare it  ?  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  which, 
when  it  is  sown  in  the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds 
that  be  in  the  earth  ;  but  when  it  is  sown,  it  groweth 
iip9  and  becometh  greater  than  all  herbs,  and  shooteth 
out  great  branches,  so  that  the  fowls  of  the  air  may 
lodge  under  the  shadow  of  it. 

And  with  many  such  parables  spake  he  the  word 
unto  them,  as  they  were  able  to  hear  it  But  without 
u  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them ;  and  when  they 
were.al<taie,  he  expounded  all  Jiangs  to  his  disciples. 

And  the  same  day,  when  the  ev^i  was  come,  he  saith 
unto  them ;  Let  us  pass  over  unto  the  other  side.  And 
when  they  had  s^it  away  the  multitude,  they  took  him 
even  as  he  was  in  the  ship ;  and  there  were  also  with 
him  other  little  ships.    And  there  arose  a  great  storm 
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of  wind;  and  the  waves  beat  into  the  ship,  so  that  it  was 
now  full.  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the  ship^ 
asleep  on  a  pillow.  And  they  awake  him,  and  say  on- 
to him  ;  Master,  carest  thou  not  that  we  perish  9  And 
he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  said  unto  the  sea; 
Peace,  be  still.  And  the  wind  ceased,  and  there  was 
a  great  calm.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Why  are  ye 
so  fearful  ?  how  is  it  that  ye  have  no  faith  ?  And  thejr 
feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to  another;  What 
manner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  wind  and  the  sea 
obey  him  ? 

And  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  sea, 
into  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes.  And  when  he  was 
come  out  of  the  ship,  immediately  th^*e  met  him  a«t 
of  the  tombs  a  man  with  an  unclean  spirit,  who  had 
his  dwelling  among  the  tombs  ;  and  no  man  could  bind 
him,  no  not  with  chains ;  because  that  he  had  been 
often  bound  with  fetters  and  chains,  and  the  chains  bed 
been  plucked  assunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters  broken 
in  pieces  ;  neither  could  any  man  tame  him  ;  and  al- 
ways, night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  mountains,  and  in 
the  tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  himself  with  stones. 
But  when  he  saw  Jesus  afar  ofl^  he  ran  and  worrinp- 

Eed  him  ;  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said ;  What 
ave  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus  thou  Son  of  the  most 
high  God  ?  I  adjure  thee  by  God,  that  thou  torment 
me  not.  (For  he  said  unto  him ;  Come  out  of  the 
man,  thou  unclean  spirit.)  And  he  asked  him  ;  Whtt 
is  thy  name  1  And  he  answered,  saying  ;  My  nanw 
is  Legion  ;  for  we  are  many.  And  he  besought  him 
much  that  he  would  not  send  them  away  out  of  the 
country.  Now  there  was  there,  nigh  unto  the  moun- 
tains, a  great  herd  of  swine  feeding.  And  all  the  de- 
vils besought  him,  saying ;  Send  us  into  the  swine, 
that  we  may  enter  into  them.  And  forthwith  Jesos 
gave  them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spirits  went  out, 
and  entered  into  the  swine  ;  and  the  herd  ran  violently 
down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  (they  were  about  two 
thousand,)  and  were  dboked  in  the  sea.    And  diev  that 
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fed  the  swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the  city,  and  in  the  coun- 
try. And  they  went  out  to  see  what  it  was  that  was  done. 
And  they  come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  pos- 
sessed with  the  devil,  and  had  the  lenon,  sitting  and 
clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind ;  and  they  were  afraid. 
And  they  that  saw  it  told  them  how  it  befell  to  him  that 
was  possessed  with  the  devil,  and  also  concerning  the 
swine.  And  they  began  to  pray  him  to  depart  out  of  their 
coasts.  And  wh«i  he  was  come  into  the  ship,  he  that 
had  been  possessed  with  the  devil  prayed  him  that  he 
might  be  with  him.  Howbeit  Jesus  suffered  him  not^ 
but  saith  unto  him ;  Go  home  to  thy  friends,  and  tell 
them  how  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee, 
and  hath  had  compassion  on  thee.  And  he  departed, 
and  began  to  publish  in  Decapolis  how  great  things 
Jesus  had  done  for  him ;  and  all  men  did  marvel. 

And  when  Jesus  was  passed  over  again  by  ship  un- 
to the  other  side,  much  people  gathered  unto  him  ;  and 
he  was  nigh  unto  the  sea.  And  behold,  there  cometh 
out  one  of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue^  Jairus  by  name ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell  at  his  feet,  and  besought 
him  greatly,  saying ;  Mv  little  daughter  lieth  at  the 
point  of  death ;  /  pray  thee^  come  and  lay  thy  hands 
on  her,  that  she  may  be  healed  ;  and  she  shall  live. 
And  Jesus  went  with  him ;  And  much  people  followed 
him,  and  thronged  him.  And  a  certain  woman,  which 
had  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  and  had  suffered 
many  things  of  many  physicians,  and  had  sp^it  all  that 
she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew 
worse,  when  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  came  in  the  press 
behind,  and  touched  his  garment.  For  she  said ;  If  I 
may  touch  but  his  clothes,  I  shall  be  whole.  And 
straightway  the  fountain  of  her  blood  was  dried  up  ; 
and  she  fek  in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  of 
that  plague.  And  Jesus,  immediately  knowing  in  him* 
■elf  that  virtue  had  gone  out  of  him,  turned  him  about 
m  the  press,  and  said ;  Who  touched  my  clothes  1 
And  his  disciples  said  unto  him  ;  Thou  seest  the  multi- 
tade  thronging  thee ;  and  sayest  thou  ;  Who  toucbsd 
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me  ?  And  he  looked  round  about  to  see  her  that  ha^ 
done  this  thing.  But  the  woman  fearing  and  tremb* 
ling,  knowing  what  was  .done  in  her,  came  and  feH 
down  before  him,  and  told  him  all  the  truth.  And  he 
said  unto  her ;  Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole ;  go  in  peace,  and  be  whole  of  thy  plague^ 
While  he  yet  spake,  there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogues  hmtse  certain  which  said ;  Thy  daughter 
is  dead  ;  why  troublest  thou  the  Master  any  further  1 
As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word  that  was  spoken,  he 
saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  ;  Be  not  afraid, 
only  believe.  And  he  suffered  no  man  to  follow  him, 
save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John  the  brother  of  James. 
And  he  cometh  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, and  seeth  the  tumult,  and  them  that  wept  and 
wailed  greatly.  And  when  he  was  come  in,  he  saith 
unto  them  ;  Why  make  ye  this  ado,  and  weep  ?  the 
damsel  is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth.  And  they  laughed 
him  to  scorn.  But  when  he  had  put  them  all  out,  he 
taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the  damsel,  and 
them  that  were  with  him,  and  entereth  in  where  the 
damsel  was  lying.  And  he  took  the  damsel  by  the 
hand,  and  said  unto  her ;  Talitha  cumi !  which  is,  be- 
ing interpreted  ;  Damsel,  (I  say  unto  thee,)  arise ! 
And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  and  walked ;  for 
she  was  of  the  age  of  twelve  years.  And  they  were 
astonished  with  a  great  astonishment.  And  he  charg* 
ed  them  straitly  that  no  man  should  know  it ;  and 
commanded  that  something  should  be  given  her  to  eat 
And  he  went  out  from  thence,  and  came  into  his 
own  comtry ;  and  his  disciples  follow  him.  And  When 
the  sabbath-day  was  come,  he  began  to  teach  in  the 
isjMLgogue  ;  and  many  hearing  him  were  astonished, 
saying;  From  whence  hath  this  man  these  things t 
and  what  wisdom  is  this  which  is  given  unto  him,  thfll 
even  such  mighty  works  are  wrought  by  his  hands  ?  is 
not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of  Mary  ?  the  brotlMr 
of  James,  and  Joses,  and  of  Juda,  and  Simon?  and 
are  not  his  sisters  hwe  with  us  ?    And  they  were  of- 
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folded  at  him.  .  But  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  A  pro- 
phet is  not  without  honour,  but  in  his  own  country,  and 
among  his  own  kin,  and  his  own  house.  And  he  could 
there  do  no  mighty  work,  save  that  he  laid  his  hands 
upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them.  And  he  mar- 
velled because  of  their  unbelief.  And  he  went  round 
about  the  villages  teaching. 

And  he  calleth  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  began  to 
send  them  forth  by  two  and  two ;  and  gave  them  pow* 
er  over  unclean  spirits.  And  he  commanded  them  that 
they  should  take  nothing  for  f^tr  journey,  save  a  staff 
only ;  no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money  in  their  purse ; 
but  be  shod  with  sandals  ;  and  not  put  on  two  coats. 
And  he  said  unto  them ;  In  what  place  soever  ye  en- 
ter into  an  house,  there  abide  till  ye  depart  from  that 
place.  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear 
you,  when  ye  depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  under 
your  feet  for  a  testimony  against  them.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Sodom  and 
Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that  city. 
And  they  w^it  out,  and  preached  that  men  should 
pent ;  and  they  cast  out  many  devils ;  and 
with  oil  many,  that  were  sick,  and  healed  them: 

And  king  Herod  heard  of  him^  (for  his  name  was 
spread  abroad,)  and  he  said  ;  That  John  the  Baptist 
was  ris^d  from  the  dead,  and  therefore  mighty  works 
do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him.  Others  said  ;  That 
it  is  Elias.  And  others  said ;  That  it  is  a  prophet,  or 
is  one  of  the  prophets.  But  when  Herod  heanl  there- 
qfy  he  said  ;  It  is  John,  whom  I  beheaded ;  he  is  ris- 
en  from  the  dead.  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth 
and  laid  hold  upon  John,  and  bound  him  in  prison  for 
Hwodias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife,  for  he  had 
married  her.  For  John  had  said  unto  Herod ;  It  is 
not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife.  There- 
fore Herodias  had  a  quarrel  against  him,  and.  would 
have  killed  him ;  but  she  could  not.  For  Herod  fear- 
ed John,  knowing  that  he  was  a  just  man  and  an  faoly^ 
and  observed  him :  and  when  he  heard  him,  he  M 
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many  things^  and  heard  him  gladly.  And  when  a 
convenient  day  was  come,  that  Herod  on  his  birth- 
day made  a  supper  to  his  lords,  high  captains,  and 
chief  estates  of  Galilee ;  And  when  the  daughter  of 
the  said  Herodias  came  in,  and  danced,  and  pleased 
Herod  and  them  that  sat  with  him,  the  king  said  unto 
the  damsel ;  Ask  of  me  whatsoever  thou  wilt,  and  I 
will  give  it  thee;  and  he  sware  unto  her;  Whatsoevier 
thou  shalt  ask  of  me,  I  will  give  it  thee,  unto  the  half 
of  my  kingdom.  And  she  went  forth,  and  said  unto 
her  mother ;  What  shall  I  ask  ?  and  i^e  said ;  Hie 
head  of  John  the  Baptist  And  she  came  in  straight- 
way with  haste  unto  the  king,  and  asked,  sayins  ;  I 
will  that  thou  give  me  by  and  by  in  a  charger  the  head 
of  John  the  Baptist.  And  the  king  was  exceeding  sor- 
ry ;  yet  for  his  oath's  sake,  and  for  their  sakes  whieii 
sat  with  him,  he  would  not  reject  her.  And  inurae^ 
ately  the  king  sent  an  executioner,  and  commanded 
his  head  to  be  brought.  And  he  went  and  beheaded 
him  in  the  prison  ;  and  brought  his  head  in  a  charger, 
and  gave  it  to  the  damsel ;  and  the  damsel  gave  it  to 
her  mother.  And  when  his  disciples  heard  of  ity  theif 
came  and  took  up  his  corpse,  and  laid  it  in  a  tomb. 

And  the  apostles  gathered  themselves  together  onto 
Jesus,  and  told  him  all  things,  both  what  they  had  doM^ 
and  what  they  had  taught. 

§  4.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Come  ye  yourselvMi 
apart  into  a  desert  place,  and  rest  awhile.  For  there 
were  many  coming  and  going,  and  they  had  no  leisure 
so  much  as  to  eat.  And  they  departed  into  a  desert 
place  by  ship  privately.  And  the  people  saw  them  de- 
partings  and  many  knew  him  ;  and  ran  afoot  thithsr 
out  or  all  cities,  and  outwent  them,  and  came  togeth* 
er  unto  him.  And  Jesus,  when  he  came  out,  saw  muck 
people,  and  was  moved  with  compassion  towards  theoi^ 
because  they  were  as  sheep  not  having  a  i^pherd ; 
and  he  began  to  teach  them  many  things.  And  when 
the  day  was  now  far  spent,  his  disciples  came  unto 
kfn%  and  said ;   This  is  a  desert  place^  and  now  the 
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tine  is  far  passed,  send  them  away,  that  they  may  go 
into  the  cowitry  round  about,  and  into  the  villages,  and 
tey  thanselves  bread  ;  for  they  have  nothing  to  eat. 
He  answered  and  said  onto  them ;  Give  ye  them  to 
eat.  And  they  say  unto  him  ;  Shall  we  go  and  buy 
two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread,  and  give  them  to 
aat  9  he  saith  unto  them ;  How  many  loaves  have  ye? 
go  and  see.  And  when  they  knew,  they  say  ;  Five, 
and  two  fishes.  And  he  commanded  them  to  make  all 
mt  down  by  companies  upon  the  green  grass.  And 
they  sal  down  in  ranks  by  hundreds,  and  by  fifties. 
And  when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two 
fishes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blessed ;  and  brake 
the  loaves,  and  gave  them  to  his  disciples  to  set  be- 
fore them  ;  and  the  two  fishes  divided  he  among  them 
all.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled.  And  they 
took  up  twelve  baskets  full  of  the  fi*agments,  and  of 
the  fishes.  And  they  that  did  eat  of  the  loaves,  were 
about  five  thousand  m^i. 

And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  get 
into  the  ship,  and  to  go  to  the  other  side  before  unto 
Bethsaida,  while  he  sent  away  the  people.  And  when 
he  had  sent  them  away,  he  departed  into  a  mountain  to 
pray^  And  when  even  was  come,  the  ship  was  in  the 
■udst  of  the  sea ;  and  he  alone  on  the  land.  And  he 
saw  them  toiling  in  rowing  ;  for  the  wind  was  contra- 
fy  unto  them.  And  about  the  fourth  watch  of  the 
algfat  he  Cometh  unto  them,  walking  upon  the  sea;  and 
would  have  passed  by  them.  But  wh^i  they  saw  him 
walking  upon  the  sea,  they  supposed  it  had  been  a  spirit, 
and  cr^  out.  (For  they  all  saw  him,  and  were 
troubled.)  And  immediately  he  talked  wiUi  them,  and 
nith  unto  them.  Be  of  good  cheer ;  It  is  I ;  be  not 
afraid.  And  he  went  up  unto  them  into  the  ship ;  and 
the  wind  ceased  ;  and  tney  were  sore  amazed  in  them- 
aalvea  beyond  measure,  and  wondered.  For  thc^ 
considered  not  the  miracle  of  the  loaves ;  fw  thdf 
heart  was  hard^ied. 

And  when  tiiey  had  passed  oven  they  came  into  the 
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land  of  Geimesaret ;  and  drew  to  the  shcMre.  And 
when  they  were  come  out  of  the  ship^  straightway 
they  knew  hun,  and  ran  through  that  whole  regi<m 
round  about,  and  began  to  carry  about  in  beds  those 
that  were  sick,  where  they  heard  he  was.  And  whith- 
ersoever he  entered  into  villages,  or  cities,  or  country, 
they  laid  the  sick  in  the  streets,  and  besought  him  that 
they  might  touch,  if  it  were  but  the  border  of  his  gar* 
ment ;  and  as  many  as  touched  him  were  made  whoki 
Then  came  together  unto  him  the  Pharisees  and 
certain  of  the  scribes,  which  came  from  JenisAlem; 
and  when  they  saw  some  of  his  disciples  eat  bread  widi 
defiled  (that  is  to  say,  with  unwashen,)  hands^  they 
found  fault.  For  the  Pharisees  and  all  the  Jew%  ex« 
c^pt  they  wash  their  hands  ofl,  eat  not,  holding  Um 
tradition  of  the  elders.  And  when  they  come  from  the 
market,  except  they  wash,  they  eat  not.  And  many 
other  things  there  be,  which  they  have  received  to 
hold,  as  the  washing  of  cups,  and  pots,  brazen  vee* 
sels,  and  of  tables.  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes 
asked  him  ;  Why  walk  not  thy  disciples  according  to 
the  tradition  of  the  elders,  but  eat  bread  with  unwasb^ 
en  hands  ?  He  answered  and  said  unto  them ;  Well 
hath  Esaias  prophesied  of  you  hypocrites,  as  it  is  writ* 
ten ;  This  people  honoureth  me  with  their  lips^  but 
their  heart  is  far  from  me.  Howbeit  in  vain  do  thej 
worship  me,  teaching  far  doctrines  the  commandment! 
of  men.  For  laying  aside  the  commandment  of  God, 
ye  hold  the  tradition  of  men,  o^  the  washing  of  poti 
and  cups  ;.and  many  other  such  like  things  ye  do.  And 
he  said  unito  them ;  Full  well  ye  reject  the  conunand- 
ment  of  God,  that  ye  may  keep  your  own  traditioa 
For  Moses  said ;  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother ; 
and ;  Whoso  curseth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the 
death  ;  but  ye  say  ;  If  a  man  shall  say  to  his  father  <x 
mother.  It  is  Corban,  that  is  to  say,  a  gifl,  by  whatso- 
ever thou  mightest  be  profited  by  me  ;  A«  shall  be  fret. 
And  ye  suffer  him  no  more  to  do  ought  for  his  father 
or  his  mother ;  making  the  word  of  God  of  none  ef- 
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feet  throiigh  your  tradition,  which  ye  have  delivered  ^ 
and  many  such  like  things  do  ye. 

And  when  he  had  called  all  the  people  unto  him^  he 
■aid  unto  them  ; '  Hearken  unto  me  every  one  of  you^ 
and  understand  ;  there  is  nothing  from  without  a  ma% 
that  entering  into  him  can  defile  him  ;  but  the  things 
which  come  out  of  him,  those  are  they  that  defile  the 
man.  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
And  when  he  was  entered  into  the  house  from  the 
people,  his  disciples  asked  him  concerning  the  para- 
ble. And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Are  ye  so  without  un- 
derstanding also  ?  Do  ye  not  perceive,  that  whatso* 
ever  thing  from  without  entereth  into  the  man,  it  can- 
not defile  him ;  because  it  ^fitereth  not  into  his  heart, 
but  into  the  belly,  and  goeth  out  into  the  draught, 
purging  all  meats  ?  And  he  said ;  That  which  cometh 
out  oi  the  man,  that  defileth  the  man.  For  from  within, 
out  of  the  heart  of  men,  proceed  evil  thoughts,  adulte- 
ries, fornications,  murders,  thefts,  covetousness,  wick- 
edness, deceit,  lasciviousness,  an  evil  eye,  blasphemy, 
pride,  foolishness;  all  these  evil  things  come  from  within, 
and  defile  the  man. 

And  from  thence  he  arose,  and  went  into  the  bor- 
ders of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  an  house, 
and  would  have  no  man  know  it ;  but  he  could  not  be 
hid.  For  a  certain  woman,  whose  young  daughter 
had  an  unclean  spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell 
at  hislbet;  the  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syro-phenician 
by  nation ;  and  she  besought  him  that  he  would  cast 
forth  the  devil  out  of  her  daughter.  But  Jesus  said 
mito  her ;  Let  the  children  first  be  filled ;  for  it  is  not 
meet  to  take  the  children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  unto 
the  dogs.  And  she  answered  and  said  unto  him ;  Yes, 
Lord ;  yet  the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of  the  chil- 
dren's crumbs.  And  he  said  unto  her  ;  For  this  say- 
ing go  thy  way  ;  the  devil  is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter. 
And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found  th^ 
gone  out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

And  again,  departing  firom  the  coasts  of  Tjrre  awl 
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aidoii^  he  GBme  unto  the  sea  ef  Galilee,  tfarougfa  thi 
midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis.  And  they  bring 
anto  him  one  that  was  deaf^  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech  ;  and  they  beseech  him  to  put  liia  hand 
upon  hun.  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  muki- 
tude,  and  put  his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  apit,  and 
touched  his  tongue ;  and  looking  up  to  heaTen^  he 
sighed,  and  saith  unto  him ;  Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be 
opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and 
the  string  of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  Bpmkm 
plain.  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  teU 
no  man :  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so  moch 
(he  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it ;  and  were 
beyond  measure  astonished,  saying  ;  He  hath  done  all 
thmgs  well ;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and 
the  dumb  to  speak. 

In  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great, 
having  nothing  to  eat,  Jesus  called  his  disciples 
him^  and  saith  unto  them ;  I  have  compassion  on  the 
multitude,  because  they  have  now  been  with  me  thres 
days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat ;  and  if  I  send  them 
away  fasting  to  their  own  houses,  they  will  &int  by  tha 
way ;  for  divers  of  them  came  from  far.  And  his  dis- 
ciples answered  him  ;  From  whence  can  a  man  aatds- 
fy  these  men  with  bread  here  in  the  wilderness  1  and 
he  asked  thmn  ;  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  And  thejr 
said ;  Seven.  And  he  commanded  the  people  to  ait 
down  <m  the  ground ;  and  he  took  the  seven  fiMive% 
and  gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  diseifriis 
to  set  before  them  ;  and  they  did  set  them  before  tlis 
people.  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes;  and  ha 
blessed,  and  commanded  to  set  them  also  before  them^ 
So  they  did  eat,  and  were  filled  ;  and  they  took  up  of 
the  broken  meat  that  was  IcA  sevei  baskets.  And 
they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand  ;  and 
he  sent  them  away. 

And  straightway  he  entered  into  a  ship  with  his  dBa* 
^ples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmanutha.  And 
the  Pharisees  came  forth,  and  began  to  queetion  mth 
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Ui%  0eeldng  of  him  a  sign  from  heavoi^  trnpting 
AmA  he  sighed  deeply  in  his  spirit,  and  saith ;  Why 
dolb  this  generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  Verily  I  say 
vnto  yoa.  There  shall  no  sign  be  giv^i  to  this  gene* 
ration.  And  he  Idl  them,  and  entering  into  the  ship 
again,  departed  to  the  other  side. 

Now  the  disciples  had  forgotten  to  take  breads 
Bother  had  they  in  the  ship  with  them  more  than  one 
loaf.  And  he  charged  them^  saying  ;  Take  heed,  be* 
ware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  and  of  the  leaven 
of  Herod.  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves, 
saying ;  It  is  because  we  have  no  bread.  And  when 
Jesns  knew  it,  he  saith  unto  them  ;  Why  reason  ye^ 
because  ye  have  no  bread  ?  perceive  ye  not  yet,  neither 
nnderstand  1  have  ye  your  heart  yet  hardened  ?  Hav* 
ing  eyes  see  ye  not  1  and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not  ? 
ai^  do  ye  not  remember  ?  When  I  brake  the  five 
loaves  aoKmg  five  thousand,  how  many  baskets  full  of 
fragments  took  ye  up  ?  They  say  unto  him  ;  Twelve. 
And  wh^i  the  seven  among  four  thousand,  how  many 
baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up  1  And  they  said  ; 
Seven.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  How  is  it  that  yon 
do  not  imderstand  ? 

And  he  Cometh  to  Bethsaida.  And  they  bring  a 
blind  man  unto  him,  and  besought  him  to  touch  him. 
And  he  took  the  blind  man  by  the  hand,  and  led  him 
out  of  the  town.  And  when  he  had  spit  on  bis  eyes, 
and  put  his  hands  upon  him,  he  asked  him  if  he  saw 
aught.  And  he  looked  up,  and  said ;  I  see  men,  as 
trees,  walking.  After  that  he  put  his  hands  again  up- 
on lus  ejres,  and  made  him  look  up  ;  and  he  was  re* 
stored,  aiid  saw  every  man  clearlv.  And  he  sent  hitt 
away  to  his  house,  saying ;  Neithw  go  into  the  town^ 
nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  town. 

And  Jesus  wait  out  and  his  disciples  into  the 
towns  of  Cesarea  Philippi ;  and  by  the  way  he  asked 
his  disciples,  saying  unto  them ;  Whom  do  men  say 
that  I  am  ?  And  they  answered  ;  John  the  Baptist ; 
but  some  say^  Elias }  and  others,  One  of  the  pro^ets. 
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And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Bnt  whom  say  y^  that  T 
am?  And  Peter  answereth  and  saith  onto  hilfi'; 
Thou  art  the  Christ.  And  he  charged  them  that  thw 
should  tell  no  man  of  him.  And  he  began  to  teadtt 
them,  that  the  Son  of  man  must  suffer  many  thingS| 
and  be  rejected  of  the  elders  and  of  the  chief  priestfl^ 
and  scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  after  three  days  rise 
again ;  and  he  spake  that  saying  openly.  And  Peter 
took  him,  and  began  to  rebuke  him.  But  wheirhehad 
turned  about  and  looked  on  his  disciples,  he  rebuked 
Peter,  saying ;  Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan  ;  for  thou 
savourest  not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  the  things 
that  be  of  men. 

And  when  he  had  called  the  people  unto  hinij  .with 
his  disciples  also,  he  said  unto  them  ;  Whosoever  wiD 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  hid 
cross,  and  follow  me.  For  whosoever  will  save  Wl 
life  shall  lose  it ;  but  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  tat 
my  sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same  shall  save  it.  Fot^ 
what  shall  it  profit  a  man  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  1  Or  what  shall  a 
man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul  1  Whosoever 
there&re  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words  in 
this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation,  of  him  also  shall 
the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father  with  the  holy  angels.  And  he 
said  unto  them;  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  there 
be  some  of  them  that  stand  here  which  shall  not  taste 
of  death,  till  they  have  seen  the  kingdom  of  €rod 
come  with  power. 

And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  toith  him  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John,  and  leadeth  them  up  into  an  high 
mountain  apart  by  themselves  ;  and  he  was  transfigur- 
ed before  them,  and  his  raiment  became  shining,  ex- 
ceeding white  as  snow,  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  caa 
white  them.  And  there  appeared  unto  them  Klias, 
with  Moses ;  and  they  were  talking  with  Jesus.  And 
Peter  answered  and  said  to  Jesus  ;  Master,  it  is  goo4 
for  us  to.be  here :  and  let  us  make  three  tabonacles, 
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•ne  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses^  and  one  for  Eliai. 
For  he  wist  not  what  to  say ;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 
And  there  was  a  cloud  that  overshadowed  them  ;  and 
a  voice  came  out  of  the  cloud,  saying ;  This  is  my  be* 
loved  Son ;  hear  him.  And  suddenly,  when  they  had 
looked  round  about,  they  saw  no  man  any  more,  save 
Jesus  only  with  themselves ;  and  as  they  came  down 
from  the  mountain,  he  charged  them  that  they  should 
tell  no  man  what  things  they  had  seen,  till  the  Son  of 
man  were  risen  from  the  dead.  And  they  kept  that 
saying  with  themselves,  questioning  one  with  another 
what,  the  rising  from  the  dead  should  mean.  And 
they  asked  him,  saying ;  Why  say  the  scribes,  that 
£lias  must  first  come  1  And  he  answered  and  told 
them,  Elias  verily  cometh  first,  and  restoreth  all  things  ; 
and  how  it  is  written  of  the  Son  of  man,  that  he  must 
suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at  nought.  But  I  say 
unto  you,  that  Elias  is  indeed  come,  and  they  have 
done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed  ;  as  it  is  writ- 
ten of  him. 

And  when  he  came  to  his  disciples,  he  saw  a  great 
multitude  about  them,  and  the  scribes  questioning 
with  them.  And  straightway  all  the  people,  when  they 
beheld  him,  were  greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him 
saluted  him.  And  he  asked  the  scribes ;  What  question 
ye  with  them  ?  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  and 
said ;  Master,  I  have  brought  unto  thee  my  son,  which 
hath  a  dumb  spirit.  And  wheresoever  he  taketh  him,  he 
teareth  him ;  and  he  foameth,  and  gnasheth  with  his 
teeth,  and  pineth  away.  And  I  spake  to  thy  disciples, 
that  they  should  cast  him  out,  and  they  could  not. 
He  answered  him  and  saith ;  O  faithless  generation ! 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I  suffer 
you  ?  bring  him  unto  me.  And  they  brought  him  un* 
to  him  ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  straightway  the  spirit 
tare  him;  and  he  fell  on  the  ground,  and  wallowed 
foaming.  And  he  asked  his  father ;  How  long  is  it 
ago  since  this  came  unto  him  ?  And  he  said  ;  Of  a 
child ;  and  ofl-times  it  hath  cast  him  into  the  fore,  and 
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kito  the  waters,  to  destroy  him ;  but  if  thoa  canst  do 
any  thuig,  have  compaasion  on  ua^  and  help  us.  Je- 
ans said  unto  him ;  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth.  And  straigfatMraj 
the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said,  with  tears.; 
Lord,  I  believe ;  help  thou  mine  unbelief.  When  J^ 
ans  saw,  that  the  people  came  running  together,  he  re* 
buked  the  foul  spirit,  saying  unto  him ;  Thou  dumb 
and  deaf  spirit,  I  charge  thee ;  come  out  of  him,  and 
enter  no  more  into  him.  And  the  spirit  cried,  and 
rent  him  sore,  and  came  out  of  him.  And  he  was  as 
one  dead,  insomuch  that  many  said  ;  He  is  dead.  Bat 
Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand  and  Ufled  him  up ;  andhs 
arose.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his 
disciples  asked  him  privately ;  Why  could  not  we  cast 
him  him  out?  And  he  said  unto  them;  This  kind 
can  come  forth  by  nothing,  but  by  prayer  and  faatinff^ 

And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed  through  Gab* 
lee ;  and  he  would  not,  that  any  man  should  know  it. 
For  he  taught  his  disciples  and  said  unto  them ;  The 
Son  of  man  is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men,  and 
they  shall  kill  him ;  and  after  that  he  is  killed,  heshaH 
rise  the  third  day.  But  they  understood  not  that  say- 
ing, and  were  afraid  to  ask  him. 

And  he  came  to  Capernaum;  and  being  in  the 
house,  he  asked  them  ;  What  was  it  that  ye  disputed 
among  yourselves  by  the  way  ?  But  they  held  thtir 
peace ;  for  by  the  way  they  had  disputed  among  theok 
selves,  who  should  be  the  greatest.  And  he  sat  dow% 
and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith  unto  them ;  If  aat 
man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be  last  of  all^ 
and  servant  of  all.  And  he  took  a  child,  and  met  him 
in  the  midst  of  them,  and  when  he  had  taken  him  ia 
his  arms,  he  said  unto  them  ;  Whosoever  shall  receive 
one  of  such  children  in  my  name,  receiveth  me  ^  Bsd 
whosoever  shaU  receive  me,  receiveth  not  me^  bat  hitt 
that  sent  me. 

And  John  answered^  him,  saying ;  Master,  we  saw 
one  casting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  Iblloweth 
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not  US ;  And  we  forbad  him,  because  he  fblioweth  not 
us.  But  Jesus  said ;  Forbid  him  not.  For  there  is 
no  man  which  shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name^  that  can 
Ughtly  speak  evil  of  me.  For  he  that  is  not  against 
US  is  on  our  part.  For  whosoever  shall  give  you  a 
cop  of  water  to  drink  in  my  name,  because  ye  belong 
to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  not  lose  his 
Ireward.  And  whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  these  lit- 
tle ones  that  beheve  in  me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a 
millstxme  were  handed  about  his  neck,  and  he  were 
cast  into  the  sea.  And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it 
off;  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed,  thati 
having  two  hands  to  go  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that 
never  shall  be  quench^,  where  their  worm  dieth  not, 
and  the  fire  is  not  <|uenched.  And  if  thy  foot  offend 
thee,  cut  it  off ;  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  halt  in- 
to life^  than  having  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  hell,  into 
the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched,  where  their 
worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.  And  if 
thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out ;  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye,  than 
having  two  eyes,  to  be  cast  into  hell-fire,  where  their 
worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.  For 
every  one  shall  be  salted  with  fire  ;  and  every  sacrifice 
shall  be  salted  with  salt.  Salt  is  good  ;  but  if  the  saR 
has  lost  his  saltness,  wherewith  will  ye  season  itf 
Have  salt  in  yourselves,  and  have  peace  one  with 
another. 

§  5.  And  he  arose  from  thence,  and  cometh  into 
the  coasts  of  Judea  by  the  further  side  of  Jordan ; 
and  the  people  resort  unto  him  again  ;  and,  as  he  was 
wont,  he  tauj^ht  them  again. 

And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and  asked  him ;  Is 
it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  ?  tempting 
him.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them  ;  What 
did  Moses  command  you  ?  And  they  said ;  Moses 
suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her 
away.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them  ;  For 
the  hardness  of  your  heart  ho  vrtote  you  this  precwt. 
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But  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation,  God  made 
them  male  and  female.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  his  father  and  mother,  and  cleave  to  his  wife ; 
and  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh.  So  then  they  are  no 
more  twain,  but  one  flesh.     What  therefore  God  hath 

{'oined  together,  let  not  man  put  asund^.  And  in  the 
louse  his  disciples  asked  him  again  of  the  same  fnat' 
ter.  And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Whosoever  shall  put 
away  his  wife,  and  marry  another,  committeth  aduke* 
ry  against  her ;  and  if  a  woman  shall  put  away  her 
husband,  and  be  married  to  another,  she  committetk 
adultery. 

And  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  be 
should  touch  them ;  and  ^t^  disciples  rebuked  those 
that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  if,  he  was 
much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them  ;  Suffer  the  lit- 
tle children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for 
of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you  ;  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God 
as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he 
took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  th^n^ 
and  blessed  them. 

And  when  he  was  gone  forth  into  the  way,  there 
came  one  running,  and  kneeled  to  him,  and  asked  him; 
Good  Master,  what  shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit  eter- 
nal life  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him ;  Why  callest  thoa 
me  good  1  there  is  none  good,  but  one,  that  is  God 
Thou  knowest  the  commandments;  Do  not  comn^ 
adultery ;  Do  not  kill ;  Do  not  steal ;  Do  not  bear 
false  witness  ;  Defraud  not ;  Honour  thy  father  and 
mother.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  Mas* 
ter,  all  these  have  I  observed  from  my  youth.  Then 
Jesus  beholding  him,  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him ; 
One  thing  thou  lackest ;  go  thy  way,  sell  whatsoever 
thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor  ;  and  thou  shalt  have 
treasure  in  heaven  ;  and  come,  take  up  the  cross,  and 
follow  me.  And  he  was  sad  at  that  saying,  and  went 
away  grieved  ;  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

AiMi  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith  unto  his

CHAP.  X.  MARK,  ver.  xxiii. 

disciples ;  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  en^* 
ter  into  the  kingdom  of  God !  And  the  disciples  were 
astcHiished  at  his  words.  But  Jesus  answereth  again^ 
and  saith  unto  them ;  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for  them, 
that  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God ! 
It  is  easier,  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a 
needle^  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God.  And  they  were  astonished  out  of  measure, 
saying  among  themselves  ;  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 
And  Jesus  looking  upon  them  saith  ;  With  men  it  is 
impossible,  but  not  with  God  ;  for  with  God  all  things 
are  possible. 

Then  Peter  began  to  say  unto  him ;  Lo,  we  have 
Idl  all,  and  have  followed  thee.  And  Jesus  answered 
and  said ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  There  is  no  man 
that  hath  left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father, 
or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  sake, 
and  the  gospel's,  but  he  shall  receive  an  hundred-fold 
now  in  Uiis  time,  houses,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and 
moth«*s,  and  childrad,  and  lands,  with  persecutions, 
and  in  the  world  to  come  eternal  life.  But  many  that 
are  first,  shall  be  last ;  and  the  last,  first. 

And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to  Jerusalem  ; 
and  Jesus  went  before  them  ;  and  they  were  amazed, 
and  as  they  followed  they  were  afraid.  And  he  took 
again  the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell  them  what  things 
should  happen  unto  him ;  Saying^  Behold,  we  go  up 
to  Jerusalem,  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered 
unto  the  chief  priests  and  unto  the  scribes ;  and  they 
^all  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  him  to 
the  Gentiles,  and  they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall 
scourge  him,  and  shall  spit  upon  him,  and  shall  kill 
him ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 

And  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  come 
unto  him,  saying ;  Master,  we  would,  that  thou 
shouldest  do  for  us,  whatsoever  we  shall  desire.  And 
he  said  unto  them ;  What  would  ye  that  I  should  do 
for  you  ?  They  said  unto  him  ;  Grant  unto  us,  that 
we  may  sit  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy 
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left  hand,  in  thy  glory.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them ; 
¥e  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Can  ye  drink  of  the  cup 
that  I  drink  of,  and  be  baptized  with  the  baptism  that 
I  am  baptized  with  ?  And  they  said  unto  him  ;  We 
can.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them  ;  Ye  shall  indeed 
drink  of  the  cup,  that  I  drink  of;  and  with  the  bap- 
tism that  I  am  baptized,  withal  shall  ye  be  baptizea ; 
but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand  and  on  my  left  hand,  is  not 
mine  to  give ;  but  it  shall  be  given  to  them  for  whom 
it  is  prepared.  And  when  the  ten  heard  tf,  thc^  began 
to  be  much  displeased  with  James  and  John.  But  Je- 
sus called  them  to  him^  and  saith  unto  them.  Ye  know 
that  they  which  are  accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gen- 
tiles, exercise  lordship  over  them,  and  their  great  ones 
exercise  authority  upon  them.  But  so  shall  it  not  be 
among  you  ;  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among  yoo, 
shall  be  your  minister ;  and  whosoever  of  you  will  be 
the  chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  all ;  for  even  the  Son 
of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minis- 
ter, and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

And  they  came  to  Jericho  ;  and  as  he  went  out  of 
Jericho,  with  his  disciples  and  a  great  number  of  peo- 
ple, blind  Bartimeus,  the  son  of  Timeus,  sat  by  the 
highway  side  begging.  And  when  he  heard,  that  it 
was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he  began  to  cry  out  and  say : 
Jesus,  thou  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  Ana 
many  charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace ;  but 
he  cried  the  more  a  great  deal ;  Thou  son  of  David, 
have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  com- 
manded him  to  be  called  ;  and  they  call  the  blind  man> 
saying  unto  him  ,  Be  of  good  comfort,  rise  ;  he  caU- 
eth  thee.  And  he,  casting  away  his  garment,  rose,  and 
came  to  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  un'^ 
him;  What  wilt  thou,  that  I  should  do  unto  theet 
The  blind  man  said  unto  him  ;  Lord,  that  I  might  re- 
ceive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him ;  Go  thy 
way  ;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.  And  immed  - 
ately  he  received  his  sight,  and  followed  Jesus  in  the 
way. 
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§  6.  And  when  they  came  nigh  to  Jerasakai^  unto 
Bethpage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  of  Olivea,  bm 
sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  nnto  them ; 
Cro  yoor  way  into  the  village  over  against  you  ;  and  aa 
soon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt 
tied^  whereon  never  man  sat;  loose  him,  and  biinff 
him.  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you ;  Why  do  ye  this  1 
say  ye,  that  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him ;  and  strain ht« 
way  he  will  send  him  hither.  And  they  went  £eir 
way,  and  found  the  colt  tied  by  the  door  without,  in  a 
place  where  two  ways  met ;  and  they  loose  him.  And 
certain  of  them  that  stood  there,  said  unto  them ; 
What  do  ye,  loosing  the  colt  ?  And  they  said  unto 
them  even  as  Jesus  had  commanded ;  and  they  let 
them  ffo.  And  they  brought  the  colt  to  Jesus,  and 
cast  tneir  garm^its  on  him ;  and  he  sat  upon  him. 
And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the  way;  and 
others  cut  down  branches  ofi*  the  trees,  and  strewed 
ikem  in  the  way.  And  they  that  went  heiore  and  they 
that  foUowecl,  cried,  saying ;  Hosanna;  Blessed  is  hve 
that  Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  blessed  be  the 
kingdom  of  our  father  David,  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  we  Lord  ;  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and  into  the 
tanple ;  and  when  he  had  looked  round  about  upon  all 
things,  and  now  the  even-tide  was  come,  he  went  out 
imto  Bethany,  with  the  twelve. 

§  7.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come 
from  Bethany,  he  was  hungry ;  And  seeing  a  fig-tree 
afar  c^  having  leaves,  he  came,  if  haply  he  might  find 
any  thing  thereon ;  and,  when  he  came  to  it,  he  found 
nothing  but  leaves  ;  for  the  time  (^  figs  was  not  yet 
And  Jesus  answered,  and  said  unto  it :  No  man  eat 
fruit  of  thee  hereafter  for  ever.  Ana  his  disciples 
heard  it. 

And  they  come  to  Jerusalem ;  and  Jesus  went  into 
the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  and 
bought  m  the  temple ;  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money-changers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves  { 
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and  would  not  suffer  that  any  man  should  carry  any 
Tessel  through  the  temple.  And  he  taught,  saying  un* 
to  th^n ;  Is  it  not  written ;  My  house  shall  be  c^led 
of  all  nations  the  house  of  prayer  ;  l>ut  ye  haTe  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves?  And  the  scribes  and  chief 
priests  heard  it^  and  sought  how  they  might  destroy 
nim  ;  for  they  feared  him,  because  all  the  people  was 
astonished  at  his  doctrine.  And  when  even  was  come^ 
he  went  out  of  the  city. 

§  8.  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by,  they  saw 
the  fig-tree  dried  up  from  the  roots.  And  Peter  call- 
ing to  remembrance,  saith  unto  him ;  Master,  behold, 
the  fig-tree  which  thou  cursedst,  is  withered  away. 
And  Jesus  answering,  saith  unto  them ;  Have  faith 
in  God ;  for  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever 
shall  say  unto  this  mountain  ;  Be  thou  removed,  and 
be  thou  cast  into  the  sea ;  and  shall  not  doubt  in  his 
heart,  but  shall  believe  that  those  things  which  he  saith 
shall  come  to  pass ;  he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith. 
Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  What  things  soever  ye  de- 
sire when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive  them  ;  and 
ye  shall  have  them.  And  wh^i  ye  stand  praying,  for- 
give, if  ye  have  aught  against  any  ;  that  your  Father 
also  which  is  in  heaven,  may  forgive  you  your  tres- 
passes. But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven,  forgive  your  trespasses. 

And  they  come  again  to  Jerusalem  ;  and  as  he  was 
walking  in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him  the  chief 

Eriests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders,  and  say  unto 
im ;  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things  ?  and 
who  gave  thee  this  authority  to  do  these  things  ?  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them ;  I  will  also  ask  of 
ou  one  quwtion;  and  answer  me,  and  I  will  tell  you, 
>y  what  authority  I  do  these  things.  The  baptism  of 
John,  was  it  from  heav^  or  of  m^i  ?  answer  me.  And 
they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying ;  If  we  shall 
say,  from  heaven ;  he  will  say ;  Why  then  did  ye 
not  believe  him  ?  But  if  we  shall  say,  of  men  ;  they 
feared  the  people ;  for  all  men  counted  Johui  that  hi 
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was  a  prophet  indeed.  And  they  answered  and  said  ion 
to  Jesus ;  We  cannot  tell.  And  Jesus  answering, 
saith  unto  them ;  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by  what  au- 
thority I  do  these  things. 

And  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  by  parables ;  a 
certain  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  an  hedge 
about  it^  and  digged  a  place  for  the  wine-fat,  and 
built  a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went 
into  a  far  country.  And  at  the  season  he  sent  to  the 
husbandmen  a  servant,  that  he  might  receive  from  the 
husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard.  And  they 
caueht  Atm,  and  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 
And  again,  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant ;  and  at 
him  they  cast  stones,  and  wounded  him  in  the  head, 
and. sent  him  away  shamefully  handled.  And  again 
he  sent  another ;  and  him  they  killed,  and  many  others  ; 
beating  some,  and  killing  some.  Having  yet  there- 
fore one  son,  his  well-beloved,  he  sent  him  also  last 
unto  them,  saying  ;  They  will  reverence  my  son.  But 
those  husbandmen  said  among  themselves ;  This  is  the 
heir ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  shall 
be  ours.  And  they  took  him,  and  killed  Aim,  and  cast 
him  out  of  the  vineyard.  What  shall  therefore  the 
lord  of  the  vineyard  do  1  He  will  come  and  destroy 
the  husbandmen,  and  will  give  the  vineyard  unto  oth- 
ers. And  have  ye  not  read  this  scripture ;  The  stone 
which  the  builders  rejected  is  become  the  head  of  the 
comer;  this  was  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvel- 
lous in  our  eyes  1  And  they  sought  to  lay  hold  on 
him,  but  feared  the  people  ;  for  they  knew  that  he  had 
spoken  the  parable  against  them ;  and  they  left  him, 
and  went  their  way. 

And  they  sent  unto  him  certain  of  the  Pharisees  and 
of  the  Herodians,  to  catch  him  in  his  words.  And 
when  they  were  come,  they  say  unto  him ;  Master,  we 
know  that  thou  art  true,  and  carest  for  no  man ;  for  thou 
regardest  not  the  person  of  men,  but  teachest  the  way 
cf  God  in  truth.  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  to  Cesar, 
or  not  1  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give  ?     But 
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he,  knowing  their  hypocrisy,  said  unto  them;  Why 
tempt  ye  me  ?  bring  me  a  penny,  that  I  may  see  it. 
And  they  brought  it.  And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Whose 
is  this  image  and  superscription  ?  And  they  said  un- 
to him,  Cesar's.  And  Jesus  answering,  said  wito 
them  ;  Render  to  Cesar,  the  things  that  are  Cesar's ; 
and  to  God,  the  things  that  are  God's.  And  they  mar- 
velled at  him. 

Then  come  unto  him  the  Sadducees,  whidi  say  thene 
is  no  resurrection ;  and  they  asked  him,  saying ;  Mas- 
ter, Moses  wrote  unto  us.  If  a  man's  brother  die,  and 
leave  ^t^  wife  behind  him^  and  leave  no  children,  that 
nis  brother  should  take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  na- 
to  his  brother.  Now  there  were  seven  brethren ;  and 
the  first  took  a  wife,  and  dying,  left  no  seed.  And  tlie 
second  took  her,  and  died,  neither  left  he  any  seed : 
and  the  third  likewise.  And  the  seven  had  her,  ana 
left  no  seed.  Last  of  all  the  woman  died  also.  In  the 
resurrection  therefore,  when  they  shall  rise,  whose 
wife  shall  she  be  of  them  ?  for  the  seven  had  her  to 
wife.  And  Jesus  answering,  said  unto  them;  Do 
ye  not  therefore  err,  because  ye  know  not  the  scrip- 
tures, neither  the  power  of  God  ?  For  when  they 
shall  rise  fi'om  the  dead,  they  neither  marry,  nor  are 

given  in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  which  are  ia 
eaven.  And  as  touching  the  dead,  that  they  rise,  have 
ye  not  read  in  the  book  of  Moses,  how  in  the  buh 
God  spake  unto  him,  saying  ;  I  am  the  God  of  Abra- 
ham, and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  f 
He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the 
living.     Ye  therefore  do  greatly  err. 

And  one  of  the  scribes  came,  and,  having  hesid 
them  reasoning  together,  and  perceiving  that  he  had 
answered  them  well,  asked  him ;  Which  is  the  fint 
commandment  of  all  ?  and  Jesus  answered  him ;  The 
first  of  all  the  commandments  is;  Hear,  O  Israel, 
The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord ;  and  thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
Mil,  tod  with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strwgdk 
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This  is  the  first  commandment  And  the  second  is 
like ;  namely  this.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self. There  is  none  other  commandment  greater  than 
these.  And  the  scribe  said  unto  him  ;  Well,  Master 
thou  hast  said  the  truth ;  for  there  is  one  God,  and 
there  is  n<»ie  other  but  he  ;  and  to  love  him  with  all 
the  heart,  and  with  all  the  understanding,  and  with  all 
the  soul,  and  with  all  the  strength,  and  to  love  his 
neighbour  as  himself,  is  more  than  all  whole  bumt-of* 
fmngs  and  sacrifices.  And  when  Jesus  saw,  that  he 
answered  discreetly,  he  said  unto  him ;  Thou  art  not 
far  from  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  no  man  after  that 
durst  ask  him  any  question. 

And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  he  taught  in  the 
temple ;  How  say  the  scribes,  that  Christ  is  the  son  of 
David  ?  For  David  himself  said  by  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
The  Lord  said  to  my  Lord  ;  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool.  David 
therefore  himself  calleth  him  Lord  ;  and  whence  is  he 
Aen  his  son  ?  And  the  common  people  heard  him 
gladly. 

And  he  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine  ;  Beware  of 
the  scribes,  which  love  to  go  in  long  clothing,  and  love 
salutations  in  the  market-places,  and  the  chief  seats 
in  the  synagogues,  and  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feast ; 
which  devour  widows  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make 
long  prayers.     These  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury,  and  beheld 
how  the  people  cast  money  into  the  treasury.  And  ma* 
ny  that  were  rich  cast  in  much.  And  there  came  a 
certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw  in  two  mites,  which 
make  a  farthing.  And  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples, 
and  saith  unto  them ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you  ;  That  this 

Kor  widow  hath  cast  more  in,  than  all  they  which 
ve  cast  into  the  treasury.  For  all  they  did  cast  in 
ci  their  abundance ;  but  she  of  her  want  did  cast  in 
all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living. 

§  9.  And  as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  of  his 
dmsiples  saith  unto  him :  Master,  see  what  mannw  4»f 
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stones  and  what  buildings  are  here  !  And  Jesus  an^ 
swering,  said  unto  him  ;  Seest  thou  these  great  build- 
ings ?  there  shall  not  be  lefl  one  stone  upon  another^ 
that  shall  not  be  thrown  down.  And  as  he  sat  upon 
the  mount  of  Olives  ;  over  against  the  temple^  Peter 
and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  asked  him  private- 
ly ;  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  1  and  whrt 
shall  he  the  sign  when  all  these  things  shall  be  fulfill- 
ed ?  and  Jesus  answering  them,  began  to  say  ;  Take 
heed  lest  any  man  deceive  you,  for  many  shadl  come 
in  my  name,  saying ;  I  am  Christ  ,* .  and  shall  deceive 
many.  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars,  and  rumours 
of  wars,  be  ye  not  troubled ;  for  such  things  must 
needs  be ;  but  the  end  shall  not  be  yet.  For,  nation 
shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom  against  king- 
dom ;  and  there  shall  be  earthquakes  in  divers  placei^ 
and  there  shall  be  famines  and  troubles.  These  are 
the  beginnings  of  sorrows.  But  take  heed  to  your* 
selves,  for  they  shall  deliver  you  up  to  councils,  and 
in  the  synagogues  ye  shall  be  beaten,  and  ye  shall  be 
brought  before  rulers  and  kings  for  my  sake,  for  a 
testimony  against  them.  And  the  gospel  must  first  be 
published  among  all  nations.  But  when  they  shall 
lead  you,  and  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  before- 
hand what  ye  shall  speak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate ; 
but  whatsoever  shall  be  given  you  in  that  hour,  that 
speak  ye ;  for  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Now,  the  brother  shall  betray  the  brother  to 
death,  and  the  father  the  son  ;  and  children  shall  rise 
up  against  their  parents,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be 
put  to  death  ;  and  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my 
name's  sake  ;  but  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end, 
the  same  shall  be  saved. 

But  when  ye  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desola- 
tion, spoken  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  standing  where 
it  ought  not,  (let  him  that  readeth  understand,)  tha 
let  them  that  be  in  Judea  flee  to  the  mountains  ;  And 
let  him  that  is  on  the  house-top,  not  go  down  into  the 
bouse,  neither  enter  therein  to  take  any  thing  out  of 
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his  house^  and  let  him  that  is  in  the  field,  not  turn 
back  again,  for  to  take  up  his  garm^at.  But  wo  to 
them  timt  are  with  child  and  to  them  that  give  suck,  in 
those  days !  And  pray  ye,  that  your  flight  be  not  in 
the  wintw.  For  in  those  days  shall  be  aflliction,  such 
as  was  not  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  which 
God  created,  unto  this  time,  neither  shall  be.  And 
except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those  days,  no 
flesh  should  be  saved ;  but  for  the  elect's  sake,  whom 
he  hath  chosen,  he  hath  shortened  the  days.  And 
then,  if  any  man  shall  say  to  you  ;  Lo,  here  is  Christ ; 
or  :  Lo,  tie  is  there  ;  believe  him  not.  For  false  Christs 
and  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  shew  signs 
and  wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it  were  possible,  even 
the  elect.  But  take  ye  heed  ;  behold,  I  have  foretold 
you  all  things. 

But  in  those  days  after  that  tribulation,  the  sun 
shall  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her 
light ;  and  the  stars  of  heaven  shall  fall,  and  the  pow- 
ers that  are  in  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then  shall 
they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds,  with 
great  power  and  glory.  And  then  shall  he  s^dd  his 
angek,  and  shall  gather  togetljer  his  elect  from  the 
four  winds,  from  Uie  uttermost  part  of  the  earth,  to 
the  uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

Now  learn  a  parable  of  the  fig-tree ;  When  her 
branch  is  yet  t^ider,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye 
know,  that  summer  is  near.  So  ye  in  like  manner,  when 
ye  shall  see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know,  that  it  is 
nigh,  even  at  the  doors.  Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  That 
this  generation  shall  not  pass,  till  all  these  things  be 
done.  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away  ;  but  my 
words  shall  not  pass  away.  But  of  that  day  and  that 
hour  knoweth  no  man,  no,  not  the  angels  which  are  in 
heav^  neither  the  Son,  but  the  Father. 

Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray ;  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  time  is.  For  the  Son  of  man  t^  as  a  man 
taking  a  far  journey,  who  left  his  house,  and  gave  au- 
thority to  his  servants,  and  to  every  man  his  work,  and

commanded  the  porter  to  watch.  Watch  ye  there* 
fore  ;  For  ye  know  not  when  the  master  of  the  hous^ 
coioeth,  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the  cock-crow- 
ing, or  in  the  morning  ;  lest  coming  suddenly,  he  find 
you  sleeping.  And  what  I  say  unto  you,  I  say  unto 
all;  Watch. 

§  10.  After  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  passOTer, 
and  of  unleavened  bread ;  and  the  chief  priests  and 
the  scribes  sought  how  they  might  take  him  by  craft, 
and  put  him  to  death.  But  they  said ;  Not  on  the 
feast-day^  lest  there  be  an  uprocu*  of  the  people. 

And  being  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the 
leper,  as  he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having 
an  alabaster-box  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  ^pre^ 
cious ;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his 
head.  And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation 
within  themselves,  and  said ;  Why  was  this  waste  of 
the  ointment  made  ?  For  it  might  have  been  sold  for 
more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  have  been  given 
to  the  poor.  And  they  murmured  against  her.  And 
Jesus  said  ;  Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she 
hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.  For  ye  have  the 
poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye  will,  ye 
may  do  them  good ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She 
hath  done  what  she  could ;  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you ;  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath 
done  shall  be  spoken  of,  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

§  11.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve^  went 
unto  the  chief  priest,  to  betray  him  unto  them.  And 
when  they  heard  it  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to 
give  him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might  con* 
veniently  betray  him. 

And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they 
killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him; 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare,  that  thot 
mayest  eat  the  passover  ?  And  he  sendeth  forth  two 
of  his  disciples^  and  saith  unto  them :    Go  ye  into  die 
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city  ;  and  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitch- 
er of  water ;  follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he  shaU 
ffo  in,  say  ye  to  the  good  man  of  the  house ;  The 
Master  saith ;  Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I 
shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will 
shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished  and  prepared ; 
there  make  ready  for  us.  And  his  disciples  went  forth, 
and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them ;  and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

§  12.  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 
And  as  they  sat,  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said ;  Verily  I 
say  unto  you  ;  One  of  you  whidi  eateth  with  me,  shall 
betrav  me.  And  they  began  to  be  sorrowfUl,  and  to  say 
unto  him  one  by  one  ;  Is  it  I  ?  and  another  aaid  ;  i$ 
it  I  ?  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them  ;  It  is  one 
<^  the  twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish.  The 
son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him  ;  but 
wo  to  that  man,  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betray- 
ed !  good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never  be^i 
bom. 

And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  brake  «V,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said  ;  Take,  eat ; 
this  is  my  body.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and,  when  he 
bad  given  thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them ;  and  they  all 
drank  of  it.  And  he  said  unto  them ;  This  is  my 
blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed  for  many. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of  the 
firuit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day,  that  I  drink  it  new  in 
the  kingdom  of  Grod. 

And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  w^it  out 
into  the  mount  of  Olives.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them; 
All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this  night ;  for 
it  is  written ;  I  will  smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
diall  be  scattered.  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  wiU 
go  before  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unto  him ; 
Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  wiU  not  I.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  him ;  Verily  I  say  unto  thee ;  That 
this  day^even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow 
twic^  thoo  ihalt  deny  me  thrice.      But  he  jqpake  the 
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more  vehemently  ;  If  I  should  die  with  thee,  I  will 
not  deny  thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all. 

And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Geth- 
semane ;  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples ;  Sit  ye  here^ 
while  I  shall  pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter 
and  James  and  John  ;  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed, 
and  to  be  very  heavy.  And  saith  unto  them  ;  My  soul 
is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto  death ;  tarry  ye  here,  and 
watch.  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the 
ground  ;  and  prayed,  that  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour 
inight  pass  from  him.  And  he  said  ;  Abba,  Father, 
Ul  things  are  possible  unto  thee  ;  Take  away  this 
cup  from  me.  Nevertheless,  not  what  I  will,  but  what 
thou  wilt.  And  he  cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping ; 
and  said  unto  Peter ;  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ?  couldest 
not  thou  watch  one  hour  ?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest 
ye  enter  into  temptation  ;  the  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but 
the  flesh  is  weak.  And  again  he  went  away,  and 
prayed,  and  spake  the  same  words.  And  when  he  re- 
turned, he  found  them  asleep  again ;  For  their  eyes 
were  heavy  ;  neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  him. 
And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them ; 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest ;  it  is  enough,  the 
hour  is  come ;  behold,  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  in- 
to the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up,  let  us  go  ;  lo,  he 
that  betrayeth  me  is  at  hand. 

And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas, 
one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude 
with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  and  the  elders.  And  he  that  betrayed  him,  had 
given  them  a  token,  saying ;  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss ; 
that  same  is  he ;  take  him  and  lead  him  away  safely. 
And  as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he  goeth  straightway  to 
him  and  saith:  Master,  Master;  and  kissed  huQ. 
And  they  laid  tneir  hands  on  him,  and  took  him.  And 
one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a 
servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  ofi*  his  ear.  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them ;  Are  ye  come 
out,  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  with  staves  to 
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take  me  ?  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  teach- 
insj  and  ye  took  me  not ;  but  the  scriptures  must  be 
fumlled.  And  they  all  forsook  him  and  fled.  And 
there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man,  having  a  lin- 
&i  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body  ;  and  the  young 
man  laid  hold  on  him.  And  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and 
fled  from  them  naked. 

And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest ;  and 
with  him  were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the 
elders  and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  afar 
ofi*,  even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest ;  and  he  sat 
with  the  servants  and  warmed  himself  at  the  fire.  And 
the  chief  priests,  and  all  the  counsel  sought  for  wit- 
ness against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death  ;  and  found 
none.  For  many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but 
their  witness  agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose 
certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him,  saying ; 
We  heard  him  say ;  I  will  destroy  this  temple,  that 
is  made  with  hands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  build 
another  made  without  hands.  But  neither  so  did  their 
witness  agree  together.  And  the  high  priest  stood 
up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  saying ;  Answer- 
est  thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness 
against  thee  ?  But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered 
nothing.  Again  the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  said 
unto  him ;  Art  thou  the  Clurist,  the  Son  of  the  Bless- 
ed ?  And  Jesus  said  ;  I  am  ;  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son 
of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  com- 
ing in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  high  priest  rent 
his  clothes,  and  saith  ;  What  need  we  any  further  wit- 
nesses 1  Ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy  ;  what  think 
ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 
And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face, 
and  to  bufiet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him ;  Prophesy. 
And  the  servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms  of 
their  hands. 

And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  com- 
eth  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ;  and  when 
die  saw  P^er  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him, 
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and  said;  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth. But  he  denied)  saying  ;  I  know  not,  neither  un- 
derstand I  what  thou  sayest.  And  he  went  out  into 
the  porch  ;  and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him 
again,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by  ;  This 
is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  lit- 
tle after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter ;  Sure- 
ly thou  art  one  of  them  ;  For  thou  art  a  Galilean,  and 
thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he  began  to  curse  and 
to  swear,  sajfing ;  I  know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye 
speak.  And  the  second  time,  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto 
him ;  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  d^iy  me 
thrice.     And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept. 

And  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief  priests  hdd 
a  consultation  with  the  elders  and  scribes,  and  the 
whole  council,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  km 
away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  ask- 
ed him  ;  Art  thou  the  king  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  an- 
swering, said  unto  him ;  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the 
chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things ;  but  he  an- 
swered nothing .  And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying ; 
Answerest  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many  things 
they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  answered 
nothing  ;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now  at  that  feast 
he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever  they 
desired.  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  whiA 
lay  bound  with  them  that  had  made  insurrection  with 
him,  who  had  conmiitted  murder  in  the  insurrectioa. 
And  the  multitude  crying  aloud,  began  to  desire  him  to 
da  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them.  But  Pilate  answered 
them,  saying  ;  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  the  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  For  he  knew,  that  the  chief  priests  had 
delivered  him  for  envy.  But  the  chief  priests  moved  the 
people,  that  he  should  rather  release  Barabbas  uDto 
them.  And  Pilate  answered,  and  said  again  unlo  then ; 
What  will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye 
call  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried  out  again ; 
Crucify  him.     Then  Pilate  said  unto  them  ;  Why  t 
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what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  And  they  cried  out  the  more 
exceedingly  ;  Crucify  him.  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to 
content  the  people,  released  Barabbas  unto  them,  and 
delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  hiniy  to  be 
crucified. 

And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called 
Pretorium ;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 
And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head.  And  began  to 
salute  him ;  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And  they 
smoie  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon 
him,  and,  bowing  their  knees  worshipped  him.  And 
when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  the  purple 
from  him,  and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him.  And  led 
him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they  compel  one  Simon 
a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the  coun- 
try, (the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,)  to  bear  his 
cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha ; 
which  is,  being  interpreted.  The  place  of  a  scull. 
And  they  gave  him  to  drink,  wine  mingled  with 
myrrh ;  but  he  received  it  not.  And  when  they  had 
crucified  him,  they  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots 
upon  them,  what  every  man  should  take.  And  it  was 
the  third  hour,  and  they  crucified  him.  And  the  su- 
perscription of  his  accusation  was  written  over ;  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with  him  they  cm- 
cify  two  thieves  ;  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  his  lefl.  And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled, 
which  saith ;  And  he  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors. 

And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying ;  Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  ^ 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days ;  Save  thyself^ 
and  come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the 
chief  priest  mocking,  said  among  themselves  with 
the  scnbes ;  He  saved  others,  himself  he  cannot  save. 
Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  from  the 
cross,  that  we  may  see  and  believe.  And  they  that 
were   crucified  with   him,  reviled   him.      And  when 
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the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over 
the  whole  land,  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  at  the 
ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying; 
Eloi !  Eloi !  lama  sabachthani  ?  which  is,  being  inter-' 
preted  ;  My  God  !  my  God !  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me  ?  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they 
heard  i<,  said ;  Behold,  he  calleth  Elias.  And  one 
ran  and  filled  a  sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying  ;  Let  alone  ;  let 
us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down. 
And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the 

f;host.  And  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twai% 
rom  the  top  to  the  bottom.  And  when  the  centuritm 
which  stood  over  against  him ;  saw  that  he  so  cried 
out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said  ;  Truly  this  man 
was  the  Son  of  God.  There  were  also  wom^i  look- 
ing on,  afar  off;  among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene^ 
and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less,  and  of  Jo- 
ses,  and  Salome ;  who  also,  when  he  was  in  Galileei 
followed  him,  and  ministered  unto  him;  and  many 
other  women  which  came  up  with  him  unto  Jerusalem. 
And  now,  when  the  even  was  come,  (because  it  wa^ 
the  preparation,  that  is  the  day  before  the  sabbath.) 
Joseph  of  Arimathea,  an  honourable  counsellor,  which 
also  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  came  ;  and  went 
in  boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus» 
And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead ;  an4 
calling  unto  him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether 
he  had  been  any  while  dead.  And  when  he  knew  U 
of  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body  to  Joseph.  And 
he  bought  fine  linen,  and  took  him  down,  and  wrap- 
ped him  in  the  linen,  and  laid  him  in  a  s^ulchre^ 
which  was  hewn  out  of  a  rock,  and  rolled  a  stone  unto 
the  door  of  the  sepulchre.  And  Mary  Magdalene  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  Joses  beheld  where  he  was  laid. 
^  13.  And  when  the  sabbath  was  past,  Mary  Mag- 
dalene and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  and  Salome  had 
bought  sweet  spices,  that  they  might  come  and  anoint 
him.     And  very  early  in  the  morning,  the  first  day  of 
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the  week,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the  rising 
of  the  sun.  And  they  said  among  themselves ;  Who 
shall  roll  us  away  the  stone  from  the  door  of  the  se- 
pulchre? And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that  the 
stone  was  rolled  away ;  •  for  it  was  very  great.  And 
entering  into  the  sepulchre  they  saw  a  young  man  sit«* 
ting  on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  gar- 
ment ;  and  they  were  aflfrighted.  And  he  saith  unto 
them ;  Be  not  affrighted ;  Ye  seek  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth which  was  crucified  ;  he  is  risen,  he  is  not  here; 
behold  the  place  where  they  laid  him.  *  But  go  your 
way,  tell  his  diciples,  and  Peter,  that  he  goeth  before 
you  into  Galilee ;  there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he  said 
unto  you.  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from 
the  sepulchre ;  for  they  trembled,  and  were  amazed, 
neither  said  they  any  thing  to  any  man^  for  they  were 
afraid. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  risen,  early  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out 
of  whom  he  had  cast  seven  devils,  ^nd  she  went 
and  told  them  that  had  been  with  him,  as  they  mourn- 
ed and  wept.  And  they,  when  they  had  heard  that  he 
was  aliv^  and  had  been  seen  of  her,  believed  not. 

After  that,  he  appeared  in  another  form  unto  two  of 
them,  as  they  walked,  and  went  into  the  country.  And 
they  went  and  told  it  unto  the  residue ;  neither  believ- 
ed they  them. 

Afterward,  he  appeared  unto  the  eleven,  as  they  sat 
kt  meat,  and  upbraided  them  with  their  ^mbelief,  and 
hardness  of  heart,  because  they  believed  not  them 
which  had  seen  him  after  he  was  risen.         ^ 

And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  be^ 
lieveth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  not,  shall  be  damned.  And  these  signs  shall 
follow  them  that  believe ;  In  my  name  shall  they  cast 
out  devils ;  they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues ;  they 
shall  take  up  serpents  ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
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thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them  ;  they  shall  lay  hands  w 
the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover. 

So  then  dler  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them  he 
was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand 
of  God ;  and  they  went  forth,  and  preached  every 
where,  the  Lord  working  with  them^  and  confirming 
the  word  with  signs  following.     Amen. 


THE  GOSPEL 

ACCORDING   TO 

SAINT  LUKE. 

§  1.  Jb  ORASMUCH  as  many  have  taken  in  hand 
to  set  forth  in  order  a  declaration  of  those  things 
which  are  most  surely  believed  among  us,  even  as  they 
delivered  them  unto  us,  which  from  the  beginning  were 
eye-witnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word ;  it  seemed  good 
to  me  also,  having  had  perfect  understanding  of  all 
things  from  the  very  first,  to  write  unto  thee  in  order, 
most  excellent  Theophilus,  that  thou  mightest  know  the 
certainty  of  those  tilings  wherein  thou  hast  been  in- 
structed. 

There  was  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king  of  Judea, 
a  certain  priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the  course  of 
Abia ;  and  his  wife  was  of  the  daughters  of  Aaron, 
and  her  name  was  Elizabeth.  And  they  were  both 
righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  And 
they  had  no  child,  because  that  Elizabeth  was  barren, 
and  they  both  were  now  well  stricken  in  years.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  executed  the  priest's  of 
fice  before  in  the  order  of  his  course,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  priest's  office  his  lot  was  to  bum  in

cense  when  he  went  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord ;  and 
the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying  with- 
out,  at  the  time  of  incense.  And  there  appeared  unto 
him  an  angel  of  the  Lord,  standing  on  the  right  side 
of  the  altar  of  incense ;  and  when  Zacharias  siaw  himj 
he  was  troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  him.  But  the  an- 
gel said  unto  him ;  Fear  not,  Zacharias ;  fbr  thy  prayer 
is  heard,  and  thy  wife  EUzabeth  shall  bear  thee  a  son, 
and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John.  And  thou  shalt 
have  joy  and  gladness,  and  many  shall  rejoice  at  his 
birth.  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord ; 
and  shall  drink  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink ;  and  he 
shall  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from  his  mo- 
ther's womb.  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  he  turn  to  the  Lord  their  God.  And  he  shall  go 
before  him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Elias,  to  turn 
the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  diso- 
bedient to  the  wisdom  of  the  just,  to  make  ready  a 
people  prepared  for  the  Lord. 

And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel ;  Whereby  shall 
I  know  this  ?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well 
strick^i  in  years.  And  the  angel  answering,  said  un- 
to him ;  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand  in  the  presence  of 
God ;  and  am  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew 
thee  these  glad  tidings.  And  behold  thou  shalt  be 
dumb,  and  not  able  to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these 
things  shall  be  performed ;  because  thou  believest  not 
my  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season. 
And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias  ;  and  marvelled 
that  he  tarried  so  long  in  the  temple.  And  when  he 
came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto  them ;  and  they 
perceived,  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple  ;  for 
he  beckoned  unto  them,  and  remained  speechless.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  as  soon  as  the  days  of  his  minis- 
tration were  accomplished,  he  departed  to  his  own 
house.  And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elizabeth  con- 
ceived, and  hid  herself  five  months,  saying ;  Thus 
hath  the  Lord  dealt,  with  me  in  the  days  wherein  he 
looked  on  me,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  mea 
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And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent 
from  God  wito  a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth,  to 
a  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose  name  was  Josefh^ 
of  the  house  of  David  ;  and  the  virgin's  name  iocts 
Mary.  And  the  Angel  came  in  unto  her,  and  said ; 
Hail,  thou  that  art  highly  favoured  ;  the  Lord  is  with 
thee  ;  blessed  art  thou  among  women.  And  wh^i  she 
saw  hinij  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and  cast  in 
her  mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this  should  be. 
And  the  angel  said  unto  her  ;  Fear  not,  Mary ;  for 
thou  hast  found  favour  with  God.  And  behold,  thou 
shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  Son, 
and  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS.  He  shall  be  great, 
and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  Highest ;  and  the 
Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  father 
David  ;  and  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob 
for  ever,  and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 
Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel ;  How  shall  this  be, 
seeing  I  know  not  a  man  ?  and  the  angel  answered, 
and  said  unto  her  ;  The  Holy  Ghost  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall  overshadow 
thee  ;  therefore  that  Holy  thing  which  shall  be  bom 
of  thee,  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God.  And  be^ 
hold,  thy  cousin  Elizabeth,  she  hath  also  conceived  a 
son  in  her  old  age ;  and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with 
her  who  was  called  barren.  For  with  God  nothing 
shall  be  impossible.  And  Mary  said ;  Behold,  the 
handmaid  of  the  Lord ;  be  it  unto  me  according  te 
thy  word.  And  the  angel  departed  from  her.  And 
Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  went  into  the  hilKcoun- 
try  with  haste,  into  a  city  of  Juda.  And  entered  into 
the  house  of  Zacharias,  and  saluted  Elizabeth.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Elizabeth  heard  the  saluta- 
tion of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb  ;  and  Eli- 
zabeth was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  she  spake 
out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said ;  Blessed  art  ihott 
among  women,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb. 
And  whence  is  this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord 
should  come  to  me  ?    for  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of 
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in  my  womb  for  joy.  And  blessed  is  she  that  believed ; 
for  there  shall  be  a  performance  of  those  thuigs  which 
were  told  her  from  the  Lord.     And  Mary  said ; 
My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord, 

And  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Sa- 
viour; 

For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his 
handmaiden.  For  behold,  fhom  henceforth  all 
gaierations  shall  call  me  blessed  ; 

For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me 
great  things ;  and  holy  is  his  name. 

And  his  mercy  t^  on  them  that  fear  him? 
from  generation  to  generation. 

He  hath  shewed  strength  with  his  arm  ;  he 
hath  scattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of 
their  hearts. 

He  hath  put  dovm  the  mighty  from  their 
seats,  and  exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with  good  things ; 
and  the  rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

He  hath  holpen  his  servant  Israel,  in  re- 
membrance of  his  mercy ; 

(As  he  spake  to  our  fathers,)  to  Abraham, 
and  to  his  seed,  for  ever. 

And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months, 
and  returned  to  her  ovm  house. 

Now  Elizabeth's  full  time  came  that  she  should 
be  delivered  ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son.  And  her 
neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the  Lord  had 
shewed  great  mercy  upon  her  ;  and  they  rejoiced  with 
her.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they 
came  to  circumcise  the  child;  and  they  called  him 
Zacharias,  after  the  name  of  his  father.  And  his 
mother  answered  and  said ;  J^ot  so  ,*  but  he  shall  be 
called  John.  And  they  said  unto  her ;  There  is  none 
of  thy  kindred,  that  is  called  by  this  name.  And  they 
made  signs  to  his  father,  how  he  would  have  him  call- 
ed. And  he  asked  for  a  writing-table,  and  wrote,  say- 
ing ;  His  name  is  John.    And  they  marvelled  all.    And 
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his  mouth  was  opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue 
loosed;  and  he  spake,  and  praised  God.  And  fear 
came  on  all  that  dwelt  round  about  them;  and  all 
these  sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the 
hill-country  of  Judea.  And  all  they  that  heard, 
them^  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts,  saying ;  What 
manner  of  child  shall  this  be  ?    And  the  hand  of  the 

Lord  was  with  him. 

And  his  father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy 

Ghost,  and  prophesied,  saying  ; 

Blessed  he  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  for  he 
hath  visited  and  redeemed  his  people. 

And  hath  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation 
fbr  us,  in  the  house  of  his  servant  David, 

(As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  pro- 
phets, which  have  been  since  the  world  be- 
gan,) 

That  we  should  be  saved  from  our  ene- 
mies, and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us ; 

To  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our 
fathers,  and  to  remember  his  holy  covenant. 

The  oath  which  he  sware  to  our  fathw 
Abraham ; 

That  he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we,  be- 
ing delivered  out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies, 
might  serve  him,  without  fear. 

In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him, 
all  the  days  of  our  Hfe. 

And  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  The  Pro- 
phet of  the  Highest ;  for  thou  shalt  go  before 
the  face  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ; 

To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  lus 
people,  by  the  remission  of  their  sins, 

Through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God ; 
whereby  the  day-spring  from  on  high  hath 
visited  us. 

To  give  Ught  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness 
and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  to  guide  our 
feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 
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And  the  child  grew  and  waxed  strmig  in  spirit^^  and 
was  in  the  deserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing  unto  Is* 
raeL 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went 
out  a  decree  from  Cesar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world 
should  be  taxed.  {Jind  this  taxing  was  first  made 
when  Cyrenius  was  governor  of  Syria.)  And  all  went 
to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own  city.  And  Joseph 
also  wait  up  from  GaUlee,  out  of  the  city  of  Naza* 
reth,  into  Judea,  unto  the  city  of  David,  which  is  call- 
ed Bethlehem,  (because  he  was  of  the  house  and 
lineage  of  David,)  to  be  taxed  with  Mary  his  espous- 
ed wife,  being  great  with  child.  And  so  it  was,  that 
while  thev  were  there,  the  days  were  accomplished 
that  she  should  be  deUvered.  And  she  brought  forth 
her  first-bom  son,  and  wrapped  him  in  swaddling* 
clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger  ;  because  there  was 
no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

And  there  were  in  the  s(une  country  shepherds  abid- 
ing in  the  field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by 
night  And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon 
them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round  about 
them  ;  and  they  were  sore  afraid.  And  the  angel  said 
unto  them ;  Fear  not ;  for,  behold,  I  bring  you  good 
tidings  of  ^reat  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people.  For 
unto  you  is  bom  this  day,  in  the  city  of  David,  a 
Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord.  And  this  shall  be 
a  sign  unto  you ;  Ye  shall  find  the  babe  wrapped  in 
swaddling-clothes,  lying  in  a  manger.  And  suddenly 
there  was  with  the  angel,  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly 
host,  praising  God,  and  saying ;  Glory  to  God  in  the 
highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good-will  toward  men. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away 
irom  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  an« 
other  :  Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see 
this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath 
made  known  unto  us.  And  they  came  with  haste,  and 
found  Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  a  man- 
ger.     And,  when  they  had  seen  f7,  they  o^e  kn^wi^ 
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abroad  the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  this 
<^ld.  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those 
things  which  were  told  them  by  the  shepherds.  But 
Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in  her 
heart.  And  the  shepherds  returning,  glorifying  and 
praising  God  for  all  the  things  that  they  had  heard 
and  seen,  as  it  was  told  unto  them. 

And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  forthecir* 
oumcising  of  the  child,  his  name  was  called  JE8US, 
which  was  so  named  of  the  angel  before  he  was  cm-' 
ceived  in  the  womb. 

And  when  the  days  of  her  purification,  according  to 
the  law  of  Moses,  were  accomplished,  they  brought 
him  to  Jerusalem  to  present  him  to  the  Lord,  (As 
it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord ;  Every  inale 
that  openeth  the  womb  shall  be  called  Holy  to  the 
Lord,)  and  to  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that 
which  is  said  in  the  law  of  the  Lord  ;  A  pair  of  tur- 
tle doves,  6r  two  young  pigeons.  And  bdiold,  there 
was  a  man  in  Jerusal^n,  whose  name  was  Simeon ; 
and  the  same  man  uxis  just  and  devout,  waiting  for  the 
consolation  of  Israel ;  and  the  Holy  Ghost  was  upon 
him,  and  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
that  he  should  not  see  death,  before  he  had  seen  the 
Lord's  Christ.  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the 
temple;  and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child 
Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after  the  custom  of  the  law, 
then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  Grod, 
and  said; 

Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peaoe^ 
according  to  thy  word ;  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  tfaf 
salvation,  which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face 
of  all  people ;  a  Ught  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
glory  of  thy  people  Israel. 

And  Jos^h  and  his  mother  marvelled  at  those 
things  which  were  spoken  of  him.  And  Simeon  bless- 
ed them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother ;  BehoU, 
this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many 
in  Israel,  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken  against ; 
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(jeaj  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  al- 
so ;)  that  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  reveal- 
ed. And  there  w^s  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the 
daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser ;  she  was 
of  a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband  seven 
years  from  her  virginity;  and  she  was  a  widow  of 
about  fourscore  and  four  years,  which  departed  not 
from  the  temple^  but  served  Cfod  with  fastings  and 
prayers  night  and  day.  And  she  coming,  in  that  in- 
stant, gave  thanks  likewise  unto  the  Lora,  and  spake 
of  him  to  all  them  that  looked  for  redemption  in  Je- 
rusalem. 

And  vihesn  they  had  performed  all  things  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to 
their  own  city  Nazareth.  And  the  child  grew,  and 
waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with  wisdom ;  and  the 
grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 

Now  his  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year,  at 
the  feast  of  the  passover.  And  when  he  was  twelve 
years  old,  they  went  up  to  Jerusalem  afler  the  custom 
of  the  feast  ;  and  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days, 
as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Je* 
rusalem  ;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother  knew  not  of  it 
But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in  the  company, 
went  a  day's  journey;  and  they  sought  him  among 
their  kinsfolk  and  acquaintance.  And  when  they 
.found  him  not,  they  turned  back  again  to  Jerusalem, 
seeking  him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  afler  three 
days  they  found  him  in  the  temple^  sitting  in  the  midst 
of  the  doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and  asking  them 
questions.  And  all  that  hoard  him  were  astonished  at 
his  understanding  and  answers.  And  when  they  saw 
him,  they  were  amazed ;  and  his  mother  said  unto  him ; 
Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ?  behold,  thy 
father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing.  And  he  said 
unto  them ;  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ?  Wist  ye 
not,  that  I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business  ?  And 
they  understood  not  the  sayins  which  he  spake  unto 
thmi.    And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to 
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Nazareth;  and  was  subject  unto  them.  But  his 
mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart.  And  Jesus 
increased  in  wisdom  and  in  stature,  and  in  favour  with 
God  and  man. 

§  2  Now  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Ti* 
berius  Cesar,  Pontius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Ju- 
dea,  and  Herod  being  tetrach  of  Galilee,  and  his 
brother  Philip  tetrach  of  Iturea  and  of  the  region  of 
Trachonitis,  and  Lysanias  the  tetrarchof  Abilene^ 
Annas  and  Caiaphas  being  the  high  priests,  the  word 
of  God,  came  unto  John,  the  son  of  Zacharias  in  the 
wilderness.  And  he  came  into  all  the  country  about 
Jordan,  preaching  the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the 
remission  of  sins  ;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the 
words  of  Esaias  the  prophet,  saying  •;  The  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilderness  ;  Prepare  ye  the  way  of 
the  Lord !  make  his  paths  straight.  Every  valley  shall 
be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  brought 
low  ;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the 
rough  ways  shall  be  made  smooth  ;  and  all  flesh  shall 
see  the  salvation  of  God.  Then  said  he  to  the  multi- 
tude that  came  forth  to  be  baptized  of  him ;  O  gen- 
oration  of  vipers !  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee  from 
the  wrath  to  come  ?  bring  forth,  therefore,  fruits  wor- 
thy of  repentance  ;  and  begin  not  to  say  within  your- 
selves ;  We  have  Abraham  to  our  father ;  for  I  say 
unto  you ;  That  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise 
up  children  unto  Abraham.  And  now  also  the  axe  is 
laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees  ;  every  tree,  ther^re^ 
which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit,  is  hewn  down,  and 
cast  into  the  fire.  And  the  people  asked  him,  saying  f 
What  shall  we  do  then  ?  he  answereth,  and  saith  unto 
them  ;  He  that  hath  two  coats,  let  him  impart  to  hini 
that  hath  none^  and  he  that  hath  meat,  let  him  do 
likewise.  Then  came  also  publicans  to  be  bi^tized^ 
and  said  unto  him  ^  Master,  what  shall  we  do  ?  and 
he  said  unto  them  ;  Exact  no  more  than  that  which  is 
appointed  you.  And  the  soldiers  likewise  demanded 
of  himi  saying ;  And  what  shall  we  do  ?  And  he  said 
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unto  them  ;  Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither  accuse  any 
falsely ;  and  be  content  with  your  wages.  And  as  the 
people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men  mused  in  their 
nearts  of  John,  whether  he  were  the  Christ,  or  not, 
John  answered,  saying  unto  them  all ;  I  indeed  bap- 
tize you  with  water ;  but  one  mightier  than  I  cometfi, 
the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  un- 
loose ;  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  ftnd 
with  fire.  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will 
thoroughly  purge  his  floor  ;  and  will  gather  the  wheat 
into  his  gamer,  but  the  chaff*  he  will  bum  with  fire  un- 
quenchable. And  many  other  things,  in  his  exhorta- 
tion, preached  he  unto  the  people.  But  Herod  the  te- 
trarch,  being  reproved  by  him  for  Herodias  his  broth- 
er Philip's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils  which  Herod  had 
done,  aidded  yet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John 
in  prison. 

Now  when  all  the  people  were  baptized,  it  came  to 

Eass,  that  Jesus  also  being  baptized,  and  praying,  the 
eaven  was  opened,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in 
a  bodily  shape,  like  a  dove,  upon  him,  and  a  voice 
came  firom  heaven,  which  said ;  Thou  art  my  beloved 
Son,  in  thee  I  am  well  pleased. 

Aiid  Jesus  himself  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of 
age,  being  (as  was  supposed)  the  son  of  Joseph,  which 
was  the  mm  of  Heli,  which  was  the  son  of  Matthat, 
which  was  the  son  of  Levi,  which  was  the  son  of  Mel- 
chi,  which  was  the  son  of  Janna,  which  was  the  son  of 
Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of  Mattathias,  which  was 
Uie  son  of  Amos,  which  was  the  son  of  Naum,  which 
was  the  son  of  Esli,  which  was  the  son  of  Nagge, 
which  was  the  son  of  Maath,  which  was  the  son  of 
Mattathias,  which  was  the  son  of  Semei,  which  was  the 
son  of  Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of  Juda,  which  was 
the  son  of  Joanna,  which  was  the  son  of  Rhesa,  which 
was  the  son  of  Zorobabel  which  was  the  son  of  Sa- 
lathiel,  which  was  the  son  of  Neri,  which  was  the  son  of 
Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of  Addi,  which  was  the  son 
of  Coeam^  which  was  the  son  of  Ehnodam,  which  was 
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the  son  of  Er,  which  was  the  son  of  Jose,  which  wag 
the  son  of  Eliezer,  which  was  the  son  of  Jorim,  which 
was  the  son  of  Matthat,  which  was  the  son  of  Levi, 
which  was  the  son  of  Simeon,  which  was  the  son  of  Ju* 
da,  which  was  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of 
Jonan,  which  was  the  son  of  Eliakim,  which  was  ike 
son  of  Melea,  which  was  the  son  of  Menan,  which 
was  the  son  of  Mattatha,  which  was  the  son  of  Na* 
than,  which  was  the  son  of  David,  which  was  tiie  m» 
of  Jesse^  which  was  the  son  of  Obed,  which  was  the 
son  of  Booz,  which  was  the  son  of  Salmon^  which 
was  the  son  of  Naasson,  which  was  the  son  of  Amin* 
adab,  which  was  the  son  of  Aram,  which  was  the  son 
of  Esrom,  which  was  the  son  of  Phares,  which  waff 
the  son  of  Juda,  which  was  the  son  of  Jacob,  whi<^ 
was  the  son  of  Isaac,  which  was  the  so^i  of  Abraham^ 
which  was  the  son  of  Thara,  which  was  the  son  of 
Nachor,  which  was  the  son  of  Saruch,  which  was  the 
son  of  Ragau,  which  was  the  son  of  Phalee^  which 
was  the  son  of  Heber,  which  was  f^  son  of  Sala, 
which  was  the  son  of  Cainan,  which  was  the  son  oS 
Arphaxad,  which  was  the  son  of  Sem^  which  was  thi 
son  of  Noe,  which  was  the  son  of  Lamech,  which  ws$ 
the  son  of  Mathusala,  which  was  the  son  of  Enodu 
which  was  the  son  of  Jared,  which  was  the  son  oi 
Maleleel,  which  was  the  son  of  Cainan,  which  was 
the  son  of  Enos,  which  was  the  son  of  Seth,  which 
was  the  son  of  Adam,  which  was  the  son  of  God. 

And  Jesus,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost^  retuned 
from  Jordan  ;  and  was  led  by  the  spirit  into  the  wik 
demess,  being  forty  days  tempted  of  the  devil.  Ani 
in  those  days  he  did  eat  nothing ;  and,  when  they  won 
ended,  he  afterwards  hungered.  And  the  devil  saitf 
unto  him ;  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command  tim 
stone,  that  it  may  be  made  bread.  And  Jesus  answer 
ed  him,  saying ;  It  is  written.  That  man,  shall  BOt 
live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  of  God.  Aoi 
the  devil  taking  him  up  into  an  high  mountain^  Qhew- 
ed  unto  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  worlds  in  a  mo** 
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ment  of  time.  And  the  devil  said  unto  him  :  All  this 
power  will  I  give  thee,  and  the  fflory  of  tnern ;  for 
that  is  deliver^  unto  me,  and  to  whomsoever  I  will,  I 
ive  it ;  If  thou,  therefore  will  worship  me,  all  shall 
e  thine.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him  ; 
Get  thee  bdiind  me,  Satan,  for  it  is  written ;  Thou 
shah  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shah 
thou  serve.  And  he  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  and  set 
him  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple  ;  and  said  unto  him ; 
If  thou  be  die  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down  from 
hence;  for  it  is  written;  He  shall  give  his  angels 
charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee ;  and  in  their  hands  they 
shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a  stone.  And  Jesus  answering,  said  unto 
him  ;  It  is  said ;  Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy 
God.  And  when  the  devil  had  ended  all  the  tempta- 
tion, he  departed  from  him  for  a  season. 

§  3.  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit 
into  Galilee;  and  there  went  out  a  fame  of  him, 
through  all  the  region  round  about.  And  he  taught 
in  their  sj^agogues,  being  glorified  of  all. 

And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been 
brought  up  ;  and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the 
synagogue  on  the  sabbath-day  ;  and  stood  up  for  to 
read.  And  there  was  delivered  unto  him  the  book  of 
the  prophet  Esaias ;  and  when  he  had  opened  the  book^ 
he  fouiMl  the  place  where  it  was  written ;  The  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  me ;  because  he  hath  anointed 
me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor,  he  hath  sent  me 
to  heal  the  broken-hearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to 
the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to 
set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the  ac- 
ceptable year  of  the  Lord.  And  he  closed  the  book, 
and  he  gave  it  again  to  the  minister,  and  sat  down ; 
And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were  in  the  synagogue, 
were  fastened  on  him.  And  he  began  to  say  unto 
them  ;  This  day  is  this  scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears. 
And  all  bare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gra- 
cious words  which  proceeded  out  of  his  month,  and 
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they  said  ;  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son  ?  and  he  said  unto 
them  ;  Ye  will  surely  say  unto  me  this  proverb  ;  Phy- 
siciaU)  heal  thyself;  whatsoever  we  have  heard  done 
in  Capernaum^  do  also  here  in  thy  country.  And  he 
said  ;  Verily  I  say  unto  you  ;  No  prophet  is  accepted 
in  his  own  country.  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth.  Many 
widows  were  in  Israel  in  the  days  of  Elias,  when  the 
heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six  months,  when 
great  famine  was  throughout  all  the  land ;  but  unto 
none  of  them  was  Elias  sent,  save  unto  Sarepta,  a  cUy 
of  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  that  was  a  widow.  And 
many  lepers  were  in  Israel  in  the  time  of  Eliseus  the 
prophet ;  and  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving  Naa- 
man  the  Syrian.  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue  wheo 
they  heard  these  things,  were  filled  with  wrath.  And 
rose  up,  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  him 
unto  the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built, 
that  they  might  cast  him  down  headlong  ;  but  h^  pass- 
ing through  the  midst  of  them,  went  his  way. 

And  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee, 
and  taught  them  on  the  sabbath-days.  And  they  w&t 
astonished  at  his  doctrine ;  for  his  word  was  with  pew- 
er.  And  in  the  synagogue  there  was  a  man  which 
bad  a  spirit  of  an  unclean  devil,  and  cried  out  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying ;  Let  us  alone ;  what  have  we  to 
do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth  ?  art  thou  come 
to  destroy  us  ?  I  know  thee  who  thou  art,  the  Holy 
One  of  God.  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying  ;  HoU 
thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him.  And  wh^i  the  devil 
bad  thrown  him  in  the  midst,  he  came  out  of  him, 
and  hurt  him  not.  And  they  were  all  amazed  ;  and 
spake  among  themselves,  saying;  What  a  word  U 
this !  for  with  authority  and  power  he  conrniandeth 
the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  come  out.  And  the 
fame  of  him  went  out  into  every  place  of  the  countiy 
round  about. 

And  he  arose  out  of  the  synagogue,  and  entered  in- 
to Simon's  house ;  and  Simon's  wife's  mother  was  ta- 
^ea  with  a  great  fever ;  and  they  besought  him  ibr  ber. 
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And  he  stood  over  her,  and  rebuked  the  fever  ;  and  ft 
lefl  her ;  and  immediately  she  arose,  and  ministered 
unto  them.  Now,  when  the  sun  was  sitting,  all  they 
that  had  any  sick  with  divers  diseases,  brought  them 
unto  him  ;  and  he  laid  his  hands  on  every  one  of  them, 
and  healed  them.  And  devils  also  came  out  of  many, 
crying  out,  and  saying  ;  Thou  art  Christ  the  Son  of 
God.  And  he,  rwuking  them^  suffered  them  not  to 
speak,  for  they  knew  that  he  was  Christ. 

And  when  it  was  day,  he  departed,  and  went  into  a 
desert  place ;  and  the  people  sought  him,  and  came 
unto  him,  and  stayed  him,  that  he  should  not  depart 
from  them.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  I  must  preadi 
the  kingdom  of  God  to  other  cities  also  ;  for  there- 
fore am  I  sent.  And  he  preached  in  the  synagogues 
of  Galilee. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  people  pressed  up- 
on him,  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  he  stood  by  the 
lake  of  Gennesaret :  and  saw  two.  ships  standing  by 
the  lake ;  but  the  fishermen  were  gone  out  of  them, 
and  were  washing  their  nets.  And  he  entered  into 
one  of  the  ships,  which  was  Simon's,  and  prayed  him 
that  he  would  thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land ;  and  he 
sat  down,  and  tau{^ht  the  people  out  of  the  ship.  Now 
when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon; 
Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a 
draught.  And  Simon  answering  said  unto  him ;  Mas- 
ter, we  have  toiled  all  the  night,  and  have  taken  no- 
thing ;  nevertheless  at  thy  word,  I  will  let  down  the 
net.  And  when  they  had  this  done,  they  enclosed  a 
great  multitude  of  fishes ;  and  their  net  brake,  imd 
they  beckoned  unto  their  partners,  which  were  in  the 
other  ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And 
they  came,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  be- 
gan to  sink.  When  Simon  Peter  saw  t<,  he  fell  down 
at  Jesus'  knees,  saying ;  Depart  from  me  ;  for  I  am  a 
sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all 
that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of  the  fishes  which 
they  had  tnken ;  and  so  was  also  James  and  John,  the 
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sons  of  Zebedee,  ivhich  were  partners  with  Simon. 
And  Jesus  said  untc^  Simon ;  Fear  not ;  from  h^ice- 
forth  thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they  had 
brought  their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  firf- 
lowed  him. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  a  certain  city, 
behold,  a  man  full  of  leprosy  ;  who,  seeing  Jesus,  fell 
on  his  face,  and  besought  him,  saying  ;  Lord^  if  thou 
wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And  he  put  forth 
his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying ;  I  will ;  be  thoa 
clean.  And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from 
him.  And  he  charged  him  to  tell  no  man  ;  but  go,  and 
shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  for  thy  cleansing, 
according  as  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  onto 
them.  But  so  much  the  more  went  there  a  fame 
abroad  of  him  ;  and  great  multitudes  came  together  to 
hear,  and  to  be  healed  by  him  of  their  infirmities. 
And  he  withdrew  himself  into  the  wilderness,  and 
prayed. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  as  he  was 
teaching,  that  there  were  Pharisees  and  doctors  of  the 
law  sitting  by,  which  were  come  out  of  every  town 
of  Galilee,  and  Judea,  and  Jerusalem ;  and  the  pow- 
er of  the  Lord  was  present  to  heal  them.  And  be* 
hold,  men  brought  in  a  bed  a  man  which  was  taken 
with  a  palsy ;  and  they  sought  means  to  bring  him  in, 
and  to  lay  him  before  him.  And  when  they  could  not 
find  by  what  way  they  might  bring  him  in,  because  of 
the  multitude,  they  went  upon  the  house-top,  and  kt 
him  down  through  the  tiling,  with  his  couch,  into  tlie 
midst  before  Jesus.  And  when  he  saw  their  faith,  be 
said  unto  him  ;  Man,  thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee.  And 
the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  began  to  reason,  saying ; 
Who  is  this  which  speaketh  blasphemies  1  who  catt 
forgive  sins,  but  God  alone !  But  when  Jesus  per- 
ceived  their  thoughts,  he  answering  said  unto  them; 
What  reason  ye  in  your  hearts  ?  Whether  is  easier, 
to  say  ;  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee ;  or  to  say ;  Rise 
up  and  walk  ?     But  that  ye  may  know,  that  the 
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of  man  hatb  power  upon  earth  to  forgive  sins ;  (he 
said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy ;)  I  say  unto  thqe ; 
Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch^  and  go  unto  thine  house. 
And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took  up 
that  whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his  own  house^  glo- 
rifying God.  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  they 
glorified  God ;  and  were  filled  with  fear,  saying  ;  We 
have  seen  strange  things  to-day.  ^    , 

And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and  saw  a 
publican,  named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  cus- 
tom ;  and  he  said  unto  him ;  Follow  me.  And  he 
lefl  all,  rose  up,  and  followed  him.  And  Levi  made 
him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  house  ;  and  there  was  a 
ffreat  company  of  pubhcans,  and  of  others  that  sat 
down  with  them.  But  their  scribes  and  Pharisees 
murmured  against  his  disciples,  saying ;  Why  do  ye  eat 
and  drink  with  publicans  and  sinners  ?  And  Jesus 
answering,  said  unto  them  ;  They  that  are  whole  need 
not  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick ;  I  came  not  to 
call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance.  And 
they  said  unto  him ;  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John 
fast  oft^  and  make  prayers,  and  likewise  the  disci- 
pies  of  the  Pharisees  ;  but  thine  eat  and  drink  ?  And 
he  said  unto  them  ;  Can  ye  make  the  children  of  the 
bride-chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them? 
But  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
tak^d  away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those 
days.  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them ;  No 
man  putteth  a  piece  of  a  new  garment  upon  an  old  ;  if 
otherwise,  then  both  the  new  maketh  a  rent,  and  the  piece 
that  was  tcJcen  out  of  the  new  agreeth  not  with  the  old. 
And  no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles ;  else 
the  new  wine  will  burst  the  bottles  and  be  spilled,  and 
the  bottles  shall  perish.  But  new  wine  must  be  put 
into  new  bottles ;  and  both  are  preserved.  No  man 
also  having  drunk  old  toine  straightway  desireth  new ; 
for  he  saith ;  The  old  is  better. 

§  4.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  sabbath  af- 
ta  the  first,  that  he  went  through  the  corn-fields,  and 
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his  disciples  plucked  the  ears  of  con%  and  did  eat) 
rubbing  them  in  their  hands.  And  certain  of  the  Pha^ 
risees  said  unto  them  ;  Why  do  ye  that  which  is  not 
lawful  to  do  on  the  sabbath-days  ?  And  Jeans  an- 
swering them,  said ;  Have  ye  not  read  so  much  as  thisy 
what  David  did,  when  himself  was  an  hungered,  and 
they  which  were  with  him ;  how  he  w^it  into  the 
house  of  God,  and  did  take  and  eat  the  shew-bread, 
and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with  him ;  which  it  is 
not  lawful  to  eat,  but  for  the  priests  alone  ?  And  he 
said  unto  them ;  That  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also 
of  the  sabbath. 

And  it  came  to  pass  also,  on  another  sabbath,  thai 
he  entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught;  and  there 
was  a  man  whose  right  hand  was  withered.  And  the 
scribes  and  Pharisees  watched  him,  whether  he  would 
heal  on  the  sabbath-day  ;  that  they  might  find  an  accusa* 
tion  against  him.  But  he  knew  their  thoughts,  and 
said  to  the  man  which  had  the  withered  hand  ;  Rise  up, 
and  stand  forth  in  the  midst.  And  he  arose  and  stood 
forth.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them ;  I  will  ask  you 
one  thing  ;  Is  it  lawful  on  the  sabbath-days  to  do  good, 
or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life,  or  to  destroy  if  ?  And, 
looking  round  about  upon  them  all,  he  said  unto  the 
man  ;  Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  he  did  so ;  and 
his  hand  was  restored  whole  as  the  other.  And  tbef 
were  filled  with  madness  ;  and  communed  one  wkh 
another  what  they  might  do  to  Jesus. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  he  wait  oet- 
into  a  mountain  to  pray,  and  continued  all  night  m 

Jrayer  to  God.  And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  imle 
im  his  disciples  ;  and  of  them  he  chose  twelve,  wkofli 
also  he  named  Apostles  ;  Simon,  whom  he  also  nam-' 
ed  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother,  James  and  Joh% 
Philip  and  Bartholomew,  Matthew  and  Thomas,  Jamee 
the  son  of  Alpheus  and  Simon  called  Zelotes.  And 
Judas  the  brother  of  James  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which 
also  was  the  traitor  ;  and  he  came  down  with  thc«n 
and  stood  in  the  plain :  and  the  company  of  his  disct<- 
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pies  and  a  great  multitude  of  people  out  of  all  Judea 
and  Jtfusalem,  and  from  the  sea-coaat  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  which  came  to  hear  him,  and  to  be  healed  of 
their  diseases  ;  and  they  that  were  vexed  with  unclean 
iqpirits ;  and  they  were  healed.  And  the  whole  multi- 
tude sought  to  touch  him  ;  for  there  went  virtue  out  of 
him,  and  healed  them  all. 

And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples,  and  said  ; 
Blessed  he  ye  poor ;  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now ;  for  ye  shall  be  filled 
Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now ;  for  ye  shall  laugh. 
Blessed  are  ye  when  m^i  shall  hate  you,  and  when 
they  shall  separate  you  from  their  company^  and  shall 
refu^oach  you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the 
S^  of  man's  sake.  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap 
for  joy  ;  for  behold,  your  reward  t^  great  in  heaven  ; 
for  m  the  like  manner  did  their  fathers  unto  the  pro* 
phets.  But  wo  unto  you  that  are  rich !  for  ye  have 
received  your  consolation.  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full  I 
for  ye  shall  hunger.  Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now ! 
for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.  Wo  unto  you  when  all  men 
shall  speak  well  of  you !  for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the 
false  prophets.  But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear ;  Love 
your  ^lemies ;  do  good  to  them  which  hate  you  ;  bless 
them  that  curse  you ;  and  pray  for  them  which  des- 
pitefuUy  use  you.  And  unto  him  that  smiteth  thee  on 
the  one  cheek  offer  also  the  other ;  and  him  that  ta- 
keth  away  thy  cloak  forbid  not  to  take  thy  coat  also. 
Give  to  every  man  that  askedi  of  thee ;  and  of  him  that 
takeCh  away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  again.  And  as  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to  tbem 
likewise.  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank 
have  ye  1  for  siraiers  also  love  those  that  love  them. 
And  H  ye  do  good  to  them  which  do  good  to  you,  what 
thank  nave  ye  ?  for  simiiers  also  do  even  the  same. 
And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what 
tkank  have  ye  1  for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  re- 
<^ve  as  much  again.  But  love  ye  your  enemies,  and 
do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for  nothing  again ;  and  your 
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reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be  the  childr^i  of 
the  Highest ;  for  he  is  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to 
the  evil.  Be  ye,  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  al> 
so  is  merciful.  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  jodg- 
ed ;  condemn  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  condemned. 
Forgive,  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven ;  give,  and  it  shall 
be  given  unto  you ;  good  measure,  pressed  down,  and 
shaken  together  and  running  over  shall  men  give  into 
your  bosom  ;  for  with  the  same  measure  that  ye  mete 
withal,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again.  And  he 
spake  a  parable  unto  them ;  Can  the  blind  lead  the 
blind  ?  shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch  ?  the  dis- 
ciple is  not  above  his  master;  but  every  one  that  is 
perfect  shall  be  as  his  master.  And  why  behoMest 
thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  peroeiv- 
est  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  either,  how 
canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother;  Brother,  let  me  poll 
out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye  ;  when  thou  thyself 
beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  ^e! 
Thou  hypocrite !  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine 
own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  poll  out 
the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye.  For  a  good 
tree  bringeth  not  forth  corrupt  fruit;  neither  doth  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit.  For  every  tree  is 
known  by  his  own  fruit ;  for  of  thorns  men  do  not 
gather  figs,  nor  of  a  bramble-bush  gather  they  grapes. 
A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart 
bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good ;  and  an  evil  mat 
out  of  the  evil  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that 
which  is  evil;  for  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  1» 
mouth  speaketh.  And  why  call  ye  me.  Lord,  Liord; 
and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say  ?  whosoever  cmn* 
eth  to  me,  and  heareth  my  sayings,  and  doeth  them,  I 
will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is  like.  He  is  like  a  matt 
which  built  an  house,  and  digged  deep,  and  laid  the 
foundation  on  a  rock ;  and  when  the  flood  arose,  the 
stream  beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and  could 
not  shake  it ;  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock.  But 
he  that  heareth,  and  doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  that,  widi- 
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out  a  foundation  built  an  house  upon  the  earth; 
against  which  the  stream  did  beat  vehemently ;  and 
immediately  it  fell,  and  the  ruin  of  that  house  was 
great. 

Now  when  he  had  ended  all  his  sayings  in  the  audi- 
ence of  the  people,  he  entered  into  Capernaum.  And 
a  certain  centurion's  servant,  who  was  dear  unto  him, 
was  sick,  and  ready  to  die.  And,  when  he  heard  of 
Jesus,  be  sent  unto  him  the  elders  of  the  Jews,  be- 
seeching him  that  he  would  come  and  heal  his  servant. 
And,  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  besought  him  in- 
stantly, saying  ;  That  he  was  worthy,  for  whom  he 
should  do  this ;  for  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  he  hath 
built  us  a  synagogue.  Then  Jesus  went  with  them. 
And  when  he  was  now  not  far  from  the  house,  the  cen- 
turion sent  friends  to  him,  saying  unto  him ;  Lord, 
trouble  not  thyself;  for  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou 
shouldest  enter  under  my  roof;  wherefore  neither 
thought  I  myself  worthy  to  come  unto  thee ;  but  say 
in  a  word,  and  my  servant  shall  be  healed.  For  I  al- 
so am  a  man  set  under  authority,  having  under  me 
soldiers ;  and  I  say  unto  one ;  Go,  and  he  goeth  ;  and 
to  another;  Come,  and  he  cometh;  and  to  my  ser- 
vant ;  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it.  When  Jesus  heard 
these  things,  he  marvelled  at  him;  and  turned  him 
about,  and  said  unto  the  people  that  followed  him  ;  I 
say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  such  great  faith,  no, 
not  in  Israel.,  And  they  that  were  sent,  returning  to 
the  house,  found  the  servant  whole,  that  had  been 
sick. 

And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  he  went  into 
a  city  called  Nain ;  and  many  of  his  disciples  went 
with  him,  and  much  people.  Now  when  he  came  nigh 
to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold,  there  was  a  dead  man 
carried  out,  the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and  she  was  a 
widow ;  and  much  people  of  the  city  was  with  her. 
And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had  compassion  on 
her,  and  said  unto  her ;  Weep  not.  And  he  came,  and 
touched  the  bier :  and  they  that  bare  him  stood  still. 
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And  he  said  ;  Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee ;  Arise. 
And  he  that  was  dead  sat  up,  and  began  to  speak. 
And  he  delivered  him  to  his  mother.  Aiid  there  came 
a  fear  on  all ;  and  they  glorified  God,  sayiiur;  That  a 
great  prophet  is  risen  up  among  us,  and,  That  God 
hath  visited  his  people.  And  this  rumour  of  him  went 
forth  throughout  all  Judca,  and  throughout  all  the  re- 
gion round  about. 

And  the  disciples  of  John  shewed  him  of  all  these 
things.  And  John  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  disci- 
ples, sent  them  to  Jesus,  saying;  Art  thou  he  that 
should  come,  or  look  we  for  another  ?  When  the  mesa 
were  come  unto  him,  they  said ;  John  Baptist  hath 
sent  us  unto  *  thee,  saying ;  Art  thou  he  that  shooU 
come,  or  look  we  for  another  1  And  in  that  same 
hour  he  cured  many  of  their  infirmities  and  plagues, 
and  of  evil  spirits,  and  unto  manv  that  were  blindi  he 
gave  sight.  Then  Jesus  answermg,  said  unto  then ; 
w>  your  way,  and  tell  John  what  things  ye  lunre  Been 
and  heard  ;  now  that  the  blind  see,  the  lame  walk^  the 
lepers  are  cleansed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised, 
to  the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached ;  and  blessed  is  he 
whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

And  when  the  messengers  of  John  were  departed, 
he  began  to  speak  unto  the  people  concerning  J<^; 
What  went  ye  out  into  the  wilderness  for  to  see  1  a 
reed  shaken  with  the  wind  ?  But  what  went  ye  oat 
for  to  see  ?  A  man  clothed  in  soft  raiment  ?  Behold^ 
they  which  are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and  live  deli- 
cately, are  in  kings'  courts.  But  what  went  ye  oat 
for  to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  Yea,  I  say  unto  you^  and 
much  more  than  a  prophet.  This  is  ^  of  whom  it  ii 
written ;  Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  bce^ 
which  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee.  For  I  say 
unto  you.  Among  those  that  are  bom  of  women,  theie 
is  not  a  greater  prophet  than  John  the  Baptist ;  bat 
he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  greato*  than 
he.  (And  all  the  people  that  heard  Atm,  and  the  pid^ 
licana,  justified  God,  being  baptiied  with  the  H^ptif" 
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of  John ;  but  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  rejected  the 
counsel  of  God  against  themselves,  being  not  baptized 
of  him.)  And  the  Lord  said ;  Whereunto  shall  I  lik* 
en  the  men  of  this  generation  ?  and  to  what  are  they 
like  ?  They  are  like  unto  children  sitting  in  the  mar« 
ket-place,  and  calling  one  to  another,  and  saying ;  We 
have  pipeid  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not  danced ;  we  have 
mourned  to  you,  and  ye  have  not  wept.  For  John  the 
Baptist  came  neither  eating  bread  nor  drinking  wine ; 
and  ye  say ;  He  hath  a  devil.  The  Son  of  man  is 
come  eating  and  drinking ;  and  ye  say ;  Behold,  a 
gluttonous  man,  and  a  wine-bibb^,  a  friend  of  publi- 
cans and  sinners !  But  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her 
children. 

And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  him  that  he  would 
eat  with  him ;  and  he  went  into  the  Pharisee's  hous^ 
and  sat  down  to  meat.  And  behold,  a  woman  in  the 
city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when  she  knew  that  Jesus  sat 
at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  brought  an  alabaster 
box  of  ointment,  and  stood  at  his  feet  behind  him  weep- 
ing, and  began  to  wash  his  feet  with  tears,  and  did  wipe 
them  with  tne  hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed  his  feet, 
and  anointed  them  with  the  ointment.  Now  when  the 
Pharisee  which  had  bidden  him,  saw  tf,  he  spake  with- 
in himself^  saying ;  This  man,  if  he  were  a  prophet, 
would  have  known  who  and  what  manner  of  woman 
this  is  that  toucheth  him  ;  for  she  is  a  sinner.  And 
Jesus  answering,  said  unto  him;  Simon,  I  have 
somewhat  to  say  unto  thee.  And  he  saith ;  Masttf , 
say  on.  There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had  two 
debtors:  the  one  owed  five  hundred  pence,  and  the 
other  fifty.  And  when  they  had  nothmg  to  pay.  he 
frankly  forgave  them  both.  Tell  me,  therefor^  wnich 
of  them  will  love  him  most  ?  Simon  answered  and 
Mid;  I  suppose  that  Ae,  to  whom  he  forgave  most. 
And  he  said  untoliim ;  Thou  hast  rightly  judged.  And 
he  turned  to  the  woman,  and  said  unto  Simon ;  Seest 
thou  this  woman  ?  I  entered  into  thine  house ;  thou 
favest  me  no  water  for  my  feet ;  but  she  bath  washed 
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my  feet  with  tears^  and  wiped  them  with  the  hairs  of 
her  head.  Thou  gavest  me  no  kiss ;  but  this  woman, 
since  the  time  I  came  in,  hath  not  ceased  to  kiss  my 
fe^.  My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint,  but 
this  woman  hath  anointed  my  feet  with  ointment 
Wherefore,  I  say  unto  thee.  Her  sins,  which  are  ma* 
ny,  are  forgiven,  for  she  loved  much ;  but  to  whom  lit- 
tle is  forgiven,  the  same  loveth  little.  And  he  said  un* 
to  her ;  Thy  sins  are  forgiven.  And  they  that  sat  at 
meat  with  him  began  to  say  within  themselves ;  Who 
is  this  that  forgiveth  sins  also  ?  And  he  said  to  the 
woman ;  Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee ;  go  in  peace. 

And  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  he  went 
throughout  every  city  and  village,  preaching  and  shew- 
ing the  glad  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of  God ;  and  the 
twelve  were  with  him,  and  certain  women,  which  had 
been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and  infirmities,  Mary  called 
Magdalene,  out  of  whom  went  seven  devils,  and 
Joanna  the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's  steward,  and  Sn- 
sanna,  and  many  others,  which  ministered  wito  him 
of  their  substance. 

And  when  much  people  were  gathered  together, 
and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake  by 
a  parable  ;  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed  ;  and  as 
he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way-side ;  and  it  was  trod- 
den down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it.  And 
some  fell  upon  a  rock  ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung 
up,  it  withered  away,  because  it  lacked  moistura 
And  some  fell  among  thorns ;  and  the  thorns  sfurang 
up  with  it,  and  choked  it.  And  other  fell  on  good 
ffround ;  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hundred- 
told.  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  he  cried ; 
He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And  his  dis- 
ciples asked  hiin,  saying;  What  might  this  parable 
be  ?  And  he  said ;  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  God ;  but  to  others  in 
parables ;  that  seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing 
they  might  not  understand.  Now  the  parable  is  this  ; 
The  seed  is  the  word  of  God.  Those  by  the  way-sida 
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are  they  that  hear ;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh 
away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts^  lest  they  should 
believe  and  be  saved.  They  on  the  rock  are  they 
which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the  word  with  joy ; 
and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe,  and 
in  time  of  temptation  fall  away.  And  that  which  fell 
among  thorns  are  they,  which,  when  they  have  heard, 
go  forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares  and  riches  and 
pleasures  of  this  Ufe,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  perfection. 
but  that  on  the  good  ground  are  they,  which,  in  an 
honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep 
it ;  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience. 

No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  covereth  it 
with  a  vessel,  or  putteth  it  under  a  bed  ;  but  setteth 
«  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which  enter  in  may  see 
the  Ught.  For  nothing  is  secret,  that  shall  not  be 
made  manifest ;  neither  any  thing  hid,  that  shall  not 
be  known  and  come  abroad.  Take  heed  there- 
fore how  ye  hear  ;  for  whosoever  hath,  to  him  shall 
be  given ;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be 
taken  even  that  which  he  seemeth  to  have. 

Then  came  to  him  his  mother  and  his  brethren ; 
and  could  not  come  at  him  for  the  press.  And  it  was 
told  him  by  certain^  which  said  ;  Thy  mother  and  thy 
brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see  thee.  And  he 
answered  and  said  unto  them;  My  mother  and  my 
brethren  are  these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and 
do  it. 

Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  went 
into  a  ship  with  his  disciples  ;  and  he  said  unto  them : 
Let  us  go  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  lake  ;  Ana 
they  launched  forth.  But  as  they  sailed  he  fell  asleep, 
and  there  came  down  a  storm  of  wind  on  the  lake,  and 
they  were  filled  with  water^  and  were  in  jeopardy. 
And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying  ;  Mas- 
ter, Master,  we  perish !  Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked 
the  wind  and  the  raging  of  the  water ;  and  they  cea»« 
ed^  and  there  was  a  calm.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Wimre  is  your  faith  ?  And  they,  being  afiraidi  w<hh 
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dered,  saying  one  to  another  ;  What  manner  of  nm 
is  this  ?  for  he  commandeth  even  the  winds  and  water, 
and  they  obey  him. 

And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gadarenesi 
which  is  over  against  GaUlee.  And  when  he  went 
forth  to  land^  tMre  met  him  out  of  the  city  a  certain 
man  which  had  devils  long  time,  and  ware  no  clothe^ 
neither  abode  in  any  house,  but  in  the  tombs.  VHien 
be  saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and  fell  down  b^re  hin, 
and  with  a  loud  voice  said  ;  What  have  I  to  do  vnth 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God  most  high  ?  I  beseech 
thee,  torment  me  not.  (For  he  had  commanded  the 
unclean  spirit  to  come  out  of  the  man ;  For  often- 
times it  had  caught  him  ;  and  he  was  kept  bomid  vrith 
chains  and  in  fetters  ;  and  he  brake  the  bands,  and 
driven  of  the  devil  into  the  wilderness.)  Aiid  J 
asked  him,  saying  ;  What  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  aaki ; 
Legion ;  because  many  devils  were  entwed  into  hiai 
And  they  besought  him,  that  he  would  not  command 
them  to  go  out  into  the  deep.  And  there  was  there 
an  herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on  the  mountain  ;  anl 
they  besought  him,  that  he  would  suffer  them  to  enter 
into  them.  And  he  suffered  them.  Then  went  ths 
devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into  the  avrine; 
and  the'  herd  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the 
lake,  and  were  choked.  When  they  that  fed  tkem  saw 
what  was  done,  they  fled,  and  went  and  told  «l  in  the 
city  and  in  the  country.  Then  they  went  out  to  see 
whEit  was  done ;  and  came  to  Jesus,  and  found  the 
man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed,  sitting  it 
the  feet  of  Jesus,  clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind ;  md 
they  were  afraid.  They  also  which  saw  tf  told  theiii 
by  what  means  he  tliat  was  possessed  of  die  deviii^ 
was  healed.  Then  the  whole  multitude  of  the  ooiBh 
try  of  the  Gadarenes  round  about  besought  him  to  de- 
part from  them,  for  they  were  taken  with  great  fear ; 
And  he  went  up  into  the  ship,  and  returned  back 
again.  Now  the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  werede- 
parted^  besought  him  that  he  might  be  with  Mm.  *  B«t

Jesus  sent  him  away,  saying ;  Return  to  thine  own 
house,  and  shew  how  great  thuigs  God  hath  done  un- 
to thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  published  through- 
out the  whole  city  how  great  things  Jesus  had  done 
unto  him« 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jesus  was  return- 
ed, the  people  gladly  received  him ;  for  they  were  all 
waiting  for  him.  And  behold,  there  came  a  man  named 
Jairus,  and  he  was  a  ruler  of  the  synagogue ;  and  he 
fell  down  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  besought  him  that  he 
would  come  into  his  house;  For  he  had  one  only 
daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  and  she  lay  a  dy- 
ing. But,  as  he  went  the  people  thronged  him.  And 
a  woman,  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years, 
which  had  spent  all  her  living  upon  physicians,  nei- 
ther could  be  healed  of  any,  came  betund  him  -and 
touched  the  border  of  his  garment ;  and  immediately 
her  issue  of  blood  stanched.  And  Jesus  said  ;  Who 
touched  me  1  When  all  denied,  Peter  and  they  that 
were  with  him,  said ;  Master,  the  multitude  throng 
thee,  and  press  thee^  and  sayest  thou ;  Who  touched 
me  ?  Ana  Jesus  said ;  Somebody  hath  touched  me ; 
for  I  percdve  that  virtue  is  gone  out  of  me.  And 
when  die  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she  came 
trembling,  and  falling  down  before  him,  she  declared 
unto  him  before  all  the  people  for  what  cause  she 
had  touched  him,  and  how  she  was  healed  immediate- 
ly. And  he  said  unto  her ;  Daughter,  be  of  good 
comfort ;  thv  faith  hath  made  thee  whole ;  go  in 
peace.  While  he  yet  spake,  there  cometh  one  from 
|he  ruler  of  the  synagogue's  hauae^  saying  to  him ; 
Thy  davghter  is  dead ;  trouble  not  the  Master.  But 
wheD  Jesus  heard  t<,  he  answered  him,  saying  ;  Fear 
not ;  believe  only,  add  she  shall  be  made  whole.  And 
when  he  came  into  the  house,  he  suffered  no  man  to 
go  in,  save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  the  fa* 
uer  and  the  mother  of  the  maiden.  And  all  wept, 
and  bewailed  her.  But  he  said ;  Weep  not ;  she 
is  not  4ead«  but  sleepeth.     And  they  laughed  him 
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to  scorn,  knowing  that  she  was  dead.  And  be  piit 
them  all  out,  and  took  her  by  the  band,  and  called, 
saying ;  Maid,  arise.  And  her  spirit  came  again, 
and  me  arose  straightway.  And  he  command^  to 
give  her  meat.  And  her  parents  were  astonished. 
But  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man 
what  was  done. 

Then  he  called  his  twelve  disciples  together,  and 
gave  them  power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  and  to 
cure  diseases  ;  and  he  sent  them  to  preach  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  to  heal  the  sick.  And  he  said  unto 
them  ;  take  nothing  for  your  journey,  neither  staves, 
nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money ;  neither  have 
two  coats  apiece.  And  whatsoever  house  ye  enter  in* 
to,  there  abide,  and  thence  depart.  And  whosoevar 
will  not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out  of  that  city, 
shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your  feet  for  a  testimoi^ 
against  them.  And  they  departed,  and  went  through 
the  towns,  preaching  the  gospel,  and  healing  every 
v^ere. 

Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that  was  doiM 
by  him  ;  and  he  was  perplexed ;  because  that  it  wm 
said  of  some,  that  Jolm  was  risen  from  the  dead  ;  and 
of  some,  that  Eiias  had  appeared  ;  and  of  others,  that 
one  of  the  old  prophets  was  risen  again.  And  Herod 
said ;  John  have  I  beheaded ;  but  who  is  this,  of 
whom  I  hear  such  things  ?  And  he  desired  to  see 
him. 

§  5.  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned} 
told  him  all  that  they  had  done.  And  he  took  them, 
and  w^it  aside  privately  into  a  desert  place  belonging 
to  the  city,  called  Bethsaida.  And  the  people,  v^iea 
they  knew  if,  followed  him;  and  he  received  theni^ 
and  spake  unto  them  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  heal- 
ed them  that  had  need  of  healing.  And  when  the  dsj 
began  to  wear  away,  then  came  the  twelve,  and  said 
unto  him  ;  Send  the  multitude  away,  that  they  may  go 
into  the  towns  and  country  round  about,  and  lodge,  and 
get  victuals ;    for  we  are  here  in  a  desert  place.  '  Bst 
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he  said  unto  them ;  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they 
said  ;  We  have  no  more  but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes, 
except  we  should  go  and  buy  meat  for  all  this  people. 
For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  tie  said 
to  his  disciples  ;  Make  them  sit  down  by  fifties  in  a 
company.  And  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all  sit 
down.  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fish- 
es, and,  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed  them ;  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  the  disciples  to  set  before  the  mul- 
titude. And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled.  And 
there  was  taken  up  of  fragments  that  remained  to 
them,  twelve  baskets. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  alone  praying,  his 
disciples  were  with  him ;  and  he  asked  them,  saying ; 
Whom  say  the  people  that  I  am  ?  They  answering, 
said  ;  John  the  Baptist ;  but  some  say  Elias  ;  and 
others  aay^  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  is  risen  again. 
He  said  unto  them  ;  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ? 
Peter  answering,  said  ;  The  Christ  of  God.  And  he 
straitly  charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to  tell  no 
man  that  thing,  saying ;  The  Son  of  man  must  sufiler 
many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  the  elders  and  chief 
priests  and  scribes,  and  be  slain,  and  be  raised  the 
third  day. 

And  he  said  to  them  all ;  If  any  man  will  come  af- 
ter me,  1^  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  dai- 
ly, and  follow  me.  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life 
shall  lose  it ;  but  whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake,  the  same  shall  save  it.  (For,  what  is  a  man  ad- 
vantaged, if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  himself, 
or  be  cast  away  ?)  For  whosoever  shall  be  ashamed 
of  me  and  of  my  words,  of  him  shall  the  Son  of  man 
be  ashamed,  when  he  shall  come  in  his  own  glory,  and 
in  hia  Father's,  and  of  the  holy  angels.  Uut  I  tell 
you  of  a  truth,  there  be  some  standing  here  which 
shall  not  taste  of  death  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of 
Go.1. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  about  an  eight  days  after  these 
nyingsi  he  took  Peter,  and  John,  and  James,  and  went 
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up  into  a  mountain  to  pray.  And  as  he  prayed,  the 
fashion  of  his  countenance  was  altered,  and  his  rai- 
ment was  white,  and  glisterins.  And  behold,  there 
talked  with  him  two  men,  which  were  Moses  and  Eli- 
as ;  who  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his  decease, 
which  he  snould  accomplish  at  Jerusalem.  But  Pe- 
ter and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy  with  sleep. 
And  when  they  were  awake,  they  saw  his  glory, 
and  two  men  that  stood  with  him.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  departed  from  him,  Peter  said  unto  Je- 
sus ;  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here;  and  let  us 
make  three  tabernacles,  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Mo- 
ses, and  one  for  Elias ;  not  knowing  what  he  said. 
While  he  thus  spake,  there  came  a  cloud,  and  era- 
shadowed  them ;  and  they  feared  as  they  entered  into 
the  cloud.  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud, 
saying ;  This  is  my  beloved  Son ;  hear  him.  And 
when  the  voice  was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  And 
they  kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any 
of  those  things  which  they  had  seen. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when 
they  were  come  down  from  the  hill  much  people  met 
him.  And  behold,  a  man  of  the  company  cried  out, 
saying ;  Master,  I  beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  son, 
for  he  is  mine  only  child ;  and  lo,'  a  spirit  taketh  hinii 
and  he  suddenly  crieth  out,  and  it  teareth  him  that  he 
foameth  again,  and,  bruising  him,  hardly  departeth 
from  him.  And  I  besought  tny  disciples  to  cast  him 
out ;  and  they  could  not.  And  Jesus  answering^ 
said  ;  O  faithless  and  perverse  generation !  how  long 
shall  I  be  with  you  and  suffer  you  ?  Bring  thy  son 
hither.  And  as  he  was  yet  a  coming,  the  devil  thre* 
him  doWn,  and  tare  him.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  ua- 
clean  spirit,  and  healed  the  child,  and  delivered  hidi 
again  to  his  father. 

And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of 
God.  But  while  they  wondered  every  one  at  all  things 
which  Jesus  did,  he  said  unto  his  disciples ;  let  these 
sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears ;  for  the  Son  of  maa 
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shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men.  But  they 
understood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hid  from  them^ 
that  they  perceived  it  not ;  and  they  feared  to  ask  him 
of  that  saying. 

Then  there  arose  a  reasoning  among  them,  which  of 
th^n  should  be  greatest.  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the 
thought  of  their  heart,  took  a  child,  and  sat  him  by  him, 
and  said  unto  them ;  Whosoever  shall  receive  this  child 
in  my  name,  receiveth  me ;  and  whosoever  shall  receive 
me,  receiveth  him  that  sent  me.  For  he  that  is  least 
among  you  all,  the  same  shall  be  great. 

And  John  answered  and  said ;  Master,  we  saw  one 
casting  out  devils  in  thy  name  :  and  we  forbade  him, 
because  he  foUoweth  not  witn  us.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him ;  Forbid  him  not ;  for  he  that  is  not  against 
us,  is  for  us. 

§  6.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come 
that  he  should  be  received  up,  he  stedfastly  set  his  face 
to  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  sent  messengers  before  his  face ; 
and  they  went,  and  entered  into  a  village  of  the  Sa- 
maritans, to  make  ready  for  him.  And  they  did  not 
receive  him,  because  his  face  was  as  though  he  would 
o  to  Jerusalem.  And  when  his  disciples,  James  and 
ohn,  saw  thisj  they  said ;  Lord,  wilt  thou  that  we 
command  fire  to  come  down  from  heaven,  and  consume 
them,  even  as  Elias  did  ?  But  he  turned  and  rebuked 
them,  and  said  ;  Ye  know  not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye 
are  of.  For  the  Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  men's 
lives,  but  to  save  them.  And  they  went  to  another 
village. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  they  went  in  the  way, 
a  certain  mun  said  unto  him ;  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee 
whithersoever  thou  goest.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him ; 
Foxes  have  holes,  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests  ;  but 
the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head.  And 
he  said  unto  another;  Follow  me.  But  he  said; 
Lord,  suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.  Jesus 
said  unto  him ;  Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead  ;  but  go 
fliou  and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God.    And  another 
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also  said ;  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee ;  but  let  me  first 
go  bid  them  farewell  which  are  at  home  at  my  hoaae. 
And  Jesus  said  unto  him ;  No  man  having  put  his 
hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

After  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  other  seventy 
also,  and  sent  them  two  and  two  before  his  face,  into 
every  city  and  place,  whither  he  himself  would  come. 
Therefore  said  he  unto  them  ;  The  harvest  truly  tf 
great,  but  the  labourers  are  few  ;  pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  s^ad  forth  la- 
bourers into  his  harvest.  Go  your  ways ;  behold  I 
send  you  forth  as  lambs  among  wolves.  Carry  nei- 
ther purse,  nor  scrip,  nor  shoes  ;  and  salute  no  man  by 
the  way.  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first 
say ;  Peace  be  to  this  house.  And  if  the  Son  of  peace 
be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it ;  if  not,  it  shall 
turn  to  you  again.  And  in  the  same  house  remain, 
eating  and  drinking  such  things  as  they  give;  for  the 
labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire ;  Go  not  from  house  to 
house.  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  thqf 
receive  you,  eat  such  things  as  are  set  before  you, 
and  heal  the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  say  unto  them ; 
The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you.  But  in- 
to  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you  not, 
go  your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and 
say  ;  Evai  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  which  cleavetb 
on  us,  we  do  wipe  off  against  you  ;  notwithstanding! 
be  ye  sure  of  this,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
nigh  unto  you.  But  I  say  unto  you ;  That  it  shall  be 
more  tolerable  in  that  day  for  Soidom,  than  for  that  d* 
ty.  Wo  unto  thee,  Chorazin !  wo  unto  thee,  Bethsa- 
ida !  for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre 
and  Sidon  which  have  been  done  in  you,  they  had  t 
great  while  ago  repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth  and  adh 
es.  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sh 
don  at  the  judgment,  than  for  you.  And  thou,  Cqier* 
naum,  which  art  exalted  to  heaven,  shall  be  thrust 
down  to  hell.    He  that  heareth  you,  heareth  me :  ani 
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he  that  despiseth  you,  despiseth  me ;  and  he  that  ded- 
piseth  me^  despiseth  him  that  sent  ma 

§  7.  And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying ; 
Lord  even  the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy 
name.  And  he  said  unto  them ;  I  beheld  Satan  as 
lightning  fall  from  heaven.  Behold,  I  give  unto  you 
power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  and  over  all 
the  power  of  the  enemy ;  and  nothing  shall  by  any 
means  hurt  you.  Notwithstanding,  in  this  rejoice  not, 
that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto  you ;  but  rather  re- 
joice, because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven.  In 
that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said ;  I  thank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and 
hast  revealed  them  unto  babes  ;  even  so.  Father^  for 
so  it  seemed  ffood  in  thy  sight.  Ail  things  are  deliv- 
ered to  me  of  my  Father  ;  and  no  man  knoweth  who 
the  Son  is,  but  the  Father ;  and  who  the  Father  is, 
but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him. 
And  he  turned  him  unto  his  disciples,  and  said  private- 
ly ;  Blessed  are  the  eyes,  which  see  the  things  that  ye 
see.  For  I  tell  you,  that  manv  prophets  and  kmgs  have 
desired  to  see  those  things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not 
seen  them ;  and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear, 
and  have  not  heard  them. 

And  bdbold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempt- 
ed him,  saying :  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit 
eternal  life  1  He  said  unto  him  ;  What  is  written  in 
the  law  ?  how  readest  thou  1  And  he  answering, 
said ;  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind  ;  and  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
And  he  said  unto  him ;  Thou  hast  answered  right ; 
this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.  But  he,  willing  to  justify 
himself  said  unto  Jesus ;  And  who  is  my  neighbouir  ? 
And  Jesus  answering,  said ;  A  certain  man  went 
down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among 
thieves,  which  stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wound- 
ed him^  and  draarted,  leaving  him  half  dead.    And 
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by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that  way ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  sida 
An4  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place^ 
came  and  looked  an  him^  and  passed  by  on  the  other 
side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed^  came 
where  he  was ;  and  whai  he  saw  him,  he  haa  compas* 
sion  on  him.  And  went  to  Am,  and  bound  up  his  womidsi 
pouring  in  oil  and  wine ;  and  set  him  on  his  own 
beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of 
him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed,  he  took 
out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  on- 
to him ;  Take  care  of  him ;  and  whatsoever  thoa 
spendest  more  when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee. 
Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  ndgli- 
hour  unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves  ?  And  he 
said';  He  that  shewed  mercy  on  him.  Then  said  Je- 
sus unto  him  ;  Go  and  do  thou  likewise. 

Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went,  that  he  entered 
into  a  certain  village.  And  a  certain  woman  named 
Martha  received  him  into  her  house.  And  she  had 
a  sister  called  Mary,  which  also  sat  at  Jesus'  feet, 
and  heard  his  word.  But  Martha  was  cumbered  about 
much  serving  ;  and  came  to  him,  and  said  ;  Lord,  dost 
thou  not  care  that  my  sister  hath  left  me  to  serve 
alone  ?  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me.  And  Je* 
sus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Martha,  Martha,  thoa 
art  careful  and  troubled  about  many  things ;  but  one 
thing  is  needful.  And  Mary  hath  chosen  that  good 
part,  which  shall  not  be  taken  away  from  her. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  praying  in  a 
certain  place,  when  he  ceased,  one  of  his  disciplee 
said  unto  him ;  Lord  teach  us  to  pray,  as  John  alse 
taught  his  disciples.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  When 
ye  pray,  say  ;  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven ;  Hal* 
lowed  be  thy  name ;  Thy  kingdom  come ;  Thy  wiD 
be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth  ;  Give  us  day  by 
day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  sins,  for  we 
also  forgive  every  one  that  is  indebted  to  us;  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deUver  us  from  evil. 
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And  he  said  unto  them ;  which  of  you  shall  have  a 
friaMl)  and  shall  go  unto  him  at  midnight,  and  say  un- 
to him  ;  Friend,  lend  me  three  loaves ;  for  a  firi^d  of 
mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and  I  have  noth- 
ing to  set  b^re  lum  ;  And  he  from  within  shall  an- 
swer and  say ;  Trouble  me  not ;  the  door  is  now  shut, 
and  my  children  are  with  me  in  bed  ;  I  cannot  rise 
and  give  thee.  I  say  unto  you  ;  Though  he  will  not 
rise  and  give  him  because  he  is  his  friend,  yet  because 
of  his  importunity  he  will  rise  and  give  him  as  many 
as  he  needeth.  And  I  say  unto  you ;  Ask,  and  it  shall 
be  ffiv^i  you  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;  luiock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  you.  For  every  one  that  asketh 
receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh  findeth ;  and  to  him 
that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  fa- 
ther, will  he  give  him  a  stone  ?  or  if  ^  (lak  a  fish, 
will  he  for  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent  ?  Or  if  he  shall 
ask  an  0^9  ^U  he  ofier  him  a  scorpion  ?  If  ye  then, 
being  evi^  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your 
chil<&en,  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father 
give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ?  And  he 
was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb ;  And  it 
came  to  pass  when  the  devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb 
spake :  and  the  people  wondered.  But  some  of  them 
said :  He  casteth  out  devils  through  Beelzebub,  the 
chier  of  the  devils ;  and  others,  tempting  hintj  sought 
of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them ;  Every  kingdom  divided 
against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation,  and  a  house 
divided  against  a  house,  falleth.  If  Satan  also  be  di- 
vided against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom  stand  ? 
because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  devils  through  Beelze- 
bub. And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom 
do  your  sons  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall  they  bo 
your  judges.  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast 
out  devils,  no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
upon  you.  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his 
palaioe,  his  goods  are  in  peace;  But  when  a  stnmger 
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than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he 
taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he  trusted, 
and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with  me,  is 
against  me  ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  me,  scat- 
tereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man, 
he  walketh  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest ;  and  find- 
ing none,  he  saith;  I  will  return  unto  my  house 
whence  I  came  out.  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth 
it  swept  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh 
to  him  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself, 
and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there ;  and  the  last  staU 
of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  i 
certain  woman  of  the  company  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him ;  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee, 
and  the  paps  which  thou  hast  sucked.  But  he  said : 
Yea,  rather  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  ot 
God,  and  keep  it. 

And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together, 
he  began  to  say ;  This  is  an  evil  generation ;  tbef 
seek  a  sign ;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  it,  but 
the  sign  of  Jonas  the  prophet.  For  as  Jonas  was  i 
sign  unto  the  Ninevites,  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man 
be  to  this  generation.  The  queen  of  the  south  shall 
rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  the  men  of  this  genera- 
tion, and  condemn  them ;  for  she  came  from  the  ut- 
most parts  of  the  earth,  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solo- 
mon ;  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  hora 
The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it ;  for  thef 
repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonas ;  and  behold,  t 
greater  than  Jonas  is  here.  No  man,  when  he  hatb 
lighted  a  candle,  putteth  it  in  a  secret  place,  neither 
under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which 
come  in  may  see  the  light.  The  light  of  the  body  ii 
the  eye ;  therefore  when  thine  eye  is  single,  thy  whole 
body  also  is  full  of  light :  but  when  thtne  eye  is  e^ 
thy  body  also  t^  full  of  darkness.  Take  heed  there- 
fore, that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be  not  darknesa 
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If  thy  whole  body  therefore  be  full  of  light,  having  no 
part  dark,  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  hght,  as  when 
the  bright  shining  of  a  candle  doth  give  thee  light. 

And  as  he  spake,  a  certain  Pharisee  besought  him 
to  dine  with  him.  And  he  weit  in,  and  sat  down  to 
meat.  And  when  the  Pharisee  saw  if,  he  marvelled, 
that  he  had  not  first  washed  before  dinner.  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  him;  Now  do  ye  Pharisees  make 
clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the  platter ;  but  your 
inward  part  is  full  of  ravening  and  wickedness.  Ye 
fools,  did  not  he  that  made  that  which  is  without,  make 
that  which  is  within  also  ?  but  rather  give  alms  of 
such  things  as  ye  have;  and,  behold,  aU  things  are 
clean  unto  you.  But  wo  unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  ye 
tithe  mint,  and  rue,  and  all  manner  of  herbs  ;  and  pass 
over  judgment  and  the  love  of  God.  These  ought  ye 
to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  Wo 
unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  ye  love  the  uppermost  seats 
in  the  synagogues,  and  greetings  in  the  markets.  Wo 
wito  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
are  as  graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  wcJk 
over  them  are  not  aware  of  them.  Then  answered 
one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto  him  :  Master,  thus 
saying,  thou  reproachest  us  also.  Ana  he  said ;  Wo 
mito  you  also,  ye  lawyers !  for  ye  lade  mai  with  bur* 
dens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves  touch 
not  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers.  Wo  unto 
you !  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets,  and 
your  fathers  killed  them.      Truly  ye  bear  witness  that 

Je  allow  the  deeds  of  your  fathers ;  for  they  indeed 
ill  them,  and  ye  build  their  sepulchres.  Therefore 
also  said  the  wisdom  of  God;  I  will  send  them 
prophets  and  apostles,  and  some  of  them  they  shall 
•lay  and  persecute ;  that  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets, 
which  was  shed  from  the  foundation  of  the  world, 
0iay  be  required  of  this  generation ;  from  the  blood  of 
Abel,  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  which  perished 
between  the  altar  and  the  temple.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you }  It  shall  be  required  of  this  generation.   Wo  un* 
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to  you  lawyers !  for  ye  have  taken  away  the  key  cf 
knowledge;  ye  enter^  not  in  yourselves,  and  them 
that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered.  And  as  h^  said 
these  things  unto  them,  the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees 
began  to  urge  him  vehemently,  and  to  provoke  him  to 
sp^ik  of  many  things,  laying  wait  for  him  and  seeking 
to  catch  something  out  of  his  mouth,  that  they  might 
accuse  him. 

In  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered  togeth- 
er  an  innumerable  multitude  of  people,  insomuch  thai 
they  trode  one  upon  another,  he  began  to  say  unto  his 
disciples  first  of  all ;  Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the 
Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy.  For  there  is  nothiiig 
covered,  that  shall  not  be  revealed  ;  neither  hid,  that 
shall  not  be  known.  Therefore  whatsoever  ye  have 
spoken  in  darkness,  shall  be  heard  in  the  light  ;  and 
that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear,  in  closets,  shall 
be  proclaimed  upon  the  house-tops. 

And  I  say  unto  you,  my  friends ;  Be  not  afraid  of 
them  that  kill  the  body,  and  after  that  have  no  more 
that  they  can  do.  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  je 
shall  fear.  Fear  him,  which  after  he  hath  killed,  hi^ 
power  to  cast  into  hell ;  yea,  I  say  unto  you ;  Fear 
him.  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  farthings  1 
and  not  one  of  them  is  forgotten  before  God ;  But 
even  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 
Fear  not,  therefore  ;  ye  are  of  more  value  than  manr 
sparrows.  Also  I  say  unto  you  ;  Whosoever  shafi 
confess  me  before  men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  al- 
so confess  before  the  angels  of  God ;  But  he  that  de- 
nieth  me  before  men,  shall  be  denied  before  the  anffdi 
of  God.  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against 
the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him ;  but  unto 
him  that  blasphemeth  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  it  diall 
not  be  forgiven.  And  when  they  bring  you  mito  the 
synagogues  and  unto  magistrates  and  powers,  take  je 
no  thought  how  or  what  thing  ye  snail  answer,  or 
what  ye  shall  say  ;  for  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teadi  you 
in  the  same  hour,  what  ye  ought  to  say.

GHAP.  XII.  LUKE.  ver.  xiii. 

And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him ;  Master, 
speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide  the  inheritance 
with  me.  And  he  said  unto  him ;  Man,  who  made  me 
a  judge,  or  a  divider  over  you  ?  and  he  said  unto  them ; 
Take  heed,  and  beware  of  cOvetousness  ;  for  a  man's 
life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things 
which  he  possesseth.  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto 
them,  sayinff ;  The  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man 
brought  fortn  plentifully  ;  And  he  thought  within  him« 
self,  saying ;  What  shall  I  do  ?  because  I  have  no 
room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits.  And  he  said ;  this 
will  I  do ;  I  will  pull  down  my  bams,  and  build  great- 
er; and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my 
goods.  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul ;  Soul,  thou  hast 
much  ffoods  laid  up  for  many  years ;  take  thine  ease, 
eat,  dnnk,  and  be  merry.  But  God  said  unto  him: 
Thou  fool !  this  night  thy  soul  shall  be  required  or 
thee ;  then  whose  shall  those  things  be,  which  thou 
hast  provided  ?  So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for 
himself^  and  is  not  rich  toward  God. 

And  he  said  unto  his  disciples ;  Therefore  I  say  un- 
to you  ;  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall 
eat ;  neither  for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  The 
life  is  more  than  meat ;  and  the  body  is  more  than  rai- 
meaU  Consider  the  ravens,  for  they  neither  sow,  nor 
reap ;  which  neither  have  store-house  nor  bam ;  and 
God  feedeth  them.  How  much  more  are  ye  better 
than  the  fowls  ?  And  which  of  you  with  taking  thought 
can  add  to  his  stature  one  cubit  ?  If  ye  then  be  not 
able  to  do  that  thing  which  is  least,  why  take  ye 
thought  for  the  rest  ?  Consider  the  lilies  how  they 
grow ;  they  toil  not,  they  spin  not.  And  yet  I  say 
onto  you ;  That  Solomon  in  all  his  glory,  was  not  ar- 
rayed like  one  of  these.  If  then  God  so  clothe  the 
grass,  which  is  to  day  in  the  field,  and  to-morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven,  how  much  more  toill  he  clothe  you, 
O  ye  of  little  faith !  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  shall 
eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink ;  neither  be  ye  of  doubt- 
ful mind.      For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the 
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world  seek  after ;  and  your  Father  knoweth,  that,  ye 
have  need  of  these  things.  But  rather  seek  ye  the 
kingdom  of  God ;  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you.  Fear  not,  little  flock ;  for  it  is  your 
Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.  Sell 
that  ye  have,  and  give  alms.  Provide  yourselves  bags 
which  wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  fail- 
eth  not,  where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  moth  cor- 
rupteth.  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your 
heart  be  also. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights 
burning ;  And  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait 
for  their  lord,  when  he  will  return  from  the  weddings 
that,  when  he  cometh,  and  knocketh,  they  may  qpen 
unto  him  immediately.  Blessed  are  those  servant^ 
whom  the  lord  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  watching: 
Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  That  he  shall  gird  hiniBd^ 
and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come 
forth  and  serve  them.  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the 
second  watch,  or  come  in  the  third  watch,  and  find 
them  so,  blessed  are  those  servants.  And  this  know^ 
that  if  the  good  man  of  the  house  had  known  what 
hour  the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have  watched, 
and  not  have  sufiered  his  house  to  be  broken  through. 
Be  ye  therefore  ready  also  ;  for  the  Son  of  man  oo* 
meth  at  an  hour  when  ye  think  not.  Then  Peter  said 
unto  him;  Lord,  speakest  thou  this  parable  unio 
us,  or  even  to  all  ?  And  the  Lord  said  ;  Who  then  if 
that  faithful  and  wise  steward,  whom  his  lord  shall 
make  ruler  over  his  household,  to  give  them  their  por- 
tion of  meat  in  due  season  ?  Blessed  is  that  servant, 
whom  his  lord  when  he  cometh  shall  find  so  doing. 
Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you ;  That  he  will  make  UbB 
ruler  over  all  that  he  hath.  But  and  if  that  servant  aqr 
in  his  heart ;  My  lord  delay eth  his  coming  ;  and  shall 
begin  to  beat  the  men-servants  and  maidens,  and  to  eat 
and  drink  and  to  be  drunken,  the  lord  of  that  servast 
will  come  in  a  day  when  he  looketh  not  for  hitny  and  at 
an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware :  and  will  cot  him  k 
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gunder,  and  will  appoiBt  him  his  portion  with  the  un- 
believers. 

And  that  servant,  which  knew  his  lord's  will,  and 
prepared  not  himself^  neither  did  according  to  his  will, 
shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes.  But  he  that  knew 
not,  and  did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall  be 
beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto  whomsoever  much 
is  given,  of  him  shall  be  much  required  ;  and  to  whom 
men  have  committed  much,  of  him  they  will  ask  the 
more. 

I  am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth ;  and  what  vill 
I,  if  it  be  already  kindled !  But  I  have  a  baptism  to 
be  baptized  with  ;  and  how  ami  straitened  till  it  be  ac- 
complished! Suppose  ye,  that  I  am  come  to  give 
peace  on  earth  ?  I  tell  you,  Nay,  but  rather  division. 
For  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  five  in  one  house 
divided,  three  against  two,  and  two  against  three.  The 
father  shall  be  divided  against  the  son,  and  the  son 
againfit  the  father ;  the  mother  against  the  daughter, 
and  the  daughter  against  the  mother ;  the  mother-in- 
law  against  her  daughter-in-law,  and  the  daughter-in- 
law  against  her  mother-in-law. 

And  he  said  also  to  the  people ;  When  ye  see  a 
cloud  rise  oat  of  the  west,  straightway  ye  say ;  There 
Cometh  a  shower ;  and  so  it  is.  And  wh^i  ye  see  the 
south  wind  blow,  ye  say  ;  There  will  be  heat ;  and  it 
oometh  to  pass.  Ye  hypocrites !  ye  can  discern  the 
face  of  the  sky  and  of  die  earth;  but  how  is  it,  that  ye 
do  not  discern  this  time  ? 

Yea,  and  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  not  what 
is  right  ?  When  thou  goest  with  thine  adversary  to 
the  magistrate,  cis  thou  art  in  the  way  give  diligence 
that  thou  may  est  be  delivered  from  him  ;  lest  he  hale 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  o& 
ficw,  and  the  officer  cast  thee  into  prison.  I  tell  the^ 
Thou  shall  not  depart  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the 
▼ery  last  mite. 

There  were  present  at  that  season  some  that  told 
him  of  Galileans,  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled 
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with  their  sacrifices.  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto 
them  ;  Suppose  ye  that  these  Galileans  were  sinners 
above  all  the  Galileans,  because  they  suffered  such 
things?  I  tell  you,  ^^y^  ^^^  except  ye  repent,  ye 
shall  all  likewise  perish.  Or  those  eighteen,  upon 
whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and  slew  them,  ttunk 
ye,  that  they  were  sinners  above  all  men  that  dwelt  in 
Jerusalem  1  I  tell  you.  Nay  ;  but  except  ye  repent, 
ye  shall  all  Ukewise  perish. 

He  spake  also  this  parable  ;  A  certain  man  had  a 
fi§^tree  planted  in  his  vineyard;  and  he  came  and 
sought  fruit  thereon,  and  found  none.  Then  said  he 
unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard  ;  Behold  these  three 
years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig-tree,  and  find 
none;  cut  it  down;  why  cumbereth  it  the  ground? 
And  he  answering  said  unto  him ;  Lord,  let  it  alone 
this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it; 
and  if  it  bear  fruit,  well;  and  if  not,  then  after  that 
thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on 
the  sabbath.  And  behold  there  was  a  woman  which 
had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years ;  and  was  bow- 
ed together,  and  could  in  no  wise  lift  up  herself.  And 
when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called  her  to  him^  and  said 
unto  her  ;  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmi- 
ty. And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her;  and  immediately 
she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God.  And  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation  be- 
cause that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath-day,  and 
said  unto  the  people ;  There  are  six  days  in  whieh 
men  ought  to  work ;  in  them  therefore  come  and  be 
healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath-day.  The  Lord  then 
answered  him,  and  said ;  Thou  hypocrite !  doth  not 
each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass 
from  the  stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering  ?  And 
ought  not  this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham, 
whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be 
loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath-day  ?  And  v^en 
he  had  said  these  things,   all  his  adversaries  were 
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aflhamed ;  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glO"> 
rious  things  that  were  done  by  mm. 

Th^i  said  he ;  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God 
like  ?  and  whereunto  shall  I  resemble  it  ?  It  is  like 
a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took,  and  cast 
into  his  garden ;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great 
tree,  and  Uie  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  in  the  branches 
of  it.'  And  again  he  said ;  Wheremito  shall  I  liken 
the  kingdom  of  God  ?  It  is  like  leaven  which  a  wo- 
man took  and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  the 
whole  was  leavened. 

And  he  went  through  the  cities  and  villages,  teach- 
ing, and  journeying  toward  Jerusalem. 

Then  said  one  unto  him ;  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be 
saved  ?  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Strive  to  enter  in  at 
the  strait  gate ;  for  many,  I  say  unto  you,  will  seek  to 
enter  in,  imd  shall  not  be  able.  When  once  the  mas- 
ter of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath  shut  to  the  door, 
and  ye  begin  to  stand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the 
door,  saying ;  Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us ;  and  he  shall 
answer  and  say  unto  you ;  I  know  you  not,  whence 
ye  are;  then  shall  ye  begin  to  say;  We  have  eaten 
and  drunk  in  thy  presence,  and  thou  hast  taught  in 
our  streets.  But  he  shall  say ;  I  tell  you,  I  know 
you  not  whence  ye  are ;  depart  from  me,  all  ye  work- 
ers of  iniquity.  There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnash- 
ing of  tecdi,  when  ye  shall  see  Abraham  and  Isaac 
and  Jacob  abd  all  the  prophets  in  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  you  yourselves  thrust  out.  And  they  shall  come 
from  the  east  and  from  the  west,  and  from  the  north 
and  from  the  south ;  and  shall  sit  down  in  the  king- 
dom of  God.  And  behold,  there  are  last  which  shall 
be  first ;  and  there  are  first  which  shall  be  last. 

The  same  day  there  came  certain  of  the  Pharisees, 
saying  unto  him  ;  Get  thee  out,  and  depart  hence  ;  for 
Herod  will  kill  thee.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Go  y^ 
and  tell  that  fox ;  Behold,  I  cast  out  devils  and  I  do 
cures  to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  the  the  third  day  I 
shall  be  perfected.    Nevertheless  I  must  walk  to-day 
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and  to-morrow  and  the  day  following ;  for  it  cannot 
be  that  a  prophet  perish  out  of  Jerusalem.  O  Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem,  which  killest  the  prophets  and 
stonest  them  that  are  sent  unto  thee,  how  oflen  would 
I  have  ffathered  thy  children  together,  as  a  ben  doA 
gather  her  brood  under  her  wings  ?  and  ye  would  not ! 
Behold,  your  house  is  lefl  unto  you  desolate.  And 
verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  see  me,  until  the 
time  come  when  ye  shall  say  ;  Blessed  is  he  that  coflflh 
eth  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

§  8.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  into  the  house 
of  one  of  the  chief  Pharisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  sab- 
bath-day, that  they  watched  him.  And  behold,  there 
was  a  certain  man  before  him  which  had  the  dropsy. 
And  Jesus  answering,  spake  unto  the  lawyers  and 
Pharisees,  saying ;  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sab- 
bath-day ?  And  they  held  their  peace.  And  he  took 
him  and  healed  him,  and  let  him  go.  And  he  answered 
them  saying  ;  which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or  an  ox 
fallen  into  a  pit,  and  will  not  straightway  pull  him  out 
on  the  sabbath-day  ?  And  they  could  not  answer  hiM 
again  to  these  things. 

And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bid- 
den, when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief 
rooms,  saying  unto  them ;  when  thou  art  bidden  of 
any  man  to  a  wedding  sit  not  down  in  the  highest 
room  ;  lest  a  more  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bid- 
den of  him ;  and  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and 
say  to  thee ;  Give  this  man  place  ;  and  thou  begin 
with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room.  But  when  t^Hi 
art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room,  thai 
when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee ; 
Friend,  go  up  higher.  Then  shalt  thou  have  worshqi 
in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 
For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased  ;  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

Then  said  he  also  to  him  that  bade  him;  When' 
thou  makest  a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  fri^ids, 
nor  thy  brethren,  neither  thy  kinsmen,  nor  thy  rich/ 
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neighbours ;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a  re- 
compense be  made  thee.  But  when  thou  makest  a 
feast^  call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind ; 
and  thou  shalt  be  blessed  ;  for  they  cannot  recompense 
thee ;  for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the  resurrection 
of  the  just. 

And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him 
heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him  ;  Blessed  is  he 
that  shall  eat  bread  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  Then 
said  he  unto  him  ;  A  certain  man  made  a  great  sup- 
per, and  bade  many,  and  sent  his  servant  at  supper- 
time,  to  say  to  them  that  were  bidden  ;  Come,  for  all 
things  are  now  ready.  And  they  all  with  one  consent 
began  to  make  excuse.  The  first  said  unto  him  ;  I 
have  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and  I  must  needs  go 
and  see  it ;  I  pray  thee,  have  me  excused.  And  an- 
other said  ;  I  have  bought  five  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go 
to  prove  them  ;  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused.  And 
another  said ;  I  have  married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I 
cannot  come.  So  that  servant  came,  and  shewed  his 
lord  these  things.  Then  the  master  of  the  house 
being  angry,  said  to  his  servant ;  Go  out  quickly  into 
the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring  in  hither 
the  poor,  and  the  maimed,  and  the  halt,  and  the  blind. 
And  the  servant  said ;  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast 
commanded,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  lord 
said  unto  the  servant ;  Go  out  into  the  highways  and 
hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that  my  house 
may  be  filled.  For  I  say  unto  you ;  that  none  of 
those  men  which  were  bidden,  shall  taste  of  my 
supper. 

And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him ;  and  he 
turned,  and  said  unto  them  ;  If  any  man  come  to  me, 
and  hate  not  his  father,  and  mother,  and  wife,  and 
children,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  yea,  and  his  own 
life  also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple.  And  whosoever 
doth  not  bear  his  cross  and  come  afler  me,  cannot  be 
my  disciple.  For  which  of  you,  intending  to  build 
a  tower^  sitteth  not  down  first  and  counteth  the  cost^ 
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whether  he  have  sufficient  to  finish  it  ?  Lest  hapljr^ 
after  he  hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not  able  to 
finish  it^  all  that  behold  it  begin  to  mock  him,  saying; 
This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  to  finish.  Or 
what  king,  going  to  make  war  against  another  king, 
sitteth  not  down  first,  and  consulteth  whether  he  h% 
able  with  ten  thousand  to  meet  him  that  cometh 
against  him  with  twenty  thousand  ?  Or  else,  while 
the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  ofi",  he  sendeth  an  ambas- 
sage,  and  desireth  conditions  of  peace.  So  likewise 
whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he 
hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

Salt  t^  good ;  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour, 
wherewith  shall  it  be  seasoned  ?  It  is  neither  fit  fiir 
the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  dunghill ;  but  men  cast  it  out. 
He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

Then  drew  near  unto  him  all  the  publicans  and  sin- 
ners for  to  hear*  him.  And  the  Pharisees  and  scribes 
murmured,  saying ;  This  man  receiveth  sinners,  and 
eateth  with  them.  And  he  spake  this  parable  unto 
them,  saying  ;  What  man  of  you,  having  an  hundred 
sheep,  if  he  lose  one  of  them,  doth  not  leave  the 
ninety  and  nine  in  the  wilderness,  and  go  after  that 
which  is  lost,  until  he  find  it  ?  and  when  he  hath  found 
«t,  he  layeth  it  on  his  shoulders,  rejoicing  ;  and  when 
he  cometh  home,  he  calleth  together  his  friends  and 
neighbours,  saying  unto  them  ;  Rejoice  with  me,  for 
I  have  found  my  sheep  which  was  lost.  I  say  unto  you, 
that  likewise  joy  shall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sinner  that 
repenteth,  more  than  over  ninety  and  nine  just  persons, 
which  need  no  repentance.  Either  what  woman,  having 
ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she  lose  one  piece,  doth  not  ligbt 
a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house,  and  seek  diligently  till 
she  find  it  ?  and  when  she  hath  found  if,  she  calleth 
her  friends  and  her  neighbours  together,  saying ;  Re* 
joice  with  me,  for  I  have  found  the  piece  which  I  had 
lost.  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you  ;  There  is  joy  in  the 
presence  of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that 
repenteth. 
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And  he  said  ;  a  certain  man  had  two  sons.  And 
the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father ;  Father,  give 
me  the  portion  of  goods  that  falleth  to  me.  And  he 
divided  unto  them  hi^  Uving.  And  not  many  days 
after,  the  younger  son  gathered  all  together,  and  took 
his  journey  into  a  far  country  ;  and  there  wasted  his 
substance  with  riotous  living.  And  when  he  had  spent 
all,  there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that  land  ;  and  he 
began  to  be  in  want.  And  *  he  went  and  joined  him- 
self to  a  citizen  of  that  country  ;  and  he  sent  him  in- 
to his  fields  to  feed  swine.  And  he  would  fain  have 
filled  his  belly  with  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat  J 
and  no  man  gave  unto  him.  And  when  he  came  to 
himself,  he  said ;  How  many  hired  servants  of  my 
father's  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish 
with  hunger !  I  will  arise,  and  go  to  my  father,  and  I 
will  say  unto  him  ;  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  hea- 
ven and  before  thee;  And  am  no  more  worthy  to  be 
called  thy  son ;  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants. 

And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  But  when 
he  was  yet  a  great  way  off*  his  father  saw  him,  and 
had  compassion  ;  and  ran,  and  fell  on  his  neck,  and 
kissed  him.  And  the  son  said  unto  him ;  Father,  I 
have  sinned  against  heaven  and  in  thy  sight ;  and  am 
no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son.  But  the  father 
said  to  his  servants ;  Bring  forth  the  best  robe,  and 
put  it  on  him,  and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and  shoes 
on  his  feet.  And  bring  hither  the  fatted  calf,  and  kill 
it ;  and  let  us  eat  and  be  merry ;  For  this  my  son  was 
dead,  and  is  alive  again  ;  he  was  lost,  and  is  fi>und. 
And  they  began  to  be  merry.  Now  his  elder  son  was 
in  the  field  ;  and  as  he  came  and  drew  nigh  to  the 
house,  he  heard  music  and  dancing.  And  he  called 
one  of  the  servants,  and  asked  what  these  things 
meant.  And  he  said  unto  him ;  Thy  brother  is  come ; 
and  thy  father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he 
hath  received  him  safe  and  sound.  And  he  was  an- 
gry, and  wcPiild  not  go  in.  Therefore  came  his  father 
ontj  and  entrented  him.      And  he  answering,  0aid  to 
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J^  father ;  Lo,  these  many  yesirs  do  I  serve  thee, 
neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time  thy  comoiandmait ; 
and  yet  thou  never  gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I  might  make 
merry  with  my  friends.  But  «ft  soon  as  this  thy  son 
was  come,  which  hath  devoured  thy  living  with  harlots, 
thou  hast  killed  for  him  the  fatted  calf  And  he  said 
unto  him ;  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all  that  I 
have  is  thine.  It  was  meet  that  we  should  make  mer- 
ry and  be  glad,  for  this  ^y  brother  was  dead^  and  is 
aJive  again ;  and  was  lost,  and  is  found. 

And  he  said  also  unto  his  disciples ;  There  was  a 
certain  rich  man  which  had  a  steward  ;  and  the  same 
was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had  wasted  his  goods. 
And  he  called  him  and  said  unto  him  ;  How  is  it  that 
I  hear  this  of  thee  ?  give  an  account  of  thy  steward- 
ship ;  for  thou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward.  Then 
the  steward  said  within  himself;  What  shall  I  do  ?  foe 
my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship ;  I  can- 
not dig,  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I  am  resolved  what 
to  do,  that  when  I  am  put  out  of  the  stewardship, 
they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses.  So  he  called 
every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto  him^  and  said  un- 
to the  first ;  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ? 
and  he  said ;  an  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he 
said  unto  him ;  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and 
write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another ;  And  how  much 
owest  thou  ?  And  he  said  ;  An  hundred  measures  of 
wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him  ;  Take  thy  bill,  and  write 
fourscore.  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust  steward, 
because  he  had  done  wisely ;  for  the  childr^i  of  thii 
world  are  in  their  generation  wiser,  than  the  childrea 
of  light.  And  I  say  unto  you ;  Make  to  yourselves 
friends  of  the  mammon  of  unrighteousness  ;  that  whflD 
ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting  habita* 
tions.  He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least,  k 
faithful  also  in  much;  and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the 
least,  is  unjust  also  in  much.  If  therefore  ye  have  not 
been  faithful  in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  will 
commit  to  your  trust  the  true  riches  ?  And  if  ye  have 
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not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another  man's,  who 
shall  give  you  that  which  is  your  own  ?  No  servant 
can  serve  two  masters ;  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one^ 
and  love  the  other  ;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one^ 
and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and 
mammon. 

And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard 
all  these  things  ;  and  they  derided  him.  And  he  said 
unto  them  ;  Ye  are  they  which  justify  yourselves  be- 
fore men;  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts;  for  that 
which  is  highly  esteemed  among  men,  is  abomination 
in  the  sight  of  God.  The  law  and  the  prophets  toere 
until  John ;  since  that  time  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
preached,  and  every  man  presseth  into  it.  And  it  is 
easier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one  tittle  of 
the  law  to  fail.  Whosoever  putteth  away  his  wife  and 
marrieth  another,  committeth  adultery  ;  and  whosoev- 
er marrieth  her  that  is  put  ^way  fram  her  husband, 
committeth  adultery. 

There  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  every 
day.  And  there  was  a  certain  beggar  named  Laza- 
rus, which  was  laid  at  his  gate,  full  of  sores,  and 
desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the 
rich  man's  table;  moreover,  the  dogs  came  and  licked 
his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beggar  died, 
and  was  carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham's  bo-' 
som.  The  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried ;  and 
in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and 
seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 
And  he  cried,  and  said  ;  Father  Abraham,  have  mer- 
cy on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the 
tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue  ;  for  I 
am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  said  ;  Son, 
remember,  that  thou  in  thy  life-time  receivedst  thy 
good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things;  but 
now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented.  And  be- 
sides all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great 
galph  fixed,  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence 
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to  you  cannot)  neither  can  they  pags  to  iia  that  would 
came  from  thence.  Then  he  said  ;  I  pray  thee  there- 
fore^ father^  that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to  my  ft- 
thw's  house ;  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that  he  may 
testify  unto  them,  lest  they  al^o  come  into  this  place  ii 
torment.  Abraham  saith  unto  him  ;  they  have  Moses 
and  the  prophets  ;  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said ; 
Nay,  father  Abraham;  but  if  one  went  mito  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  repent.  And  he  said  onto 
him ;  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets^  n^ 
ther  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the 
dead. 

Then  said  he  unto  the  disciples ;  It  is  impossible 
but  that  offences  will  come  ;  but  wo  unto  him  thronch 
whom  they  come !  It  were  better  for  him  that  a  nuU- 
stmie  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  cast  into  the 
sea,  than  that  he  should  offend  one  of  these  little 
CHIOS.  Take  heed  to  yourselves.  If  thy  brother  ties* 
pass  against  thee,  rebuke  him ;  and  if  he  repent,  ibr- 
give  him.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  seven 
times  in  a  day,  and  seven  times  in  a  day  turn  again  to 
thee,  saying ;  I  repent ;  thou  shall  forgive  him. 

And  the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord  ;  Increaae  om 
faith.  And  the  Lord  said  ;  If  ye  had  faith  as  a  grain  of 
mustard-seed,  ye  might  say  unto  this  sycamine*tree ;  Be 
thou  plucked  up  by  the  root,  and  be  thou  planted  in  the 
sea ;  and  it  should  obey  you.  But  which  of  you  having  a 
servant  plowing,  or  feeding  cattle,  will  say  unto  him  by 
and  by,  wh^i  he  is  come  from  the  field ;  Go  and  ait  down 
to  meat  ?  And  will  not  rather  say  unto  him ;  Make 
ready  wherewith  I  may  sup,  and  gird  thyself  wad 
serve  me,  till  I  have  eaten  and  drunken ;  and  after* 
ward  thou  shalt  eat  and  drink  ?  Doth  he  thank  thet 
servant,  because  he  did  the  things  that  were  command^ 
ed  him  ?  I  trow  not.  So  Ukewise  ye,  when  ye  shall 
have  done  all  those  things  which  are  commanded  yoa, 
say ;  We  are  unprofitable  servants ;  we  have  done  thai 
which  was  our  duty  to  do. 
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§  9.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem, 
that  he  passed  through  the  midst  of  Samwia  and  Ga- 
lilee. And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there 
met  him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which  stood  afar 
off ;  and  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said ;  Jesus, 
Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw  them^ 
he  said  unto  them ;  Go  shew  yourselves  unto  the 
priests.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  they  w^it,  they 
were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  that 
he  was  healed,  turned  back,  and  with  a  loud  voice  glo* 
rified  God  ;  and  fell  down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giv- 
ing him  thanks ;  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Je* 
sus  answering,  said  ;  Were  there  not  ten  cleansed  1 
but  where  are  the  nine  ?  There  are  not  found  that 
r^umed  to  give  glory  to  God,  save  this  stranger.  And 
he  said  unto  him ;  Arise,  go  thy  way ;  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole. 

And  when  he  was  demanded  of  the  Pharisees  when 
the  kingdom  of  God  should  come,  he  answered  them,  and 
said  ;  The  kingdom  of  God  cometh  not  with  observa- 
tion; neither  shall  tb^  say ;  Lo  here!  or,  lo  there!  for  be- 
hold, the  kkigdom  of  God  is  within  you.  And  he  said 
onto  his  disciples  ;  The  days  will  come,  when  ye  shall 
desire  to  see  cme  of  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man ;  and 
▼e  riiall  not  see  t(.  And  they  shall  say  to  you ;  See 
nere,  or,  see  there  ;  go  not  after  them^  nor  follow  them. 
For  as  the  lightning,  that  lighteneth  out  of  the  one 
part  under  heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part  under 
heaven ;  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  be  m  his  day. 
But  first  must  he  suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected 
of  this  generation.  And  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noe, 
so  shall  it  be  also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man. 
They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  married  wives,  they 
were  given  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  enter- 
ed into  the  ark  ^  and  the  flood  came,  and  destroyed 
tbem  all.  Likewise  also,  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot ; 
they  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  bought,  they  sold,  they 
planted,  they  builded;  but  the  same  day  that  Lot 
went  out  of  Sodom,  it  rained  fire  and  brimstone  fimn 
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heaven,  and  destroyed  them  all ;  ev^i  thus  shall  it  be 
in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man  is  revealed.  In  that 
day,  he  which  shall  be  upon  the  house-top,  and  his 
stuff  in  the  house,  let  him  not  come  down  to  take  it 
away  ;  and  he  that  is  in  the  field,  let  him  likewise  not 
return  back.  Remember  Lot's  wife.  Whosoever 
shall  seek  to  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it ;  and  whosoe- 
ver shall  lose  his  life,  shall  preserve  it.  I  tell  you  ;  in 
that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  in  one  bed  ;  the  one 
shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall  be  left.  Two  t€0- 
men  shall  be  grinding  together;  the  one  shall -be  ta- 
k<»i,  and  the  other  leA:.  Two  meii  shall  be  in  the  field; 
the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  left.  And  they 
answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  Where,  Lord  ?  And 
he  said  unto  them  ;  Wheresoever  the  body  t^,  thither 
will  the  eagles  be  gathered  together. 

And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them  to  this  endj  that 
men  ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint,  saying ; 
There  was  in  a  city  a  judge,  which  feared  not  .Gml, 
neither  regarded  man.  And  there  was  a  widow  in 
that  city ;  and  she  came  unto  him,  saying  ;  Avenge 
me  of  mine  adversary.  And  he  would  not  for  a  while. 
But  afterward  he  said  within  himself;  Though  I  fear 
not  God,  nor  regard  man ;  Yet,  because  this  widow 
troubleth  me,  I  will  avenge  her ;  lest  by  her.  conti* 
nual  coming  she  weary  me.  And  the  Lord  said ;  Hear 
what,  the  unjust  judge  saith.  And  shall  not  God 
avenge  his  own  elect  which  cry  day  and  night  onto 
him,  though  he  bear  long  with  them  ?  I  tell  you,  that 
he  will  avenge  them  speedily.  Nevertheless,  when  the 
Son  of  man  cometh,  shall  he  find  faith  on  the  earth  9 

And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which  trust- 
ed in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despis- 
ed others ;  two  men  went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray ; 
the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publican.  The 
Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself;  God,  I 
thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are^  extortion- 
ers, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  pubhcan.  I  fast 
twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  - 
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And  the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up 
so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven  ;  but  smote  upon  his 
breast,  saying ;  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  I 
tell  you,  Uiis  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified,  ra- 
ther than  the  other.  For  every  one  that  exalteth  him- 
self shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself 
shall  be  exalted. 

And  they  brought  unto  him  also  infants,  that  he 
would  touch  them  ;  but  when  his  disciples  saw  i<,  they 
rebuked  them.  But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him^  and 
said ;  Suffer  Uttle  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  for- 
bid them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Verily,  I  say  unto  you  ;  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  shall  in  no  wise 
enter  therein. 

And  a  certain  ruler  asked  him,  saying ;  Good  Mas- 
ter, what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  And  Je- 
sus said  unto  him  ;  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ?  none 
18  good,  save  one,  that  is  God.  Thou  knowest 
the  commandments  ^  Do  not  commit  adultery  ;  Do 
not  kill;  Do  not  steal;  Do  not  bear  false  witness; 
Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother.  And  he  said ;  All 
these  have  I  kept  from  my  youth  up.  Now  whai 
Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him ;  Yet  lack- 
est  thou  one  thing  ;  sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and  distri- 
bute unto  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure 
in  heaven ;  and  come,  follow  me.  And  when  he 
heard  this,  he  was  very  sorrowful ;  for  he  was  very 
rich.  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  was  very  sorrow- 
ful, he  said ;  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  !  For  it  is  easier  for  a 
camel  to  go  through  a  needle's  eye,  than  for  a  rich 
man  to  «nter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  they 
that  heard  it  said  ;  Who  then  can  be  saved  ?  And  fa« 
said  ;  The  things  which  are  impossible  with  ^^i  are 

Gssible  with  God.  Then  Peter  said  ;  Lo,  we  have 
\  all,  and  followed  thee.  And  he  said  unto  th^n ; 
Verily  I  say  unto  you ;  There  is  no  man  that  hath 
left  house,  or  parents,  or  brethroi,  or  wife,  or  chil-

dren,  for  the  kingdom  of  God's  sake,  who  shall  not 
receive  manifold  more  in  this  present  time^  and  in  the 
world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

Then  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto 
them ;  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things 
that  are  written  by  the  prophets  concerning  the  Son 
of  man  shall  be  accomplished.  For  he  shall  be  de* 
livered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and 
spitefully  entreated,  and  spitted  on,  and  they  shall 
scourge  Am,  and  put  him  to  death  ;  and  the  third  day 
he  shall  rise  again.  And  they  understood  none  of 
these  things  ;  and  this  saying  was  hid  from  them,  nm* 
ther  knew  they  the  things  which  were  spoken. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  he  was  come  nigh  in- 
to Jericho,  a  certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way  side, 
begging  ;  and  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by,  he  asked 
what  it  meant.  And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  saying  ;  JemWj 
thou  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  thev 
which  went  before  rebuked  him,  .that  he  should  hold 
his  peace  ;  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more ;  Thau  son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood, 
and  commanded  him  to  be  brought  unto  him.  And 
wh^i  he  was  come  near,  he  asked  him,  SayiBff| 
What  wilt  thou  that  I  shall  do  unto  thee  ?  AndM 
said  ;  Lord,  that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesw 
said  unto  him;  Receive  thy  sight;  thy  faitfar  hath 
saved  thee.  And  immediately  he  received  his  Hghl, 
and  followed  him  glorifying  God  ;  and  all  the  peo|ri«y 
when  they  saw  i/,  gave  praise  unto  God. 

And  Jesus  entered  and  passed  through  Jericho. 
And  behold,  there  was  a  man  named  Zaccheus,  whiek 
was  the  chief  among  the  publicans,  and  he  was  riek. 
And  he  sought  to  see  Jesus  who  he  was  ;  and  cooM 
not  for  the  press,  because  he  was  little  of  stature.  And 
he  ran  before,  and  climbed  up  into  a  sycamore-tree  to 
see  him  ;  for  he  was  to  pass  that  way.  And  when  Je- 
sus came  to  the  place,  he  looked  up,  and  saw  him,  and 
said  unto  him:  Zaccheus,makebaste^aad  come  down) 
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for  to-day  I  must  abide  at  thy  house.  And  he  made 
haste^  and  came  down,  and  received  him  joyfully. 
And  wh^i  they  saw  itj  they  all  murmured,  saying ; 
That  he  was  gone  to  be  guest  with  a  man  that  is  a  sin- 
ner. And  Zaccheus  stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord ; 
Behold,  Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the 
poor ;  and  if  I  have  taken  any  thing  from  any  man  by 
false  accusation,  I  restore  him  four-fold.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him;  This  day  is  salvation  come  to  this 
bouse ;  forasmuch  as  he  also  is  the  son  of  Abraham ; 
for  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost. 

And  as  they  heard  these  things,  he  added  and  spake 
a  parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and  be- 
cause they  thought,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  should  im- 
mediately appear.  He  said  therefore ;  A  certain  no- 
bleman woAt  into  a  far  country  to  receive  for  himself 
a  kingdom,  and  to  return.  And  he  called  his  ten  ser- 
▼antS)  and  deUvered  them  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto 
them;  Occupy  till  I  come.  But  his  citizens  hated 
bim,  and  sent  a  message  after  him,  saying  ;  We  will 
not  have  this  man  to  reign  over  us.  And  it  came  to 
that  whoA  he  was  returned,  having  received  the 
jdom,  then  he  commanded  these  servants  to  be 
led  unto  him,  to  whom  he  had  given  the  money ; 
that  he  might  know  how  mudi  every  man  had  gained 
by  trading.  Then  came  the  first,  saying ;  Lord,  thy 
poond  hath  gained  ten  pounds.  And  he  said  unto  him ; 
Well,  thou  good  servant ;  Because  thou  hast  been 
fiuthful  in  a  very  little,  have  thou  authority  over  ten 
cities.  And  the  second  came,  saying;  Lord,  thy 
pound  hath  gained  five  pounds.  And  he  said  Ukewise 
to  him ;  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities.  And  another 
came^  saying ;  Lord,  behold  here  %8  thy  pound,  which 
I  have  kmt  laid  up  in  a  napkin.  For  I  feared  thee^ 
because  thou  art  an  austere  man  ;  thou  takest  up  that 
tbou  layedst  not  down,  and  reapest  that  thou  diost  not 
•ow.  And  he  saith  unto  him;  Out  of  thine  own 
noath  will  I  judge  thee,  thou  wicked  servant ;  Thou 
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knewest,  that  I  was  an  austere  inan^  taking  up  that  I 
laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  I  did  not  sow ;  Where- 
fore then  gavest  not  thou  my  money  into  the  bank, 
that  at  my  coming  I  might  have  required  mine  own 
with  usury  ?  And  he  said  unto  them  that  stood  by ; 
Take  from  him  the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him  that 
hath  ten  pounds.  (And  they  said  unto  him ;  Lord^  he 
hath  ten  pounds.)  For  I  say  unto  you ;  That  onto 
every  one  which  hath  shall  be  given  ;  and  from  him 
that  hath  not,  even  that  he  hath,  shall  be  taken  away 
from  him.  But  those  mine  enemies,  which  would  not 
that  I  should  reign  over  them,  bring  hither  and  slay 
them  before  me.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he 
went  before,  ascending  up  to  Jerusalem. 

§  10.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh  to 
Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  called  the  fiumtif 
of  Olives,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples,  saying ;  Go 
ye  into  the  village  over  against  you  ,*  in  the  which  at 
your  entering,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon  yet 
never  man  sat ;  loose  him,  and  bring  him  hither.  And 
if  any  man  ask  you.  Why  do  ye  loose  him  ?  thus  shall 
ye  say  unto  him ;  Because  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 
And  they  that  were  sent  went  their  way,  and  found 
even  as  he  had  said  unto  them.  And  as  they  were  loos- 
ing the  colt,  the  owners  thereof  said  unto  them ;  Why 
loose  ye  the  colt  ?  and  they  said  ;  The  Lord  hath  n^ 
of  Him.  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus ;  and  tbef 
cast  their  garments  upon  the  colt,  and  they  set  Jesut 
thereon.  And  as  they  went  they  spread  their  clothes  in 
the  way.  And  when  he  was  come  nigh,  even  now  at 
the  descent  of  the  mount  of  OUves,  the  whole  muki* 
tude  of  the  disciples  began  to  rejoice  and  praise  God 
with  a  loud  voice  for  all  the  mighty  works  that  thqr 
had  seen,  saying ;  Blessed  be  the  King  that  cometh  is 
the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  Peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in 
the  highest.  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  from  among 
the  multitude  said  unto  him  ;  Master,  rebuke  thy  dis- 
ciples.   And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them  :    I  tdl 
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you,  that  if  these  should  hold  their  peace,  the  stones 
would  immediately  cry  out. 

And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and 
wept  over  it,  saying ;  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou, 
at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  which  belong  unto 
thy  peace !  but  now  they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes.  For 
the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies  shall 
cast  a  troAch  about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and 
keep  thee  in  on  every  side ;  and  shall  lay  thee  even  with 
the  ground,  and  thy  children  within  thee;  and  they 
shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon  another ;  be- 
cause thou  knewest  not  the  time  of  thy  visitation. 

And  he  went  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out 
them  that  sold  therein,  and  them  that  bought,  saying 
unto  them  ;  It  is  written  ;  My  house  is  the  house  of 
prayer ;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

&  11.  And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes,  and  the  chief  of  the  peo- 
ple^  sought  to  destroy  him,  and  could  not  find  wtiat 
they  might  do ;  for  all  the  people  were  very  attentive 
to  hear  him. 

&  12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  one  of  those  days, 
as  he  taught  the  people  in  the  temple  and  preached  the 
ffospel,  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  came  upon 
Xffn,  with  the  elders,  and  spake  unto  him,  saying ;  Tell 
us,  by  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things?  or 
who  is  he  that  gave  thee  this  authority  ?  And  he  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them  ;  I  will  also  ask  you  one 
thing,  and  answer  me  ;  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it 
from  heaven,  or  of  men  ?  and  they  reasoned  with  them- 
selves, saying ;  If  we  shall  say.  From  heaven ;  he 
will  say ;  Why  then  believed  ye  him  not  ?  but  and  if 
we  say ;  Of  men ;  all  the  people  will  stone  us  ;  for 
they  be  persuaded  that  John  was  a  prophet.  And  they 
answered ;  That  they  could  not  tell  whence  it  was. 
And  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what 
authority  I  do  these  things. 

Then  began  he  to  speak  to  the  people  this  parable ; 
A  certain  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  forth  to 
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husbandmen ;  and  went  into  a  far  country  for  a  long 
time.  And  at  the  season  he  sent  a  servant  to  the  hus- 
bandmen,  that  they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vineyard  ;  but  the  husbandmen  beat  him,  and  sent  km 
away  empty.  And  again  he  sent  another  servant ;  and 
they  beat  him  also,  and  entreated  him  shamefully,  and 
sent  him  away  empty.  And  asain  he  sent  the  third ; 
and  they  wounded  him  also  and  cast  him  out.  Then 
said  the  lord  of  the  vineyard ;  What  shall  I  do  1  I 
will  send  my  beloved  son  ;  it  may  be  they  will  rever« 
ence  him  when  they  see  him.  But  when  the  husband* 
men  saw  him,  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  say* 
ing  ;  This  is  the  heir  ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  that  the 
inheritance  may  be  ours.  So  they  cast  him  out  of  tbo 
vineyard,  and  killed  him.  What  therefore  shall  the 
lord  of  the  vineyard  do  unto  them  ?  He  shall  come 
and  destroy  these  husbandmen,  and  shall  give  the  vine- 
yard to  others.  And  when  they  heard  it  they  said } 
God  forbid.  And  he  beheld  them,  and  said ;  What  is 
this  then  that  is  written ;  The  stone  which  the  buildr 
ers  rejected,  the  same  is  become  the  head  of  tbn 
corner  ?  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  that  stone  shall  be 
broken  ;  but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind 
him  to  powder.  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
the  same  hour  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him  ;  and  they 
feared  the  people.  For  they  perceived,  that  be  had 
spoken  this  parable  against  them. 

And  they  watched  him  and  sent  forth  spies,  whidi 
should  feign  themselves  just  men;  that  they  might 
takq  hold  of  his  words,  that  so  they  might  deliver 
him  unto  the  power  and  authority  of  the  goverib 
or.  And  they  asked  him,  saying;  Master,  we 
know  that  thou  say  est  and  teachest  rightly,  neither  ao* 
ccptest  thou  the  person  of  any^  but  teachest  the  way 
of  God  truly ;  is  it  lawful  for  us  to  give  tribute  unto 
Cesar,  or  no  ?  But  he  perceived  their  craftiness,  and 
said  unto  them  ;  Why  tempt  ye  me  ?  Shew  me  a  pen- 
ny ;  Whose  ima^e  and  superscription  hath  it  ?  They 
answered  and  said ;  Cesar^s.  And  he  said  unto  thopi: 
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Render  therefore  unto  Cesar,  the  things  which  be  Ge- 
sar's,  and  unto  God,  the  things  which  be  God's.  And 
they  could  not  take  hold  of  ms  words  b^ore  the  peo- 
ple; and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  heM 
iheir  peace. 

Then  came  to  him  certain  of  the  Sadducees,  which 
deny  that  there  is  any  resurrection,  and  they  asked 
him,  saying ;  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  any 
man's  broUier  die,  having  a  wife,  and  he  die  without 
childr^  that  his  brother  should  take  his  wife,  and 
raise  up  seed  unto  his  brother.  There  were  therefore 
seven  orethren ;  and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and  died 
without  children.  And  the  second  took  her  to  wife^ 
and  he  died  childless.  And  the  third  took  her ;  and  in 
like  manner  the  seven  also  ;  And  they  left:  no  childr^ 
and  died.  Last  of  all  the  woman  died  also.  There- 
fore in  the  resurrection  whose  wife  of  them  is  she  ? 
for  seven  had  her  to  wife.  And  Jesus  answering  said 
onto  them ;  The  children  of  this  world  marry,  and  are 
given  in  marriage ;  But  they  which  shall  be  account- 
ed worthy  to  obtain  that  world,  and  the  resurrection 
from  the  dead,  neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in  mar- 
riage ;  neither  can  they  die  any  more ;  for  they  are 
equal  unto  the  angels,  and  are  the  children  of  Grod^ 
being  the  children  of  the  resurrection.  Now  that  the 
dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at  the  bush,  when 
he  calleth  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the 
God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  For  he  is  not 
a  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living ;  for  all  live  unto 
him.  Then  certain  of  the  scribes,  answering,  said ; 
Master,  thou  hast  well  said.  And  after  that  they  durst 
not  ask  him  any  question  at  all. 

And  he  said  unto  them  ;  How  say  they  that  Christ 
is  David's  son  ?  And  David  himself  saith  in  the  book 
of  Psalms ;  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord ;  Sit  thou 
on  my  right  hand,  till  1  make  thine  enemies  thy  foot» 
stool.  David  therefore  calleth  him  Lord ;  how  is  he 
then  his  son  ? 
Tbeiu  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people,  he  said  un- 
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to  his  disciples  ;  beware  of  the  scribes,  which  desire 
to  walk  in  long  robes,  and  love  greetings  in  the  mar- 
kets, and  the  highest  seats  in  the  synagogues^  and  the 
chief  rooms  at  feasts  ;  which  devour  widows'  hou86B| 
and  for  a  shew  make  long  prayers.  The  same  shall 
receive  greater  damnation. 

And  he  looked  up,  and  saw  the  rich  men  casting 
their  gifts  into  the  treasury.  And  he  saw  also  a  cer- 
tain poor  widow  casting  in  thither  two  mites  ;  and  he 
said ;  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  poor  widow 
hath  cast  in  more  than  they  all.  For  all  these  have  of 
their  abundance  cast  in  unto  the  offerings  of  God; 
but  she  of  her  penury  hath  cast  in  all  the  living  that 
she  had. 

§  13.  And  as  some  spake  of  the  temple,  how  it  ww 
adorned  with  goodly  stones  and  gifts,  he  said  ;  J8s  for 
these  things  which  ye  behold,  me  days  will  come,  in 
the  which  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  tti- 
other,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down.  And  they  asked 
him,  saying  ;  Master,  but  when  shall  these  things  be  f 
and  what  sign  will  there  be  when  these  things  shall 
come  tp  pass  ?  and  he  said  ;  Take  heed  thatyebe  not 
deceived.  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying ; 
I  am  Christ ;  and  the  time  draweth  near.  Go  ye  not 
therefore  after  them.  But  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars, 
and  commotions,  be  not  terrified ;  for  these  things 
must  first  come  to  pass ;  but  the  end  is  not  by  and  by. 
Thofi  said  he  unto  them,  Nation  shall  rise  against  mo- 
tion, and  kingdom  against  kingdom  ;  and  great  earth* 
quakes  shall  be  in  divers  places  and  famines  and  pes- 
tilofices  ;  and  fearful  sights  and  great  signs  shall  there 
be  from  heaven.  But  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay 
their  hands  on  you,  and  persecute  yau^  deUvering  ym 
up  to  the  synagogues  and  into  prisons,  being  broogfal 
before  kings  and  rulers  for  my  name's  sake.  And  it 
shall  turn  to  you  for  a  testimony.  Settle  it  therefore 
in  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate  before  what  ye  shall 
answer ;  For  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdgiD, 
which  all  your  advwsaries  shall  not  be  able  to  rnvsa* 
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say  nor  resist.  And  ye  shall  be  betrayed  both  by  pa- 
rents and  brethren  and  kinsfolks  and  friends,  and  some 
of  you  shall  they  cause  to  be  put  to  death,  and  ye 
shaJl  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake.  But 
there  shall  not  an  hair  of  your  head  perish.  In  your 
patience  possess  ye  your  souls.  And  when  ye  shall 
see  Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies,  then  know  that 
the  desolati<m  thereof  is  nigh.  Then  let  them  which 
are  in  Judea  flee  to  the  mountains;  and  let  them 
which  are  in  the  midst  of  it  depart  out ;  and  let  not 
them  that  are  in  the  countries  enter  thereinto.  For 
these  be  the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things  *which 
are  written  may  be  fulfilled.  But  wo  unto  them  that 
are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  ^ive  suck,  in  those 
days !  for  there  shall  be  great  distress  in  the  land, 
and  wrath  upon  this  people.  And  they  shall  fall  by 
the  edge  of  the  sword,  and  shall  be  led  away  captive 
into  all  nations ;  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down 
df  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of.  the  Gentiles  be  ful- 
filled. And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun  and  in  the 
moon  and  in  the  stars,  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of 
nations  with  perplexity,  the  sea  and  the  waves  roar- 
ing, men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear  and  for  looking 
after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth ; 
for  the  powers  of*  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then 
shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud,  with 
power  and  great  glory.  And  when  these  things  begin 
to  come  to  pass,  then  look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads ; 
for  your  redemption  drawet|^  nigh. 

And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable ;  Behold  the  fig- 
tree,  and  all  the  trees  ;  when  they  now  shoot  forth,  ye 
see  and  know  of  your  own  selves,  that  sununer  is  now 
nigh  at  hand.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  see  these  things 
come  to  pass,  know,  ye  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
nigh  at  hand.  Verily  I  say  unto  you  ;  This  genera- 
tion shall  not  pass  away,  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Heaveft 
and  earth  shall  pass  away  ;  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away. 

Aad  take  heed  to  yoorselvesi  lest  at  any  time  your 
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hearts  be  overcharged  with  surfeiting  and  dmnkonness 
and  cares  of  this  life^  and  so  that  day  come  upon  yoa 
unawares ;  for  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  thmd  that 
dwell  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.  Watdi  ye 
therefore  and  pray  always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted 
worthy  to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall  come  to 
pass,  and  to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man. 

And  in  the  day-time  he  was  teaching  in  the  temple ; 
and  at  night  he  went  out,  and  abode  in  the  mount  that 
is  called  the  mount  of  Olives.  And  all  the  people 
came  early  in  the  morning  to  him  in  the  temple  for  to 
hear  him. 

§  14.  Now  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew 
nigh,  which  is  called  the   Passover;  and  the  chief 

Siriests  and  scribes  sought  how  they  might  kill  him ; 
or  they  feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan  in- 
to Judas,  sumamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the  numbw  ctf* 
the  twelve. 

§  15.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with 
the  chief  priests  and  captains,  how  he  might  beCray 
him  unto  them.  And  they  were  glad ;  and  covenant- 
ed to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in  the  absenet 
of  the  multitude. 

Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the 
passover  must  be  killed ;  and  he  sent  Peter  and  Jcda^ 
saying  ;  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover,  that  we  maj 
eat.  And  they  said  unto  him ;  Where  wilt  thoa  tlnC 
we  prepare  ?  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Bdiold  whfla 
ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man  meet 
you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water;  follow  him  into 
the  house  where  he  entereth  in ;  and  ye  shall  aay  vaalo 
the  good  man  of  the  house ;  The  Master  aaith  onto 
thee ;  Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shaD  eil 
the  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  shall  Am 
you  a  large  upper  room  furnished ;  there  make  read^. 
And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  paid  unto  them ; 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

§  16.    And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  dow% 
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and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them ;  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  passover 
with  you  before  I  suffer ;  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  said  ;  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  your- 
selves ;  For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it  and 
gave  unto  them,  saying ;  This  is  my  body,  which  is 
given  for  you ;  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  Like- 
wise also  the  cup  afler  supper,  saying ;  This  cup  is  the 
new  testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 
But  behold,  the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with 
me  on  the  table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth  as 
it  was  determined ;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
he  is  betrayed!  And  they  began  to  inquire  among 
themselves,  which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do  this 
thing.  And  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which 
of  them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest.  And  he 
said  unto  them ;  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles  exercise 
lordship  over  them ;  and  they  that  exercise  authority 
upon  them,  are  called  benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not 
66  so;  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him 
be  as  the  younger ;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that 
doth  serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at 
meat,  or  he  that  serveth?  is  not  he  that  sitteth  at 
meat  1  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that  serveth.  Ye 
are  they  which  have  continued  with  me  in  my  tempta- 
tions ;  and  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Fa- 
ther hath  appointed  unto  me,  that  ye  may  eat  and 
drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones, 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  the  Lord 
said;  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to 
have  you,  that  he  may  sift  yau  as  wheat ;  but  I  have 
prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not ;  and  when  thou 
art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said 
unto  him ;  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee  both  in- 
to prison  and  to  death.     And  he  said ;  I  tell  thee,  Pe- 
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ter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thoo 
shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And  he  said 
unto  them  ;  When  I  sent  you  without  purse  and  scrip 
and  shoes  lacked  ye  any  thing  ?  And  they  said ;  No- 
thing. Then  said  he  unto  them ;  But  now,  he  that 
hath  a  purse,  let  him  take  it^  and  Ukewise  his  scrip ; 
and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment, 
and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you  ;  That  this  that  is 
written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me  ;  and  he  was 
reckoned  among  the  transgressors.  For  the  things 
concerning  me  have  an  end.  And  they  said  ;  Loid, 
behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said  unto  them ; 
It  is  enough. 

And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the 
mount  of  Olives ;  and  his  disciples  also  followed  hini. 
And  when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said  unto  them ; 
Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  And  he  was 
withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneel- 
ed down,  and  prayed,  saying  ;  Father,  if  thou  be  wil> 
ling,  remove  this  cup  from  me ;  nevertheless,  not  my 
will  but  thine  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an  angel 
unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And,  being 
in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  earnestly.  And  his 
sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down 
to  the  ground.  And  when  he  rose  up  from  pray^, 
and  was  come  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them  sleeping 
for  sorrow  ;  and  said  unto  them  ;  Why  sleep  ye  ?  rise 
and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. 

And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude^  and 
he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  w^at  be- 
fore them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss  him.  Bitt 
Jesus  said  unto  him  ;  Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son 
of  man  with  a  kiss  ?  When  they  which  were  about 
him  saw  what  would  follow,  they  said  unto  hinoi ;  Liord, 
shall  we  smite  with  the  sword?  And  one  of  tbi&a 
smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his 
right  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  ;  Suffer  ye 
thus  far !  And  he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him. 
Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests  and  captains  of 
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the  temple  and  the  elders  which  were  come  to  him ; 
Be  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and 
staves  ?  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple, 
ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against  me.  But  this  is 
your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then  took 
they  him,  and  led  him^  and  brought  him  into  the 
high  friesVs  house. 

And  Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they  had 
kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and  were  set 
down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  them.  But 
a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and 
earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said ;  This  man  was 
also  with  him.  And  he  denied  him,  saying  ;  Woman,  I 
know  him  not.  And  after  a  little  while,  another  saw 
him,  and  said ;  Thou  art  also  of  them.  And  Peter  said  ; 
Man,  I  am  not.  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour  af- 
ter, another  confidently  afiirmed,  saying ;  Of  a  truth 
this  felknv  also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is  a  Galilean. 
And  Peter  said ;  Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest. 
And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew ; 
and  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter  ;  and  Pe- 
ter remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had 
said  unto  him ;  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny 
me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 
And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote 
kim.  And  when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck 
him  on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saymg ;  Prophesy, 
who  is  it  that  smote  thee  ?  and  many  other  things 
blasphemously  spake  they  against  him. 

And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people 
and  the  <hief  priests  and  the  scribes  came  together^ 
and  led  him  into  their  council,  saying ;  Art  thou  the 
Christ  ?  tell  us.  And  he  said  unto  them ;  If  I  tell 
you,  ye  will  not  believe ;  and  if  I  also  ask  i/ou,  ye 
will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  shall 
the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of 
God.  Then  said  they  all ;  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
God  ?    And  he  said  unto  them  :    Ye  say  that  I  am. 
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And  they  said  ;    What  need  we  any  further  witness  ? 
for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 

And  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose  and  led  him 
unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse  him,  saying ; 
We  found  this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  fimr* 
bidding  to  give  tribute  to  Cesar,  saying  that  he  him- 
self is  Christ  a  king.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying ; 
Art  thou  the  kins  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answered 
him  and  said  ;  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to 
the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people  ;  I  find  no  fault  in 
this  man.  And  they  were  the  more  fierce,  saying  ;  He 
stirreth  up  the  people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jewry, 
beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place.  When  Pilate 
heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the  man  were 
a  Galilean ;  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  be- 
longed unto  Herod's  Jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  He- 
rod, who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad ; 
for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  seaman,  be* 
cause  he  had  heard  many  things  of  him  ;  and  he  hop- 
ed to  have  seen  some  miracle  done  by  him.  Then  he 
questioned  with  him  in  many  words ;  but  he  answered 
him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood 
and  vehemently  accused  him.  And  Herod  with  his 
men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked  him^  and 
arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him  again  to 
Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were 
made  friends  together ;  for  before  they  were  at  ^uni- 
ty between  themselves. 

And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief 
priests  and  the  rulers  and  the  people,  said  unto  them ; 
Yc  have  brought  this  man  unto  mc,  as  one  that  per* 
verteth  the  people;  and  behold,  I  having  examined 
him  before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man,  touch- 
ing those  things  whereof  you  accuse  him ;  No,  nor 
yet  Herod ;  for  I  sent  you  to  him,  and  lo,  nothing 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  ther^bie 
chastise  him,  and  release  him.  For  of  necessity  he 
must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.      And  they 
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cried  out  all  at  once,  saying ;  Away  with  this  man^ 
and  release  unto  us  Barabbas  ;  Who^for  a  certain  se- 
dition, made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  into 
prison.  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake 
again  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying ;  Crucify  Xtm, 
crucify  him.  And  he  said  unto  them,  the  third  time  ; 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  I  have  found  no  cause 
of  death  in  him  ;  I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let 
him  go.  And  they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  re- 
quiring that  he  might  be  crucified  ;  and  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And  Pilate 
gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they  required.  And 
he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and  mur- 
der was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired  ;  but 
he  deli  wed  Jesus  to  their  will. 

And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
SinuHi,  a  Gyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  country,  and 
on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after 
Jesus.  And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of 
people,  and  of  women ;  which  also  bewailed  and  la- 
mented him.  But  Jesus,  turning  unto  them,  said; 
Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep 
for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children.  For  behold,  the 
days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall  say ;  Blessed 
are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare,  and 
the  paps  which  never  gave  suck.  Then  shall  they  begin 
to  say  to  the  mountains  ;  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the  hills  ; 
Cover  us.  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree, 
what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ?  And  there  were  also 
two  otho*,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  be  put  to 
death.  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place  which 
is  called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified  him,  and  the 
malefactors ;  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on 
the  left.  Then  said  Jesus  ;  Father,  forgive  them  ;  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  rai- 
ment^  and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  beholding ; 
and  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him^  saying ; 
He  saved  others,  let  him  save  himself^  if  he  be  Christ, 
the  chosen  of  God.  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him, 
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coining  to  him,  and  offering  him  vinegar,  and  saying ; 
If  thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself.  And  a 
superscription  also  was  written  over  him  in  letters  of 
Greek  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew;  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one  of  the  male- 
factors  which  were  hanged  railed  on  him,  saying ;  If 
thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other 
answering,  rebuked  him,  saying ;  Dost  not  thou  fear 
God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  t  And 
we  indeed  justly ;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of 
our  deeds ;  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 
And  he  said  unto  Jesus ;  Lord,  remember  me,  when 
thou  comest  into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him ;  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with 
me  in  paradise.  And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and 
there  was  darkness  over  all  the  earth  until  the  ninth 
hour ;  and  the  sun  was  darkened ;  and  the  vail  c^  the 
temple  was  rent  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  bad 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said  ;  Father,  into  Ay 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit.  And  having  said  thm^ 
he  gave  up  the  ghost. 

Mow,  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he 
glorified  God,  saying  ;  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous 
man.  And  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that 
sight,  bdiolding  the  things  which  were  done,  sinoCe 
their  breasts,  and  returned.  And  all  his  aequaintance 
and  the  women  that  followed  him  from  Galilee,  stood 
afar  ofi*,  beholding  these  things.  And  behold,  then 
was  a  man  named  Joseph,  a  counsellor,  and  he  tms  a 
good  man,  and  a  just,  (the  same  had  not  consented  t« 
the  counsel  and  deed  of  them ,)  he  was  of  Arimalbei, 
a  city  of  the  Jews,  who  also  himself  waited  for  the 
kingdom  of  God  ;  this  man  went  unto  Pilate,  mA 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  he  took  it  down,  uri 
wrapped  it  in  linen,  and  laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was 
hewn  in  stone,  wherein  never  man  before  was  MA 
And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sabbadi 
drew  on.  And  the  women  also,  which  came  witk  Mm 
from  Galilee,  followed  after,  and  beheld  the  sepulehpe^ 
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and  how  bis  body  was  laid.     And  they  returned^  and 

Erepared  spices  and  ointm^dts ;  and  rested  the  sab- 
ath-day,  according  to  the  commandment. 
§  17.  Now,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very 
early  in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre, 
bringing  the  spices  whieh  they  had  prepared  ;  and 
certain  others  with  them.  And  they  found  the  stone 
rolled  away  from  the  sepulchre ;  and  they  entered  in, 
and  found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed  thereabout, 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  garments. 
And  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  faces 
to  the  earth,  they  said  unto  them  ;  Why  seek  ye  the 
living  among  the  dead  ?  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen. 
Remember  how  he  spake  unto  you  when  he  was  yet 
in  Galilee,  saying  ;  The  Son  of  man  must  be  deUvered 
into  the  hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and  the 
third  day  rise  again.  And  they  remembered  his  words ; 
and  returned  from  the  sepulchre,  and  told  all  these 
things  unto  the  eleven  and  to  all  the  rest.  It  was  Ma- 
ry Magdalene  and  Joanna  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them,  which 
told  these  things  unto  the  apostles.  And  their  words 
seemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they  believed  them 
not.  Th^i  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the  sepulchre^ 
and  stooping  down,  he  beheld  the  linen  clothes  laid  by 
themselves ;  and  departed,  wondering  in  himself  at 
that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

And  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a 
village  called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem 
oAaut  threescore  furlongs ;  And  they  talked  together 
of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that  while  they  communed  together^  and  reason* 
ed,  Jesus  himself  drew  near  and  went  with  them  ;  but 
their  eyes  were  holden,  that  they  should  not  know  him. 
And  he  said  unto  them  ;  What  manner  of  communi- 
cations are  these  that  ye  have  one  to  another  as  ye 
walk,  and  are  sad  ?  And  the  one  of  them,  wliMe  ' 
name  was  Cleopas,  answering,  said  unto  him;  Art. 
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thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the 
things  which  arc  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he 
said  unto  them ;  What  things  ?  And  they  said  unto 
him;  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a 
prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word  before  God  and  all 
the  people ;  and  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers 
delivered  him  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have  cru- 
cified him.  But  we  trusted,  that  it  had  been  he  which 
should  have  redeemed  Israel ;  and  beside  all  this,  to- 
day is  the  third  day  since  these  things  were  done.  Yea 
and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made  us  as- 
tonished, which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre;  And 
when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying: 
That  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said 
that  he  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as 
the  women  had  said ;  but  him  they  saw  not.  Then 
he  said  unto  them ;  O  fools  and  slow  of  heart  to  be- 
lieve all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken !  Ought  not 
Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  entw  into 
his  glory  ?  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  pro- 
phets, he  expounded  unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures 
the  things  concerning  himself.  And  they  drew  nigh 
unto  the  village,  whither  they  went ;  and  he  made  as 
though  he  would  have  gone  further.  But  they  con- 
strained him,  saying  ;  Abide  with  us,  for  it  is  toward 
evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to 
tarry  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at 
meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it^  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  op€n- 
ed,  and  they  knew  him  ;  and  he  vanished  out  of  their 
sight.  And  they  said  one  to  another ;  Did  not  oar 
heart  bum  within  us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the 
way,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures  ?  And 
they  rose  up  the  same  hour  and  returned  to  JerusataD) 
and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that 
were  with  them,  saying ;  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed, 
and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they  told  what  things 
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nf  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of  them 
y^  of  bread. 

they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood  in 

**  them,  and  saith  unto  them ;   Peace  be 

t  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and 

Sey  had  seen  a  spirit.     And  he  said 

fet      A  '   are  ye  troubled  ?    and   why  do 

/^     7  J  our  hearts  ?     Behold  my  hands  and 

L  ^  «s  I  myself ;  handle  me,  and  see ;  for  a 

^  ^t  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have.  And 

iad  thus  spoken,  he  shewed  them  his  hands 

^  feet.     And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy, 

.  wondered,  he  said  unto  them  ;  Have  ye  here  any 

«ieat  ?     And  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish, 

md  of  an  honey-comb.     And  he  took  it  and  did  eat 

b^re  them. 

And  he  said  unto  them  ;  These  are  the  words  which 
I  spake  unto  you,  while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all 
things  must  be  fulfilled,  which  were  written  in  the  law 
of  Moses  and  in  the  prophets  and  in  the  psalms  con* 
oeming  me.  Then  opened  hb  their  understanding^, 
that  they  might  understand  the  scriptures :  and  said 
mto  them ;  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  b^oved 
Chrtet  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third 
day,  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should 
be  preached  in  his  name  among  all  nations,  beginning 
at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are  witnesses  of  these  things. 
And  behold,  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  upon 
jon;  but  tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be 
endued  with  power  from  on  high. 

And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany ;  and  he 
fifted  up  his  hands,  and  blessed  them.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from  them, 
and  carried  up  into  heaven.  And  they  worshipped 
hran,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with  great  joy ;  and 
were  continually  in  the  temple,  praising  and  blessing 
«od.    Amen. 
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THE  GOSPEL 

ACCORDING   TO 

SAINT  JOHN. 

§  1.  In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  The 
same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All  things  were 
made  by  him ;  and  without  him  was  not  any  thing 
made  that  was  made.  In  him  was  life,  and  the  life 
was  the  light  of  men ;  and  the  light  shineth  in  dark- 
ness, and  the  darkness  comprehended  it  not. 

There  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name  wm 
John ;  the  same  came  for  a  witness,  to  bear  witness 
of  the  Light,  that  all  men  through  him  might  believe. 
He  was  not  that  Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witneai 
^  of  that  Light.  That  was  the  true  Light,  which  lightr 
eth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world.  He  wis 
in  the  world,  and  the  world  was  made  by  him,  and  the 
world  knew  him  not.  He  came  unto  his  own,  andliis 
own  received  him  not.  But  as  many  as  received  him, 
to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  Grod, 
even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name ;  which  were 
bom,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of 
the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.  And  the  Word  was 
made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  hit 
clory,  the, glory  as  of  the  only-begotten  of  the  Father,) 
full  of  grace  and  truth.  John  bare  witness  of  him, 
and  cried,  saying ;  This  was  he  of  whom  I  spake; 
He  that  cometh  after  me  is  preferred  before  me  ;  fyr 
he  was  before  me.  And  of  his  fulness  have  all  we  re* 
ceived,  and  grace  for  grace.  For  the  law  was  given 
by  Moses  ;  but  grace  and  truth  came  by  Jesus  Christ 
No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time ;  the  only  begot- 
ten Son,  which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Father,  he  hath 
declared  him. 
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And  this  is  the  record  of  John^  when  tne  Jews  sent 
priests  and  Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him  ;  Who 
art  thou  ?  And  he  confessed^  and  denied  not ;  but 
confessed  ;  I  am  not  the  Christ.  And  they  asked  him  ; 
What  then  ?  Art  thou  Elias  ?  and  he  saith ;  I  am 
not.  Art  thou  that  prophet  ?  And  he  answered  ;  No. 
Then  said  they  unto  him ;  Who  art  thou  ?  that  we 
may  give  an  answer  to  them  that  sent  us  ;  what  sayest 
thou  of  thyself  1  He  said  ;  I  am  the  voice  of  one 
crying  in  the  wilderness ;  Make  straight  the  way  of 
the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they  which 
were  sent  were  of  the  Pharisees  ;  and  they  asked  him, 
and  said  unto  him ;  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou 
be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that  prophet  ? 
John  answered  them,  saying;  I  baptize  with  wa- 
ter; but  there  standeth  one  among  you,  whom  ye 
know  not ;  he  it  is,  who  coming  after  me,  is  preferred 
before  me;  whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not  worthy  to 
unloose.  These  things  were  done  in  Bathabara  be- 
yond Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.  The  next 
day  John  seeth  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith ; 
Bdiold  the  lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin 
of  the  world.  This  is  he  of  whom  I  said  ;  After  me 
Cometh  a  man  which  is  preferred  before  me  ;  for  he  was 
brfore  me.  And  I  knew  him  not ;  but  that  he  should  be 
made  manifest  to  Israel,  therefore  am  I  come  baptizing 
with  water.  And  John  bare  record,  saying ;  I  saw  the 
Spirit  descending  from  heaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode 
upon  him.  And  I  knew  him  not ;  but  he  that  sent  me  to 
baptize  with  water,  the  same  said  unto  me;  Upon 
whom  thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit  descending,  and  re- 
maining on  him,  the  same  is  he  which  baptizeth  with 
the  Holy  Ghost.  And  I  saw,  and  bare  record  that 
this  is  the  Son  of  God. 

Again  the  next  day  after,  John  stood,  and  two  of 
his  disciples.  And  looking  upon  Jesus  as  he  walked, 
he  sr-ith ;  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God  !  and  the  two  dis- 
ciples heard  him  speak,  and  they  followed  Jesus. 

&  2.  Then  Jesus  turned,  and  saw  them  following., 
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and  saith  unto  them  ;  What  seek  ye  ?  They  said  unto 
him  ;  Rabbi,  (which  is  to  say,  being  interpreted.  Mas- 
ter,) where  dwellest  thou  ?  and  he  saith  unto  them ; 
Come  and  see.  They  came  and  saw  where  he  dwelt, 
and  abode  with  him  that  day :  for  it  was  about  the 
tenth  hour.  One  of  the  two  wtiich  heard  John  speak^ 
and  followed  him,  was  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  bro- 
ther. He  first  findeth  his  own  brother  Simon,  and 
saith  unto  him  ;  We  have  found  the  Messias  (which 
is,  being  interpreted.  The  Christ.)  And  he  brought  him 
to  Jesus.  And  whra  Jesus  beheld  him,  he  said  ;  Thou 
art  Simon  the  son  of  Jona ;  Thou  shalt  be  called  Ce- 
phas, (which  is,  by  interpretation,  a  stone.)  The  day 
following  Jesus  would  go  forth  into  Galilee  ;  and  find- 
eth Philip,  and  saith  unto  him  ;  Follow  me. 

Now  PhiUp  was  of  Bethsaida,  the  city  of  Andrew 
and  Peter.  Phihp  findeth  Nathanael,  and  saith  onto 
him ;  We  have  found  him,  of  whom  Moses  in  the  law, 
and  the  prophets,  did  write^  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the 
son  of  Joseph. 

And  Nathanael  said  unto  him ;  Can  thwe  any  good 
thing  come  out  of  Nazareth  ?  Philip  saith  unto  nun ; 
Come  and  see.  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  coming  to  him, 
and  saith  of  him  ;  Behold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom 
is  no  guile!  Nathanael  saith  unto  him;  Whence 
knowest  thou  me  ?  Jesus  answered  and  saith  unto  him } 
Before  that  Philip  called  thee,  when  thou  wast  under 
the  fig-tree^  I  saw  thee.  Nathanael  answered  and  sail 
unto  him ;  Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son  of  God,  thou  ait 
the  King  of  Israel.  Jesus  answered  and  said  mHa 
him ;  Because  I  said  unto  thee  ;  I  saw  thee  under  the 
fig-tree,  believest  thou  1  thou  shalt  see  greater  thingv 
than  these.  And  he  saith  unto  him  ;  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you ;  Hereafter  ye  shall  see  heaven  open,  mA 
the  angels  of  God  ascending  and  descending  upon  the 
Son  of  man. 

And  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in  Cana  of 
Galilee  ;  and  the  mother  of  Jesus  was  there.  And 
both  Jesus  was  called,  and  his  discioles*  to  the  mar- 
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riage.  And  when  th^  wanted  winey  the  mother  c^ 
Jesus  raith  unto  him  ;  They  have  no  wine.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her ;  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  1  mine 
hour  is  not  yet  come.  His  mothw  saith  unto  the  ser* 
vants;  Whatsoever  he  saith  unto  you,  do  it.  And 
there  were  set  there  six  water-pots  of  stone,  after  the 
manner  of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing  two 
or  three  firkins  apiece.  Jesus  saith  unto  them ;  Fill 
the  water  pots  with  water.  And  they  filled  them  up 
to  the  brim.  And  he  saith  unto  them ;  Draw  out  now, 
and  bear  unto  the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  tho 
water  that  was  made  wine;  (and  knew  not  whmice  it 
was ;  but  the  servants  which  drew  the  water  knew ;) 
the  governor  of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom,  and 
saith  unto  him ;  Every  man  at  the  begginning  doth  set 
forth  good  wine^  and  when  men  have  well  drank,  then 
that  which  is  worse;  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good 
wine  until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus 
in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manOfested  forth  his  glory ; 
and  his  disciples  believed  on  him. 

AAer  this  be  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he  and  his 
mother,  and  his  brethren,  and  his  disciples ;  and  they 
continued  there  not  many  days. 

§  3.  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  at  hand ;  and  Je« 
flus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  found  in  the  temple 
those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and  doves,  and  the 
changers  of  money  sitting.  And  when  he  had  made  a 
scourge  of  small  cords,  be  drove  them  all  out  of  the 
temple,  and  the  sheep  and  the  oxen ;  and  poured  out 
the  changers'  money,  and  overthrew  the  tables ;  and 
•aid  unto  them  that  sold  doves ;  Take  these  things 
h^pce ;  make  not  my  Father's  house  an  house  of  mer- 
chandise. And  his  disciples  remembered  that  it  was 
written ;  The  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up. 

Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him  ;  What 
sign  shewest  thou  unto  us,  seeing  that  thou  doest 
these  things  1  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them ; 
Destroy  this  temple,  and  in  three  days  I  will  raise  it 
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up.  Then  said  the  Jews  ;  Forty  ana  six  years  was 
this  temple  in  building  ;  and  wilt  thou  rear  it  up  in 
three  days  ?  but  he  spake  of  the  temple  of  his  body. 
When  therefore  he  was  risen  from  the  dead,  his  disd- 
ples  remembered  that  he  had  said  this  unto  them  ;  and 
they  believed  the  scripture,  and  the  word  which  Jesus 
had  said. 

Now,  when  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  passover  in 
the  feast-dat^,  many  believed  in  his  name  when  they 
saw  the  miracles  which  he  did.  But  Jesus  did  not 
commit  himself  unto  Ihem,  because  he  knew  all  men  ; 
and  needed  not  that  any  should  testify  of  man  ;  for  he 
knew  what  was  in  man. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees  named  Nicode- 
mus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews  ;  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by 
night,  and  said  unto  him  ;  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thoo 
art  a  teacher  come  from  God ;  for  no  man  can  do  these 
miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  wiUi  him. 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee ;  Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  can- 
not see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto 
him ;  How  can  a  man  be  bom  when  he  is  old  ?  can 
he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and 
be  bom  ?  Jesus  answered ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  un- 
to thee  ;  Except  a  man  be  bom  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That* 
which  is  bom  of  the  flesh,  is  flesh  ;  and  that  which  it 
bom  of  the  Spirit,  is  Spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said 
unto  thee  ;  Ye  must  be  bom  again.  The  wind  blow* 
eth  where  it  listeth  ;  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  there- 
of, but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth.  So  is  every  one  that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit 
Nicodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him ;  How  can 
these  things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him| 
Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these 
things  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee ;  We  speak 
that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen  ^^  and 
ye  receive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  earthh 
things,  and  ye  believe  not ;    how  shall  ye  believe  if  t 
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tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ?  and  no  man  hath  ascend- 
ed up  to  heaven,  bui  he  that  came  down  from  heaven, 
even  the  Son  of  man,  which  is  in  heaven.  And  as 
Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so 
must  the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  up  ;  That  whosoever 
believefh  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal 
life.  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.  For  God 
sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world, 
but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved.  He 
that  believeth  on  him  is  not  condenmed  ;  but  he  that 
believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath 
not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of 
God.  And  this  is  the  condenmation,  that  Ught  is  come 
into  the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than 
light ;  because  their  deeds  were  evil.  For  every  one 
that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh  to  the 
light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved ;  But  he  that 
doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may  be 
made  manifest  that  they  are  wrought  in  God. 

After  these  things,  came  Jesus  and  his  disciples  in- 
to the  land  of  Judea  ;  and  there  he  tarried  with  them, 
and  baptized.  And  John  also  was  baptizing  in  ^non, 
near  to  Salim,  because  there  was  much  water  there ; 
and  they  came  and  were  baptized.  For  John  was  not 
yet  cast  into  prison. 

Then  there  arose  a  question  between  some  of 
John's  disciples  and  the  Jews,  about  purifying.  And 
they  came  unto  John,  and  said  unto  him ;  Rabbi,  he 
that  was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  thou  bar- 
est witness,  behold,  the  same  baptizeth,  and  all  men 
come  to  him.  John  answered  and  said ;  A  man  can 
receive  nothing,  except  it  be  given  him  from  heaven. 
Ye  yourselves  bear  me  witness  that  I  said  ;  I  am  not 
tlie  Christ,  but  that  I  am  sent  before  him.  He  that 
hath  the  bride  is  the  bride^froom  ;  but  the  friend  of 
the  bridegroom,  which  standeth  and  heareth  him,  re- 
joiceth  greatly  because  of  the  bridegroom's  voice. 
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This  my  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled.  He  must  increase, 
but  I  must  decrease.  He  that  cometh  from  above  is 
fibove  all.  He  that  is  of  the  earth  is  earthly,  and 
speaketh  of  the  earth ;  he  that  cometh  from  heaven  is 
above  all.  And  what  he  hath  seen  and  heard  thai  he 
testifieth  ;  and  no  man  receiveth  his  testimony.  He  that 
hath  received  his  testimony,  hath  set  to  his  seal  tlmt 
God  is  true.  For  he  whom  God  hath  sent  speaketh 
the  words  of  God  ;  for  God  giveth  not  the  Spirit  by 
measure  unto  him.  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and 
hath  given  all  things  into  his  hand.  He  that  believedi 
on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life  ;  and  he  that  believedi 
not  the  Son,  shall  not  see  life,  but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  him. 

When  therefore  the  Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisess 
had  heard  that  Jesus  made  and  baptized  more  disci- 

Eles  than  John ;  (Though  Jesus  himself  baptized  not, 
ut  his  disciples  ;)  he  left  Judea,  and  departed  i^am 
into  Galilee.  And  he  must  needs  go  through  Sum- 
ria.  Then  cometh  he  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  which  is 
called  Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Ja* 
cob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph.  Now  Jacob's  well  was 
there.  Jesus  therefore,  being  wearied  with  his  jour* 
ney,  sat  thus  on  the  well.  And  it  was  about  the  sixth 
hour. 

There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her  ;  Give  me  to  drink.  (For  his  dis- 
ciples were  gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy  meat) 
Then  saith  the  woman  of  Samaria  unto  him ;  How  is 
it  that  thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  wbidi 
am  a  woman  of  Samaria  ?  (for  the  Jews  have  no  deal* 
ing  with  the  Samaritans.)  Jesus  answered  and  said 
nnto  her ;  If  thou  knewest  the  gifl  of  God,  and  whs 
it  is  that  saith  to  thee ;  Give  me  to  drink ;  tliot 
Wouldst  have  asked  of  him,  and  he  would  have  gifon 
thee  living  water.  The  woman  saith  unto  him  ;  8ir| 
thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well  is  deep ; 
from  whence  th^i  hast  thou  that  living  wato'f  Art 
thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  gave  as  the 
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well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  children,  and 
his  cattle  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her  ;  Who- 
soever drinketh  of  this  water  shall  thirst  again ;  but 
whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him, 
shall  never  thirst ;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing  up  into  ev- 
erlasting life.  The  woman  saith  unto  him  ;  Sir,  give 
me  this  water,  that  I  thirst  not,  neither  come  hither  to 
draw.  Jesus  saith  unto  her ;  Go,  call  thy  husband, 
and  come  hither.  The  woman  answered  and  said ;  I 
have  no  husband.  Jesus  said  unto  her  ;  Thou  hast 
well  said,  I  have  no  husband.  For  thou  hast  had  five 
husbands  ;  and  he  whom  thou  now  hast  is  not  thy  hus- 
band, in  that  saidst  thou  truly.  The  woman  saith  un- 
to him  ;  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet.  Our 
fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain  ;  and  ye  say,  that 
in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  worship. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her  ;  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour 
cometh^when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet 
at  Jerusalem,  worship  the  Father.  Ye  worship  ye 
know  not  what ;  we  know  what  we  wordiip  ;  for  sal- 
vation is  of  the  Jews.  But  the  hour  cometh,  and  now 
is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall  worship  the  Father 
in  spirit  and  in  truth  ;  for  the  Father  seeketh  such  to 
worship  him.  God  is  a  Spirit ;  and  they  that  worship 
him,  must  worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  The  wo- 
man saith  unto  him ;  I  know  that  Messias  cometh ; 
(which is  called  Christ;)  when  he  is  come,  he  will  tell 
Ma  all  things.  Jesus  saith  unto  her  ;  I  that  speak  un- 
to thee  am  he.  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples, 
and  marvelled  that  he  talked  with  the  woman.  Yet 
SIC  man  said ;  What  seekest  thou  ?  or ;  Why  talkest 
thou  with  her  ?  The  woman  then  left  her  watw-pot, 
and  went  her  way  into  the  city,  and  saith  to  the  men  ; 
Come,  see  a  man  which  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I 
did ;  is  not  this  the  Christ  ?  Then  they  went  out  of 
the  city,  and  came  unto  him.  In  the  meanwhile  his 
disciples  prayed  him,  saying ;  Master,  eat.  But  he 
mitd  unto  them ;    I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not 
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of.  Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another ;  Hath 
any  man  brought  him  aught  to  eat  ?  Jesus  saith  unto 
them  ;  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me^ 
and  to  finish  his  work.  Say  not  ye,  There  are  yet 
four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest.  Behold,  1  say 
unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields, 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest.  And  he  that 
reapeth  receiveth  wages,  and  gathcreth  fruit  unto  life 
eternal ;  that  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that  rei^peth 
may  rejoice  together.  And  herein  is  that  saying  true ; 
One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth.  I  sent  you  to  reap 
that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  labour ;  other  men  la- 
boured, and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labours.  And 
many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  on  him, 
for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified  ;  He  toU 
me  all  that  ever  I  did.  So  when  the  Samaritans  were 
come  unto  him,  they  besought  him  that  he  would  tar- 
ry with  them.  And  he  abode  there  two  days.  «  And 
many  more  believed,  because  of  his  own  word ;  And 
said  unto  the  woman  ;  Now  we  believe  not  because 
of  thy  saying ;  for  we  have  heard  him  ourselves,  and 
know  that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the 
world. 

Now  after  two  days  he  departed  thence,  and  went 
into  Galilee.     For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  a  pro- 

Ehet  hath  no  honour  in  his  own  country.  Then  when 
e  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galileans  received  Mm, 
having  seen  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Jerusalem  at 
the  feast ;  for  they  also  went  unto  the  feast.  So  Je- 
sus came  again  into  Cana  of  Galilee,  where  he  made 
the  water  wine. 

And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son  was 
sick  at  Capernaum.  When  he  heard  that  Jesus  was 
come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee,  he  went  unto  hin, 
and  besought  him  that  he  would  come  down,  and  heal 
his  son  ;  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  said 
Jesus  unto  him  ;  Except  ye  see  signs  and  wcmders,  ye 
will  not  believe.  The  nobleman  saith  unto  him  ;  Str, 
come  down  ere  my  child  die.     Jesus  saith  unto  hinu

Gro  thy  way ;  thy  son  liveth.  And  the  man  believed 
the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him ;  and  he 
went  his  way.  And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his 
servants  met  him,  and  told  him^  saying ;  Thy  son  liv- 
eth. Then  inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he  be- 
gan to  amend.  And  they  said  unto  him  ;  Yesterday 
at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father 
knew  that  it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which  Jesus 
said  unto  him ;  Thv  son  liveth.  And  himself  believ- 
ed, and  his  whole  house.  This  is  again  the  second 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of  Ju- 
dea  into  Galilee. 

§  4.  After  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  and 
Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  Now  there  is  at  Jerusa- 
lem by  the  sheep^market  a  pool,  which  is  called  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five  porches.  In 
these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind, 
halt,  withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water. 
For  an  angel  went  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the 
pool,  and  troubled  the  water ;  whosoever  then  first 
after  the  troubling  of  the  water,  stepped  in,  was  made 
whole  of  whatsoever  disease  he  had.  And  a  certain 
man  was  there,  which  had  an  infirmity  thirty  and  eight 
years.  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  He  had 
been  now  a  long  time  in  that  case^  he  saith  unto  him ; 
Wilt  thou  be  made  whole  ?  The  impotent  man  answer- 
ed him  ;  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the  water  is  trou- 
bled, to  put  me  into  the  pool ;  but,  while  I  am  com-^ 
ing,  another  steppeth  down  before  me.  Jesus  saith 
unto  him  ;  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.  And  im- 
mediately the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took  up  his 
bed,  and  walked.  And  on  the  same  day  was  the  sab- 
bath. The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was 
cured ;  It  is  the  sabbath-day ;  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee 
to  carry  thy  bed.  *  He  answered  them ;  He  that  made 
me  whole,  the  same  said  unto  to  me ;  Take  up  thy 
bed,  and  walk.  Then  asked  they  him ;  What  man  is 
that  which  said  unto  thee;  Take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk  ?    And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was ; 
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for  Jesus  had  conveyed  himself  away^  a  multitude  be- 
ing in  that  place.  Afterwards  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the 
temple,  and  said  unto  him ;  Behold,  thou  art  made 
whole ;  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  thing  come  unto 
thee.  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it 
was  Jesus  which  had  made  him  whole.  And  there- 
fore did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to  slay 
him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath- 
day. 

But  Jesus  answered  them;  My  Fathw  worketh 
hitherto,  and  I  work.  Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the 
more  to  kill  him,  because  he  not  only  had  broken  the 
sabbath,  but  said  also  that  God  was  his  Father, .  mak- 
ing himself  equal  with  God.  Then  answered  Jesus, 
and  said  unto  them  ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you ; 
The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  himself,  but  what  he  seeth 
the  Father  do ;  for  what  things  soever  he  doeth,  these 
also  doeth  the  Son  likewise.  For  the  Father  lovelh 
the  Son,  and  sheweth  him  all  things  that  himself  do- 
eth ;  and  he  will  shew  him  greater  works  than  these, 
that  ye  may  marvel.  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the 
dead  and  quickeneth  them  ;  even*  so  the  Son  quicken* 
cth  whom  he  will.  For  the  Father  judgeth  no  man; 
but  hath  commanded  all  judgment  unto  the  Son ;  that 
all  men  should  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they  honour 
the  Father.  He  that  honoureth  not  the  Son,  honour- 
eth  not  the  Father  which  hath  sent  him.  Verily  veri- 
ly I  say  unto  you  ;  He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  be- 
lieveth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and 
shall  not  come  into  condemnation,  but  is  passed  from 
death  unto  life.  Verily  verily  I  say  unto  you;  The 
hour  is  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead  shall  heir 
the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God  ;  and  they  that  hear  shall 
live.  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself^  so  hath 
he  given  to  the  Son  to  have  life  in  himself.  And  hath 
given  him  authority  to  execute  judgment  also,  lit^ 
cause  he  is  the  Son  of  man.  Marvel  not  at  this ;  for 
the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the 
graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth,  thej 
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that  have  done  good,  unto  the  resurrection  of  life;  and 
they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrection  of 
damnation.  I  can  of  mine  own  self  do  nothing.  As 
I  hear,  I  judge ;  and  my  judgment  is  iust ;  because  I 
seek  not  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  the  Father 
which  hath  sent  me.  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my 
witness  is  not  true.  There  is  another  that  beareth 
witness  of  me ;  and  I  know  that  the  witness  which  he 
witnesseth  of  me  is  true.  Ye  sent  unto  John,  and  he 
bare  witness  unto  the  truth.  But  I  receive  not  testi- 
mony from  man  ;  but  these  things  I  say,  that  ye  might 
be  saved.    He  was  a  burning  and  a  shining  light ;  and 

Je  were  willing  ibr  a  season  to  rejoice  in  his  light, 
(ut  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  John  ;  for  the 
works  which  the  Father  hath  given  me  to  finish,  the 
same  works  that  I  do,  bear  witness  of  me,  that  the 
Father  hath  sent  me ;  and  the  Father  himself,  which 
hath  wnt  me,  hath  borne  witness  of  me.  Ye  have  nei- 
ther heard  his  voice  at  any  time,  nor  semi  his  shape. 
And  ye  have  not  his  word  abiding  in  you,  for  whom 
he  hath  sent,  him  ye  beheve  not.  Search  the  Scrip- 
tures, for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life,  and 
they  are  they  which  testify  of  me;  and  ye  will  not 
come  to  me,  that  ye  might  have  life.  I  receive  not 
honour  from  men.  But  I  know  you,  that  ye  have  not 
the  love  of  God  in  you.  I  am  come  in  my  Father's 
name^  and  ye  receive  me  not ;  if  another  shall  come 
in  his  own  name,  him  ye  wiH  receive.  How  can  ye 
beheve,  which  receive  honour  one  of  another,  and 
seek  not  the  honour  that  cometh  from  God  only  ?  Do 
not  think  that  I  will  accuse  you  to  the  Father  ;  there 
is  one^  that  accuseth  you,  even  Moses,  in  whom  yo 
trust.  For  had  ye  believed  Moses,  ye  would  have  be- 
lieved me ;  for  he  wrote  of  me.  But  if  ye  beheve  not 
his  writings,  how  shall  ye  believe  my  words  ? 

§  5.  After  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the  sea  oi 
Gahlee,  which  is  the  sea  of  Tiberias ;  and  a  great 
multitude  followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  mira- 
cles which  he  did  on  tbrai  that  were  diseased.    And 
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Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with 
his  disciples.  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews, 
was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and 
saw  a  great  company  come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto 
Philip  ;  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these  may 
eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him  ;  for  he  himsetf 
knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip  answered  him  ;  Two 
hundred  penny-worth  of  bread  is  not  suffici^it  for 
them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a  little.  One 
of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith 
unto  him  ;  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley- 
loaves,  and  two  small  fishes;  but  what  are  they  among 
so  many  ?  and  Jesus  said  ;  Make  the  men  sit  down. 
Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men 
sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus 
took  the  loaves,  and,  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  thCTi 
that  were  set  down ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as 
much  as  they  would.  When  they  were  filled,  he  said 
unto  his  disciples  ;  Gather  up  the  fragments  that  re- 
main, that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  frag- 
ments of  the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 

Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle 
that  Jesus  did,  said  ;  This  is  of  a  truth  that  prophet 
that  should  come  into  the  world.  When  Jesus  th«*e- 
fore  perceived  that  they  5^ouId  come  and  take  him  by 
force,  to  make  him  a  king,  he  departed  again  into  a 
mountain  himself  alone.  And  when  even  was  now 
come,  his  disciples  went  down  unto  the  sea,  and  enter- 
ed into  a  ship,  and  went  over  the  sea  towards  Cap^- 
naum.  And  it  was  now  dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come 
to  them ;  and  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great  vnnd 
that  blew.  So  when  they  had  rowed  about  five  and 
twenty  or  thirty  furlongs,  they  see  Jesus  walking  oo 
the  sea,  and  drawing  nigh  unto  the  ship ;  and  they 
were  afraid.  But  he  saith  unto  them ;  It  is  I,  be  not 
afraid.  Then  they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship ;

and  immediately  the  ship  was  at  the  land  whither  they 
went. 

The  day  following,  whoi  the  people  which  stood  on 
the  other  side  of  the  sea  saw  that  there  was  none  other 
boat  there,  save  that  one  whereinto  his  disciples  were 
entered,  and  that  Jesus  went  not  with  his  disciples  into 
the  boat,  but  that  his  disciples  were  gone  away  al<me ; 
(Howbeit  there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias,  nigh 
unto  the  place  where  they  did  eat  bread,  after  that  the 
Lord  had  given  thanks;)  when  the  people  therefore 
saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  neither  his  disciples, 
they  also  took  shipping,  and  came  to  Capernaum,  seek- 
ing for  Jesus.  And  when  they  had  found  him  <m  the 
other  side  of  the  sea,  they  said  unto  him;  Rabbi, 
when  camest  thou  hither  ?  Jesus  answered  them  and 
said ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you  ;  Ye  seek  me, 
not  because  ye  saw  the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did 
eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled.  Labour  not  for  the 
meat  which  perisheth,  but  for  that  meat  which  endur- 
eth  unto  everlasting  Ufe,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall 
give  unto  you ;  for  him  hath  God  the  Father  sealed. 
Then  said  they  unto  him  ;  What  shall  we  do,  that  we 
might  work  the  works  of  God  ?  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them ;  This  is  the  work  of  God,  that  ye  be- 
lieve on  him  whom  he  hath  sent.  They  said  thw^ore 
mito  him  ;  What  sign  shewest  thou  then,  that  we  may 
see,  and  believe  thee  ?  what  dost  thou  work  ?  our  fa- 
thers did  eat  manna  in  the  desert,  as  it  is  written;  He 
gave  them  bread  from  heaven  to  eat.  Then  Jesus  said 
unto  them;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Moses  gave 
you  not  that  bread  from  heaven  ;  but  my  Father  giv- 
eth  you  the  true  bread  from  heaven.  For  the  bread  of 
God  is  he  which  cometh  down  from  heav^  and  giveth 
life  unto  the  world.  Then  said  they  unto  him  ;  Lord^ 
evermore  give  us  this  bread.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
them  ;  I  am  the  bread  of  life  ;  he  that  cometh  to  me^ 
shall  never  hunger ;  and  he  that  believeth  on  me  diall 
never  thirst.  But  I  said  unto  you,  that  ye  also  have 
seen  me,  and  believe  not.     All  that  the  Father  giveth 
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me  shall  come  to  me ;  and  him  that  cometh  to  me  I 
will  in  no  wise  cast  out ;  for  I  came  down  from  hea- 
ven^  not  to  do  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that 
sent  me.  And  this  is  the  Father's  will  which  hath 
sent  me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath  given  me  I  should 
lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again  at  the  last 
day.  And  this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that 
every  one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him, 
may  have  everlasting  life ;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at 
the  last  day.  The  Jews  then  murmured  at  him^  be- 
cause he  said  ;  I  am  the  bread  which  came  down  from 
heaven ;  and  they  said  ;  Is  not  this  Jesus,  the  Son  of 
Joseph,  whose  Father  and  mother  we  know  ?  how  is 
it  then  that  he  sfuth  ;  I  came  down  from  heaven  ?  Je- 
sus therefore  answered  and  said  unto  them ;  Murmur 
not  among  yourselves.  No  man  can  come  to  me,  ex- 
cept the  Father  which  hath  sent  me  draw  him  ;  and 
I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day.  It  is  written  in 
the  prophets ;  And  they  shall  be  all  taught  of  God. 
Every  man  therefore  that  hath  heard,  and  hath  team- 
ed of  the  Father,  cometh  unto  me.  Not  that  any  man 
hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he  which  is  of  God,  he 
hath  seen  the  Father.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you ; 
He  that  believeth  on  me  hath  everlasting  life.  I  am  that 
bread  of  life.  Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wil- 
derness, and  are  dead  ;  this  is  the  bread  which  com- 
eth down  from  heaven,  that  a  man  may  eat  thereof 
and  not  die.  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came  dowa 
firom  heaven ;  if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  diaQ 
Uve  forever.  And  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  fleshi 
which  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world.  The  Jews 
therefore  strove  among  themselves,  saying ;  How  caa 
this  man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat  ?  then  Jesus  said  unto 
them ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you ;  Except  ye  eA 
the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  drink  his  blood,  je 
have  no  life  in  you.  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drink* 
•th  my  blood,  hath  eternal  life ;  and  I  will  raise  hifli 
up  at  the  last  day.  For  my  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and 
my  blood  is  drink  indeed.    He  that  eateth  my  flarik 
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and  drinkeCh  my  blood,  dwelleth  in  me,  and  I  in  him. 
As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the 
Father :  So  he  that  eat^  me^  even  he  shall  live  by 
me.  This  is  that  bread  which  came  down  from  hea- 
ven ;  not  as  your  fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  are  dead  ; 
He  that  eateth  of  this  bread  shall  live  for  ever.  These 
things  said  he  in  the  synagogue,  as  he  taught  in  Ca- 
pemaom.  < 

Many  therefore  of  his  disciples,  when  they  had 
heard  thia^  said ;  This  is  an  hard  saying ;  who  can 
hear  it  1  when  Jesus  knew  in  himself  that  his  disci- 
ples murmured  at  it,  he  said  unto  them ;  Doth  this 
offend  you  ?  What  and  if  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man 
ascend  up  where  he  was  before  ?  It  is  the  Spirit  that 
quickeneth,  the  flesh  profiteth  nothing ;  the  words  that 
I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit  and  they  are  life.  But 
there  are  some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus 
knew  from  the  beginning  who  they  were  that  believed 
not,  and  who  should  betray  him.  And  he  said ;  There- 
fore said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man  can  come  unto  me, 
except  it  wwe  given  unto  him  of  my  Father.  From 
that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went  back,  and  walk- 
ed no  more  with  him. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  the  twelve ;  Will  ye  also  go 
a(way?  then  Simon  Peter  answered  him;  Lord,  to 
whom  dmll  we  go  ?  thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal 
life ;  And  we  believe,  and  are  sure  that  thou  art  that 
Chnst,  the  Scm  of  the  living  God.  Jesus  answered 
them :  Have  not  I  chosen  you  twelve,  and  one  of  you 
is  a  aevil  1  he  spake  of  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son  of 
Simon ;  for  he  it  was  that  should  betray  him,  being 
one  of  the  twelve. 

After  these  things  Jesus  walked  in  Galilee ;  for  he 
would  not  walk  in  Jewry,  because  the  Jews  sought  to 
kill  ban* 

§  6.  Now  the  Jews'  feast  of  tabernacles  was  at 
iiand.  Hk  brethren  therefore  said  unto  him ;  Deptft 
hence,  and  go  into  Judea,  that  thy  disciples  also  nucf 
MO  the  wons  that  thou  doest.    For  there  Is  no  mm 
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tliat  doeth  any  thing  in  secret,  and  he  himself  seeketh 
to  be  known  openly.  If  thou  do  these  things,  shew 
thyself  to  the  world.  For  neither  did  his  brethren  be- 
lieve in  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them  ;  My  time 
is  not  yet  come ;  but  your  time  is  alway  ready.  The 
world  cannot  hate  you ;  but  me  it  hateth,  because  I 
testify  of  it,  that  the  works  thereof  are  evil.  Go  yc 
up  unto  this  feast ;  I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feast,  for 
my  time  is  not  yet  full  come.  When  he  had  said  tiiese 
words  unto  them,  he  abode  still  in  Galilee.  But  when 
his  brethren  were  gone  up,  then  went  he  also  up  unto 
the  feast,  not  openly,  but  as  it  were  in  secret.  • 

Then  the  Jews  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and  said ; 
Where  is  he  ?  and  there  was  much  murmuring  among 
the  people  concerning  him.  For  some  said ;  He  is  t 
good  man ;  others  said ;  Nay  ;  but  he  deceiveth  the 
people.  Howbeit  no  man  spake  openly  of  him,  for 
fear  of  the  Jews.  Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast, 
Jesus  went  up  into  the  temple,  and  taught.  And  the 
Jews  marvelled,  saying  ;  How  knoweth  tliis  man  let- 
ters, having  never  learned  ?  Jesus  answered  them,  and 
said ;  My  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but  his  that  sent  me; 
If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know  of  the  doc- 
trine, whether  it  be  of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of 
myself.  He  that  speaketh  of  himself  seeketh  his  own 
glory  ;  but  he  that  seeketh  his  glory  that  sent  him,  the 
same  is  true,  and  no  unrighteousness  is  in  him.  Did 
not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  yo« 
keepeth  the  law  ?  Why  go  ye  about  to  kill  me  ?  the 
people  answered  and  said ;  Thou  hast  a  devil  ;  who 
goeth  about  to  kill  thee  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  un- 
to them ;  I  have  done  one  work,  and  ye  all  marvel 
Moses  therefore,  gave  unto  you  circumcision  ;  (not 
because  it  is  of  Moses,  but  of  the  fathers  ;)  and  ye  on 
the  sabbath-day  circumcise  a  man.  If  a  man  on  the 
sabbath-day  receive  circumcision,  that  the  law  of 
Moses  should  not  be  broken ;  are  ye  angry  at  me,  be- 
cause I  have  made  a  man  every  whit  whole  on  the 
sabbath-day  ?  Judge  not  according  to  the  appearance^

but  judge  righteous  judgment.  Then  said  some  of 
them  of  Jerusalem  ;  Is  not  this  he  whom  they  seek  to 
kill  ?  but  lo,  he  speaketh  boldly,  and  they  say  nothing 
unto  him  ;  do  the  rulers  know  indeed,  that  this  is  the 
very  Christ  ?  howbeit  we  know  this  man  whence  he 
18  ;  but  when  Christ  cometh,  no  man  knoweth  whence 
he  is.  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the  temple,  as  he  taught^ 
saying ;  Ye  both  know  me,  and  ye  know  whence  I 
am;  and  I  am  not  come  of  myself,  but  he  that  sent 
me  is  true,  whom  ye  know  not.  But  I  know  him,  for  I 
am  from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me.  Then  they  sought 
to  take  him;  but  no  man  laid  hands  on  him,  because 
his  hour  was  not  yet  come.  And  many  of  the  people 
believed  on  him,  and  said  ;  When  Christ  comcth,  will 
he  do  more  mira(;les  than  these  which  this  man  hath 
done  ? 

The  Pharisees  heard  that  the  people  murmured  such 
things  concerning  him ;  and  the  Pharisees  and  the 
chief  priests  sent  officers  to  take  him.  Then  said  Je- 
sus unto  them  ;  Yet  a  little  while  am  I  with  you,  and 
then  I  go  unto  him  that  sent  me.  Ye  shall  seek  me, 
and  shall  not  find  me ;  and  where  I  am,  thither  ye  can- 
not come.  Then  said  the  Jews  among  themselves; 
Whither  will  he  go,  that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  will 
he  go  unto  the  dispersed  among  the  Gentiles,  and 
teach  the  Gentiles  ?  what  manner  of  saying  is  this  that 
he  said ;  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me ;  and 
where  I  am,  thither  ye  cannot  come  ?  in  the  last  day, 
that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and  cried,  say- 
ing ;  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me,  and 
drmk.  He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the  scripture  hath 
said,  out  of  his  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water. 
But  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that  be- 
lieve on  him  should  receive  ;  for  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
not  yet  given  ;  because  that  Jesus  was  not  yet  glori- 
fied. Many  of  the  people,  therefore,  when  they  beard 
this  saying,  said ;  Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet. 
Odiers  said;  This  is  the  Christ.  But  some  said; 
Shall  Christ  come  out  of  GaUlee  ?  hath  not  the  scrip- 
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tore  said ;  That  Christ  cometh  of  the  seed  of  David, 
and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where  David  was  ? 
so  there  was  a  division  among  the  people  because  of 
him.  And  some  of  them  would  have  taken  him  ;  bat 
no  man  laid  hands  on  him. 

Then  came  the  officers  to  the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees  ;  and  they  said  unto  them ;  Why  have  ye 
not  brought  him  ?  the  officers  answered ;  If  ever  man 
spake  like  this  man.  Th^i  answered  them  the  Phari- 
sees ;  Are  ye  also  deceived  ?  have  any  of  the  mleis, 
or  of  the  Pharisees  believed  on  him  ?  but  this  peqrfe 
who  knoweth  not  the  law  are  cursed.  Nicodemus  suth 
unto  them ;  (he  that  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  bdng 
one  of  them  ;)  doth  our  law  judge  any  man  b<^ore  it 
hear  him,  and  know  what  he  doeth  ?  they  answered, 
and  said  unto  him ;  Art  thou  also  of  Galilee  ?  Sear^ 
and  look,  for  out  of  Galilee  ariseth  no  prophet.  And 
every  man  went  unto  his  own  house. 

Jesus  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives.  And  eariv 
in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the  temple,  aikl  aU 
the  people  came  unto  him;  and  he  sat  down,  and 
taught  them.  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  brought 
unto  him  a  woman  taken  in  adultery,  and  when  thejr 
had  set  her  in  the  midst,  they  say  unto  him  ;  Master^ 
this  woman  was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the  very  act 
Now  Moses  in  the  law  commanded  us,  that  such 
should  be  stoned ;  but  what  sayest  thou  ?  This  thef 
said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might  have  to  accuse 
him.  But  Jesus  stooped  down,  and  with  his  fingtf 
wrote  on  the  ground,  as  though  he  heard  them  ntL 
So,  wh^i  they  continued  asking  him,  he  lifted  up  hiah 
self,  and  said  unto  them  ;  He  that  is  without  sin  aoMMig 
you,  let  him  first  cast  a  stone  at  her.  And  again  iii 
stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground.  Aad  dNf 
which  heard  t#,  being  convicted  by  their  oum  con- 
sci^ice,  went  out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest, 
even  unto  the  last.  And  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the 
woman  standing  in  the  midst.  When  Jesus  had  lifted 
up  himself*  and  saw  none  but  the  woman,  he  said 
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to  her;  Woman^  where  are  those  thine  accusera? 
hath  no  man  condemned  thee  ?  She  said ;  no  man^ 
Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her;  Neithw  do  I  coih 
demn  thee;  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

Th«i  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying ;  I  am 
the  light  of  the  world ;  he  that  foUoweth  me  shidl  not 
walk  m  darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life.  The 
Pharisees  thwefore  said  unto  him ;  Thou  bearest  re- 
cord of  thyself;  thy  record  is  not  true.  Jesus  answer* 
ed  and  said  unto  them ;  Though  I  bear  record  of  my* 
•eU^  yet  my  record  is  true ;  for  I  know  whence  I  came, 
and  whither  I  go  ;  but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  I  come^ 
and  whither  I  go.  Ye  judge  ailer  the  flesh,  I  judge 
no  man.  And  yet  if  I  judge,  my  judgm^it  is  true ; 
for  I  am  not  al<me,  but  I  and  the  Father  that  sent  me. 
It  is  also  written  in  your  law  ;  that  the  testimony  <^ 
two  men  is  true.  I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  my- 
self, and  the  Father  that  sent  me  beareth  witness  of 
me.  Then  said  they  unto  him ;  Where  is  thy  Father  1 
Jesus  answered;  Ye  neither  know  me,  nor  my  Fa* 
ther ;  if  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my 
Fatli^  also.  These  words  spake  Jesus  in  the  treasu- 
ry, as  he  taught  in  the  temple ;  and  no  man  laid  hands 
on  him,  for  luis  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

Th^i  said  Jesus  again  unto  them,  I  go  my  way,  and 
ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sins ;  whither 
I  8^  7®  cannot  come.  Then  said  the  Jews  ;  Will  he 
kill  himself  ?  because  he  saith ;  Whither  I  go,  ye  can- 
not come.  And  he  said  unto  th^m ;  Ye  are  from  be- 
neath, I  am  from  above;  ye  are  of  this  world,  I 
am  not  oi  this  w<Hrld.  I  said  therefore  unto  you,  that 
ye  shall  die  in  your  sins ;  for  if  ye  believe  not  that  I 
am  ^  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins.  Then  said  they  unto 
hiBi ;  Wlio  art  thou  1  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them ; 
Even  the  same  that  I  said  unto  you  from  the  beginning. 
I  haMe  many  things  to  say  and  to  judge  of  you  ;  but 
lie  that  sent  me  is  true ;  and  I  speak  to  the  world  those 
things  vrtiich  I  have  heard  of  him.  They  understood 
MH  tkt/L  he  qmke  to  them  of  the  Father. 
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Then  said  Jesus  unto  them ;  When  ye  have  lifted  up 
the  Son  of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  ^  ;  and 
that  I  do  nothing  of  myself,  but  as  my  Father  hath 
taught  me,  I  speak  these  things ;  and  he  that  sent  me 
is  with  me.  The  Father  hath  not  left  me  alone,  for  I 
do  always  those  things  that  please  him.  As  he  spake 
these  words,  many  believed  on  him.  Then  said  Jesus 
to  those  Jews  which  believed  on  him ;  If  ye  continue 
in  my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed  ;  and  ye 
shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free. 

They  answered  him ;  We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and 
were  never  in  bondage  to  any  man ;  how  sayest  thou ; 
Ye  shall  be  made  free  ?  Jesus  answered  them  ;  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you  ;  Whosoever  committeth  sin  is 
the  servant  of  sin.  And  the  servant  abideth  not  in  the 
house  for  ever ;  but  the  Son  abideth  ever.  If  the  Son, 
therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed. 
I  know  that  ye  are  Abraham's  seed  ;  but  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you.  I 
speak  that  which  I  have  seen  with  my  Father  ;  and  ye 
do  that  which  ye  have  seen  with  your  father.  Thejr 
answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  Abraham  is  our  father. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them;  If  ye  were  Abraham's  diil- 
dren,  ye  would  do  the  works  of  Abraham.  But  now 
ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you  the  truth, 
which  I  have  heard  of  God  ;  this  did  not  Abraham.  Ye 
do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then  said  they  to  him ; 
We  be  not  bom  of  fornication  ;  we  have  one  Father, 
even  God.  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  If  God  were  your 
Father,  ye  would  love  me ;  for  I  proceeded  forth  and 
came  from  God;  neither  came  I  of  myself,  but  be 
sent  me.  Why  do  ye  not  understand  my  speech  ?  evm 
because  ye  cannot  hear  my  word.  Ye  are  of  your  fa- 
ther the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  da 
He  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and  abode  not 
in  the  truth ;  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  Whoi 
he  speaketh  a  lie,  he  speaketh  of  his  own  ;  for  he  is  a 
liar,  and  the  father  of  it.  And  because  I  tell  you  the 
truth,  ye  believe  me  not.    Which  of  you  convinoetk 
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me  of  sin  ?  And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not  be- 
lieve me  ?  He  that  is  of  God,  heareth  God's  words  ; 
ye  ther^re  hear  them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 
Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him ;  Say  we 
not  well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  ? 
Jesus  answered ;  I  have  not  a  devil,  but  I  honour  my 
Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  me.  And  I  seek  not 
mine  own  glory ;  there  is  one  that  seeketh  and  judgeth. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you;  If  a  man  keep  my  say- 
ing, he  shall  never  see  death.  Then  said  the  Jews  un- 
to him ;  Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil.  Abra- 
ham is  dead,  and  the  prophets,  and  thou  say  est ;  If  a 
man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 
Art  thou  greater  than  our  Father  Abraham,  which  is 
dead  ?  and  tlie  prophets  are  dead  ;  whom  makest  thou 
thyself  1  Jesus  answered ;  If  I  honour  myself^  my 
honour  is  nothing;  it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth 
me,  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God ;  yet  ye  have 
not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him ;  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  Uke  ainto  you  ; 
but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  saying.  Your  father 
Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day ;  and  he  saw  tf,  and 
was  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him  ;  Thou  art 
not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ? 
Jesus  said  unto  them  ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you  ; 
B^ore  Abraham  was,  I  am.  Then  took  they  up 
stones  to  cast  at  him  ;  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went 
out  of  the  temple,  going  through  the  midst  of  them ; 
and  so  passed  by. 

And  as  Jesus  passed  by,  he  saw  a  man  which  was 
blind  from  his  birth.  And  his  disciples  asked  him, 
saying  ;  Master,  who  did  sin,  this  man,  or  his  parents, 
that  he  was  bom  blind  ?  Jesus  answered ;  Neither 
hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his  parents ;  but  that  the 
works  of  God  should  be  made  manifest  in  him.  I 
must  work  the  works  of  him  that  sent  ine,  while  it  is 
day  ;  the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work.  As 
long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world. 
When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  spat  on  the  groimd,  and 
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made  clay  of  the  spittle,  and  he  anointed  the  eyes  of 
the  blind  man  with  the  clay,  and  said  mito  him  ;  Cro^ 
wash  in  the  pool  of  Silpam ;  (which  is  by  interpreta- 
tion, Sent.)  He  went  his  way  therefore,  and  washed, 
and  came  seeing.  The  neighbours  therefore,  and  thejr 
which  before  hiul  seen  him  that  he  was  blind,  said  ;  b 
not  this  he  that  sat  and  begged  1  Some  said  ;  This  is 
he  ;  others  said  ,*  He  is  like  him,  but  he  said  ;  I  am 
he.  Therefore  said  they  unto  him  ;  How  were  thine 
eyes  opcfned  ?  He  answered  and  said  ;  A  man  that  is 
called  Jesus  made  clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and 
said  unto  me;  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam,  and  wash. 
And  I  went  and  washed,  and  I  received  sight.  Then 
said  they  unto  him  ;  Where  is  he  ?  He  said ;  I  know 
not. 

They  brought  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime 
T^SB  blind.  And  it  was  the  sabbath-day  when  Jesus 
made  the  clay,  and  opened  his  eyes.  Then  again  the 
Pharisees  also  asked  him  how  he  had  received  his  sight 
He  said  unto  them ;  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and 
I  washed,  and  do  see.  Therefore  said  some  c^  the 
Pharisees ;  This  man  is  not  of  God,  because  he  keq>* 
eth  not  the  sabbath-day.  Others  said ;  How  can  a 
man  that  is  a  sinner  do  such  miracles?  And  there  wu 
a  division  among  them.  They  say  unto  the  blind  man 
again  ;  What  sayest  thou  of  him,  that  he  hath  opened 
time  eyes?  He  said ;  He  is  a  prophet.  But  the  Jews 
did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that  he  had  been  blind 
and  recieved  his  sight,  until  they  called  the  parents  of 
him  that  had  received  his  sight.  And  they  asked  thui) 
saying ;  Is  this  your  son,  who  ye  say  was  bom  blimlf 
how  then  doth  he  now  see?  His  parents  answered  theol 
and  said ;  We  know  that  this  is  our  son,  and  that  he 
was  bom  blind  ;  But  by  what  means  he  now  seeth^ 
we  know  not ;  or  who  hath  opened  his  eyes,  we  know 
not ;  he  is  of  age,  ask  him ;  lie  shall  speak  for  hhnsdf. 
These  words  spake  his  parents,  because  they  feared 
the  Jews.  For  the  Jews  had  ag«*eed  already,  that  if 
any  man  did  confess  that  he  was  Clurist,  he  snoaAdi  bt 
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put  out  of  the  synagogue.  Therefore  said  his  pa- 
rents :  He  is  of  age^  ask  him.  Then  again  called 
they  the  man  that  was  blind,  and  said  unto  him  ;  Give 
God  the  praise ;  we  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner. 
He  answered  and  said ;  Whether  he  be  a  sinner  or  noj 
I  know  not ;  one  thing  I  know,  that,  whereas  I  was 
blind,  now  I  see.  Then  said  they  to  him  again  ;  What 
did  he  to  thee?  how  opened  he  thine  eyes?  He  an- 
swered them  :  I  have  told  you  already,  and  ye  did  not 
hear;  wherefore  would  ye  hear  it  again?  will  ye  also 
be  his  disciples?  Then  they  reviled  him  and  said; 
Thou  art  his  disciple ;  but  we  are  Moses'  dbciples. 
We  know  that  God  spake  unto  Moses  ;  as  for  tins  f el- 
low^  we  know  not  from  whence  he  is.  The  man  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them ;  Why,  herein  is  a  marvel- 
lous thing,  that  ye  know  not  from  whence  he  is,  yet  he 
hath  opened  mine  eyes.  Now  we  know  that  God  heareth 
not  sinners ;  but  if  any  man  be  a  worshipper  of  God, 
and  doeth  his  will,  him  he  heareth.  Since  the  world 
began  was  it  not  heard  that  any  man  opened  the  eyes 
of  one  that  was  bom  blind.  If  this  man  were  not  of 
God,  he  could  do  nothing.  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him  ;  Thou  wast  altogether  bom  in  sins,  and  dost 
thou  teach  us  ?  And  they  cast  him  out.  Jesus  heard 
that  they  had  cast  him  out ;  and  when  he  had  found 
him,  he  said  unto  him  ;  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son 
of  God  ?  He  answered  and  said  ;  Who  is  he,  Lord^ 
that  I  might  believe  on  him  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him ;  Thou  hast  both  seen  him,  and  it  is  he  that  talk- 
^  with  thee.  And  he  said  ;  Lord,  I  believe ;  and 
he  worshipped  him.  And  Jesus  said  ;  For  judgment 
I  am  come  into  this  world,  that  they  which  see  not, 
might  see,  and  that  they  which  see,  might  be  made 
blind.  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  which  were  with 
him  heard  these  words,  and  said  unto  him ;  Are  we 
blind  also  ?  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  If  ye  were  blind, 
ye  should  have  no  sin ;  but  now  ye  say ;  We  see ; 
therefore  your  sin  remaineth. 

§  7.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you ;  He  that  enter- 
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eth  not  by  the  door  into  the  sheep-fold^  but  climbeth 
up  some  other  way ;  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 
But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of 
the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth  ;  and  the  she^ 
hear  his  voice ;  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name^ 
and  leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his 
own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them  ;  and  the  sheep  fol- 
low him,  for  they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will 
they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ;  for  they  know 
not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus 
unto  them  ;  but  they  understood  not  what  things  they 
were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus  un- 
to them  again ;  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  am 
the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me 
are  thieves  and  robbers ;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear 
them.  I  am  the  door  ;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pas- 
ture*  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal  and  to 
kill  and  to  destroy ;  I  am  come  that  thoy  might  have 
life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.  I 
am  the  good  shepherd ;  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his 
life  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not 
the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the 
wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth  ;  and 
the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The 
hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is  an  hireling,  and  caredi 
not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the  good  shepherd  ;  and  know 
my  sheep^  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father  ;  and  I  lay 
down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have^ 
which  are  not  of  this  fold ;  them  also  I  must  bring; 
and  they  shall  hear  my  voice,  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold,  and  one  shepherd.  Therefore  doth  my  Father 
love  me,  because  I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  might  take 
it  again.  No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  dowa 
of  myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have 
power  to  take  it  again.  This  commandlm^it  have  I 
received  of  my  Father. 

There  was  a  division  therefore  again  amooc  the 
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Jews  for  these  sayings.  And  many  of  thrai  said  ;  He 
hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad ;  why  hear  ye  him  ?  Others 
said ;  These  are  not  the  words  of  him  that  hath  a 
deiril ;  can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind  ?  And  it 
was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedication,  and  it 
was  winter ;  and  Jesus  walked  in  the  temple,  in  Solo- 
mon's porch. 

Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  him,  and  said 
unto  him ;  How  long  dost  thou  make  us  to  doubt  ?  If 
thou  be  the  Christ,  tell  us  plainly.  Jesus  answered 
them ;  I  told  you,  and  ye  believed  not.  The  works 
that  I  do  in  my  Father's  name,  they  bear  witness  of 
me.  But  ye  believe  not ;  because  ye  are  not  of  my 
sheep.  As  I  said  unto  you,  my  sheep  hear  my  voice, 
and  I  know  them ;  and  they  follow  me,  and  I  give 
unto  them  eternal  life ;  and  they  shall  never  perish, 
neither  shall  any  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand.  My 
Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all  { 
and  none  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's 
hand.  I  and  my  Father  are  one.  Then  the  Jews  took 
up  stones  again  to  stone  him.  Jesus  answered  them ; 
Many  good  works  have  I  shewed  you  from  my  Fa- 
ther ;  for  which  of  those  works  do  ye  stone  me  ?  The 
Jews  answered  him,  saying;  For  a  good  work 
we  stone  thee  not,  but  for  blasphemy,  and  because 
that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest  thyself  God.  Jesus 
answered  them ;  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law  ;  I  said, 
Ye  are  gods?  If  he  called  them  gods,  unto  whom 
the  word  of  God  came,  and  the  scripture  cannot  be 
broken ;  Say  ye  of  him,  whom  the  Father  hath  sancti- 
fied, and  sent  into  the  world  ;  Thou  blasphemest ;  be- 
cause I  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God  ?  If  I  do  not  the 
works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not.  But  if  I  do^ 
though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  works ;  that  ye 
may  know,  and  beUeve,  that  the  Father  i9  in  me,  and 
I  in  him. 

§  8.  Therefore  they  sought  again  to  take  him ;  bat 
he  escaped  out  of  their  hand,  and  went  away  again 
beycmd  Jordan,  into  the  place  where  John  at  first  bap- 
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tized ;  and  there  he  abode.  And  many  resorted  unto 
him^  and  said ;  John  did  no  miracle ;  but  all  things 
that  John  spake  of  this  man^  were  true.  And  many 
believed  on  him  there. 

Now  a  certain  man  was  sick^  named  Lazarus,  of 
Bethany,  the  town  of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha. 
(It  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  oint- 
ment, and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair ;  whose  brother 
Lazarus  was  sick.)  Therefore  his  sisters  s^it  unto 
him,  saying ;  Lord,  behold,  he  whom  thou  lovest  is 
sick.  When  Jesus  heard  that^  he  said ;  This  sickness 
is  not  unto  death,  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the 
Son  of  God  might  be  glorified  thereby.  Now  Jesus 
loved  Martha  and  her  sister  and  Lazarus.  When  he 
had  heard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  he  abode  two 
days  still  in  the  same  place  where  he  was.  Then  af- 
ter that  saith  he  to  his  disciples ;  Let  us  go  into  Ju- 
dea  again.  His  disciples  say  unto  him ;  Mastw,  the 
Jews  of  late  sought  to  stone  thee,  and  goest  thou 
thither  again  ?  Jesus  answered  ;  are  there  not  twelve 
hours  in  the  day  1  If  any  man  walk  in  the  day,  he 
stumbleth  not,  because  he  seeth  the  light  of  this  world ; 
but  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  stumbleth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  him.  These  things  said  he ;  and 
after  that  he  saith  unto  them;  Our  friend  Lazarus 
sleepeth ;  but  I  go,  that  I  may  awake  him  out  of 
sleep.  Then  said  his  disciples ;  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he 
shall  do  well.  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death ; 
but  they  thought  that  he  had  spoken  of  taking  of 
in  sleep.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  plainly  ;  L 
rus  is  dead ;  and  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  was 
not  there,  to  the  intent  ye  may  believe  ;  nevertheleM^ 
let  us  go  unto  him.  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  call- 
ed Didymus,  unto  his  fellow-disciples ;  Let  us  also  go^ 
that  we  may  die  with  him.  Then  when  Jesus  came^ 
he  found  that  he  had  lain  in  the  grave  four  days  al- 
ready. Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalenci^  about 
fifteen  furlongs  ofi*;  and  many  of  the  Jews  came  to 
Martha  and  Mary,  to  comfort  them  conc^minir  their 
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brother.  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as  she  heard  that  Je- 
sus was  commg,  went  and  met  him  ;  but  Mary  sat  stM 
in  the  house.  Then  said  Martha  unto  Jesus ;  Lord, 
if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died.  But 
I  know,  that  even  now,  whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of 
God,  God  will  give  it  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  her ; 
Thy  brother  shall  rise  a^ain.  Martha  saith  unto  him ; 
I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at 
the  last  day.  Jesus  said  unto  her ;  I  am  the  resurrec- 
tion and  the  life;  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die.  Believest  thou  this  ? 
She  saith  unto  him  ;  Yea,  Lord  ;  I  believe  that  thou 
art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  which  should  come 
into  the  world.  And  when  she  had  so  said,  she  went 
her  way,  and  called  Mary  her  sister  secretly,  saying  ; 
The  Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee.  As  soon  as 
she  heard  thaty  she  arose  quickly,  and  came  unto  him. 
(Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  town  ;  but  was 
in  that  place  where  Martha  met  him.)  The  Jews  then 
which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and  comforted  her, 
when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  ud  hastily  and  went 
out,  followed  her,  saying  ;  Sh<e  goeth  unto  the  grave, 
to  weep  there.  Then  when  Mury  was  come  where  Je- 
sus was,  and  saw  him,  she  fell  do^^n  at  his  feet,  saying 
unto  him ;  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother 
had  not  died.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping, 
and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came  with  her,  he 
sproaned  in  the  spirit,  and  was  troubled,  and  said  j 
Where  have  ye  laid  him?  They  said  unto  him ;  Lord, 
come  and  see.  Jesus  wept.  Then  said  the  Jews ; 
Behold  how  he  loved  him !  and  some  of  them  said  ; 
Could  not  this  man,  which  op^fied  the  eyes  of  the  blindL 
have  caused  that  even  this  man  should  not  have  died? 
Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  himself  cometh  to  the 
grave.  It  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it.  Jesus 
said;  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Marttia,  the  sistw 
of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him :  Lord^by  this 
time  he  stinks :  for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days. 
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Jesus  saith  unto  her ;  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  wouldest  believe,  thou  shouldest  see  the  slory  of 
God  ?  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  from  mejpicLce 
where  the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  hi$ 
eyes,  and  said ;  Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou  hast 
heard  me.  And  I  knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always  j 
but  because  of  the  people  which  stand  by  I  said  ity 
that  they  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And 
when  he  thus  had  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice ; 
Lazarus,  come  forth.  And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth, 
bound  hand  and  foot  with  grave-clothes ;  and  his  face 
was  bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  saith  unto  them ; 
loose  him,  and  let  him  go.  Then  many  of  the  Jews  viiiicfa 
came  to  Mary,  and  had  seen  the  things  which  Jesus  did, 
beUeved  on  him.  But  some  of  them  went  their  ways 
to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them  what  thing  Jesus  had 
done.  Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees 
a  council,  and  said  ;  What  do  we  ?  for  this  man  doeth 
many  miracles.  If  we  let  him  thus  alone,  all  men 
will  believe  on  him  ;  and  the  Romans  shall  come  and 
take  away  both  our  place  and  nation.  And  one  of 
them,  named  Caiaphas,  being  the  high  priest  that 
same  year,  said  unto  them  ;  Ye  know  nothing  at  all ; 
Nor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation 
perish  not.  (And  this  spake  he  not  of  himself;  but  be* 
ing  high  priest  that  year,  he  prophesied  that  Jesus 
should  die  for  that  nation  ;  and  not  for  that  nation  (m- 
ly,  but  that  also  he  should  gather  together  in  one  the 
children  of  God  that  were  scattered  abroad.)  Hicn 
from  that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  together  for  to 
put  him  to  death.  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more 
openly  among  the  Jews,  but  went  thence  unto  a  ccnm- 
try  near  to  the  wilderness,  into  a  city  called  Ephraun ; 
and  there  continued  with  his  disciples. 

§  9.  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  nigh  at  hand } 
and  many  went  out  of  the  country  up  to  Jerusalem 
before  the  passover,  to  purify  themselves.  Then 
sought  they  for  Jesus,  and  spake  amcmg  themselves, 
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as  they  stood  in  the  temple ;  What  think  ye^  that  he 
will  not  come  to  the  feast?  Now  both  the  chief  priests 
and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a  commandment^  that,  if 
any  man  knew  where  he  were,  he  should  shew  it^  that 
they  might  take  him.     Then  Jesus  six  days  before  the 

Eassover,  came  to  Bethany,  where  Lazarus  was,  which 
ad  been  dead,  whom  he  raised  from  the  dead. 
There  they  made  him  a  supper,  and  Martha  served ; 
but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table 
with  him.  Then  took  Mary  a  pound  of  ointment  of 
spikenard  very  costly,  and  anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus, 
and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair ;  and  the  house  was 
filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment.  Then  saith  one 
of  his  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  aon^  which 
should  betray  him ;  why  was  not  this  ointment  sold 
for  three  hundred  pence,  and  given  to  the  poor?  This 
he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor,  but  because  he 
was  a  thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was  put 
therein.  Then  said  Jesus  ;  Let  her  alone ;  against  the 
day  of  my  burying  hath  she  kept  this.  For  the  poor 
always  ye  have  with  you  ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 
Much  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was 
there ;  and  they  came,  not  for  Jesus'  sake  only,  but 
that  they  might  see  Lazarus  also,  whom  he  had  raised 
from  the  dead.  But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that 
they  might  put  Lazarus  also  to  death ;  because  that 
by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away,  and 
believed  on  Jesus. 

On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to 
the  feast,  when  (hev  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming  to 
Jerusalem,  took  branches  of  palm  trees,  and  w^it 
forth  to  meet  him,  and  cried ;  Hosanna !  Blessed  is 
the  King  of  Israel,  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  And  Jesus,  when  he  had  found  a  young  ass, 
sat  thereon,  as  it  is  written ;  Fear  not,  daughter  of 
Sion,  behold,  thy  king  cometh,  sitting  on  an  ass's 
colt.  These  things  understood  not  his  disciples  at  the 
first ;  but  when  Jesus  was  glorified,  then  remembered 
they  that  these  things  were  written  of  him,  and  that 
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they  had  done  these  things  unto  him.  The  people 
therefore  that  was  with  him  when  he  called  Lazarus 
out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare 
record.  For  this  cause  the  people  also  met  him,  for 
that  they  heard,  that  he  had  done  this  miracle. 

The  Pharisees  therefore  said  among  themselves ;  Per- 
ceive ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing  ?  behold,  the  world  is 
gone  after  him.  And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among 
them  that  came  up  to  worship  at  the  feast.  The  same 
came  therefore  to  Philip,  which  was  of  Bethsaida  of 
Galilee,  and  desired  him,  saying ;  Sir,  we  would  see 
Jesus.  PhiUp  cometh  and  telleth  Andrew  ;  and  again 
Andrew  and  Philip  tell  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered 
them,  saying  ;  The  hour  is  come,  that  the  Son  of  man 
should  be  glorified.  Verily  verilv  I  say  unto  you  ;  Ex- 
cept a  com  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ^ound  and  die,  it 
abideth  alone ;  but  if  it  die,  it  brmgeth  forth  much 
fruit.  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it ;  and  he  that 
hateth  his  life  in  this  world,  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eter- 
nal. If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me ;  and 
where  I  am,  there  shall  also  my  servant  be ;  if  any 
man  serve  me,  him  will  my  Father  honour.  Now  is 
my  soul  troubled  ;  and  what  shall  I  say  ?  Father,  save 
me  from  this  hour  ?  but  for  this  cause  came  I  unto  this 
hour.  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  Then  c^pie  there  a 
voice  from  heaven,  saying;  I  have  both  glorified  Uj 
and  will  glorify  it  again.  The  people  therefore,  that 
stood  by,  and  heard  it,  said,  that  it  thundered  ;  oth&n 
said ;  An  angel  spake  to  him.  Jesus  answered  and 
said  ;  This  voice  came  not  because  oFme,  but  for  year 
sakes.  Now  is  the  judgment  of  this  world  ;  now  shall 
the  prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out ;  and  I,  if  I  be 
lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me. 
(This  he  said,  signifying  what  death  he  should  die)« 
The  people  answered  him ;  We  have  heard  out  of  the 
law  that  Christ  abideth  for  ever ;  and  how  sayest  thoo ; 
The  son  of  man  must  be  lifted  up  1  Who  is  the  son  of 
man  ?  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them ;  Yet  a  little  while 
is  the  light  with  you.    Walk  while  ye  have  the  liriit) 
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lest  darkness  come  upon  you  ;  for  he  that  walketh  in 
darkness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth.  While  ye 
have  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may  be  the 
childr^i  of  li^ht.  These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  de- 
parted, and  did  hide  himself  from  them.  But  though 
he  had  done  so  many  miracles  before  them,  yet  they 
believed  not  on  him ;  that  the  saying  of  Esaias  the 
prophet  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake;  Lord, 
who  hath  believed  our  report  ?  and  to  whom  hath  the 
arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed  ?  Therefore  they  could 
not  believe,  because  that  Esaias  said  again ;  He  hath 
blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their  heart ;  that  they 
should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  nor  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them. 
These  things  said  Esaias,  when  he  saw  his  glory,  and 
spake  of  him.  Nevertheless,  among  the  chief  rulers 
also  many  believed  on  him ;  but  because  of  the  Pha- 
risees they  did  not  confess  him^  lest  they  should  be 
put  out  of  the  synagogue ;  for  they  loved  the  praise 
of  men  more  than  the  praise  of  God.  Jesus  cri^  and 
said ;  He  that  believeth  on  me,  believeth  not  on  me, 
but  on  him  that  sent  me ;  And  he  that  seeth  me,  seeth 
him  that  sent  me.  I  am  come  a  light  into  the  world, 
that  whosoever  believeth  on  me  should'  not  abide  in 
darkness.  And  if  any  man  hear  my  words,  and  beUeve 
not,  I  indge  him  not ;  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the 
world,  but  to  save  the  world.  He  that  rejecteth  me, 
and  receiveth  not  my  words,  hath  one  tnat  judgeth 
him;  the  word  that  I  have  spoken,  the  same  shall 
judge  him  in  the  last  day.  For  I  have  not  spoken  of 
myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent  me,  he  gave  me  a 
commandment,  what  I  should  say,  and  what  I  should 
speak.  And  I  know  that  his  conmiandment  is  life 
everlasting.  Whatsoever  I  speak,  therefore,  ev^i  as 
the  Father  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak. 

§  10.  Now  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when 
that  his  hour  was  com^  that  he  should  depart  out 
of  this  world  unto  the  Father,  having  loved  his 
own  which  were  in  the  world,  he  loved  them  untQ 
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the  end ;  and  supper  being  ended,  (the  devil  having 
now  put  into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son 
to  betray  him,)  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father  had 

J  riven  all  things  into  his  hands,  and  that  he  was  come 
rom  God,  and  went  to  God,  he  riseth  from  supper, 
and  laid  aside  his  garments,  and  took  a  towel,  and 
girded  himself ;  after  that,  he  poureth  water  into  a 
bason,  and  began  to  wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to 
wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  he  was  girded. 
Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter  ;  and  Peter  said  un- 
to him ;  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  What  I  do,  thou  know- 
est  not  now ;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter.  Peter 
saith  unto  him  ;  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus 
answered  him  ;  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part 
with  me.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him ;  Lord,  not  my 
feet  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head.  Jesus 
saith  to  him  ;  He  that  is  washed  needeth  not,  save 
to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit;  and  ye 
are  clean,  but  not  all.  For  he  knew  who  should 
betray  him ;  therefore  said  he ;  Ye  are  not  all  clean. 
So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet  and  had  tak^i  his 
garments,  and  was  set  down  again,  he  said  unto 
them  ;  Know  ye  what  I  have  done  to  you  ?  Ye  call 
me  Master  and  Lord  ;  and  ye  say  well ;  for  so  I  am. 
If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  vow 
feet,  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For  1 
have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I 
have  done  to  you.  Yerily  verily  I  say  unto  you ;  Tbe 
servant  is  not  greater  than  his  lord,  neither  he  that  is 
sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.  If  ye  know  these 
things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them.  I  speak  not  of 
you  all ;  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen ;  but  that  ths 
scripture  may  be  fulfilled  ;  He  that  eaieth  bread  with 
me,  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  me.  Now  I  uSL 
you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye 
may  believe  that  I  am  Ae.  Yerily  verily  I  say  unto 
you ;  He  that  receiveth  whomsoever  I  send,  receiveth 
me  ;  and  he  that  receiveth  me,  receiveth  him  that  asnt 
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me.  When  Jesus  had  thus  said^  he  was  troubled  in  spi- 
rit^  and  testified,  and  said ;  Verily  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
that  one  oi  you  shall  betray  me.  Then  the  disciples  look- 
ed one  on  anoth^^  doubting  of  whom  he  spake.  Now 
there  was  leaning  on  Jesus'  bosom  cme  of  his  disciples, 
whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon  Peter  therefore  beckoned  to 
him^  that  he  should  ask  who  it  should  be  of  whom  he 
spake.  He  then  lying  on  Jesus'  breast  saith  unto  him  ; 
liOrd^  who  is  it  ?  Jesus  answered ;  He  it  is,  to  whom  I 
shall  give  a  sop,  wh^fi  I  have  dipped  it.  And  when  he 
had  £pped  the  sop,  he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son 
of  Simon.  And  after  the  sop  satan  entered  into  him. 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  him ;  That  thou  doest,  do  quickly. 
Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  he  spake 
this  unto  him.  For  some  of  them  thought,  because  Ju- 
das had  the  bag,  that  Jesus  had  said  unto  him ;  Buy 
those  things  that  we  have  need  of  against  the  feast ;  or, 
that  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor.  He  then, 
having  received  the  sop  went  immediately  out ;  and  it 
was  night. 

Therefore  when  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  said ;  Now 
is  the  Son  of  man  glorified,  and  God  is  glorified  in  him. 
If  God  be  glorified  in  him,  God  shall  also  glorify  him  in 
himself^  and  shall  straightway  glorify  him.  Little  chil- 
dren, yet  a  little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye  shall  seek 
me ;  and  as  I  said  unto  the  Jews  ;  Whither  I  go  ye  can- 
not come;  so  now  I  say  to  you.  A  new  commandment 
I  give  unto  you ;  That  ye  love  one  another  ;  as  I  have 
loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another.  By  this  shall 
mil  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love 
one  to  another.  Simon  Peter  said  unto  him ;  Lord, 
whithor  goest  thou  ?  Jesus  answered  him ;  Whither 
I  go  thou  canst  not  follow  me  now  ;  but  thou  shalt  fol- 
low me  afterwards.  Peter  said  unto  him ;  Lord,  why 
cannot  I  follow  thee  now  ?  I  will  lay  down  my  life  for 
thy  sake.  Jesus  answered  him ;  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thy 
life  for  my  sake  ?  Verily  verily  I  say  unto  thee ;  The 
cock  shaU  not  crow,  till  thou  hast  denied  me  thrice. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled ;  ye  believe  in  God« 
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believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many 
mansions ;  if  it  were  not  so^  I  would  have  told  you.  I 
go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you ;  and  if  I  go  and  prepare 
a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  un- 
to myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 
And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know. 
Thomas  saith  unto  lum ;  Lord,  we  know  not  whither 
thou  goest ;  and  how  can  we  know  the  way  ?  Jesus 
saith  unto  him  ;  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the 
life ;  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me.  If 
ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my  Fath^ 
also ;  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  him,  and  have  seen 
him.  Philip  saith  unto  him ;  Lord,  shew  us  the  Fa- 
ther, and  it  sufficeth  us.  Jesus  saith  unto  him  ;  Have 
I  been  so  long  time  with  you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not 
known  me,  PhiUp  ?  he  that  hath  seen  me  hath  se^i  the 
Father ;  and  how  sayest  thou  then ;  Shew  us  the  Fa- 
ther ?  Believest  thou  not,  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  me  ?  the  words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  I 
speak  not  of  myself;  but  the  Father,  that  dwelleth  in 
me,  he  doeth  the  works.  BeUeve  me,  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me ;  or  else  believe  me  for 
the  very  works'  sake.  Verily  verily  I  say  unto  you; 
He  that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do 
also,  and  greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do ;  be- 
cause I  go  unto  my  Father,  and  whatsoever  ye  shall 
ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do ;  that  the  Father  may 
be  glorified  in  the  Son.  If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in 
my  name,  I  will  do  it.  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mandments ;  And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with 
you  for  ever ;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  know- 
cth  him ;  but  ye  know  him,  for  he  dwelleth  with  you, 
and  shall  be  in  you.  I  will  not  leave  you  comibrtlesfc 
I  will  come  to  you.  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world 
seeth  me  no  more,  but  ye  see  me ;  because  I  live^  ye 
shall  live  also.  At  that  day  ye  shall  know,  that  I  am 
in  my  Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you.     He  that 
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hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is  that 
loveth  me ;  and  he  that  loveth  me,  shall  be  loved  of  my 
Father  ;  and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself  to 
him.  Judas  saith  unto  him,  (not  Iscariot ;)  Lord,  lu>w 
is  it  that  thou  wilt  manifest  thyself  unto  us,  and  not  un- 
to the  world  1  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him  ;  If  a 
man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words ;  and  my  Father 
will  love  him,  and  we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make 
our  abode  with  him.  He  that  loveth  me  not,  keepeth  not 
my  sayings  ;  and  the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not  mine, 
but  the  Father's  which  sent  me.  These  things  have  I 
spoken  unto  you,  being  yet  present  with  you  ;  But  the 
Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Fa- 
ther will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all 
things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance, 
whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you.  Peace  I  leave  with 
you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you  ;  not  as  the  world  giv- 
eth,  give  1  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled, 
neither  let  it  be  afraid.  Ye  have  heard  how  I  said 
unto  you  ;  I  go  away,  and  come  again  unto  you.  If 
ye  loved  me,  ye  would  rejoice,  because  I  said  ;  I  go  un- 
to the  Father :  for  my  Father  is  greater  than  I.  And 
now  I  have  told  you  before  it  come  to  pass,  that,  when 
it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  might  believe.  Hereafter  I  will 
not  talk  much  with  you.  For  the  Prince  of  this  world 
Cometh,  and  hath  nothing  in  me.  But  that  the  world 
may  know  that  'I  love  the  Father,  and  as  the  Father 

gave  me  commandment,  even  so  I  do ;  Arise,  let  us  go 
ehce. 

I  am  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  husband- 
man. Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not  fruit,  he 
taketh  away  ;  and  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he 
purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit.  Now 
ye  are  clean  through  the  word  which  I  have  spoken 
unto  you.  Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch 
cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine ; 
no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me.  I  am  the 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches.  He  that  abideth  in  me,  and 
I  in  turn,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit ;  for  with-

out  me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me^ 
he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branchy  and  is  withered ;  and  men 
gather  them,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are 
burned.  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you, 
ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  onto 
you.  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified  that  ye  bear  much 
fruit ;  so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples.  As  the  Father 
hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you ;  continue  ye  in 
my  love.  If  ye  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  abide 
in  my  love ;  even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  com^ 
mandm^its,  and  abide  in  his  love.  These  things  have 
I  spoken  unto  you,  that  my  joy  might  remain  in  you, 
and  that  your  joy  might  be  full.  This  is  my  com- 
mandment ;  That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved 
you.  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man 
lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  my  friends 
if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you.  Henceforth  I 
call  you  not  servants,  for  the  servant  knoweth  not  what 
his  lord  doeth ;  but  I  have  called  you  friends,  for  all 
things  that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father,  I  have  made 
known  unto  you.  Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go,  and 
bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain ; 
that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my  name, 
he  may  give  it  you.  These  things  I  command  yoo, 
that  ye  love  one  another. 

If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  me  be- 
fore it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  worid 
would  love  his  own ;  but  because  ye  are  not  of  die 
world,  but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  there- 
fore the  world  hateth  you.  Remember  the  word  dni 
I  said  unto  you  ;  The  servant  is  not  greater  than  liii 
lord.  If  they  have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also  per* 
secute  you ;  if  they  have  kept  my  sayinff,  they  wOl 
keep  yours  also.  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  on- 
to you  for  my  name's  sake,  because  they  know  not 
him  that  sent  mc.  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  un- 
to them,  they  had  not  had  sin ;  but  now  they  have  no 
cloke  for  their  sin.     He  that  hateth  mc,  hateth  my  Fti 
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thear  also.  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the  works 
which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin  ;  but 
now  have  they  both  seen  and  hated  both  me  and  my 
Father.  But  this  cometh  to  pass^  that  the  word 
might  be  fulfilled  that  is  written  in  their  law  ;  They 
hated  me  without  a  cause.  But  when  the  Comforter 
is  come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father, 
{even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the 
Father,)  he  shall  testify  of  me ;  And  ye  also  shall 
bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me  from  the 
beginning.  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you, 
that  ye  should  not  be  o£fended.  They  shall  put  you 
out  of  the  synagogues;  yea,  the  time  cometh,  that 
whosoever  killeth  you  will  think,  that  he  doeth  God 
service.  And  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you,  be- 
cause they  have  not  known  the  Father,  nor  me.  But 
these  things  have  I  told  you,  that  when  the  time  shall 
come,  ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of  them.  And 
these  things  I  said  not  unto  you  at  the  beginning, 
because  I  was  with  you.  But  now  I  go  my  way  to 
him  that  s«nt  me,  and  none  of  vou  askedi  me  ;  Whith- 
er goest  thou  ?  But  because  1  have  said  these  things 
unto  you,  sorrow  hath  filled  your  heart. 

Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the  truth ;  it  is  expedient 
for  you  that  I  go  away,  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Com- 
forter will  not  come  unto  you  ;  but  if  I  depart,  I  will 
send  him  unto  you.  And  when  he  is  come,  he  will 
reprove  the  world  of  sin,  and  of  righteousness,  and  of 
jodgm^it ;  of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on  me  ;  of 
righteouoiess,  because  I  go  to  my  Father,  and  ye  see 
me  no  more.  Of  judgm^it,  because  the  prince  of  this 
world  is  judged.  I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto 
vou,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now.  Howbeit  whea 
he^  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into 
all  truth.  For  he  shall  not  speak  of  himself,  but 
whatsoevtf  he  shall  hear,  that  shall  he  speak,  and  he 
will  shew  you  things  to  come.  He  shau  glorify  me^ 
for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you. 
All  things  that  the  Father  hath,  are  mine :  therefore 
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said  I9  that  he  shall  take  of  mme,  and  shall  shew  if 
unto  you. 

A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me ;  and  again 
a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the 
Father.  Then  said  some  of  his  disciples  among  them- 
selves ;  What  is  this  that  he  saith  unto  us ;  A  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me ;  and  again  a  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  see  me;  and;  Because  I  go  to 
the  Father  ?  They  said  therefore ;  What  is  this  that 
he  saith ;  A  little  while  ?  we  cannot  tell  what  he  saith. 
Now  Jesus  knew  that  they  were  desirous  to  ask  him, 
and  said  unto  them ;  Do  ye  inquire  among  yourselves 
of  that  I  said  ;  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me ; 
and  again  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me  ?  Verily 
verily  I  say  unto  you  ;  That  ye  shall  weep  and  lament, 
but  the  world  shall  rejoice  ;  and  ye  shall  be  sorrowful, 
but  your  sorrow  shall  be  turned  into  joy.  A  woman 
when  she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because  her  hour 
is  come ;  but  as  soon  as  she  is  delivered  of  the  child, 
she  remembereth  no  more  the  anguish,  for  joy  that  • 
man  is  bom  into  the  world.  And  ye  now  therefore 
have  sorrow;  but  I  will  see  you  again,  and  your 
heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  icy  no  man  taketh  from 
you.  And  in  that  day  ye  shall  ask  me  nothing.  Ver- 
ily verily  I  say  unto  you  ;  Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the 
Father  in  my  name,  he  will  give  it  you.  Hitherto 
have  ye  asked  nothing  in  my  name  ;  ask,  and  ye  shall 
receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  full.  These  things  ba^ 
I  spoken  unto  you  in  proverbs ;  but  the  time  com^ 
when  I  shall  no  more  speak  unto  you  in  proverbs,  but 
I  shall  shew  you  plainly  of  the  Father.  At  that  day 
ye  shall  ask  in  my  name ;  and  I  say  not  unto  you,  that 
I  will  pray  the  Father  for  you  ;  for  the  Father  himsdf 
loveth  you,  because  ye  have  loved  me,  and  have  be- 
lieved that  I  cam^  out  from  God.  I  came  forth  froa 
the  Father,  and  am  come  into  the  world  ;  again  I 
leave  the  world  and  go  to  the  Father.  His  discipleB 
said  unto  him ;  Lo,  now  speakest  thou  plainly,  md 
speakest  no  proverb.     Now  are  we  sure   that  thoa 
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knowest  all  things,  and  needest  not  that  any  man 
should  ask  thee.  By  this  we  believe,  that  thou  earnest 
forth  from  God.  Jesus  answered  them ;  Do  ye  now 
believe ;  behold,  the  hour  cometh,  yea  is  now  come, 
that  ye  shall  be  scattered  every  man  to  his  own,  and 
shall  leave  me  alone;  and  yet  I  am  not  alone,  because 
the  Father  is  with  me.  These  things  I  have  spok^i  , 
unto  you,  that  in  me  ye  might  have  peace.  In  the 
world  ye  shall  have  tribulation  ;  but  be  of  good  cheer, 
I  have  overcome  the  world. 

These  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up  his  eyes  to 
heaven,  and  said ;  Father,  the  hour  is  come ;  glorify 
thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify  thee  ;  as  thou 
hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that  he  should 
give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  giv^i  him. 
And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee 
the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  thou  hast 
sent.  I  have  glorified  thee  on  the  earth,  I  have  fin- 
ished the  work  which  thou  gavest  me  to  do  ;  and  now, 

0  Father,  slorify  thou  me  with  thine  ownseli^  with 
the  glory  wmch  I  had  with  thee  before  the  world  was. 

1  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou 
gavest  me  out  of  the  world.  Thine  they  were,  and 
Uiou  gavest  them  me ;  and  they  have  kept  thy  word. 
Now  they  have  known,  that  all  things  whatsoever  thou 
hast  given  me  are  of  thee ;  for  I  have  givai  unto  them 
the  words  which  thou  gavest  me ;  and  they  have  re- 
ceived <Aem,  and  have  known  surely  that  I  came  out 
from  thee^  and  they  have  believed  that  thou  didst  send 
me.  I  pray  for  them ;  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but 
for  them  which  thou  hast  given  me,  for  they  are  thine ; 
and  all  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I  am 
glorified  in  them.  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the 
world,  but  these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee. 
Holy  Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name  those 
whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one  as 
we  are.  While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept 
them  in  thy  name ;  those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have 
kept,  and  ncme  of  them  is  lost,  but  uie  son  of  perdi- 
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lion,  that  tlie  scripture  might  be  fulfilled ;  and  now 
come  I  to  thee,  and  these  things  I  speak  in  the  worid, 
that  they  might  have  my  joy  fulfilled  in  themselves.    I 
have  given  them  thy  word ;  and  the  world  hath  hated 
them,  because  they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am 
not  of  the  world.     I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest  take 
them  out  of  the  world,  but  that  thou  shouldest  keep 
them  from  the  evil.     They  are  not  of  the  world,  even 
as  I  am  not  of  the  world.     Sanctify  them  through  thy 
truth  ;  thy  word  is  truth.     As  thou  hast  s^it  me  into 
the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  the  world. 
And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also 
might  be  sanctified  through  the  truth.     Neither  pray  I 
for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe 
on  me  through  their  word ;  that  they  all  may  be  one; 
as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they 
also  may  be  one  in  us  ;  that  the  world  may  believe, 
that  thou  hast  sent  me.     And  the  glory  which  thon 
gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one, 
even  as  we  are  one  ;  (I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me  ;)  that 
they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one,  and  that  the  world 
may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them, 
as  thou  hast  loved  me.     Father,  I  will  that  they  also, 
whom  thou  hast  given  me,  be  with  me  where  I  am ; 
that  they  may  behold  my  glory,  which  thou  hast  given 
me,  for  thou  lovedst  me  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world.   O  righteous  Father,  the  world  hath  not  knoiro 
thee,  but  I  have  known  thee,  and  these  have  knows 
that  thou  hast  sent  me;  and  I  have  declared  unto  then 
thy  name,  and  will  declare  it ;  that  the  love  wherewith 
thou  hast  loved  me,  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 

§  11.  When  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  weit 
forth  with  his  disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where 
was  a  garden,  into  the  which  he  entered  and  his  dis» 
pies.  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  knew  tlw 
place ;  for  Jesus  oft  times  resorted  thither  with  bis 
disciples.  Judas  then,  having  received  a  band  ofnu% 
and  ofiicers  from  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees, 
Qometh  thither  with  lanterns  and  torches  and  weapons. 
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Jesus  therdbre,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come 
upon  him ;  went  forth^  and  said  unto  them ;  Whom 
seek  ye  ?  They  answered  him ;  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them ;  I  am  ^.  (And  Judas  also^ 
wtuch  betrayed  him  stood  with  them.)  As  soon  then 
w  he  hed  said  unto  them ;  I  am  ^e,  they  went  back- 
wardy  and  fell  to  the  ground.  Then  asked  he  them 
anin ;  Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said ;  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  Jesus  answered  ;  I  have  told  you,  that  I 
am  As;  iff  therefore,  ye  seek  me,  let  these  go  their 
way  tlmt  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake ; 
Of  them  which  thou  gavest  me,  have  I  lost  none. 
Then  Simon  Peter  having  a  sword,  drew  it,  and  smote 
the  high  priest's  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear. 
The  sonant's  name  was  Malchus.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  Prter ;  Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  sheath ;  the 
cup  which  my  Father  hath  given  me,  shall  I  not 
drink  it  ? 

Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  ofiicers  of  the 
Jews  took  Jesus,  and  bound  him,  and  led  him  away  to 
Annas  first :  for  he  was  father-in-law  to  Caiaphas, 
which  was  the  high  priest  that  same  year.  Now  Cai- 
aphas was  he^  which  gave  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that 
it  was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  fof  the  peo- 
ple. And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and  so  did 
another  disciple.  That  disciple  was  known  unto  the 
high  priest,  and  went  in  with  Jesus  into  the  palace  of 
the  high  priest ;  but  Peter  stood  at  the  door  without. 
Then  went  out  that  other  disciple,  which  was  known 
unto  the  high  priest,  and  spake  unto  her  that  kept  the 
door,  and  brought  in  Peter.  Th^i  saith  the  damsel 
that  kept  the  door,  unto  Peter  ;  Art  not  thou  also  one 
of  this  man's  disciples  1  He  saith ;  I  am  not.  And 
the  servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who  had  made  a 
fire  of  coals,  for  it  was  cold,  and  they  warmed  them- 
selves ;  and  Peter  stood  with  them,  and  warmed  him- 
self. The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  his  disci- 
ples and  of  his  doctrine.  Jesus  answered  him ;  I 
spake  openly  to  the  world;  I  ever  taught  in  the  syna- 
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gogue  and  in  the  temple,  whither  the  Jews  always 
resort ;  and  in  secret  have  I  said  nothing.  Why 
aakest  thou  me  ?  ask  them  which  heard  me,  what  I 
have  said  unto  them ;  behold,  they  know  what  I  said 
And  when  he  had  thus  spok^  one  of  the  officen 
which  stood  by,  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his 
hand,  saying;  Answerest  thou  the  high  priest  sol 
Jesus  answered  him  ;  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  ¥nt- 
ness  of  the  evil ;  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me  1 
Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the 
high  priest.  And  Simon  Peter  stood  and  warmed 
himself.  They  said  therefore  unto  him ;  Art  not  thoa 
also  one  of  his  disciples  ?  He  denied  if,  and  said  :  I 
am  not.  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  bemg 
his  kinsman,  whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith ;  Did  not 
I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with  him  ?  Peter  then  de- 
nied again  ;  and  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

Th^i  led  they  Jesus  from  Caiaphas  unto  .the  hall 
of  judgment ;  and  it  was  early  ;  and  they  themselves 
went  not  into  the  judgment-hall,  lest  they  should  be 
defiled,  but  that  thev  might  eat  the  passover.  Pilate 
th^i  went  out  unto  tnem,  and  said  ;  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  man  ?  They  answered  and  said 
unto  nim ;  If  he  were  not  a  malefactor  we  would  not 
have  delivered  him  up  unto  thee.  Then  said  Pilate 
unto  them ;  Take  ye  him,  and  judge  him  accardini 
to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him;  £ 
is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death.  That  the 
saying  of  Jesus  miffht  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spak^ 
signifying  what  death  he  should  die.  Then  Pilate  en- 
tered into  the  iudgment-hall  again,  and  called  Jesus, 
and  said  unto  him  ;  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  t 
Jesus  answered  him ;  Sayestthou  this  thing  of  thyself 
or  did  others  tell  it  thee  of  me  ?  Pilate  answered; 
Am  I  a  Jew  ?  Thine  own  nation,  and  the  chief  priests 
have  delivered  thee  unto  me  ;  What  hast  tliou  done ! 
Jesus  answered ;  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  workL 
If  my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  my  ser- 
vanta  fight,  that  I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews; 
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but  now  is  my  kingdom  not  from  hence.  Pilate 
Uierefore  said  wito  him  ;  Art  thou  a  King  thea  ?  Je- 
sus answered  J  Thou  say  est,  that  I  am  a  king.  To 
this  end  was  I  bom,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into 
the  world,  that  I  should  bear  witness  unto  the  truth. 
Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth,  heareth  my  voice. 
Pilate  saith  unto  him ;  What  is  truth  ?  And  when  he 
had  said  this,  he  went  out  a^ain  unto  the  Jews,  and 
saith  unto  them  ;  I  find  in  him  no  fault  at  all.  But 
ye  have  a  custom,  that  I  should  release  unto  you  one 
at  the  passover ;  will  ye  therefore,  that  I  release  unto 
you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?     Then  cried  they  all 

S^ain,  saying;  Not  this  man,  but  Barabbas.  Now 
arabbas  was  a  robber.  Then  Pilate  therefore,  took 
Jesus,  and  scourged  him.  And  the  soldiers  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put 
on  him  a  purple  robe,  and  said  ;  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews !  ana  they  smote  him  with  their  hands.  Pilate 
,  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them  ;  Be- 
hold, I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that 
I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wear- 
ing the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe,  and  Pi- 
iate  saith  unto  them ;  Behold  the  man !  When  the 
chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried 
out,  saying ;  Crucify  him^  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith 
unto  them  ;  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him ;  for  I  find 
no  fauh  in  him.  The  Jews  answered  him ;  We  have 
a  law,  and  bv  our  law  he  ought  to  die,-  because  he 
made  himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate  there- 
fore heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid ;  and 
went  affain  into  the  Judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto 
Jesus ;  Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no 
answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him  ;  Speakest  thou 
not  unto  me  ?  knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to 
crucify  thee,  and  have  power  to  release  thee  ?  Jesus 
answered  ;  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against 
me  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above ;  therefore 
he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee,  hath  the  greater  sin. 
And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him : 
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but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying ;  If  thou  let  this  man 
go,  thou  art  not  Cesar's  friend  ;  whosoever  maketh 
himself  a  king,  speaketh  against  Cesar.  When  Pilate 
tlierefore  heanl  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus  fiNrth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat  in  a  place  that  is 
called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha : 
(And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  ana 
about  the  sixth  hour ;)  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews  ;  Be- 
hold your  King!  But  they  cried  out;  Away  with 
him!  away  with  him  I  crucify  him.  Pilate  aaitk 
unto  them ;  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  1  the  chief 
priests  answered ;  We  have  no  king  but  Cesar.  Tim 
delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  crucified. 
And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away.  And  in 
bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  fke 
place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  €rol- 
gotha ;  where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  other  with 
him,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And 
Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  tin. 
writing  was  ;  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many 
of  the  Jews  ;  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  cmcified 
was  nigh  to  the  city  ;  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew, 
and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  m 
the  Jews  to  Pilate ;  Write  not ;  The  King  of  the 
Jews ;  but  that  he  said ;  I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pi- 
late answered ;  What  I  have  written  ;  I  have  writtea. 
Th^i  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took 
his  garments,  (and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a 
part,)  and  also  his  coat.  Now  the  coat  was  withirtl 
seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said  thef^ 
fore  among  themselves ;  Let  us  not  rend  it,  bvt  ctft 
lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be.  That  the  scripture  mighl 
be  fulfilled,  which  saith ;  They  parted  my  ndnisit 
among  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  ktt. 
These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  thert 
stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his  mother's 
sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magda- 
lene. When  Jesus  therefore  saw  bis  mother,  and  the 
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disciple  standing  by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his 
mother :  Woman,  behold  thy  son !  Then  saith  he  to 
the  disciple ;  Behold  thy  Mother !  And  from  that  hour 
that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  Itome.  After  this, 
Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accomplished, 
that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith ;  I  thirst. 
Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar;  and  they 
filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop, 
and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said ;  It  is  finished !  and  he 
bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghofit.  The  Jews 
therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the  bo- 
dies should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath- 
day,  (for  that  sabbath-day  was  an  high  day,)  be- 
sought Pilate^  diat  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
they  might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the  soldiers, 
and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  which 
was  crucified  with  him.  But  when  they  came  to  Je- 
sus, and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake  not 
his  legs ;  but  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced 
his  side,  and  forthwith  came  thereout  blood  and  water. 
And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true ; 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  be- 
lieve. For  these  things  were  done,  that  die  scripture 
should  be  fulfilled ;  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 
And  again  another  scripture  saith ;  They  shall  look  on 
him  whom  they  pierced. 

And  after  this,  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  (being  a  disci- 
ple of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,)  be- 
sought Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Je- 
sus ;  and  Pilate  gave  him  leave.  He  came  therefore, 
and  took  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  there  came  also 
Nicodemus,  (which  at  the  first  came  to  Jesus  by  night,) 
and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an 
hundred  pound  weight.  Then  took  they  the  body  of 
Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen  clothes  with  the  spices, 
as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  in  the 
place  where  he  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden,  and 
in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,   wherein  was  never 
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man  yet  laid.  There  laid  they  Jesus  therefore^  be- 
cause of  the  Jews'  preparation-cf aj^ ;  for  the  sepulchre 
was  nigh  at  hand. 

§  12.  The  first  day  of  the  weekcometh  Mary  Mag- 
dalme,  early,  when  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the  s^m- 
chre ;  and  seeth  the  ston^  taken  away  from  the  sctoI* 
chre.  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Te> 
ter,  and  to  the  other  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  and 
saith  unto  them ;  They  have  taken  away  the  Lcnnl  out 
of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  they  have 
laid  him.  PA^r  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other 
disciple,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they  ran 
both  together  ;  and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun  Pe- 
ter, and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre.  And  he  stooiMiig 
down,  and  looking  in  saw  the  linen  clothes  lyinc  ;  Tit 
went  he  not  in.  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  fo&wn^ 
him,  and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  lima 
clothes  lie,  and  the  napkin,  that  was  about  his  head, 
not  lying  with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together 
in  a  place  by  itself  Then  went  in  also  that  other  dis- 
ciple, which  came  first  to  the  sepulchre,  and  he  saw, 
and  believed.  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  scripture^ 
that  he  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then  the  dis- 
ciples went  away  again  unto  their  own  home.  But 
Mary  stood  without  at  the  sepulchre  weeping.  And 
as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  into  the 
sepulchre,  and  seeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting,  the 
one  at  the  head,  and  the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the 
body  of  Jesus  had  lain.  And  they  say  unto  her ;  Wo- 
man, why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith  unto  them ;  Be> 
cause  they  have  taken  away  my  Lord,  and  I  know  not 
where  they  have  laid  him.  And  when  she  had  thus 
said,  she  turned  herself  back,  and  saw  Jesus  standing, 
and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  Jesus  saith  unio 
her ;  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom  sedLert 
thou  ?  She  supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith 
unto  him  ;  Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me 
where  thou  hast  laid  him ;  and  I  will  take  him  away. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her ;  Mary.     She  turned  herselil  and 
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SBith  unto  him ;  Rabboni ;  which  is  to  say,  Master. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her ;  Touch  me  not ;  for  I  am  not 
yet  ascended  to  my  Father ;  but  go  to  my  bretheren, 
and  say  unto  them ;  I  ascend  unto  my  Father  and  your 
Father,  and  to  my  God  and  your  God.  Mary  Magda- 
lene came  and  told  the  disciples,  that  she  had  seen  the 
Lord,  and  that  he  had  spoken  these  things  unto  her. 

Th^i  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  wh^i  the  doors  were  shut,  where  the  dis- 
ciples were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Je- 
sus, and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them ; 
Peace  be  unto  you.  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he 
shewed  unto  them  hia  hands  and  his  side.  Then  were 
the  disciples  clad  when  th^  saw  the  Lord.  Then 
said  Jesus  to  tnem  again  ;  Feace  be  unto  you ;  as*my 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And  when 
he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  themy  and  saith  unto 
them;  tleceive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  Whose  soever 
sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them,  and  whose 
aoeyer  eins  ye  retain,  thev  are  retained.  But  Tho- 
mas, one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didvmus,  was  not  with 
them  when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples  there- 
fore said  unto  him ;  We  have  seen  the  Lord.  But  he 
said  unto  them  ;  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of 
the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not 
believe.  And  afler  eight  days  again  his  disciples 
were  within,  and  Thomas  with  them ;  then  came  Je- 
sus, the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and 
said ;  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas  : 
Reach  liithcr  thy  finger,  and  behold  my  hands  ;  and 
reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my  side  ;  and 
be  not  faithless,  but  believing.  And  Thomas  answer- 
ed and  said  unto  him  ;  My  Lord  and  my  God.  Je- 
sus saith  unto  him ;  Ttiomas,  because  thou  hast  seen 
me,  thou  hast  believed ;  blessed  are  they  that  have 
not  seen,  and  yet  have  believed. 

And  many  other  signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  pres- 
ence of  his  disciples,  which  are  not  vmtten  in  this 
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book.  But  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  and  that  be- 
lieving ye  might  have  life  through  his  name.  After 
these  thmgs  Jesus  shewed  himseU*  again  to  the  disci- 

Eles  at  the  sea  of  Tiberias  ;  and  on  this  wise  shewed 
e  himself.    There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and 
Thomas  called  Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in 
Galilee,  and  the  sans  of  Zebedee,  and  two  other  of 
his  disciples.     Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them  ;  I  go  a 
fishing.    They  say  unto  him  ;    We  also  go  with  See. 
They  went  forth,  and  entered  into  a  ship  inunediately ; 
and  that  night  Uiey  caught  nothing.     But,  when  uie 
morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore; 
but  the  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.     Then 
Jesus  saith  unto  them :  Children,  have  ye  any  meat  ? 
They  answered  him ;  No.     And  he  said  unto  them ; 
Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side  of  the  ship,  and  ye 
shall  find.     They  cast  therefore,  and  now  they  were 
not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes.    There- 
fore that  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  saith  unto  Pettf ; 
It  is  the  Lord.     Now  when  Simon  Peter  heard  that 
it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his  fisher's  coat  unto  htm, 
(for  he  was  naked  )  and  did  cast  himself  into  the  sea. 
And  tlie  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship,  (for  thejr 
were  not  far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  ca- 
bits)  dragging  the  net  with  fishes.     As  soon  then  as 
they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of  coals  there^ 
and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread.     Jesus  saith  unto 
them  ;  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  have  now  caufffat* 
Simon  Peter  went  up,  and  drew  the  net  to  land  fuU  of 
great  fishes,  an  hundred  and  fifty  and  three  ;  and  for 
all  there  were  so  many,  yet  was  not  the  net  brokea. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them  ;  Come,  and  dine.     And  none 
of  the  disciples  durst  ask  him  ;  Who  art  thou  ?  know- 
ing that  it  was  the  Lord.    Jesus  then  cometh,  and 
taketh   bread,   and   giveth  them,    and   fish  likewise. 
Tins  is  now  the  third  time,  that  Jesus  shewed  himself 
to  his  disciples,  after  that  he  was  risen  firom  the  dead. 
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So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Pe- 
ter, Simon,  son  of  Jcmas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than 
these  ?  He  saith  unto  him ;  Yea,  Lord  ;  thou  know- 
est  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him ;  Feed  my 
Iambs.  He  saith  unto  him  again  the  second  time;  Si- 
mon, son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  1  He  saith  unto 
him ;  Yea,  Lord  ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He 
saith  unto  him  ;  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him 
the  third  time  ;  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  ? 
Peter  was  grieved  because  he  said  unto  him  the  third 
time:  Lovest  thou  me?  And  he  said  unto  him  ;  Lord, 
thou  knowest  all  things  ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
Jesus  saith  unto  him ;  Feed  my  sheep.  Verily  verily 
I  say  unto  thee ;  When  thou  wast  young,  thou  girdest 
thyself  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest ;  but 
when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy 
hands,  and  another  shall  gird  diee,  and  carry  thee 
whither  thou  wouldest  not.  This  spUke  he,  signifying 
by  what  death  he  should  glorify  God.  And  when  he 
had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto  him;  Follow  me. 
Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom 
Jesus  loved,  following;  (which  also  leaned  on  bis 
breast  at  supper,  and  said ;  Lord,  which  is  he  that 
betrayeth  thee  ?)  Peter  seeing  him,  saith  to  Jesus ; 
Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man  do  ?  Jesus  saith  unto 
him ;  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that 
to  thee?  follow  thou  me.  Then  went  this  saying 
abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that  disciple  should 
not  die.  Yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  him  ;  He  shall  not 
die  ;  but ;  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is 
ihat  to  thee? 

This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things, 
and  vnrote  these  thmgs  ;  and  we  know  that  his  testi- 
mony is  true.  And  Uiere  are  also  many  other  things 
whidi  Jesus  did  ;  the  which,  if  they  should  be  written 
every  one,  I  suppose  that  ev^i  the  world  itself  could 
not  contain  the  books  that  should  be  written.    Amen.

THE  ACT^ 

OF 

THE  APOSTLES. 

§  1.  X  H£  former  treatise  have  I  made^  O  The* 
ophilus,  of  all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and  teachi 
until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up,  after  that  he 
tiirough  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandmeDte 
unto  the  apostles  whom  he  had  diosen ;  to  whom  also 
he  shewed  himself  alive  after  his  passion  by  many  in- 
fallible proofs,  being  seen  of  them  forty  days,  and 
speaking  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
God.  And,  being  assembled  together  with  th^Hj  com- 
manded them,  that  they  should  not  depart  from  Jem? 
salem,  but  wait  Jfor  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which, 
saith  he  J  ye  have  heard  of  me ;  for  John  truly  baptised 
with  water,  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  not  many  days  hence.  When  they  therefbre 
were  come  together,  they  asked  of  him,  saymg ;  Lord, 
wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to 
Israel  ?  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  It  is  not  for  yon  to 
know  the  times  or  seasons,  which  the  Father  hsoh  put 
in  his  own  power ;  but  ye  shall  receive  power,  aner 
that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you,  and  ye  shall 
be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of 
the  earth.  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  thing% 
while  they  beheld,  he  was  taken  up  ;  and  a  cloud  re* 
ceived  him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  looked, 
steadfastly  toward  heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two 
m^i  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel,  wmch  also  said ; 
Ye  men ,  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  op  into 
heaven  ?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  fhun 
you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
have  seen  him  go  into  heaven. 
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Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Oliyet)  which  is  from  Jerusalem  a  sabbath- 
day's  journey.  And  when  they  were  come  in,  they 
went  up  into  an  upper  room,  where  abode  both 
Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew,  PhiUp  and 
Thomas,  Bartholomew  and  Matthew,  James  the  son 
of  Alpheus  and  Simon  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the  brother 
of  James.  These  all  continued  with  one  accord,  in 
prayer  and  supplication  with  the  women,  and  Mary 
the  mother  of  Jesus,  and  with  his  brethren.  And 
in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  dis- 
ciples,  and  said  ;  (the  number  of  the  names  together 
were  about  an  hundred  and  twenty ;)  Men  and 
brethren,  this  scripture  must  needs  have  been  fulfilled, 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David  spake 
before  concerning  Judas,  which  was  suide  to  them 
that  took  Jesus ;  for  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and 
had  obtained  part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man 
purchased  a  neld  with  the  reward  of  iniquity ;  and 
falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and 
all  his  bowels  gushed  out ;  And  it  was  known  unto 
all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem,  insomuch  as  that  field  is 
called  in  their  proper  tongue,  Aceldama ;  that  is  to 
say  1  The  field  of  blood.  For  it  is  written  in  the  book 
of  Psalms ;  Let  his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let 
no  man  dwell  dierein ;  and ;  His  bishopric  let  another 
take.  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have  companied 
with  us  all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and 
out  among  us,  beginning  from  the  baptism  of  Johuy 
unto  that  same  day  that  he  was  taken  up  firom  us, 
must  one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness  with  us  of  his 
resurrection.  And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called 
Barsabas,  who  was  sumamed  Justus,  and  Matthias. 
And  they  prayed,  and  said;  Thou,  Lord,  which 
knowest  the  hearts  of  all  men^  shew  whether  of  these 
two  thou  hast  chosen  that  he  may  take  part  of  this 
ministry  and  apostleship,  from  which  Judas  by  trans- 
session  fell,  that  he  might  go  to  his  ownjplace.     And 
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they  gave  forth  their  lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Mat- 
thias,  and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleven  apostles. 
And  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come, 
they  were  all  with  one  accord  in  one  place.     And  sud- 
denly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven,  as  of  a  rurii- 
ing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they 
were  sitting.    Ajid  there  appeared  unto  them  dovn 
tongues  like  as  of  fire ;  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them, 
and  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and 
began  to  speak  vnth  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave 
them  utterance.     And  there  were  dwelling  at   ^n- 
salem  Jews,  devout  m^  out  of  every  nation  under 
heaven.     Now  when  this  was  noised  abroad,  the  mul- 
titude came  together,  and  were  confounded,  because 
that  every  man  heard  them  speak  in  his  own  language. 
And  they  were  all  amazed  and  marvelled,  saying  om 
to  another ;  Behold,  are  not  all  these  which  qMifc^ 
Galileans  1  And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our  owa 
tongue,    wherein    we    were  bom  ?     Parthiana  and 
Mcdes  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in  Mesopo- 
tamia and  in  Judea  and  Capadocia,  in  Pontus  and 
Asia,  Phrygia  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt  and  in  the 
parts  of  Lybia  about  Cyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome^ 
Jews  and   proslelytes,  Cretes  and  Arabians,    we  do 
hear  diem  speak  in  our  tongues  the  wonderful  worb 
of  God.   And  they  were  all  amazed  and  were  in  doubt) 
saying  one  to  another ;  What  meaneth  this  ?     Othm 
mocking,  said  ;  These  men  are  full  of  new  wine.     Btf 
Peter  standing  up  with  the  elevofi,  lifted  up  bis  vmec^ 
and  said  unto  them ;  Ye  men  of  Judea,  and  all  ye  thi 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,   be  this  known  unto  7011,  aoi 
hearken  unto  my  words.   For  these  are  not  dranken,  m 
ye  suppose  ;  seeing  it  is  but  the  third  hour  of  the  dm. 
But  this  is  that  which  was  spoken  by  the  projphet  Joa  j 
and  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days,  saith  Grod,  1 
will  pour  out  of  my  spirit  upon  all  flesh ;  and  your 
sons  and  your  daughters  shall  prophesy,    and  your 
young  men  shall  see  visions,  and  your  old  men  shaH 
dream  dreams ;  and  on  my  servants  and  on  my  hand- 
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maideiiB  I  will  pour  out  in  those  days  of  my  Spirit^ 
and  they  shall  prophesy.  And  I  will  shew  wcmders  in 
heaven  above^  and  signs  in  the  earth  beneath,  blood  and 
fire  and  vapour  of  smiiJ^e.  The  sun  shall  be  turned 
into  darkness,  and  the  moon  into  blood,  before  that 
great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord  come.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  shall  call  on  the  name 
of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved.  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear 
these  words ;  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  a  man  i^iproved  of 
God  among  you  by  miracles  and  wonders  and  signs, 
(which  God  did  by  him  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  ye 
yourselves  also  know,)  him  being  deUvered  bv  the  die- 
terminate  counsel  and  foreknowledge  of  Go<^  ye  have 
taken,  and  by  wicked  hands  have  crucified  and  slain, 
whom  God  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the  pains  of 
death,  because  it  was  not  possible  that  he  should  be 
holden  of  it.  For  David  speaketh  concerning  him ;  I 
foresaw  the  Lord  always  before  my  face  ;  for  he  is  on 
my  riffht  hand,  that  I  should  not  be  moved.  There- 
fore md  my  heart  rejoice,  and  my  tongue  was  glad ; 
moreover  also,  my  flesh  shall  rest  in  hope ;  because 
thou  wih  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell,  neither  wilt  thou 
sufier  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  Thou  hast 
made  known  to  me  the  ways  of  life ;  thou  shalt  make 
me  full  of  joy  with  thy  count^iance.  Men  and  breth- 
ren, let  me  freely  speak  unto  you  of  the  patriarch  Da- 
vid, that  he  is  both  dead  and  buried,  lund  his  sepul- 
chre is  with  us  unto  this  di^.  Therefore  being  a 
pronhet,  and  knowing  that  Gfod  had  sworn  with  an 
oath  to  him,  that  of  the  firuit  of  his  loins  accord- 
ing to  the  flesh,  he  would  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  <m 
his  throne ;  he  seeing  this  before,  q>ake  of  the  resur- 
rection of  Christ,  tlmt  his  soul  was  not  left  in  hell, 
neither  his  flesh  did  see  corrupticm.  This  Jesus  hath 
God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are  witnesses.  There- 
fore bong  by  the  right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and  hav- 
ing received  of  the  Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy 
GnoBt,  he  hath  shed  forth  this,  which  ye  now  see  and 
hear.    For  David  is  not  ascended  into  the  heavens; 
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but  he  saith  himself;  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Loid  ; 
Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thy  foes 
thy  footstool.  Therefore  let  all  the  house  of  Israd 
know  assuredly,  that  God  hath  made  that  same 
Jesus,  whom  ye  have  crucified,  both  Lord  and 
Cluist.  Now  when  they  heard  this^  they  were 
pricked  in  their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the 
rest  of  the  apostles ;  Men  and  brethr^  what  shall 
we  do  ?  Then  Peter  said  unto  them ;  Repent,  and 
be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  for  the  remission  of  sins  ;  and  ye  shall  receive 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  onto 
you,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  ofl^ 
even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And 
with  many  other  words  did  he  testify  and  exhort,  say- 
ing ;  Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward  generation. 
Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word  were  bap- 
tized ;  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  tkem 
about  three  thousand  souls  ;  and  they  continued  stead- 
fastly in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  ia 
breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers.  And  fear  came 
upon  every  soul,  and  many  wonders  and  signs  were 
done  by  the  apostles.  And  all  that  believed  were 
together,  and  had  all  things  common,'  and  sold  thrir 
possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them  to  all  men^  88 
every  man  had  need  ;  and  they,  continuing  daily  with 
one  accord  in  the  temple,  and  breaking  bread  fitmi 
house  to  house,  did  eat  their  meat  with  gladness  and 
singleness  of  heart,  praising  God,  and  having  (avoer 
with  all  the  people.  And  the  Lord  added  to  the 
church  daily  such  as  should  be  saved. 

Now  Peter  and  John  went  up  together  into  the  ten- 
pie  at  the  hour  of  prayer,  being  the  ninth  hour.  Ati 
a  certain  man  lame  from  his  mother's  womb,  was  car- 
ried ;  whom  they  laid  daily  at  the  gate  of  the  tonpk^ 
which  is  called  Beautiful,  to  ask  alms  of  them  Unt 
entered  into  the  temple.  Who  seeing  Peter  and  Joki 
about  to  go  into  the  temple  asked  an  alms.  And  Pe- 
ter, fastening  his  eyes  up<m  him  with   Jchiu  said  { 
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Look  on  us.  And  he  gave  heed  unto  thma^expecting 
to  receiye  something  of  them.  Then  Peter  said ;  Sil- 
ver and  gold  have  I  none  ;  but  such  as  I  have,  give  I 
thee  ;  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  rise  up 
and  walk.  And  he  took  him  by  the  right  hand,  and 
lifted  him  up.  And  immediately  his  feet  and  ancle- 
bones  received  strength.  And  he,  leaping  up,  stood, 
and  walked ;  and  entered  with  them  into  the  temple, 
walking  and  leaping,  and  praising  God.  And  all  the 
people  saw  him  walking  and  praising  God ;  And  they 
knew  that  it  was  he  which  sat  for  alms  at  the  Beauti- 
ful gate  of  the  temple ;  and  they  were  filled  with  won- 
der and  amazement  at  that  which  had  happened  unto 
him.  And  as  the  lame  man  which  was  healed  held 
Peter  and  John,  all  the  people  ran  together  unto  them 
in  the  porch  that  is  called  Solomon's,  greatly  wonder- 
ing. 

And  when  Peter  saw  it,  he  answered  unto  the  peo- 
ple ;  Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye  at  this  ?  or 
why  look  ye  so  earnestly  on  us,  as  though  by  our  own 
power  or  holiness  we  had  made  this  man  to  walk  ? 
The  God  of  Abraham  and  of  Isaac  and  of  Jacob,  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus,  whom 
ye  delivered  up,  and  denied  him  in  the  presence  of  Pi- 
late, wh^A  he  was  determined  to  let  him  go.  But  ye 
denied  the  Holy  One  and  the  Just,  and  desired  a  mur- 
derer to  be  granted  unto  you,  and  killed  the  Prince 
of  life ;  whom  God  hath  raised  from  the  dead,  where- 
of we  are  witnesses.  And  his  name,  through  faith  in 
his  name,  hath  made  this  man  strong,  whom  ye  see 
and  know  ;  yea,  the  faith  which  is  by  him  hath  given 
him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the  presence  of  you  all. 
And  now,  brethren,  I  wot,  that  through  ignorance  ye 
did  tf,  as  did  also  your  rulers.  But  those  things^ 
which  God  before  had  shewed  by  the  mouth  of  all  his 
prophets,  that  Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled. 
Kepent  ye  therefore  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall 
come  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,   and  lie  shall 
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send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before  was  preached  unto 
you  ;  whom  the  heaven  must  receive,  until  the  times 
of  restitution  of  all  things,  which  God  hath  spok^i  by 
the  mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since  the  world  be* 
gan.  For  Moses  truly  said  unto  the  fathers  ;  A  Pro- 
phet shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you  of 
your  brethren,  like  unto  me  ;  him  shall  ye  hear  in  all 
things,  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  th^it  every  soul,  which  will  not  hear 
that  Prophet,  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  tlie  peo- 
ple. Yea  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel  and  those 
that  follow  after  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have  likewise 
foretold  of  these  days.  Ye  are  the  children  of  the 
prophets,  and  of  the  covenant  which  God  made  with 
our  fathers,  saying  unto  Abraham ;  And  in  thy  seed 
shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed.  Un- 
to you  first,  God,  having  raised  up  his  Son  Jesa% 
sent  him  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of 
you  from  his  iniquities. 

And  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests  and 
the  captain  of  the  temple  and  the  Sadducees  came  up- 
on them,  being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and 
preach^  through  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead. 
And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in  hold  unto 
the  next  day  ;  for  it  was  now  even-tide.  Howbeit, 
many  of  them  which  heard  the  word  believed  ;  and  the 
number  of  the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  their  ru- 
lers and  elders  and  scribes,  and  Annas  the  high  priest 
and  Caiaphas  and  John  and  Alexander,  and  as  maaj 
as  were  of  the  kindred  of  the  high  priest,  were  gather- 
ed together  at  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  had  act 
them  in  the  midst,  they  asked  ;  By  what  power^  or  bj 
what  name  have  ye  done  this  ?  Then  Peter,  fiUed 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them  ;  Ye  rulers  of 
the  people,  and  elders  of  Israel,  if  we  this  day  be  ex- 
amined of  the  good  deed  done  to  the  impotent  mtfii 
by  what  means  he  is  made  whole,  be  it  known  onto 
you  all,  and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  that  by  the 
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name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucified^ 
whom  God  raised  from  the  dead,  even  by  him  doth 
this  man  stand  here  before  you  whole.     This  is  the 
stone,  which  was  set  at  nought  of  you  builders,  which 
is  become  the  head  of  the  comer.     Neither  is  there 
salvation  in  any  other;    for  there  is  none  other  name 
under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be 
saved.     Now,  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter 
and  John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  unlearned  and 
ignorant  men,  they  marvelled,  and  they  took  know- 
ledge of  them,  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus.     And 
beholding  the  man  which  was  healed  standing  with 
them,  they  could  say  nothing  against  it.     But  when 
they  had  commanded  them  to  go  aside  out  of  the  coun- 
cil, they  conferred  among  themselves.    Saying ;  What 
shall  we  do  to  these  men  ?  for  that  indeed  a  notable 
miracle  hath  been  done  by  them,  is  manifested  to  all 
them  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem,  and  we  cannot  deny  it. 
But  that  it  spread  no  further  among  the  people,  let  us 
straitly  threaten  them,  that  they  speak  henceforth  to  no 
man  in  this  name.     And  they  called  them,  and  com- 
manded them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach  in  the 
name  of  Jesus.     But  Peter  and  John  answered  and 
said  unto  them ;  Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of 
God  to  hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto  God,  judge 
ve.     For  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we 
have  seen  and  heard.      So  when   they   had  further 
threatened  them,  they  let  them  go,  finding  nothing  how 
they  might  punish  them,  because  of  the  people ;  for 
all  men  glorified  God  for  that  which  was  done.     For 
the  man  was  above  forty  years  old  on  whom  this  mi- 
racle  of  healing  was  shewed. 

And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  company, 
and  reported  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had 
said  unto  them.  And  when  they  heard  that^they  lift- 
ed up  their  voice  to  God  with  one  accord,  and  said ; 
Lord,  thou  art  God,  which  hast  made  heaven,  and 
earth  and  the  sea  and  all  that  in  them  is,  who  by  the 
mouth  of  thy  servant  David  hast  said  ;  Why  did  the 
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heathen  rage,  and  the  people  imagine  vain  things  ? 
The  Kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and  the  rulers  were 
gathered  together  against  the  Lord,  and  against  his 
Christ.     For  of  a  truth,  against  thy  holy  child  Jesus, 
whom  thou  hast  anointed,  both  Herod  and   Pontius 
Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles  and  the  people  of  Israel, 
were  gathered   together,   for    to  do  whatsoever  thy 
hand  and  thy  counsel  determined  before  to  be  done. 
And  now.  Lord,  behold  their  threatenings,  and  grant 
unto  thy  servants,  that  with  all  boldness  they  may  speak 
thy  word,  by  stretching  forth   thine  hand  to  heal,  and 
that  signs  and  wonders  may  be  done  by  the  name  of 
thy  holy  child  Jesus.     And  when  they  had  prayed,  the 
place  was   shaken   where   they  were   assembled  to* 
gether  ;  and  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  they  spake  die  word  of  God  with  boldness.     Aim! 
the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were  of  one  heart 
and  of  one  soul,  neither  said  any  of  them^  that  aught 
of  the  things  which  he  possessed    was  his  own,  but 
they  had  all  things  common.     And  with  great  power 
gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
Lord  Jesus;    and   great  grace  was   upon  them  alL 
Neither  was  there  any  among  them  that  lacked ;  for 
as  many  as  were  possessors  of  lands  or  houses,  sold 
them,  and  brought  the  prices  of  the  things  that  were 
sold,  and  laid  them  down  at  the  apostles'  fe^ ;  and 
distribution  was  made  unto  every  man  accorduig  as  he 
had  need.     And  Joses,  who  by  the  apostles  was  sur- 
named  Barnabas,  (which  is,  being  interpreted;  Tbe 
son  of  consolation,)  a  Levite,  and  of  the  country  of 
Cyprus,  having  land,  sold  itj  and  brought  the  money, 
and  laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet.     But  a  certain  num 
named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira  his  wife,   sold  a  pos- 
session, and  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  (his  wife  al- 
so being  privy  to  it^)  and  brought  a  certain  part,  and 
laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet.    But  Peter  said  ;  Anani- 
as, why  hath   Satan  filled  thine  heart  to  lie  to  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  hack  part  of  the  price  of  the 
land  ?     Whiles  it  remamed,  was  it  not  thine  own  i 
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and  after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power  ? 
why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in  thine  heart  ? 
thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto  God.  And  Ana- 
nias hearing  these  words,  fell  down,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost.  And  great  fear  came  on  all  them  that  heard 
these  things.  And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him 
up,  and  carried  him  out  and  buried  him.  And  it  was 
about  the  space  of  three  hours  after,  when  his  wifi^ 
not  knowing  what  was  done,  came  in.  And  Peter  an- 
swered unto  her ;  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land 
for  so  much  ?  And  she  said ;  Yea,  for  so  much.  Then 
P  eter  said  unto  her ;  How  is  it  that  ye  have  agreed  to- 
gether to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  Behold,  the 
teet  of  them  which  have  buried  thy  husband  are  at  the 
door,  and  shall  carry  thee  out.  Then  fell  she  down 
straightway  at  his  feet,  and  yielded  up  the  ghost.  And 
the  young  men  came  in,  and  found  her  dead,  and  carry- 
ing her  forth  buried  her  by  her  husband.  And  great  fear 
came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon  as  many  as  heard 
these  things. 

And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs 
and  wonders  wrought  among  the  people;  and  they 
were  all  with  one  accord  in  Solomon's  porch  ;  and  of 
the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself-  |o  them.  But  the 
people  magnified  them ;  and  believers  were  the  more 
added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both  pf  men  and  women  ; 
insomuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the 
streets,  and  laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the 
least  the  shadow  of  Peter  passing  by  might  oversha- 
dow some  of  them.  There  came  also  a  multitude  ou( 
of  the  cities  round  about  unto  Jerusalem,  bringing 
sick  folks  and  them  which  were  vexed  with  unclean 
spirits  ;  and  they  were  healed  every  one. 

Then  the  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all  they  that  were 
with  him,  which  is  the  sect  of  the  Sadducees,  and  were 
filled  with  indignation,  and  laid  their  hands  on  the 
apostles,  and  put  them  in  the  common  prison.  But  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  tlie  prismi-doors, 
and  brought  them  forth  and  said;  Go,  stand  and  speak 
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in  the  temple  to  the  people  all  the  words  of  this  life. 
And  when  they  heard  that^  they  entered  into  the  tem- 
ple early  in  the  morning,  and  taught.  But  the  high 
priest  came,  and  they  that  were  with  him,  and  called 
the  council  together,  and  all  the  senate  of  the  children 
of  Israel ;  and  sent  to  the  prison  to  have  them  brought. 
But  when  the  officers  came,  and  found  them  not  in 
the  prison,  they  returned,  and  told,  saying  ;  The  pri- 
son truly  found  we  shut  with  all  safety,  and  the 
keepers  standing  without  before  the  doors ;  but  whoi 
we  had  opened,  we  found  no  man  within.  Now  whoi 
the  high  priest  and  the  captain  of  the  temple  and  the 
chief  priests  heard  these  things,  they  doubted  of  them 
whereunto  thid  would  grow.  Then  came  one  and  toM 
them,  saying ;  Behold,  the  men  whom  ye  put  in  prison 
are  standing  in  the  temple,  and  teaching  the  people. 
Then  went  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and  brought 
them  without  violence  ;  for  they  feared  the  people,  lest 
they  should  have  been  stoned.  And  when  they  had 
brought  them,  they  set  them  before  the  council.  And 
the  high  priest  asked  them,  saying;  Did  not  we 
straitly  command  you  that  ye  should  not  teach  in  this 
name  ?  and  behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusalem  with 
'  your  doctrine,  and  intend  to  bring  this  man's  blood 
upon  us.  Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered 
and  said ;  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men. 
The  God  of  our  fathers  raised  up  Jesus,  whom  ye 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree ;  him  hath  God  exalted 
with  his  right  hand  to  be  a  Prince  and  a  Saviour,  (sr 
to  give  repentance  to  Israel,  and  forgiveness  of  sins. 
And  we  are  his  witnesses  of  these  things,  and  m  tf 
also  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given  to  then 
that  obey  him.  When  they  heard  thatj  they  w^re 
cut  to  the  hearty  and  took  counsel  to  slay  them.  Hiea 
stood  there  up  one  in  the  council,  a  Pharisee,  named 
Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of  the  law,  had  in  reputaiioD 
among  all  the  people,  and  commanded  to  put  the 
apostles  forth  a  little  space,  and  said  unto  them  ;  Te 
men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to  yourselves  what  ye  intend 
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to  do  as  touching  these  men.  For  before  these  days 
rose  up  Theudas,  boasting  himself  to  be  somebody, 
to  whom  a  number  of  men,  about  four  hundred,  join- 
ed themselves  ;  who  was  slain,  and  all,  as  many  as  obey- 
ed him,  were  scattered  and  brought  to  nought.  After 
this  man  rose  up  Judas  of  Galilee,  in  the  days  of 
the  taxing  and  drew  away  much  people  afler  him; 
he  also  perished,  and  all,  eveii  as  many  as  obeyed 
him,  were  dispersed.  And  now  I  say  unto  you  ;  Re- 
frain from  these  men,  and  let  them  alone  ;  for  if  this 
counsel  or  this  work,  be  of  men,  it  will  come  to 
nought;  but  if  it  be  of  God,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it, 
lest  haply  ye  be  found  even  to  fight  against  God. 
And  to  him  they  agreed  ;  and  when  they  had  called 
*  the  apostles,  and  beaten  them^  they  commanded  that 
they  should  not  speak  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  let 
them  go. 

And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  council, 
rejoicing  that  they  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame 
for  his  name ;  and  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every 
house,  they  ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus 
Christ. 

§  2.  And  in  those  days,  wh^fi  the  number  of  the 
disciples  was  multiplied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of 
the  Grecians  against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  Vi- 
dows  were  neglected  in  the  daily  ministration.  Then 
the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto 
themj  and  said ;  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave 
the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest 
report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we 
may  appoint  over  this  business ;  but  we  will  give  our- 
selves continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word.  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude ; 
and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus  and  Nicanor, 
and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas,  a  proselyte  of 
Antioch;  whom  they  set  before  the  apostles ;  and  when 
they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  thwo.     And 
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the  word  of  God  increased,  and  the  number  of  the 
disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly ;  and  a  great 
company  of  the  priests  were  obedient  to  the  faith. 
And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  won- 
ders and  miracles  among  the  people.  Then  there 
arose  certain  of  the  synagogue,  which  is  called  the  syna- 
gogue of  the  Libertines,  and  Cyrenians,  and  Alex- 
andrians, and  of  them  of  Cilicia  and  of  Asia^  disput- 
ing with  Stephen  ;  and  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the 
wisdom  and  the  spirit  by  which  he  spake.  Then  they 
suborned  men,  which  said  ;  We  have  heard  him  speak 
blasphemous  words  against  Moses  and  against  Grod. 
And  they  stirred  up  the  people  and  the  elders  and  the 
scribes,  and  came  upon  Aim,  and  caught  him  and 
brought  Aim  to  the  council,  and  set  up  false  witnesses^ 
whicn  said  ;  This  man  ceaseth  not  to  speak  blasphe* 
mous  words  against  this  holy  place  and  the  law.  For 
we  have  heard  him  say  ;  That  this  Jesus  of  Nazar^ 
shall  destroy  this  place,  and  shall  change  the  customi 
which  Moses  delivered  us.  And  all  that  sat  in  the 
council,  looking  steadfastly  on  him,  saw  his  face  as  it 
had  been  the  face  of  an  angel. 

Then  said  the  high  priest ;  Are  these  things  sof 
And  he  said;  Men,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hearken; 
The  God  of  glory  appeared  unto  our  father  Abraham, 
when  he  was  in  Mesopotamia,  before  he  dwelt  in 
Charran,  and  said  unto  him ;  Get  thee  out  of  thf 
country,  and  from  thy  kindred,  and  come  into  the  land 
Vhich  I  shall  shew  thee.  Then  came  he  out  of  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  dwelt  in  Charran ;  and 
from  thence,  when  his  father  was  dead,  he  removed 
him  into  this  land,  wherein  ye  now  dwell;  and  he 
gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it,  no  not  so  much  as  to 
set  his  foot  on,  yet  he  promised  that  he  would  ghre 
it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and  to  his  seed  after  hin% 
when  as  yet  he  had  no  child.  And  God  spake  on  this 
wise,  that  his  seed  should  sojourn  in  a  strange  land, 
and  that  they  should  bring  them  into  bondage,  and  en* 
treat  them  evil  four  hundred  years.    And  the  iiatkm  t0 
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whom  they  shall  be  in  bondage  will  I  judge,  said  God ; 
and  after  that  shall  they  come  forth,  and  serve  me  m 
this  place.  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of  circum- 
cision ;  and  so  Abraham  begat  Isaac,  and  circum- 
cised him  the  eighth  day  ;  and  Isaac  begat  Jacob,  and 
Jacob  begat  the  twelve  patriarchs.  And  the  patriarchs, 
moved  witli  envy,  sold  Joseph  into  Egypt ;  but  God 
was  with  him,  and  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  afflic- 
tions, and  gave  him  favour  and  wisdom  in  the  sight  of 
Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt ;  and  he  made  him  governor 
over  Egypt  and  all  his  house.  Now  there  came  a 
deartli  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  and  Chanaan,  and 
great  affliction ;  and  our  fathers  found  no  sustenance. 
But  when  Jacob  heard  that  there  was  com  in  Egypt, 
he  sent  out  our  fathers  first ;  and  at  the  second  timej 
Joseph  was  made  known  to  his  brethren,  and  Joseph's 
kindred  was  made  known  unto  Pharaoh.  Then  sent 
Joseph,  and  called  his  father  Jacob  to  himj  and  all  his 
kindred,  threescore  and  fifleen  souls.  So  Jacob  went 
down  into  Egypt,  and  died,  he  and  our  fathers.  And 
were  carried  over  into  Sychem,  and  laid  in  the  sepul- 
chre that  Abraham  bought  for  a  sum  o£  money  of  the 
sons  of  Emmor  the  father  of  SychenL  But  when  the 
time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh,  which  God  had  sworn 
to  Abraham,  the  people  grew  and  multiplied  in  Egypt ; 
till  another  king  arose,  which  knew  not  Joseph.  The 
same  dealt  subtilly  with  our  kindred,  and  evil-en- 
treated our  fathers,  so  that  they  cast  out  their  young  , 
children,  to  the  end  they  might  not  live.  In  which 
time  Moses  was  bom,  and  was  exceeding  fair,  and 
nourished  up  in  his  father's  house  three  months.  And 
when  he  was  cast  out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  took  him 
op,  and  nourished  him  for  her  own  son.  And  Moses 
was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians  ;  and 
was  mighty  in  words  and  in  deeds.  And,  when  he 
was  full  forty  years  old,  it  came  into  his  heart  to  visit 
his  brethren,  the  childr^i  of  Israel.  And  seeing  cme 
of  them  suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him^  and  avmged 
urn  that  was  opfHret^ed^  and  smote  the  Egyptian.  For 
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he  supposed  his  brethren  would  have  understood  bow 
that  God  by  his  hand  would  deliver  them ;  but  they 
understood  not.  And  the  next  day  he  shewed  himsetf 
unto  them  as  they  strove,  and  would  have  set  them  at 
.one  again,  saying  ;  Sirs,  ye  are  brethren  ;  why  do  ye 
wrong  one  to  another  ?  But  he  that  did  his  neigii- 
bour  wrong  thrust  him  away,  saying ;  Who  made  thee 
a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us  ?  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as 
thou  didst  the  Egyptian  yesterday  ?  Then  fled  Mo- 
ses at  this  saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in  the  land  of 
Midian,  where  he  begat  two  sons.  And  when  fimrty 
years  were  expired,  there  appeared  to  him,  in  the  wil- 
demess  of  mount  Sina,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  in  t 
flame  of  fire  in  a  bush.  When  Moses  saw  itj  he 
wondered  at  the  sight ;  and,  as  he  drew  near  ta  be- 
hold if,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him,  saying  j 
I  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers  the  God  of  Abraham^ 
and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  TImi 
Moses  trembled,  and  durst  not  behold.*  Th^n  said 
the  Lord  to  him ;  Put  ofi*  thy  shoes  from  thy  feet ;  for 
the  place  where  thou  standest  is  holy  ground.  I  have 
seen,  I  have  seen  the  affliction  of  my  people  which  is 
in  Egypt,  and  I  have  heard  their  groaning,  and  am 
come  down  to  deliver  them ;  and  now  come,  I  will 
send  thee  into  Egypt.  This  Moses,  whom  they  re- 
fused, saying  ;  Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  1 
the  same  did  God  send,  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  deliverer, 
by  the  hand  of  the  angel  which  appeared  to  him  in  die 
bush.  He  brought  them  out,  after  that  he  had  shewed 
wonders  and  signs  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the 
Red  sea,  and  in  the  wilderness,  forty  years.  This  v 
that  Moses  which  said  unto  the  children  of  Isrttel ; 
A  Prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  yoe 
of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me  ;  him  shall  ye  betr. 
This  is  he  that  was  in  the  church  in  the  wild^meK 
with  the  angel  which  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Kaa, 
and  tvith  our  fathers  who  received  the  lively  oracles  to 
give  unto  us  ;  to  whom  our  fathers  would  not  obey, 
but  thrust  him  from  them,  and  in  their  heartis  timed 
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back  again  into  Egypt,  saying  unto  Aaron  ;  Make  us 
Gods  to  go  before  us ;  for  a«  fw  this  Moses,  which 
brought  us  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  wot  not  what 
is  become  of  him.  And  they  made  a  calf  in  those  days, 
and  offered  sacrifice  unto  the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the 
works  of  their  own  hands.  Then  God-  turned,  and 
gave  them  up  to  worship  the  host  of  heaven ;  as  it  is 
written  in  the  book  of  the  prophets;  O  ye  house  of 
Israel,  have  ye  o^ered  to  me  slain  beasts  and  sacri- 
fices by  the  space  of  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  ? 
Yea,  ye  took  up  the  tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the  star 
of  your  God  Remphan,  figures  which  ye  made  to 
worship  them;  and  I  will  carry  you  away  beyond 
Babylon.  Our  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  witness 
in  the  wilderness,  as  he  had  appointed,  speaking  unto 
Moses,  that  he  should  make  it  according  to  the  fash- 
ion that  he  had  seen  ;  which  also  our  fathers  that  came 
afler  brought  in  with  Jesus  into  the  possession  of  the 
Gentiles,  whom  God  drave  out  before  the  face  of  our 
fathers,  unto  the  days  of  David,  who  found  favor 
before  God,  and  desired. to  find  a  tabernacle  for  the 
God  of  Jacob.  But  Solomon  built  him  an  house. 
Howbeit,  the  Most  High  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands,  as  saith  the  prophet ;  heaven  is  my  throne, 
and  earth  is  my  footstool.  What  house  will  ye  build 
me  ?  saith  the  Lord ;  or  what  is  the  place  of  my 
rest  ?  Hath  not  my  hand  made  all  these  things  ?  Ye 
stifi*-necked  and  uncircumcised  in  heart  and  ears,  ye 
do  always  resist  the  Holy  Ghost ;  as  your  fathers  dtd^ 
so  da  ye.  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fa- 
thers persecuted  ?  and  they  have  slain  them  which 
shewed  before  of  the  coming  of  the  Just  One,  of 
whom  ye  have  been  now  the  betrayers  and  murderers ; 
who  have  received  the  law  by  the  disposition  of  an- 
gels, and  have  not  kept  it.  When  they  heard  these 
things,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and  they  gnashed  on 
*him  with  their  teeth.  But  he,  being  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  looked  up  steadfastly  into  heaven,  and  saw  the 

glory  of  God,  and  Jesus  standing  on  the  right  hand 
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of  God,  and  said ;  Behold,  I  see  the  heavens  opened, 
and  the  son  of  man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 
Then  they  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped 
their  ears,  and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord  ;  and 
east  him  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  him.  And  the 
witnesses  laid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young  man's 
feet,  whose  name  was  Saul.  And  they  stoned  Ste- 
phen, calling  upon  Chd  and  saying ;  Lord  Jesus,  re- 
ceive my  spirit.  And  he  kneeled  down,  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice ;  Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their 
charge.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell  asleep. 
And  Saul  was  consenting  unto  his  death.  And  at 
that  time  there  was  a  great  persecution  against  the 
church  which  was  at  Jerusalem,  and  they  were  all 
scattered  abroad  throughout  the  regions  of  Judea  and 
Samaria,  except  the  apostles.  And  devout  men  car- 
ried Stephen  to  his  burial^  and  made  great  lamenta- 
tion over  him.  As  for  Saul,  he  made  havock  of  the 
church,  entering  into  every  house,  and  haling  men  and 
women,  committed  them  to  prison.  Therefore  thej 
that  were  scattered  abroad  went  every  where  preadi- 
ing  the  word.  Then  Philip  went  down  to  the  city  of 
Samaria,  and  preached  Christ  unto  them.  And  the 
people  with  one  accord  gave  heed  unto  those  things 
which  Philip  spake,  hearing  and  seeing  the  miracles 
which  he  did.  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  with  loud 
voice,  came  out  of  many  that  were  possessed  with  them; 
and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and  that  were  lame^ 
were  healed.  And  there  was  great  joy  in  that  city. 
But  there  was  a  certain  man,  called  Simon,  which  be- 
foretime  in  the  same  city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitdied 
the  people  of  Samaria,  giving  out  that  himself  vm 
some  great  one  ;  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  fron 
the  least  to  the  greatest,  saying ;  This  man  is  the 
great  power  of  God.  And  to  him  they  had  regard, 
because  that  of  long  time  he  had  bewitched  them  with 
sorceries.  But  when  they  believed  Philip,  preachiBg' 
the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God  and  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  they  were  baptized,  both  men 
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and  womcdfi.  Then  Simcm  himself  believed  also^  and 
when  he  was  baptized,  he  continued  with  Philip ;  and 
wondered,  beholding  the  miracles  and  signs  which 
were  done. 

Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  wwd  oi  God, 
they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John  ;  Who,  when  they 
were  come  down,  prayed  for  them,  that  they  might 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost.  (For  as  yet  he  was  fallen 
upon  none  of  them,  only  they  were  baptized  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.)  Then  laid  they  their  hands 
on  them,  and  they  received  the  Holy  Ghost.  And 
when  Simon  saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the  apos- 
tles' hands  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given,  he  offered  them 
money.  Saying;  Give  me  also  this  power,  that  on 
whomsoever  I  lay  hands,  he  may  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost.  But  Peter  said  unto  him ;  Thy  money  per- 
ish with  thee,  because  thou  hast  thought  that  the  gift 
of  God  may  be  purchased  with  money.  Thou  hast 
neither  part  nor  lot  in  this  matter ;  for  thy  heart  is  not 
right  in  the  sight  of  God.  Repent  therefore  of  this 
thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God,  if  perhaps  the  thought 
of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven  thee.  For  I  perceive 
that  thou  art  in  the  gall  of  bitterness  and  in  the  bond 
of  iniquity.  Then  answered  Simon,  and  said  ;  Pray 
ye  to  the  Lord  for  me,  that  none  of  these  things  which 
ve  have  spoken  come  upon  me.  And  they,  when  they 
had  testified  and  preached  the  word  of  the  Lord,  re- 
turned to  Jerusalem,  and  preached  the  gospel  in  many 
villages  of  the  Samaritans. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  say- 
ing; Arise,  and  go  toward  the  south,  unto  the  way 
that  goeth  down  from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza,  which  is 
desert.  And  he  arose  and  went ;  and  behold,  a  man 
of  Ethiopia,  an  eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Can- 
dace  quemi  of  the  Ethiopians,  who  had  the  charge  of  all 
her  treasure,  and  had  come  to  Jerusalem  for  to  wor- 
ship, was  returning ;  and  sitting  in  his  .ctuuriot,  read 
Esaias  the  prophet.     Then  the  Spirit  saidranto  Phi- 
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lip  ;  Go  near^  and  join  thyself  to  this  chariot.  And 
Philip  ran  thither  to  him^  and  heard  him  read  the  pro^ 
phet  Esaias,  and  said  ;  Understandest  thou  what  thou 
readest  ?  And  he  said  ;  How  can  I,  except  some  man 
should  guide  me  ?  And  he  desired  Philip  that  he 
would  come  up  and  sit  with  him.  The  place  of  the 
scripture  which  he  read  was  this  ;  He  was  led  as  a 
sheep  to  the  slaughter ;  and  like  a  lamb  dumb  before 
his  shearer,  so  opened  he  not  his  mouth.  In  his  humilia- 
tion his  judgment  was  taken  away  ;  and  who  shall  de- 
clare his  generation  ?  for  his  life  is  taken  from  the 
earth.  And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip,  and  said  ;  I 
pray  thee  of  whom  speaketh  the  prophet  this  ?  of  him- 
self, or  of  some  other  man  ?  Then  Philip  opened  his 
mouth,  and  began  at  the  same  scripture,  and  preached 
unto  him  Jesus.  And  as  they  went  on  their  waT) 
they  came  unto  a  certain  water ;  and  the  eunuch  sara ; 
See,  here  is  water ;  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be  bap-' 
tized  ?  And  Philip  said ;  If  thou  believest  with  aH" 
thine  heart,  thou  mayest.  And  he  answered  and  said ; 
I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God.  And  he 
commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still ;  and  they  went 
down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunudi ; 
and  he  baptized  him.  And,  when  they  were  come  np 
out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  awcf 
Philip ;  that  the  eunuch  saw  him  no  more,  and  he 
went  on  his  way  rejoicing.  But  Philip  was  found  it 
Azotus  ;  and  passing  through,  he  preached  in  all  die 
cities,  till  he  came  to  Cesarea. 

§  3.  And  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  mi 
slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord,  we»t  mite 
the  high  priest,  and  desired  of  him  letters  to  Damat- 
cus  to  the  synagogues,  that  if  he  found  any  of  tin! 
way,  whether  they  were  men  or  women,  he  raighl 
bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusalem.  And  as  he  jom^ 
ney^,  he  came  near  Damascus ;  and  suddenly  thM 
shined  round  about  him  a  light  from  heayen,  and  he 
fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard'a  voice  saying  unto  him} 
Saul,  SafR,  why  persecutest  thou  me  ?  and  he  said; 
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Who  art  thou,  Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said  ;  I  am  Je- 
sus whom  thou  persecutest.  It  is  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  pricks.  And  he,  trembling  and  aston- 
ished, said ;  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ? 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  him  ;  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do.  And 
the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless, 
hearing  a  Voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul  arose 
from  the  earth ;  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened,  he 
saw  no  man ;  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand,  and 
brought  him  into  Damascus.  And  he  was  three  days 
without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat  nor  drink. 

And   there   was  a  certain   disciple   at  Damascus, 
named  Ananias,  and  to  him  said  the  Lord  in  a  vision, 
Ananias.     And  he  said;  Behold,  I  am  herCj  Lord. 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  him ;  Arise,  and  go  into  the  ^ 
street  which  is   called    Straight,  and   inquire  in  the 
house  of  Judas  for  one  called  Saul  of  Tarsus ;  for  be- 
hold, he  prayeth,   and  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man 
named  Ananias  coming  in,  and  putting  his  hand  on 
him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight.     Then  Ananias 
answered ;  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many  of  this  man, 
how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem, 
and  here  he  hath  authority  from  the  chief  priests  to 
bind  all  that  call  on  thy  name.     But  the  Lord  said 
unto  him  ;  Go  thy  way,  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto 
me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings, 
and  the  children  of  Israel.     For  1  will  shew  him  how 
great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my  name's  sake.     And 
Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house ; 
and  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said ;  Brother  Saul, 
the  Lord  even  Jesus,  that  appeared  unto  thee  in  the 
way  as  thou  camest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou  mightest 
receive  thy  sight,  and  be  filled  with  the  'Holy  Ghost. 
And  immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had 
been  scales,  and  he  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose, 
and  was  baptized.     And  when  he  had  received  meat^ 
he  was  strengthened. 
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Then  was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  disciples  whicli 
were  at  Damascus ;  And  straightway  he  preached 
Christ  in  the  synagogues,  that  he  is  the  Sou  of  God. 
But  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said  ;  Is  not 
this  he  that  destroyed  them  which  called  on  this  name 
in  Jerusalem^  and  came  hither  for  that  intent,  that  he 
might  bring  them  bound  unto  the  chief  priests  ?  But 
Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded 
the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that  this 
is  very  Christ.  And  afler  that  many  days  were  ful- 
filled, the  Jews  took  counsel  to  kill  him ;  But  their 
laying  await  was  known  of  Saul.  And  they  watch- 
ed the  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him.  Then  the  dis- 
ciples took  him  by  night,  and  let  him  down  by  the 
wall  in  a  basket. 

And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assayed 
to  join  himself  to  the  disciples ;   but  they  were  all 
afraid  of  him,  and  believed  not  that  he  was  a  discipk. 
But    Barnabas  took  him,  and    brought  him  to  the 
apostles,  and  declared  unto  them  how  he  had  seen 
the  Lord  in  the  way,  and  that  he  had  spoken  to  him, 
and  how  he  had  preached  boldly  at  Damascus  in  the 
name  of  Jesus.     And  he  was  with  them  coming  io 
and  going  out  at  Jerusalem,  and  he  spake  boldly  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.     And  disputed   against 
the   Grecians ;   but  they  went    about  to    slay  him. 
Which  when  the  brethren  knew  they  brought  him  down 
to  Cesarea,  and  sent  him  forth  to  Tarsus.     Then  had 
the  churches  rest  throughout  all  Judea  and  Galilee 
and  Samaria,  and  were  edified ;  and  walking  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,   and  in  the  comfort  of  the   Holj 
Ghost,  were  multiplied. 

§  4.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Peter  passed  through- 
out all  quarters^  he  came  down  also  to  the  saints  which 
dwelt  at  Lydda.  And  there  he  found  a  certain  man 
named  Eneas,  which  had  kept  his  bed  eight  years,  and 
was  sick  of  the  palsy.  And  Peter  said  unto  him; 
Eneas,  Jesus  Christ  maketh  thee  whole ;  arise^  and 
make  thy  bed.     And  he  arose  immediately.     And  all 
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that  dwelt  in  Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him,  and  turned 
to  the  Lord.  Now  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  dis- 
ciple named  Tabitha,  which  by  interpretation  is 
called  Dorcas ;  this  woman  was  full  of  good  works, 
and  alms-deeds  which  she  did.  And  it  came  to  pass 
in  those  days,  that  she  was  sick,  and  died ;  wnom 
when  they  had  washed,  they  laid  her  in  an  upper 
chamber.  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda  was  nigh  to  J  op- 
pa,  and  the  disciples  had  heard  that  Peter  was  there, 
they  sent  unto  him  two  men,  desiring  him  that  he 
would  not  delay  to  come  to  them.  Then  Peter  arose 
and  went  with  them.  When  he  was  come,  they 
brought  him  into  the  upper  chamber ;  and  all  the  wi- 
dows stood  by  him  weeping,  and  shewing  the  coats 
and  garments  which  Dorcas  made  while  she  was  with 
them.  But  Peter  put  them  all  forth,  and  kneeled 
down,  and  prayed ;  and,  turning  him  to  the  body, 
said  ;  Tabitha,  arise.  And  she  opened  her  eyes ;  and, 
,  when  she  saw  Peter,  she  sat  up.  And  he  gave  her 
his  hand,  and  lifted  her  up  ;  and  when  he  had  called 
«  the  saints  and  widows,  he  pres^ited  her  alire.  And 
IjAit  was  known  throughout  all  Joppa ;  and  many  believ- 
F  ed  in  the  Lord.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  tarried 
many  days  in  Joppa  with  one  Simon  a  tanner. 

There  was  a  certain  man  in  Cesarea  called  Corne- 
lias, a  c^iturion  of  the  band  called  the  Italian  band. 
Jt  devout  man^  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all  his 
house;  which  gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  and 
prayed  to  God  alway ;  he  saw  in  a  vision  evidently 
;   about  the  ninth  hour  of  the  day,  an  angel  of  God 
coming  in  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him ;  Cornelius. 
X  And  when  he  looked  on  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said  ; 
L  What  is  it.    Lord  ?     And  he  said  unto  him ;  Thy 
t  prayers  and  thine  alms  are  come  up  for  a  memorial 
F  before  God.     And  now  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call 
tor  one  Simon,  whose  surname  is  Peter  ;  he  lodgeth 
with  one  Simon  a  tanner,  whose  house  is  by  the  sea- 
iide ;  he  shall  tell  thee  what  thou  oughtest  to  do. 
Ajid  when  the  angel  which    spake  unto  Cornelius 
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was  departed,  he  called  two  of  his  household  ser- 
vants, and  a  devout  soldier  of  them  that  waited  on 
him  continually,  and  when  he  had  declared  all  these 
things  unto  them,  he  sent  them  to  Joppa 

On  the  morrow,  as  they  went  on  their  journey, 
and  drew  nigh  unto  the  city,  Peter  went  up  upon 
die  house-top  to  pray,  about  the  sixth  hour.  And 
he  became  very  hungry,  and  would  have  eaten ;  but 
while  they  made  ready,  he  fell  into  a  trance,  and  saw 
heaven  opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descending  unto 
him,  as  it  had  been  a  great  sheet,  knit  at  the  four 
comers,  and  let  down  to  the  earth;  wherein  were 
all  manner  of  four-footed  beasts  of .  the  earth  and 
wild  beasts  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 
And  there  came  a  voice  to  him;  Rise,  Peter,  kill 
and  eat.  But  Peter  said ;  Not  so.  Lord ;  for  I  have 
never  eaten  any  thing  that  is  common  or  unclean. 
And  the  voice  spake  unto  him  again  the  second  time; 
What  God  hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  cmn- 
mon.  This  was  done  thrice  ;  and  the  vessel  was  re- 
ceived up  again  into  heaven.  Now  while  PeCtf 
doubted  in  himself  what  this  vision  which  he  hai^ 
seen  should  mean,  behold,  the  men  which  were  seflt 
from  Cornelius  had  made  inquiry  for  Simon's  house, 
and  stood  before  the  gate ;  and  called,  and  asked 
whether  Simon,  which  was  surnamed  Peter,  were 
lodged  there.  While  Peter  thought  on  the  vision, 
the  Spirit  said  unto  him;  Behold,  three  men  seek  j 
thee ;  arise,  therefore,  and  get  thee  down,  and  go  with 
them,  doubting  nothing  ;  for  I  have  sent  them.  TImb 
Peter  went  down  to  the  men  which  were  sent  unto 
him  from  Cornelius,  and  said  ;  Behold,  I  am  he  whos 
ye  seek;  what  is  the  cause  wherefore  ye  are  comet 
And  they  said  ;  Cornelius  the  centurion,  a  just  mS) 
and  one  that  feareth  God,  and  of  good  report  amoig 
all  the  nations  of  the  Jews,  was  warned  from  God  1^ 
an  holy  angel  to  send  for  thee  into  his  house,  and  to 
hear  words  of  thee.  Then  called  he  them  in,  anJ 
lodged  them. 
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And  on  the  morrow   Peter  went  away  with  them, 
and   certain  brethren  from   Joppa  accompanied  him. 
And    the  morrow  after,  they   entered  into  Cesarea. 
And  Cornelius  waited  for  them,  and  had  called  to- 
gether his  kinsmen  and  near  friends.     And    as  Peter 
was  coming  in,  Cornelius  met  him,  and  fell  down  at 
his  feet,  and  worshipped  him.     But  Peter  took  him  up, 
saying ;  Stand  up ;  I  myself  also  am  a  man.     And  as 
he  talked  with  him,  he  went  in,  and  found  many  that 
were  come  together.     And  he  said  unto  them ;  Ye 
know  how  that  it  is  an  unlawful  thing  for  a  man  that 
is  a  Jew  to  keep  company,  or  to  come  unto  one  of 
another  nation ;  but  God  hath  shewed  me  that  I  should 
not  call   any  man   common    or  unclean.      Therefore 
came  I  unto  you  without  gainsaying,  as  soon  as  I  was 
sent  for.    I  ask  therefore  for  what  intent  ye  have  sent 
for  me  ?     And  Cornelius  said ;  Four  days  ago    I  was 
fasting  until  this  hour,  and  at  the  ninth  hour  I  prayed 
in  my  house ;  and  behold,  a  man  stood  before  me  in 
bright  clothing,  and  said ;  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard, 
k  and  thine  alms  are  had  in  remembrance  in  the  sight  of 
V  God.     Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  and  call  hither  Simon, 
whose  surname  is   Peter  ;  he  is  lodged  in  the  house 
of  one  Simon  a  tanner,  by  the  sea-side  ;  who,  when  he 
Cometh,  shall  speak  unto  thee.     Immediately  therefore 
I  sent  to  thee  ;  and  thou  hast  well  done  that  thou  art 
come.     Now  therefore  are  we  all  here  present  before 
God,  to  hear  all  things  that  are  commanded  thee  of* 
God. 

Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said ;  Of  a  truth 
I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  ;  but  in 
every  nation,  he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh  righte- 
ousness, is  accepted  with  him.  The  word  which  Ood 
sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by 
Jesus  Christ ;  (he  is  Lord  of  all ;)  that  word,  /  say^  ye 
know,  which  was  published  throughout  all  Judea,  and 
began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached ;  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power,  who  went  about  do- 
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ing  good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the 
devil,  fbr  God  was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses 
of  all  things  which  he  did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews, 
and  in  Jerusalem  ;  whom  they  slew  and  hanged  on  a 
tree.  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed 
him  openly,  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses 
chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and 
drink  with  him  after  he  arose  from  the  dead.  And  he 
conunanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  tes- 
tify that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the 
judge  of  quick  and  dead.     To  him  give  all  the  pro- 

{ihets  witness,  that  through  his  name  whosoever  be- 
ieveth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins.  lYhile 
Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
all  them  which  heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the  cir- 
cumcision which  believed  were  astonished,  as  many  as 
came  with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also 
was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ;  for  they 
heard  them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 
Then  answered  Peter ;  can  any  man  forbid  water,  that 
these  should  not  be  baptized,  which  have  received  the.. 
Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we  ?  And  he  commanded  then 
to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed 
they  him  to  tarry  certain  days. 

And  the  apostles  and  brethren  that  were  in  Judea, 
heard  that  the  Gentiles  had  also  received  the  word  of 
God.  And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusalem, 
'they  that  were  of  the  circumcision  contended  with  hijD) 
saying  ;  Thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncircumcised,  and 
didst  eat  with  them.  But  Peter  rehearsed  the  tnatter 
from  the  beginnmg,  and  expounded  it  by  order  unto 
them,  saying  ;  I  was  in  the  city  of  Joppa  praying  ;  and 
in  a  trance  I  saw  a  vision ;  A  certain  vessel  descended,  as 
it  had  been  a  great  sheet,  let  down  from  heaven  by  four  I 
comers,  and  it  came  even  to  me ;  upon  the  which  whei 
I  had  fastened  mine  eyes,  I  considered,  and  saw  fovf' 
footed  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and  creqn 
ing  things,  and  fowls  of  the  air.  And  I  heard  a  voice 
saying  unto  me ;  Arise,  Peter,  slay  and  eat.     Bat  I 
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said  ;  Not  so,  Lord  ;  for  nothing  common  or  mficleen 
hath  at  any  time  entered  into  my  mouth.  But  the 
voice  answered  me  again  from  heaven;  What  God 
hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common.  And  this 
was  done  three  times  ;  and  all  were  drawn  up  again 
into  heaven.  And  behold,  immediately  there  w«re 
three  men  already  come  unto  the  house  where  I  was, 
sent  from  Cesarea  unto  me.  And  the  Spirit  bade  me 
go  with  them,  nothing  doubting ;  moreover,  these  six 
brethren  accompanied  me,  and  we  entered  into  the  >^^ 
man's  house.     And  he  shewed  us  how  he  had  seen  an  '    i 

angel  in  his  house,  which  stood  and  said  unto  him ; 
Send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  Simon,  whose  sur- 
name is  Peter;  who  shall  tell  thee  words,  wh^^y  thou 
and  all  thy  house  shall  be  saved.  And  as  I  began  to 
speak,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  them,  as  on  us  at  the 
beginning.  Then  remembered  I  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
how  that  he  said ;  John  indeed  baptized  with  water, 
but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  For- 
asmuch thafi  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he  did 
unto  us,  who  believed  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  what 
was  I,  that  I  could  withstand  God  ?  When  they  heard 
these  things,  they  held  their  peace,  and  glorified  God, 
saying  ;  Then  hath  God  also  to  the  Gentiles  granted 
repentance  unto  life. 

§  5.  Now  they  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the 
persecution  that  arose  about  Stephen,  travelled  as  far 
as  Phenice  and  Cyprus  and  Antioch,  preaching  th^, 
word  to  none  but  unto  the  Jews  only.  And  some  of 
them  were  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  which  wh^n 
they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  unto  the  Grecians, 
preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
was  with  them;  and  a  great  number  believed,  and 
turned  unto  the  Lord.  Then  tidings  of  these  things 
came  unto  the  ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jeru- 
salem ;  and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should 
go  as  far  as  Antioch.  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had 
seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad,  and  exhorted  them 
all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they  would  cleave  unto

the  Lord ;  for  he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith.  And  much  people  was  ad- 
ded unto  the  Lord. 

Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek 
Saul ;  and  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him 
unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole 
year  they  assembled  themselves  with  the  church,  and 
taught  much  people.  And  the  disciples  were  c«dled 
Christians  first  in  Antioch.  And  in  these  days  came 
prophets  from  Jerusalem  unto  Antioch. 

And  there  stood  up  one  of  them  named  Agabus,  and 
signified  by  the  Spirit,  that  there  should  be  great 
dearth  throughout  all  the  world ;  which  came  to  pass 
in  the  days  of  Claudius  Cesar.  Then  the  disciples, 
every  man  accoriding  to  his  ability,  determined  to  send 
relief  unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judea  ;  which 
also  they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of 
Barnabas  and  Saul. 

Now  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched 
forth  his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church.  And  he 
killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 
And  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  proceed- 
cd  further  to  take  Peter  also  ;  (then  were  the  days  of 
unleavened  bread ;)  and  when  he  had  apprehended  him, 
he  put  him  in  prison,  and  delivered  him  to  four  quar- 
temions  of  soldiers  to  keep  him,  intending  after  Eas- 
ter to  bring  him  forth  to  the  people.  Peter  therefore 
was  kept  in  prison  ;  but  prayer  was  made  without 
ceasing  of  the  church  unto  God  for  him.  And  when 
Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth,  the  same  night 
Peter  was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound  with 
two  chains,  and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept  the 
prison.  And  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  Aim,  and  a  light  shined  in  the  prison  ;  and  he 
smote  Peter  on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying ; 
Arise  up  quickly.  And  his  chains  fell  off  from  kit 
hands.  And  the  angel  said  unto  him ;  Gird  thyself, 
and  bind  on  thy  sandals.  And  so  he  did.  And  he 
saith  unto  him;  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee,  and 
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follow  me.  And  he  went  out,  and  followed  him ;  and 
wist  not  that  it  was  true  which  was  done  by  the  angel, 
but  thought  he  saw  a  vision.  When  they  were  past 
the  first  and  the  second  ward,  they  came  unto  the  iron 
gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city,  which  opened  to  them 
of  his  own  accord  ;  and  they  went  out,  and  passed  on 
through  one  street,  and  forthwith  the  angel  departed 
from  him.  And  when  Peter  was  come  to  himself,  he 
said ;  Now  I  know  of  a  surety,  that  the  Lord  hath 
sent  his  angel,  and  hath  delivered  me  out  of  the  hand 
of  Herod,  and /rom  all  the  expectation  of  the  people 
of  the  Jews.  And  when  he  had  considered  the  things 
he  came  to  the  house  of  Mary  the  mother  of  John, 
whose  surname  was  Mark,  where  many  were  gather- 
ed together,  praying.  And  as  Peter  knocked  at  the 
door  of  the  gate,  a  damsel  came  to  hearken,  named 
Rhoda  ;  and  when  she  knew  Peter's  voice,  she  open- 
ed not  the  gate  for  gladness ;  but  ran  in,  and  told  how 
Peter  stood  before  the  gate.  And  they  said  unto  her  ; 
Thou  art  mad.  But  she  constantly  affirmed  that  it 
was  even  so.  Then  said  they  ;  It  is  his  angel.  But 
Peter  continued  knocking  ;  and  when  they  had  opened 
the  door^  and  saw  him,  they  were  astonished.  But  he, 
beckoning  unto  them  with  the  hand  to  hold  their  peace, 
declared  unto  them  how  the  Lord  had  brought  him 
out  of  the  prison.  And  he  said;  Go,  shew  these 
things  unto  James,  and  to  the  brethren.  And  he  de- 
parted, and  went  into  another  place. 

Now  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  there  was  no  small  stir 
among  the  soldiers,  what  was  become  of  Peter.  And 
when  Herod  had  sought  for  him,  and  found  him  not, 
he  examined  the  keepers,  and  commanded  that  they 
should  be  put  to  death.  And  he  went  down  from  Ju- 
dea  to  Cesarea,*and  there  abode.  And  Herod  was 
highly  displeased  with  them  of  Tyre  and  Sidon  ;  but 
they  came  with  one  accord  to  him,  and,  having  made 
Blastus  the  king's  chamberlain  their  friend,  desired 
peace  ;  because  their  country  was  nourished  by  the 
king's  country.     And  upon  a  set  day,  Herod  arrayed

in  royal  apparel,  sat  upon  his  throne,  and  made  an 
oration  unto  them.  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  say- 
itig* ;  It  is  the  voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man.  And 
immediately  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him,  be- 
cause he  gave  not  God  the  glory ;  and  he  was  eateo 
of  worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

But  the  word  of  Grod  grew  and  multiplied.  And 
Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jerusalem,  when 
they  had  fulfilled  their  ministry,  and  took  with  them 
John,  whose  surname  was  Mark. 

§  6.  Now  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antioch 
certain  prophets  and  teachers,  as  Barnabas,  and  Sim- 
eon that  was  called  Niger,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene^ 
and  Manaen  which  had  been  brought  up  with  Herod 
the  tetrarch,  and  Saul.  As  they  ministered  to  the 
Lord  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said ;  Separate  me 
Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  whereunto  I  have 
called  them.  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed, 
and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they  sent  them  away.  So 
they,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  departed 
unto  Seleucia,  and  from  thence  they  sailed  to  Cypms. 
And  when  they  were  at  Salamis,  they  preached  the 
word  of  God  in  the  synagogues  of  the  Jews  ;  andtbej 
had  also  John  to  their  minister.  And  when  they  h^ 
gone  through  the  isle  unto  Paphos,  they  found  a  cer- 
tain sorcerer,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew,  whose  name  was 
Bar-Jesus,  which  was  with  the  deputy  of  the  coon- 
try,  Sergius  Paulus,  a  prudent  man,  who  called  for 
Barnabas  and  Saul,  and  desired  to  hear  the  word  of 
God.  But  Elymas  the  sorcerer,  (for  so  is  his  name 
by  interpretation,)  withstood  them,  seeking  to  ton 
away  the  deputy  from  the  faith.  Then  Saul,  (who 
also  is  called  Paul,)  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost^  set 
his  eyes  on  him,  and  said  ;  O  full  of  all  subtilty  and 
all  mischief,  thou  child  of  the  devil,  thou  enemy  of  all 
righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to  pervert  the  right 
ways  of  the  Lord  ?  And  now,  behold,  the  hand  of 
the  Lord  t^  upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  blind,  not 
seeing  the  sun  for  a  season.     And  immediately  there 
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fell  on  him  a  mist  and  a  darkness  ;  and  he  went  about 
seeking  some  to  lead  him  by  the  hand.  Then  the  de-> 
puly,  when  he  saw  what  was  done,  believed,  being 
astonished  at  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord. 

Now  when  Paul  and  his  company  loosed  from  Pa- 
phos,  they  came  to  Perga  in  Pamphylia ;  and  John 
departing  from  them,  returned  to  Jerusalem. 

But  when  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to 
Antioch  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the 
sabbath-day,  and  sat  down.  And  after  the  reading  ot 
the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue 
sent  unto  them,  saying  ;  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye 
h<aveany  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people,  say  on. 
Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beckoning  with  his  hand, 
said ;  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  give  audi* 
cnce.  The  God  of  this  people  of  Israel  chose  our 
fathers,  and  exalted  the  people  when  they  dwelt  as 
strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  with  an  high  arm 
brought  he  them  out  of  it.  And  about  the  time  of 
forty  years  suffered  he  their  manners  in  the  wilder- 
ness ;  and  when  he  had  destroyed  seven  nations  in 
the  land  of  Chanaan,  he  divided  their  land  to  them  by 
lot.  And  after  that  he  gave  unto  them  judges  about 
the  space  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  years,  until  Sam- 
uel the  prophet ;  and  afterwards  they  desired  a  king, 
and  God  gave  unto  them  Saul  the  son  of  Cis,  a  man 
of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  by  the  space  of  forty  years. 
And  when  he  had  removed  him,  he  raised  up  unto  them 
David  to  be  their  king,  to  whom  also  he  gave  testi- 
mony, and  said ;  I  have  found  David,  the  son  of  Jesse, 
a  man  after  mine  own  heart,  which  shall  fulfil  all  my 
will.  Of  this  man's  seed  hath  God  according  to  his 
promise  raised  unto  Israel  a  Saviour,  Jesus,  when 
John  had  first  preached,  before  his  coming,  the  baptism 
of  repentance  to  all  the  people  of  Israel.  And  as 
John  fulfilled  his  course,  he  said  ;  Whom  think  ye  that 
I  am  ?  I  am  not  he^  but  behold  there  cometh  one  after 
me,  whose  shoes  of  his  feet,  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose. 
Men  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abraham, 
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and  whosoever  among  you  feareth  God^  to  yon  is  the 
word  of  this  salvation  sent.  For  they  that  dwell  at 
Jerusalem  and  their  rulers,  because  they  knew  him 
not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets  which  are  read 
every  sabbath-day,  they  have  fulfilled  Aem  in  con* 
demning  him ;  and  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death 
in  him^  yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain. 
And  when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that  was  written  of 
him,  they  took  him  down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  him 
in  a  sepulchre ;  but  God  raised  him  from  the  dead, 
and  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  which  came  up 
with  him  from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  his  wit- 
nesses unto  the  people.  And  we  declare  unto  yoa 
glad  tidings,  how  that  the  promise  which  was  made 
unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us 
their  children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again; 
as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second  psalm ;  Thou  art 
my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  And  as  con- 
cerning that  he  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,  now  no 
more  to  return  to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise ;  I 
will  give  you  the  sure  mercies  of  David.  Wherefore 
he  saith  also  in  another  psalm  ,*  Thou  shalt  not  sufTer 
thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  For  David,  after 
he  had  served  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of  God. 
fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers,  and  saw 
corruption ;  but  he  whom  God  raised  again,  saw  no 
corruption.  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men 
and  brethren,  that  through  this  man  is  prc^ached  unto 
you  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;  and  by  him  all  that  be- 
lieve are  justified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  couH 
not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Beware  there- 
fore lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  of  in 
the  prophets  ;  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and 
perish  ;  for  I  work  a  work  in  your  days,  a  work  which 
ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  though  a  man  declare  it 
unto  you. 

And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the  syna- 
gogue, the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might 
be  preached  to  tliem  the  next  sabbath.     Now  when 
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the  congregation  was  broken  up,  many  of  the  Jews 
and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Barnabas  ; 
who  speaking  to  them,  persuaded  them  to  continue 
in  the  grace  of  God.  And  the  next  sabbath-day  came 
almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they  were 
filled  with  envy,  and  spake  against  those  things  which 
were  spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting  and  blaspheming. 
Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  waxed  bold,  and  said  ;  It 
was  necessary  that  the  word  of  God  should  first  have 
been  spoken  to  you  ;  but  seeing  ye  put  it  from  you, 
and  judge  yourselves  unworthy  of  everlasting  life,  lo, 
we  turn  to  the  Gentiles.  For  so  hath  the  Lord  com- 
manded us,  saying ;  I  have  set  thee  to  be  a  light  of 
the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldest  be  for  salvation  unto 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  And  when  the  Gentiles  heard 
this,  they  were  glad,  and  glorified  the  word  of  the 
Lord ;  and  as  many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal  life 
believed.  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  published 
throughout  all  the  region.  But  the  Jews  stirred  up 
the  devout  and  honourable  women,  and  the  chief  men 
of  the  city,  and  raised  persecution  against  Paul  and 
Barnabas,  and  expelled  them  out  of  their  coasts.  But 
they  shook  off  the  dust  of  their  feet  against  them,  and 
came  unto  Iconium.  And  the  disciples  were  filled 
with  joy,  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they  went 
both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and 
so  spake,  that  a  great  multitude  both  of  the  Jews  and 
also  of  the  Greeks  believed.  But  the  unbeheving 
Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and  made  their  minds 
evil-alTected  against  the  brethren.  Long  time  there- 
fore abode  they,  speaking  boldly  in  the  Lord,  which 
gave  testimony  unto  the  word  of  his  grace,  and  grant- 
ed signs  and  wonders  to  be  done  by  their  hands. 
But  the  multitude  of  the  city  was  divided ;  and  part 
held  with  the  Jewa,  and  part  with  the  apostles.  And 
when  there  was  an  assault  made  both  of  the  G^itiles, 
and  also  of  the  Jews  with  their  rulers,  to  umthem 
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despitefuUy,  and  to  stone  them,  they  were  ware  of  if, 
and  fled  unto  Lystra  and  Derbe,  cities  of  Lycaonia, 
and  unto  the  region  that  lieth  round  about ;  and  there 
they  preached  the  gospel. 

And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  impotent  in 
his  feet,  being  a  cripple  from  his  mother's  womb,  who 
never  had  walked.  The  same  heard  Paul  speak  ;  who 
steadfastly  beholding  him,  and  perceiving  that  he  had 
faith  to  be  healed,  said  with  a  loud  voice ;  Stand  up- 
right on  thy  feet.  And  he  leaped  and  walked.  And 
when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done,  they  lifted 
up  their  voices,  saying  in  the  speech  of  Lycaonia; 
The  gods  are  come  down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 
And  they  called  Barnabas,  Jupiter,  and  Paul,  Mer- 
curius,  because  he  was  the  chief  speaker.  Then  the 
priest  of  Jupiter,  which  was  before  their  city,  brought 
oxen  and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would  have 
done  sacrifice  with  the  people. 

Which  when  the  apostles,  Barnabas  and  Paul, 
heard  of^  they  rent  their  clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the 
people,  crying  out,  and  saying  ;  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these 
things  ?  We  also  are  men  of  like  passions  with  you, 
that  ye  should  turn  from  these  vanities  unto  the  living 
God,  which  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and 
all  things  that  are  therein ;  who  in  times  past  suffered 
all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways ;  nevertheless 
he  left  not  himself  without  witness,  in  that  he  did  good, 
and  gave  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful  seasons, 
filling  our  hearts  with  food  and  gladness.  And  witk 
these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the  people,  that 
they  had  not  done  sacrifice  unto  them. 

And  there  came  thither  certain  Jews  from  Antioch 
and  Iconium,  who  persuaded  the  people,  and  having 
stoned  Paul,  drew  him  out  of  the  city,  supposing  he  had 
been  dead.  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round 
about  him,  he  rose  up,  and  came  into  the  city.  And 
the  next  day  he  departed  with  Barnabas  to  Derbe. 

And  when  they  had  preached  the  gospel  to  that 
city 9  and  had   taught  many,  they  retui*ned   again  to 
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Lystra  and  to  Iconium,  and  Antioch,  confirming  the 
souls  of  the  disciples,  aiid  exhorting  them  to  continue 
in  the  faith,  and  that  we  must  through  much  tribula- 
tion enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  when  thej 
had  ordained  them  elders  in  every  church,  and  had 
prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them  to  the 
Lord,  on  whom  they  believed.  And  after  they  had 
passed  throughout  Pisidia^  they  came  to  Pamphylia. 
And  when  they  had  preached  the  word  in  Perga,  they 
went  down  into  Attalia  ;  and  thence  sailed  to  Antioch, 
from  whence  they  had  been  recommended  to  the  grace 
of  God  for  the  work  which  they  fulfilled.  And  when 
they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the  church  together, 
thev  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them,  and 
how  he  had  opened  the  door  of  faith  unto  the  Gentiles. 
And  there  they  abode  long  time  with  the  disciples. 

§  7  And  certain  men  which  cnme  down  from  Judea 
tau«:ht  the  brethren  and  said ;  Except  ye  be  circum- 
cise<l  after  the  manner  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 
When  therefore  Paul  and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dis* 
sension  and  disputation  with  them,  they  determined 
that  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  certain  other  of  them, 
should  go  up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apostles  and  elders, 
about  this  question.  And  being  brought  on  their  way 
by  the  church  they  passed  through  Phenice  and  Sa* 
maria,  declaring  the  conversion  of  the  Gentiles  ;  and 
they  caused  great  joy  unto  all  the  brethren.  And 
when  they  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received 
of  the  church,  and  of  the  apostles  and  elders,  and  they 
declared  all  things  that  God  had  done  with  them.  But 
there  arose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees 
which  believed,  saying ;  That  it  was  needful  to  circum- 
cise them,  and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of 
Moses. 

And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter.  And  when  there  had  been 
much  disputin<ir,  Peter  rose  up,  and  said  unto  them ; 
Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  how  that  a  good  while 
ago  God  made  choice  among  us,  that  the  Gentiles  by 
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my  mouth  should  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel,  and 
believe.  And  God,  which  knoweth  the  hearts,  bare 
them  witness,  giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  as  he 
did  unto  us ;  and  put  no  difference  between  us  and 
them,  purifying  their  hearts  by  faith.  Now,  therefore 
why  tempt  ye  God,  to  put  a  yoke  upon  the  neck  of 'lie 
disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers  nor  we  were  able  to 
bear  ?  But  we  beUeve  that  through  the  grace  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  shall  be  saved  even  as  they. 

Then  all  the  multitude  kept  silence,  and  gave  audi- 
ence to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring  what  miracles 
and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by 
them. 

And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James  answer- 
ed, saying ;  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me. 
Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit 
the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name. 
And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets,  as  it  is 
written ;  After  this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again 
the  tabernacle  of  David,  which  is  fallen  down ;  and  I 
will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set  it  up ; 
that  the  residue  of  men  might  seek  after  the  Lord,  and 
all  the  Gentiles  upon  whom  my  name  is  called,  saith 
the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things.  Known  unto 
God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 
Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God; 
but  that  we  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from 
pollutions  of  idols  and  from  fornication  and  from 
things  strangled  and  from  blood.  For  Moses  of  old 
time  hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  him,  being 
read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 

Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the 
whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  com- 
pany to  Antioch  witii  Paul  and  Barnabas,  namely^ 
Judas  surnamed  Barsabas,  and  Silas,  chief  men 
among  the  brethren ;  and  they  wrote  letters  by  them 
after  this  manner ;  The  apostles,  and  elders,  and 
brethren,  send  greeting  imto  the  brethren  which  are 
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of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia. 
Forasmuch  as  we  hav^  heard^.that  certain  which  went 
out  from  us  have  troubled  you  with  words,  subverting 
your  souls,  saying ;  Ye  must  be  circumcised,  and 
kec^p  the  law,  to  whom  we  gave  no  8uch  conmiand- 
nient ;  it  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with 
one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  vou,  with  our 
beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul,  men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas,  who  shall 
also  tell  you  the  same  things  by  mouth.  For  it  seem- 
ed good  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon 
you  no  greater  burden  than  these  necessary  things, 
that  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols,  and  from 
blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  fornica* 
tion  ;  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do 
well.     Fare  ye  well. 

So  when  they  were  dismissed,  they  came  to  Anti- 
och ;  and,  when  they  had  gathered  the  multitude  to- 
gether, fhey  delivered  the  epistle;  fjohich  when  they 
hud  read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  consolation.  And  Ju- 
das and  Silas,  being  prophets  also  themselves,  exhort- 
ed the  brethren  with  many  words,  and  confirmed  them. 
And  after  they  had  tarried  there  a  space,  they  were  let 
go  in  peace  from  the  brethren  unto  the  apostles.  Not- 
withstimding  it  pleased  Silas  to  abide  there  still.  Paul 
also  and  Barnabas  continued  in  Antioch,  teaching  and 
preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many  others 
also. 

§  8  And  some  days  afler  Paul  said  unto  Barnabas  ; 
Let  us  go  again  and  visit  our  brethren  in  every  city 
where  we  have  preached  the  word  of  the  Lord,an€{«ee 
how  they  do.  And  Barnabas  determined  to  take  with 
them  John,  whose  surname  was  Mark ;  but  Paul 
thought  not  good  to  take  him  with  them,  who  departed 
from  them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went  not  with  them 
to  the  work.  And  the  contention  was  so  sharp  be- 
tween them,  that  they  departed  asunder  one  from  the 
other  J  and  so  Barnabas  look  Mark,  and  sailed  nnto 
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Cyprus ;  and  Paul  chose  Silas,  and  departed,  being 
recommended  by  the  brethren  unto  the  grace  of  God. 
And  he  went  through  Syria  and  Cilicia,  confirming 
the  churches.  Then  came  he  to  Derbe  and  Liystra; 
and  behold,  a  certain  disciple  was  there,  named  Ti- 
motheus,  the  son  of  a  certain  woman  which  was  a 
Jewess,  and  believed,  but  his  father  was  a  Greek ; 
which  was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  that  were 
at  Lystra  and  Iconium.  Him  would  Paul  have  to  go 
forth  with  him  ;  and  took  and  circumcised  him,  be- 
cause of  the  Jews  which  were  in  those  quarters ;  for 
tliey  knew  all  that  his  father  was  a  Greek.  And  as 
they  went  through  the  cities,  they  delivered  them  the 
decrees  for  to  keep,  that  were  ordained  of  the  apostles 
and  elders  which  were  at  Jerusalem.  And  so  were 
the  churches  established  in  the  faith,  and  increased  in 
number  daily.  Now,  when  they  had  gone  throughout 
Phrygia  and  the  region  of  Galatia,  and  were  forbid- 
den of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia,  af- 
ter they  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into 
Bithynia  ;  but  the  Spirit  suffered  them  not. 

And  they  passing  by  Mysia  came  down  to  Troas.  And 
a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night ;  there  stood  a 
man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  saying  ;  Come 
over  into  Macedonici,  and  help  us.  And  after  he  had 
seen  the  vis. on,  immediately  we  endeavored  to  go  ia- 
to  Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering  that  the  Lord  had 
called  us  for  to  preach  the  gospel  unto  them.  There- 
fore loosing  from  Troas,  we  came  with  a  straight 
course  to  Samothracia,  and  the  next  day  to  Neapolis; 
and  from  thence  to  Phiiippi,  which  is  the  chief  city  of 
that  part  of  Macedonia,  and  a  colony.  And  we  were 
in  that  city  abiding  certain  days.  And  on  the  sabbatii 
we  went  out  of  the  city  by  a  river  side,  where  prayer 
was  wont  to  be  made,  and  we  sat  down,  and  spake 
unto  the  women  which  resorted  thither.  And  a  cer- 
tain woman  named  Lydia,  a  seller  of  purple,  of  the 
city  of  Thyatira,  which  worshipped  God,  heard  tur; 
whose  heart  the  Lord  opened^  that  she  attended  unto 
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the  things  which  were  spoken  of  Paul.  And  when 
she  was  baptized,  and  her  household,  she  besought  uSy 
saying ;  If  ye  have  Judged  me  to  be  faithful  to  the  Lord, 
come  into  my  house  and  abide  there.  And  she  con- 
strained us. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  we  went  to  prayer,  a  cer- 
tain damsel  possessed  with  a  spirit  of  divination  met 
us,  which  brought  her  masters  much  gain  by  sooth- 
saying. The  same  followed  Paul  and  us,  and  cried,  say- 
ing ;  These  men  are  the  servants  of  the  most  high  God, 
which  shew  unto  us  the  way  of  salvation.  And  this 
did  she  many  days.  But  Paul,  being  grieved,  turned, 
and  said  to  the  spirit ;  I  command  thee  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  come  out  of  her.  And  he  came  out 
the  same  hour.  And  when  her  masters  saw  that  the 
hope  of  their  gains  were  gone,  they  caught  Paul  and 
Silas,  and  drew  them  into  the  market-place  unto  the 
rulers  ;  and  brought  them  to  the  magistrates,  saying  ; 
These  men  being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble  our 
city ;  and  teach  customs  which  are  not  lawful  for  us  to 
receive,  neither  to  observe,  being  Romans.  And  the 
multitude  rose  up  together  against  them,  and  the  ma- 
gistrates rent  off  their  clothes,  and  commanded  to  beat 
them.  And  when  they  had  laid  many  stripes  upon 
them,  they  cast  them  into  prison,  charging  the  jailor  to 
keep  them  safely  ;  who  having  received  such  a  charge, 
thrust  them  into  tlie  inner  prison,  and  made  their  feet 
fast  in  the  stocks. 

And  at  midnight  Paul  and  Silas  prayed,  and  sang 
praises  unto  God  ;  and  the  prisoners  heard  them.  And 
suddenly  there  was  a  great  earthquake,  so  that  the 
foundations  of  the  prison  were  shaken ;  and  immedi- 
ately all  the  doors  were  opened,  and  everyone's  bands 
were  loosed.  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  awaking 
out  of  his  sleep,  and  seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  he 
drew  out  his  sword,  and  would  have  killed  himself^ 
supposing  that  the  prisoners  had  been  fled.  But  Paul 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying  ;  Do  thyself  no  harm ; 
for  we  are  all  here.     Then  he  called  for  a  light,  and 
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sprang  in,  and  came  trembling,  and  fell  down  before 
Paul  and  Silas  ;  and  brought  Uiem  out,  and  said  ;  Sirs, 
what  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?  And  they  said ;  Be- 
lieve on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  thy  house.  And  they  spake  unto  him  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  and  to  all  that  were  in  his  house. 
And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and 
washed  their  stripes,  and  was  baptized,  .he  and  all  his, 
straightway.  And  when  he  had  brought  them  into  his 
house,  he  set  meat  before  them,  and  rejoiced,  believing 
in  God  with  all  his  house. 

And  when  it  was  day,  the  magistrates  sent  the  scr 
jeants,  saying  ;  Let  those  men  go.  And  the  keeper  of 
the  prison  told  this  saying  to  Paul ;  The  magistrates 
have  sent  to  let  you  go  ;  now  therefore  depart^  and  go 
in  peace.  But  Paul  said  unto  them ;  They  have 
beaten  us  openly  uncondemned,  being  Romans,  and 
have  cast  us  into  prison,  and  now  do  they  thrust  us  cot 
privily  ?  nay  verily  ;  but  let  them  come  themselves  and 
fetch  us  out.  And  the  seneants  told  these  words  unto 
the  magistrates;  and  they  feared,  when  they  heard  that 
they  were  Romans.  And  they  came  and  besought 
them,  and  brought  them  out,  and  desired  them  to  de- 
part out  of  the  city.  And  they  went  out  of  the  prison, 
and  entered  into  the  house  of  Lydia;  and  when  they 
had  seen  the  brethren,  they  comforted  them,  and  de- 
parted. 

Now  when  they  had  passed  through  Amphipolis  and 
ApoUonia,  they  came  to  Thessalonica,  where  was  a 
synagogue  of  the  Jews.  And  Paul,  as  his  manner 
was,  went  in  unto  them,  and  three  sabbath-days  rea- 
soned with  them  out  of  the  scriptures,  opening  and 
alledging,  that  Christ  must  needs  have  suffered,  and  ris- 
en again  from  the  dead,  and  that  this  Jesus,  whom  I 
preach  unto  you,  is  Christ.  And  some  of  them  be- 
lieved, and  consorted  with  Paul  and  Silas,  and  of  tbe 
devout  Greeks  a  great  multitude,  and  of  the  chief  wo- 
men not  a  few.  But  the  Jews  which  believed  nofi 
moved  with  envy,   took  unto  them  certain  lewd  fel- 
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lows  of  the  baser  sort,  and  gathered  a  company,  and 
set  all  the  city  on  an  uproar  ;  and  assaulted  the  house 
of  Jason,  and  sought  to  bring  them  out  to  the  people  ; 
and  when  they  found  them  not,  they  drew  Jason  and 
certain  brethren  unto  the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying ; 
These  that  have  turned  the  world  upside  down,  are 
come  hither  also ;  whom  Jason  hath  received  ;  and 
these  all  do  contrary  to  the  decrees  of  Cesar,  say- 
ing ;  That  there  is  another  king,  one  Jesus.  And 
they  troubled  the  people,  and  the  rulers  of  the  city, 
when  they  heard  these  things  ;  and  when  they  had  tak- 
en security  of  Jason,  and  of  the  other,  they  let  them  go. 

And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away  Paul  and 
Silas  by  night  unto  Berea;  who  coming  thither  y^ent 
into  the  synagogue  of  of  the  Jews.  These  were  more 
noble  than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in  that  they  received 
the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the 
scriptures  daily,  whether  those  things  were  so.  There- 
fore many  of  them  believed,  also  of  honourable  women 
which  were  Greeks,  and  of  men,  not  a  few.  But  when 
the  Jews  of  Thesalonica  had  knowledge  that  the  word 
of  God  was  preached  of  Paul  at  Berea^  they  came 
thither  also,  and  stirred  up  the  people.  And  then  im- 
mediately the  brethren  sent  away  Paul,  to  go  as*  it 
were  to  the  sea ;  but  Silas  and  Timotheus  abode  there 
still.  And  they  that  conducted  Paul  brought  him  un- 
to Athens  ;  and  receiving  a  commandment  unto  Silas 
and  Timotheus  for  to  come  to  him  with  all  speed,  they 
departed. 

Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his  spi- 
rit was  stirred  in  him,  when  he  saw  the  city  wholly 
given  to  idolatry.  Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  syna- 
gogue with  the  Jews,  and  with  the  devout  persons,  and 
in  the  market  daily  with  them  that  met  with  him. 
Then  certain  philosophers  of  the  Epicureans,  and  of 
the  Stoics,  encountered  him ;  and  some  said ;  What 
will  this  babbler  say  ?  other  some  ;  He  seemeth  to  be 
a  setter  forth  of  strange  gods ;  because  he  preached 
unto  them  Jesus,  and  the  resurrection.  And  they  took 
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nini)  and  brought  him  unto  Areopagus,  saying  ;  May 
we  know  what  this  new  doctrine,  whereof  thou  speak- 
est,  is  ?  For  thou  bringest  certain  strange  things  to 
our  ears.  We  would  know  therefore  what  these  things 
mean.  For  all  the  Athenians  and  strangers  which 
were  there  spent  their  time  in  nothing  else,  but  either 
to  tell  or  to  hear  some  new  tiling. 

Then  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars-hill,  and  said ; 
Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are 
too  superstitious.  For  as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld 
your  devotions,  I  found  an  altar  with  this  inscription; 
TO  THE  UNKNOWN  GOD.  Whom  therefore 
ye  ignorantly  worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you.  God 
that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein,  seeing  thai 
he  is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  tem- 

Eles  made  with  hands,  neither  is  worshipped  with  men's 
ands,  as  though  he  needed  any  thing,  seeing  he  giv- 
eth  to  all  life,  and  breath,  and  all  things  ;  and  hath 
made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on 
all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined  the  times 
before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation, 
that  they  should  seek  the  Lord,  if  haply  they  might 
feel  after  him,  and  find  him,  though  he  be  not  far  from 
every  one  of  us.  For  in  liim  we  live,  and  move,  and 
have  our  being  ;  as  certain  also  of  your  own  poets 
have  said  ;  For  we  are  also  his  offspring.  Forasmuch 
then  as  we  are  the  offspring  of  God,  we  ought  not  to 
think  that  the  Godhead  is  like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or 
stone,  graven  by  art  and  man's  device.  And  the  tioMS 
of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at^  but  now  command- 
eth  all  men  every  where  to  repent ;  because  he  hath 
appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will  judge  the  world 
in  righteousness  by  that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained, 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men  in  that 
he  hatn  raised  him  from  the  dead. 

And  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
some  mocked ;  and  others  said  ;  We  will  hear  thee 
again  of  this  matter.  So  Paul  departed  from  arooog 
them.     Howbeit  certain  men  clave  unto  him,  and  be- 
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lieved  ;  among  the  which  was  Dionysius  the  Areopa- 
gite,  and  a  woman  named  Damaris^  and  others  with 
them. 

After  these  things  Paul  departed  from  Athens,  and 
came  to  Corinth^  and  found  a  certain  Jew,  named 
Aquila,  bom  in  Pontus,  lately  come  from  Italy,  with 
his  wife  Priscilla,  because  that  Claudius  had  command- 
ed all  Jews  to  depart  from  Rome,  and  came  unto 
them ;  and  because  he  was  of  the  same  crafl,  he 
abode  with  them,  and  wrought ;  for  by  their  occupa- 
tion they  were  tent-makers.  And  he  reasoned  in  the 
synagogue  every  sabbath,  and  persuaded  the  Jews  and 
the  Greeks.  And  when  Silas  and  Timotheus  were 
come  from  Macedonia,  Paul  was  pressed  in  spirit,  and 
testified  to  the  Jews  that  Jesus  was  Christ.  And 
when  they  opposed  themselves,  and  blasphemed,  he 
shook  his  raiment,  and  said  unto  them ;  Your  blood 
be  upon  your  own  heads,  I  am  clean  ;  from  henceforth 
I  will  go  unto  the  Gentiles.  And  he  departed  thence, 
and  entered  into  a  certain  man^s  house,  named  Justus, 
one  that  worshipped  God,  whose  house  joined  hard  to 
the  synagogue.  And  Crispus,  the  chief  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  believed  on  the  Lord  with  all  his  house; 
and  many  of  the  Corinthians  hearing,  believed,  and 
were  baptized.  Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in*  the 
night  by  a  vision  ;  Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold 
not  thy  peace ;  for  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  man  shall 
set  on  thee  to  hurt  thee ;  for  I  have  much  people  in 
this  city.  And  he  continued  there  a  year  and  six 
months,  teaching  the  word  of  God  among  them. 

And  when  Gallio  was  the  deputy  of  Achaia,  the 
Jews  made  insurrection  with  one  accord  against  Paul, 
and  brought  him  to  the  judgment-seat,  saying;  This 
feUow  persuadeth  men  to  worship  God  contrary  to  the 
law.  And  when  Paul  was  now  about  to  open  his 
mouth,  Gallio  said  unto  the  Jews  ;  If  it  were  a  matter 
of  wrong,  or  wicked  lewdness,  O  ye  Jews,  reason 
would  that  I  should  bear  with  you ;  but  if  it  be  a 
question  of  words  and  names  and  of  your  law,  look 
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ye  to  it ;  for  I  will  be  no  judge  of  such  matters.  And 
he  drave  them  from  the  judgment-seat.  Then  all  the 
Greeks  took  Sosthenes  the  chief  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, and  beat  him  before  the  Judgment-seat  ;  and 
Cridlio  cared  for  none  of  those  things. 

And  Paul  after  this  tarried  there  yet  a  go<>d  while, 
and  then  took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed 
thence  into  Syria,  and  with  him  Priscilla  and  Aquila, 
having  shorn  his  head  in  Cenchrea ;  for  he  had  a 
vow.  And  he  came  to  Ephesus,  and  left  them  there ; 
but  he  himself  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  rea- 
soned with  the  Jews.  When  they  desired  him  to  tar- 
ry longer  time  with  them,  he  consented  not;  but 
b^e  them  farewell,  saying  ;  I  must  by  all  means  keep 
this  feast  that  cometh  in  Jerusalem ;  but  I  will  retan 
again  unto  you,  if  God  will.  And  he  sailed  from 
Ephesus ;  and  when  he  had  landed  at  Cesarea,  and 
gone  up,  and  saluted  the  church,  he  went  down  to 
Antioch. 

§  9.  And  after  he  had  spent  some  time  there j  he  de« 
parted,  and  went  over  all  the  country  of  Galatia  and 
Phrygia  in  order,  strengthening  all  the  disciples.  And 
a  certain  Jew  named  ApoUos,  bom  at  Alexandria,  an 
eloquent  man,  aiid  mighty  in  the  scriptures,  came  to 
Ephesus.  This  man  was  instructed  in  the  ivay  of  the 
Lord  ;  and,  being  fervent  in  the  spirit,  he  spake  and 
taught  diligently  the  things  of  the  Lord,  knowing 
only  the  baptism  of  John.  And  he  began  to  speak 
boldly  in  the  synagogue  ;  whom  when  Aquila  and 
Priscilla  had  heard,  they  took  him  unto  thenty  and  ex- 
pounded unto  him  the  way  of  God  more  perfectly- 
And  when  he  was  disposed  to  pass  into  Achaia,  the 
bretliren  wrote,  exhorting  the  disciples  to  receive  him ; 
who,  when  he  was  come,  helped  them  much  ivhichhad 
believed  through  grace,  for  he  mightily  convinced  the 
Jews  and  that  publicly,  shewing  by  the  scriptures  that 
Jesus  was  Christ. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  ApoUos  was  at 
Corinth,  Paul  having  passed  through  the  upper  coastS; 
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came  to  Ephesus.  And  finding  certain  disciples,  he 
said  unto  them ;  Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
since  ye  believed  ?  And  they. said  unto  him;  We  have 
not  so  much  as  heard  whether  there  be  any  Holy 
Ghost.  And  he  said  unto  them  ;  Unto  what  then  were 
ye  baptized  ?  And  they  said  ;  Unto  John^s  baptism. 
Then  said  Paul ;  John  verily  baptized  with  the  bap- 
tism of  repentance,  saying  unto  the  people,  that  they 
should  believe  on  him  which  should  come  after  him, 
that  is,  on  Christ  Jesus.  When  they. heard  this^  they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  ;  and 
when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy  * 
Ghost  came  on  them,  and  they  spake  with  tongues, 
and  prophesied.  And  all  the  men  were  about  twelve. 
And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly  for 
the  space  of  three  months,  disputing  and  persuading 
the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  when 
divers  were  hardened,  and  believed  not,  but  spake  evil 
of  that  way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed  from 
them,  and  separated  the  disciples,  disputing  daily  in 
the  school  of  one  Tyrannus.  And  this  continued  by 
the  space  of  two  years,  so  that  all  they  which  dwelt  in 
Asia  heard  the  word  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  both  Jews  and 
Greeks.  And  God  wrought  special  miracles  by  the 
hands  of  Paul;  So  that  from  his  body  were  brought 
unto  the  sick,  handkerchiefs  or  aprons,  and  the  dis- 
eases departed  from  them,  and  the  evil  spirits  went  out 
of  them. 

Then  certain  of  the  vagabond  Jews,  exorcists,  took 
upon  them  to  call  over  them  which  had  evil  spirits,  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  saying;  We  adjure  you  by 
Jesus  whom  Paul  preacheth.  And  there  were  seven 
sons  of  one  Sceva,  a  Jew,  and  chief  of  the  priests, 
which  did  so.  And  the  evil  spirit  answered,  and  said ; 
Jesus  I  know,  and  Paul  I  know ;  but  who  are  ye  1 
And  the  man  in  whom  the  evil  spirit  was,  leaped  on  . 
them,  and  overcame  them,  and  prevailed  against  them, 
80  that  they  fled  out  of  that  house  naked  an<l  wound- 
ed.    And  this  was  known  to  all  the  Jews  and  Greeks 
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also  dwelling  at  Ephesus ;  and  fear  fell  on  them  all, 
and  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified.  And 
many  that  believed  came,  and  confessed,  and  shewed 
their  deeds.  Many  of  them  also  which  used  carious 
arts  brought  their  books  together,  and  burned  them 
before  all  men;  and  they  counted  the  price  of  them, 
and  found  it  fifty  thousand  pieces  of  silver.  So  might- 
ily grew  the  word  of  God,  and  prevailed. 

Afler  these  things  were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in  the 
spirit,  when  he  had  passed  through  Macedonia  and 
At^haia,  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying;  After  I  have 
been  there,  I  must  also  see  Rome.  So  he  sent  into 
Macedonia  two  of  them  that  ministered  unto  him, 
llimotheus.  and  Erastus,  but  he  himself  stayed  in 
Asia  for  a  season.  And  the  same  time  there  arose  no 
small  stir  about  that  way.  For  a  certain  man  named 
Demetrius,  a  silversmith,  which  made  silver  shrina 
for  Diana,  brought  no  small  gain  unto  the  craflsmen ; 
whom  he  called  together,  with  the  workmen  of  like 
occupation,  and  said  ;  Sirs,  ye  know  that  by  this  craft 
we  have  our  wealth  ;  moreover,  ye  see  and  hear,  that 
not  alone  at  Ephesus,  but  almost  throughout  all  Asia, 
this  Paul  hath  persuaded  and  turned  away  much  peo- 
ple, saying,  that  they  be  no  gods  which  are  made  with 
hands.  So  that  not  only  this  our  craft  is  in  danger  to 
be  set  at  nought ;  but  also  that  the  temple  of  the  great 
goddess  Diana  should  be  despised,  and  her  magnifi- 
cence should  be  destroyed,  whom  all  Asia  and  the 
world  worshippeth.  And  when  they  heard  these  say- 
ingSj  they  were;  full  of  wrath,  and  cried  out,  saying ; 
GreJat  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians.  And  the  wbde 
city  was  filled  with  confusion ;  and,  having  caught 
Gains  and  Aristarchus,  men  of  Macedonia,  Paul'i 
companions  in  travel,  they  rushed  with  one  accord 
into  the  theatre.  And  when  Paul  would  have  entered 
V  in  unto  the  people,  the  disciples  sufiered  him  not.  And 
certain  of  the  chief  of  Asia,  which  were  his  friends, 
sent  unto  him,  desiring  him  that  he  would  not  adven- 
ture himself  into  the  theatre.     Some  therefore  cried 
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one  thing,  and  some  another ;  for  the  assembly  was 
confused,  and  the  more  part  knew  not  wherefore  they 
were  .come  togetheir.  And  they  drew  Alexander  out 
of  the  multitude,  the  Jews  putting  him  forward ;  and 
Alexander  beckoned  with  the  hand,  and  would  have 
made  his  defence  unto  the  people.  But  when  they 
knew  that  he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one  voice  about  the 
space  of  two  hours  cried  out,  Great  t^  Diana  of  the 
Ephesians.  And  when  the  town-clerk  had  appeased 
the  people,  he  said ;  ¥e  men  of  Ephesus,  what  man 
is  there  that  knoweth  not  how  that  the  city  of  the 
Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of  the  great  goddess  Diana, 
and  of  the  image  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter  1 
Seeing  then  that  these  things  cannot  be  spoken  against, 
ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  nothing  rashly.  For 
ye  have  brought  hither  these  men,  which  are  neither 
robbers  of  churches,  nor  yet  blasphemers  of  your  god- 
dess. Wherefore,  if  Demetrius,  and  the  craftsmen 
which  are  with  him,  have  a  matter  against  any  man, 
the  law  is  open,  and  there  are  deputies  ;  let  them  im- 
plead one  another.  But  if  ye  inquire  any  thing  con- 
cerning other  matters  it  shall  be  determined  in  a  law- 
ful assembly.  For  we  are  in  danger  to  be  called  in 
question  for  this  day's  uproar,  there  being  no  cause 
whereby  we  may  give  an  account  of  this  concourse. 
And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  hci  dismissed  the  as- 
sembly. 

And  afler  the  uproar  was  ceased,  Paul  called  unto 
him  the  disciples,  and  embraced  themy  and  departed 
for  to  go  into  Macedonia.  And  when  he  had  gone 
over  those  parts,  and  had  given  them  much  exhorta- 
tion, he  came  into  Greece;  and  there  abode  three 
months. 

And  when  the  Jews  laid  wait  for  him,  as  he  was 
about  to  sail  into  Syria,  he  purposed  to  return  through- 
Macedonia.     And  there  accompanied  him  into  Asia, ' 
Sopater  of  Berea  ;  and  of  the  Thessalonians,  Aristar- 
chus  and  Secundus ;  and  Gaius  of  Derbe,  and  TK 
motheus;   and  of  Asia,   Tychicus  and  Trophimus. 
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These  going  before  tarried  for  iis  at  Troas.  And  we 
sailed  away  from  Philippi  after  the  days  of  unleaTeo- 
ed  bread,  and  came  unto  them  to  Troas  in  five  day% 
where  we  abode  seven  days. 

And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  dis- 
ciples came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul  preached 
unto  them,  ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow  ;  and  con- 
tinued his  speech  until  midnight.  And  there  were  miBBjr 
lights  in  the  upper  chsimber,  where  they  were  gathor- 
ed  together.  And  there  sat  in'  a  window  a  certaii 
young  man  named  Eutychus,  being  fkUen  into  a  deep 
sleep,  atid,  as  Paul  was  long  pteaching,he  sunk  down 
with  sleep,  and  fell  down  from  the  third  lofl,  and  was 
taken  up  dead.  And  Paul  went  down,  and  fell  on  him, 
and  embracing  him^  said;  Trouble  not  youraelres; 
for  his  life  is  in  him.  When  he  therefore  was 
come  up  again,  and  had  broken  bread,  and  eaten,  and 
talked  a  long  while^  even  till  break  of  day,  so  he  de- 
parted. And  they  brought  the  young  man  alivc^  and 
were  not  a  little  comforted. 

And  we  went  before  to  ship,  and  sailed  unfo  Asaos^ 
there  intending  to  take  in  Paul ;  for  so  had  he  appoint- 
ed, minding  himself  to  go  afoot.  And  when'  he  met 
with  us  at  Assos,  we  took  him  in,  and  came  to  Mity- 
lene  ;  and  we  sailed  thence,  and  came  the  next  day  orer 
against  Chios.  And  the  next  daywe  arrived  at  Samos« 
and  tarried  at  Trogyllium ;  and  the  next  day  we  cane 
to  Miletus.  For  Paul  had  determined  to.  sail  by  Ephe- 
sus,  because  he  would  not  spend  the  time  in  Asia: 
for  he  hasted,  if  it  were  possible  for  him,  to  be  at  Je- 
rusalem the  day  of  Pentecost.  * 

And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  calM 
the  elders  of  the  church.  And  when  they  were  conie 
to  him,  he  said  unto  them  ;  Ye  know,  from  the  fim 
day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  afler  what  manner  I  ban 
been  with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with 
all  humihty  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  tempta- 
tions, which  befel  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  lb« 
Jews;  and  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was  profiU- 
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ble  unto  you^  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have  taught 
you  publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  both 
to  the  Jews,'  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance  to- 
wards God,  and  faith  towards  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
And  now  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusa- 
lem, not  knowing  the  thmgs  that  shall  befall  me  there^ 
save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  wilnesseth  in  every  city, 
saying,  that  bonds  imd  afflictions  abide  me.  But  none 
of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear 
unto  myself,  so  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with  joy.  ^ 
and  the  ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the  Uord 
Jesus,  to  testify  the  ffosp^l  of  the  grace  of  God.  And 
now  behold  I  know  mat  ye  all,  among  whom  I  have 
gone  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face 
no  more.  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  record  this  day, 
that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men ;  for  I  have 
not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God. 
Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you 
overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of  (Sod,  which  he  hath 
purchased  with  his  own  blood.  For  I  know  this,  that 
aAer  my  departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in 
among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock ;  also  of  your  own 
selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking  perverse  things  to  draw 
away  disciples  after  them.  Therefore  watch,  and  re- 
member, that  by  the  space  of  three  years .  I  ceased 
not  to  warn  every  one  night  and .  day  with  tears.  And 
now,  brethr^  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the 
word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and 
to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are 
sanctified.  I  have  coveted  no  man's  silver  or  gold  or 
apparel ;  yea,  ye  yourselves  know,  that  these  hands 
have  ministered  unto  my  necessities,  and  to  them  that 
were  with  me.  I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how  that 
so  labouring,  ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to  re- 
member the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said ; 
It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  And  when 
he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down,  and  prayed  with 
them  all.     And  they  all  wept  sore;  and  fell  on  Paul's 
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neck,  and  kissed  him  ;  sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the 
words  which  he  spake,  that  they  should  see  his  face  no 
more.     And  they  accompanied  him  unto  the  ship. 

And  it  came  to  pass^that  .after  we  were  gotten  from 
them,  and  had  launched,  we  came  with  a  straight 
course  unto  Coos,  and  the  dai/ following  unto  Rhodes, 
and  from  thence  unto  Patara.  And  finding  a  ship 
sailing  over  unto  Phenicia,  we  went  aboard,  and  set 
forth.  Now  when  w0  had  discovered  Cyprus,  we 
left  it  on  the  left  hand,  and  sailed  into  Syria,  and 
landed  at  Tyre  ;  for  there  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her 
burden.  And  folding  disciples,  we  tarried  there  seven 
days ;  who  said  to  Paul  through  the  spirit,  that  he 
should  not  go  up  to  Jerusalem..  And  when  we  bad 
accomplished .  those  days,  we  departed  and  went  our 
way;  and  they  all  brought  us  on  our  way,  with  wives 
and  children,  till,  we  were  out  of  the  city  ;  and  we 
kneeled  dowii  oi^  the  shore,  and  prayed.  And  when  we 
had  taken  our  leave  one  of  another,  we  took  ship  ;  and 
they  returned  home  again.  And  when  we  had  finish- 
ed our  course  from  Tyre,  we  came  to  Ptolemais ;  and 
saluted  the  brethren,  land  abode  with  them  one  day. 

And  the  next  day  we  that  were  of  PauPs  compa- 
ny, departed  and  eame  unto  Cesarea ;  and  we  Alter- 
ed into  the  house  of  Philip  the  evangelist,  which  was 
one  of  the  seven,  and  abode  with  him.  And  the  same 
man  had  four  daughters,  virgins,  which. did  prophesy. 
And  as  we  tarried  there  n^any  days,  there  came  down 
from  Judea  a  certain  prophet,  named  Agabus ;  and 
when  he  was  come  unto  us,  he  took  Paul's  girdle^ 
and  bound  his  own  hands  and  feet,  and  said ;  Thus 
saith  the  Holy  Ghost,  So  shall  the  Jews  at  Jerusakn 
bind  the  man  that  owneth  this  girdle,  and  shall  deUver 
him  into  the .  hands  of  the  Gentiles.  And  when  we 
heard  these  things,  both  we,  and  they  of  that  place, 
besought  him  not  to  go  up  to  Jc^rusalem.  Then  Paul 
answered;  What  mean  ye  to  weep,  and  to  break  mine 
heart  ?  for  I  am  ready  not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also 
to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
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And  when  he  would  not  be  persuaded,  we  ceased, 
saying;  The  will  of  the. Lord  be  done.  And  aflec 
those  days  we  took  up  our  carriagBS,  and  went  up  to 
Jerusalem.  There  went  with  us  also  certain  of  the 
disciples  of  Cesarea,  and  brought  with  them  one  Mna- 
son  of  Cyprus,  an  old  disciple,  with  whom  we  should 
lodge.  And  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  the 
brethren  received  i|s  gladly. 

§  10.  And  the  day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us 
unto  James  ;  and  all  the  eldehi  were  present.  And 
when  he  had  saluted  them,  he  declared  particularly 
what  things  God  had:  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by 
his  ministry.  And  when  they  heard  if,  they  glorified 
the  Lord  ;  and  said  unto  him  ;  Thou  seest,  brother, 
how  many  thousands  of  Jews  there  are  which  believe  ; 
and  they  are  all  zealous  of  the  law.  And  they  are  in- 
formed of  thee,  that  thou  teachest  all  the  Jews  which 
are  among  the  Gentiles  to  forsake  Moses,  saying,  that 
they  ought  not  to  circumcise  th^ir  children,  neither  to 
walk  after  the  customs.  What  is  it  therefore  ?  the 
multitude  must  needs  come  together;  for  they  will 
hear  that  thoti'  art  come.  Do '  therefore  this  that  we 
say  to  thee ;  we  have  four  men  which  have  a  vow'  on 
them.  Them  take,  and  purify  thyself  with  them,  and 
be  at  charges  with  them,  that  they  may  shave  their 
heads ;  and  all  may  know  that  those  things,  whereof 
they  were  informed  concerning  thee,  are  nothing  ;  but 
that  thou  thyself  also  walkest  orderly,  and  keepest  the 
law.  As  touching  the  Gentiles  which  believe,  we 
have  written  and  concluded  that  they  observe  no  such 
thing,  save  only  that  they  keep  themselves  fVom  things 
offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  strangled, 
and  from  fornication.  Then  Paul  took  the  men,  and 
the  next  day  purifying  himself  with  them,  entered  into 
the  temple,  to  signify  the  accomplishment  of  the  days 
of  purification,  until  that  an  offering  should  be  offered 
for  every  one  of  them.  And  when  the  seven  days 
were  almost  ended,  the  Jews  which  were  of  Asia, 
when  they  saw  him  in  the  temple,  stirred   up  all  the 
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people^  and  laid  hands  on  him,  crying  out ;  Men  o( 
Israel,  help ;  this  is  the  man,  that  teacheth  all  men 
every  where  against  the  people,  and  the  law,  and  this 
place ;  and  further,  brought  Greeks  also  into  the  tem- 
ple, and  hath  polluted  this  holy  place.  (For  they  had 
Been  before  with  him  in  the  city  Trophimus  an  Ephe- 
sian,  whom  they  supposed  that  Paul  had  brought  into 
the  temple.)  And  all  the  city  was  moved,  and  the 
people  ran  together ;  and  they  took  Paul,  and  drew 
him  out  of  the  temple ;  and  forthwith  the  doors  were 
shut  And  as  they  went  about  to  kill  hitn,  tidingi 
came  unto  the  chief  captain  of  the  band,  that  all  Je- 
rusalem was  in  an  uproar ;  who  immediately  took 
soldiers  and  centurions,  and  ran  down  unto  them.  And 
when  they  saw  the  chief  captain  and  the  soktiers,  they 
left  beating  of  Paul.  Then  the  chief  captiun  came 
near  and  took  him,  and  commanded  him  to  be  bound 
with  two  chains ;  and  demianded  who  he  was,  and 
what  he  had  done.  And  some  cried  one  thing,  some 
another,  among  the  multitude.  And  .  when  he  could 
not  know  the  certainty  for  the  tumult,  he  commanded 
him  to  be  carried  into  the  castle.  And  when  he  came 
upon  the  stairs,  so  it  was  th&t  he  was  borne  of  the 
soldiers,  for  the  violence  of  the  people ;  for  the  mul- 
titude of  the  people  followed  afler,  crying;  Awi^ 
with  him.  And  as  Paul  was  to  be  led  into  the  castl^ 
he  said  unto  the  chief  captain ;  May  I  speak  oflto 
thee  ?  Who  said ;  Canst  thou  speak  Greek  ?  Art 
not  thou  that  Egyptian,  which  before  these  diyi 
madest  an  uproar,  and  leddest  out  into  the  wildemes 
four  thousand  men  that  were  murderers  1  But  Pad 
said  ;  I  am  a  man  which  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus  a  dtj 
in  Cilicia,  a  citizen  of  no  mean  city ;  and  I  beseech 
thee  suffer  me  to  speak  unto  the  people.  And  when 
he  had  given  him  license,  Paul  stood  on  the  stairs,  and 
beckoned  with  the  hand  unto  the  people.  And  wbeo 
there  was  made  a  great  silence,  he  spake  unto  thitf^ 
in  the  Hebrew  tongue,  saying ; 
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Men,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear  ye  my  defence 
which  I  make  now  unto  you.  And  when  they  heard 
that  he  spake  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  to  them,  they  k^t 
the  more  silence.  And  he  saith  ;  I  am  verily  a  man, 
which  am  a  Jew,  horn  in  Tarsus  a  ciUj  in  Cilicia,  yet 
brought  up  in  (his  city  at  the  feet  of  Gamaliel,  and 
taught  according  to  tlio  perfect  manner  of  the  law  of 
the  fathers,  and  was  zealous  towards  God,  as  ye  all 
are  this  day ;  and  I  persecuted  this  way  unto  the 
death,  binding  and  delivering  into  prisons  both  men  and 
women,  as  also  the  high  priest  doth  bear  me  witness,  and 
all  the  estate  of  the  elders  ;  from  whom  also  I  received 
-  letters  unto  the  brethren,  and  went  to  Damascus, 
to  bring  them  which  were  there  bound  unto  Je- 
rusalem, for  to  be  punished.  And  it  came  to  pass 
that,  as  I  made  my  journey,  and  was  come  nigh  unto 
Damascus,  about  noon  suddenly  there  sbone  from 
heaven  a  great  light  round  about  me ;  and  I  fell  imto 
the  ground,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me  ;  Saul, 
Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  ?  And  I  answered  ; 
Wlio  art  thou,  Lord  ?  And  he  said  unto  me ;  I  am 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  whom  thou  persecutes^  And  they 
that  were  with  me  saw  indeed  the  light,  and  were 
afraid  ;  but  they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him  that  spake 
to  inc.  And  I  said  ;  What  shall  I  do,  Lord  ?  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  me ;  Arise,  and  go  into  Damas- 
cus ;  and  there  it  shall  be  told  thee  of  all  things  which 
arc  appointed  for  thee  to  do.  And  when  I  could  not 
see  for  the  glory  of  that  light,  being  led  by  the  hand 
of  them  that  were  with  me,  I  came  into  Damascus. 
And  one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  according  to  the  law, 
having  a  good  report  of  all  Ihe  Jews  which  dwelt  (/wrf, 
came  unto  me,  and  stood,  and  said  unto  me ;  Brother 
Haul,  receive  thy  itight.  And  the  same  hour  I  looked 
up  upon  him.  And  he  said;  The  God  of  our  fathers 
hath  chosen  ihee,  that  ihou  shouldest  know  bis  will, 
and  see  that  Just  One,  and  shouldest  hear  the  voice  of 
his  mouth  ;  for  (liou  sliall  be  bis  witnesii  nnio  all  men, 
of  what  rhoii  bast  seen  and  hoard.  And  now  why 
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tarriest  thou  ?  arise,  and  be  baptized,  and  wash  away 
thy  sins,  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that,  when  I  was  come  again  to  Jeru- 
salem, even  while  I  prayed  in  the  temple,  I  was .  in  a 
trance,  and  saw  him  saying  unto  me  ;  Make  haste,  and 
get  thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem;  for  they  will  not 
receive  thy  testimony  concerning  me.  And  I  said; 
Lord,  they  know  that  I  imprisoned  and  beat  in  every 
synagogue  them  that  believed  on  thee  ;  and  when  the 
blood  of  thy  martyr  Stephen  was  shed,  I  also  wag 
standing  by^  and  consenting  unto  his  death,  and  kept 
the  raiment  of  them  that  slew  him.  And  he  said  unto 
me  ;  Depart ;  for  I  will  send  thee  far  hence  unto  the 
Gentiles.  . 

And  they  ^ave  him  audience  unto  this  word,  and  thm 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said  ;  Away  with  such  a/ef- 
low  from  the  earth ;  for  it  is  not  fit  that  he  should  five. 
And  as  they  cried  out,  and  cast  oJOT  their  clothes,  and 
threw  dust  into  the  air,  the  chief  captain  commandad 
him  to  be  brought  into  the  castle,  and  bade  that  be 
should  be  examined  by  scourging  ;  that  he  might 
know  wherefore  they  cried  so  against  him.  And  as 
they  bound  him  with  thongs,  Paul  said  unto  the  cen- 
turion that  stood  by  ;  Is  it  lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a 
man  that  is  a  Roman,  and  uncondemned  ?  .  When  the 
centurion  heard  that^  he  went  and  told  the  chief  cap- 
tain, saying ;  Take  heed  what  thou  doest ;  for  tUf 
man  is  a  Roman.  Then  the  chief  captain  came,  and 
said  unto  him  ;'Tell  me,  art  thou  a  Roman  ?  He  said; 
Yea.  And  the  chief  captain  answered  ;  With  a  great 
sum  obtained  I  this  freedom.  And  Paul  said  ;  But  I 
was  free  born.  Then  straightway  they  departed  from 
him  which  should  have  examined  him ;  and  the  chief 
captain  also  was  afraid,  after  he  knew  that  he  was  a 
Roman  and  because  he  had  bound  him.  On  the  nlo^ 
row,  because  he  would  have  known  the  certainty 
wherefore  he  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  he  loosed  him 
from  his  bands,  and  commanded  the  chief  priests  and 
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all  their  council  to  appear ;  and  brought  Paul  down^ 
and  set  him  before  them. 

And   Paul   earnestly  beholding  the  council,  said ; 
Men  and  brethren,  I  have  lived  in  all  good  conscience 
before  God  until  this  day.     And  the  high  priest  Ana- 
nias commanded  them  that  stood  by  him  to  smite  him 
on  the  mouth.     Then  said  Paul  unto  him ;  God  shall 
smite  thee,  tliou  whited  wall ;  for  sittest  thou  to  judge 
me  after  the  law,  and  commandest  me  to  be  smitten 
contrary  to  the  law  ?    And  they  that  stood  by  said  ; 
i    Revilest  thou  God's  high  priest  ?     Then  said  Paul ; 
I  wist  not,  brethren,  that  he.  was  the  high  priest ;  for 
"*  It  is  written  ;  Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  the  ruler  of 
thy  people.     But  when  Paul  perceived  that  the  one 
part   were  Sadducees,  and  tne  other   Pharisees,   he 
cried  out  in  the  council ;  Men  and  brethren,  I  am  a 
^  Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Pharisee  ;  of  the  hope  and   re- 
surrection of  the  dead  I  am  called  in  question.     And 
when  he  had  so  said,  there  arose  a  dissension  be-, 
iween  the  Pharisees  and  the  Sadducees^    and  the  mul- 
titude was  divided.      For  the  Sadducees  say,   that 
there  is  no  resurrection,  neither  angel,  nor  spirit ;  but 
the  Pharisees  confess  both.     And  there  arose  a  great 
1^  cry  ;  and  the  scribes  that  were  of  the  Pharisees'  part 
t    arose,  and  strove,  saying  ;  We  find  no  evil  in  this  man ; 
ifr  but  if  a  spirit  or  an  angel  hath  spoken  to  him,  let  us 
!▼  not  fight  against  God.     And  when  there  arose  a  great 
|T  dissension,  the  chief  captain,  fearing  lest  Paul  should 
•i    have  been  pulled  in  pieces  of  them,  commanded  the 
.    soldiers  to  go  down,  and  to  take  him  by  force  from 
t    among  them,  and  to  bring  him  into  the  castle.     And 
y    the  night  following  the  Lord  stood  by  him,  and  said  ; 
^.  Be  of  good  cheer,  Paul ;  for  as    thou  hast  testified 
'    of  me  in  Jerusalem,  so  must  thou  bear  witness  also  at 
Rome. 

And,  when  it  was  day,  certain  of  the  Jews  banded 

•  together,  and  bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  saying ; 

That   they  would  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had 

killed  Paul.     And  there  were  more  than  fortv  which 
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bad  made  this  conspiracy.  And  they  came  to  the 
chief  priests  and  elders,  and  Said ;  We  have  booad 
ourselves  under  a  great  curse,  that  we  will  cat  no- 
thing until  we  have  slain  Paul.  Now  therefore  ve 
with  the  council  signify  to  the  chief  captain  that  he 
bring  him  down  unto  you  to-morrow,  as  though  ye 
would  inquire  something  more  perfectly  conceminf 
him  ;  and  we,  or  ever  he  come  near,  are  ready  to  kiU 
him.  And  when  Paul's  sister's  son  heard  of  their  ly- 
inp  in  wait,  he  went  and  entered  into  the  castle,  aad 
told  Paul.  Then  Paul  called  one  of  the  centurioni  < 
unto  him^  and  said;  Bring  this  young  man  unto  the 
chief  captain  ;  for  he  hath  a  certain  thing  to  tell  him. 
So  he  took  him  and  brought  him  to  the  chief  captain, 
and  said;  Paul  the  prisoner  called  me  unto  Um,  and 

E rayed  me  to  bring  this  young  man  unto  thee,  who  i 
ath  something  to  say  unto  thee.  Th^i  the  chief  cap- 
tain took  him  by  the  hand,  and  went  with  him  aside 
privately,  and  asked  him ;  What  is  that  thou  hast  to 
tell  me  ?  And  he  said  ;  The  Jews  have  agreed  to  de- 
sire thee  that  thou  wouldest  bring  down  Paul  to-imff- 
row  into  the  council,  as  though  they  would  inquire 
somewhat  of  him  more  perfectly.  But  do  not  thou 
yield  unto  them  ;  for  there  lie  in  wait  for  him  of  them  - 
more  than  forty  men,  which  have  bound  themselves 
with  an  oath,  that  they  will  neither  eat  nor  drink  till 
they  have  killed  him  ;  and  now  are  they  ready,  look- 
ing for  a  proniise  from  thee.  So  the  chief  captaii 
then  let  the  young  m^n  depart,  and  charged  him;  Sh 
thou  tell  no  man  that  thou  hast  shewed  these  tbingl 
to  me. 

And  he  called  unto  him  two  centurions,  sayiag^ 
Make  ready  two  hundred  soldiers  to  go  to  Ce8an%  ;^ 
and  horsemen  threescore  and  ten,  and  spearmen  tiv» 
hundred,  at  the  third  hour  of  the  night,  and  pronde 
them  beasts,  that  they  may  set  Paul  on,  and  bring 
him  safe  unto  Felix  the  governor.  And  he  wrote  ft 
letter  after  this  manner;  Claudius  Lysias  unto  ihf 
most  excellent  governor  Felix,  sendeth  greeting.  This 
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man  was  taken  of  the  Jews,  and  should  have  beenkill« 
ed  of  them  ;  then  came  I  with  an  army,  and  rescued 
him^  havin<];  understoo/1  that  he  was  a  Roman.  And 
when  I  would  have  known  the  cause  wherefore  they 
accused  him,  I  brought  him  forth  into  their  council ; 
whom  I  perceived  to  be  accused  of  questions  of  their 
law,  but  to  have  nothing  laid  to  his  charge  worthy  of 
death,  or  of  bonds.  And  when  it  was  told  me  how  that 
the  Jews  laid  wait  for  the  man,  I  sent  straightway  to 
thee,  and  gave  commandment  to  his  accusers  also  to 
say  before  thee  what  they  had  against  him.  Farewell. 
§  11.  Then  the  soldiers,  as  it  was  commanded 
them,  took  Paul,  and  brought  him  by  night  to  Antipa- 
tris.  On  the  morrow  they  left  the  horsemen  to  go 
with  him,  and  returned  to  the  castle.  Who,  when  they 
came  to  Cesarea,  and  delivered  the  epistle  to  the  gov- 
ernor, presented  Paul  also  before  him.  And  when  the 
governor  had  read  the  letter^  he  asked  of  what  pro- 
vince he  was.  And  when  he  understood  that  he  was 
of  Cilicia;  I  will  hear  thee,  said  he,  when  thine  accu- 
sers are  also  come.  And  he  commanded  him  to  be 
kept  in  Herod's  judgment  hall. 

And  aAer  five  days  Ananias  the  high  priest  descend- 
ed with  the  elders  and  with  a  certain  orator  named 
Tertullus,  who  informed  the  governor  against  Paul. 
And  when  he  was  called  forth,  Tertullus  began  to  ac- 
cuse Atm,  saying ;  Seeing  that  by  thee  we  enjoy  great 
Siietness,  and  that  very  worthy  deeds  are  done  unto 
is  nation  by  thy  providence,  we  accept  it   always, 
and  in  all  places,  most  noble  Felix,  with  all  thankful- 
ness.    Notwithstanding,  that  I  be  not  further  tedious 
;  unto  thee,  I  pray  thee  that  thou  wouldest  hear  us  of 
h  thy  clemency  a  few  words,  for  we  have  found  this  man 
'•  a  pestilent /e//ou^,  and  a  mover  of  sedition  among  all 
the  Jews  throughout  the  world,  and  a  ringleader  of 
the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes,  who  also  hath  gone  about 
to   profane  the  temple ;  whom  we  took,  and   would 
have  judged  according  to  our  law,  but  the  chief  cap- 
tain J  jvsias  came  upini  ie.9,  and  with  great   violence 
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took  him  away  out  of  our  hands,  commanding  his  ac- 
cusers to  come  unto  thee  ;  hy  examining  of  whom  thy- 
self mayest  take  knowledge  of  all  these  things,  whereof 
we  accuse  him.  And  the  Jews  also  assented,  saying ; 
That  these  things  were  so. 

Then  Paul,  afler  that  the  Governor  had  beckcHied 
unto  him  to  speak,  answered  ;  Forasmuch  as  I  know 
that  thou  hast  been  of  many  years  a  judge  unto  this 
nation,  I  do  the  more  cheerfully  answer  for  myself; 
because  that  thou  mayest  understand  that  there  are 
yet  but  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  for 
to  worship.  And  they  neither  found  me  in  the  temple 
disputing  with  any  man,  neither  raising  up  the  people, 
neither  in  the  synagogues,  nor  in  the  city ;  neither 
can  they  prove  the  things  whereof  they  now  accuse  me. 
But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after  the  way  which 
they  call  heresy,  so  worship  I  the  God  of  my  fathers, 
believing  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  law  and  in 
the  prophets ;  and  have  hope  toward  God,  wliich  they 
themselves  also  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  unjust.  And 
herein  do  I  exercise  myself,  to  have  always  a  con- 
science void  of  oflencc  toward  God,  and  toward  men. 
Now  afler  many  yours  I  came  to  bring  alms  to  my  na- 
tion, and  offerings.  Whereupon  certain  Jews  from 
Asia  found  me  purified  in  the  temple,  neither  with 
multitude,  nor  with  tumult,  who  ought  to  have  been 
here  before  thee,  and  object,  if  they  had  aught  against 
me.  Or  else  let  these  same  here  say,  if  they  haiv 
found  any  evil-doing  m  ine,  while  I  stood  before  the 
council ;  except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  that  I  cried^ 
standing  among  them  ;  Touching  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead  I  am  called  in  question  by  you  this  day. 

And  when  Felix  heard  these  tilings,  having  mm 
perfect  knowledge  of  that  way,  he  deferred  them,  and 
said  ;  When  Lysias  the  chief  captain  shall  come  down? 
I  will  know  the  uttermost  of  your  matter.  And  he 
commanded  a  centurion  to  keep  Paul,  and  to  let  him 
have  liberty,  and  that  he  should  forbid  none  of  his  ac- 
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quaiiitance  to  minister  or  come  unto  him.  And  af- 
ter certain  days,  when  Felix  came  with  his  wife  Dru- 
silla,  which  was  a  Jewess,  he  sent  for  Paul,  and 
heard  him  concerning  the  faith  in  Christ.  And  as  he 
reasoned  of  righteousness  temperance  and  judgment 
to  come,  Felix  trembled,  and  answered  ;  Go  thy  way 
for  this  time ;  when  I  have  a  convenient  season,  I  will 
call  for  thee.  He  hoped  also  that  money  should  have 
been  given  him  of  Paul,  that  he  n)ight  loose  him ; 
wherefore  he  sent  for  him  the  oftener,  and  communed 
with  him*  But  after  two  years  Porcius  Festuscame 
into  Felix's  room ;  and  Felix,  willing  to  shew  the 
Jews  a  pleasure,  left  Paul  bound. 

Now  when  Festus  was  come  into  the  provmce,  af- 
ter three  days  he  ascended  from  Cesarea  to  Jerusa- 
lem. Then  the  high  priest  and  the  chief  of  the  Jews 
informed  him  against  Paul,  and  besought  him,  and 
desired  favour  against  him,  that  he  would  send  for 
him  to  Jerusalem,  laying  wait  in  the  way  to  kill  him. 
But  Festus  answered,  that  Paul  should  be  kept  at 
Cesarea,  and  that  he  ^himself  would  depart  shortly 
thither.  Let  them,  therefore,  said  he,  which  among 
you  are  able,  go  down  with  me  and  accuse  this  man, 
if  there  be  any  wickedness  in  him. 

And  when  he  had  tarried  among  them  more  than 
ten  days,  he  went  down  unto  Cesarea,  and  the  next 
day  sitting  on  the  judgment -seat  commanded  Paul  to  ' 
be  brought.  And  when  he  was  come,  the  Jews 
which  came  down  from  Jerusalem  stood  round  about, 
and  laid  many  and  grievous  complaints  against  Paul, 
which  they  could  not  prove ;  while  he  answered  for 
himself ;  Neither  against  the  law  of  the  Jews,  neither 
against  tlie  temple,  nor  yet  against  Cesar,  have  I 
offended  any  thing  at  all.  But  Festus,  willing  to 
do  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  answered  Paul,  and  said  ; 
Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged 
of  these  things  before  me  ?  Then  said  Paul ;  I  stand 
at  Cesar's  judgment-seat,  where  I  ought  to  be  jtidg- 
e<I.      To  the  Jews  have  T   done  no  wrong,  as  thou 
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very  well  knowest.  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or  have 
committed  any  thing  worthy  of  death,  I  refuse  not  to 
die ;  but  if  there  be  none  of  these  things  whereof  these 
accuse  me,  no  man  may  deliver  me  unto  them.  I  ap- 
peal unto  Cesar.  Then  Festus,  when  he  had  confer- 
red with  the  council,  answered  ;  Hast  thou  appealed 
unto  Cesar  ?  unto  Cesar  shalt  thou  go. 

And  after  certain  days,  kinjc^  Agrippa  and  Bemice 
came  unto  Cesarea  to  salute  Festus.  And  when  they 
had  been  there  many  days,  Festus  declared  Paul's 
cause  unto  the  king,  saying  ;  There  is  a  certain  man 
left  in  bonds  by  Felix  ;  about  whom,  when  I  was  at 
Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  of  the  Jews 
informed  me,  desiring  to  Aave  judgment  against  him. 
To  whom  I  answer^ ;  It  is  not  the  manner  of  the 
Romans  to  deliver  any  man  to  die,  before  that  he 
which  is  accused  have  the  accusers  face  to  face,  and 
have  license  to  answer  for  himself  concerning  the 
crime  laid  against  him.  Therefore,  when  they  were 
come  hither,  without  any  delay  on  the  morrow  I  sat 
on  the  Judgment-seat,  and  commanded  the  ihan  to  be 
brought  forth,  against  whom,  when  the  accusers 
stood  up,  they  brought  none  iaccusation  of  such  things 
as  I  supposed ;  but  had  certain  questions  against  him 
of  their  own  superstition,  and  of  one  Jesus  which  was 
dead,  whom  Paul  affirmed  to  be  alive.  And  because 
I  doubted  of  such  manner  of  questions,  I  asked  hhn 
whether  he  would  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judg- 
ed of  these  matters.  But  when  Paul  had  appealed  to 
be  reserved  unto  the  hearing  of  Augustus,  I  command- 
ed him  to  be  kept  till  I  might  send  him  to  Cesar. 

Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Festus,  I  would  also  hear 
the  man  myself.  To-morrow,  said  he,  thou  shalt  hear 
him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come^ 
and  Bernice,  with  great  pomp,  and  was  entered  into 
the  place  of  hearing,  with  the  chief  captains,  and  prin- 
cipal men  of  the  city,  at  Festus'  commandment  Paul 
was  brought  forth.  And  Festus  said;  King  Agrippa 
and  all  men  which  are  here  present  with  us,  ye  see  this 
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man,  about  whom  all  the  multitude  of  the  Jews  have 
dealt  with  me,  both  at  Jerusalem,  and  dUo  here,  cry- 
ing that  he  ouffht  not  to  live  any  longer.  But  when 
I  found  that  he  bad  committed  nothing  worthy  of  death, 
and  that  he  himself  hath  appealed  to  Augustus,  I  have 
determined  to  send  him.  Of  whom  I  have  no  certain 
thing  to  write  unto  my  lord ;  Wherefore  I  have  brought 
him  forth  befwe  you,  and  specially  before  thee,  O  king 
Agrippa,  that  after  examination  had,  I  might  have 
somewhat  to  write.  For  it  seemeth  to  me  unreason- 
able to  send  a  prisoner,  and  not  withal  to  signify  the 
crimes  laid  against  him. 

Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul ;  Thou  art  permitted 
to  speak  for  thyself.  Then  Paul  stretched  forth  the 
hand,  and  answered  for  himself;  I  think  myself  hap- 
py, king  Agrippa,  because  I  shall  answer  for  myself 
this  day  before  thee,  touching  all  the  things  whereof 
I  am  accused  of  the  Jews  ;  especially  because  I  know 
thee  to  be  expert  in  all  customs  and  questions  which 
are  among  the  Jews.  Wherefore  I  beseech  thee  to 
hear  me  patiently.  My  manner  of  life  from  my  youth, 
which  was  at  the  first  among  mine  own  nation  at  Je- 
rusalem, know  all  the  Jews ;  which  knew  me  from 
the  beginning,  (if  they  would  testify,)  that  after  the 
most  straitest  sect  of  our  religion  I  lived  a  Pharisee. 
And  now  I  stand  and  am  judged  for  the  hope  of  the 
promise  made  of  God  unto  our  fathers  ;  unto  which 
promise  our  twelve  tribes,  instantly  serving  Crod  day 
and  night,  hope  to  come ;  for  which  hope's  sake,  king 
Agrippa,  I  am  accused  of  the  Jews.  Why  should 
it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible  with  you,  that  God 
should  raise  the  dead  ?  I  verily  thought  with  myself, 
that  I  ought  to  do  many  things  contrary  to  the  name 
of  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Which  thing  I  also  did  in 
Jerusalem ;  and  many  of  the  saints  did  I  shut  up  in 
prison,  having  received  authority  from  the  chief  priests ; 
and  when  they  were  put  to  death,  I  gave  my  voice 
against  them;  and  I  punished  them  oft  in  every  syna- 
gogue^ and  compelled  them  to  blaspheme ;  and  being 
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exceedingly  mad  against  them,  I  persecuted  them  even 
unto  strange  cities.  Whereupon  as  I  went  to  Da- 
mascus, with  authority  and  commission  from  the  chief 
priests,  at  mid-day,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  light 
from  heaven,  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shining 
round  about  me,  and  them  which  journeyed  with  me. 
And  when  we  were  all  fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heard  a 
voice  speaking  unto  me,  and  saying,  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue ;  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  1  Itii 
hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks.  And  I  said ; 
Who  art  thou.  Lord  ?  And  he  said  ;  I  am  Jesos 
whom  thou  persecutest.  But  rise,  and  stand  upon  thy 
feet ;  for  I  have  appeared  unto  thee  for  this  purpose, 
to  make  thee  a  minister  and  a  witness  both  of  these 
things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of  those  things  in  the 
which  I  will  appear  unto  thee ;  delivering  thee  from 
the  people  and  from  the  Gentiles,  unto  whom  now  I 
send  thee,  to  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from 
darkness  to  light  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto 
God,  that  they  may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins  and  in- 
heritance among  them  which  are  sanctificnl  by  faith 
that  is  in  me.  Whereupon,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was 
not  disobedient  unto  the  heavenly  vision  ;  but  shewed 
first  unto  them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Jerusalem,  and 
througliout  all  the  coasts  of  Judea,  and  tlien  to  the 
Gentiles,  that  they  sliould  repent  and  turn  to  God,  and 
-  do  works  meet  for  repentance.  For  these  causes  the 
Jews  cauglit  me  in  the  temple,  and  went  about  to  kill 
mc.  Having  therefore  obtained  help  -of  God,  I  con- 
tinue unto  this  day,  witnessing  both  to  small  and  great 
saying  none  other  things  than  those  which  the  pro- 
phets and  Moses  did  say  should  come ;  that  Christ 
should  sutler,  and  that  he  should  be  the  first  that 
should  rise  from  the  dead,  and  sliould  shew  light  unto 
the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  said  with 
a  loud  voice;  Paul,  thou  art  beside  thyself;  much 
learning  doth  make  thee  mad.  But  he  said  ;  I  am  noi 
mad,  most  noble  Festus,  but  speak  forth  the  words  of 
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truth  and  soberness.  For  the  king  knoweth  of'  these 
things,  before  whom  also  I  speak  freely ;  for  I  am  per- 
suaded that  none  of  these  things  are  hidden  flrom  him ; 
for  this  thing  was  not  dcme  in  a  comor.     King  Agrip- 

Ea,  believest  thou  the  prophets?  I  know  that  thoa 
elievest.  Then  Agrippa  said  uito  Paul;  Almost 
thou  persuadest  me  to  be  a  Christian.  And  Paul  said; 
I  would  to  God,  that  not  only  thou,  but  also  all  that 
hear  me  this  day,  were  both  almost^  and  altogethw 
such  as  I  am,  except  these  bonds. 

And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  the  king  rose  up.  and 
the  governor,  and  Bemice^  and  they  that  sat  with  them ; 
and  when  they  were  gone  aside^  they  talked  between 
themselves,  saying ;  This  man  doeth  nothing  worthy . 
of  death,  or  of  bonds..  Then  said  Agrippa  unto  Fes* 
tus ;  This  man  might  have  been  set  at  liberty,  if  he  had 
not  appealed  unto  Cesar. 

§  12.  And  when  it  was  determined  that  we  should 
sail  into  Italy,  they  delivered  Paul  and  certain  Mher 
prisoners  unto  one  named  Julius,  a  centurion  of  Au- 
gustus' band.  And  entering  into  a  ship  of  Adramyt- 
tium,  we  launched,  meaning  to  sail  by  the  coasts  of 
Asia,  one  Aristarchus,  a  Macedonian  of  Thessalonica) 
being  with  us.  And  the  next  day  we  touched  at  Si- 
don  ;  and  Julius  courteously  entreated  Paul,  and  gave 
him  liberty  to  go  unto  his  friends  to  refresh  hinuelf. 
And  when  we  had  launched  from  thence  we  sailed  un- 
der Cyprus,  because  the  winds  were  contrary.  And 
when  we  had  sailed  over  the  sea  of  Cilicia  and  Pam- 
phylia,  we  came  to  Myra  a  city  of  Lycia. 

And  there  the  centurion  found  a  ship  of  Alexan- 
dria sailing  into  Italy  ;  and  he  put  us  therein.  And 
when  we  had  sailed  slowly  many  days,  and  scarce 
were  come  over  against  Cnidus,  the  wind  not  suffic- 
ing us,  we  sailed  under  Crete,  over  against  Salmone; 
and  hardly  passing  it,  came  unto  a  place  which  is 
called  The  Fair  Hav^is,  nigh  whereunto  was  the 
city  of  Lasea. 
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Now  when  much  time  was  spent,  and  when  sail- 
ing was  now  dangerous,  because  the  fast  was  now  al- 
ready past,  Paul  admonished  them^  and  said  unto  them ; 
Sirs,  I  perceive  that  this  voyage  will  be  with  hurt  and 
much  damage,  not  only  of  the  lading  and  ship,  but 
also  of  our  lives.  Nevertheless,  the  centurion  believ- 
ed the  master  and  the  owner  of  the  ship,  more  than 
thoee  things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul.  And  be- 
cause the  haven  was  not  commodious  to  winter  in,  the 
more  part  advised  to  depart  thence  also,  if  by  any 
means  they  might  attain  to  Phenice  and  there  to  win- 
ter, which  is  an  haven  of  Crete,  and  lieth  toward  the 
south-west  and  north-west.  And  when  the  south  wind 
blew  softly,  supposing  that  they  had  obtained  their 
purpose^  loosing  thence  they  sailed  close  by  Crete. 

But  not  long  after  there  arose  against  it  a  tempes- 
tuous wind,  called  Euroclydon.     And  when  the  ship 
was  caught,  and  could  not  bear  up  into  the  wind,  we 
let  her  drive,  and    running   under   a  certain   island 
which  is  called  Clauda,  we  had  much  work  to  come 
by  the  boat;  which  when  they  had  taken  up,  they  used  J 
helps,  undergirding  the  ship ;  and,  fearing  lest  thejr 
should  fall  into  the  quicksands,  strake  sail,    and  so 
were  driven.   And  we  being  exceedingly  tossed  with  a 
tempest,  the  next  day  they  lightened  the  ship ;  and  the 
third  day  we  cast  out  with  our  own  hands  the  tackling 
of  the  ship.     And  when  neither  sun  nor  stars  in  manj 
days  appeared,  and  no  small  tempest  lay  on  U5,  all 
hope  that  we  should  be  saved  was  then  taken  away. 
But  after  long  abstinence,    Paul  stood  forth  in  the 
midst  of  them,  and  said ;  Sirs,  ye  should  have  heark- 
ened unto  me,  and  not  have  loosed  from  Crete,  and 
to  have  gained  this  harm  and  loss.     And  now  I  exhort 
you  to  be  of  good  cheer ;  for  there  shall  be  no  loss  of 
any  man^s  life  among  you,  but  of  the  ship.      For 
there  stood  by  me  this  night  the  angel  of  God,   whose 
I  am,  and  whom  I  serve,   saying ;  Fear  not,   Paul ; 
thou  must  be  brought  before  Cesar ;  and  lo,  God  hath     , 
given  thee  all  them  that  sail  with  thee.     Whereforei 
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sirs,  be  of  good  cheer ;  for  I  believe  God,  that  it  qhall 
be  even  as  it  was  told  me.  Howbeit  we  must  be  cast 
upon  a  certain  island. 

But  when  the  foqrteenth  night  was  come,  as  we  were 
driven  up  and  down  in  Adria,  about  midnight  the  ship- 
men  deemed  that  they  drew  near  to  some  country ;  and 
sounded,  and  found  it  twenty  fathoms  ^  and  when  they 
had  gone  a  little  further,  they  sounded  again,  and 
found  it  fiflecn  fathoms ;  then  fearing  lest  they  should 
have  fallen  upon  rocks,  they  cast  four  anchors  out 
of  the  stem,  and  wished  for  the  day.  And  as  the  ship- 
men  were  about  to  flee  out  of  the  ship,  when  they 
had  let  down  the  boat  into  the  sea,  under  colour  as 
though  they  would  have  cast  anchors  out  of  the  fore- 
ship,  Paul  said  to  the  centurion  and  to  the  soldiers ; 
Except  these  abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 
Then  the  soldiers  cut  off  the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and 
let  her  fall  off.  And  while  the  day  was  coming  on, 
Paul  besought  them  all  to  take  meat,  saying ;  This 
day  is  the  fourteenth  day  that  ye  have  tarried  and  con- 
tinued fasting,  having  taken  nothing.  Wherefore  I 
pray  you  to  take  ^ome  meat;  for  this  is  for  your  health ; 
for  there  shall  not  an  hair  fall  from  the  head  of  any  of 
you.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken  he  took  bread,  and 

gave  thanks  to  God  in  presence  of  them  all,  and  when 
e  had  broken  t<,  he  began  to  eat.  Then  were  they 
all  of  good  cheer,  and  they  also  took  some  meat.  And 
we  were  in  all  in  the  ship  two  hundred  threescore  and 
sixteen  souls.  And  when  they  had  eaten  enough,  they 
lightened  the  ship,  and  cast  out  the  wheat  into  the  sea. 
And  when  it  was  day,  they  knew  not  the  land  ;  but 
they  discovered  a  certain  creek  with  a  shore^  into 
the  which  they  were  minded,  if  it  were  possible^  to 
thrust  in  the  ship.  And  when  they  had  taken  up  the 
anchors,  they  committed  themselves  unto  the  sea, 
and  loosed  the  rudder-bands,  and  hoisted  up  the  main- 
sail to  the  wind,  and  made  toward  shore.  And  falling 
into  a  place  where  two  seas  met,  they  ran  the  ship 
aground :  and  the  forepart  stuck  fast,  and  remained 
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oiimoTeable :  but  the  hinder  part  was  broken  with  the 
violence  of  the  waves.  And  the  soldiers'  counsel  ^-as 
to  kill  the  prisoners,  lest  any  of  them  should  swim  out, 
and  escape.  But  the  centurion,  willing  to  save  Panl, 
kept  them  from  their  purpose  and  commanded  thst 
they  which  could  swim,  should  cast  thefnseives  fint 
into  the  aea^  and  get  to  land,  and  the  rest,  some  on 
boards, .  and  some  on  broken  pieces  of  the  ship.  Aad 
so  it  came  to  pass,  that  they  escaped  all  safe  to  land. 

And  when  they  were  escaped,  then  they  knew  that 
the  island  was  called  Melita.  And  the  barbarous  peo- 
ple shewed  us  no  little  kindness ;  for  they  kindled  a  fin^ 
and  received  us  every  one,  because  of  the  present  rain, 
and  because  of  the  cold.  And  when  Paul  had  gather- 
ed a  bundle  of  sticks,  and  laid  them  on  the  fire,  there 
came  a  viper  out  of  the  heat,  and  fastened  on  Us  hand. 
And  when  the  barbarians  saw  the  venomous  beast 
hang  on  his  hand,  they  said  among  themselves ;  No 
doubt  this  man  is  a  murderer,  whom,  though  he  hath 
escaped  the  sea,  yet  vengeance  suffereth  not  to  live. 
And  he  shook  off  the  beast  into  the  fire^  and  fek  no 
harm ;  howbeit,  they  looked  when  he  should  have  swol- 
len, or  fallen  down  dead  suddenly.  But  after  they  had 
looked  a  great  while,  and  saw  no  harm  come  to  bin, 
they  changed  their  minds,  and  said  that  he  was  a  god. 

In  the  same  quarters  were  possessions  of  the  md 
man  of  the  island,  whose  name  was  Publius  ;  who  re- 
ceived us,  and  lodged  us  three  days  courteously.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  the  father  of  Publius  lay  sick  of 
a  fevier  and  of  a  bloody  flux ;  to  whom  Paul  entered  m^ 
and  prayed,  and  laid  his  hands  on  him,  and  healed  him. 
So  When  this  was  done,  others  also,  which  had  diseas- 
es in  the  island,  came,  and  were  healed ;  who  also  hoo* 
cured  us  with  many  honours,  and  when,  we  departed, 
they  laded  us  with  such  things  as  were  necessary. 

And  after  three  months  we  departed  in  a  ship  of 
Alexandria,  which  had  wintered  in  the  isle,  whose  siga 
was  Castor  and  Pollux.  And  landing  at  Syracose^ 
we  tarried  there  three  days.     And  from  thence  we 
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fetched  a  compass^  and  came  to  Regium ;  and  after 
one  day  the  south  wind  blew,  and  we  came  the  next 
day  to  PuteoU;  where  we  found  brethren,  and  were 
desired  to  tarry  with  them  seren  days;  and  so  we  went 
toward  Rome.  And  from  thence,  when  the  brathrea 
heard  of  us,  they  came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  Appii 
Forum,  and  the  Three  Taverns;  whom  when  Paul 
saw,  he  thanked  God,  and  took  courage.  And  when 
we  came  to  Rome^  the  centurion  delivered  the  priso- 
ners to  the  captain  of  the  guard ;  but  Paul  was  suf- 
fered to  dwell  by  himself,  with  a  soldier  that  kept  him. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  Paul 
called  the  chief  of  the  Jews  together.  And,  when  they 
were  come  together,  he  said  unto  them;  Men  and 
brethren,  though  I  have  committed  nothing  against 
the  people,  or  customs  of  our  fathers,  yet  was  I  de- 
livered prisoner  from  Jerusalem  into  the  hands  of  the 
Romans ;  who,  when  they  had  examined  me,  would 
have  let  me  go,  because  there  was  no  cause  of  death 
in  me.  But  wh^i  the  Jews  spake  against  t7,  I  was 
constrained  to  appeal  unto  Cesar;  not  that  I  had 
ought  to  accuse  my  nation  of  For  this  cause  there- 
fore have  I  called  for  you,  to  see  you  and  to  speak  with 
you  ;  because  that  for  the  hope  of  Israel  I  am  bound 
with  this  chain.  And  they  said  unto  him ;  We  nei- 
ther received  letters  out  of  Judea  concerning  thee,  nei- 
ther any  of  the  brethren  that  came  shewed  or  spake  any 
harm  of  thee.  But  we  desire  to  hear  of  thee  what 
thou  thinkest;  for  as  concerning  this  sect,  we  know 
that  every,  where  it  is  spoken  against.  And  when  they 
liad  appointed  him  a  day,  there  came  many  to  him  into 
kia  lodging  ;  to  whom  he  expounded,  and  testified  the 
kinffdom  of  God,  persuading  them  concerning  Jesus, 
both  out  of  the  law  of  Moses  and  out  of  the  prophets, 
from  morning  till  evening.  And  some  believed  the 
things  which  were  spoken,  and  some  believed  not. 
And  when  they  agreed  not  among  themselves,  thev 
departed,  after  that  Paul  had  spoken  one  word ;  Weu 
qiake  the  Holy  Ghost  by  Esaias  the  prophet  unto  our 
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fathers,  saying ;  Go  unto  this  people  and  say ;  Hear- 
ing ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  not  understand  ;  and  seeing 
ye  shall  see,  and  not  perceive.  For  the  heart  of  this 
people  is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull  of  hear- 
ing, and  their  eyes  have  they  closed  ;  lest  they  shonid 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  cars,  and  un- 
derstand with  their  heart,  and  should  be  converted, 
and  I  should  heal  them.  Be  it  known,  therefore,  onto 
you,  that  the  salvation  of  God  is  sent  unto  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  that  they  will  hear  it.  And  when  he  had 
said  these  words,  the  Jews  departed,  and  had  great 
reasoning  among  themselves. 

And  Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years  in  his  own  hired 
house  ;  and  received  all  that  came  in  unto  him,  preach- 
ing the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  those  things 
which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  all  confi- 
dence, no  man  forbidding  him. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF 

PAUL,  THE  APOSTLE, 

TO    THE 


INTRODUCTION. 


Paul,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  to  beu 
apostle,  separated  unto  the  gospel  of  God,  which  k 
had  promised  afore  by  his  prophets  in  the  holy  scrip- 
tures, concerning  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
which  was  made  of  the  seed  of  David  according  to  the 
flesh  ;  and  declared  to  be  the  Son  of  God  with  power;, 
according  to  the  Spirit  of  holiness,  by  the  resurrection 
from  the  dead,  by  whom  we  have  received  grace  and 
apostleship,  for  obedience  to  the  faith  among  all  na- 
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tions,  for  his  name;  aoumg  whom  are  ye  also  the 
called  of  Jesus  Christ ;  to  all  that  be  in  Rome,  be- 
loved of  God,  called  to  be  saints,  grace  to  you,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  First  I  thank  my  God  through  Jesus  Christ 
for  you  all,  that  yotir  faith  is  spoken  of  throughout 
the  whole  world.  For  God  is  my  witness,  whom  I 
senre  with  my  spirit  in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  that 
without  ceasing  I  make  mention  of  you  always  in  my 
prayers,  making  request,  if  by  any  means  now  at 
length  I  might  have  a  prosperous  journey,  by  the  will 
of  God  to  come  unto  you  ;  for  I  long  to  see  you,  that 
I  may  impart  unto  you  some  spiritual  gift,  to  the  end 
ye  may  be  established ;  that  is,  that  I  may  be  com- 
forted together  with  you  by  the  mutual  faith  both  of 
you  and  me.  Now  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant, 
brethren,  that  oftentimes  I  purposed  to  come  unto  you, 
(but  was  let  hitherto,)  that  I  might  have  some  fruit 
among  you  also,  even  as  among  other  Gentiles.  I 
am  debtor  both  to  the  Greeks  and  to  the  Barbarians, , 
both  to  the  wise  and  to  the  unwise  ;  so,  as  much  as  in 
me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to  vou  that  are 
at  Rome  also.  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ;  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
every  one  that  believeth ;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to 
the  Greek. 

§  1.  For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God  re- 
vealed from  faith  to  faith  as  it  is  written  ;  The  just 
shall  live  by  faith.  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed 
from  heaven  against  all  ungodliness  and  unrighteous- 
ness of  men,  who  hold  the  truth  in  unrighteousness. 

Because  that  which  may  be  known  of  God  is  mani- 
fest in  them ;  for  God  halh  shewed  it  unto  them.  For 
the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the 
world  arc  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead ; 
so  that  they  are  without  excuse.  Because  that,  when 
they  knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as  God,  neither 
were  thankful,  but  became  vain  in  their  imaginations, 
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and  their  foolish  heart  was  darkened.  Prafeanog 
themselves  to  be  wise,  they  became  fools,  and  chang- 
ed the  glory  of  the  uncorruptible  God  into  an  image 
made  lOce  to  corruptible  man^  and  to  birds,  and  four- 
footed  beasts,  and  creeping  things.  Wherefore  God 
also  gave  them  up  to  uncleanness  through  the  lusts 
of  their  own  hearts,  to  dishonour  their  own  bodiei 
between  themselves  ;  who  changed  the  truth  of  Godl 
into  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and  served  the  careature 
more  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  for  ever.  Anm. 
For  this  cause  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile  affections ; 
for  even  their  women  did  change  the  natural  use  ints 
that  which  is  against  nature ;  and  likewise  also  tbft 
men,  leaving  the  natural  use  of  the  woman^  burned  ia 
their  lust  one  toward  another,  men  with  men  workjag 
that  which  is  unseemly,  and  receiving  in  themselves 
that  recompense  of  their  error,  which  was  meet.  And 
even  as  they  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  know- 
ledge, God  gave  them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do 
those  things  which  are  not  convenient,  being  filM  with 
all  unrighteousness,  fornication,  wickedness^  covstoas- 
ness,  maliciousness  ;  full  of  envy,  murder,  debate,  de- 
ceit, malignity ;  whisperers,  backbiters,  haters  of  God, 
despiteful  proud,  boasters,  inventors  of  evil  things 
disobedient  to  parents,  without  understanding,  cove- 
nant-breakers, without  natural  affection,  implacdili^ 
unmerciful ;  who  knowing  the  judgment  of  Uod,  tint 
they  which  commit  suQh  things  are  worthy  of  deaths 
not  only  do  the  same,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  tint 
do.  them. 

Therefore  thou  art  inexcusable,  O  man,  whosoeftf 
thou  art  that  judgest.  For  wherein  thou  judgest  ano- 
ther, thou  condemnest  thyself;  for  thou  that  judg- 
ost  doest  the  same  things.  But  we  are  sure  that  the 
judgment  of  God  is  according  to  truth  against  then 
which  commit  such  things.  And  thinkest  thou  thiiy 
O  man,  that  judgest  them  whioh  do  such  things,  tad 
doest  the  same,  that  thou  shalt  escape  the  judgment  of 
God  ?     Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodnetfy 
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and  forbearance  and  long-suffering,  not  knowing  that 
the  goodness  of  God  leadeth  thee  to  repentance  ?  But 
after  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart  treasurest  up 
unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  rev« 
elation  of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God,  who  will 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds ;  to  them 
who,  by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing  seek  for 
glory  and  honor  and  immortality,  eternal  Hfe ;  but  un- 
to them  that  are  contentious,  and  do  not  obey  the  truth^ 
but  obey  unrighteousness  indignation  and  wrath.  Trib- 
ulation and  anguish^  up<m  every  soul  of  man  that  do- 
eth  evil,  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of  the  G^itile.  But 
glory  honour  and  peace  to  every  man  that  woriteth 

S>od,  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile.  For 
ere  is  no  respect  of  persons  with  God.  For  as 
many  as  have  sinried  without  law  shall  also  perish 
without  law;  and  as  many  as  have  sinned  in  the  law 
shall  be  Judged  by  the  law ;  (for  not  the  hearers  of  the 
law  are  lust  before  God,  but  the  doers  of  the  law  shall 
be  justined.  For  when  the  Gentiles,  which  have  not 
the  law,  do  by  hatiire  the  things  contained  in  the  law, 
these  having  not  the  law,  are  a.  law  unto  themselves ; 
which  shew  the  work  of  the  law  written  in  their 
hearts,  their  conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and 
their  thoughts  the  meanwhile  accusing  or  else  ex- 
cusing one  another,)  in  the  day  when  God  shall  judge 
the  secrets  of  men  by  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  my 
gospel. 

Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and  reistest  in  the  law, 
and  makest  thy  boast  of  God,  and  knowest  his  will, 
and  approvest  the  things*  that  are  more  excellent^  be- 
ing instructed  out  of  the  law ;  and  art  confident  that 
thou  thyself  art  a  guide  of  the  blind^  a  light  of  them 
which  are  in  darkness,  an  instructor  of  the  foolish,  a 
teach^  of  babes,  which  hast  the  form  of  knowledge 
and  of  the  truth  in  the  law.  Thou  therefore  which 
teachest  another,  teachest  thou  not  thyself  ?  thou  that 
preachest  a  man  should  not  steal,  dost  thou  steal  ? 
Thou  diat  sayest  a  man  should  not  commit  adultery^ 
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dost  thcfu  commit  adultery  1  thou  that  abhorest  idols, 
dost  thou  commit  sacrilege  ?  thou  that  makest  tbjr 
boast  of  the  law,  through  breaking  the  law  dishonour- 
est  thou  God  ?  For  the  name  of  God  is  blasphemed 
among  the  Gentiles  through  you,  as  it  is  written.  For 
circumcision  verily  profit^  if  thou  keep  the  law  ;  but 
if  thou  be  a  breaker  of  the  law,  thy  circumcision  is 
made  uncircumcision.  Therefore  if  the  uncircumcis* 
ion  keep  the  righteousness  of  the  law,  shidl  not  hif 
uncircumcision  be  counted  for  circumcision  1  and  shall 
not  uncircumcision  which  is  by  nature,  if  it  fulfil  the 
law,  judge  thee^  who  by  the  letter  and  circumcision 
dost  transgress  the  law  1  for  he  is  not  a  Jew,  wlii<^ 
is  one  outwardly  ;  neither  is  that  circumcision-  which 
is  outward  in  the  flesh ;  but  he  is  a  Jew,  which  is  one 
inwardly  ;  and  circumcision  is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter;  whose  praise  ta  hd  of 
men,  but  (^  God. 

What  advantage  then  hath  the  Jew  ?  or  What  profit 
is  there  of  circumcision  ?  Much  every  way.  Chiefly, 
because  that  unto  them  were  committed  the  oracles  of 
God.  For  what  if  some  did  not  believe  1  shall  their 
unbelief  make  the  faith  of  God  without  eflfect  1  God 
forbid  ;  yea,  let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a  liar ; 
as  it  is  written  ;  That  thou  mightestbe  justified  inthj 
sayings,  and  mighest  overcome  when  thou  art  judged. 
But  if  our  unrighteousness  commend  the  righteousnctf 
of  God,  what  shall  we  say  ?  Is  God  unrighteous  who 
taketh  vengeance  ?  (I  speak  ^  a  man.)  God  forbid ; 
for  then  how  shall  God  judge  the  world  ?  For  if  the 
truth  oP  God  hath  more  abounded  through  my  lie  unto 
his  glory,  why  yet  am  I  also  judged  as  a  sinner  ?  And 
not  rather^  (as  we  be  slanderously  reported,  and  as 
some  affirm  that'  we  say,)  Let  us  do  evil,  that  good 
may  come  ?  whose  damnation  is  just.  What  then ! 
are  we  better  than  they  ?  No,  in  no  wise  ;  for  we  haw 
before  proved  both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they  are 
all  under  sin  ;  as  it  is  written ;  There  is  none  righte- 
ous, no,  not  one ;  There  is  none  that  underslandeth, 
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there  is  none  that  seeketh  afler  God.  They  are  all 
gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  together  become  un- 
profitable ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 
'Their  tliroat  t«  an  opensepnlchre;  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit;  the  poison  of  asps  is  under  their 
lips;  wliose  mouth  t8  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness. 
Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood,  destruction  and 
misery  are  in  their  ways ;  and  the  way  of  peace  have 
they  not  known.  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before  their 
eyes.  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law 
fiaith,  it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law ;  that  ev- 
ery mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  be- 
come guilty  before  Goid.  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of 
the  law  there  shall  no  flesh  be  justified  in  his  sight;  for 
by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin.  But  now  the 
righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  manifested, 
being  witnessed  by.  the  law  arid  the  prophets;  ev^i  the 
righteousness  of  God,  which  is  by  laith  of  Jesus 
Christ,  unto  all,  and  upon  all  them  that  believe.  For 
there  is  no  difierence;  for  all  have  sinned,  and  teme 
short  of  the  glory  of  God,  being  justified  freely  by  his 
grace  through  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus ; 
whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through 
faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare  his  righteousness  for  the 
remission  of  sins  Uiat  are  past,  through  the  forbearance 
of  God,  to  declare  /  say  at  ttus  time  his  righteousness, 
that  he  might  be  just,  and  the  justifier  of  him  which 
believeth  in  Jesus. 

Where  t^  boasting  then  1  It  is  excluded.  By  what 
law?  ofw<H*ks?  Nay,  but  by  the  law  of  faith.  There- 
fore we  conclude  that«  a  man  is  justified  by  faith 
without  the  deeds  of  the  law. 

Is  he  the  God  of  the  Jews  only  ?  'is  he  not  also  of  the 
Gentiles  ?  Yes  of  the  Grentiles  also;  seeufig  it  is  one 
God,  which  shall  justify  the  circumcision  by  faith,  and 
uncircumcision  through  faith. 

Do  we  then  make  void  the  law  through  fhith  ?  €rod 
forbid ;  yea,  we  establish  the  law.  What  shall  we 
then  say,  that  Abraham  our  father,  as  pertaining  to 
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the  flesh,  hath  found  ?  for  if  Abraham  were  justified 
by  works,  he  hath  whereof  to  glory,  but  not  before 
God.  For  what  saith  the  scripture?  Abraham  be- 
lieved God,  and  it  was  counted  unto  him  for  righte-' 
ousness.  Now  to  him  that  worketh  is  the  reward  nol 
reckoned  of  grace^  but  of  debt ;  but  to  him  that  work- 
eth not,  but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth  the  un- 
godly, his  faith  is  counted  for  righteousness. 

Even  as  David  also  describeth  the  blessedness  of 
the  man,  unto  whom  God  imputeth  righteousness  with- 
out works,  raying*;  Blessed  are  they  whose  iniqditiet 
are  forgiven,  and  whose  sins  are  covered'.  Blessed  ii 
the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not  impute  sin. 

Cometh  this  blessedness  then  upon  tbe  drcumcisioB 
ovdv^  or  upon  the  uncircumcision  also  ?  for  we  say  that 
faith  was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteousness. 
How  was  it  then  reckoned  ?  when  he  was  in  circum^^ 
cision,  or  in  uncircumcision  ?  Not  in  circumcimny 
but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he  received  the  sin 
of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  me 
faith  which  he  had^  yet  being  uncircumcised ;  thai 
he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  ■  that  bdiere^ 
though  they  be  not  circumcised;  (that  righteous* 
ness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also  ;)  and  the  ft- 
ther  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  tke 
circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of 
that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  hadj  being 
yet  uncircumcised.  *    * 

For  the  promise  that  he  should  be  the  heir  cf  the 
world,  was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  through 
the  law,  but  through  the  righteousness  of  faith.  For 
if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  madt 
void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect;  because  the 
law  worketh  wrath ;  for  where  no  law  is,  there  ia  ao 
transgression.  Therefore  it  is  of  faith,  Uiat  it  mijgU 
be  bv  grace,  to  the  end  the  promise  might  be  sure  to 
all  the  seed,  not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham,  who  if 
the  father  of  us  all,  (as  it  is  written ;  I  have  made  thee 
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a  father  of  many  nations,)  bdbre  him  whmn  he  be- 
lieved, even  God,  who  ^luickeiieth  the  dead,  and  call- 
eth  those  things  which  be  not,  as  though  they  were. 

Who  against  hope  believed  in  hope  that  he  mi]g[ht 
become  the  father  of  many  nations,  (according  to  that 
which  was  spoken;  So  shall \thy  seed  be,)  and  being 
not  weak  ia  faith,  he  considered  not  his  own  body  novv 
dead,' when  he  was  about  an  hundred  years  old,  neith^ 
er  yet  the  deadness  of  Sarah^s  womb  ;  he  staggered 
not  at  the  promise  of  God  through  unbelief;  but  was 
strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God..  Aiid  being  fully 
persuaded,  that  what  he  m\jd  promised,  he  was  able 
also  to  peiform.  '  And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him 
for  righteousness. 

Now  it  was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone,  that  it 
was  imputed  to  him;  but  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  shall 
be  imputed,  if  we  beliete  on  him  that  raised  up  Jesus 
our  Lord  from  the  dead,  who  was  delivered  for  our  of- 
fimces,.  and  was  raised  again  for  our  justification. 

Therefore,  being  justified  by  faith,  vve  have  peace 
with  Gjod  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christy  by  whom 
also  we  have  access  1>y  faith  iitto  his  grace  wherein  we 
stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God.  . 

And  not  only  so^  but  we  gl^ry  in.  tribulation  also ; 
knowing  that  tribulation  worketh  patience,  and  pa- 
tience experience ;  and  experience  hope,.- and  hope 
maketh  not  ashamed  ;  because  the  love  of  God  is  shed 
abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the.  Holy  Ghost  which  is  giv- 
en unto  us.  For  when-  we  were  yet  without  strength,, 
in  due  timie  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly.  For  scarcely 
for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die;  ^et  peradventure 
for  a  good  man  some  wouldeven  dare  to  die.  But  God 
commendeth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that  while  we  were 
yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us.  Much  more  then  be- 
ing now  justified  by  his  blood,  we  shall  be  saved  from 
wradi  through  him.  For  if,  when  we  were  rntmifpn, 
we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of  his'  So% 
much  more  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his 
And  not  only  90,  but  we  also  joy  in  God  through 
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our  Lord  Jesus  Christy  by  whom  we  have  now  re- 
ceived the  atonement. 

Wherefore  as  by  one  mati  sin  entered  into  the  world, 
and  death  by  sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  kll  men, 
for  that  all  have  sinned.  '  .^or  until  the  law^  sin  was  m 
the  world.  But  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law ; 
nevertheless  death  reigned  from  Adam  to  Moises^  even 
over  them  thlat  had  not  sinned  after  the  similitude  of 
Adam's  transgression,  who  is  the  figure  of  him  that 
was  to  come.  But  not  as  the  offence^  so  also,  is  the 
free  gift.  For  if.  through  the  offence-of  one  many  be 
dead,  much  more  the -grace  of  (Sod,  and  the  giftbr 
grace^  which  is  by  one  man,  J^us  Christ,  hath  abound- 
ed  unto  many.  And  not  as  it  was  by  one  thai  sinned, 
so  is  the  gift.  For  the  judgment  w<is  by  one  to  con- 
demnation ;  but  the  free  gift  is  of  many  offences  unto 
justification.  For  if  by  one  mdh's  offirace  death  reign- 
ed by  one,  -much  more  they  which  receive  abundanoe 
of  grace  and- of  the  gift  of  righteousness  shall  ragn  in 
life  by  one,  J^us  Christ.  Therefore,  as  by  tM- of- 
fence of  one^  judgntient  came  upon  aH  men*  to  oondem- 
nation  ;  even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  on^  Ae  free 
gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of  life.  For 
as  by  one  mantis  disobedience  many  were -made  nn- 
ners  ;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  'many  be  made 
righteous. 

'  Mor.eover  the  law  entered,  that  the  offence  might 
abound.  '  But  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  piodi 
nore  abound ;  that  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death, 
even  so  might  grace  reign  through  righteousness  imli 
eternal  life,  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

§  2.  What  shall  we  say  then  1  Shall  we  conti- 
nue in  sin^  that  grace  may  abound  ?  God  forbid.  How 
shall  we,  that  are  dead  to  sin,  live  any  longer  therein? 
Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  ■• 
to  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized  into  his  death  ?  Ti|cr^ 
fore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into  death; 
that,  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  th» 
glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  fli 
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newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  toge- 
ther in  the  likeness  of  hisdeath,  we  sliall  be  also  in  the 
likeness  of  Aid  resurrection;  knowing  this,  that  our  old 
man  is  crucified  with  him^  that  the  body  of  sin  mi^^ht 
be  destroy ed,  that  hencefbrth  we  should  not  serve  sin. 
For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be 
dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live 
with  him,  knowing  that  Christ,  being  raised  from  the 
dead,  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  ho  more  dominion 
over  him.  For  in  that  he  diied,  he  died  unto  sin  once ; 
but  in  that  he  Uveth,  he  liveth  onto  God.  Likewise 
reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin, 
but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Let  not  sin  therisfore,  reign  in  your  mortal  body,  that 
ye  should  obey  it  in  ^e,  lusts  thereof;  neither  yield  ye 
your  members  as  instruments  of  unrighteousness  unto 
sin ;  but  yield  yourselves  unto  God,  as  those  that 
are  aUve  from  the  dead,  and  your  members  as  instru- 
ments of  rightieousness  urito  God.  For  sip  shall-  not 
have  dominion  over  you ;  for  ye  are  not  under  the  law, 
but  under  grace. 

•What  then  ?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not  under 
the  law,  but  under  grace  ?  God  forbid.  Know  ye 
not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves  servimts  to  obey, 
his  servants  ye  are  to  whom  ye  obey,  whether  of  sin 
unto  death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteousness.  But 
GckI  be  thanked,  that  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  but 
ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine 
which  was  delivered  you.  Beins  then  made  free  from 
sin,  ye  became  the  servants  of  righteousness.  (I  speak 
after  the  manner  of  men,  because  of  the  infirmity  of 
your  flesh.)  For  as  ye  have  yielded  your  members 
servants  to  uncleanness  and  to  iniquity  unto  miquity  ; 
even  so  now  yield  your  members  servants  to  righteous- 
ness unto  holiness.  For  when  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin, 
^e  were  free  from  righteousness.  What  fruit  had  ye  then 
m  those  things  whereof  ye  are  now  ashamed  ?  For 
the  end  of  uose  things  is  death.  But  now  being 
made  free  from  sin,  and  become  servants  to  God, 
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ye  have  your  fruit  unto  holiness ;  and  the  end  everlast- 
ing life.  For  the  wag^  of  sin  is  death  ;  but  the  gift 
of  God  %8  eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  L^ 

Know. ye  not,  brethren,  (for  I  speak  to  them*  thit 
know  the  law,)  how  that  the  law  hath  dbminion  over 
a  man  as  long  as  he  liveth  ?  For  the  woman  whkh 
hath  an  husband  is  bound  by  the  law  to  her  husband  m 
long  as  he .  liveth ;  but  if  the  husband  be  dead,  she  ii 
loosed  from  the  law  oiher  husband.  So  then,  lif  wiub 
her  husband  liveth,  she  be  married  to  another  man,  she 
shall  be  called  an  adulteress  ;  but  if  her  hnsbaiMl  be 
dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law,  so  that  she  is  no  adul- 
teress, though  she  be  married  to  another  man-.  Where- 
fore, my  brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  Imr 
by  (iie  body  of  Christ,  that  ye  should  be  married  (o 
another,  even  to  him  who  is  raised  from  the  deed,  that 
we  should  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God.  For  when  we 
were  in  the  flesh,  the  motions  of  sins,  which  were  bj 
the  law,  did  work  in  our  members  to  bring  forth  fruit 
unto  death.  But  now  w^  are  delivered  from  the  law, 
that  being  dead  wherein  we  were  held  ;  that  wesbouU 
serve  in  newness  of  spirit,  and  not  in  theoidness  of  the 
letter. 

What  shall  we  say  then  ?  b  the  law  sin  ?  God  for- 
bid. Nay,  I  had  not  known  sii;^,  but  by  the  law ;  ftr 
1  had  not  known  lust,  except  the  law  had  said ;  Thoa 
shalt  not  covet.  But  sin,  taking  occasion  by  tbe  com- 
mandment, wrought  in  me  all  manner  of  concop- 
scence  ;  for  without  the .  law '  sin  was  dead.  For  I 
was  alive  without  the  law  once ;  but  when  the  cob- 
mandment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died.  And  the 
commandment,  which  was  ordained  to  life,  I  found  U 
he  unto  death.  For  sin,  taking  occasion  by  tbe  conh 
mandment,  deceived  me,  and  by  it  slew  me.  Where- 
fore the  law  is  holy,  and  the  commandment  holy,  wok 
just,  and  good. 

Was  then  that  which  is  good  made  death  unto  met 
God  forbid.  But  sin,  that  it  might  appear  sin,  work- 
ing  death  in  me  by  that  which  is  good ;  that  sin  by  the 
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commandment  might  become  exceeding  sinful.  For 
we  know  that  the  law  is  spiritual ;  but  I  am  carnal, 
sold  under  sin.  For  that  which  I  do,  I  allow  not;  for 
what  I  would,  that  do  I  not ;  but  what  I  hate,  that  do 
I.  If  then  I  do  that  which  I  would  not,  I  consent 
unto  the  law  that  it  it  good.  Now  then  it  is  no  more 
I  that  do  it,  but  sin.  that  dwelleth  in  me.  For  I  know 
that  in  me,  (that  is,  in  my  flesh,)  dwelleth  no  good 
thing ;  for  to  will  is  present  with  me ;  but  hoto  to  per- 
form  that  which  is  good,  I  find  not.  For  the  good  that 
I  would,  I  do  not ;  but  the  evil  which  I  would  not,  that 
I  do.  Now  if  I  do  that  I  would  not,  it  is  no  more  I 
that  do  it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me.  I  find  then  a 
law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is  present  with 
me.  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward 
man  ;  but  I  see  another  law  in  my  members,  warring 
against  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into  cap- 
tivity to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  members.  O 
wretched  man  that  I  am !  who  shall  deliver  me  from 
the  body  of  this  death  ?  I  thank  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  So  then,  with  the  mind  I  myself 
serve  the  law  of  God ;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law  of  sin* 
There  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them 
which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh, 
but  after  the  Spirit.  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life 
in  Christ  Jesus  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of 
sin  and  death.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that 
it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own 
Son  in  the  likeness  of  sufiful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh  ;  that  the  righteousness  of  the 
law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the 
flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit.  For  they  that  are  after  the 
flesh  do  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh  ;  but  thev  that  are 
after  the  Spirit,  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  For  to  be 
carnally  minded,  is  death ;  but  to  be  spiritually  mind- 
ed is  life  and  peace.  Because  the  carnal  mind  is  en- 
mity against  God ;  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of 
God,  neither  indeed  can  be;  so  then  they  that  are  in 
the  flesh  cannot  please  God.     But  ye  are  not  in  t|be 
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flesh,  but  in  the  Spbit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwell  in  you.  Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit  of 
Christy  he  is  none  of  his.  And  if  Christ  be  in  you,  the 
body  is  dead  becieiuse  of  sin ;  but  the  Spirit  is  life  be- 
cause of  righteousness.  But  if  the  Spirit  of  him 
that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead  dwell  in  you,  he 
that  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead  shall  also  quickeo 
your  mortal  bodies  by  his  Spirit  that  dwell^h  in  yon. 
Therefore,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to 
live  after  the  flesh.  For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye 
shall  die ;  but  if  ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  tke 
deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.  For  as  many  as  are 
led  by  the  Spirit  c^  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God. 
For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage  again 
to  fear,  but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of  ^option, 
whereby  we  cry;  Abba,  Father.  The  Spirit  itself 
beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  ddl- 
dren  of  God.  And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heii^  of  God, 
and  joint-heirs  with  Christ:  if  so  be  that  we  sufiier 
with  hirriy  that  we  may  be  also  glorified  together. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  whkii 
shall  be  revealed  in  us.  For  the  earnest  expectation 
of  the  creature  waiteth  for  the  manifestation  of  the  sow 
of  God.  For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to  vanhr, 
(not  willingly,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  hath  subjed- 
ed  the  same)  in  hope,  because  the  creature  itself  abo 
shall  be  delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption  ioto 
the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  Gt>d.  For  we 
know  that  the  whole  creation  groaneth  and  travailelk 
in  pain  together  until  now.  And  not  only  fhey^  bat 
ourselves  also,  wliich  have  the  first  fruits  of  the  Spirit 
even  we  ourselves  groan  within  ourselves,  waiting  fcr 
the  adoption,  to  witj  the  redemption  of  our  body.  For 
we  are  saved  by  hope.  But  hope  that  is  seen,  is  not 
hope ;  for  what  a  man  seeth,  why  doth  he  yet  hope  fiir! 
But  if  we  hope  for  that  we  see  not,  then  do  we 
with  patience  wait  for  it.  Likewise  the  Spirit  abo 
helpeth  our  infirmities ;   for  we  know  not  what  wt 
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should  pray  for  as  we  ought,  but  the  Spirit  itself  mak- 
€th  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 
uttered.  And  he  that  searcheth  the  hearts  knoweth 
what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit,  because  he  maketh  in- 
tercession for  the  saints,  according  to  the  tcill  of  God. 
And  we  know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  according 
to  his  purpose.  For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  he  also 
did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  his 
Son,  that  he  might  be  the  first-bom  among  many 
brethren.  Moreover  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them 
lie  also  called  ;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  jus- 
tified ;  and  whom  he  justified,  them  he  also  glorified. 
What  shall  we  then  say  to  these  things  ?  If  God  be 
for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ?  He  that  spared  not 
his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for  us  all,  how 
shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all  things  ? 
Who  shall  lay  any  thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ? 
It  is  God  that  justifieth.  Who  is  he  that  condemnetli  ? 
It  is  Christ  that  died  ;  yea  rather,  that  is  risen  again, 
who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh 
intercession  for  us.  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  Christ  t  shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or  per- 
secution, or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword  ? 
(As  it  is  written  ;  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the 
day  long;  we  are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter.) 
Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  lov^  us.  For  I  am  persuaded,  that 
neither  death  nor  life,  nor  angels  nor  principalities  nor 

Eowers,  nor  things  present  nor  things  to  come,  nor 
eight  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature  shall  be  able 
to  seperate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 

§  3.  I  say  the  truth  in  Christ;  I  lie  not,  (my  con- 
science also  bearing  me  witness  in  the  Holy  Ghost,) 
that  I  have  great  heaviness  and  continual  sorrow  in 
my  heart.  For  I  could  wish  that  myself  were  accurs- 
ed from  Christ  for  my  brethren,  my  kinsmen  accord- 
ins  to  the  flesh ;  who  are  Israelites  to  whom  pertain^ 
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eththe  adoption,  and  the  glory,  and  the  coyenants  and 
the  giving  of  the  law,  and  the  service  of  God^  and  the 
promises,  whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of  whom  as  con- 
cerning the  flesh  Christ  came^  who  is  over  all,  Go^ 
blessed  for  ever.     Amen. 

Not  as  though  the  word  of  God  hath  taken  none  c^ 
feet.  For  they  are  not  all  Israel,  which  are  of  Israd; 
neither  because  they  are  the  seed  of  Abraham,  an 
they  all  children  ;  but;  in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called; 
that  is ;  They  which  are  the  children  of  the  flesh,  then 
are  not  the  children  of  God  ;  but  the  childr^i  of  the 
promise  are  counted  for  the  seed.  For  this  is  the  wovl 
of  promise ;  At  this  time  will  I  come,  and  Sara  siial 
have  a  son.  And  not  only  this^  but  when  Rd^eeci 
also  had  conceived  by  one,  even  by  our  father*  IsaaCi 
(for  the  children  being  not  yet  bom,  neither  hanif 
done  any  good  or  evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God  ac- 
cording to  election,  might  stand,  not  of  works,  but  of 
him  that  calleth^)  it  was  said  unto  her  ;  The  elder 
shall  serve  the  younger  ;  As  it  is  written  ;  Jacob  liare 
I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I  hated. 

What  shall  we  say  then  ?  Is  there  unrighteouaiess 
with  God  ?  God  forbid.  For  he  saith  to  Moses ;  I 
will  have  mercy  on  whom  I  will  have  mercy,  and  I  will 
have  compassion  on  whom  I  will  have  compassioa 
So  then  it  is  not  of  him  that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that 
runneth,  but  of  God  that  sheweth  mercy.  For  tht 
scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh;  Even  for  this  swm 
purpose  have  I  raised  thee  up,  that  I  might  shew  mj 
power  in  thee,  and  that  my  name  might  be  declire' 
throughout  all  the  earth.  Therefore  hath  he  mefcj 
on  whom  he  will  have  mercxf^  and  whom  he  will,  k 
hardeneth. 

Thou  wilt  say  then  unto  me  ;  Why  doth  he  yet  find 
fault  ?  for  who  hath  resisted  his  will  ?  Nay,  but,  0 
man,  who  art  thou  that  repUest  against  €^od  ?  Shili 
the  thing  formed  say  to  him  that  formed  it ;  Why  htft 
thou  made  me  thus  ?  Hath  not  the  potter  pow»  owr 
the  clay,  of  the  same  lump  to  make  one  vessel  iffllo 
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honour  and  another  unto  dishonour  1  What  if  God, 
willing  to  shew  his  wrath^  and  to  make  his  power 
known,  endured  with  much  long  suffering  the  vessels 
of  wrath  fitted  to  destruction ;  and  that  he  might  make 
known  the  riches  of  his  glory  on  the  vessels  of  mercy^ 
which  he  had  afore  prepared  unto  glory;  even  us^ 
whom  he  hath  called,  not  of  the  Jews  only,  but  also 
of  the  Gentiles? 

As  he  saith  also  in  Osee ;  I  will  call  them  My  peo- 
ple, which  were  not  my  people;  and  her  Beloved, 
which  was  not  beloved.  Aiid  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  in  the  place  where  it  was  said  unto  them  ;  Ye  are 
not  my  people,  there  shall  they  be  called  ;  The  children 
of  the  living  God,  Esaias  also  crieth  concerning  Israel ; 
Though  the  number  of  the  childrad  (^  Israel  be  as 
the  sand  of  the  sea,  a  remnant  shall  be  saved.  For 
he  will  finish  the  work,  .and  cut  it  short  in  righteous- 
ness ;  because  a  short  work  will  the  Lord  make  upon 
the  earth.  And  as  Esaias  said  before;  Except  the 
Lord  cff  Sabaoth  had  left  us  a  seed,  we  had  been  as 
Sodoma,  and  been  made  like  unto  G6morrha. 

What  shall  we  say  then  ?  That  the  Gentiles,  whidi 
followed  not  after  righteousness  have  attained  to  righte- 
ousness, even  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith  ;  but 
Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law  of  righteousness, 
hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  rightoousness.  Where- 
fore ?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  as  it 
were  by  the  worics  of  the  law.  For  they  stumbled  at 
that  stumbling-stone ;  as  it  is  written ;  Behold,  I  lay 
in  Sion  a  stumbling-stone  and  rock  of  offence ;  and 
whosoever  beUeveth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for  Is- 
rael is,  that  they  might  be  saved.  For  I  bear  them 
record  that  they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not  according 
to  knowledge.  For  they  being  ignorant  of  God's 
righteousness,  and  going  about  to  establish  their  own 
righteousness,  have  not  submitted  themselves  unto  the 
righteousness  of  God.  For  Christ  is  the  md  of  the 
law  for  righteousness  to  every  one  that  believeth.     For 
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Moses  describeth  the  righteousness  which  is  of  the 
law ;  That  the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall  live 
by  them.  But  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith  spesk- 
eth  on  this  wise ;  Say  not  in  thine  heart  ^  Who  shall 
ascend  into  heav^[i  ?  (that  is,  to  bring  Christ  dowB 
from  above.)  Or ;  Who  shall  descend  into  the  deep  ^ 
(that  is,  to  bring  up  Christ  again  from  the  dead.)  But 
what  saith  it  ?  The  word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  tbjr 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heart.  That  is,  the  word  of  faith, 
which  we  preach,  that  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  tiiy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heait, 
that. God  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shah  be 
saved.  (For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righte- 
ousness ;  and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  ante 
salvation.)  For  the  scripture  saith  ;  Whosoever  be- 
Heveth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed.  Fim*  there  is  no 
difference  between  the  Jew  and  the  Gre^  ;  for  the 
same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call  upon  him. 
For  whosoever  shall  call  upoh  the  nanne  of  the  iMi 
shall  be  saved.  How  then  khall  they  call-  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  be- 
lieve in  him,  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ?  and  how  shall  they 
preach  except  they  be  sent  ?  as  it  is  written ;  How 
beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of 
peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things !  Bat 
Uiey  have  not  all  obeyed  the  gospel.  For  £saias  saith; 
Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report  ?  So  th^i  faitk 
'Wneth  by  liearing ;  and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God 
But  I  say  ;  Have  they  not  heard  ?  Yes,  verily,  tbeir 
sound  went  into  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  mto 
the  ends  of  the  world.  But  I  say ;  Did  not  IsnA 
know  ?  First,  Moses  saith  ;  I  will  provoke  you  to  jeii- 
ousy  by  them  that  are  no  people,  and  by  a  fooM 
nation  I  will  anger  you.  But  Esaias  is  very  Mi^ 
and  saith  ;  I  was  found  of  them  that  sought  me  not;  I 
was  made  manifest  unto  them  that  asked  not  after  ae. 
But  to  Israel  he  saith  ;  All  day  long  I  haye  stretdud 
forth  my  hands  unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  peopk' 
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I  say  then ;  Hath  God  cast  away  his  people  ?  God 
forbid.  For  I  also  am  an  Israelite,  of  the  seed  of 
Abraham,  o/*  the  tribe  of  Benjamin.  God  hath  not 
cast  away  his  people  which  he  fordaiew.  Wot  ye  not 
what  the  scripture  saith  of  Elias  1  how  he  maketh  in- 
tercession to  God  against  Israel,  saying ;  Lord,  they 
have  killed  thy  prophets,  and  digged  down  thine  idtars  ; 
and  I  am  left  alone,  and  they  seek  my  life  ?  But  what 
saith  the  answer  of  God  unto  him  ?  I  have  reserved 
to  myself  seven  thousand  men,  who  have  not  bowed  the 
knee  to  the  image  of  Baal.  Even  so  then  at  this  pre- 
sent time  also  there  is  a  remnant,  according  to  the  elec- 
tion of  grace.  And  if  by  grace,  then  is  it  no  more 
of  worl^ ;  otherwise  grace  is  no  more  grace ;  but  if  it 
be  of  works,  then  is  it  no  more  grace  ;  otherwise  work 
is  no  more  work.  What  then  ?  Israel  hath  not  obtain-^ 
ed  that  which  he  seeketh  for ;  but  the  election  hath  ob- 
tained it,  and  the  rest  were  blinded,  (according  as  it  is 
written ;  God  hath  given  them  the  spirit  of  slumber^ 
eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears  that  they  should 
not  hear,)  unto  this  day.  And  David  saith ;  Let  their 
table  be  made  a  snare,  and  a  trap^  and  a  stumblings 
block,  and  a  recompence  unto  them ;  let  their  eyes 
be  darkened,  that  they  may  not  see;  and  bow  down 
their  back  alway.  I  say  then  ;  Have  they  stumbled 
that  they  should  fall  ?  God  forbid ;  but  rather  through 
their  fall  salvation  is  come  unto  the  Gentiles,  for  to 
provoke  them  to  jealousy.  Now  if  the  fall  of  them  be 
the  riches  of  the  world,  and  the  diminishing  of  them 
the  riches  of  the  Gentiles  ;  how  much  more  their  ful- 
ness ?  For  I  speak  to  you.  Gentiles ;  inasmuch  as  I 
ain  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  I  magnify  mine  office^ 
if  by  any  means  I  may  provoke  to  emulation  them 
which  are  my  flesh  and  might  save  some  of  them.  For 
if  the  casting  away  of  them  be  the  ffeconciling  of  the 
world ;  what  shall  the  receiving  of  them  bcy  but  life 
from  the  dead  ? 

For  if  the  first-fruit  be  holy,  the  tump  is  also  holy ; 
tnd  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches.    And  if 
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some  of  the  branches  be  broken  ofl^  and  thou,  being  a 
wild  oUve-tree,  wert  graffed  in  among  them,  and  mtk 
them  partakest  of  the  root  and  fatness  of  the  olive-tree; 
boast  not  against  the  branches  ;  but  if  thou  boast,  tbot 
bearest  not  the  root,  but  the  root  thee.  Thou  wik  sty 
then  ;  The  branches  were  broken  ofl^  that  I  might  be 
graffed  in.  Well;  because  of  unbeli^  they  were 
broken  ofl^  and  thou  standest  by  faith.  Be  not  high- 
minded,  but  fear ;  for  if  God  spared  not  the  natiml 
branches,  take  heed  lest  he  also  spare  not  thee.  Be- 
hold therefore,  the  goodness  and  severity  of  God  ;  oi 
them  which  fell,  severity  ;  but  toward  thee,  goodnen^ 
if  thou  continue  in  his  goodness  ;  otherwise,  thou  abo 
sbalt  be  cut  off.  And  they  also,  if  they  abide  not 
in  unbelief,  shall  be  graffed  in ;  for  God  is  able  to 
graff  them  in  lagain.  For  if  thou  wert  cut  out  of  tbe 
olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature,  and  wert  graffed  ooi- 
trary  to  nature  into  a  good  olive-tree,  hove  much  more 
shall  these,  which  be  the  natural  branches^  be  gnflfed 
into  their  own  olive-tree  ?  For  I  would  not^  breChreDy 
that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this  mystery,  (leel  ye 
should  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits,)  that  blindness 
in  part  is  happened  to  Israel,  until  the  fuhiess  of  the 
Gentiles  be  come  in;  and  so  all  Israel  shall  bewared, 
as  it  is  written ;  There  shall  come  out  of  Zion  the  De- 
liverer, and  shall  turn  away  ungodUness  iVom  Jacob. 
For  this  is  my  covenant  unto  them,  when  I  shall  take 
away  their  sins.  As  concerning  the  gospel,  they  ait 
enemies  for  your  sakes ;  but  as  touching  the  electioi) 
they  are  beloved  for  the  father's  sakes.  For  the  gifis 
and  calling  of  God  are  without  repentance.  For  n 
ye  in  times  past  have  not  believed  God,  yet  have  now 
obtained  mercy  through  their  unbeUef ;  even  so  hM 
these  also  now  not  believed,  that  through  your  meitrf 
they  also  may  obtain  mercy.  For  God  hath  condod 
ed  them  all  in  unbelief,  that  he  might  have  meref 
upon  all. 

O  the  depth  of  the  riches,  both  of  the  wisdom  and 
knowledge  of  God !  how  unsearchable  are  his  jadg- 
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ments,  and  his  ways  past  finding  ont  ^  For  who  hath 
known  the  mind  of  tne  Lord  ?  or  who  hath  been  his 
counsellor  ?  or  who  hath  first  giv^i  to  him,  and  it  diall 
be  recompensed  unto  him  again  ?  For  of  him,  and 
through  him,  apd  to  him,  are  all  things ;  to  whom  be 
glory  for  ever.     Amen. 

§  4.  1  beseech  you  therefore^  brethr^  by  the  mer- 
eies  of  God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sac* 
fifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  your  rea** 
sonable  service  ;  and  be  not  conformed  to  thi9  worlds 
buVbe  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  min^ 
that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good  and  acceptable 
and  perfect  will  of  God. 

For  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  imto  me,  to 
every  man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself 
more  highly  than  he  ought  to  think,  but  to  think  som- 
berly, according  as  God  hath  dealt  to  every  man  the 
measure  of  faith.  For  as  we  have  many  members  in 
one  body,  and  all  members  have  not  the  same  ofltee; 
so  we,  being  many,  are  one  bocfy  in  Christ,  and  evenr 
one  members  090  of  another.  Having  then  gifts  dif- 
fering according  to  the  grace  that  is  given  to  us,  whe*- 
dier  proirfiecy,  let  us  prophesy  accordmg  to  the  propor- 
tion of  faith :  or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  minister- 
ing ;  or  he  Uiat  teacheth,  on  teaching ;  or  he  that  ex- 
horteth,  on  exhortation ;  he  that  giveth,  let  him  do  it 
with  simplicity ;  he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence ;  he  that 
sfaeweth  mercy,  with  cheerfulness. 

Jtef  love  be  without  dissimulation  ;  abhor  that 
which  is  evil ;  cleave  to  that  which  is  ffood ;  be  kindly 
affectioned  one  to  another  with  brotheny  love ;  in  hoo- 
0iir  preferring  one  another ;  not  cdotfaful  in  business ; 
fervent  in  spirit ;  serving  the  Lord ;  rejoicing  in  hope ; 
patient  in  tribulation  ;  continuing  instant  in  prayer ; 
distributing  to  the  necessity  of  samts ;  given  to  hospi- 
tality. Bless  them  which  persecute  you ;  bless,  am 
curse  not.  Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and 
weep  with  them  that  weep.  Be  of  the  same  mind  one 
toward  another;  mind  not  high  things^  but 
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scend  to  men  of  low  estate ;  be  not  wise  in  your  own 
conceits.  Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for  evil ;  pro- 
vide things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men  ;  if  it  be  poi- 
sible,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably  with  iD 
men.  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves,  hm 
rather  give  place  unto  wrath.  For  it  is  written  ;  Ven- 
geance t^  mine ;  I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord.  There- 
fore if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him  ;  if  he  thirst,  gin 
him  drink.  For  in  so  doing,  thou  shalt  heap  ooak  of 
fire  on  his  head.  Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  over- 
come evil  with  good. 

Let  every  soul  be  subject  unto  the  higher  powers. 
For  there  is  no  power  but  of  God  ;  the  powois  that  be 
are  ordained  of  God.     Whosoever  therefor^  resisteth 
the  power,  resisteth  the  ordinance  of  God ;  and  they 
that  resist,  shall  receive  to  themselves  damnation.    For 
rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  sood  works,  but  to  the  evil 
Wilt  thou  then  not  be  aU*aid  of  the  power  ?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the  same; 
for  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  e ood.     Bat  if 
thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ;   for  he  beared 
not  the  sword  in  vain  ;  for  he  is  the  niiinister  of  God,  t 
revenger,  to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that  doeth  enL 
Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  subject,    not    only  for 
wrath,  but  also  for  conscience  sake.  For,  for  this  cause 
pay  ye  tribute  also ;  for  they  are  God's  ministers,  at* 
tending   continually   upon  this  very   thing.     Rendff 
therefore  to  all  their  dues ;  tribute  to  whom  tribute  tr 
due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to  whom  iear; 
honour  to  whom  honour. 

Owe  no  man  any  thing,  but  to  love  one  another ;  ftr 
he  that  loveth  another  hath  fulfilled  the  law.  For  thif ; 
Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery  ;  Thou  shalt  notkiD; 
Thou  shalt  not  steal ;  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  wit- 
ness ;  Thou  shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  be  any  othr 
commandment,  it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this  aaj- 
ing,  namely ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thj* 
self.  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour;  therelbre 
love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law. 
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And  that^  knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high  time 
to  awake  out  of  sleep ;  for  now  is  our  salvation  near- 
er than  when  we  beheved.  The  night  is'  far  spent,  the 
day  is  at  hand  ;  let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of 
darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  light.  Le-  « 
us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day ;  not  in  rioting  and 
drunkenness,  not  in .  chambering  and  wantonhess,  not 
in  strife  and  envying,  but  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil 
the  lusts  thereof. 

Him  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye,  but  not  to 
doubtful  disputations.  For  one  helieveth  that  he  may 
eat  all  things ;  another,  who  is  weak,  eateth  herbs. 
Let  not  him  that  eateth,  despise  him  that  eateth  not ; 
and  let  not  him  which  eateth  not,  judge  him  that  eateth; 
for  God  hath  received  him.  Who  art  thou  that  judgest 
another  man'^s  servant  ?  to  his  own  master  he  standeth 
or  falleth ;  yea,  he  shall  be  holden  iip ;  for  God  is 
able  to  make  him  stand.  One  man  esteemeth  one  day 
above  another,  another  esteemeth  every  day  alike; 
Let  every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own  mind. 
He  that  regardeth  the  day,  regardeth  it  unto  the  Lord ; 
and  he  that  regardeth  not  the  day,  to  the  Lord  he  doth 
not  regard  it.  He  that  eateth,  eateth  to  the  Lord,  for 
he  giveth  God  thanks  ;  and  he  that  eateth  not,  to  the 
Lord  he  eateth  not,  and  giveth  God  thanks.  For  none 
of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to  himself. 
For  whether  we  live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord ;  and  whe- 
ther we  die,  we  die  unto  the  Lord.  Whether  we  live 
thtf  efore,  or  die,  we  are  the  Lord's.  For  to  this  end 
Christ  both  died,  and  rose,  and  revived,  that  he  might 
be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living.  But  why  dost 
thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why  dost  thou  set  at  nousht 
thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judg- 
mentHseat  of  Christ.  For  it  is  written ;  Js  I  live^ 
aaith  the  Lord,  every  knee  shall  bow  to  me,  and  every 
tonffue  shall  confess  to  God.  So  then  every  one  of  ua 
shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God.  Let  us  not 
therefore  judge  one  another  any  more ;  but  judge  this 
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rather,  thai  no  man  pat  a  stumbling-block  or  an  occa- 
sion to  fall  in  his  brother's  way.     I  know,  and  am  per- 
suaded by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  there  is  nothing  im- 
dean  of  itself;,  but  to  him  that  esteemeth   any  thmg 
to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean ;  but  if  thy  brathtf 
be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkest  thou  not  chari- 
tably. Destroy  not  him  with  thy  meat,  for  whom  Cfarut 
died.     Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil  spoken  of.    For 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink,  but  ri^ 
eousness,  and  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.     For 
he  that  in  these  things  serveth  Christ. w  accqitable  to 
God,  and  approved  of  men.     Let  us  thcnr^bre  follow 
after  the  things  which  make  for  peace,  and  things 
wherewith  one  may  edify  another.     For  meat  destroy 
not  the  Y/otk  of  God.     All  things  indeed  are  pure  ;  but 
it  is  evil  for  that  man  who  eateth  with  offence.     It  is 
good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  any 
ming  whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended 
or  is  made  weak.    Hast  thou  faith  ?  have  it  to  thysdf 
before  God.     Happy  is  he  that  condenmeth  not  hiB- 
self  in  that  thing  which  he  alloweth.     And  he  that 
doubteth  is  damned  if 'he  eat,  because  he  eateAwA  of 
iaith ;  for  whatsoever  is  not  of  faith  is  sin.      We  thcD 
that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the 
weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.  Let  every  one  erf  m 
please  his  neighbour  for  his  good  to  edificatimi.    For 
even  Christ  pleased  not  himself,  but,  as  it  is  writtm; 
The  reproaches  of  them  that  reproached  thee  fell  m 
me.     For  whatsoever  things  wero  writt^i  afiwetim^ 
were  written  for  our  learning ;  that  we  through  ft 
tience  and  comfort  of  the  scriptures  might  have  hop. 
Now  the  God  of  patience  and  consolation  grant  ysi 
to  be  like-minded  one  toward  another  according  <• 
Christ  Jesus ;  that  ye  may  with  one  mind  and  est 
mouth  glorify  God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lmd  Jt- 
sus  Christ.     Wherefore  receive  ye  one  another,  n 
Christ  also  received  us  to  the  glory  of  God.     Now  I 
say  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a  minister  of  the  circunci- 
•ion  for  the  truth  of  God,  to  coi^firm  the  pnM» 
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made  unto  the  fathws ;  and  that  the  Gentiles  mis ht 
glorify  God  for  hia  mercy^  u  it  is  written ;  For  wis 
cause  I  will  confesB  to  thee  among  the  Gentiles^  and 
sing  unto  thy  nalne.  And  again  he  saith;  Rejoice, 
ye  Gentiles,  with  his  people*  And  again ;  Praise  the 
I^rd,  all  ye  Gentiles,  and  laud  him,  all  ye  people. 
And  again  Esaias  saith ;  Tlmre  shall  be  a  root  of 
Jesse,  and  he  that  shall  rise  to  reign  orer  the  Gentiles ; 
in  him  shall  the  Gentiles  trust.  Now  the  God  of  hope 
fill  you  with  all  jogr  and  peace  in  believing,  that  ye  may 
abound  in  hope,  tmrough  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

CONCliuBIOMt 

And  I  myself  also  am  pcarsuaded  of  you,  my  breth- 
ren, that  ye  abo  are  full  of  goodness,  filled  with  all 
knowledge,  able  also  to  admonish  one  another.  Nev- 
ertheless, brethren,  I  have  written  the  more  boldly 
unto  you  in  some  sort,  as  putting  you  in  mind,  because 
of  the  grace  that  is  given  to  me  of  God,  that  I  should 
be  the  minister  of  Jesiis  Christ  to  the  Gentiles,  min- 
istering the  gospel  of  God,  that  the  ofiering-up  of  the 
Gentiles  might  be  acceptable,  being  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Ghost.  I  have  therefore  whereof  I  may  glory 
through  Jesus  Christ,  in  those  things  which  pertain  to 
God ;  for  I  will  not  dare  to  speak  of  any  of  those 
things  which  Christ  hath  not  wrought  by  me,  to  make 
the  Gentiles  obedient,  by  word  and  deed,  through 
mighty  signs  and  wonders,  by  the  power  of  the  spirit 
of  Goid ;  so  that  from  Jerusalem,  and  round  about 
unto  lUyricum,  I  have  fully  preached  the  gospel  of 
Christ.  Yea,  so  have  I  strived  to  preach 'the  gospel, 
not  where  Christ  was  named,  lest  I  should  .build  upoi^ 
another  man's  foundation ;  but  as  it  is  written ;  To 
whom  he  was  not  spoken  of^  they  shall  see ;  and  thev 
that  have  not  heard  shall  understand.  For  which 
cause  also,  I  have  been  much  hindered  from  coming 
to  you.  But  now  having  no  more  place  in  these  parts, 
and  having  a  great  desire  these  many  years  to  come 
onto  you ;  whensoever  I  take  my  journey  into  Spain, 
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I  will  come  to  you  ;  for  I  trust  to  see  jou  in  my  jour- 
ney, and  to  be  brought  on  my  way  thitherward  by  you, 
if  first  I  be  somewhat  filled  with  your  company.  But 
now  I  go  unto  Jerusalem  to  minister  unto  the  sainlB. 
For  it  hath  pleased  them  of  Macedonia  and  Achaia  to 
make  a  certain  contribution  for  the  poor  saints  whidi 
are  at  Jerusalem.  It  hath  pleased  th^tn  verily^  and 
their  debtors  they  are.  For  if  the  Gentiles  have  been 
made  partakers  of  their  spiritual  things,  their  duty  » 
also  to  minister  unto  them  in  carnal  things.  When 
therefore  I  haTejperformed  this,  and  have  sealed  to  them 
this  fruit,  I  will  come  by  you  into  Spain.  And  I  am 
sure  that,  when  I  come  unto  you,  I  shall  come  in  the 
fulness  of  the  blessing  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Now 
I  beseech  ybu,  brethren,  for  the  Lord  Jesos  Cbrisi^s 
sake,  and  for  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  that  ye  strive  to- 
gether with  me-  in  your  prayers  to  God  for  me ;  that  I 
may  be  delivered  from  them  that  do  not  believe  in  Ju- 
dea,  and  that  my  service  which  /  have  for  Jerusalem 
may  be  accepted  of  the  saints ;  that  I  may  come  onto 
you  with  joy  by  the  will  of  God,  and  may  with  yoo  be 
refreshed.  Now  the  God  of  peace  be  with  yon  all. 
Amen. 

I  commend  unto  you  Phebe  our  sister,  which  is  s 
servant  of  the  church  which  is  at  Cenchrea  ;  that  jf 
receive  her  in  the  Lord,  as  becometh  saints,  and  tint 
ye  assist  her  in  whatsoever  business  she  hath  need  of 
you ;  for  she  hath  been  a  succourer  of  many,  and  of 
myself  also.  Greet  Priscilla  and  Aquila,  my  helpen 
in  Christ  Jesus ;  (who  have  for  my  life  laid  down  tbdr 
own  necks,  unto  whom  not  only  I  give  thanks,  but  al- 
so all  the  churches  of  the  Gentiles ;)  likewise  greet 
the  church  that  is  in  their  house.  Salute  my  well- 
beloved  Epenetus,  who  is  the  first-fruits  of  Achait 
unto  Christ.  Greet  Mary,  who  bestowed  much  labor 
on  us.  Salute  Andronicus  and  Junia,  my  kinsmen^ 
and  my  fellow-prisoners,  who  are  of  note  among  the 
apostles,  who  also  were  in  Christ  before  me.  Greet 
Amplias,  my  beloved  in  the  Lord.     Salute  Urbane, 
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our  helper  in  Christ,  and  Stachys  my  beloved.  Salute 
Apellas  approved  in  Christ.  Salute  them  which  are 
of  Aristobulus'  household.  Salute  Herodion  my  kins- 
man. Greet  them  that  be  of  the  household  of  Narcis- 
sus, which  are  in  the  Lord.  Salute  Tryphena,  and 
Tryphosa,  who  labour  in  the  Lord.  Salute  the  be- 
loved Persis,  which  laboured  much  in  the  Lord.  Sa- 
lute Rufus  chosen  in  the  Lord,  and  his  mother  and 
mine.  Salute  Asyncritus,  Phlegon,  Hermas,Patro- 
bas,  Hermes,  and  the  brethren  which  are  with  them. 
Salute  Philologus,  and  Julia,  Nereus,  and  his  sister, 
and  Olympas,  and  all  the  saints  which  are  with  them. 
Salute  one  another  with  an  holy  kiss,  the  churches  of 
Christ  salute  you. 

Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark  them  which 
cause  divisions  and  offences,  contrary  to  the  doctrine 
which  ye  have  learned  ;  and  avoid  them.  For  they 
that  are  such,  serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but 
their  own  belly  ;  and  by  good  words  and  fair  speeches 
deceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple.  For  your  obedience 
is  come  abroad  unto  all  men.  I  am  glad  therefore  on 
your  behalf;  but  yet  I  would  have  you  wise  unto  that 
which  is  good,  and  simple  concerning  evil.  And  the 
God  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under  your  feet  short- 
ly. The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 
Amen. 

Timotheus  my  work-fellow,  and  Lucius  and  Jason 
and  Sosipater  my  kinsmen,  salute  you.  I  Tertius, 
who  wrote  this  epistle,  salute  you  in  the  Lord.  Gains 
mine  host,  and  of  the  whole  church,  saluteth  you. 
Erastus  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  saluteth  you,  and  . 
Quartus  a  brother.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesua  ' 
Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen.  Now  to  him  that  is 
of  power  to  stablish  you  according  to  my  gospel,  and 
the  preaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  the  revela- 
tion of  the  mystery,  which  was  kept  secret  since  the 
world  began,  but  now  is  made  manifest,  and  by  the 
scriptures  of  the  prophets,  according  to  the  commandr 
ment  of  the  everlasting  God,  made  known  to  all  na* 
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tioM  for  the  obedience  of  faith ;  to  God  only  wiBe  fe 
glory  through  Jesus  Christ  forever.

PAUL,  THE  APOSTLE, 

TO    THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


INTRODUCTION 


Paul,  called  to  be  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Chriil, 
throush  the  will  of  God,  and  Sosthenes  our  brother, 
unto  tne  church  of  God  which  is  at  Corintb^  to  tka 
that  are  sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be  saintii 
with  all  that  in  every  place  call  upon  the  name  of  Je> 
sus  Christ  our  Lord,  both  theirs  and  purs.  Grace  he 
unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  fnm 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  thank  my  God  always  on  your  behalf^  for  thegnos 
of  God  which  is  given  you  by  Jesus  Christ ;  (that  m 
every  thing  ye  are  enriched  by  him,  in  all  utterance 
and  in  all  knowledge,  even  as  the  testimony  of  ChriA 
was  confirmed  in  you,  so  that  ye  come  behind  in  m 
gift ;  waiting  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ^ 
who  shall  also  confirm  you  unto  the  end,  that  ye  maf 
be  blameless  in  the  day  of  our  Lord  Jesus  ChriiL 
God  is  faithful,  by  whom  ye  were  called  unto  the  fel- 
lowship of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

§  1.  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christy  that  ye  all  speak  the  ssoa 
thing,  and  that  there  be  no  divisions  among  you,  but

that  ye  be  peffecily  joined  together  in  the  jBame  mind 
and  in  the  same  judgment.     For  it  hath  been  declared 
unto  me  of  you,  my  brethren,  by  them  which  are  of  the 
house  or  Chloe,  that  there,  are  ccmtenticmB  among  you.. 
'Now  this  I 'say,  that  every  one  of  you  saith  ;  I  am  of 
Paul,  arid  I  of  Apollos,  and  I  of  Cephas,  and  I  of 
Christ.     Is  Christ  divided  ?  was   Paiii  crucified  for 
you  ?  or  were  ye  ba[ftized .  in  the  name  of  Paul  ?  I 
thank  God  that  I  baptized"  nohe  of  you,  but  Crispus 
and  Gains  ;  lest  any  should  say  that  I  had  baptized  in 
mine  own  name.     Aik)  I  baptized  also  the  household 
of  Sftephanas ;  besides,  I  know  not  whether  I  baptized 
any  other.     For  Christ  sent*  me  not  to  baptize,  but  to 
preach  the  gospel ;   iiot  with  wisdoni  of  wprds,  lest 
the  cross  of  Christ  should  be  made  of  none  elSect.  For 
the  preaching  of  thcf  cross  is  iO  them  that  perish,  fool- 
ishness, but  unto  ui  which  are  saved  it  is  the  power  of 
God.     For  it  is  writteri  ;  I  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of 
the  wise,  and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  understanding 
*cf  the  prudent.     Where  is  the  wise  ?  where  is  the 
scribe  ?  where. is  the  disputer  of  this  world  ?  hath  not 
God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  world?     For 
after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the  world  by  wis- 
dbm  knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness 
of  preaching  to  siave  them  that  believe.    For  the  Jews 
require  a  sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom  ;  but 
we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews  a  stumbling- 
block,  and  unto.'  the  Greeks  foolishness ;  but  unto  them 
which  are  eaDed^  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ  the 
power  of  God,  and  the  wisdom  d  God.     Because  the 
roolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than  men  ;  and  the  weak* 
Bess  of  God  n  stronger  than  men.     For  ye  see  your 
eaHiBg,. brethren,  how  thai  not-  many  wise  men  after 
the  flesh,  not  many  migtky,  not  many  noble,  are  called; 
but  God  hath  diosen  Uie  foolish  thmgs  of  the  world,  to 
confinmd  the  wise ;  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak 
things  of  the  world,  to  confound  the  things  which 
are  ihighty ;  and  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things 
which  are  despised,  bath  God  chosen,  yea^  and  things 
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which  zxe  not,  to  being  td  nought  things  that  are ;  that 
no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence.  But  of  him  ue 
ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made  unto  us  wis^ 
dom  and  righteousness  and  sanctification  and  redemp- 
tion ;  that,  according  as  it  is  written  ;  He  that  glorie^ 
let  him  glory  in  the  Lord.  And  I,  brethren,-  when  I 
came  to  you,  came  not  with,  excellency  of  speech  or  of 
wisdom^  declaring  unto  you  theiestimony  ef  God.  For 
I  determined  not  to  know  any  thing  among  you,  save 
Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified.  And  I  was  with  yon 
in  weakness,  and  in  fear,  and  in  much  tr^nbling.  And 
my  speech  and  my  preaching  was  not  with  enticing 
wotds  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstraticHi  of  the 
Spirit  and  of  power;  that  your  faith  should  not  stand 
in  the  wisdoAi  of  men,  but  in  the  power  oC  God. 

Howbeit,  we  spe)ak  "wisdom  among  th^  that  afe 
perfect  \  yet  not  the  wisdom  of  this  worldy-.nor  of  the 
princes  of  this  world,  that  come  to  nought ;  but  we 
speak  the  wisdom  of  God  in  a  mystery,  even  the  hidden 
wisdom^  which  God  ordained  before  the  world  iota 
our  glory,  which  none  of  the  princes,  of   this  world 
knew  ;  forbad  they  known  it,  they  would  not* have  tru- 
cifled  the  Lord  of  glory.     But  as  it  is  written ;  Eye 
hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  etitered  into 
the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath.  prcfMred 
for  them  that .  love  him.     But  God  hath  revealed  tktm 
unto  us  by  his  Spirit;  for  the  spirit  searcheth  all  thingi) 
yea,  the  deep  things  of  God.     For  what  man  know- 
eth  the  things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man  whichii 
in  him  ?  even  so  the  things  of  God  knoweCh  no  nwj 
but  the  spirit  of  God.     Now  we  have   received,  not 
the  spirit  of  the  world,  but  the  Spirit  which  is  of  G<4 
that  we  might  know  the  things  that  are  freely  given  te 
vs  of  God  ;  which  things  also  we  speak^  not  in  die 
words    which    man's   wisdom    teacheth,    but    which 
the  Holy  Ghost  teacheth,  comparing  spiritual  thingi 
with  spiritual.      But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not 
the  things  of  the  spirit  of  God ;  for  they  are  fool- 
ishness unto  him ;   neither  can  he  know  them,  be- 
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cause  they  are  spiritually  diseem^.  But  he  that  is 
spiritual  judgeth  all  things,  yet  he  himself  is  judged 
of  no  man.  For  who  hath  known  the  mind  of  tb^ 
Lord,  that-  he  may  instruct  him  ?•  but  we  have  the 
mind  of  Christ. 

*  And  I,  bvethr^  could  not  speak  unto  you  as  unto 
spiritual,  but  as  unto  carnal,  even  as  unto  babes  in 
Christ.  I  have  fed  you  with  milk,  -and  not  with  meat. 
For  hitherto  .ye  were  not  able  to  bear  if,  neither  yet 
now  are  ye  able ;  Ifbr  ye  are  yet  carnal.  For  whereas 
there  is  among  you  envying,  and  strife^  and  divisions, 
are  ye  not  carnal,  and  walk  as  men  ?  For  while  one 
saith ;  I  ai£i  of  Paul ;.  and  another ;  I  am  of  Apollos  ; 
are  ye  not  cariial  •? 

Who- then  is  Paul,  and  who  i^*  Apollos,  but  minis 
ters  by  whom  y^  believed,  even  as  the  Lord  gave  to 
every  man  ?  I  have  planted,  Apollos  water^  but 
God  gaveihe  increase;  so  then  neither  is  he  that  plan 
teth  angr  thing,  neither  he  that  watereth ;  but  God  that 
giv^h  the  increai^e.  Now  he  that  planteth  and  he 
that  watereth  arie  one ;  and  every  m*an  shall  receive  his 
own  reward  according  to  bis  own  labour.  For  we  are 
labourers  together  with  God;  ye  are  God's  husbandry, 
'3fe*  are  God's  building. 

According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto 
me,  ^  a  vrise  master-builder,  I  have  laid  the  founda- 
tion ;  and  another .  bilildeth  thereon.  But^  let  every 
man  take  heed  how  he  biiildeth  thereupon.  ^'For  other 
fi>midation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is 
Jetfus  Christ.  Now  if  any  man  build  upon  this  foun- 
dation, g^d^  silver,  precious  stones,  wood,  hay,  stub- 
ble ;  every  man's  w6rk  shall  be  made  manifest ;  for 
the  day  shall  declare  it ;  because  it  shall  be  revealed 
by^fire;  and*  the  fire  shall  try  every  inan's  work,  of 
what  sort  it  is.  If  any  man's  work  abide  which  he 
hash  built  thereupon,  he  shall  receive  a  reward.  If 
any  man^s  work  snail  be  burfted,  he  shall  suffer,  loss ; 
but  he  himself  shall  be  saved,  y^  so  as  by  fire.  Know 
ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the 
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Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you  ?  If  any  man  defile  the 
temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy  ;  for  the  tempk 
of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are.  -  Let  no  man.  de- 
ceive himself.  If  any  man  among  you  seemeth  to  be 
wise  in  this  world,  let  him  become  a  fool,  that  he  may 
be  wise.  For  the  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishnesB 
with  God.  For  it  is  writtan  ;  He  taketh  the  wise  ia 
their  own  craftiness.  And  again  ;  The  Lord  knowedi 
the  thoughts  of  the  wise,  that. they  are  v^in. 

Therefore  let  no  m^  gtory  in  men  ;  for  all  things 
are  yours,  whether  Paul,  or  ApoUos,  or  Cephas,  or  the 
world,  or  life,  or  death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to 
come ;  all  are  yours,  and  ye  are  Chirist's,  hnd  Cnrist 
is  God's. 

Let  a  man  so  account  of  us  as  of  the  ministerai  of 
Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  Gad.  More- 
over it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful.  But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small  thing  that  I 
should  be  judged  of  you,  or  of  man's  judgnXMt;  yes, 
I  judge  hot  mine  own.self ;  (for  I  know  nothing  by  niy* 
self;  yeit  am  I  not  hereby  justified;)  but  he  that  jadg- 
eth  me  is  the  Lord.  Ther^pre  judge  nothing  before 
the  time,  until  the  Lord  come,  who  both  will  bring  to 
light  the  hidden  things  of  darkness,  and  will  nuke 
manifest  the  counsels  of  the  hearts ;  and  thai  dnll 
every  man  have  praise  of  God. 

And  these  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  figure  irnm' 
ferred  to  myself  and  to  ApoUos,  for  your  sakes,  tbtt 
ye  might  learn  in  us  not  to  think  of  men  above  thit 
which  is  written,  that  no  one  of  you  be  puflEed  up  ftr 
one  against  another.  For  who  maketh  thee  to  ififir 
from  another  ?  and  what  hast  thott  that  thou  didft  Ml 
receive  ?  now,  if  thou  didst  receive  t<,  why  dost  dM 
glonr,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  received  t(  ?  . 

Now  ye  are  full,  now  ye  are  rich,  ye  have  reigned « 
kings  without  us ;  and  I  would  to  God  ye  did  re^ 
that  we  also  might  reign Vith  you.  For  I  think  tkit 
God  hath  set  forth  us  the  apostles  last,  as  it  were  ap- 
pointed to  death  ;  for  we  .are  made  a  spectacle  ooto 
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the  world  and  to  angels  and  -to  men.  We  are  fools 
for  Christ^s  sak^  but'  ye  are  wise  in  Christ ;  we  are 
weak,  but  ye  are  strong ;  ye  are  honorable;  but  we  Are 
despised.  Even  unto  tins  present  hour  we  both  hunger, 
and  thirst,  and  are  naked,  and  are  buffeted,  and  have 
no  certain  dwelling^pllM^e,  and  labour,  woriung  with 
our  own  hands  ;  being  reviled^  we  bless ;  being  perse* 
cu'ted,  w6  suffer  it ;  being  defamed^  we  entreat ;  we 
are  made  as  the  filth  of  the  world,  and  are  the  off* 
scouring  of  all  things  unto,  this  day. 

I  Mrrite.not  these  things  to  shame  'you,  but,  as  my 
beloved  s<nis  I  warn  you.  For  though  ye  have  ten 
thousand  instructors  in  (^Ihrist,  yet  Kave  ye  not  many 
fathers ;  for,  in  Christ  Jesus  I  have  begott^i  you, 
through  the  gospel.  '  Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  be  ye 
followers  of  me.  For  this  cause  have  I  sent  unto  you 
Timotheus,  who  is  my  beloved  son,  and  faithful  in  the 
Lord,  who  shall  bring  you  into  remembrance  of  nlj 
ways,  which  b^  in  Christ,  as  I  teach  every  where,  in 
ever^  churcfh. 

Now  some  are  puffed  up,  as  though  I  would  not 
come  to  you;  but  I  will  come  to  you  shortly,. if  the 
Lord  will,  and  will  know.,  not  the  speedh  of  them 
which  are  puffed  up,  but  the  power.  For  the  king-"* 
dom  of  God  i8  not  .in  word,,  but  in  power.  What  will 
ye  ?  i^all  I  come. unto  you  with  a  rod,  or  in  loye,  and 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness  ? 

It  is  reported  commonly  that  there  is  ibmication 
amonff  you,  and  such  foniication  as  is  not  so  much  as 
named  among  the  Gentiles,  that  one  shouU  have  his 
father's  wife.  And  ye  are  puffed  up,  and  have  not 
rather  mourned,  that  he  that  hath  done  this  deed  might 
be'tliken  away  from  among  you.  For  I  verily,  as  ab- 
sent in  the  body,  but  prefsent  in  spirit,  have  judged  al- 
ready, as  though  I  were  present,  concerning  him  that 
bath  so  done  this  deed,  in  the  name  of  our  bord  Je- 
'  sus  Christ,  (when  ye  are  gatha*ed  together,  and  my 
qiirit,)  with  the  power  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to 
deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruction  of 
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the  flesh,  that  the  spirit*  may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

Your  gibrying  is  not  good.  Know  je  not  that  i 
little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump  ?  Purge  om 
therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump, » 
ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  <Hir  passover  is 
sacrificed  for  us.  Therefore  let  us  keep  thie  feast,  not 
with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and 
wickedness,  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity 
and  truth. 

I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle,  not  to  company  with 
fornicators  ;  yet  not  altogether  with^  the  fbriHcdtbre  of 
this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or 
with  idolaters  ;  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  for- 
nicator, or  covetous,  or.  an  idolater,  or  a  rml^,  or  a 
drunkard,  or  an  extortioner  ;  with  such  an  one  no  not 
to  eat.  For  what  have  I  to  do  to  judge  \hem  also  that 
are  without?  do  not  ye  judge  them. that  cure  within? 
But  them  that  are  without  God  judgeth.  Thor^m 
put  away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  pereoo. 

Dare  aity  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  another, 

fo  to  law  before  the  unjust,  and  not  before  the  saints  ? 
>o  ye  not  know  that  the  saints  shall  judge  the  wwUi  f 
and  if  the  world  shall  hb  judged  by  you',  ate  ye  «i- 
worthy  to  judge  the  smallest  matters  ?  Know  ye  not 
that  we  shall  judge  angels  ?  how  much .  more,  things 
that  pertain. to  this  life?  If  then  yiB  have  judgmarts 
of  things  pertaining  to  this  life,  set  them  to  Judge  wto 
are  least  esteemed  in  the  church.  '  I  speak  to  yoir 
shame ;  is  it  so,  that  there  is  not  a  wise  aiah  amqag 
you?  no,  hot  one,  that  shall  be  able  to  judge  betwea 
his  breUuren  ?  But  brother  goeth  to  law  with  brothOy 
and  that  before  the  unbelievers.  Now  therdfore  there 
is  utterly  a  fault  among  you,  because  ye  go  to  lawose 
with  another.  Why  do  ye  not-  rather  take  wrong  ^ 
why  do  ye  not  rather  suffer  your  stives  to  be  defrauded? 
Nay,  ye  do  wrong,  and  defraud,  and  that  %iour  brelb- 
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ren.  Know*  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous  shall  not  hn 
herit  the  kingdom  of  God  ?  Be  not  deceived ;  neither 
fornicators,  nor  idolaters,  nor  adulterers^  nor  effemi- 
nate, •  nor  abusers  of  themselves  with  mankind,  nor 
thieves,  Jior  covetous,  nor  drunka:rds,  nor  revilers,  nor 
extortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  GoJ. 

And  duch  were  some  of  you;  but  ye  are  washed, 
but  ye  are  sanctified,  but  ye  afe  justified,  in  ^  name' 
of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit  of  our  God.     All 
things  arc  lawfql  unto  me^  but  all  things  are  not  ex- 
pedient ;.  a*ll  things  are  lawful  for.  me^  but  I  will  not  be  • 
brought  under  the  power  of  any.     Meats  for  the  belly, 
and  the  belly  for  meats;  but  God  shall  destroy  both  it 
and  them.     Now,  the  body  t^.not  for  fornication,  but 
for  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  for  the  body  ;  and  God  haUi . 
both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and  will  also  raise  up  us  by 
his  own  power.  *   Know  ye  not  that  your  bodies  are 
the  members  of  Christ  ?  shall  I  then  take  the  mem- 
bers of  Christ,  add  make  them  the  members  of  ah  har- 
lot ?     God  forbid.     What !  know  ye  not  that  he  which 
10  joined  to  an  harlot  is  one  body  ?  for  Iwo  saith  he* 
flihall  be  one  flesh.     But  he  that  is  joined   unto  the 
Lord  is  one  spirit. .   Flee  fornication.     Every  sin  that 
a  man  doeth,  is  without  the  body ;  but  he  that  com** 
■litteth    fornication  sinneth  against    his  own    body. 
What !  know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  of 
'  the  Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which  ye  have  of  God, 
and  ye  are  not  your  own  ?     Fbr  ye  are  bought  with  a 
price ;  therefore  glorify  God  in  your  body,  and  in  your 
apirit,  which  are  God's. 

§  2.  Now  concerning  the  things  whereof  ye  wrote 
onto  me ;  It  is  good  for  a  man  not  to  touch  a  woman. 
Nevertheless,  to  ctvoid  fornication,  let  every  man«have 
liis  own  wife,  and  let  every  woman  have  her  own  hus- 
band. Let  the  husband  render  unto  the  wife  due  be- 
Bevolence ;  and  likewise  also  the  wife  unto  the  hus- 
band. The  wife  hath  not  power  of  her  own  body,  but 
the  husband ;  and  likewise  also  the  husband  hath  not 
power  of  his  own  body,  but  the  wife.     Defraud  ye  not 
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one  the  other,  except  it  be  with  consent  for  a  tine, 
thiat  ye  may  give  yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer,  and 
come  together  again^  that  Satan  tempi  yoa  not  for  yoir 
incontinency .  But  I  speak.th]s  by  permistton^  and  not 
of  commandment.  For  I  would  that  all  men  were 
even  as  I  myself;  but  every  man  hath  his  proper  gift 
of  God,  one  after  this  manner,  and  another  after  tbit 
I  say.  therefore  to  the  unmarried  and  vndowa  ;  R  is 
^ood  for*them  if  they  abide  even  as  I.  Bat  if  they  can- 
not contain,  let  them  marry ;  for  it  is  better  to  many 
than  to  bum.  And  unto  the  married  I  coinn)andj  yd 
not  I,  but  the  Lord  ;  Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  ker 
husband  ;  (but  and  if  she  depart,  1^  her  remain  im- 
married,  or  be  reconciled  to  ker  husband  ;)  and  let  not 
the  husband  put  away  his  wife, 
•  But  t.o  the  rest  speak  I,  not  the  Lord ;  If  anv  bro- 
ther hath  a  wife  that  believeth  not,  and  she  be  pleased 
to  dwell  with  him,  let  him  not  put  her  away ;  «fd  the 
woman  which  hath  an  husband  that  believeth  not,  and 
if  he  be  pleased  to .  dwell  with  her,  let  her  not  leave 
him!  For  the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanctified  by 
the  wife,  alid  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by  the 
husband ;  else  were  your  children  unclean,  but  now 
are  they  holy.  But  if  the  unbelieving  depart,  let  him 
depart.  A  brother  or  a  sister  is  not  under  bondage 
in  such  cases ;  but  God  hath  called  us  to  peace.  For 
what  knowest  thou,  O  wife,  whether  thou  shalt  save 
thy  husband  ?  or  how  knowest  thou,  O  man,  whether 
thou  shalt  save  thy  wife  1  But  as  God  hath  distribat- 
ed  to  every  man,  as  the  Lord  hath  called  every  one, 
so  let  him  walk;  and  so  ordain  I  in  all  churches.  Is 
any  man  called  being  circumcised?  let  him- not  be- 
come uncircumcised.  Is  any  called  in  uncircumcision  ? 
let  him  not  become  circumcised.  Circumcision  is 
nothing,  and  uncircumcision  is  nothing,  but  the  keep- 
ing  of  the  commandments  of  God.  Let  every  man 
abide  in  the  same  calling  wherein  he  was  called. 
Art  thou  called  being  a  servant  ?  care  not  for  it ;  but 
if  thou  may  est  be  made  free,  use  it  rather.     For  he 
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that  is  called  in  the  Lord,  being  a  servant,  is  the 
Lord's  freeman ;  likewise  also  he  that  is  called,  being 
free,  is  Christ's  servant.  Ye  are  bought  with  a  price  ; 
be  not  ye  the  servants  of  men.  Brethren,  let  every 
man,  wherein  he  is  called,  therein  abide  with  God. 
Now  concerning  virgins  I  have  no  commandment  of 
the  Lord  ;  yet  I  give  my  judgment,  as  one  that  hath 
obtained  mercy  of  the  Lord  to  be  faithful.  ^I  suppose 
therefore  that  this  is  good  for  the  present  distress,  / 
say  J  that  it  is  good  for  a  man  .  so  to  be.  Art  thou 
boimd  unto  a  wife  ?  seek  not  to  be  loosed.  Art  thou 
loosed  from  a  wife  ?  seek  not  a  wife.  But  and  if  thou 
marry,  thou  hast  not  sinned ;  and  if  a  virgin  marry, 
she  hath  not  sinned.  Nevertheless  such  shall  have 
trouble  in  the  flesh ;  but  I  spare  you.  But  this  I  say, 
brethren  ;  The  time  is  short ;  It  remaineth,  that  both 
they  that  have  wives  be  as  though  they  had  none;  and 
they  that  weep,  as  though  they  wept  not;  and  they 
that  rejoice,  as  though  they  rejoiced*  not ;  and  they 
that  buy,  as  though  they  possessed  not ;  and  they  that 
use  this  world,  as  not  abusing  it.  For  the  fashion  of 
this  world  passeth'  away.  But  I  would  have  you 
without  carefulness.  He  that  is  unmarried  careth  for 
the  things  that  belong  to  the  Lord,  how  he  may  please 
the  Lord  ;  but  he  that  is  married  careth  for  the  things 
that  are  of  the  world,  how  he  may  please  his  wife. 
There  is  difference  also  between  a  wue  and  a  virgin ; 
The  unmarried  woman  careth  for  the  things  of  the 
Ltf>rd,  that  sihe  may  be  holy  both  in  body  and  in  spirit ; 
but  she  that  is  married  careth  for  the  things  of  the 
world,  how  she  may  please  her  husband.  And  this  I 
speak  for  your  own  profit ;  not  that  I  may  cast  a  snare 
upcm  you,  but  for  that  which  is  comely,  and  that  ye 
may  attend  upon  the  Lord  without  distraction.  But 
if  any  man  think  that  he  behaveth  himself  uncomely  to- 
wards his  virgin,  if  she  pass  the  flower  of  her  age,  and 
need  so  require,  let  him  do  what  he  will,  he  sinneth  not ; 
let  them  marry.  Nevertheless  he  that  standeth  stead- 
fut  in  his  heart,  having  no  necessity,  but  hath  jpower 
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over  his  own  will^  and  hath  so  decreed  in  his  heut 
that  he  will  keep  his  virgin,  doeth  well.  So  theoi  k 
that  giveth  her  in  marriage  dpeth  well ;    but  he  thit 

giveth  her  not  in  marriage  doth  better.  The  wife  ii 
ound  by  the  law  as  long  as  her  husband  liveth ;  but  if 
her  husband  be  deEul,  die  is  at  liberty  to  be  married 
to  whom  she  will,  only  in  the  Lord.  Bpt  she  is  hap- 
pier if  she  so  abide,  after  my  judgment ;  and  I  think 
ako  that  I  have  the  Spirit  of  God. 

§  3.  Now  as  touching  things  offered  mito  idols,  we 
know  that  we  all  have  knowledge.  (Knowledge  puffedi 
up,  but  charity  edifieth.  And  if  any  man  think  that  he 
knoweth  any  thing,  he  knoweth  nothing  vet  as  he 
ought  to  know ;  but  if  any  man  love  Go^  the  same  is 
known  of  him.) 

As  concerning  therefore  the  eating  of  those  things  that 
are  offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols,  we  know  thai  in  idol 
t^  nothing  in  the  world,  and  that  there  is  none  other 
God  but  one.  •For  though  there  be  that  are  called 
gods,  whether  in  heaven  or  in  earth ;  (as  there  be  godi 
many,  and  lords  many ;)  but  to  us  there  is  Jmt  one 
God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  in 
him ;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  are  til 
things,  and  we  by  him.  Howbeit  there  is  not  in  erery 
man  that  knowledge;  for*  some,  with  conscience  of  the 
idol  unto  this  hour  eat  it  as  a  thing  offered  vnto  o 
idol,  and  their  conscience  being  weak  is  defiled. 

But  meat  commendeth  us  not  to  God  ;  for  nether  if 
we  eat  are  we  the  better ;  neither  if  we  eat  not  are  i|C 
the  worse.  But  take  heed  lest  by  any  means  this  lib- 
erty of  yours  become  a  stumbling-block  to  tbem  tkl 
are  weak.  For  if  any  man  see  thee,  which  hast  knov- 
ledge,  sit  at  meat  in  the  idol's  temple,  shall  not  tb 
conscience  of  him  which  is  weak,  be  emboldened  to 
eat  those  things  which  are  offiM*ed  to  idoli^?  And 
through  thy  knowledge,  shall  the  weak  brother  perid^ 
for  whom  Christ  di^  ?  But  when  ye  sin  so  againrt 
the  brethren,  and  wound  their  weak  conscience^,  ye  M 
against  Christ.     Wherefore  if  meat  make  my  brotker 
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to  offend,  I  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world  itandeth, 
]est  I  make  my  brother  to  offend. 

Am  I  not  an  apostle  7  am  I  not  free  ?  bare  I  not 
seen  Jesus  Christ  onr  I^ord  1  are  not  ye  my  work  iti 
the  Lord  ?     If  I  be  not  an  apostle  onto  others,  yet 
doubtless  I  am  to  you ;  for  the  seal  of  mine  apostfesn^ 
are  ye  in  the  Lord.     Mine  answer  to  them  that  do 
examine  me  is  this ;  Have  we  not  power  to  eat  and  to 
drink  ?      Have  we  not  power  to  lead  about  a  sister, 
a  wife,  a]9  well  as  other  apostles,  and  m  the  brethren 
of  the  Lord,  and  Cephas  1    Or  I  only  and  Barnabas, 
have  not  we  power  to  forbear  working  ?    Who  goeth 
a  warfare  at  any  time  at  his  own  charges?  who  phmteth 
a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  or 
who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the 
flock  ?     Say  I  these  things  as  a  man  1  or  saith  not 
the  law  the  same  also  ?  for  it  is  written  in  the  law  of 
Moses ;  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  mouth  of  the  ox 
that  trradeth  out  the  com.     Doth  €rod  take  care  for 
oxen?    Or  saith  he  «f  altogether  for  our  sakes ?    For 
our  sakes,  no  doubt,  this  is  written,  that  he  that  ploogh- 
eth  should  plough  in  hope ;  and  that  he  that  thresheth 
in  hope  should  be  partaker  of  his  hope.     If  we  have 
sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  U  a  great  thing  if 
we  shall  reap  your  carnal  things  ?     If  others  be  par- 
takers of  this  power  over  you,  are  not  we  rather  ?  nev- 
ertheless we  have  not  used  this  power ;  but  suffer  aH 
things,  lest  we  should  hinder  the  gwpel  of  Christ. 
Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  minister  about  holr 
diings  live  of  the  thif^s  w  the  temple  and  they  whida 
wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar  ?     Even 
so  hath  the  Lord  ordained,  that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel.     But  I  have  used 
none  of  these  things ;  neither  have  I  written  these 
things  that  it  should  be  so  done  unto  me.     For  it  wire 
better  for  me  to  die,  than  that  any  man  should  make 
.  my  glorying  void.     For  though  I  preach  the  gospel  I 
have  nothing  to  glory  of;  for  necessity  is  hud  upon 
me.    Yea,  wo  is  unto  me^  if  t  preach  not  the  gospd. 
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For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly,  I  have  a  reward ;  but 
if  against  my  will,  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  is  com- 
mitted unto  me.  What  is  my  reward  th^i  ?  VerUj 
that,  when  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  may  make  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ  without  charge,  that  I  abuse  not  my  pow- 
er in  the  gospel.  • 

For  though  I  be  free  from  all  fnen^  yet  have  I  made 
myself  servant  unto  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more; 
and  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might 
gain  the  Jews ;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as 
under  the  law,  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  under 
the  law ;  to  them  that  are  without  law,  as  without 
law,  (being  not  without  law  to  God,  but  under  the 
law  to  Chnst,)  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  with- 
out law.  To  the  weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might 
fain  the  weak.  I  am  made  aH  things  to  all  men^  that 
might  by  all  means  save  some.  And  this  I  do  for  the 
gospePs  sake,  that  I  might  be  partaker  thereof  with  3^. 

Know  ye  not  that  they  which  run  in  a  race^  run  all, 
but  one  receiveth  the  prize  ?  So  run,  that  ye  may  ob- 
tain. And  every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mast^  is 
temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a 
corruptible  crown  ;  but  we  an  incorruptible.  I  tba^ 
fore  so  run,  not  as  uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not  as  one 
that  beateth  the  air  ;  but  I  keep  under  my  body,  and 
bring  it  into  subjection ;  lest  that  by  any  means,  when  I 
have  preached  to  others,  I  myself  should  be  a  cast-away. 

Moreover  brethren,  I  would  not  that  ye  should  be 
ignorant,  how  that  all  our  fathers  were  under  the 
cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the  sea ;  and  were  ail 
baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud,  and  in  the  sea ;  and 
did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat,  and  did  all  drink 
the  same  spiritual  drink ;  for  they  drank  of  that  spiiit- 
ual  Rock  that  followed  them ;  and  that  Rock  was 
Christ,  but  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleas- 
ed ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wildemesK 
Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we 
should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted. 
Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them,  as  it  ii 
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written ;  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and 
rose  up  to  play.  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication, 
as  some  of  them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three 
and  twenty  thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ, 
as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of 
serpents.  Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also 
murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of  the  destroyer.  Now 
all^  these  things  happened  unto  them  for  ensamples ; 
Bxui  they  are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom 
the  ends  of  the  world  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him 
thatthinketh  hestandeth,  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There 
hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is  common 
to  man;  but  God  t^  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you 
to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able^  but  will  with  the 
temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be 
able  to  bear  it.  Wherefore,  my  dearly  beloved,  flee 
from  idolatry. 

I  speak  as  to  wise  men  ;  Judge  ye  what  I  say.  The 
cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  commun- 
ion of  the  bl<K>d  of  Christ  ?  The  bread  which  we 
break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 
For  we  being  many  are  one  bread,  and  one  body  ;  for 
we  are  all  partakers  of  that  one  bread.  Behold  Israel 
after  the  flesh ;  are  not  they  which  eat  of  the  sacrificies 
partakers  of  the  altar  ?  What  say  I  then  ?  that  the 
idol  is  any  thing,  or  that  which  is  offered  in  sacrifice 
to  idols  is  any  thing  1  But  I  say  that  the  things  which 
the  Gentiles  sacrifice^  they  sacrifice  to  devils,  and  not 
to  God ;  and  I  would  not  that  ye  should  have  fellow- 
ship with  devils.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  cup  of  devils ;  ye  cannot  be  partakers 
of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of  the  table  of  devils.  Do  we 
provoke  the  Lord  to  jealousy  ?  are  we  stronger  than  he? 

All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  things  are  not 
expedient ;  all  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  things 
edify  not.  Let  no  man  seek  his  own,  but  every  man 
another's  wealth.  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the  shambles, 
that  eat,  asking  no  question  for  consciaice'  sake.  For 
the  earth  w  the  Lord's  and  the  fulness  thereof.    If  any 
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of  them  that  believe  not,  bid  you  to  afttist^  and  ye  be 
disposed  to  go,  whatsoever  is  set  before  you,  eat^  aik- 
ing  no  question  for  conscience'  sake.  But  if  any  ani 
say  unto  you  ;  This  is  offered  in  sacrifice  nnUy  \Aik^ 
eat  not  for  his  sake  that  shewed  it,  and  for  consdeaotf 
sake.  For  the  earth  t^  the  Lonl^s,  and  the  fohiM 
thereof.  Conscience,  I  say,  not  thine  own,  but  of  th 
other.  For  why  is  my  liberty  judged  of  another  flMqi'i 
conscience  ?  For  if  I  by  grace  be  a  partaker,  wlj 
am  I  evil  spokofi  of  for  that  for  which  I  c ire  thanks  f 
Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  wbataoeTcr  jc 
do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.  Give  none  ctS&oio^ 
neither  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles,  nor  to  tke 
church  of  God ;  Even  as  I  please  all  menm  all.  <Uipi^ 
not  seeking  mine  ovm  profit,  but  the  profit  of  many, 
that  they  may  be  saved.  Be  ye  followers  of  me,  evea 
as  J  also  am  of  Christ. 

§  4. .  Now  I  praise  you,  brethren,  that  ye  remenibar 
me  in  all  things,  and  keep  the  ordinances,  as  I  deliv» 
ed  them  to  you.  But  I  would  have  yon  know,  thM 
the  head  of  every  man  is  Christ ;  and  the  head  of  the 
woman  is  the  man ;  and  the  head  of  Christ  tt  God 
Ev«y  man  praying  or  prophesying,  having  JUs  hmi 
covered,  dishonoureth  bis  head.  But  every  woaM 
that  prayeth  or  prophesieth  with  her  head  unoovsni^ 
dishonoureth  her  head ;  for  that  is  even  all  one  asif  ihe 
were  shaven.  For  if  the  woman  be  not  covered,  kl 
her  also  be  shorn  ;  but  if  it  be  a  shame  for  a 
to  be  shorn  or  shaven,  let  her  be  covered.  Per  a 
indeed  ought  not  to  cover  his  head,  forasmuch  as  he  ii 
Uie  image  and  igkuy  of  God ;  but  the  woman  is  thi 
glory  of  the  man ;  for  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman;  M 
the  woman  of  the  man.  Neither  was  the  man  critltd 
for  the  woman ;  but  the  woman  for  the  man.  Forthii 
cause  ought  the  woman  to  have  power  on  her  besii) 
because  of  the  angels.  Nevertheless  neither  is  the 
man  without  the  woman,  neither  the  woman  witbost 
the  man,  in  the  Lord ;  Ibr  as  the  woman  is  of  themaS) 
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wen  so  IS  the  man  alsp  by  the  woman ;  but  all  things 
of  God. 

Judge  in  yourselvea ;  is  it  comely  that  a  woman  pray 
unto  Uod  uncovered?  Doth  not  ev«i  nature  itself 
teach  jrou,  that  if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame 
unto  him  ?  But  if  a  woman  have  long  hair,  it  is  a 
glory  to  her  ;  for  her  hair  is  given  her  for  a  covering. 

out  if  any  man  seem  to  be  contentious,  we  have  no 
such  custom,  neither  the  churches  of  God. 

§  5.  Now  in  this  that  I  dtsclare  utUa  you,  I  praise 

rnot,  that  ye  come  tog^her  not  for  the  better,  but 
the  worse:  For,  first  of  all,,  when  ye  come  togeth- 
er in  the  church,  J  hear  that  there  be  divisions  among 
YOU9  and  I  partly  believe  it.  For  there  must  be  also 
heresies  amon^  you,  that  they  which  are  approved  may 
be  made  manifest  among  you.     When  ye  come  to- 

f  ether  therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the 
4ord's  supper,;  for  in  eating  every  one  taketh  before 
other  his  own  supper ;  and  one  is  hungry,  and  another 
is  drunken.  What !  have  ye  not  bouses  to  eat  and  to 
drink  in  ?  or  despise  ye  the  church  of  God,  and  shame 
them  that  have  not  ?  What  shall  I  say  to  you  1  shall 
I  nnuse  vou  in  this  ?  I  praise  you  not 

Fori  have  received  of  the  Loril  that  which  also  I 
delivered  unto  you ;  That  the  Lord  Jesus^  the  same 
■ight  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread,  and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  braketf,  and  said ;  Take,  eat; 
this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you  ;  this  do  in 
remembrance  <^  me.  After  the  same  manner  also, 
Se  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying ;  This 
cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood ;  this  do  ye,  as 
oA  as  ye  drmk  if,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as  of- 
ten as  ]re  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup^  ye  do  shew. 
the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

IVherefore  whosoevw  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  goihy  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man  examine 
himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  driqk 
of  that  cup ;  for  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
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eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself^  not  discern- 
ing the  Lord^s  body.  For  this  cause  many  are  weak 
and  sickly  among  you,  and  many  sleep.  For  if  we 
would  judge  ourselves,  ^e  should  not  be  judged ;  but 
when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord,  that 
we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the  world.  Where- 
fore my  brethren,  when  ^e  come  together  to  eat^  tarry 
one  for  another.  And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him'eai 
at  home  ;  that  ye  come  not  together  unto  condemna- 
tion.    And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order,  when  I  come. 

§  6.  Now  concerning  spiritual  gifis^  brethren,  I 
would  not  have  you*  ignorant.  Ye  know  \hat  ye  were 
Gentiles,  carried  away  unto  these  dumb  idols,  even  as 
ye  were  led  ;  wherefore  I  give  you  to  understand,  that 
no  nian  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus 
accursed  ;  and  mat  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spir- 
it. And  there  .are  differences  of  administrations,  but 
the  same  Lord;  and  there  are  diversities,  of  operations' 
but  it  is  the  same  God  which  worketh  all  in  all.  But 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal ;  for  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word 
of  wisdom,  to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  by  the 
same  Spirit ;  to  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit,  to 
another  the  gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit,  to 
another  the  working  of  miracles,  to  another  prophecy, 
to  another  discerning  of  spirits,  to  another  divers  kinds 
of  tongues,  to  another  the  interpretation  of  tongoes. 
But  all  these  worketh  that  one  and  the  self-same  Spi^ 
it,  dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will. 

For  as  the  -body  is  one^  and  hath  many  membeni 
and  all  the  members  of  that  one  body,  being  maoTt 
are  one  body  ;  so  also  is  Christ.  For  by  one  Spirit 
are  we  ail  baptized  into  one  body,  whether  toe  be  Jevs 
or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free ;  and  have  been 
all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.  For  the  body  is 
nqt  one  member,  but  many.  If  the  foot  shall  say ;  Be- 
cause I  am  not  the  hand,  I  am  not  of  the  body ;  is  it 
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therefore  not  of  the  body  ?  and  if  the  ear  shall  say  ; 
Because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I  am  not  of  the  body ;  is  it 
therefore  not  of  the  body  ?  if  the  whole  body  were  an 
eye,  where  toere  the  hearing  ?  if  the  whole  were  hear- 
ing, where  were  the  smelling  ?  But  now  hath  God  set 
the  members,  every  one  of  them  in  the  body,  as  it  hath 
pleased  him.  And  if  they  were  all  one  member,  where  ^ 
were  the  body  ?  But  now  are  they  many  members,  yet 
but  one  body.  And  the  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand ; 
I  have  no  need  of  thee ;  nor  again  the  head  to  the  feet ; 
I  have  no  need  of  you.  Nay,  much  more  those  mem- 
bers of  the  body,  which  seem  to  be  more  feeble,  are 
necessary.  And  those  members  of  the  body,  which 
wc  think  to  be  less  honourable,  upon  these  we  bestow 
more  abundant  honour;  and  our  uncomely  parts  have 
more  abundant  comeliness.  For  our  comely  parts 
have  no  need.  But  God  hath  tempered  the  body  to- 
gether, having  given  more  abundant  honour  to  that 
part  which  lacked ;  that  there  should  be  no  schism 
in  the  body,  but  that  the  members  should  have  the 
same  care  one  for  another.  And  whether  one  member 
sufTerj  all  the  members  suffer  with  it ;  or  one  member 
be  honoured,  all  the  members  rejoice  with  it.  Now 
ye  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and  members  in  particular. 
And  God  hath  set  some  in  the  church,  first  apostles, 
secondarily  prophets,  thirdly  teachers,  afler  that  mira- 
cles, then  gifls  of  healings,  helps,  governments,  diver- 
sities of  tongues.  Jire  all  apostles  ?  are  ail  prophets  ? 
are  all  teachers  ?  are  all  workers  of  miracles  ?  have 
all  the  gifts  of  healing  ?  do  all  speak  with  tongues  ? 
do  all  interpret  ?  But  covet  earnestly  the  best  git)s  ; 
and  yet  shew  I  unto  you  a  more  excellent  way. 
Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  an- 

gels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding 
rass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal.  And  though  I  have  the ' 
gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  mysteries,  and 
all  knowledge,  and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I 
could  remove  mountains,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am 
nothing.    And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  6x4 
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the  pooTj  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned, 
and  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing.  Charity 
suffereth  long  and  is  kind ;  charity  envieth  not  ;  char- 
ity vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave 
itself  unseemly,   seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily 

Erovoked,  thinketh  no  evil,  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
ut  rejoiceth  in  the  truth,  beareth  all  things,  believeth 
all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 
Charity  never  faileth ;  but  whether  there  be  pFO|Aecies, 
they  shall  fail ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall 
cease;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall  vanish 
away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in 
part ;  but  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then 
that  which,  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away.  When  I 
was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child, 
I  thought  as  a  child  ;  but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put 
away  childish  things.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass 
darkly,  but  then  face  to  face ;  now,  I  know  in  part; 
but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And 
now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  tliese  three  ;  but  the 
greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

Follow  after  charity  ;  and  desire  spiritual  gifts^  but 
rather  that  ye  may  prophesy.  For  he  that  speaketh 
in  an  unknovm  tongue,  speaketh  not  unto  men,  but 
unto  God;  for  no  man  understandeth  him;  howbeit 
in  the  spirit  he  speaketh  mysteries.  But  he  that  pro- 
phesieth  speaketh  unto  men  to  edification,  and  exW- 
tation,  and  comfort.  He  that  speaketh  in  an  unkncnen 
tongue  edifieth  himself;  but  he  that  prophesieth  edifi- 
eth  the  church.  I  would  that  ye  all  spake. with  tongues, 
but  rather  that  ye  prophesied  ;  for  greater  m  he  that 

Erophesieth  than  he  that  speaketh  with  tongues,  exce|il 
e  interpret,  that  the  church  may  receive  edifying. 
Now,  brethren,  if  I  come  unto  you  speaking  witk 
tongues,  what  shall  I  profit  you,  except  1  shall  qNik 
to  you  either  by  revelation,  or  by  knowledge,  or  bf 
rophesying^  or  by  doctrine  ?  And  even  things  witboat 
ife  giving  sound,  whether  pipe  or  harp,  except  they 
give  a  distinction  in  the  sounds,  how  shall  it  be  known 
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what  is  piped  or  harped  ?  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an 
uncertain  sound,  who  shall  prepare  himself  to  the  bat- 
tle ?  So  likewige  ye,  except  ye  utter  by  the  tongue 
words  easy  to  be  understood,  how  shall  it  be  known 
what  is  spoken  ?  for  ye  shall  speak  into  the  air.  There 
are,  it  may  be,  so  many  kinds  of  voices  in  the  world, 
and  none  of  them  is  without  signification.  Therefore 
if  I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice,  I  shall  be  un- 
to him  that  speaketh  a  barbarian ;  and  he  that  speak- 
eth,  shall  be  a  barbarian  unto  me. 

Even  so  ye,  forasmuch  as  ye  are  zealous  of  spiritu- 
al gifts^  seek  that  ye  may  excel  to  the  edifying  of  the 
church.  Wherefore  let  him  that  speaketh  in  an  un- 
knoum  tongue,  pray  that  he  may  interpret.  For  if  I 
pray  in  an  unknoton  tongue,  my  spirit  prayeth,  but  my 
understanding  is  unfruitful.  What  is  it  then  ?  I  will 
pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will  pray  with  the  under- 
standing also ;  I  will  sing  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will 
sing  with  the  understanding  also.  Else  when  thou 
shalt  bless  with  the  spirit,  how  shall  he  that  occupieth 
the  room  of  the  unlearned,  say  Amen,  at  thy  giving  of 
thanks,  seeing  he  understandeth  not  what  thou  sayest  ? 
For  thou  verily  givest  thanks  well,  but  the  other  is  not 
edified.  I  thimk  my  God,  I  speak  with  tongues  more 
than  ye  all ;  yet  in  the  church  I  had  rather  speak  Bve 
words  with  my  understanding,  that  by  my  voice  I  might 
teach  others  also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  an  un- 
known  tongue.  Brethren,  be  not  children  in  under- 
standing ;  howbeit  in  malice  be  ye  children,  but  in 
understanding  be  men.  In  the  law  it  is  written ;  With 
men  of  other  tongues  and  other  lips  will  I  speak  unto 
this  people ;  and  yet  for  all  that  will  they  not  hear  me, 
saith  the  Lord.  Wherefore  tongues  are  for  a  sign, 
not  to  them  that  believe,  but  to  them  that  believe  not ; 
but  prophesying  serveth  not  for  them  that  believe  not, 
but  for  them  which  believe.  If  therefore  the  whole 
church  be  come  together  into  one  place,  and  all  speak 
with  tongues,  and  there  come  in  those  Aat  are  un- 
laamed,  or  oabelievers,  will  they  not  say  that  ye  are 
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mad  ?  But  if  all  prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  that 
believeth  not,  or  one  unlearned,  he  is  convinced  of  ill, 
he  is  judged  of  all,  and  thus  are  the  secrets  of  his  heart 
made  manifest ;  and  so,  falling  down  on  .his  face,  he 
will  worship  God,  and  report  that  God  is  in  you  oft 
truth. 

How  is  it  then,  brethren  ?  when  ye  come  together, 
every  one  of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a  doctrine,  hath  a 
tongue,  hath  a  revelation,  hath  an  interpretatimi.  Let 
all  things  be  done  unto  edifying.  If  any  man  speak 
in  an  unknown  tongue,  let  it  be  by  two  or  at  the  most 
by  three,  and  that  by  course ;  and  let  one  interpret 
But  if  there  be  no  interpreter,  let  him  •  keep  silence  in 
the  church  ;  and  let  him  speak  to  himself,  and  to  God. 
Let  the  prophets  speak  two  or  three,  and  let  the  other 
judge.  If  any  thing  be  revealed  to  another  thai  sitteth 
by,  let  the  first  hold  his  peace.  For  ye  may  all  proph- 
esy one  by  one,  that  all  may  learn,  and  all  may  be 
comforted  ;  and  the  spirits  of  the  prophets  are  subject 
to  the  prophets.  For  God  is  not  the  author  of  con- 
fusion, but  of  peace ;  as  in  all  churches  of  the  saints. 

Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the  cburdbes ;  for 
it  is  not  permitted  unto  them  to  speak,  but  they  art 
commanded  to  be  under  obedience,  as  abo  saith  the 
law.  And  if  they  will  learn  any  thing,  let  them  aik 
their  husbands  at  home,  for  it  is  a  shame  for  wonM 
to  speak  in  the  church. 

What !  came  the  word  of  God  out  from  yon  ?  or 
came  it  unto  you  only  ?  If  any  man  think  himself  to 
be  a  prophet,  or  spiritual,  let  him  acknowledge  tfai 
the  things  that  I  write  unto  you  are  the  conmian<fanc8ti 
of  the  Lord ;  but  if  any  man  be  ignorant,  let  him  be  if* 
norant.  Wherefore,  brethren,  covet  to  prophesy,  aw 
forbid  not  to  speak  with  tongues.  Let  all  tlrnigs  be 
done  decently;  and  in  order. 

^  7.  Moreover,  brethren  I  declare  unto  you  the  goi^ 
pel  which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye  have  re- 
ceived, and  wherein  ye  stand,  by  which  also  ye  are 
saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  I  areacheii 
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you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For  I  deliver- 
ed unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also  receiyed,  how 
tliat  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  scrip- 
tures ;  and  that  he  was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again 
the  third  day  according  to  the  scriptures  ;  that  he  was 
seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve;  After  that  he  was 
seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once,  of  whom 
the  greater  part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are 
fallen  asleep.  After  that  he  was  seen  of  James,  thai 
of  all  the  apostles.  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me 
also,  as  of  one  bom  out  of  due  time.  (For  I*  ain 
the  least  of  the  apostles ;  that  am  not  meet  to  be  cal- 
led an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of 
God ;  but  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am;  and 
his  grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain; 
but!  laboured  more  abundantly  than  they  all ;  yet  not 
I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with  me.)  There- 
fore, whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so 
ye  believed. 

Now  if  Christ  be  preached  that  he  rose  from  the 
dead,  how  say  some  among  you  that  there  is  no  resur- 
rection of  the  dead  ?  but  if  there  be  no  resurrection  of 
the  dead,  then  is  Christ  not  risen  ;  and  if  Christ  be  not 
risen,  then  %h  our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith  is  also 
vain.  Yea,  and  we  are  found  false  witnesses  of  God; 
because  we  have  testified  of  God  that  he  raised  up 
Christ,  whom  he  raised  not  up,  if  so  be  that  the  dead 
rise  not.  For  if  the  dead  rise  not,  then  is  not  Christ 
raised ;  and  if  Christ  be  not  raised,  your  faith  is  vain  ; 
ye  are  yet  in  your  sins ;  then  they  also  which  are  fal- 
len asleep  in  Christ  are  perished.  If  in  this  life  only 
we  have  nope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  m^i  most  misera- 
ble. But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  be- 
come the  first-fruits  of  them  that  slept. 

For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam 
all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.  But 
every  man  in  his  own  order ;  Christ  the  first  firuitS| 
aftorwards  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  ooming.  Then 
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Cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the 
kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father,  when  he  shall  have 
put  down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power;  for  he 
must  reign  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet 
The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For 
he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when  be 
saith  ;  All  things  are  put  under  Atm,  it  is  manifest  that 
he  is  excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under  him. 
And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then 
shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put 
all  things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all. 

Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  lor  the 
dead  ?  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all,  why  are  they  then 
baptized  for  the  dead  1 

And  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour  ?  I  pro- 
test by  your  rejoicing  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord,  I  die  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have 
fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advantage 
it  me  ?  if  the  dead  rise  not,  let  us  eat  and  drink ;  for 
to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived  ;  evil  commoni- 
cations  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to  righteous- 
ness, and  sin  not :  for  some  have  not  the  knowledge  of 
God.     I  speak  this  to  your  shame. 

But  some  man  will  say  ;  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up  1  and  with  what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thau  fool^ 
that  which  thou  so  west  is  not  quickened  except  it  die; 
and  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  so  west  not  that  body 
that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  whetf 
or  of  some  other  grain ;  but  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it 
hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  All 
flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh  ;  but  there  is  one  ktnd  af 
flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishe% 
and  another  of  birds.  There  are  also  celestial  bodies^ 
and  bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  u 
one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  Thert 
is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  mooO| 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars  ;  for  one  star  difimch 
from  another  star  in  ^lory.  So  also  is  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead.     It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised 
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in  incorruption  ;  it  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in 
glory ;  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power  ;  it 
is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 
And  so  it  is  written ;  The  first  man  Adam  was  made 
a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  wa^  made  a  quickening 
spirit.  Howbeit  that  wa^  not  first  which  is  spiritual 
but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is 
spiritual.  The  first  roan  is  of  the  earth,  earthy ;  the 
second  man  is  the  Lord  firom  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy ;  and  as  is  the  heav- 
enly, such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly;  and  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear 
the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren, 
that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God,  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption. 

Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery;  we  shall  not  all  sleep, 
but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump.  (For  the  trum- 
pet shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorrup- 
tible, and  we  shall  be  changed.)  For  this  corruptible 
must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  miLst  put  on 
immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  im- 
mortality, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that 
is  written ;  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death^ 
where  is  thy  sting  ?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  f 
The  sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore, 
my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable,  al- 
ways abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

CONCLUSION. 

Now  concerning  the  collection  for  the  saints,  as  I 
have  given  order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia,  even  so 
do  ye.     Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one 
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of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  Crod  hath  prospered 
him ;  that  there  be  no  gatherings  when  I  come.  And 
when  I  come,  whomsoever  ye  shall  approve  by  yow 
letters,  them  will  I  send  to  bring  your  liberality  unto 
Jerusalem.  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go  also,  thej 
shall  go  with  me. 

Now  I  will  come  unto  you,  when  I  shall  pats 
through  Macedonia ;  (for  I  do  pass  through  Macedo- 
nia ;)  and  it  may  be  that  I  will  abide,  yea^  and  winter 
with  you,  that  ye  may  bring  me  on  my  journey  whith- 
ersoever I  go.  For  I  will  not  see  you  now  by  the 
way;  but  I  trust  to  tarry  a  while  with  you,  if  the  Lord 
permit.  But  I  will  tarry  at  Ephesus  until  Pentecost ; 
for  a  great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and 
^re  are  many  adversaries. 

Now  if  Timotheus  come,  see  that  he  may  be  with 
you  without  fear ;  for  he  worketh  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  as  I  also  do.  Let  no  man  therefore  despise  him; 
but  conduct  him  forth  in  peace,  that  he  may  come  unto 
me ;  for  I  look  for  him  with  the  brethren.  As  touch- 
ing our  brother  Apollos,  I  greatly  desired  him  to 
come  unto  you  with  the  brethren  ;  but  his  will  was 
not  at  all  to  come  at  this  time  ;  but  he  will  come  when 
he  shall  have  convenient  time. 

Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like  mOy 
be  strong,  let  all  your  things  be  done  with  charity. 

I  beseech  you,  brethren,  ye  know  the  house  of  St^ 
phanas,  that  it  is  the  first-fruits  of  Achaia,  and  that 
they  have  addicted  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the 
saints,  that  ye  submit  yourselves  unto  such,  and  Co 
every  one  that  helpeth  with  u«,  and  laboureth.  I  aa 
glad  of  the  coming  of  Stephanas  and  Fortunatus  ind 
Achaicus,  for  that  which  was' lacking  on  your  ptrf 
they  have  supplied  ;  for  they  have  refreshed  my  spiril 
and  yours ;  therefore  acknowledge  ye  them  that  an 
such. 

The  churches  of  Asia  salute  you.  Aquila  and  Pri- 
sciUa  salute  you  much  in  the  Lord^  with  the  chiirA 
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that  is  in  their  house;  all  the  brethren  greet  you. 
Greet  ye  one  another  with  an  holy  kiss. 

The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand.  (If 
any  man  love  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  him  be 
Anathema,  Maran-atha.)  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ  be  with  you.  My  love  be  with  you  all  in 
Christ  Jesus.     Amen.

THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OF 

PAUL,  THE  APOSTLE, 

TO    THE 

CORINTHIANS 


INTRODUCTION. 


Paul,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  will  of 
God,  and  Timothy  our  brother,  unto  the  Church  of 
God  which  is  at  Corinth,  with  all  the  saints  which  are 
in  all  Achaia.  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God 
our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ . 

§  1.  Blessed  be  God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of 
comfort,  who  comforteth  us  in  all  our  tribulation, 
that  we  may  be  able  to  comfort  them  which  are  in 
any  troul)le  by  the  comfort  wherewith  we  ourselves 
are  comforted  of  God ;  for  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ 
abound  in  us,  so  our  consolation  also  aboundeth  by 
Chrigt.  And  whether  we  be  afflicted,  it  ia  for  your 
eoiisolation  and  salvation  ;  which  is  effectual  in  the 
anduring  of  the  same  sufferings  which  we  also  suffer; 
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or  whether  we  be  comforted,  it  is  for  your  consolation, 
and  salvation;  (and  our  hope  of  you  is  steadfast,) 
knowing  that  as  ye  are  partakers  of  the  sufferings,  so 
shall  ye  be  also  of  the  consolation. 

For  we  would  not,  brethren,  have  you  ignorant  of 
our  trouble  which  came  to  us  in  Asia,  that  we  were 
pressed  out  of  measure,  above  strength,  insomuch  that 
we  despaired  even  of  life  ;  but  we  had  the  sentence  of 
death  in  ourselves,  that  we  should  not  trust  in  ourselves, 
but  in  God  which  raiseth  the  dead  ;  who  delivered  as 
from  so  great  a  death,  and  doth  deliver  ;  in  whom  we 
trust  that  he  will  yet  deliver  us^  ye  also  helping  to- 
gether by  prayer  for  us,  that  for  the  gift  bestowed  upon 
us  by  the  means  of  many  persons,  thanks  may  be  giv- 
en by  many  on  our  behalf. 

For  our  rejoicing  is  this,  the  testimony  of  our  con- 
science, that  in  simplicity,  and  godly  sincerity,  not  with 
fleshly  wisdom,  but  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  have  bad 
our  conversation  in  the  world,  and  more  abundantly  to 
you-ward.  For  we  write  none  other  things  unto  you, 
than  what  ye  read  or  acknowledge;  and  I  trust  ye 
shall  acknowledge  even  to  the  end,  as  also  ye  have  ac- 
knowledged us  in  part ;  that  we  are  your  rejoiciag, 
even  as  ye  also  are  ours,  in  the  day  of  the  Liord  Jesus. 

And  in  this  confidence  I  was  minded  to  come  unto 
you  before,  that  ye  might  have  a  second  benefit ;  and 
to  pass  by  you  into  Macedonia,  and  to  come  agaiD 
out  of  Macedonia  unto  you,  and  of  you  to  be  broujrfal 
on  my  way  toward  Judea.  When  I  therefore 
was  thus  minded,  did  I  use  lightness  ?  or  the 
things  that  I  purpose,  do  I  purpose  according  to  the 
flesh,  that  with  me  there  should  be  yea  yea,  and  nay  nay! 

But  as  God  is  true,  our  word  toward  you  was  not 
yea  and  nay.  For  the  Son  of  God,  Jesus  ChriHy 
who  was  preached  among  you  by  us,  even  by  me  and 
Sylvanus  and  Timotheus,  was  not  yea  and  nay,  but  in 
him  was  yea.  For  all  the  promises  of  God  in  him  an 
yea,  and  in  him  Amen,  unto  the  glory  of  God  by  o& 
Now  he  which  stablisheUi  us  with  you  in  ChriflL 
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and  hath  anointed  us,  is  God ;  who  hath  also  sealed 
us,  and  given  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

Moreover  I  call  God  for  a  record  upon  my  soul,  that 
to  spare  you  I  came  not  as  yet  unto  Corinth ;  not  for 
that  we  have  dominion  over  your  faith,  but  are  helpers 
of  your  joy  ;  (for  by  faith  ye  stand.)  But  I  determin- 
ed this  with  myself,  that  I  would  not  come  again  to 
you  in  heaviness.  For  if  I  make  you  sorry,  who  is  he 
then  that  maketh  me  glad,  but  the  same  which  is  made 
sorry  by  me  ? 

And  I  wrote  this  same  unto  you,  lest,  when  I  came, 
I  should  have  sorrow  from  them  of  whom  I  ought  to 
rejoice ;  having  confidence  in  you  all,  that  my  joy  is 
the  joy  of  you  all.  For  out  of  much  affliction  and 
anguish  of  heart  I  wrote  unto  you  with  many  tears ; 
not  that  ye  should  be  grieved,  but  that  ye  might  know 
the  love  which  I  have  more  abundantly  unto  you. 

But  if  any  have  caused  grief,  he  hath  not  grieved  me, 
but  in  part,  that  I  may  not  overcharge  you  all.  Suf- 
ficient to  such  a  man  t^  this  punishment,  which  was  in-- 
flicted  of  many  ;  so  that  contrariwise  ye  ought  rather 
to  forgive  Atm,  and  comfort  him^  lest  perhaps  such  an 
one  should  be  swallowed  up  with  overmuch  sorrow. 
Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  that  ye  would  confirm  your 
love  toward  him.  For  to  this  end  also  did  I  write, 
that  I  might  know  the  proof  of  you,  whether  ye  be  obe- 
dient in  all  things.  To  whom  ye  forgive  any  thing,  I 
forgive  also ;  for  if  I  forgive  any  thing,  to  whom  I  for- 
gave tf,  for  your  sakes  forgave  I  tf,  in  the  person  of 
Christ ;  lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage  of  us ; 
for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  his  devices. 

Furthermore,  when  I  came  to  Troas  to  preach 
Christ's  gospel,  and  a  door  was  opened  unto  me  of  the 
Lord,  I  had  no  rest  in  my  spirit,  because  I  found  not 
Titus  my  brother;  but  taking  my  leave  of  them,  I  went 
from  thence  into  Macedonia.  Now  thanks  he  unto 
God,  which  always  causeth  us  to  triumph  in  Christ, 
and  maketh  manifest  the  savour  of  his  knowledge  by 
us  in  every  place. 
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For  we  are  unto  God.  a  sweet  savour  of  Christ,  in 
them  that  are  saved,  and  in  them  that  perish.  To  the 
one,  toe  are  the  savour  of  death  unto  death ;  and  to  the 
other  the  savour  of  life  unto  Ufe.  And  who  is  suffi- 
cient for  these  things  ?  For  we  are  not  as  many, 
which  corrupt  the  word  of  God  ;  but  as  of  sincerity, 
but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God  speak  we  in  Christ 

Do  we  begin  again  to  commend  ourselves  ?  or  need 
we,  as  some  others^  epistles  of  commendation  to  you, 
or  letters  of  commendation  from  you  ?     Ye  are  our 
epistles  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and  read  of  all 
men  ;  forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  b€ 
the  epistle  of  Christ  ministered  by  us,  written  not  with 
ink,  but  with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God,  not  in  tables 
of  stone,  but  in   fleshly  tables  of  the   heart.      And 
such  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- ward  ;  not 
that  we  are  sufficient  of  ourselves  to  think  any  thing  as 
of  ourselves,  but  our  suflliciency  t^  of  God;  who  also 
hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the  new  testament^  not 
of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit ;  for  the  letter  killeth, 
but  the  spirit  giveth  life.     But  if  the  ministration  of 
death,  written  and  engraven  in  stones,  was  glorious, 
so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  be- 
hold the  face  of  Moses  for  the  glory  of  his  counte- 
nance, which  glory  was  to  be  done  away  ;  how  shall 
not  the  ministration  of  the  Spirit  be  rather  glorious  1 
For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation    be  glory, 
much  more  doth  the  ministration  of  righteousness  ei- 
ceed  in  glory.     For  even  that  which  was  made  glo- 
rious had  no  glory  in  this  respect,  by  reason  of  the 
glory  that  excelleth.     For  if  that  which   was  done 
away  was  glorious,  much  more  that  which  remained) 
is  glorious.     Seeing  then  that  we  have  such  hope,  we 
use  great  plainness  of  speech  ; 

And  not  as  Moses,  which  put  a  vail  over  his  (aoe< 
that  the  children  of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  k)ok 
to  the  end  of  that  which  is  abolished.  But  their  minds 
were  blinded  ;  for  until  this  day  remaineth  the  saM 
vail  untaken  away  in  the  reading  of  the  old  testamcot, 
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which  vail  is  done  away  in  Christ ;  but  even  unto  this 
day,  when  Moses  is  read,  the  vail  is  upon  their  heart ; 
nevertheless,  when  it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail 
shall  be  taken  away.  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit ; 
and  where  the  Spirit*  of  the  Lord  t^,  there  is  liberty. 
But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same  image 
n*oin  glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 
Therefore,  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have 
received  mercy,  we  faint  not ;  but  have  renounced  the 
hidden  things  of  dishonesty,  not  walking  in  craftiness, 
nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully,  but,  by 
manifestation  of  the  truth,  commending  ourselves  to 
every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.  But  if 
our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost ;  in 
whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds  of 
them  which  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image  of  God,  should  shine 
unto  them.  For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ 
Jesus  the  Lord;  and  ourselves  your  servants  for  Jesus' 
sake.  For  God  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine 
out  of  darkness,  hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the 
liffht  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that 
the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not 
of  us.  We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yet  not  dis- 
tressed ;  we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  despair ;  per- 
secuted, but  not  forsaken ;  cast  doMn,  but  not  destroy- 
ed ;  always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  tho 
LonI  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made 
manifest  in  our  body.  For  we  which  live,  are  alway 
deUvered  unto  death  for  Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also 
of  Jesus  might  be  made  manifest  in  our  mortal  flesh. 
So  then  death  worketh  in  us,  but  life  in  you.  We 
having  the  same  Spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, I  believed,  and  therefore  have  I  spoken  ;  we  also 
believe,  and  therefore  speak ;  knowing  that  he  which 
raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  raise  up  us  also  by  Je* 
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sus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you.  For  all  thingi 
are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  abundant  grace  might 
through  the  thanksgiving  of  many  redound  to  the 
glory  of  God.  For  which  cause  we  faint  not ;  but 
though  our  outward,  man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man 
is  renewed  day  by  day.  For  our  light  afflictim, 
which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more 
exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.  While  we 
look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the  thingf 
which  are  not  seen ;  for  the  things  which  are  seen  art 
temporal;  but  the  things  which  are  not  seen  art 
eternal. 

For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of  this  tab- 
ernacle were  dissolved^  we  have  a  building  of  God,  an 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  hearens. 
For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be  clothed 
upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven.  If  so  be 
that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  For 
we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle,  do  groan,  being  burden- 
ed ;  not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  be  cloth- 
ed upon,  that  mortality  might  be  swallowed  up  of  lif& 
Now  he  that  hath  wrought  us  for  the  self-same  thing, 
is  God ;  who  also  hath  given  unto  us  the  earnest  of 
the  spirit.  Therefore  we  are  always  confident,  know- 
ing that  whilst  we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are 
absent  from  the  Lord  ;  (for  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by 
sight ;)  we  are  confident,  /  say^  and  willing  rather  to 
be  absent  from  the  body,  and  to  be  present  with  the 
Lord.  Wherefore  we  labour,  that,  whether  present  or 
absent,  we  may  be  accepted  of  him.  For  we  must  tU 
appear  before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ,  that  every 
one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his  body,  accord- 
ing  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 
Knowing  therefore  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  per- 
suade men. 

But  we  are  made  manifest  unto  God,  and  I  trust  al- 
so are  made  manifest  in  your  consciences.  For  ve 
commend  not  ourselves  again  unto  you,  but  give  yoa 
occasion  to  glory  on  our  behalf;  that  ye  may  hxft 
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somewhat  to  answer  them  which  glory  in  appearance, 
and  not  in  heart.  For  whether  we  be  beside  ourselves, 
it  is  to  God  ;  or  whether  we  be  sober,  it  is  for  your 
cause. 

For  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us,  because  we 
thus  judge,  that  if  one  died  for  all,  then  were  all  dead; 
And  that  he  died  for  all,  that  they  wliich  live  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him 
which  died  for  them  and  rose  again.  Wherefore 
henceforth  know  we  no  man  after  the  flesh ;  yea  though 
we  have  known  Christ  after  the  flesh,  yet  now  hence* 
forth  know  we  him  no  more.  Therefore  if  any  man  be 
in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature ;  old  things  are  passed 
away,  behold,  all  things  are  become  new. 

And  all  things  are  of  God,  who  hath  reconciled  us 
to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the 
ministry  of  reconciliation  ;  to  wit,  that  God  was  in 
Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imput- 
ing their  trespasses  unto  them,  and  hath  committed 
unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation.  Now  then  we  are 
ambassadors  for  Christ;  as  though  God  did  beseech 
you  by  us.  We  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  re- 
conciled to  God ;  for  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for 
us,  who  knew  no  sin;  that  we  might  be  made  the 
righteousness  of  God  in  him. 

We  then  as  workers  together  with  himj  bes&ech  you 
also  that  ye  receive  not  the  grace  of  God  in  vain  ;  (for 
he  saith  ;  I  have  heard  thee  m  a  time  accepted,  and  in 
the  day  of  salvation  have  I  succoured  thee ;  behold, 
now  is  the  accepted  time;  behold  now  is  the  day  of 
salvation.)  Giving  no  ofience  in  any  thing,  that  the 
ministry  be  not  blamed ;  but  in  all  things  approving 
ourselves  as  the  ministers  of  God,  in  much  patience, 
in  afilictions,  in  necessities,  in  distresses,  in  stripes,  in 
imprisonments,  in  tumults,  in  labours,  in  watchings, 
in  fastings,  by  pureness,  by  knowledge,  by  long-suffer- 
inS)  by  kindness,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love  unfeign- 
ed,  by  the  word  of  truth,  by  the  power  of  God,  by  the 
armour  of  righteousness  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the 
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left,  by  honour  and  dishonour,  by  evil  report  and  good 
report ;  as  deceivers,  and  yet  true  ;  as  unknown,  and 
yet  well  known ;  as  dying,  and  behold,  we  live ;  as 
chastened,  and  not  killed ;  as  sorrowful,  yet  alway  re- 
joicing ;  as  poor,  yet  making  many  rich  ;  as  having 
liothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things. 

O  ye  Corinthians,  our  mouth  is  open  unto  you,  onr 
heart  is  enlarged.  Ye  are  not  straitened  in  us,  but 
ye  are  straitened  in  your  own  bowels.  Now  for  a  re- 
compence  in  the  same,  (I  speak  as  unto  my  children,) 
be  ye  also  enlarged. 

Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbolioviprs; 
for  what  foUowship  hath  righteousness  with  unrighe- 
ousness  ?  and  what  communion  hath  light  with  dark- 
ness ?  And  what  concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial  1 
or  what  part  hath  he  that  believeth  with  an  infidel  ?  And 
what  agreement  hath  the  temple  of  God  with  idols? 
for  ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living  God ;  as  God  harh 
said  ;  I  will  dwell  in  them,  and  walk  in  them ;  and  I 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  and  be  ye  sep- 
arate, saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  the  unclean  iking; 
and  I  will  receive  you,  and  will  be  a  Father  unf  o  yoo, 
and  ye  shall  be  my  sons  and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord 
Almighty. 

Having  therefore  these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  let 
us  cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh  and 
spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  of  God. 

Receive  us  ;  we  have  wronged  no  man,  we  havt 
corrupted  no  man,  we  have  defrauded  no  man.  I 
speak  not  this  to  condemn  you;  for  I  have  said  before, 
that  ye  are  in  our  hearts  to  die  and  live  with  yvv. 
Great  t^  my  boldness  of  speech  toward  yoo  grert 
is  my  glorying  of  you ;  I  am  filled  with  comfort,  I 
am  exceeding  joyful  in  all  our  tribulation.  For,  whcs 
we  were  come  into  Macedonia,  our  flesh  had  no 
rest,  but  we  were  troubled  on  every  side;  with- 
out were  fightings,  within  were  fears.  Nevertheksi 
God,  tliat  comforteth  those  that  are  cast  down,  ocmb- 
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forted  us  by  the  coming  of  Titus  ;  and  not  by  his 
coming  only,  but  by  the  consolation  wherewith  he 
was  comforted  in  you,  when  he  told  us  your  earnest 
desire,  your  mourning,  your  fervent  mind  toward  me ; 
so  that  I  rejoiced  the  more.  For  though  I  made  you 
sorry  with  a  letter,  I  do  not  repent,  though  I  did  re- 
pent ;  for  I  perceive  that  the  same  epistle  hath  made  ^ 
you  sorry,  though  it  were  but  for  a  season.  Now  I 
rejoice,  not  that  ye  were  made  sorry,  but  that  ye  sor- 
rowed to  repentance ;  for  ye  were  made  sorry  after 
a  godly  manner,  that  ye  might  receive  damage  by  us  in 
nothing.  For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repentance  to 
salvation  not  to  be  repented  of;  but  the  sorrow  of  the 
world  worketh  death.  For  behold  this  self-same  thing, 
that  ye  sorrowed  after  a  godly  sort,  what  carefulness 
it  wrought  in  you  ;  yea,  what  clearing  of  yourselves, 
yea,  what  indignation,  yea,  what  fear,  yea,  what  vehe- 
ment desire,  yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what  revenge !  In  all 
things  ye  have  approved  yourselves  to  be  clear  in  this 
matter.  Wherefore  though  I  wrote  unto  you,  I  did  it  not 
for  his  cause  that  had  done  the  wrong,  nor  for  his  cause 
that  suffered  wrong,  but  that  our  care  for  you  in  the 
sight  of  God  might  appear  unto  you.  Therefore  we 
were  comforted  in  your  comfort ;  yea,  and  exceedingly 
the  more  joyed  we  for  the  joy  of  Titus,  because  his 
spirit  was  refreshed  by  you  all ;  for  if  I  have  boasted 
any  thing  to  him  of  you,  I  am  not  ashamed  ;  but  as 
we  spake  all  things  to  you  in  truth,  even  so  our  boast- 
ing, which  I  made  before  Titus,  is  found  a  truth,  and 
his  inward  affection  is  more  abundant  toward  you, 
whilst  he  remembereth  the  obedience  of  you  all,  how 
with  fear  and  trembling  ye  received  him.  I  rejoice 
therefore  that  I  have  confidence  in  you  in  all  things. 

§  2,  Moreover,  brethren,  we  do  you  to  wit  of  the 
grace  of  God  bestowed  on  the  churches  of  Macedonia ; 
now  that  in  a  great  trial  of  affliction,  the  abundance 
of  their  joy  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded  unto  the* 
riches  of  their  liberality ;  for  to  their  power  (I  bear 
record,)  yea,  and  beyond  their  power  they  were  will- 
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ing  of  themselves,  praying  us  with  much  entreaty  that 
we  would  receive  the  gift,  and  take  upon  ua  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  ministering  to  the. saints  ;  and  this  thej 
did  not  as  we  hoped,  but  first  gave  their  ownselves  to 
the  Lord,  and  unto  us  by  the  will  of  God  ; 

Insomuch  that  we  desired  Titus,  that  as  he  had  be- 
gun, so  he  would  also  finish  in  you  the  same  grace 
also.  Therefore,  as  ye  abound  in  every  things  in  faith, 
and  utterance,  and  knowledge,  and  in  all  diligence, 
and  in  your  love  to  us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace 
also.  I  speak  not  by  commandment,  but  by  occasica 
of  the  forwardness  of  others,  and  to  prove  the  sinceri^ 
of  your  love;  (for  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ,  that,  though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  yoursafces 
he  became  poor,  that  ye  through  his  poverty  might  be 
rich ;) 

And  herein  I  give  my  advice.  For  this  is  expe- 
dient for  you,  who  have  begun  before,  not  only  to  do^ 
but  also  to  be  forward  a  year  ago.  Now  therefore 
perform  the  doing  of  if,  that  as  there  was  a  readinesB 
to  will,  so  there  may  be  a  performance  also  out  of  that 
which  ye  have.  For  if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind, 
it  is  accepted  according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not 
according  to  that  he  hath  not.  For  /  mean  not  that 
other  men  be  eased,  and  you  burdened ;  but  by  an  equal- 
ity, that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may  be  a 
supply  for  their  want,  that  their  abundance  also  may 
be  a  supply  for  your  want ;  that  there  may  be  equaK 
ity  ;  as  it  is  written  ;  He  that  had  gathered  much  had 
nothing  over ;  and  he  that  had  gathered  little  had  no 
lack. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  put  the  same  earnest 
care  into  the  heart  of  Titus  for  you.  For  indeed  k 
accepted  the  exhortation,  but  being  more  forward,  of 
his  own  accord  he  went  unto  you.  And  we  have  sefll 
with  him  the  brother,  whose  praise  is  in  the  gospd 
throughout  all  the  churches ;  and  not  that  only,  but 
who  was  also  chosen  of  the  churches  to  travel  with  us 
with  this  grace,  which  is  administered  by  us  to  the 
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glory  of  the  same  Lord,  and  declaration  of  your  ready 
mind  ;  avoiding  this,  that  no  man  should  blame  us  in 
this  abundance  which  is  administered  by  us ;  provid- 
ing for  honest  things,  not  only  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
but  also  in  the  sight  of  men.  And  we  have  sent  with 
them  our  brother,  whom  we  have  oftentimes  proved 
diligent  in  many  things,  but  now  much  more  diligent, 
upon  the  great  confidence  which  I  have  in  you.  Whe- 
ther any  do  inquire  of  Titus,  he  is  my  partner  and  fel- 
low-helper concerning  you  ;  or  our  brethren  be  inquired 
o/*,  they  are  the  messengers  of  the  churches,  and  the 
glory  of  Christ.  Wherefore  shew  ye  to  them,  and  be- 
fore the  churches,  the  proof  of  your  lov^  and  of  our 
boasting  on  your  behalf. 

For  as*  touching  the  ministering  to  the  saints,  it  is 
superfluous  for  me  to  write  to  you.  For  I  know  the 
forwardness  of  your  mind,  for  which  I  boast  of  you  to 
them  of  Macedonia,  that  Achaia  was  ready  a  year  ago j 
and  your  zeal  hath  provoked  very  many.  Yet  have  1 
sent  the  brethren,  lest  our  boasting  of  you  should  be 
in  vain  in  this  behalf;  that,  as  I  said,  ye  may  be  ready : 
lest  haply,  if  they  of  Macedonia  come  with  me,  ana 
find  you  unprepared,  we  (that  we  say  not,  ye)  should 
be  ashamed  in  this  same  confident  boasting.  There- 
fore I  thought  it  necessary  to  exhort  the  brethren,  that 
they  would  go  before  unto  you,  and  make  up  before- 
hand your  bounty,  whereof  ye  had  notice  before,  that 
the  same  might  be  ready,  as  a  matter  of  bounty,  and 
not  as  of  covetousness. 

But  this  /  say  ,*  He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall 
reap  also  sparingly;  and  he  which  soweth  bountifully, 
shall  reap  also  bountifully.  Every  man  according  as 
he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give ;  not  grudg- 
^8v9  ^^  ^^  necessity.  For  God  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver.  And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  to- 
ward you;  that  ye,  always  having  all-sufiiciency  in 
all  things^  may  abound  to  every  good  work  ;  as  it  is 
written ;  He  hath  dispersed  abroad  ;  he  hath  given  to 
the  poor  ;  his  righteousness  remaineth  forever.     Now 
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he  that  ministereth  seed  to  the  sower  both  minister 
bread  for  your  food,  and  multiply  your  seed  sown,  and 
increase  the  fruits  of  your  righteousness  ;  being  enrich- 
ed in  every  thing  to  all  bountifulness,  ivhich  causeth 
through  us  thanksgiving  to  God.  For  the  admimstra- 
lion  of  this  service  not  only  supplieth  the  want  of  the 
saints,  but  is  abundant  also  by  many  thanksgivings 
unto  God,  whiles  by  the  experiment  of  this  ministra- 
tion they  glorify  God  for  your  professed  subjectioa 
unto  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  for  your  liberal  distri- 
bution unto  them,  and  unto  all  men;  and  by  their 
prayer  for  you,  which  long  after  you  for  the  exceeding 
grace  of  G(^  in  you.  Thanks  be  unto  God  for  his 
unspeakable  gift. 

§3.  Now  I  Paul  myself  beseech  you  by  the  meekness 
and   gentleness  of  Christ,  who  in  presence  am  base 
among  you,  but  being  absent  am  bold    towards  you; 
but  I  beseech  you  that  I  may  not  be  bold  when  I  am 
present  with  that  confidence  wherewith   I  think  to  be 
bold  against  some,  which  think  of  us  as  if  we  walked 
according  to  the  flesh.     For  though  we   walk  in  the 
flesh,  we  do  not  war  after  the  flesh,  (for  the  weapons 
of  our  warfare  arc  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God 
to  the  pulling  down   of  strong  holds,)   casting  down 
imaginations,  and  every  high  thing  that  exalt^h  itself 
against  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  bringing  into  cap- 
tivity every  thought  to  the  obedience  of  Christ,  and 
having  in  readiness  to  revenge  all  disobedience,  when 
your  obedience  is  fulfllled. 

Do  ye  look  on  things  after  the  outward  appearance! 
If  any  man  trust  to  himself  that  he  is  Christ's,  let  him 
of  himself  think  this  again,  that  as  he  t^  Christ's,  even 
so  are  we  Christ's.  For  though  I  should  boast  some- 
what more  of  our  authority,  which  the  Lord  hath  giftf 
us  for  edification,  and  not  for  your  destruction,  I  sJ^oU 
not  be  ashamed.  That  I  may  not  seem  as  if  J  wouM 
terrify  you  by  letters;  for  his  letters  say  they  an 
weighty,  and  powerful ;  but  his  bodily  presence  is 
weak,  and  his  speech  contemptible ;  let  such  an  one 
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think  this,  that  such  as  we  are  in  word  by  letters  when 
we  are  absent,  such  toill  we  be  also  in  deed  when  we 
are  present.  For  we  dare  not  make  ourselves  of  the 
number,  or  compare  ourselves  with  some  that  com- 
mend themselves ;  but  they,  measuring  themselves  by 
themselves,  and  comparing  themselves  among  them* 
selves,  are  not  wise.  But  we  will  not  boast  of  things 
without  our  measure,  but  according  to  the  measure 
of  the  rule  which  God  hath  distributed  to  us,  a  mea- 
sure to  reach  even  unto  you.  (For  we  stretch  not 
ourselves  beyond  our  measure^  as  though  we  reached 
not  unto  you  ;  for  we  are  come  as  far  as  to  you  also  in 
preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ,)  not  boasting  of  things 
without  our  measiu*e  that  is  of  other  men's  labours  \ 
but  having  hope,  when  your  faith  is  increased,  that  we 
shall  be  enlarged  by  you,  according  to  our  rule  abun- 
dantly, to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  regions  beyond  you, 
and  not  to  boast  in  another  man's  line  of  things  made 
ready  to  our  hand.  But  he  that  glorieth,  let  him  glo- 
ry in  the  Lord.  For  not  he  that  commendeth  himself 
18  approved,  but  whom  the  Lord  commendeth. 

Would  to  God  ye  could  bear  with  me  a  little  in  my 
folly.  And  indeed  bear  with  me.  For  I  am  jealous 
over  you  with  godly  jealousy;  for  I  have  espoused  you 
to  one  husband,  that  I  may  present  you  as  a  chaste 
virgin  to  Christ  ;  but  I  fear,  lest,  by  any  means,  as 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through  his  subtilty,  so  your 
minds  should  be  corrupted  from  the  simplicity  that  is 
in  Christ.  For  if  he  that  cometh  preacheth  another 
Jesus,  whom  we  have  not  preached,  or  if  ye  receive 
another  spirit,  which  ye  have  not  received,  or  another 
gospel,  which  ye  have  not  accepted,  ye  might  well  bare 
with  him.  For  I  suppose  I  was  not  a  whit  behind 
the  very  chiefest  apostles.  But  though  /  be  rude  in 
speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge  ;  but  we  have  been  tho- 
roughly made  manifest  among  you  in  all  things. 

Have  I  committed  an  offence  in  abasing  myself  that 
ye  might  be  exalted,  because  I  have  preached  to  you 
the  gospel  of  God  freely  9     I  robbed  other  churches.

CHAP.  XI.         II.  CORINTHIANS.  ver.viii. 

taking  wages  of  them  to  do  you  service  ;  and  when  I 
was  present  with  you,  and  wanted,  I  was  chargeable 
to  no  man ;  (for  that  which  was  lacking  to  me,  the 
brethren  which  came  from  Macedonia  supplied  ;)  and 
in  all  things  I  have  kept  myself  from  being  burden- 
some unto  you,  and  so  will  I  keep  myself.  As  the 
truth  of  Clurist  is  in  me,  no  man  shall  stop  me  of  this 
boasting  in  the  regions  of  Achaia.  Wherefore  ?  be- 
cause I  love  you  not  ?  God  knoweth.  But  what  I 
do,  that  I  will  do,  that  I  may  cut  off  occasion  from 
them  which  desise  occasion,  that  wherein  they  glory, 
they  may  be  found  even  as  we. 

For  such  are  false  apostles,  deceitful  workers,  trans- 
forming themselves  into  the  apostles  of  Christy  and  no 
marvel ;  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel 
of  light ;  therefore  it  is  no  great  thing,  if  his  ministers 
also  be  transformed  as  the  ministers  of  righteousness ; 
whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their  works. 

I  say  again.  Let  no  man  think  me  a  fool ;  if  oth- 
erwise, yet  as  a  fool  receive  me,  that  I  may  boast  my- 
self a  little.  That  which  I  speak,  I  speak  it  not  after 
the  Lord,  but  as  it  were  foolishly,  in  this  confidence  of 
boasting.  Seeing  that  many  glory  after  the  flesh,  I 
will  glory  also.  For  ye  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye 
yourselves  are  wise.  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring 
you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  devour  i/ou,  if  a  man  take 
of  you^  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on 
the  face.  I  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though 
we  had  been  weak.  Howbeit  whereinsoever  any  ii 
bold,  (I  speak  foolishly)  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they 
Hebrews  ?  so  am  I.  Are  they  Israelites  ?  so  am  I; 
Are  they  the  seed  of  Abraham?  so  am  I.  Are  they 
the  ministers  of  Christ  ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool,)  I  am 
more ;  in  labours  more  abundant,  in  stripes  aboTe 
measure,  in  prisons  more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft ;  (of 
the  Jews  five  times  received  I  forty  stripes  save  one^ 
thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned, 
thrice  I  sufiered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have 
been  in  the  deep,)  in  joumeyings  often,  in  perils  of 
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waters,  in  perils  of  robbers,  tn  perils  by  mine  ovfn 
countrym^  tn  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  pmls  in  the 
city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in 
perils  among  false  brethren  ;  in  weariness  and  painful- 
ness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hunger  and  tlurst,  in  fast- 
ings often,  in  cold  and  nakedness.  Besides  those 
things  that  are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon  me 
daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches.  Who  is  weak,  and 
I  am  not  weak  ?  who  is  offended,  and  I  bum  not?  If 
J  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things  which 
concern  mine  infirmities.  The  God  and  Fathef  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  blessed  for  evermore^ 
knoweth  that  I  he  not ;  in  Damascus  the  governor  un- 
der Aretas  the  king  kept  the  city  of  the  Damascenes 
with  a  garrison,  desirous  to  apprehend  me ;  and  through 
a  window  in  a  basket  was  I  let  down  by  the  wall,  and 
escaped  his  hands. 

It  is  not  expedient  for  me,  doubtless,  to  glory ;  I  will 
come  to  visions  and  revelations  of  the  Lord.  I  knew 
a  man  in  Christ  about  fourteen  years  ago,  (whether  in 
the  body,  I  cannot  tell ;  or  whether  out  of  the  body, 
I  cannot  tell;  God  knoweth,)  such  an  one  caught  up 
to  the  third  heaven.  And  I  knew  such  a  man,  (whe- 
ther in  the  body,  or  out  of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell ; 
God  knoweth,)  How  that  he  was  caught  up  into 

Iiaradise,  and  heard  unspeakable  words,  which  it  is  not 
awful  for  a  man  to  utter.  Of  such  an  one  will  I  glory ; 
yet  of  myself  I  will  not  glory,  but  in  mine  infirmities. 
For  though  I  would  desire  to  glory,  I  shall  not  be  a 
fool ;  for  I  will  say  the  truth  ;  but  now  I  forbear,  lest 
any  man  should  think  of  me  above  that  which  he  seeth 
me  to  be  or  that  he  heareth  of  me.  And  lest  I  should 
be  exalted  above  measure  through  the  abundance  of 
the  revelations,  there  was  given  to  me  a  thorn  in  the 
flesh,  the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest  I  should 
be  exalted  above  measure.  For  this  thing  I  besought 
the  Lord  thrice,  that  it  might  depart  from  me ;  and  he 
said  unto  me ;  !VIy  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee  ;  for  my 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.     Most  gladly 
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therefore  will  I  rather  glory  in  my  infirmities,  that  the 
power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon  me.  Therefore  I  take 
plelusure  in  infirmities,  in  reproaches,  in  necessities,  in 
persecutions,  in  distresses  for  Christ's  sake ;  for  when 
I  am  weak,  tlien  am  I  strong.  I  am  become  a  fool 
in  glorying ;  ye  have  compelled  me.  For  I  ought  to 
have  been  commended  of  you  ;  for  in  nothing  am  I  be- 
hind the  very  chiefest  apostles,  though  I  be  nothing. 

Truly  the  signs  of  an  apostle  were  wrought  among 
you  in  all  patience,  in  signs  and  wonders  and  mighty 
deeds.  For  what  is  it  wherein  ye  were  inferior  to 
other  churches,  except  it  be  that  1  myself  was  not  bur- 
densume  to  you  ?  forgive  me  this  w  rong. 

Bohold,  the  third  time  I  am  ready  to  come  to  you, 
and  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to  you ;  for  I  seek  not 
yours,  but  you.  For  the  children  ought  not  to  lay  up 
for  the  pai-en:s,  hut  the  parents  for  the  children.  And 
I  will  very  gladly  spend  and  be  spent  for  you  ;  though 
the  more  abim'dantly  I  love  you,  the  less  I  be  loved. 
But  be  it  so,  I  did  not  burden  you ;  neven  heless,  being 
crafty,  I  caught  you  with  guile.  Did  I  make  a  gain 
of  you  by  any  of  them  whom  I  sent  unto  you  ?  I  de- 
sired Titus,  and  with  him  I  sent  a  brother  ;  Did  Ti- 
tus make  a  gain  of  you  ?  walked  we  not  in  the  same 
spirit  ?  walked  we  not  in  the  same  steps  ?  Again, 
think  ye  that  we  excuse  ourselves  unto  you  ?  we  speak 
before  God  in  Christ  ;  but  we  do  all  things,  dearly 
beloved,  for  your  edifying.  For  I  fear,  lest,  when  I 
come,  I  shall  not  find  you  such  as  I  would,  and  that 
I  shall  be  found  unto  you  such  as  ye  would  not ;  lest 
there  be  debates,  cnvyings,  wraths,  strifes,  backbitings, 
whisperings,  swellings,  tumults  ;  and  lest,  when  I 
come  again,  my  God  will  humble  me  among  you,  am! 
that  I  shall  bewail  many  which  have  sinned  already, 
and  have  not  repented  of  the  uncleanness,  and  fornica- 
tion, and  lasciviousnoss,  which  they  have  committed. 

This  is  the  third  time  I  nm  coming  to  you  ;  in  the 
mouth  of  two  or  three  witn(»sses  shall  every  word  be 
esiablished.     I  told  you  before,  and  foretell  you  (as  if 
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I  were  presoit,  the  second  time,  and  being  abs^it  now) 
I  write  to  them  which  heretofore  have  sinned,  and  to 
all  other,  that,  if  I  oome  again,  I  will  not  spare ;  since 
ye  seek  a  proof  of  Christ  speaking  in  me,  which  to 
you-ward  is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty  in  you.  For 
though  he  was  crucified  through  weakness,  yet  he 
liveth  by  the  power  of  God.  For  we  also  are  weak  ^ 
in  him,  but  we  shall  live  with  lum  by  the  power  of  God 
toward  you.  Examine  yourselves ;  whether  ye  be  in 
the  faith,  prove  your  ownselves ;  know  ye  not  your 
ownselves,  how  tnat  Jesus  Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye 
be  reprobates  ?  But  I  trust  that  ye  shall  know  that 
we  are  not  reprobates.  Now  I  pray  to  God  that  ye 
do  no  evil ;  not  that  we  should  appear  approved,  but 
that  ye  should  do  that  which  is  honest,  though  we  be 
as  reprobates.  For  we  can  do  nothing  against  the 
truth,  but  for  the  truth.  For  we  are  glad,  when  we 
are  weak^  and  ye  are  strong ;  and  this  also  we  wish^ 
even  your  perfection.  Therefore  I  write  these  things 
being  absent,  lest  being  present  I  should  use  sharp- 
ness, according  to  the  power  which  the  Lord  hath 
given  me  to  edification,  and  not  to  destruction. 

CONCLUSION. 

Finally,  brethren,  farewell,  be  perfect,  be  of  good 
comfort,  be  of  one  mind,  live  in  peace ;  and  the  God 
of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you.  Greet  one  ano« 
ther  with  an  holy  kiss;  all  the  saints  salute  you.  The 
grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God^ 
and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you 
all.    Amen.

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THE   EPISTLE  OF 

PAUL,  THE  APOSTLE, 


TO    THE 


€}ALATIAN» 


§  1.  Paul,  an  apostle  not  of  men,  neither  by  mai^ 
but  by  Jesus  Christ  and  God  the  Father,  who 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  all  the  brethren  which 
are  with  me,  unto  the  churches  of  Galatia,  grace  be  to 
you,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  from  osr 
Lonl  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for  our  «ns,  that 
be  might  deliver  us  from  this  present .  evil  world,  tc- 
c^urding  to  the  will  of  God  and  our  Father,  to  whoa 
be  glory  fiur  ever  and  ever.    Amen. 

I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ  unto  anoih^  gos- 
pel ;  which  is  not  another ;  but  there  be  some  that 
trouble  you,  and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  preach  any 
other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  which  we  have  preacl^ 
ed  unto  you,  let  him  be  accursed.  As  we  said  before^ 
so  say  I  now  again  ;  If  any  man  preach  any  other  goa- 
pel  unto  you  than  that  ye  have  received,  let  him  be  ac- 
cursed. For  do  I  now  persuade  men,  or  God  ?  or 
do  I  seek  to  please  men  ?  for  if  I  yet  pleased  qaeiiy  I 
should  not  be  the  servant  of  Christ. 

But  I  certify  you,  brethren,  that  the  gospel  whick 
was  preached  of  me  is  not  afler  man  ;  for  I  neither  re- 
ceived it  of  man,  neither  was  I  taught  tf,  but  by  tbe 
revelation  of  Jesus  Christ.  For  ye  have  heard  of  mj 
conversation  in  time  past  in  the  Jews'  religion,  i^ 
that  beyond  measure  I  persecuted  the  church  of  God, 
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and  wasted  it ;  and  profited  in  the  Jews' religion  above 
many  my  Hjuals  in  mine  own  nation,  being  more  ex- 
ceedingly zealous  of  the  traditions  of  my  fathers.  But 
when  it  pleased  God,  who  separated  me  from  my  mo- 
ther's womb,  and  called  me  by  his  grace,  to  reveal  his 
son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach  him  among  the  heathen; 
immediately  I  conferred  not  with  flesh  and  blood ;  nei- 
ther went  I  up  to  Jerusalem  to  them  which  were  apos« 
ties  before  me  ;  but  I  went  into  Arabia,  and  returned 
again  unto  Damascus.  Then  after  three  years  I  w^it 
up  to  Jerusalem  to  see  Peter,  and  abode  with  him 
fifteen  days  ;  but  other  of  the  apostles  saw  I  none^ 
save  James  the  Lord's  brother.  (Now,  the  things  which 
I  write  unto  you,  behold,  before  God,  I  lie  not.  Af« 
terwards  I  came  into  the  regions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia ; 
and  was  unknown  by  face  unto  the  churches  of  Judea, 
which  were  in  Christ ;  but  they  had  heard  only.  That 
he  which  persecuted  us  in  times  past,  now  preacheth  the 
faith  which  once  he  destroyed  ;  and  they  glorified 
God  in  me. 

Then  fourteen  years  after  I  went  up  again  to  Jeru- 
salem with  Barnabas,  and  took  Titus  with  me  also; 
And  I  went  up  by  revelation,  and  communicated  unto 
them  that  gospel  which  I  preach  among  the  Gentiles, 
(but  privately  to  them  which  were  of  reputation,)  lest  by 
any  means  I  should  run,  or  had  run,  in  vain.  But 
neither  Titus,  who  was  with  me,  being  a  Greek,  was 
compelled  to  be  circumcised;  and  that  because  of 
false  brethren,  unawares  brought  in,  who  came  in  priv- 
ily to  spy  out  our  liberty  which  we  have  in  Christ  Je- 
sus, that  they  might  bring  us  into  bondage ;  to  whom 
we  gave  place,  by  subjection,  no  not  for  an  hour,  that 
the  truth  of  the  gospel  might  continue  with  you.  But 
of  those  who  seemed  to  be  somewhat,  (whatsoever  they 
were,  it  maketh  no  matter  to  me ;  God  accepteth  no 
man's  person;)  for  they  who  seemed  to  be  somewhat^  in 
conference  added  nothing  to  me,  but  contrariwise, 
when  they  saw  that  the  gospel  of  the  uncircumcisi<m 
was  committed  unto  me,  as  the  gospel  of  the  circum- 
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cision  was  unto  Peter,  (for  he  that  wrought  effectu- 
ally in  Peter  to  the  apostleship  of  the  circumcision, 
the  same  was  mighty  in  me  toward  the  Gentiles,)  and 
when  James  Cephas  and  John,  who  seemed  to  be  pil- 
lars, perceived  the  grace  that  was  given  unto  me,  thej 
Save  to  me  and  Barnabas  the  right  hands  of  fellow8hi|i^ 
lat  we  should  go  unto  the  heathen,  and  they  unto  the 
circumcision.  Only  they  loould  that  we  should  re- 
member the  poor ;  Uie  same  which  I  also  was  forward 
to  do. 

But  when  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch,  I  withstood 
him  to  the  face,  because  he  was  to  be  blamed.     For 
before  that  certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with 
the  Gentiles ;  but  when  they  were  come,  he  withdrew 
and  separated  himself,  fearing  them  which  were  of 
the  circumcision.     And  the  other  Jews   dissembled 
likewise  with  him  ;  insomuch  that  Barnabas  also  was 
carried  away  with  their  dissimulation.     But  when  I 
saw  that  they  walked  not  uprightly,  according  to  the 
truth  of  the  gospel,  I  said  unto  Peter,  before  mem  all ; 
If  thou,  being  a  Jew,  livest  afler  the  manner  of  Gen- 
tiles, and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  why  compellest  thou  the 
Gentiles  to  live  as  do  the  Jews  ?     We  who  are  Jews 
by  nature,  and  not  sinners  of  the  Gentiles,  knowing 
that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works  of  the  law, 
but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  believed 
in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the 
faith  of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law ;  for 
by  the  works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  But 
i^  while  we  seek  to  be  justified  by  Christ,  we  01l^ 
selves  also  are  found  sinners,  is  therefore  Christ  the 
minister  of  sin  ?     God  forbid.     For  if  I  build  again 
the  things  which  I  destroyed,  I  make  myself  a  trans- 
gressor.    For  I  through  the  law  am  dead  to  the  law, 
that  I  might  live  unto  God.      I  am   crucified  with 
Christ;  nevertheless    I   hve,   yet  not   I,  but    Christ 
liveth  in  me ;  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh, 
I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me, 
and  gave  himself  for  me.     I  do  not  frustrate  the  grace 
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of  God ;  for  if  righteousness  came  by  the  law^  then 
Christ  is  dead  in  vain. 

O  foolish  Galatians,  who  hath  bewitched  you,  that 
ye  should  not  obey  the  truth  ?  before  whose  eyes  Je- 
sus Christ  hath  been  evidently  set  forth,  crucified 
among  you.  This  only  would  I  learn  of  you;  Re- 
ceived ye  the  Spirit  by  the  works  of  the  taw,  or  by  the 
hearing  of  faith  ?  Are  ye  so  foolish  ?  having  begun 
in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made  perfect  by  the  flesh  ? 
Have  ye  suffered  so  many  things  in  vain  ?  if  it  be  yet 
in  vain.  He  therefore  that  ministereth  to  you  the  Spirit, 
and  worketh  miracles  among  you,  doeth  he  it  by  the 
works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  bearing  of  faith  ? 

§  2.  Even  as  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was 
accounted  to  him  for  righteousness.  Know  ye  there- 
fore that  they  which  are  of  faith,  the  same  are  the 
children  of  Abraham. 

And  the  scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify 
the  heathen  through  faith,  preached  before  the  gospel 
unto  Abraham,  saying  ,*  In  thee  shall  all  nations  be 
blessed.  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are  blessed 
with  faithful  Abraham.  For  as  many  as  are  of  the 
works  of  the  law  are  under  the  curse.  For  it  is  writ- 
ten ;  Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueth  not  in  all 
things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do 
them. 

But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight 
of  God,  it  is  evident ;  for  The  just  shall  live  by  faith ; 
and  the  law  is  not  of  faith ;  but,  The  man  that  doeth 
them  shall  live  in  them. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us ;  (for  it  is  written ;  Curs- 
ed M  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree;)  that  the  bless- 
ing of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through 
Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of 
the  Spirit  through  faith. 

Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men  ;  Though 
it  be  but  a  man's  covenant,  yet  if  it  be  confined,  no 
man  disannulleth  or  addeth  thereto.    Now^  to  Abra- 
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hmn  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.  He  saitli 
not ;  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  ;  but  as  of  <me;  And  to 
thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I  say^  tkat  the 
covenant,  that  was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Clirnty 
the  law,  which  was  four  hwidred  and  thirty  yean  after, 
cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise  of 
none  efiect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  or  the  law,  if 
%8  no  more  of  promise ;  but  God  gave  U  to  AlM^diani 
by  promise. 

J.  3.  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law  ?  It  was  ad- 
because  of  transgressicms,  (till  the  seed  sbooU 
come,  to  whom  the  promise  was  made,)  ami  ii  wu 
ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now,  a 
mediator  is  not  a  mediator  of  one ;  but  God  is  ona 

Is  the  law  then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God 
forbid.  For  if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could 
have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should  have  been 
by  the  law,  but  the  scripture  hath  concluded  all  under 
sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be 
given  to  them  that  believe.  But  before  faith  came^ 
we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  fiuth 
which  should  afterwards  be  revealed.  Wherrfore  the 
law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  hr%f%g  us  unto  Christ, 
that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith  ; 

But  after  that  mith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  under 
a  schoolmaster.  For  ye  are  all  the  children  of  God 
by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  as  many  of  you  as  havf 
been  baptized  into  Christ  have  put  on  Christ.  Hieit 
is  neither  Jew  nor  Geek :  there  is  neither  bond,  nor 
free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female;  for  ye  tfe  all 
one  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  if  ye  he  Christ's,  then 
are  ye  Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the 
promise. 

Now  I  say,  that  the  heir  as  long  as  he  is  a  child, 
differeth  nothing  fi'om  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of 
all ;  but  is  under  tutors  and  governors  until  the  time 
appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so  we,  when  we  were 
children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  the 
world,  but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come, 
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God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman^  made  un* 
der  the  law;  to  redeem  them  that  Were  under  ijie  \nfj 
that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  And  be* 
cauae  ye  are  aons^  God  hath  aeot  forth  the  Spirit  of 
his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying ;  Abba,  Father. 
Wherefore  thou  art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son  ;  and 
if  a  son,  then  an  heir  of  God  through  Christ. 

§  4.  Howbeit  then^  when  ye  knew  not  God,  ye  did 
service  unto  them  which  by  nature  are  no  gods ;  but 
now,  after  that  ye  have  known  God,  or  rather  are  known 
of  Grod,  how  turn  ye  again  to  the  weak  and  beggarly 
elements,  whereunto  y^  desire  again  to  be  m  bondage  T 
Ye  observe  days,  and  months,  ahd  times,  and  years  f 
I  am  afraid  of  you,  lest  I  have  bestowed,  upon  yoa 
labour  in  vain. 

Brethren,  I  beseech  you,  be  as  I  am  ;  for  I  am  as 
ye  are^  ye  have  not  injured  me  at  all.  Ye  know  how 
through  infirmity  of  the  flesh  I  preached  the  ffospel 
unto  you  at  the  first.  And  my  temptation  whidi  was 
in  my  flesh  ye  despised  not  nor  rejected^  but  received 
me  as  an  angel  of  God,  even  as  Christ  Jesus.  Where 
is  then  the  blessedness  ye  spake  of  ?  for  I  bear  you 
record,  that,  if  it  had  been  possible,  ye  would  have 
plucked  out  your  own  eyes,  and  have  given  them  to 
me.  Am  I  therefore  become  your  eneno^,  because  I 
tell  you  the  truth  ?  They  zealously  affect  you,  but 
not  well ;  yea,  they  would  exclude  you,  that  ye  might 
affect  them.  But  it  is  good  to  be  zealously  affected 
always  in  a  good  things  and  not  only  whoi  I  am  pre- 
sent with  you.  Afy  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in 
birth  again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you,  I  desire  to 
be  present  with  you  now,  and  to  change  my  voice  { 
for  1  stand  in  doubt  of  you. 

Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  tp  be  under  the  law,  do  ye 
not  hear  the  law  1  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham 
had  two  sons ;  the  one  by  a  bond-maid,  the  other  by  a 
free-woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the  bond-woman 
was  bom  after  the  flesh ;  but  he  of  the  free-woman 
was  by  promise.    Which  things  are  an  allegory  for 
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these  are  the  two  covenants  ;  the  one  from  the  mount 
Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage,  which  is  Agar, 
(for  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,)  and  answer- 
eth  to  Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage 
with  her  children,  but  Jerusalem,  which  is  above,  is 
free,  which  is  the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is  written; 
Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not ;  break  forth  and 
cry,  thou  that  travailest  not,  for  the  desolate  have 
many  more  children  than  she  which  hath  an  husband. 
Now  we,,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of 
promise.  But  as  then,  he  that  was  bom  after  the  flesh 
persecuted  him  that  was  born  afler  the  Spirit,  even  so 
it  is  now.  Nevertheless  what  saith  the  scripture! 
Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her  son  ;  for  the  son  of 
the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir  with  the  son  of  the 
free-woman.  So  th^  brethren,  we  are  not  children 
of  the  bond- woman,  but  of  the  free. 

Stand  fast  therefore  in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ 
hath'  made  us  free,  and  be  not  entangled  again  with 
the  yoke  of  bondage.  Behold,  I  Paul-  say  unto  you, 
that  if  ye  be  circumcised,  Christ  shall  profit  you  noth- 
ing. For  I  testify  again  to  every  man  that  is  circom- 
cised,  that  hie  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law.  Christ 
is  become  of  no  effect  unto  you,  whosoever  of  you  are 
justified  by  the  law  ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace.  For 
we  through  the  Spirit  wait  for  the  hope  of  righteoos- 
ness  by  faith.  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcis- 
ion availeth  any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision ;  but  faith, 
which  worketh  by  love.  Ye  did  run  well  ;  who  did 
hinder  you  that  ye  should  not  obey  the  truth  ?  This 
persuasion  cometh  not  of  him  that  callethyou.  A  lit- 
tle leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump. 

§  5.  I  have  confidence  in  you  through  the  Lord, 
that  ye  will  be  none  otherwise  minded ;  but  he  that 
troubleth  you  shall  bear  his  judgment,  whosoever  he 
be.  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  yet  preach  circumcision, 
why  do  I  yet  suffer  persecution  ?  then  is  the  offence 
of  the  cross  ceased.  I  would  they  were  even  cut  off 
which  trouble  vou, 
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For,  brethren,  ye  have  been  called  uiito  liberty,  only 
use  not  liberty  for  an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but  by  love 
serve  one  another.  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one 
word,  even  in  this  ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself  But  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another,  take 
heed  that  ye  be  not  consumed  one  of  another. 

This  I  say  then ;  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall . 
not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  flesh  lusteth  ' 
against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh  ;  and 
these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other,  so  that  ye  can- 
not do  the  things  that  ye  would.  But  if  ye  be  led  of 
the  Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the  law.  Now  the  works 
of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are  these ;  Adulte- 
ry, fornication,  uncleanness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry, 
witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations,  wrath,  strife, 
seditions,  heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunkenness, 
revellings,  and  such  like ;  of  the  which  I  tell  you  be- 
fore, as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time  past,  that  they 
which  do  such  things,  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God.  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
long-sufifering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness, 
temperance  ;  against  such  there  is  no  law.  And  they 
that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh  with  the  afiec- 
tions  and  lusts.  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also 
walk  in  the  Spirit.  Let  us  not  be  desirous  of  vain- 
glory, provoking  one  another,  envying  one  another. 

Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness ;  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 
Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of 
«  Christ.  For  if  a  loan  think  himself  to  be  something, 
when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth  himself;  but  let  ev- 
ery man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he  have 
rejoicing  in  himself  alone,  and  not  in  another  ;  for  ev- 
ery man  shall  bear  his  own  burdeit 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate 
unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things.  Be  not  de- 
ceived ;  God  is  not  mocked.  For  whatsoever  a  man 
sowetb,  that  shall  he  also  reap.     For  he  that  soweth 
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to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption ;  but  he 
thai  soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life 
everlasting.  And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well-doins ; 
for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not.  As 
we  have  therefore,  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all 
men^  especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household 
of  faith. 

CONCLUSION. 

Ye  see  how  large  a  letter  I  have  written  unto  you 
with  mine  own  hand. 

As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair  show  in  the  flesh, 
they  constrain  you  to  be  circumcised ;  only  lest  they 
should  suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of  Christ.  For 
neither  they  themselves  who  are  circumcised,  keep  the 
law  ;  but  desire  to  have  you  circumcised  thai  they 
may  glory  in  your  flesh. 

But  God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  by  whom  the  world  is 
crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world.  For  in 
Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thing, 
nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature.  And  as 
many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule,  peace  be  ontheniy 
and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God.  From  hence- 
forth let  no  man  trouble  me;  for  I  bear  in  my  body 
the  marks  of  the  Lord.  Jesus. 

Brethren,  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  bt 
with  your  spirit.     Amen. 

Unto  the  Galatians,  written  from  Rome. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

Paul,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
to  the  saints  which  are  at  Ephesus,  and  to  the  faithful 
in  Christ  Jesus,  grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God 
our  Father,  and  Trom  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

§  1.  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual 
blessings  in  heav^ily  places  in  Christ ;  according  as 
he  hath  choeai  us  in  him  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  that  we  should  be  holy  and  without  blame  be- 
fore him  in  love ;  having  predestinated  us  unto  the 
adoption  of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  ac* 
cording  to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise 
of  the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he  hath  made  us  ac- 
cepted in  the  Beloved  ;  in  whom  we  have  redemption 
through  his  blood,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  according 
to  the  riches  of  his  grace; 

Wherein  he  hath  abounded  toward  us  in  all  wisdom 
and  prudence,  having  made  known  unto  us  the  myste- 
ry of  his  will,  according  to  his  good  pleasure,  which 
he  hath  purposed  in  himself,  that  in  the  dispensation 
of  the  fulness  of  times  he  might  gather  together  in  one 
all  things  in  Christ,  both  vmich  are  in  heaven,  and 
which  are  on  earth,  even  in  him. 

In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,  be- 
ing predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who 
worketh  all  things  afler  the  council  of  his  own  will,  that 
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Vie  should  be  to  the  praise  of  his  glory,  who  first  tmit- 
ed  in  Christ ;  in  whom  ye  also  trusted^  (after  that  ye 
heard  the  word  of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation,) 
in  whom  also,  after  that  ye  believed,  ye  were  sealed 
with  that  holy  Spirit  of  promise,  which  is  the  earnest 
of  our  inheritance  until  the  redemption  of  the  purchas- 
ed possession,  unto  the  praise  of  his  glory. 

W  herefore  I  also,  after  I  heard  of  your  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  love  unto  all  the  saintd,  cease  not  to 
give  thanks  for  you,  making  mention  of  you  in  my 
prayers;  that  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Father  of  glory,  may  give  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wis- 
dom and  revelation,  in  the  knowledge  of  him;  the  eyes 
of  your  understanding  being  enlightened ;  that  ye  maj 
know  what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and  what  the 
riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints,  and 
what  is  the  exceeding  greatness  of  his  power  to  us- 
ward  who  believe  according  to  the  working  of  his 
mighty  power,  .which  he  wrought  in  Christ,  when  be 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  set  him  at  his  own  right 
hand  in  the  heavenly  places j  (far  above  all  principali* 
ty  and  power  and  might  and  dominion,  and  every 
name  that  is  named  not  only  in  this  world,  but  also  m 
that  which  is  to  come,)  and  hath  put  all  things  under 
his  feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  the  head  over  all  thingi 
to  the  church,  which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him 
that  fiUeth  all  in  all. 

And  you  hath  he  quickened^  who  were  dead  in  tres- 
passes and  sins ;  wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  ac- 
cording to  the  course  of  this  world,  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  the  spirit  that  now 
worketh  in  the  children  of  disobedience,  among  whom 
also  we  all  had  our  conversation  in  times  past  in  the 
lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires  of  the  flesh  and 
of  the  mind, I  and  were  by  nature  the  children  of  wrath, 
even  as  others.  But  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for 
his  great  love,  wherewith  he  loved  us,  even  when  we 
were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved,)  and  hath  raised  us  op 
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together,  and  made  us  sit  together  in  heavenly  places 
in  Christ  Jesus,  that  in  the  ages  to  come  he  might 
shew  the  exceeding  riches  of  his  grace  in  his  kindness 
toward  us  through  Christ  Jesus.  For  by  grace  are 
ye  saved,  through  faith ;  and  that  not  of  yourselves  ;  it 
is  the  gin  of  God ;  not  of  works,  lest  any  man  should 
boast.  For  we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in  Christ 
Jesus  unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before  or- 
dained that  we  should  walk  in  them. 

Wherefore,  remember,  that  ye  being  in  time  past 
Gentiles  in  the  flesh,  (who  are  called  Uncircumcision 
by  that  which  is  called  the  Circumcision  in  the  flesh 
made  by  hands,)  that  at  that  time  ye  were  without 
Christ,  being  aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel, 
and  strangers  from  the  covenants  of  promise,  having  no 
hope,  and  without  God  in  the  world;  but  now  in 
Christ  Jesus,  ye  who  sometimes  were  far  off,  are 
made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ.  For  he  is  our 
peace,  whq  hath  made  both  one,  and  hath  broken 
down  the  middle  wall  of  partition  between  usj  having 
abolished  in  bsB  flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law  of  com- 
mandments contained  in  ordinances  ;  for  to  make  in 
himself  of  twain  one  new  man,  so  mak  ing  peace  ;  and 
that  he  might  reconcile  both  unto  God  in  one  body  by 
the  cross,  having  slain  the  enmity  thereby.  And  came 
and  preached  peace  to  you  which  were  afar  off,  and 
to  them  that  were  nigh.  For  through  him  we  both 
have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the  Father.  Now 
therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  foreigners,  but 
fellow  citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of 
God,  and  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles 
and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief 
comer  stone ;  in  whom  all  the  building,  fitly  framed 
together,  groweth  unto  an  holy  temple  in  the  Lord ;  in 
whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  an  habitation 
of  God  through  the  Spirit. 

For  this  cause  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  YOU  Gentiles ;  if  ye  have  heard  of  the  dispensation 
of  the  grace  of  God,  which  is  given  me  to  you-ward, 
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how  that  by  revelation  he  made  known  unto  me  the 
mystery ;  (as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words^  wherebj, 
when  ye  read,  ye  may  miderstand  my  knowledge  m 
the  mystery  of  Christ;)  which  in  other  ages  was  not 
made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  reTeil- 
ed  wito  his  holy  apostles  and  prophets  by  the  Spirit : 
that  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow-heirs,  and  of  the 
same  body,  and  partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ  hi 
the  gospel,  whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according 
to  the  gift  of  the  grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the 
effectual  working  of  his  power.  .Unto  me,  who  am  less 
than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that  I 
should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ,  and  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the 
fellowship  of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning'  of 
the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things 
by  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  prin- 
cipalities and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might  be 
known,  by  the  church,  the  manifold  wisdom  of  God, 
according  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he  purposed  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord ;  in  whom  we  have  boMness 
and  access  with  confidence  by  the  faith  of  him.  Where- 
fore I  desire  that  ye  faint  not  at  my  tribulations  for 
you,  which  is  your  glory. 

For  this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in 
heaven  and  earth  is  named,  that  he  would  grant  yon, 
according  to  the  riches  of  his  glory,  to  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner  man,  that  Chrat 
may  dwell  in  your  hearts  by  faith  ;  that  ye,  being  rooted 
and  grounded  in  love,  may  be  able  to  comprehend  with 
all  saints,  what  is  the  breadth  and  length  and  deptb 
and  height ;  and  to  know  the  love  of  Christ,  whick 
passeth  knowledge,  that  ye  might  be  filled  with  all  the 
fulness  of  God.  Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  do  ex- 
ceeding abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  a^ 
cording  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us,  unto  him  he 
glory  in  the  church  by  Christ  Jesus,  throughout  aU 
ages,  world  without  end.     Amen.

CHAP.  IV.  EPHESIANS.  ver.  i. 

§  2.  I  therefore,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech 
you  that  ye  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye 
are  called,  with  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  long- 
suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love,  endeavouring 
to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 
There  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  ye  are  cal- 
led in  one  hope  of  your  calling ;  one  Lord,  one  faith, 
one  baptism  ;  one  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  above 
all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  all. 

But  unto  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace  according  to 
the  measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ.  Wherefore  he  saith; 
when  he  ascended  up  on  high,  he  led  captivity  captive, 
and  gave  gifts  unto  m^i.  Now  that  he  ascended, 
what  is  it  but  that  he  also  descended  first  into  the 
lower  parts  of  the  earth  ?  He  that  descended  is  the 
same  also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens,  that 
he  might  fill  all  things.  And  he  gave  some^  apostles, 
and  some*  prophets,  and  some,  evangelists,  and  some, 
pastors  and  teachers,  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints, . 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ ;  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the 
faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a 
perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  ful- 
ness of  Christ;  that  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children, 
tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  about  with  every  wind  of 
doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  an4  cunning  craftiness 
whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive ;  but  speaking  the 
truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into  him  gi  all  things,  which 
is  the  head,  even  Christ,  from  whom  the  whole  body 
fitly  joined  together  and  compacted  by  that  which  eve* 
ry  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  effectual  working 
in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  increase  of  the 
body  unto  the  edifying  or  itself  in  love. 

This  I  say  therefore^  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that 
ye  henceforth  walk  not  as  other  Gentiles  walk,  in  the 
vanity  of  their  mind,  having  the  understanding  darken* 
€d,  being  alienated  from  the  life  of  God,  through  the 
ignorance  that  is  in  them,  because  of  the  blindness  of 
their  heart  j  who  being  past  feeling,  have  given  them-

selves  over  unto  lasciviousness,  to  work  all  uncleanheas 
with  greediness.  But  ye  have  not  so  learned  Chrirti 
if  so  be  that  ye  have  heard  him,  and  have  been  tao|^ 
by  him,  as  the  truth  is  in  Jesus ;  that  ye  put  ofi^  oob- 
ceming  the  former  conversation,  the  old  man,  which 
is  corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful  lusts  ;  and  be  re- 
newed in  the  spirit  of  your  mind,  and  that  ye  put  os 
the  new  man,  which  after  God  is  created  in  righteous- 
ness and  true  holiness. 

Wherafore  putting  away  lying,  speak  every  num 
truth  with  his  neighbour ;  for  we  are  members  one  of 
another.     Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not ;  let  not   the  sin 

56  down  upon  your  wrath,  neither  give  place  to  the 
evil.  Let  him  that  stole,  steal  no  more,  but  rather  let 
him  labour,  working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which  n 
good,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth. 

Let  no  corrupt  commimication  proceed  out  of  yov 
mouth,  but  that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying 
that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers,  and  grieve 
not  the  holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are  seald  on- 
to the  day  of  redemption. 

Let  all  bitterness  and  wrath  and  anger  and  clamour 
and  evil-speaking  be  put  away  from  you,  with  til 
malice  ;  and  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,,  tender-hesrt- 
ed,  forgiving  one  another,  even  as  God  for  Chriit'i 
sake  hath  forgiven  you.  Be  ye,  therefore,  followers 
of  God,  as  dear  children ;  and  walk  in  love,  as  Chrat 
also  hath  loved  us^  and  hath  given  himself  for  us,  m 
offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  a  sweet-smelliig 
savour. 

But  fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or  covetone- 
ness,  let  it  not  be  once  named  among  you,  (as  beoon- 
eth  saints,)  neither  filthiness,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor 
jesting,  which  are  not  convenient,  but  rather  giving  of 
thanks.  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  M 
unclean  person,  nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater, 
hath  any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words ;  for 
because  of  these  things  cometh  the  wrath  of  God  apoB 
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the  chijldren  of  disobedience.     Be  not  ye,  therefore, 
partakers  with  them. 

'  For  ye  were  sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye 
light  in  the  Lord;  walk  as  children  of  light;  (for 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  td  in  all  goodness  and  righteous- 
ness, and  truth;)  Proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord.  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  ui^Eruitful 
works  of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them.  Fprjtis 
a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things  which  are  done 
of  them  in  secret.  But  all  things  that,  fu^a  reproved 
are  made  manifest  by  the  light;  for  whatsoever  doth 
make  manifest  is  light.  Wherefore  he  saith;  Awake 
thou  that. steepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
shall  give  thee  light. 

See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools, 
but  as  wise ;  redeeraiing  the  time,  because  the  days 
are  evil.  Wherefore  be  ye  not  unwise,  but  under- 
standing what  the  will  of  the  Lord  is. 

And  be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein  is  excess ;  but 
be  filled  with  the  Spirit ;  speaking  to  yourselves  in 
psalms  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  (siongs,  singing  und 
making  melody  in  your  heart  to  the  Lord ;  giving 
thanivs  always  for  all  things  unto  God  and  the  Father 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 

Submitting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear  of 
God ;  wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  hus- 
bands, as  unto  the  Lord ;  for  the  husband  is  the  head 
of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church, 
and  Re  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body.  Therefore,  as  the 
church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to 
their  own  husbands  in  every  thing.  Husbands,  love 
your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and 
gave  himself  for  it ;  that  he  might  aanctify  and  cleanse 
It  with  the  washing  of  water,  b^  the  word,  that  he 
might  present  it  to  himself  a  glonous  church,  not  hav- 
ing spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any .  such  thing,  but  that  it 
should  be  holy  and  without  blemish.  So  ought  men  to 
love  their  wiyes  m  their  own  bodies ;  he  that  loveth  his 
wife  loveth  himself;  for  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own 
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fl  sh,  but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it^  even  as  theLoid 
the  church.  For  we  are.  members  of  his  body,  of  hp 
flesh,  and  of  his  bones.  For  this  cause  shall  a  ma 
leave  his  father  and  mother,  and  shall  be  joined  mti 
his  wife  ;  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh.  This  is  i 
great  mystery,  but  I  speak  concerning  Christ  and  the 
church.  Nevertheless,  let  every  one  of  you  in  partic- 
ular so  love  his  wife  even  as  himself;  and  the  wife  set 
that  she  reverence,  her  husband. 

Children,  obey  your  parents  in  the  Liord;  for  ttiis  ii 
right.  Honour  thy  father  and  mother,  which  is  the 
firet  commandment  with  promise;  that  it  may  be  weD 
with  thee,  and  thou  mayest  jive  long  on  the  earth. 
And,  ye  fathers,  provoke  not  your  chudren  to  wrath, 
but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord. 

Servants,  be  obedient  to  them  that  are  your  mas* 
ters  according  to  the  flesh,  with  fear  and  tremblingf, 
in  singleness  of  your  heart,  as  unto  Christ ;  not  widi 
eye-service,  as  men-pleasers ;  but  as  the  servants  of 
Christ ;  doing  the  will  of  God  from  the  heart ;  Widi 
good-will  doing  service,  a^  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to 
men  ;  knowing,  that  .whatsoever  good  thing  any  man 
doeth,  the  same  shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord,  whether 
he  be   bond  or  free.     And   ye  masters^  do  the   same 
things   unto  them,  forbearing  threatening  ;    knowing 
that  your  Master  also  is  in  heaven;  neither  is  there 
respect  of  persons  with  him. 

Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lewd,  and 
in  the  power  of  his  might.  Put  on  the  whole  armour 
of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wile? 
of  the  devil.  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and 
blood,  but  against  .principalities,  against  powefs. 
against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world,  agBssA 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places.  Wherefore  take  un- 
to you  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  abteto 
withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all,  to  staul. 
Stand  therefore,  bavin*;  your  loins  girt  about  with  truth, 

and  having  on  the  breast-plate  of  righteousness,  andyotf 
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feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace ; 
ve  all^  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye 
Umll  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wick- 
ed. And  lake  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God  ;  praying  al- 
ways with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and 
watching  thereunto  with  all  -perseTerance  and  suppli- 
cation for  all  saints,  and  for  me,  that  utterance  may  be 
given,  unto  me,  that  I  may  open  my  mouth  boldly,  to 
make  known  the.  mystery  of  the  gospel,  for  which  I  am 
an  ambassador  in  bonds,  that,  therein  I  maj  speak 
boldly,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

CONCLUSION. 

But  that  ye  also  may  know  my  affairs,  and  how  I 
do,  Tychicus,  a  beloved  brother,  and  faithful  ministw 
in  the  Lord,  shall  make  known  to  you  all  things  ;  whom 
I  have  s^it  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose,  that  ye 
might  know  our  anairs^  and  that  he  might  comfiift  your 
hearts.  Peace  be  to  the  brethren,  and  love  with  faith, 
from  God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord.  Jesus  Christ. 
Grace  be  with  all  them  that  Ipve  our  Lord  JesuA 
Christ  in  sincerity.     Amen.

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INTRODUCTION. 

Paul  and  Timotheus,  the  senranU  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  all  the  sainU  in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi, 
with  the  bishopr  and  deacoAs,  grace  be  unto  yoik  and 
^  peace  from  God  our  Father  md  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
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§  1.  I  thank  my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you, 
always,  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you  all,  nniaking  re- 
quest with  joy,  for  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel  from 
the  first  day  until  now ;  being  confident  of  this  verj 
thing)  that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good. work  in  yon, 
will  perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ  ;  even  ai 
it  is  meet  for  me  to  think  this  of  you  all,  because  I 
have  you  in  my  heart,  inasmuch  as  both  in  my  bond^ 
and  in  the  defence  and  confirmation  of  the  gospel,  ye 
all  are  partakers  of  my  grace.  For  God  is  my  record, 
how  greatly  I  long  after  you  all  in  the  bowels  of . Jesni 
Christ.  And  this  I  pray,  that  your  love  may  aliound 
yet  more  and  more  in  knowledge  and  in  all  judgment, 
that  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent,  that  ye 
ttiay  be  sincere  and  without  offence  till  the  day  of  Christ, 
b^ing  filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  which  are 
by  Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God. 

But!  would  ye  should  understand,  br^hren,  that 
the  things  which  happened  unto  me  have  fallen  out 
rather  unto  the,  furtherance  of  the  gospel ;  so  that  my 
bonds  in  Christ  are  manifest  in  all  the  palace,  and  in 
all  other  places^  and  many  of  the  brethren  in  the  Lord, 
waxing  confident  by  my  bonds,  are  much  more  bold 
to  speak  the  word  without  fear.     Some  indeed  preach 
Christ  even  of  envy  and  strife,  and  some  also  of  good- 
will.    The  one  preach  Christ  of  contention,  not  sin- 
cerely, supposing  to  add  affliction  to  my  bonds ;  but 
the  other  of  love,  knowing  that  I  am  set  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  gospel.     What  then  ?  notwithstaii^iiif[, 
every  way,  whether  in  pretence,  or  in  truth,  Christ  is 
preached  ;  and  I  therein  do  rejoice,  yea,  and  will  re- 
joice.    For  I  know  that  this  shall  turn  to  my   salnh 
tion  through  your  prayer,  and  the  supply  of  the  Spirit 
of  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  my  earnest  expectatkin 
and  my  hope,  that  in  nothing  I  shall  be  ashamed,  hot 
f^at  with  all  boldness,  as  always,  5o  now  also  CfariH 
shall  M^  magnified  in  my  body,  whether  it  be  by  life^ 
or  by  death. 
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For  to  me  to  live  is  Christ ;  and  to  die  is  £ain.  But 
if  I  live  in  the  flesh,  this  is  the  fruit  of  my  labour ;  yet 
what  I  shall  choose  I  wot  not.  For  1  am  in  a  strait 
betwixt  two^  having  a  desire  to  depart  and  to  be  with 
Christ ;  which  is  far  better ;  nevertheless  to  abide,  in 
the  flesh  is  more  needful  for  you.  And  having  this 
confid^ice,  I  know  that  I  shall  abide  and  continue  with 
you  all,  for  your  furtherance  and  joy  of  faith,  that  your 
rejoicing  may  be  more  abundant  in  Jesus  Christ  for 
me  by  my  coming  to  you  again. 

Only  let  your  conversation  be  as  it  becometh  the 
gospel  of  Christ ;  that  whethei^  I  come  and  see  you, 
or  else  be  absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  afiiurs,  that  ye 
stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind,  striving  to- 
gether for  the  faith  of  the  gospel,  and  in  nothing  ter- 
rified by  your  adversaries ;  which  is  to  them  an  evi- 
dent token  of  perdition,  but  to  you  of  salvation,  and 
that  of  God.  For  unto  you  it  is  given  in  the  bdialf 
6f  Christ,  not  only  to  believe  on  him,  but  also  to  suf- 
fer  for  his  sake ;  having  the  same  convict  which  ye 
saw  in  me,  and  now  hear  to  be  in  xae.  If  there  be 
therefore  any  consolation  in  Christ,  if  any  comfort  of 
love,  if  any  fellowship  of  the  Spirit,  if  any  bowels  and 
mercies,  fblfil  ye.  my  joy,  that  ye  be  like-minded,  hav- 
ing the  same  love,  being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind  ; 
Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vain-glory,  but 
in  lowliness  of  mind  let  each  esteem  other  better  than 
themaelves.  Look  not  every  man  on  his  own  things, 
but  every  man  also  on  the  things  of  others. 

Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus,  who  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not 
robbery  to'be  equal  with  God,  but  made  himself  of  no 
reputatioi^  and  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant, 
Imd  was  made  in  the  hkeness  of  men,  and,  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became 
obedient  unto  death,  efen  the  death  of  the  cross. 
Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  exaked  him,  and  giv- 
en him  a  name  which  is  above  every  name  ;  that  at  the 
name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall  bow,  of  things  in  heav- 
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en  and  things  in  earth  and  things  under  the  earth, 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confeai  that  Jesus  Chrial 
if  LfOrd,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

Wherefore^  my  beloved,  a9  ye  have  always  obeyed, 
not  as.  in  my  presence  only,  but  now  much  more  in  my 
absence,  work  out  your  own  salvation  with  fear  and 
trembling  ;  for  it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both  to 
will. and  to  do  of  his.  good  pleasure.  Do  all  things 
without  murmurings  and  disputings  ;  that  ye  may  be 
blameless  and  harmless,  the  sons  of  God,  without  re- 
buke in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation, 
amonff  whom  ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world  ; 

Holding  forth  the  word  of  life ;  that  I  may  reioice 
in  the  day  of  Christ  that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  neither 
laboured,  in  vain.  Yea,  and  if  I  be  offered  upon  the 
sacrifice  and  /service  of  your  faith,  I  joy,,  and  rejoice 
with  you  all.  For  the  same  cause  also  do  ye  joy,  and 
rejoice  with  me. 

But.  I  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus  to  send  Timotheiu 
shortly  unto  you,  that  I  also  may  be  of  good  comfort, 
when  I  know  your  state.  For  I  have  no  man  like* 
minded,  who  will  naturally  care  for  your  state ;  for  all 
seek  their  own,  not  the  things  which  are  Jesus  Christ^ s. 
But  ye  know  the  proof  of  him,  that  as  a  son  with  the 
father,  he  hath  served  with  me  in  the  gospel.  Him 
therefore  I  hope  to  send  presently,  so  soon  as  I  shall 
see  how  it  will  go  with  me.  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord, 
that  I  also  myself  shall  come  shortly.  Yet  I  suppos- 
ed it  necessary,  to  send  to  you  Epaphroditus,  my 
brother,. and  companion  in  labour,  and  fellow-soMitf, 
hilt  your  messenger,  and  he  that  ministered  to  my 
wants.  For  he  longed  afler  you  all,  and  was  full  of 
heaviness,  because  that  ye  had  heard  that  he  had  been 
sick.  For  indeed  he  was  sick  nigh  unto  death; 
but  God  had  mercy  on  him  ;  and  not  on  him  only,  but 
on  me  also,  lest  I  should  have  sorrow  upon  sorrow.  I 
sent  him  therefore  the  more  carefully,  that  when  ye  see 
him  again,  ye  may  rejoice,  and  that  I  may  be  the  less 
sorrowful.     Receive  him  therefore  in  the  Lord,  with 
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all  gladness,  «id  hold  such  in  Feputation.  Because 
for  the  work  of  Christ  he  was  nigh  unto  death^  not  re- 
garding his  life,  to  supply  your  'lack  of  service  to- 
wards me. 

Finally,  my  brethren  rejoice  in  the  Lord.  To  write 
the  same  things  to  you,  to  me  indeed  is  not  grievom, 
but  for  you  it  is  safe:  Beware  of  dogs,  beware  of 
evil-workers,  beware  of  the  concision.  For  we  are 
the  circumcision,  which  worship  God  in  the  Spirit, 
and  rejoice  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  have  no  confidence  in 
the  flesh ; 

Though  I  might  also  have  confidence  in  the  flesh. 
If  any  other  man  thinketh  that  he  hath  wliereof  he 
might  .trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more ;  circumcised  the 
eighth  day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  of  Ben- 
jaminj  an  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews,  as  touching  the 
aw,  a  Pharisee,  concerning  zeal,  persecuting  the 
church,  touching  the  righteousness  which  is  in  the 
law,  blameless;  But  what  things  were  gain  to  me, 
those  I  counted  loss  for  Christ.  -  Yea  doubtless,  and 
I  count  all  .things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord ;  for  whom  I 
have  suffered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and  do  count  them 
but  dung,  that  I  may  win  Christ,  and  be  found  in 
him,  not  having  mine  own  righteousness,  which  is  of 
the  law,  but  that  which  is  through  the  faith  of  Christ, 
the  righteousness  which  is  of  God  by  faith ;  that  I 
may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  his  resurrection, 
and  the  fellow  ship  of  his  sufferings,  being  made  con- 
formable unto  his  death,  if  by  any  'means  I  might  at-- 
tain  unto  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained,  either  were 
already  perfect ;  but  I  follow  after,  if  that  I  may  ap- 
prehend that  for  which  also  I  am  apprehended  of  Christ 
Jesus.-  Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to  have  appre- 
hended ;  but  this  one  thing  /  do,  forgetting  those 
things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those 
thuigs  which  are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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Let  us  therefore  as  many  as  be  perfect,  b^  tbu 
minded  ;  and  if  in  any  thing  ye.b#,i>therwi8e  minded, 
God  shall  reveal  ^ven  this  unto  you.  Nevertheless, 
whereto  we  have  already  attained,  let  us  walk  by  the 
same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  same  thing.  Brethren,  be 
followers  together  of  me,  and  mark  them  which  walk 
so,  as  ye  have  us  for  an  ensample. 
,  For  many  walk,  of  whom  I  have  told  you  often, 
and  now.  tell  you  even  weeping,  tha4they  are  the  en- 
emies of  the  cross  of  Christ,  whose  end  is  destruc- 
tion, whose  god  is  their  belly,  and  whose  glory  is  in 
their  shame,  who  mind  earthly  things. 
.  For  our  conversation  is  in  heaven:  froai  whence 
also  we  Jook  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may 'be  fash* 
ioned  like. unto  his.  glorious  body,  according* to  the 
working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things 
unto  himself.  Therefore,  my  brethren,-  dearly  belov- 
ed and  longed  for,,  my  joy  and  crown,'  so  .Btand  fast  Id 
the  Lord^  my  dearly  beloved. 

^  2.  I  beseech  Euodias,  and  beseech  Syntycfae^  that 
they  be  of  the  same  mind  in  the  Lord;  and  I  entreat 
thee  also,  true  yoke-fellow,  help  those  women  which 
laboured  with  me  in  the  gospel,  with  Clement  aba, 
and  ivitk  other  my  fellow-laboUrers,  whose  names  are 
in  the  book  of  life. 

Rejoice  in  the  Lord  always  ;  and  agidn  I  say  ;  R^ 
joice.  Let  your  moderation  be  known  unto  all  men. 
The  Lord  is  at  hand  ;  be  careful  for  nothing,  bat  in 
every  thing  by  prayer  and  supplication  with  thanks- 
giving let  your 'request  be  made*  known  unto  God: 
and  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understand- 
ing, shirfl  keep  your  hearts  and  minds  through  ChrHt 
Jesus.  Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true, 
whatsoever  things,  are  honest,  whatsoever  things  art 
just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever  thiap 
are  lovely,  whatsoever  things .  are  of  good  report,  if 
there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  tlunk 
on  these  things;  those  things,  which  ye  have  both 
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learned,   and  received,  and  heardf  and  seen  in  me, 
do  ;  and  the  God  ef  peace  shall  be  with  you. 

But  I  rejoiced  in  the  Lord  greatly,  that  now  at  the 
last  your  care  of  me  hath  flourished  again  ;  wherein 
ye  were  also  careful,  but  ye  lacked  opportunity.  Not 
that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want ;  fpr  I  nave  learned, 'in 
whatsoever  state  I  am,  theretoith  to  be  content.  I 
know  both  how  to  be  abased,  and  I  know  how  tQ 
abound ;  every  where  and  in  all  things  I  am  instructed, 
both  to  be  full  and  to  be  hungry,  both  to  abound  and 
to  suffer  need ;  I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
which  strengtheneth  me.  Notwithstanding  ye  havo' 
well  done,  that  ye  did  communicate  with  my  affliction. 
Now,  ye  FhiHppians,  know  also,  that  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  gospel,  when  I  departed  from  Macedonia, ' 
no  church  communicated  with  me  as  concerning  giv- 
ing and  receiving,  but  ye  only  ;■  fqr  even  in  Thessa- 
lonica,  ye  sent  once  and  again  nhto  my  necessity. 
Not  because  I  desire  a  gift,  but  I  desire  fruit  that 
may  abound  to  your  account  But  I  have  all,  and 
abound  ;  I  am  full,,  having  received  of  Epaphroditus 
the  things  which  were  sent  from  you,  an  odour  of  a 
^' sweet-smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable,  well-pleasing  to 
God.  But  my  God  shall  supply  all  your  need,  ac- 
cording to  his  riches  in  glory,  by  Christ  Jesus. 

CONCLtJSION. 

Now  onto  God .  and  our  Father  6c  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen.  Salute  every  saint  in  Christ  Jesus. 
The  brethren  which  are  with  me  greet  you.  All  the 
saints  salute  you,  chiefly  they  that  are  of  Cesar's 
household.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  bf 
with  you  all.

unto  you,  and  peace^  from  God  our  ]Patner  and  the

§  1.  We  give  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  praying  always  for  you^  since  we 
heard  of  your  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  of  the  love 
which  ye  have  to  all  the  saints,  for  the  hope  which  is 
laid  up  for  you  in  heaven,  whereof  ye  heard  before  in 
the  word  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  which  is  come  un- 
to you,  as  it  is  in  all  the  world,  and  bringeth  forth 
fruit,  as  it  doth  also  in  you,  since  the  day  ye  heard  of 
i7,  and  knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth ;  as  ye  also 
learned  of  Epaphras  our  dear  fellow-servant,  who  is 
for  you  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  who  also  de- 
clared unto  us  your  love  in  the  Spirit. 

For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard  i^ 
do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to  desire  that  ye 
might  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  in  all 
•  wisdom  and  spiritual  understanding,  that  ye  might 
walk  worthy  of  the  Loftt  unto  all  pleasing ;  being 
fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  increasing  in  the 
knowledge  of  God ;  strengthened  with  all  might,  ac- 
cording to  his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience  and 
long-suffering   with  joyfulness;   Giving    thanks    unto 
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the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be  partakers 
of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light,  who  hath  de- 
livered us  from  the  power  of  darkness,  and  hath  trans- 
lated us  into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear  Son,  in  whom 
we  have  redemptioil  through  his  blood,  even  the  for- 
giveness of  sins. 

Who  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God,  the  first-bom 
of  every  creature  ;  for  by  him  were  all  things  created, 
that  are  in  heaven,  and  that  are  in  earth,  visible 
and  invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones,  or  dominions,  or 
principalities,  or  powers  ;.  all  things  were  created  by 
him,  and  for  him ;  and  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by 
him  all  tilings  consist ;  and  he  is  the  head  of  the  body, 
the  church;  who  is  the  beginning,  the  first-bom  from 
the  dead,  that  in  all  things  he  mieht  have  the  preem*> 
inence,  for  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  him  should  all 
fulness  dwell,  and  having  made  peace  through  the 
blood  of  his  cross  by  him,  to  reconcile  all  things  un- 
to himself  by  him,  /  say^  whether  they  be  things  in 
earth,  or  things  in  heaven.  And  you,  that  were  some- 
time alienated,  and  enemies  in  your  mind  by  wicked 
works,  yet  now  hath  he  reconciled  in  the  body  of  his 
iBesh  through  death,  to  present  you  holy  and  unblamcr 
able  and.unreprovable  in  his  sight ;  if  ye  continue  in 
the  faith  grounded  and  settled^  and  be  not  moved  away 
from  the  hope  of  the  gospel,  which  ye  have  heard,  and 
which  was  preached  to  every  creature  which  is  under 
heaven; 

Whereof  I  Paul  am  made  a  minister.  Who  now 
rejoice  in  my  sufferings  for  ypu,  and  fill  up  that  fvhich 
18  behind  of  the  afflictions  of  Christ  in  my  flesh  for  his 
body's  sake,  which  is  the  church ;  whereof  I  am  made 
a  minister,  according  to  the  dispensation  of  God, 
which  is  given  to  me  for  V01I9  ^^  f^^  the  word  of  God^ 
even  the  mystery  which  hath  been  hid  from  ages  and 
from  generations,  but  now  is  made  manifest  to  his 
saints ;  to  whom  God  would  make  known  what  is 
the  riches  of  the  glory  of  this  mystery  among  the 
Gentiles,  which  is  Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of  glory  ; 
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whom  we  preach,  warning  every  man,  and  teaching 
every  man  in  all  wisdom,  that  we  may  present  every 
man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus ;  wheremito  I  also  labour, 
striving  according  to  his  working,  which  worketh  in  me 
mightily.     For  I  would  that  ye  knew  what  great  con- 
flict I  have  for  you  and  for  them  at  Laodicea  and  far 
as  many  as  •  have  not  seen  my  face  in  the ,  flesh ;  that 
their  hearts  might  be  comforted,  being  knit  together  in 
love,  and  unto  all  riches  of  the  full  assurance  of  un- 
derstanding, to  the  acknowledgment  of  the  mystery  of 
God,  and  of  the  Father,  and  of  Christ,  in  whom  are 
hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom,  and  knowledge. 
I    And  this  I  say,  lest  any  man  should  beguile  yon 
with  enticing  words.     For  though  I  be  absent  in  the 
flesh,  yet  am  I  with  you  in  the  spirit,  joying  and  be- 
holding your  order,  and  the  steadfastness  of  your  faith 
in  Christ.     As  ye  have  therefore  received  Christ  Je- 
sus the  Lord,  ^o  walk  ye  in  him,  rooted  and  built  op 
in  him,  and  stablished  in  the  faith,  as  ye  have  been 
taught,  abounding  therein  with  thanksgiving.     Beware 
lest  any  man  spoil  you  through  philosophy  and  vain 
deceit,  after  the  tradition  of  men,  after  the  rudiments 
of  the  world,  and  not  after  Christ. 

For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead 
bodily,  and  ye  are  complete  in  him  ;  which  is  the  h^d 
of  all  principality  and  power ; 

In  whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with  the  circonh 
cision  made  without  hands,  in  putting  ofi*  the  body  of 
the  sins  of  the  flesh  by  the  circumcision  of  Christ ;  bu- 
ried with  him  in  baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are  risea 
with  him  through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God, 
who  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead  ;  and  you  bang 
dead  in  your  sins  and  the  uncircumcision  of  your  flesh, 
hath  he  quickened  together  with  him,  having  forgiven 
you  all  trespasses ;  blotting  out  the  hand-writing  of 
ordinances  that  was  against  us,  which  was  contrary  to 
us,  and  took  it  out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to  his  cross ; 
and  having  spoiled  principalities  and  powers,  he  made 
a  shew  of  them  openly,  triumphing  over  them  in  it 
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Let  no  man  therefore  Judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink, 
or  in  respect  of  an  holy^day,  or  of  the  new-moon,  or  of 
the  sabhalh-cfat^^;  which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to 
come,  but  the  body  is  or  Christ. 

Let  no  man  beguile  you  of  your  reward  in  a  volun- 
tary humility  and  worshipping  of  angels,  intruding 
into  those  things  which  he  hath  not  seen,  vaiii- 
ly  puffed  up  by  his  fleshly  mind,  and  not  holding  the 
head,  from  which  all  the  body  by  joints  and  bands 
having  nourishment  ministered,  and  knit  together,  in- 
creaseth  with  the  increase  of  God. 

Wherefore  if  ye  be  dead  with  Christ  from  the  ru- 
diments of  the  world,  why,  as  though  Uviiig  in  the 
world,  are  ye  subject  to  ordinances?  touch  not, taste  not, 
handle  not;  which  all  are  to  perish  with  the  using,  af- 
ter the  commandments  and  doctrines  of  men.  Which 
things  have  indeed'  a  shew  of  wisdom  in  will-worship 
and  humility,  and  neglecting  of  the  body,  not  in  any 
honour  to  the  satisfying  of  the  flcish. 

§  ^.  If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those 
things  which  are  above^  where  Christ  sitteth  on  the 
right  hand  of  God ;  set  your  affections  on,  things 
above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye  are  dead, 
and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God;  when 
Christ,  toko  is  our  Ufe,  shall  appear,  th^  shall  ye  al- 
so appear  with  him  in  glory. 

Mortify  therefore  your  members  which  are  upon  the 
earth,  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  afiection, 
evil. concupiscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry; 
for  which  things'  sake  the  wrath  of  God  cometh  on 
the  children  of  disobediaice ;  in  the  which  ye  also 
walked  sometime,  when  ye  Uved  in  them  ;  but  now  ye 
also  put  off  all  these,  anger,  wrath,  malice,  blasphemy, 
filthy  communication  out  of  your  mouth ;  lie  not  one 
to  another,  seeing  that  ye  have  put  off  the  old  man 
with  his  deeds,  and  have  put  on  the  new  man^  which 
is  renewed  in  knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  that 
created  him  ; 
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Where  there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  circumcis- 
ion iior  uncircumcision.  Barbarian,  Scythian,  bond, 
fuhr  free :  but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

Put  on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of  God,  holy  and  be- 
loved, bowels  of  mercies,  kindness,  humbleness  of  mind, 
meekness,  long-suffering  ;  (forbearing  one  another,  and 
forgiving  one  another,  if  any  man  have  a  quarrel 
against  any;  even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so  also  do 
ye.)  And  above  all  these  things,.puf  ofi  charky,  which 
is  the  bond  of  perfectness ;  and  let  the  peace  of  God 
rule  in  your  hearts,  to  the  which  also  ye  are  called  in 
one  bckly;  aiid  be  ye  thankful.  Let  the  word  of  Christ 
dwell  in  you  richly ;  in  all  wisdom  teaching  and  ad- 
monishing one  another;  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spir- 
itual songs  singing  with  grace,  in' your  hearts  tx>  the 
Lord  ;  and  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word. or  deed,  do  all 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God 
and  the  Father  by  him. 

Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your,  own  husbands, 
as.  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord.  Husbands,  love  your  wives, 
and  be  not  bitter  agakist  them. 

Children,  obey  your  parents  in  all  things  ;  for  this 
is  well-pleasing  unto  the  Lord.  Fathers,  provoke  not 
your  children  to  anger^  lest  they  be  discouraged. 

Servants,  obey  in  all  things  your  masters  according 
to  the  flesh ;  hot  with  eye-service,  as  men-pleasers, 
but  in  singleness  of  heart,  fearing  God ;  and  whatso- 
ever ye  do,  do  it  heartily,  as  to  ^e  Lord,  and  not  un* 
to  men ;  knowing  that  of  the  Lord  ye  shall  receiTe 
the  reward  of  the  inheritance  ;  for  ye  serve  the  Lord 
Christ.  But  he  that  doeth  wrong  shall  receive  for  the 
wrong  which  he  hath  done  ;  and  there  is  no  respect  of 
persons.  Masters,  give  unto  i^r  servants  that  which 
is  just  and  equal,  knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master 
in  heaven. 

Continue  in  prayer,  and  watch  in  the  same  with 
thanksgiving;  withal  praying  also  for  us,  that  God 
would  open  unto  us  a  door  of  utterance,  to  speak  the 
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mystery  of  Christ,  for  which  I  am  also  in  bonds  ;  that 
I  may  make  it  manifest,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

Walk  in  wisdom  towards  them  that  are  without,  re- 
deeming the  time.  Let  your  speech  be  alway  with 
grace,  seasoned  with  salt,  that  ye  may  know  how  ye 
ought  to  answer  every  man. 

CONCLUSION. 

All  my  state  shall  Tychicus  declare  unto  you,  who 
is  a  beloved  brother,  and  a  faithful  minister  and  fellow- 
servant  in  the  Lord ;  whom  I  have  sent  mito  you  for 
the  same  purpose,  that  he  might  know  your  estate,  and 
comfort  your  hearts,  with  Onesimus,  a  faithful  and  be- 
loved brother,  who  is  one  of  you;  they  shall  make 
known  unto  you  all  things  which  are  done  here. 

Aristarchus  my  fellow-prisoner  saluteth  you,  and 
Marcus,  sister's  son  to  Barnabas,  touching  whom  ye 
received  commandments,  (if  he  conpie  unto  you,  receive 
him ;)  and  Jesus,  which  is  called  Justus,  who  are  of 
the  circumcision.  These  only  are  my  fellow-workers 
unto  the  kii^dom  of  God,  which  have  been  a  comfort 
unto  me.  Epaphras,  who  is  one  of  you  a  servant  of 
Christ,  saluteth  you,  always  labouring  fervently  for 
you  in  prayers,  that  ye  may  stand  penect  and  com- 
plete in  all  the  will  of  God.  For  I  bear  him  record, 
that  he  hath  a  great  zeal  for  you,  and  them  that  are 
in  Laodicea,  and  them  in  Hierapolis.  Luke,  the  be- 
loved physician,  and  Demas,  greet  you.  Salute  the 
brethren  which  are  in  Laodicea,  ami  Nymphas,  and 
the  church  which  is  in  his  house. 

And  when  this  epistle  is  read  among  you,  cause 
that  it  be  read  also  in  the  church,  of  the  Laodiceans, 
and  that  ye  likewise  read  the  qpistle  from  Laodicea ; 
and  say  to  Archippus ;  Take  heed  to  the  ministry 
which  thou  hast  received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou  fufil  it. 

The  salutation  by  the  hand  of  me  Paul.  Remem- 
ber my  bonds*.     Gra^e  66  with  you.   •  Amen. 

Written  from  Rome  to  the  Colossians  by  Tychicus 
and  Onesimus. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

Paul,  ^nci  Sylranug,  and  Timotheus,  unto  the 
church  of  the  ThessalonianB  ivhich  is  in  God  the  Fa- 
ther and  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Grace  be  unto 
you,  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

§  1.  We  give  thanks  to  God  always  for  you  tU, 
making  mention  of  you  in  our  prayers,  remembering 
without  ceasing  your  work  of  faith,  and  labour  of  k>?€^ 
aiid  pati^iceof  hope  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the 
sight  of  God  and  our  Father ;  knowing,  brethren  bcJor- 
ed,  your  election  of  God^  For  our  gospel  came  not  unlo 
you  in  word  only,  but  also  in  power,  and  in  the  Hofy 
Ghpst,  and  in  inuch  assurance,  as  ye  know  what  man- 
ner of  men  we  were  among  you  for  your  sake.  And 
ye  became  followers  of  us,  and  of  the  Lord,  having 
received  the  word  in  much  affliction,  with  joy  of  the 
Holy  Ghost ;  so  that  ye  were  ensamples  to  all  that  be- 
lieve in  Macedonia  and  Achaia.  For  whom  yon 
sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord,  not  only  in  Mace- 
donia and  Achaia,  but  also  in  every  place  your  faith  to 
God- ward  is  spread  abroad ;  so  that  we  need  not  to  speak 
any  thing.  For  they  themselves  shew  of'us  what  man- 
ner of  entering  in  we  had  unto  you,  and  how  ye  turn- 
ed to  God  from  idols,  to  serve  the  living  and  true  God, 
and  to  wait  for  his  Son  from  heaven,  whom  he  raised 
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from  the  dead,  even  Jesus,  which  delivered  us  from  the 
^vraih  to  come. 

For  yourselves,  brethren,  know  our  entrance  in  unto 
you,  (hat  it  was  nut  in  vain ;  but  even  after  that  we 
had  suffered  before,  and  were  shamefully  entreated,  as 
ye  know,  at  Philippi,  we  were  bold  in  our  God  to 
speak  unio  you  the  gospel  of  God,  with  much  conten- 
tion. For  our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit,  nor  of 
uncleanness,  nor  in  guile  ;  but  as  we  were  allowed  of 
God  to  he  put  in  trust  with  the  gospel,  even  so  we 
speak,  not  as  pleasing  men,  but  God,  which  trieth  our 
hearts.  For  neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering 
words,  as  ye  know,  nor  a  cloak  of  covetousness,  God 
is  witness.  Nor  of  men  sought  we  glory,  neitlier  of 
you,  nor  yet  of  others,  when  we  might  have  been  bur- 
densome, as  the  apostles  of  Christ ;  but  we  were  gen- 
tle among  you  even  as  a  nurse  cherisheth  her  children^ 
so  being  affectionately  desirous  of  you,  we  were  will- 
ing to  have  imparted  unto  you,  not  the  gospel  of  God 
only,  but  also  our  own  souls,  because  ye  were  dear 
unto  us.  For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  and 
travail ;  for  labouring  night  and  day,  because  we  would 
not  be  chargeable  unto  any  of  you,  we  preached  unto 
you  the  gospel  of  God.  Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God 
alaOj  how  holily  and  justly  and  unblameably  we  be- 
haved ourselves  among  you  that  believe^  as  ye  know 
how  we  exhorted,  and  comforted  and  charged  everjr 
one  of  you,  as  a  father  dothhia  children,  that  ye  would 
walk  worthy  of  God,  who  hath  called  you  unto  his 
kingdom  and  glory. 

For  this  cause  also  thank  we  Gotl  without  ceasing, 
because,  when  yc  received  the  word  of  God  which  ye 
heard  of  us,  ye  received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men, 
but  as  it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God,  wltich  effectu- 
ally worketh  also  in  you  that  believe.  For  ye,  breth- 
ren, became  followers  of  the  churches  of  God  which 
in  Judea  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  for  ye  also  have 
suffered  like  things  of  your  own  countrymen  even  as 
they  have  of  the  Jews  :  who  both  killed  the  Lord  Je- 
Bbb  3»^ 
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SUB,  and  thdr  own  prophets,  and  ha^e  panecuted  as, 
and  they  please  not  God,  and  are  contrary  to  all  men ; 
forbidding  us  to  speak  to  the  Gentiles,  that  they  might 
be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway ;  for  the  wrath  if 
come  upon  them  to  the  uttermost. 

But  we,  brethren,  being  taken  from  you  for  a  short 
time  in  presence,  not  in  heart,  endearoured  the  more 
abundantly  to  see  your  face  with  great  desire.  Where* 
fore  we  would  have  come  unto  you,  (eren  I  Paul)  once 
tmd  again ;  but  Satan  hindered  us.  For  what  is  out 
hope  or  joy  or  crown  of  rejoicing  ?  are  not  even  ye  in 
the  presence  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  his  coming  ? 
For  ye  are  our  eloiry  and  joy. 

Wherefore  when  we  could  no  longer  fbriiear,  we 
thought  it  good  to  be  lefl  at  Athens  akme^  and  aent 
Timotheus,  our  brother,  and  minister  of  God,  and 
our  fellow-labourer  in  the  gospel  of  Christ,  to  estab- 
lishyou,  and  to  comfort  you  concerning  your  faith ; 

That  no  man  should  be  moved  by  these  aflUctions ; 
for  yourselves  know  that  we  are  appointed  thereanto^) 
or  verily,  when  we  were  with  you,  we  told  you  befere 
that  we  should  suffer  tribulation,  even  as  it  came  to 
pass,  and  ye  know  ;  (for  this  cause,  what  I  could  ao 
longer  forbear,  I  sent  to  know  your  faith,  lest  by  mne 
means  the  tempter  have  tempted  you,  and  our  labour 
be  in  vain. 

But  now  when  Timotheus  came  from  you  unto  os^ 
and  brought  us  good  tidings  of  your  faith  and  charity, 
and  that  ye  have  good  remembrance  of  us  always,  de- 
siring greatly  to  see  us,  as  we  also  to  see  you  ;  there- 
fore brethren,  we  were  comforted  over  you  in  all  our 
affliction  and  distress  by  your  faith ;  for  now  we  live, 
if  ye  stand  fast  in  the  Lord.  For  what  thanks  can 
we  render  to  God  again  for  you,  for  all  the  ioy  where- 
with we  joy  for  your  sakes  before  our  God  ?  Nigk 
and  day  praying  exceedingly  that  we  tnight  see  your 
face,  and  might  perfect  that  which  is  lacking  in  your 
faith  ?  Now  God  himself  and  our  Father,  and  oor 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  direct  our  way  unto  you :  and  the 
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Lord  make  you,  to  iiierease  and  abound  in  love  on 
towards  another,  and  towards  all  nun^  even  as  we  dc 
towards  you,  to  the  end  he  may  stablUh  yowr  hearts 
unblameable  in  holiness  before  Crod,  even  our  Father,, 
at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  hi^ 
saints. 

§  3.  Furthermore  then  we  beseech  you,  bmtfaren^ 
and  exhort  you  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as  yo'  have  re- 
ceived of  us  how  ye  ought  to  walk,  and  to  please  God, 
so  ye  abound  more  and  more ;  for  we  know  what  com- 
mandments we  gave  you  by  the  Lord  Jesus..  For  this 
is  the  will  of  God  even  your  sanctifieatioR ;  that  ye 
should  abstain  from  fornication ;  that  every  <me  of  you: 
should  know  how  to  possess  his  vessel  in  sanetificatiMfe 
and  honour,  not  in  the  lust  of  ccmcupisceBce,  even  as. 
the  Gentiles  which  know  not  God ;  that  no  man  go 
beyond  and  defraud  his  brother  in  any  matter  ;  because 
that  the  Lord  is  the  avenger  of  all  such,  as  we  also 
have  forewarned  you,  and  testified.  For  God  hath  not 
called  us  unto  uncleanness,  but  unto  holiness.  I^e 
therefore  that  despiseth,  despiseth  not  man,  but  God^ 
who  hath  also  given  unto  us  his  holy  Spirit 

But  as  touching  brotherly  love  ye  need  not  that  I 
write  unto  you ;  tor  ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  Qodi  i 
to  love  (me  another ;  and  indeed  ye  dp  it,  toward?  ail«, 
the  brethren  which  are  in  all  Maced<mia.     But.  we  be- ' 
seech  you,  brethren,  that  ye  increase  more  and.  morQ ; 

*And  that  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  your  xnyrjx 
business,  and  to  work  withyoui;  Qwn  hands,  as  we  com- 
manded you ;  that  ye  may  walk  honestly  towards  then| 
that  are  without,  and  tiMt  ye  may  have  lack  of  notbiqg^ 

But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brein- 
ren,  concerning  them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sor- 
row not,  evai  as  others,  which  have  no  hope,  j^oc  if 
we  beUeve  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  affain,  even  fo 
them  also  which  sle^  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  witbi 
him.  For  this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word  of  thai 
Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive  ami  remain  unto  the 
coming  of  the  Lord,  shall  not  prevofit  them  which  are 
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deep.  Fei^  the  Lofd  hbmOf  dtaOl  immud  Am

And  we  beseech  you,  breuM^  to  know  than  which 
labour  among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and 
admonish  you,  and  to  esteemthem  very  highly  m  love, 
for  their  works'  sake. 

Jlnd  be  at  peace  among  yourselves.  Now  we  ex- 
hort you,  brethren,  warn  them  that  are  unruly,  com- 
fort me  feeble-minded,  support  the  weak,  be  patient 
towards  all  men.  See  that  no  man  render  evil  for  evil 
unto  any  man ;  but  ever  follow  that  which  is  good, 
both  among  yoursdves  and  to  all  men. 
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Rejoice  evemiore ;  pray  without  ceasiiig ;  in  every 
thing  give  thanks,  for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus  concerning  you. 

Ctuench  not  we  Spirit ;  despise  not  propbesyins ; 
prove  all  things ;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good.  Ad«> 
stain  from  all  appearance  of 


CONCLUSION. 

And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly; 
and  /  pray  Ooa^  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body 
be  preserved  blameless  unto  the  cominff  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  FaiU^ul  is  he  that  caUeth  you,  who 
also  will  do  it. 

Brethren,  pray  for  us,  Greet  all  the  brethren  with 
an  holy  kiss.

INTRODUCTION. 


Paul,  and  Sylvanus,  and  Timotheus,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonians,  in  God  our  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Grace  unto  you,  and  peace,  from 
Ood  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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§  1.  We  are  bound  to  thank  God  always  for  700, 
brethren,  as  it  ia  meet,  because  that  your  faith  grai- 
eth  exceedingly,  and  the  charity  of  ewBry  one  ctf  m 
all  towards  each  other  aboundeth ;  so  that  we  oorswa 
glory  in  you  in  the  churches  of  God,  fc^  your  paticw 
and  faith  in  all  your  peraecuticms  and  tribulations  iM 
ye  endure  ;  which  is  a  manifest  token  of  the  righteov 
judgment  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy  d 
the  kingdom  of  God,  for  which  ye  also  suffer.     See- 
ing it  is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to.  reconqwoae 
tribulation  to  them  that  trouble  you,  and  to  you  wb 
are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  sbaH 
be  revealed  from  heaven,  with  his  mighty  angels,  ■ 
flaming  fire,  taking  vengeance  on  them  that  k«>w  Ml 
God,  and  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ;  who  shall  be  punished  with   everlasting  de- 
struction from  the  presence  of  the  -Lord,  and  from 
the  glory  of  his  power  ;  when  he  shall  come  to  be  glo- 
rified in  his  saints,  and  to  be  admired  in  all  them  that 
believe  (because  our  testimony  among  you  was  be* 
lieved)  in  that  day. 

Wherefore  also  we  pray  always  for  you,  that  our 
God  would  count  you  worthy  of  this  calling,  and  fulfil 
all  the  good  pleasure  of  his  goodness  and  the  work  of 
faith  with  power ;  that  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesoi 
CRrist  may  be  glorified  in  you,  and  ye  in  him,  accord- 
ing to  the  grace  of  our  God  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

§  2.  Now  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  com- 
ing of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  our  gathering  to- 
gether unto  him,  that  ye  be  not  soon  shaken  in  mind, 
or  be  troubled,  neither  by  spirit,  nor  by  word,  nor  by 
letter  as  from  us,  as  that  the  day  of  Christ  is  at  hand. 
Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means ;  for  that  do} 
shall  not  come^  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first, 
and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition, 
who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  call- 
ed God,  or  that  is  worshipped,  so  that  he  as  God  A' 
teth  in  the  temple  of  God,  shewing  himself  that  be  is 
God.     Remember  ye  not,  that,  when  I  was  yet  with 
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you,  I  told  you  these  thinm  ?  and  now  ye  know  what 
withholdeth,  that  he  might  be  revealed  in  his  time. 
For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  doth  already  work  ;  only 
he  who  now  letteth,  wiU  let,  until  he  be  taken  out  of 
the  way ;  and  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed^ 
whom  the  Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  lus 
mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  the  brightness  of  his 
coming ;  even  htm,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working 
of  Satan,  with  all  power  and  signs,  and  lying  wonders, 
and  with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in  them 
that  perish,  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth,  that  they  might  be  saved.  And  for  this  cause 
God  shall  send  them  strong  delusion,  that  they  should 
believe  a  lie ;  that  they  all  might  be  damned  who  be- 
lieved not  the  truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteous- 


§  3.  But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  alway  to 
God  for  you,  brethren,  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because 
God  hath  from  the  beginning,  chosen  you  to  salvation, 
through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  and  belief  of  the 
truth  ;  whereunto  he  called  you  by  our  gospel,  to  the 
obtaining  of  the  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Therefore,  brethren,  stand  fast,  and  hold  the  traditions 
which  ye  have  been  taught,  whether  by  word,'  or  our 
epistle.  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself,  and 
God,  even  our  Father,  which  hath  loved  us,  and  hath 
given  us  everlasting  consolation  and  good  hope  through 
grace,  comfort  your  hearts,  and  stablish  you  in  every 
good  word  and  work. 

Finally,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  may  have  free  course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as 
it  is  with  you,  and  that  we  may  be  delivered  from  un- 
reasonable and  wicked  men  ;  for  all  men  have  not  faith. 

But  the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall  stablish  you  and 
keep  you  from  evil.  And  we  have  confidence  in  the 
Lord  touching  you,  that  ye  both  do  and  will  do  the 
things  which  we  command  vou.  And  the  Lord  direct 
your  hearts  into  the  love  of  God,  and  into  the  patient 
waiting  for  Christ. 
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Now  we  command  you,  brethrm,  in  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Chrisls  that  ye  withdraw  yourself es 
from  every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not 
after  the  tradition  which  he  received  of  us.  For  your- 
selves know  how  ye  ought  to  follow  us;  for  we  be- 
haved not  ourselves  disorderly  among  you,  neither  did 
we  eat  any  man's  bread  ibr  nought,  but  wrought  with 
labour  and  travail  night  and  day,  that  we  ought  not 
be  chargeable  to  any  of  you ;  not  because  we  have  not 
power,  but  to  make  ourselves  an  ensample  unto  you  to 
follow  us.  For  even  when  we  were  with  you,  this  we 
commanded  you,  that  if  any  would  not  work,  neither 
should  he  eat.  For  we  hear  that  there  are  some  whidi 
walk  among  you  disorderly,  working  not  at  all,  but 
are  busy-bodies.  Now  them  that  aire  such  we  com- 
mand and  exhort  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  with 
quietness  they  work,  and  eat  their  own  bread.  But 
ye,  brethren,  be  not  weary  in  well-doing.  And  if 
any  man  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that 
man,  and  have  no  company  with  him^  that  he  may  be 
ashamed.  Yet  count  nim  not  as  an  enony,  but  ad- 
monish him  as  a  brother. 

CONCLUSIOff. 

Now  the  Lord  of  peace  himself  give  you  peace  al* 
ways  by  all  means.     The  Lord  be  with  you  all.

INTROD0OTION. 

Paul,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  ccHnmand* 
ment  of  God  our  Saviour  and  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  18  our  hope,  unto  Timothy,  my  own  son.  in  tbm 
faith,  grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  nrom  God  our  Father 
and  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

As  I  besouffht  thee  to  abide  still  at  Ephesus,  when 
I  went  into  Macedonia,  that  thou  mightest  charge 
some  that  they  teach  no  other  doctrine,  neither  ff ive 
heed  to  fables,  and  endless  genealogies,  which  nunis- 
ter  questions,  rather  than  godly  edifying  which  is  in 
faith ;  so  do.  Now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is 
charity  out  of  a  pure  heart  and  of  a  good  conscience, 
and  of  faith  unfeigned ;  from  which  some  having 
swerved  have  turned  aside  unto  vain  jangling,  desiring 
to  be  teachers  of  the  law,  understancimg  neitber  what 
th^  say,  nor  whereof  they  affirm. 

But  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it 
lawfully,  knowing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a 
righteous  man,  but  for  the  lawless  and  disobedient,  for 
the  ungodly  and  for  sinners,  for  unholy  and  profane^ 
for  murderers  of  fathers  and  murderers  of  mothers,  for 
manslavers,^  for  whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile 
themselves  with  mankind,  for  men-stealers,  for  liars, 
for  perjured  persons,  and  if  there  be  any  othef  thing 
that  is  contrary  to  sound  doctrine^  according  to  tM 
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glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God^  which  was  com- 
mitted to  my  trust. 

And  I  thank  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  who  hath  en- 
abled me,  for  that  he  counted  me  faithful,  putting  me 
into  the  ministry,  who  .was  before  a  blasphemer,  and  a 
persecuter,  and  injurious  ;  but  I  obtained  mercy,  be- 
cause I  did  it  ignorantly  in  unbelief,  and  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  was  exceeding  abundant,  with  faith  and 
love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  This  is  a  faithful  say- 
ing, and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus 
came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners ;  of  whom  I  am 
chief  Howbeit  for  this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that 
in  me  first  Jesus  Christ  might  shew  forth  all  long-suf- 
fering, for  a  pattern  to  them  which  should  hereafter 
believe  on  him  to  life  everlasting.  Now  unto  the  King 
eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the  only  wise  Ood,  be  hon- 
our and  glory,  for  ever  and  even.    Amen. 

This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  son  Timothy,  ac- 
cording to  tli^  prophecies  which  went  before  on  thee, 
that  thou  by  them  mightest  war  a  good  warfare,  hold- 
ing faith,  and  a  gopd  conscience,  which  some  having 
put  away,  concerning  faith  helve  made  shipwreck ;  of 
whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Alexculder,  whom  I  have  de- 
livered unto  Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not  to  blas- 
pheme. 

I  exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplicationg, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  ttianl^  be  made 
for  all  men  ;  for  kings  and /or  all  that  are  in  authority; 
that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  god- 
liness and  honesty.  For  this  i»  good  and  acceptable 
in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour,  who  will  have  all  men 
to  be  saved,  and  to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth.  For  there  is  one  God  and  one  mediator  be- 
tween God  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus,  who  gave 
himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time: 
whereunto  I  am  ordained  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle. 
(I  speak  the  truth  in  Christ,  and  lie  not,)  a  teacher  of 
the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  verity. 
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I  will  therefore  that  men  pray  every  where,  lifting  up 
holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  doubting ;  in  like  man- 
ner also,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in  modest  ap- 
parel, with  shamefacedness  and  sobriety,  not  with 
broidered  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls,*  or  costly  array,  but 
(which  becometh  women  professing  godliness,)  with 
good  works.  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence,  with  all 
subjection.  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor 
to  usurp  authority  over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence. 
For  Adam  was  first  formed  then  Eve.  And  Adam 
was  not  deceived ;  but  the  woman,  being  deceived, 
was  in  the  transgression;  notwithstanding  she  shall 
be  saved  in  child-bearing,  if  they  continue  in  faith,  and 
charity,  and  holiness  with  sobriety. 

This  is  a  true  saying ;  If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a 
bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work.  A  bishop  then  must 
be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober, 
of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach  ; 
not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lu- 
cre, but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous  ;  one  that 
ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  sub- 
jection with  all  gravity ;  (for  if  a  man  know  not  how 
to  rule  his  oWu.  house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the 
church  of  God  ?)  Not  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  op 
with  pride  he  fall  into  the  condemifation  of  the  devil ; 
Moreover,  he  must  have  a  ^ood  report  of  them  which 
are  without,  lest  he  fall  into  reproach  and  the  snare  of 
the  devil. 

Likewise  mxist  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  double- 
tongued,  hot  given  to  much  vnne,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre,  holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  con- 
science ;  and  let  these  also  first  be  proved,  then  let 
diem  use  the  office  of  a  deacon,  beingybunif  blameless. 
Even  so  must  their  wives  be  gravie,  notjilanderers,  so- 
ber, faithful  in  all  things.  Let  the  deacons  be  the  hus- 
bands of  one  wife,  ruling  their  children  and  their  own 
houses  well.  For  they  that  have  used  the  ofl^ce  of  a 
deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a  good  degree, 
and  great  boldness  in  the  fnith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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These  things  write  I  unto  thee,  hoping  to  cone 
unto  thee  shortly;  but  if  I  tarry  long,  that  thoi 
mayest  know  how  thou  oughtest  to  behave  thyself  it 
the  house  of  God,  which  is  the  church  of  Che  li?H| 
God.  The  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.  And  wi^ 
out  controversy,  great  is  the  mystery  of  godhness; 
God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  justified  in  the  Spiril) 
seen  of  angels,  preached  unto  the  Gentiles^  belief^ 
on  in  the  world,  received  up  into  glory. 

Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the  lat- 
ter times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed 
to  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils,  spealdaf 
lies  in  hypocrisy,  having  their  conscience  seared  with 
a  hot  iron,  forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to 
abstain  from  meats,  which  God  hiEith  created  to  here- 
edved  with  thanksgiving  of  th^n  which  befieve  and 
know  the  truth.  For  every  creature  qf  Grod  is  good, 
and  nothing  to  be  refused,  if  it  be  received  with 
thanksgiving ;  for  it  is  sanctified  by  thie  wwd  of  God 
and  prayer. 

If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  remembrance .  of  thoo 
things,  thou  shalt  be  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ, 
nourished  up  in  the  words  of  faith  ahd  of  good  doc- 
trine ;  ivhereunto  thou  hast  attained.  But  rdiise  pro- 
fane and  old  wives'  fables,  a|id  exercise  thyself  nAr 
er  uilto  godliness.  For  bodily  exercise  profiteth  lit- 
tle ;  but  godUnesis  is  profitable  unto  all  things,  having 
promise  of  the  Ufe  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  (• 
come.  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  aD 
acceptation ;  for  therefore  we  both  labour  and  suAr 
reproach,  because  we  tryst  in  the  living  God,  who  u 
the  Saviour  of  all  men,  specially  of  those  that  beheva 
These  things  command  and  teach.  Let  no  man  des- 
pise thy  youth ;  but  be  thou  an  example  of  the  belief^ 
ers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  is 
faith,  in  purity.  Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  r^id- 
kig,  to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  Neglect  not  the  gift 
that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy,  wA 
the  laying  on  of  the  hands  fif  the  presbytery.     Medi- 
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tate  upon  these  things,  give  thyself  wholly  to  them ; 
that  thy  profiting  may  appear  to  all.  Take  heed  unto 
thyself,  and  mito  the  doctrine ;  ccmtinue  in  them.  For 
in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself  and  them 
that  hear  thee. 

Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  entreat  him  as  a  father ; 
and  the  younger  men  as  brethren ;  the  elder  wom^i 
as  mothers ;  die  younger  as  sisters,  with  all  purity. 
Honour  widows  that  are  widows  indeed.  But  if  any 
widow  have  children  or  nephews,  let  them  learn  first  to 
shew  piety  at  home,  and  to  reqmte  their  parents ;  for 
that  is  good  and  acceptable  before  God.  Now  *she 
that  is  a  widow  indeed,  and  desolate,  trusteth  in  Crod^ 
and  continueth  in  supplications  and  prayers  nicht  and 
day  ;  but  she  that  liveth  in  pleasure  is  dead  while  she 
liveth.  And  these  things  give  in  charge,  that  they 
may  be  blameless.  But  if  any  provide  not  for  his  own, 
and  specially  for  those  of  his  own  house,  he  hath 
denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel.  Let 
not  a  widow  be  tak^i  into  the  number,  undw  three- 
score years  old,  having  been  the  wife  of  one  man,  well 
reported  of  for  good  works;  if  she  have  brought  up  chil- 
dren, if  she  have  lodged  strangers,  if  she  have  washed 
the  saints'  feet,  if  she  have  reheved  the  afflicted,  if  she 
have  diligently  followed  every  good  work«  But  the 
younger  widowjs  refuse;  for  when  they  have  begun  to 
wax  wanton  against  Christ,  they  will  marry ;  having 
danmatioQ,  because  they  have  cast  off  their  first  faith. 
And  withal  they  learn  to  be  idle,  wandering  about  from 
house  to  house;  and  not  only  idle,  but  tattlers  also 
and  buqr-bodies,  speaking  things  which  they  ought  not. 
I  will  therefore  that  the  younger  women  marry,  bear 
cshildren,  guide  the  house,  give  none  occasion  to  the 
adversary  to  speak  rraroacmully«  For  some  are  al- 
ready turned  aside  dter  Satan.  If  any  man  or  wo- 
man that  believeth  have  widows,  let  them  relieve  them, 
and  let  not  the  church  be  charged,  that  it  may  relieve 
them  that  are  widows  indeed. 
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Let  the  elders  that  rule  well,  be  counted  worthy  of 
double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word 
and  doctrine.  For  the  scripture  saith ;  Thou  shah 
not  muzzle  the  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  com;  anii, 
The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  reward.  Against  an  ri- 
der receive  not  an  accusation,  but  before  two  or  three 
witnesses.  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all^  that  oth- 
ers also  may  fear.  I  charge  thee  before  God,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  elect  angels,  that  thoo 
observe  these  things,  vnthout  preferring  one  before 
another,  doing  notlung  by  partiality.  Lay  hands  sad- 
d^y  on  no  man,  ndther  be  partaker  of  other  men's 
sins. 

Keep  thyself  pure.  Drink  no  longer  water,  but  use 
a  little  wine,  for  thy .  stomach's  sake,  and  thine  often 
infirmities. 

Some  men's  sins  are  open  beforehand,  going  brfore 
to  judgment ;  and  some  men  they  follow  afler.  Like- 
wise also  the  good  works  of  same  are  manifest  before* 
hand ;  and  they  that  are  oUierwise.  cannot  be  hid. 

Let  as  many  servants  as  are  under  the  yoke  ooont 
their  own  masters  worthy  of  all  honour,  that  the  name 
of  God  and  his  doctrine  be  not  blasphemed.  And 
they  that  have  believing  masters,  let  them  not  deniise 
them^  because  they  are  brethren ;  but  rather  do  them 
service,  because  they  are  faithful  and  beloved,  partak- 
ers of  the  benefit     These  things  teach  and  exhort. 

If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  and  consent  not  to 
wholesome  words,  even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  to  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  god- 
liness, he  is  proud,  knowing  nothing,  but  doating  about 
questions  and  strifes  of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy, 
strife,  railings,  evil  surmisings,  perverse  disputings  of 
men  of  corrupt  minds  and  destitute  of  the  truth,  sup- 
posing that  gain  is  godliness.  From  such  withdraw 
thyself. 

But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain.  For 
we  brought  nothing  into  this  world ;  and  it  is  certaii^ 
we  can  carry  nothing  out.     And  having  food  and  rai- 
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ment,  let  us  be  therewith  content.  But  they  that  will 
be  rich,  fall  into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and  into  many 
foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  which  drown  men  in  de- 
struction and  perdition.  For  the  love  of  money  is  the 
root  of  all  evil;  which  while  some  coveted  after,  they 
have  erred  from  the  faith,  and  pierced  themselves 
through  with  many  sorrows. 

But  thou,  O  man  of  God,  flee  these  things  ;  and  fol- 
low after  righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love,  patience, 
meekness ;  fight  the  good  fight  of  failh,  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life,  whereunto  thou  art  also  called,  and  hast 
professed  a  good  prolession  before  many  witnesses,  I 
give  thee  charge  in  the  sight  of  God,  who  quickeneth 
all  things,  and  be/ore  Christ  Jesus,  who  before  Pon- 
tius Pilate  witnessed  a  good  confession,  that  thou  keep 
//m commandment  without  spot,  unrebukable,  untilthe 
appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  in  his  times 
he  shall  shew,  who  is  thti  blessed  and  only  Potentate, 
the  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords,  who  only  hath 
immortality,  dwelling  in  the  light  which  no  man  can 
approach  unto,  whom  no  man  hath  seen,  nor  can  see ; 
to  whom  be  honour  and  power  everlasting.     Amen. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they  be 
not  high-minded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in 
the  Hving  God,  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things  to  en- 
joy ;  that  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich  in  good 
works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  communicate, 
laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation 
against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold  on 
eternal  Ufe. 

O  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy 
trust,  avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings,  and  oppo- 
sitions uf  science  falsely  so  called ;  which  some  pro- 
fessing have  erred  concerning  the  faith,  Grace  be 
with  thee.     Amen. 

The  first  to  Timothy  was  written  from  Laodicea, 
tvhich  is  the  chiefest  city  of  Phrygia  Pacatiana. 
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TO 
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INTRODUCTION. 

Paul,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God^ 
according  to  the  promise  of  life  which  ig  in  Christ  Je- 
sns,  td  Timothy,  my  dearly  beloved  son.  Grace,  mercy, 
and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  Christ  Jesoi 
our  Lord. 

§  1.  I  thank  God,  whom  I  serve  from  my  foreft- 
thers  with  pure  conscience,  (that  without  ceasing  I 
havsr  ^remembrance  of  thee  in  n^y  prayers,  ^nighl  ^ 
day,  greatly  diesiring  to  see  thee,  being  mindful  of  thj 
tears,  that  I  may  be  filled  with  joy,)  when  I  call  to  re- 
membrance the  unfeigned  faith  that  is  in  thee,  whidi 
dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois,  and  thy  motkr 
Eunice;  and  I  am  persuaded  that  in  thee  also. 

Wherefore  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  tfaoa  ^ 
up  the  gift  of  God,  which  is  in  thee  by  the  patting  m 
of  my  hands ;  for  God  hath  not  given  us  the  spM 
of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  somii 
mind.  Be  not  thou  therefore,  ashamed  of  the  testi- 
mony of  our  Lord,  nor  of  me  his  prisoner  ;  but  be 
thou  partaker  of  the  afflictions  of  the  gospel,  accord* 
ing  to  the  power  of  Grod,  who  hath  saved  ua  and  caD- 
ed  U8  with  an  holy  calUng,  not  according  to  our  worb^ 
but  according  to  his  purpose  and  grace,  which  wii 
given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world  began,  but 
is  now  made  manifest  by  the  appearance  of  our  St- 
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Tiour  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  abolished  death,  and 
hath  brought  Hfe  and  immortality  to  life  through  the 
gospel;  whereunto  1  am  appointed  a  preacher,  and  an 
apostle,  and  a  teacher  of  llie  Gentiles.  For  the  which 
cause  I  also  suHer  these  things,  nevertheless  i  am  not 
ashamed;  for  I  know  whom  I  have  Ixtieved,  and  am 
persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I  have 
committed  unto  him  against  that  day.  Hold  fast  the 
form  of  sound  words,  which  thou  hast  beard  of  me,  in 
faith  and  love,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus;  that  good 
thing  which  was  committed  unto  thee  keep  by  the 
Holy  (ihost  which  dwelleth  in  us. 

This  thou  knowesi,  that  all  they  which  are  in  Asia 
he  turned  away  from  me,  of  wliom  are  Phygcllus  and 
Hermogcnes.  The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house 
of  Onesiphonis;  for  he  otl  refreshed  me,  and  was 
not  ashamed  of  my  chain,  but  when  he  was  in  Rome, 
he  sought  me  out  very  diligently,  and  found  me  ;  the 
Lord  grant  unto  him  that  he  may  find  mercy  of  the 
Lord  in  that  day  ;  and  in  how  many  things  he  miuisler- 
ed  unto  meat  Ephesus,  thou  knoweitt  very  well. 

Thou  therefore,  my  son,  be  strong  in  the  grace 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus  ;  and  the  things  that  tliou  hast 
heard  of  me  among  many  wiines-ses,  the  same  com- 
mit thou  to  faithlul  men,  who  shall  bo  able  to  teach 
others  also.  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  «s  a 
good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  No  man  that  warreth' 
entangleth  himself  with  the  affairs  of  this  life,  that  he 
may  please  him  who  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier. 
And  if  a  man  also  strive  lor  masteries  yet  is  he  not 
crowned,  except  he  strive  lawfully.  The  husbandman 
that  laboureth,  must  be  hrst  partaker  of  the  fruits. 
Consider  what  I  say;  and  the  Lord  give  thee  under- 
standing in  all  things. 

Remember  that  Jesus  Christ  of  the  seed  of  David 
was  raised  from  the  dead,  according  to  my  gospel; 
wherein  I  suffer  trouble,  as  an  evil-doer,  even  unto 
bonds ;  but  the  word  of  God  is  not  bound.  Therefore 
!  alt  things  for  tlie  elect's  sakcs,  that  they  may 
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also  obtain  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  with 
eternal  glory.  It  is  a,  faithfiil  saykig  :  For  if  we  be 
dead  with  him^  we  shall  also  live  with  mm ;  if  we  ai& 
fer,  we  shall  also  reign  with  him  f  if  we  deny  him^  hi 
also  will  deny  us ;  if  we  believe  tU&lj  yet  he  abiddh 
faithAil ;  he  cannot  dteny  Mmself. 

Of  these  things  put  them  in  renhembrsnce,  chargiog 
them  before  the  Lord  that  they  strive  not  about 
words  to  no  profit,  but  to  the  subverting  of  the  hear- 
ers. Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  t 
workman  that  needeth  hot  be  ashamed,  rightlj  divid- 
ing the  word  of  truth.  But  shun  profane  and  vaii 
babblings;  for  they  will  increase  unto  inore  ungodli- 
ness, and  their  word  will  eat  as  doth  a  canker;  of 
whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Philetns,  who  cenceraing  the 
truth  have  erred,  saying  that  the  resiirreotion  is  past 
already,  and  overthrow  the  faitlh  of  some. 

Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God  stnndeth  sure^ 
having  this  seal ;  The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are 
his;  And;  Let  every  one  tiiat  nameth  the  name  of 
Christ  depart  from  iniquity.  But  in  a  great  house 
there  are  not  only  vessefls  of  gold  and  of  silver,  bat  al- 
so of  wood  and  of  earth ;  and  some  to  hbiiour,  ao^ 
some  to  dishonour.  If  a  man  therefore^  pnrge  himfeif 
from  these,  he  shall  be  a  vessel  unto  honour,  sMdified) 
and  meet  for  the  master's  use,  and  pr^ared  mto  eve- 
ry good  work. 

Flee  also  youthful  lusts ;  but  follow  righteousMn^ 
faith,  charity,  peace,  with  them  that  call  on  the  hori 
out  of  a  pure  heart.  But  foolish  and  unlearned  ques- 
tions avoid,  knowing  that  they  do  gender  strifes ;  aid 
the  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not  strive,  bat  be  go- 
tie  unto  all  men^  apt  to  teach,  patient,  in  meekness  in- 
structing  those  that  oppose  themselves ;  if  God  pe^ 
adventure  will  give  them  repentance  to  the  acknow- 
ledging of  the  truth,  and  that  they  may  recover  then- 
selves  out  of  the  snare  of  the  devil,  who  are  taken  c^ 
tive  by  him  at  his  will. 
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This  know  alao,  that  in  llio  last  days  perilous  times 
shall  come.  For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  covetous,  bonslers,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobe- 
dient to  parents,  unthankful,  unholy,  without  natural 
affection,  truce-breakers,  false  accusers,  incontinent, 
fierce,  despisers  of  those  that  are  good,  traitor^,  heudy, 
high-minded,  lovers  of  pleasures,  mure  than  lovers  of 
God,  having  a  form  of  godliness  but  denying  the 
power  thereof.  From  such  turn  away.  For  of  this 
sort  are  they  wiiich  creep  into  houses,  and  lead  cap- 
tive silly  women  laden  with  sins,  led  away  with  divers 
lusts,  ever  teaming,  and  never  able  lo  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth.  Now  as  Janes  and  Jam- 
brcs  nilhstood  Moses,  so  do  these  also  resist  the  trutb| 
men  of  corrupt  minds,  reprobate  concerning  the  faith. 
But  ihey  shall  proceed  no  further  ;  for  tlieir  folly  shall 
be  manifest  unto  all  men,  as  theirs  also  was. 

But  thou  hast  fully  known  my  doctrine,  manner  of 
life,  purpose,  faith,  tong-sutfering,  charity,  palienoe, 
persecutions,  afflictions,  which  came  unto  meat  Anti- 
och,  at  Iconiiim,  at  Lystra  ;  what  persecutions  I  en- 
dured; but  out  of  them  aW,  the  Lord  delivered  me. 
Yea  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall 
suffer  persecution.  But  evil  men  and  seducers  shall 
wax  worse  and  worse,  deceiving,  and  being  deceived. 

But  continue  thou  in  the  things  which  thou  hast 
learned  and  hast  been  assured  of,  knowing  of  whom 
thou  hast  learned  them,  and  that  from  a  child  thou  bast 
known  the  holy  scriptures,  which  are  ablelo  makelhee 
wise  unio  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God, 
and  is  profilable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness ;  that  the  man 
of  God  may  bo  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  luito  all 
good  works. 

I  charge   thee  therefore,  before  God,  and  the  Lord 

Jesus  Chris),  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead 

at  his  appearing,  and  his  kingdom ;  preach  the  word, 

he  instiuit  in  season,  out  of  season,  reprove,  rebuka> 
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exhort  with  all  long-suffering  and  doctrine.  For  the 
time  will  come,  when  they  will  not  endure  sound  doe> 
trine,  but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  them- 
selves teachers,  having  itching  ears  ;  and  they  shaH 
turn*  away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be  tum- 
ed  unt#  fables.  But  watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure 
afflictions,  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  make  full 
proof  of  thy  ministry. 

For  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the  time  of 
my  departure  is  at  hand  ;  I  have  fought  a  good  fight, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith. 
Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righte- 
ousness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  shall 
give  me  at  that  day,  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all 
them  also  that  love  his  appearing. 

Do  thy  diligence  to  come  shortly  unto  me.  For 
Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having  loved  this  present 
world,  and  is  departed  into  Thessalonica;  Crescens 
to  Galatia,  Titus  unto  Dalmatia.  Only  Luke  is  with 
me.  Take  Mark,  and  bring  him  with  thee  ;  for  he  is 
profitable  to  me  for  the  ministry.  And  Tychicus  have 
I  sent  to  Ephesus.  The  cloke  that  I  left  at  Troas 
with  Carpus,  when  thou  comest,  bring  with  thetj  and 
the  books,  but  especially  the  parchments. 

Alexander  the  coppersmith  did  me  much  eril;  the 
Lord  reward  him  according  to  his  works  ;  oif  whom  be 
thou  ware  also,  for  he  hath  grieatly  withstood  our  words. 

At  my  first  answer  no  man  stood  with  me,  but  all 
men  forsook  me ;  /  pray  Ood  that  it  may  not  be  laid 
to  their  charge ;  notwithstanding  the  Lord  stood  with 
me,  and  strengthened  me,  that  by  me  the  preaching 
might  be  fully  known,  and  that  all  the  Gentiles  might 
hear ;  and  I  was  delivered  out  of  the  mouth  of  the 
lion.  And  the  Lord  shall  deliver  me  from  every  efil 
work,  and  will  preserve  me  unto  his  heavenly  king- 
dom ;  to  whom  he  glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

CONCLUSION. 

Salute  Prisca  and  Aquila,  and  the  household  of 
Onesiphorus.     Erastus  abode  at  Corinth;  but  Troph- 
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imus  have  I  left  at  Miletum  sick.  Do  thy  dili- 
gence to  come  before  winter.  Eubulos  greeteth  thee, 
and  Pudens,  and  Linus,  and  Claudia,  and  all  the 
brcithren.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  thy  spirit 
Grace  be  with  you.     Amen. 

The  second  epistle  unto  Timotheus,  ordajped  the 
first  bishop  of  the  church  of  the  Ephesians,  was  writ- 
ten from  Rome,  wh^n  Paul  was  brought  before  Nero 
the  second  time.

PAUL  TO  TITUS. 


INTR0DUCTI0I9. 

jPaul,  a  servant  of  God,  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ,  (according  to  the  faith  of  God's  elect,  and  the 
acknowledging  of  the  truth  which  is  after  godliness, 
in  hope  of  eternal  life,  which  God,  that  cannot  lie^ 
promised  before  the  world  began,  but  hath  in  due  times 
manifested  his  word  through  preaching  which  is  com- 
mitted unto  me,  according  to  the  conmiandment  of 
God  our  Saviour,)  to  Titus,  mine  own  son  after  the 
common  faith.  Grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God 
the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour. 

For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and 
ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee;  if 
any  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife,  having 
faithful  children,  not  accused  of  riot,  or  unruly,  for  a 
bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  steward  of  God ;  not 
self-willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to  wine,   no 
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\  not  given  to  filthy  lucre,  but  a  lover  of  hospi- 
tality,  a  lover  of  good  men,  sober,  just,  holy,  tempe* 
rate^  holding  fast  the  faithful  word,  as  he  hath  been 
taught)  that  he  may  be  able  by  sound  dectrine,  both 
to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gainsayers. 

For  there  are  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and  de- 
ceivers, specially  they  of  the  circumcision,  whose 
mouths  .must  be  stopp^  ;  who  subvert  whole  houses, 
teaching  things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre's 
sake.  One  of  themselves,  even  a  prophet  of  their  own, 
said  ;  The  Cretians  are  always  liars,  evil  beasts,  slow- 
bellies.  Tlus  witness  is  true.  Wherefore  rebuke  them 
sharply,  that  they  may  be  sound  in  the  faith,  not  giv- 
ing need  to  Jewish  fables,  and  commandments  of  men, 
that  turn  from  the  truth.  Unto  the  pure  all  things  are 
pure  ;  bm  unto  them  that  are  defiled  and  unbelieving 
is  nothing  pur^,  but  evai  their  mind  and  coiMcience  is 
defiled.  They  profess  that  they  know  God,  but  in 
works  they  deny  Aim,  being  abominable,  and  disobe- 
dient, and  unto  every  good  work  reprobate. 

But  speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound  doc- 
trine ;  That  the  aged  men  be  sober,  grave^  tempenle^- 
sound  in  faith,  in  charity,  in  patience ;   The  aged  wo- 
men likewise,  that  they  be  in  behaviour  as  becomedi 
holiness,  not  false  accusers,  not  given  to  much  wtoe^ 
teachers  of  good  things,  that  they  may  teach  the  young 
women  to  be  sober,  to  love  their  husbands,  to  bn 
their  children,  to  be  discreet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home^ 
good,  obedient  to  their  own  husbands,  that  the  wofd 
of  God  be  not  blasphemed.     Young  men  likewise  ex- 
hort to  be  sober-minded  ;  in  all  things  shewing  thyseif 
a  pattern  of  good  works,  in  doctrine  sheunnff  unco^ 
ruptness,  gravity,  sincerity,  sound  speech,  that  ciuhiqC 
be  condemned ;   that  he  that  is  of  the  contrary  part 
may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing  to  say  of  you. 

Exhort  servants  to  be  obedient  unto  their  own  mas- 
ters, and  to  please  them  well  in  all  things,  not  an- 
swering again,  not  purloining,  but  shewing  all  good 
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fidelity  ;  that  they  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our 
Saviour  in  all  thuiffs. 

For  the  grace  (h  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath 
appeared  to  all  men^  teaching  oa,  that^  denying  ungod- 
liness and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  sobei^,  right- 
eously, and  godly  in  this  present  virorld ;  locionff  for 
that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appearing  or  the 
great  God,  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ;  who  g^ve  him- 
self for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  firom  all  iniquity, 
and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people  zealous  g^ 
good  works. 

These  things  speak,  and  exhort,  and  rebuke  with 
all  authority,  let  no  man  despise  thee.  Put  them  in 
mind  to  be  subject  to  principalities  and  powers,  to 
obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to  every  good  work,  to 
speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no  brawlers,  but  gentle, 
shewing  all  meekness  unto  all  men.  Fw  we  our- 
selves also  were  sometimes  foolish,  disobedient,  de- 
ceived, serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures,  living  in 
malice  and  envy,  hateful,  and  hating  one  another ; 

But  after  that  the  kindness  and  love  of  God  our 
Saviour  toward  man  appeared,  not  by  works  of  right- 
eousness which  we  have  done,  but  according  to  his 
mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  waishing  of  regoieration, 
and  r^dewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  he  shed  on  us 
abundantly  through  Jesus  ChruA  our  Saviour,  that 
being  justified  by  his  grace  we  should  be  made  heirs 
according  to  the  hope  M  eternal  life.  This  is  a  faith- 
fiil  saying ;  and  these  things  I  will  that  thou  affirm 
constantly,  that  they  which  have  believed  in  God, 
might  be  careful  to  maintain  good  works.  These 
things  are  good  and  profitable  unto  men. 

But  avoid  foolish  questions,  and  genealogies,  and 
contentions,  and  strivings  about  the  law ;  for  they  are 
unprofitable  and  vain.  A  man  that  is  an  heretic  after 
the  first  and  second  admonition,  reject ;  knowing  that 
be  that  is  such,  is  subverted,  and  sinn^hi  being  con- 
denrned  of  himself. 
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CONCLUSION. 

When  I  shall  send  Artemas  unto  thee,  or  Tychiciu, 
be  diUgent  to  come  onto  me  to  Nicopolis  ;  for  I  hafe 
determmed  there  to  winter.  Bring  Zenias  the  lawyer 
and  Apollos,  on  their  journey  diligently,  that  notluiig 
be  wanting  unto  them.  And  let  ours  also  learn  to 
maintain  good  works  for  necessary  uses,  that  they  be 
not  unffuitfol.  All  that  are  with  me  salute  thee.  Greet 
them  that  love  us  in  the  faith.  Grace  be  with  you  alL 
Amen.. 

It  was  written  to  Titus,  ordained  the  first  bishop  of 
the  church  of  the  Cretians,  from  Nicopolis  of  Mace- 
donia.

.    INTRODUCTION.     . 

Itaul,  a  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  Timothy  oiii 
brother,  unto  Philemon  our  dearly  beloved,  and  fel- 
low-labourer, and  to  our  beloved  Apphia,  and  Archip- 
pus  our  fellow-soldier,  and  to  the  church  in  thy  house. 
Grace  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and 
the  Lofd  Jesus  Christ. 

I  thank  my  God^  making  mention  of  thee  always  id 
my  prayers,  hearing  of  thy  love  and  faith,  which  thoa 
hast  toward  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  toward  all  saints, 
that  the  communication  of  thy  faith  may  become  eSeo 
tual,  by  the  acknowledging  of  every  good  thing  whicli 
is  in  you  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  we  have  great  joy  and 
consolation  in  thy  love,  because  the  bowels  of  the 
saints  are  refreshed  by  thee,  brother. 

Wherefore,  though  I  might  be  much  bold  in  Christ 
to  enjoin  thee  that  which  is  convenient,  yet,  for  loTe\<; 
sake,  I  rather  beseech  theCj  being  such  an  one  as  Paul 
the  aged,  and  now  also  a  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ. 
I  beseech  thee  for  my  son  Onesimus,  whom  I  have 
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begotten  in  my  bonds ;  which  in  time  past  was  to  thee 
unprofitable,  but  now  profitable  to  thee  and  to  me, 
whom  I  have  sent  again  ;  thou  therefore  receive  him, 
that  is,  mine  own  bowels  ;  whom  I  would  have  retain- 
ed wiUi  me,  that  in  thy  stead  he  might  have  ministered 
unto  me  in  the  bonds  of  the  gospel.  But  without  thy 
mind  would  I  do  nothing  ;  that  thy  benefit  should  not 
be  as  it  were  of  necessity,  but  willingly.  For  perhaps 
he  therefore  departed  for  a  season,  that  thou  shouldest 
receive  him  for  ever,  not  now  as  a  servant,  but  aboi#e 
a  servant,  a  brother  beloved,  specially  to  me  ;  but 
bow  much  more. unto  thee,  both  in  the  flesh,  and  in 
the  Lord  ?  If  thou  count  me  therefore  a  partner,  re- 
ceive him  as  myself*  If  he  hath  wronged  thee,  or 
oweth  thee  aught,  put  that  on  mine  account.  I  Paul 
have  written  it  with  mine  own  hand,  I  wiD  repay  it. 
Albeit  I  do  not  say  to  thee,  how  thou  ow^st  unto  me 
ev^Q  thine  ownself  besides.  Yea,  brother,  let  me  have 
joy  of  thee  in  the  Lord ;  refre^  my  bowels  in  the 
Lord.  Having  cdnQdence  in  thy  obediaice  I  wrote 
unto  thee,  knowing  that  thou  wilt  also  do  more  than  I 
say.  But  withal  prepare  me  also  a  lodging ;  for  I  trust 
that  through  your  prayers  I  shall  be  given  unto  you. 

CONCLUSION. 

There  salute  thee  Epaphras,  my  fellow-prisoner  in 
Christ  Jesus,  Marcus,  Aristarchus,  Demas,  Lucas, 
my  fellow-labourers.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  he  with  your  spirit.    Amen. 

Written  from  Rome  to  Philemon,  by  Onesimus  a 
;iervant. 
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§  1.  fjroD,  who  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers 
manners  spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathers,  by  the 
prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  onto  us  by  his 
Son,  whom  he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by 
whom  also  he  made  the  worlds ;  who  being  the  bright- 
ness of  his  glory,  and  the  express  image  of  his  person, 
and  upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  his  power, 
when  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat  down  on 
the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high ;  being  made  so 
much  better  than  the  angels,  as  he  nath  by  iSieritance 
obtained  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 

For  unto  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time ; 
Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee  ? 
And  again ;  I  will  be  to  him  a  Father,  and  he  shall  be 
to  me  a  Son  ?  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in  the 
first-begotten  into  the  world,  he  saith ;  And  let  all  the 
angels  of  God  worship  him.  And  of  the  angels  he 
saith  ;  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  minis- 
ters a  flame  of  Are.  But  unto  the  Son  he  saith;  Thy 
throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever ;  a  sceptre  of 
righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy  kingdom.  Thou 
hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity;  there* 
fore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the 
oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows.  And  ;  Thou,  Lord, 
in  the  beginning  hast  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth ; 
and  the  heavens  are  the  works  of  thine  hands.  They 
shall  perish  ;  but  thou  remainest.  And  they  all  shall 
wax  old  as  doth  a  garment,  and  as  a  vesture  shalt 
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thou  fold  them  up^  and  they  shall  be  changed ;  but 
thou  art  the  sam^  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail.  But 
to  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time ;  Sit  on  my 
right  hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ? 
Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits,  sent  forth  to  minis** 
ter  for  them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation  1 

Therefore  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  heed 
to  the  things  which  we  have  heard,  lest  at  any  time  we 
should  let  them  slip.  For  if  the  word  spoken  by 
angels  was  steadfast,  and  every  transgression  and*diioft 
bedieiice  received  a  just  recompence  of  reward,  hb# 
shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation 
which  at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord,  and 
was  confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that  heard  him}  God 
also  bearing  them  witness,  both  with  signs  and  won- 
ders, and  with  divers  miracles,  and  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  according  to  his  own  will  ? 

For  unto  the  angels  hath  he  not  put  in  subjection 
the  world  to  come,  whereof  we  speak.  But  one  in  a 
certain  place  testifi^,  saying;  What  is  man  that  thou 
art  mindful  of  him  ?  or  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visi- 
test  him  ?  Thou  madest  him  a  little  lower  than  the 
angels ;  thou  crownedst  him  with  glory  and  honour, 
and  didst  set  him  over  the  works  of  thy  hands  ;  thoa 
hast  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet.  For 
in  that  he  put  all  in  subjection  under  him,  he  left 
nothing  that  is  not  put  under  him.  But  now  we  see 
not  yet  all  things  put  under  him.     But  we  see  Jesus,  ^ 

who  was  made  a  little  lower  than  the  angels  for  the 
suffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory  and  honour ; 
that  he  by  the  grace  of  God  should  taste  death  for 
every  man.  ' 

For  it  became  him,  for  whom  are  all  things,  and  by 
whom  are  all  things,  in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory, 
to  make  the  captain  of  their  salvation  perfect  through 
suffering.  For  both  he  that  sanctifieth,  and  they  who 
are  sanctified,  are  all  of  one;  for  which  cause  he  is  not 
ashamed  to  call  them  brethrea^  saying ;  I  will  declare 
thy  name  unto  my  brethren,  in  the  nudst  of  the  diurch 
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will  I  sing  praise  unto  thee.  And  again;  I  will  potii 
trust  in  him.  And  again  ;  Behold,  I,  and  the  chiUn 
which  God  hath  given  me.  Forasmuch  then  as  the  dii 
dr^i  are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood^healso  himself  life 
wise  took  part  of  the  same ;  that  through  death  he  mi^ 
destroy  him  that  had  the  power  of  death,  that  is,tk 
devil,  and  deliver  them,  who,  through  fear  of  death,  wcr 
all  their  life-time  subject  to  bondage.  For  verily  he  took 
not  on  him  the  nature  o/'angels;  but  he  took  onUmtk 
seed  of  Abraham.  Wherefore  in  all  things  it  be- 
hoved him  to  be  made  like  unto  his  brethren  ;  that  k 
might  be  a  merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in  thiogi 
pertaining  to  God,  to  make  reconciliation  for  the  sioi 
of  the  people.  For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered, 
being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour  them  that  an 
tempted. 

§  2.  Wherefore,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  the 
heavenly  calUng,  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest 
of  our  profession,  Christ  Jesus ;  who  was  faithfal  te 
him  that  appointed  him,  as  also  Moses  was  Jailkfnl  in 
all  his  house.. 

For  this  man  was  counted  worthy  of  more  gkrj 
than  Moses,  inasmuch  as  he  who  hath  builded  the 
house,  hath  more  honour  than  the  house.  For  even 
house  is  builded  by  some  man  ;  but  he  that  built  lu 
things  is  God. 

And  Moses  verily  was  faithful  in  all  his  house,  as  i 
servant,  for  a  testimony  of  those  things  which  were  to 
be  spoken  afler ;  but  Christ  as  a  Son  over  his  owa 
house ;  whose  bouse  are  we,  if  we  hold  fast  the  oon- 
fidence,  and  the  rejoicing  of  the  hope  firm  unto  tk 
end. 

Wherefore,  las  the  Holy  Ghost  saith ;  To-day  if  ye 
will  hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts,  as  io  the 
provocation,  in  the  day  of  temptatioq  in  the  wilderness; 
when  your  fathers  tempted  me,  proved  me,  and  saw 
my  works  forty  years.  Wherefore  I  was  grieved  with 
that  generation,  and  said ;  They  do  always  err  in  their 
heart,   and  they  have  not  known  my  ways.      So  I

i  aware  in  ray  wralh ;  They  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest. 
i>  Take  heed,  brethren^  lest  there  be  in  any  of  you  an 
^  evil  heart  of  unbelief,  in  departing  from  the  living  God. 
I  But  exhort  one  another  daily,  while  it  i^  called  To- 
I  day  ;  lest  any  of  you  be  hardened  through  the  deceit- 
,  fulness  of  sin.     For  we  are  made  partakers  of  Christ, 
if  we  hold  the  beginning  of  our  conlidence  steadfast 
unto  the  end  ;  while  it  is  said  ;  To-day  if  ye  will  hear 
his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts  »s  in  the  provoca- 
tion.    For  some  when  they  had  heard,  did  provoke  ; 
howbeit,  not  alt  that  came  out  of  Egypt  by  Moses. 
But  with  whom  was  he  grieved  forty  years  ?  was  it 
not  with  them  that  bad  sinned  ?  whose  carcases  fell  in 
the  wilderness.     And  to  whom  aware  be,  that  they 
should  not  enter  into  his  rest,  but  to  them  that  believed 
not  ?     So  we  see  that  they  could  not  enter  in  because 
of  unbelief     Let  us  therefore  fear,  lest  a  promise  be- 
ing left  us  of  entering  into  his  rest,  any  of  you  should 
s^cm  to  come  short  of  it. 

§  3.  For  unto  us  was  the  gospel  preached,  as  well 
as  unto  them ;  but  the  word  preached  did  not  prolit 
thcni,  not  being  mixed  with  faith  in  them  that  heard  it. 
For  we  which  have  believed  do  enter  into  rest,  as  he 
said;  As  I  have  sworn  in  my  wralh;  If  they  shall 
enter  into  my  rest ;  although  the  works  were  tinished 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  For  he  spake  in  a 
certain  place  of  the  seventh  day  on  this  wise;  and 
God  did  rest  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  works  ;  and 
in  this  place  again  ;  If  they  shall  enter  into  my  rest. 
Seeing  therefore  it  remaineth  that  some  must  enter 
therein,  and  they  to  whom  it  was  tirst  preached  en- 
t«'ed  not  in  because  of  unbelief; 

Again,  he  limiteth  a  certain  day,  saying  in  David  ; 
To-day,  after  so  long  a  time  ;  (as  it  is  said,)  To-day 
if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts.  For 
if  Jesus  had  given  them  rest,  then  would  he  not  after- 
ward have  spoken  of  another  day.  There  remaineth 
therefore  a  rest  to  the  people  of  God.  For  he  that  is 
entered  into  his  re.st,  he  also  hath  ceased  from  his  own 
works,  as  God  did  from  his.  431 
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Let  us  labour  therefore  to  enter  into  that  rest,  lot 
ttiy  man  fall  after  the  same  example  of  unbelief.  Fc 
the  word  of  God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharps 
than  any  twq-edged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the  di^ 
ing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  ui 
marrow,  and  is  a  discemer  of  the  thoughts  and  intcnli 
of  the  heart ;  neither  is  there  any  creature  that  is  not 
manifest  in  his  sight ;  but  all  things  are  naked  anl 
opened  unto  the  eyes  of  him  with  whom  we  have  to  da 

§  4.  Seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great  High  Pricit, 
that  is  passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God, 
let  us  hold  fast  our  profusion.  For  we  have  not  as 
high  priest  which  cannot  be  touched  with  the  feeling 
of  our  infirmities,  but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like 
as  we  are^  yet  without  sin.  Let  us  therefixre  come 
boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain 
mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need. 

Flor  every  high  priest  taken  from  among  men,  is  or- 
dained for  men  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  thai  he 
may  offer  both  gifts  and  sacrifices  for  sins,  who  can 
have  compassion  on  the  ignorant,  and  oh  them  that 
are  out  of  thiB  way,  for  that  he  himself  also  is  compas- 
sed with  infirmity  ;  and  by  reason  hereof  he  ought,  as 
for  the  people,  so  also  for  himself,  to  offer  for  sins. 
And  no  man  taketh  this  honour  unto  himself,  bat  he 
that  is  called  of  God  as  was  Aaron.  So  also  Christ 
glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an  high  priest,  but  he 
diat  said  unto  him ;  Thou  art  my  Son,  to-day  have  I 
begotten  thee  ;  as  he  saith  also  in  another  />/€ure,  Tbot 
art  a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. 
Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when  he  had  offered  up 
prayers  and  supplications,  with  strong  crying  and 
tears,  unto  him  that  was  able  to  save  him  from  death, 
and  was  heard,  in  that  he  feared,  though  he  wore  a 
Son,  yet  learned  he  obedience  by  Uie  things  which  he 
suffered,  and,  being  made  perfect,  he  became  the  Au- 
thor of  eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  hinu 
called  of  God  an  high  priest,  after  the  order  of  Mel- 
chisedec.

HEBREWS. 


Of  whom  we  have  many  things  to  say,  and  hard 
be  uttered,  seeing  ye  are  dull  ol'  hearing.  Fur  when 
for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have  need  that 
one  teach  you  again  which  be  the  first  principles  of 
the  oracles  of  God ;  and  are  become  such  as  have 
need  of  milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat.  For  every  one 
that  useth  milk  is  unskilful  in  the  word  of  righteous- 
ness; for  he  is  a  babe.  But  strong  meat  betongeth  to 
them  that  are  of  full  age,  even  those  who  by  reason  of 
use  have  their  senses  exercised  to  discern  both  good 
and  evil.  Therefore,  leaving  the  principles  of  Uie  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  let  us  go  on  unto  perfection  ;  not  lay- 
ing again  the  foundation  of  repentance  from  dead 
works,  and  of  faith  towards  God,  of  liie  doctrine  of 
baptisms,  and  of  laying  on  of  hands,  and  of  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  and  of  eternal  judgment.  And  this 
will  we  do,  if  God  permit.  For  it  is  impossible  for 
those  who  were  once  enlightenet),  and  have  tasted  of 
the  heavenly  giA,  and  were  made  partakers  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  have  losted  the  good  word  of  God, 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  if  they  shall  fall 
away,  to  renew  them  again  unto  repentance,  seeing 
they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and 
put  him  to  an  open  shame.  For  the  earth  which 
drinkelh  in  the  rain  that  coineth  oil  upon  it,  and  bring- 
eth  forth  herbs  meet  for  them  by  whom  it  is  dressed, 
rcceiveth  blessing  from  God  ;  but  that  which  beareth 
thom6  and  briers  is  rejected,  and  is  nigh  unto  cursing; 
whose  end  is  to  be  burned. 

But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better  things  of  yon, 
and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  though  we  thus 
speak.  For  God  in  not  unrighteous,  to  forget  your 
work  and  labour  of  love,  which  ye  have  shewed  toward 
his  name,  in  that  ye  have  ministered  to  the  saints,  and 
do  minister.  And  we  desire  that  every  one  of  you  do 
shew  the  same  diligence  to  the  full  assurance  of  hope 
unio  tlio  end ;  that  ye  be  not  slothful,  but  IblJowcrs 
of  them  who  tlirough  faith  and  patience  inherit  the 
promises.  For  when  God  made  promise  to  Abraham, 
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because  he  could  swear  by  no  greater,  he  sware  by 
himself,  saying ;  Surely  blessing  I  will  bless  tlm; 
and  multiplying  I  will  multiply  thee.  And  so^  afUr 
he  had  patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the  promise. 
For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater,  and  an  oath  Ar 
confirmation,  is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife.  WlMve- 
in  God,  willing  more  abundantly  to  shew  unto  the  hdn 
of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  cmifiriMi 
it  by  an  oath,  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  wfakk 
it  was  impossible  for  God  to  lie,  we  nuriit  have  a 
strong  consolation,  who  have  fled  for  rduge  to  % 
t^old  upon  the  hope  set  before  us  ;  which  Aope  we  lum 
ais  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  both  sure  and  steadfasli 
and  which  entereth  into  that  within  the  vai^  wfaitlm 
the  forerunner  is  for  us  entered,  €ven  Jesns,  made  aa 
high  priest  for  ever  afler  the  order  c^  MelcUsedec. 

For  this  Melchisedec,  king  of  Salem,  priest  of  the 
most  high  God,  who  met  Abraham  returning  from  the 
slaughter  of  the  kings,  and  blessed  him,  to  whom  abo 
Abraham,  gave  a  tenth  part  of  all,  first  being  by  inter- 
pretation King  of  righteousness,  and  after  that  tbo 
King  of  Salem,  (which  is  King  of  peace,)  without 
father,  without  mother,  without  descent  having  neither 
beginning  of  days  nor  end  of  life ;  but  made  like  unto 
the  Son  of  God,  abideth  a  priest  continually. 

Now  consider  how  great  this  man  toasj  unto  whom 
even  the  patriarch  Abraham  gave  the  tenth  of  the 
spoils.  And  verily  they  that  are  of  the  sons  of  Levi. 
who  receive  the  office  of  the  priesthood,  have  a 
commandment  to  take  tithes  of  the  people  according 
to  the  law,  that  is,  of  their  brethren,  though  thej 
come  out  of  the  loins  of  Abraham  ;  but  he  whose  de- 
scent is  not  counted  from  them  received  tithes  ot' 
Abraham,  and  blessed  him  that  had  the  promises. 
And  without  all  contradiction  the  less  is  blessed  of  the 
better.  And  here  men,  that  die,  receive  tithes  ;  but 
there  he  receivcth  them^  of  whom  it  is  witnessed  thai 
he  liveth.  And  as  I  may  so  say,  Levi  also,  who  re- 
ceiveth  tithes,  paid  tithes  in  Abraham.     For  he  wa;: 
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yet  in  the  loins  of  his  father,  when  Melchisedec  met 


If  therefore  perfection  were  by  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood ;  (for  under  it  the  people  received  the  law  ;)  what 
farther  need  was  there  that  another  priest  should  rise 
after  the  order  of  Melchisedec,  and  not  be  called  aft,er 
tiie  order  of  Aaron  ?  For  the  priesthood  being 
clumgcd,  there  is  made  of  necessity  a  change  also  of 
the  law.  For  he  of  whom  these  things  are  spoken 
pertaineth  to  another  tribe,  of  which  no  man  gave  at- 
tendance at  the  altar;  for  it  is  evident  that  our  Lord 
sprang  out  of  Juda,  of  which  tribe  Moses  spake  no- 
thin;;  concerning  priesthood.  And  it  is  yet  far  more 
evident,  for  that  aAer  the  similitude  of  Melchisedec 
there  ariseth  another  priest,  who  is  made,  not  after 
the  law  of  a  camal  commandment,  but  aAer  the  power 
of  an  endless  life.  For  he  testifieth  ;  Tbuu  art  a 
priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec.  For 
there  is  verily  a  disannulling  of  the  commandment 
going  before,  for  the  weakness  and  unprofitableness 
thereof;  (for  the  law  made  nothing  perfect;)  but  the 
bringing  in  of  a  better  hope  did^  by  the  which  we 
draw  nigh  unto  God. 

And  inasmuch  as  not  without  an  oath  he  was  made 
priest^  (for  those  priests  were  made  without  an  oath  ; 
but  this  with  an  oath,  by  him  that  said  unto  liim ; 
The  Lord  swareand  will  not  repent ;  Thou  art  a  priest 
for  ever  after  t!ie  order  of  Melchisedec  ;)  by  so  much 
was  Jesus  made  a  surety  of  a  better  testament.  And 
they  truly  were  many  priests,  because  they  were  not 
suffered  to  continue  by  reason  of  death  ;  but  this  mon, 
because  he  continueth  ever,  hath  an  tmchangeable 
priesthood;  wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to 
the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he 
ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them.  For  such 
an  high  priest  became  us,  tehc  is  holy,  harmless,  unde- 
filed,  and  separate  from  siimers,  and  made  higher 
tlian  the  heavens;  who  needeth  not  daily,  as  those 
high  priests,  to  oiler  up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own 
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sins,  and  then  for  the  people's ;  for  this  he  did  oece^ 
when  he  offered  up  himself.  For  the  law  maketk 
men  high  priests  which  hare  infirmity  ;  but  the  wor4 
of  the  oath,  which  was  since  the  law,  maketh  the  Soa 
who  is  consecrated  for  evermore.  Now  of  the  thingi 
which  we  have  spoken,  this  is  the  jEum  ;  We  ha?6 
such  an  high  priest,  who  is  set  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  the  Majesty  in  the  heavens,  a  minister  of 
the  sanctuary,  and  of  the  true  tabernacle,  which  the 
Lord  pitched,  and  not  man. 

For  every  high  priest  is  ordained  to  offw  gifts  and 
sacrifices ;  wherefore  it  is  of  necessity  that  this  miii 
have  somewhat  also  to  offer. 

For  if  he  were  on  earth,  he  should  not  be  a  priesl, 
seeing  that  there  are  priests  that  offer  gifts  acoordiiw 
to  the  law;  (who  serve  unto  the  example  and'  shadow  o? 
heavenly  things,  as  Moses  was  admonished  <tf  God^ 
when  he  was  about  to  make  the  tabernacle  ;  for  See^ 
saith  he,  that  thou  make  all  things  according  to  the 
pattern  shewed  to  thee  in  the  mount ;) 

§  5.  But  now  hath  he  obtained  a  more  excellent  mm- 
istry,  by  how  much  also  he  is  the  mediator  of  a  better 
covenant,  which  was  established  upon  better  promises. 
For  if  that  first  covenant  had  been  faultless,  then  should 
no  place  have  been  sought  for  the  second.  For  findiDg 
fault  with  them,  he  saith ;  Behold,  the  days  oome, 
saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will  make  a  new  cov^iant 
with  the  house  of  Israel  and  with  the  house  of 
Judah ;  not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made 
with  their  fathers,  in  the  day  when  I  took  them  kf 
the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  be- 
cause they  continued  not  in  my  covenant,  and  I  re- 
garded them  not,  saith  the  Lord.  For  this  is  the  cov- 
enant that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel  aficr 
those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  laws  into 
their  mind,  and  write  them  in  their  hearts  ;  and  I  will 
be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  people. 
And  they  shall  not  teach  every  man  his  neighbour, 
and  every  man  his  brother,  saying  ;  Know  the  Lofd ; 
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for  all  shall  know  me,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest. 
For  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighteousness,  and 
their  sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more. 

In  that  he  saith,  A  new  covenant^  he  hath  made  the 
first  old.  Now  that  which  decayeth  and  waxeth  old 
is  ready  to  vanish  away.. 

Then  verily  the  first  covenant  had  also  ordinances  of 
divine  service  and  a  worldly  sanctuary.  For  there 
was  a  tabernacle  made,  the  first,  wherein  was  the  can- 
dlestick, and  the  table,  and  the  shew-bread,  which  is 
called  The  Sanctuary.  And  after  the  second  vail, 
the  tabernacle,  which  is  called  The  Holiest  of  all, 
which  had  the  go\d&k  censer,  and  the  ark  of  the  cov* 
cnant  overlaid  round  about  with  gold,  wherein  was  the 

5 olden  pot  that  had  manna,  and  Aaron's  rod  that  bud- 
ed,  and  the  tables  of  the  covenant ;  and  over  it  the 
cherubims  of  glory  shadowing  the  mercy-seat;  of 
which  we  cannot  now  speak  particularly.  Now  when 
these  things  were  thus  ordained,  the  priests  went  al- 
ways into  the  first  taberfiacle,  accomplishing  the  service 
q/*  6od,  but  into  the  second  went  the  high  priest  alone 
once  every  year,  not  without  blood,  whidi  he  offered 
for  himseUr  and^or  the  errors  of  the  people  ;  the  Holy 
Ghost  this  signifying,  that  the  way  into  the  holiest  w 
all  was  not  yet  made  manifest,  while  as  the  first  ta- 
bernacle visa  yet  standing  ;  wUch  was  a  figure  for  the 
time  then  present,  in  which  were  offered  both  gifts  and 
sacrifices,  that  could  not  make  him  that  did  the  service 
perfect,  as  pertaining  to  the  conscience,  which  stood 
mily  in  meats  and  drinks,  and  divers  washings,  and 
€»mal  ordinances,  imposed  on  them  until  the  time  oi 
reformation.  But  Christ  being  come  an  high  priest  of 
good  things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect 
tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands,  (that  is  to  say  ;  not 
of  this  building,)  neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and 
calves,  but  by  his  own  blood,  be  entered  in  once  into 
the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal  redemption  ybr 
us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the 
ashes  of  an  heiler  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth 
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to  the  puri^ng  of  the  flesh ;  how  much  more  shall 
the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the  eternal  Spirit 
offered  himself  without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  con- 
science from  dead  workis  to  serve  the  living  God  1 
And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  tes- 
tament, that  by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  transgressions  that  were  under  the  first  testament, 
they  which  are  called  might  receive  the  promise  of 
eternal  inheritance. 

For  where  a  testament  is^  there  must  also  of  neces- 
sity be  the  death  of  the  testator.  For  a  testament  is 
of  force  after  men  are  dead,  otherwise  it  is  of  no 
strength  at  all  while  the  testator  liveth.  Whereupon 
neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated  wicbont 
blood.  For  when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept 
to  all  the  people  according  to  the  law,  he  look  the 
blood  of  calves,  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet 
wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled,  both  the  book,  and 
all  the  people,  saying ;  This  is  the  blood  of  the 
testament  which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  yoii ;  more- 
over he  sprinkled  likewise  with  blood  both  the  ta- 
bernacle, and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  al- 
most all  things  are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood,  and 
without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  remission. 

It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns  of  things 
in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these,  but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than 
these.  For  Christ  is  not  entered  into  the  holy  places 
made  with  hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true,  bal 
into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God 
for  us.  Nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  of  en,  as 
the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place  every  year 
with  the  blood  of  others  ;  (for  then  must  he  often  have 
suffered  since  the  foundation  of  the  world  ;)  but  now 
once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he  appeared,  to  pot 
away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself  And  as  it  is  ap- 
pointed unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judg- 
ment ;  so  Christ  was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of 
many,  and  unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear 
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the  second  time,  without  sin,  unto  salvation.  For  the 
law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come,  and  not 
the  very  image  of  the  thmgs,  can  never  with  those  sac- 
rifices which  they  offered  year  by.  year  continually 
make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect.  For  then  would 
they  not  have  ceased  to  be  oflfiBred  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no  more 
conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacr\ficea  there  is 
a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  every  year.  For 
it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore,-  when  he  cometh 
into  the  world,  be  saith;  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou 
wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  preparied  me  ;  in 
bumt-offerinffs  and  sacr\fices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no 
pleasure.  Tnen  said  I;  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of 
the  book  it  is  written  of  me,)  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 
Above,  when  he  said;  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt- 
offerings  and  offering  for  sin,  thou  wouldest  not,  nei- 
ther hadst  pleasure  therein  ;  (which  are  offered  by  the 
law;)  then  said  he  ;  Lb,  I  come  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 
He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  may  Mtablish  the 
second.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified  through 
the  offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  foraXL 
And  every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering,  and  offer- 
ing oftentimes  the  same  sacrlficiBs,  which  can  never 
take  away  sins  ;  but  this  man,  after  he  had  offered  one 
sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down  on  the  right  hand 
of  God,  from  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be 
made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  per- 
fected for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified.  Whereof  ihB 
Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us.  For  after  that 
he  had  said  before;  this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will 
nmke  with  them  after  those  days  ;  saith  the  Lord ;  I 
will  put  my  li^ws  into  their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds 
will  I  write  them,  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I 
remraaber  no  more.  Now  where  remission  of  these  is, 
there  is  no  more  offering  for  sin. 

§6.  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and 
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living  way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  ubj  throagh 
the  vail,  (that  is  to  say,  his  flesh,)  and  having  an  high 
priest  over  the  house  of  God  ;  let  us  draw  near  wick 
a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith^  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our 
bodies  washed  with  pure  water  ;  let  ns  hold  fast  the 

J  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering  ;  (for  he  a 
aithful  that  promised ;)  and  let  us  consider  one  an- 
other  to  proyoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works,  not  for- 
saking tne  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the 
manner  of  some  i^,  but  exhorting  one  another  f  and  so 
much  the  more,  as  ycrisee  the  day  approaching. 

For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we  have  received 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  renuuneth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins ;  but  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of 
judgment  and  fiery  indignation,  which  shall  devour  the 
adversaries.  He  that  despised  Moses'  law  died  with- 
out mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses ;  of  how 
much  sorer  punishment  supposed  ye,  shall  he  be  thought 
worthy,  who  hath  trodd^i  under  foot  the  Son  of  God, 
and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant,  wherewith 
he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  des- 

Eite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace  ?  For  we  know  him  that 
ath  said ;  Vengeance  belongeth  unto  me,  I  will  re- 
compense, saith  the  Lord ;  And  again;  The  Lord 
shall  judge  his  people.  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  the  living  God. 

But  call  to  remembrance  the  fonner  days,  in 
which,  after  ye  were  illuminated,  ye  ^idured  a  greet 
fight  of  afllictions ;  partly,  whilst  ye  were  made  a 
gazing-stock  both  by  r^roaches  and  afflictions ;  and 
partly,  whilst  ye  became  companions  of  them  that 
were  so  used.  For  ye  had  compassion  of  me  in  my 
bonds,  and '  took  jo3rnilly  the  spoiling  of  your  goods, 
knowing  in  yourselves,  that  ye  have  in  heaven  a  better 
and  an  enduring  substance.  Cast  not  away  therefore 
your  confidoice,  which  hath  great  recomp^ice  of  reward. 
For  ye  have  need  of  patiaice,  that,  after  ye  hare 
done  the  will  of  God,  ye  might  receive  the  promise. 
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For  yet  a  little  while^  and  he  that  shall  come,  will 
come,  and  will  not  tarry.  Now  the  just  shall  live  by 
faith  ;  but  if  any  man  draw  back,  my  soul  shall  have 
no  pleasure  in  nim.  But  we  are  not  of  them  who 
draw  back  unto  perdition ;  but  of  them  that  believe 
to  the  saving  of  the  soul.  Now  faith  is  the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen. 

For  by  it  die  elders  obtained  a  good  repwt.  Through 
faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were  framed  by 
the  word  of  God,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were 
not  made  of  things  which  do  appear. 

By  faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent 
sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which  he  obtained  witness  that 
he  was  righteous,  God  testifying  of  his  gifts  ;  and  by 
it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh. 

By  faith  Enoch  was  translated,  that  he  should  not 
see  death;  and  was  not  found,  because  God  had 
translated  him,  for  before  his  translation  he  had  this 
testimony,  that  he  pleased  God.  But  without  faith  it 
is  impossible  to  please  him.  For  he  that  cometh  to 
God  must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  re  warder 
of  them  that  diligently  seek  him. 

By  faith,  Noah,  being  warned  of  God  of  things  not 
seen  as  yet^  moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the 
saving  of  his  house  ;  by  the  which  he  condemned  the 
world,  and  became  heir  of  the  righteousness  which  is 
by  faith. 

By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was  called  to  go  out 
into  a  place  which  he  should  after  receive  for  an  in- 
heritance, obeyed  ;  and  he  went  out,  not  knowing 
whither  he  went.  By  faith  he  sojourned  in  the  land 
of  promise  as  m  a  strange  country,  dwelling  in  taber- 
nacles with  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the 
same  promise ;  for  he  looked  for  a  city  which  hath 
foundations^  whose  builder  and  maker  <«  God.  Through 
faith  also  Sara  herself  received  strength  to  conceive 
seed,  and  was  delivered  of  a  child  when  she  was  past 
age,  because  she  judged  him  faithful  who  had  promis- 
ed.    Therefore  spring  there  even  of  one,  and  him  as 
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good  as  dead,  so  many  aJB  the  stars  of  the  sky  in  mul- 
titude, and  as  the  sand  which,  is  by  the  sea  shore  innu- 
merable. These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received 
the  promises,  but  having  seen  them  afar  ofl^  and  woe 
persuaded  of  themy  and  embraced  them  and  confessed 
that  they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth. 
For  they  that  say  such  things  declare  plainly  that  thej 
seek  a  country.  And  truly,  if  they  had  bem  mindful 
of  that  caunhry  from  whence  they  came  out,  they 
might  have  had  opportunity  to  have  returned ;  bat  now 
they  desire  a  better  country^  that  is,  ah  heavenly. 
Wherefore  God  is  not  ashaniedto  be  called  their  God  ; 
for  he  hath  prepared  for  them  a  city.  By  faith  Abra- 
ham, when  he  was  tried,  offered  up  Isaac ;  and  he 
that  had  received  the  promises  offered  up  his  only  be- 

Sotten  sonj  of  whom  it  was  said ;  That  in  Isaac  shall 
ly  seed  be  called  ;  accounting  that  God  was  able  to 
raise  him  up,  evcsi  from  the  dead  ;  from  whence  abo 
he  received  him  in  a  figure. 

By  faith  Isaac  blessi^l  Jacob  and  Esau  concerning 
things  to  come.  By  faith  Jacob,  whesn  he  was  a 
dying,  blessed  both  tne  sons  of  Joseph;  and  worsbip- 
ped  leaning  upon  the  top  of  his  staff.  By  fiiitb  Jo- 
seph, when  he  died,  made  mention  of  the  departmg  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  gave  commandmenl  con- 
cerning his  bones. 

By  mith  Moses,  when  he  was  bom,  was  hid  three 
months  of  his  parents,  because  they  saw  he  was  i 
proper  child  ;  and  they  were  not  afraid  of  the  king^s 
commandment  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  come 
to  years,  refused  to  be  called  the  son  of  Pharaoh's 
daughter,  choosing  rather  to  suffer  affliction  with 
the  people  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin, 
for  a  season ;  esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ  greater 
riches  than  the  treasures  in  Egypt;  for  he  had  respect 
unto  the  recompence  of  the  reward.  By  faith  he  for- 
sook Egypt,  not  fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king ;  for 
he  endurea  as  seeing  him  who  is  invisible.  Throng 
faith  he  kept  the  passover,  and  the  sprinkling  of  blocM* 
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lest  he  that  destroyed  the  first-bom  should  touch 
them. 

By  faith  they  passed  through  the  Red  sea,  as  by 
dry  land  ;  which  the  Egyptians  assaying  to  do,  Were 
drowned.  By  faith  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell  down, 
afler  they  were  compassed  about  seven  days.  By 
faith  the  harlot  Rahab  perished  not  with  them  that 
believed  not,  when  she  had  received  the  spies  with  peace. 

And  what  shall  I  more  say  1  for  the  time  would 
fail  me  to  tell  of  Gideon,  and  of  Barak  and  of 
Samson,  and  of  Jephthae,  of  David  also  and  Satoiuel, 
and  of  the  prophets ;  who  through  faith  subdued  king- 
doms, wrought  righteousness,  obtained  promises,  stop* 
ped  the  mouths  of  lions,  quenched  the  violence  of  fire^ 
escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword,  out  of  weakness  were 
made  strong,  waxed  valiant,  in  fight,  turned  to  flight 
the  armies  of  the  aliens ;  women  received  their  dead 
raised  to  life  again  ;  and  others  were  tortured,  not  ac- 
cepting deliverance,  that  they  might  obtain  a  better 
resurrection ;  and  ethers  had  trial  of  cruel  mockings 
and  scourgings,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  impri- 
sonment ;  they  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder, 
were  tempted,  were  slain  with  the  sword,  they  wan- 
dered about  in  sheep-skins  and  goat-skins,  being  desti- 
tute, afflicted,  tormmted,  (of  whom  the  world  was  not 
worthy,)  they  wandered  in  deserts,  and  in  mountains, 
and  in  dens,  and  caves  of  the  earth.  And  these  all, 
having  obtained  a  good  report  through  faith  received 
not  the  promise,  God  having  provided  some  better 
thing  for  us,  that  they  without  us  should  not  be  made 
perfect. 

Wherefore  seeinff  we  also  are  compassed  about  with 
so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset  u^,  and 
let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before  us ; 
looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith, 
who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him,  endured  the 
cross,  despising  the  shame^  and  is  set  down  at  the 
right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God.     For  consider 
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that  endured  such  contradiction  of  sinners  against 
himself,  lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint  in  your  minds. 

Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against 
sin;  and  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  whick 
speaketh  unto  you,  as  unto  children ;  My  son,  despise 
not  thou  the  chastening  of  the  Lord,  nor  fahit  whoa 
Uiou  art  rebuked  of  him.  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth 
he  chasteneth  ;  and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  r^ 
ceiveth.  If  ye  endure  clmstening,  God  doaleth  with 
you  as  with  sons  ;  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father 
chasteneth  not  ?  But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement, 
whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards,  and 
not  sons.  Furthermore,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our 
flesh  which  corrected  u^,  and  we  gave  them  reverence ; 
shall  we  not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the 
Father  of  spirits,  and  live  1  For  they  verily  for  a  few 
days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  be 
for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holi- 
ness. Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to 
be  joyous,  but  grievous;  nevertheless,  afterward  it 
y ieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto  them 
which  are  exercised  thereby.  Wherefore  lift  up  the 
hands  which  hang  down,  and  the  feeble  knees ;  and 
make  straight  paths  for  your  feet^  lest  that  which  is 
lame  be  turned  out  of  the  way,  but  let  it  rather  be 
healed. 

Follow  peace  with  all  men^  and  holiness,  without 
which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord  ;  looking  diligently 
lest  any  man  fail  of  the  grace  of  God  ;  lest  any  root 
of  bittemei^s  springing  up,  trouble  you^  and  tha^y 
many  be  defiled  ;  lest  there  be  any  fornicator,  or  pro- 
fane perspii,  as  Esau,  who  for  one  morsel  of  meat  soU 
his  birthright.  For  ye'  know  -how  that  afterward, 
when  he  would  have  inherited  the  blessing,  he  was  re- 

{'ected  ;  for  he  found  no  place  of  repentance,  though 
le  sought  it  carefully  with  tears. 

For  ye  are  not  come  unto  the  mount  that  might  he 
touched,  and  that  burned  with  fire,  nor  unto  black- 
ness, and  darkness,  and  tempest^  and  the  sound  of  a 
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trumpet,  and  the  voice  of  words,  which  voice  they  that 
heard  entreated  that  the  word  should  not  be  spoken  to 
them  any  more,  (for  they  could  not  endure  that  which 
was  commanded ;  And  if  so  much  as  a  beast  touch 
the  mountain,  it  shall  be  stoned,  or  thrust  through 
with  a  dart ;  and  so  terrible  was  the  sight,  that  Moses 
said  ;  I  exceedingly  fear  and  quake,)  but  ye  are  come 
unto  mount  Sion ;  and  unto  the  city  of  the  living  God, 
the  heavenly  Jerusalem  ;« and  to  an  innumerable  com- 
pany of  angels ;  to  the  general  assembly  and  church 
of  the  first-bom,  which  are  written  in  heavoi ;  and  to 
God  the  Judge  of  all ;  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men 
made  perfect ;  and  to  Jesus  the  Mediator  of  the  new 
covenant ;  and  to  the  blood  bf  sprinkling,  that  speak** 
eth  better  things  than  that  of  Abel. 

See  Uiat  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaketh.  For  if 
they  escaped  not  who  refus^  him  that  spake  on  earthy 
much  more  ahaU  not  we  escape^  if  we  turn  away  from 
him  that  apeaketh  from  heaven.  Whose  voice  then 
shook  the  earth ;  but  now  he  hath  promised,  saying ; 
Yet  once  more  I  shake  not  the  earth  onl^,  but  abo 
heaven.  And  this  frord,  Yet  once  more,  signifieth  the 
removing  of  those  things  that  are  riiaken,  as  of  things 
that  are  made^  that  those  things  whicdi  cannot  be 
shakoi  mav  remain.  Wherefore  we  receiving  a  king- 
dom which  cannot  be  moved,  let  us  have  grace, 
whereby  we  may  s^rve  God  acceptably  with  reverence 
and  godly  fear ;  for  our  God  ia  a  consuming  fiire. 

Let  brotherly  love  continue.  Be  not  forgetful  to 
entertain  strangers :  for  thereby  some  have  entertakied 
angels  unawares.  Remember  them  that  are  in  bonds, 
as  bound  with  them :  and  them,  which  suffer  adver- 
sity, as  being  yourselves  also  in  the  body.  Marriage 
ia  honourable  in  all^  and  the  bed  undefiled ;  but 
whoremongers  and  adulterers  God  wiU  judge. 

Lef  your  conversation  be  vrithout  covetousness ;  and 
be  content  with  such  things  as  ye  have.  For  he  hath 
said ;  I  will  never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee:  so 
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that  we  may  boldly  fiay  ;  the  Lord  is  my  helper^  and 
I  will  not  fear  what  man  shall  do  unto  me. 

Remember  them  which  have  the  rule   over  yon, 
who  have  spoken  unto  you  the  word  of  Grod  ;   whoae 
faith  follow^  considering  the  end  of  their  ccmversatioB. 
Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday^: and  to-day,  and  for 
ever.     Be  not  carried  about  with  divers  and  strange 
doctrines;  for  it  is  a  good  thing  that  the  heart  be  es- 
tablished with  grace,  not  wit^  meats,  which  have  not 
Erofited  them  that  have  been  occupied*  therein.     We 
ave  an  altar,  whereof  they  have  no  right  to  eat  which 
serve  the  tabernacle,     for  the  bodies  of  those  beasts, 
whose  blood  is  brought  into  the  sanctuary  by  the  high 
priest  for  sin,  are  burnt  ii^ithout  the  camp.  Wherefore 
Jesus  also,  that  he  might  sanctify  the  people  with  his 
own  blood,  suffered  without  the  gate.    Let  us  go  forth 
therefore  unto  him   without  the  camp^.  bearing  his 
reproach;  for  here  have  we  no  continuing  city,  but  we 
seek  one  to  come.     By  him  therefore^  let  us  offer  the 
sacrifice  of  praise  to  God  continually,  that  is,  the  fruit 
'  of  our  lips,  giving  thanks  to  his  name.     But  to  do  good 
and  to  communicate,  forget  not;  for  with  such  sacri- 
fices God  is  well  pleased.     Obey  them  that  have  the 
rule  over  you,  and  submit  yourselves ;  for  they  watch 
for  your  souls,  as  they  that  must  give  account,  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief;  for  that 
is  unprofitable  for  you. 

Pray  for  us ;  for  we  trust  we  have  a  good  con- 
science, in  all  things  willing  to  live  honestly.  But  I 
beseech  you  the  rather  to  do  this^  that  I  may  be  re- 
stored to  you  the  sooner. 

CONCLUSION.     • 

Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep, 
through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make 
you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will  ;  work- 
ing in  you  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  his  sight, 
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through  Jesas  Christ ;  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and 
ever.  Amen.  And  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  suffer  the 
word  of  exhortation ;  for  I  have  written  a  letter  unto 
you  in  few  words.  Know  ye  that  our  brother  Timo- 
thy is  set  at  liberty;  with  whom,  if  he  come  shortly, 
I  will  see  you.  Salute  all  them  that  have  the  rule 
over  you,  and  all  the  saints.  They  of  Italy  salute 
you.     Grace  be  with  you  all.    Amen.

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EPISTLE  OF  JAMES. 


Jambs,  a  servant  of  God  and  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  to  the  twelve  tribes  which  are  scattered  abroad, 
greeting. 

§  1.  My  brethren  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into 
divers  temptations ;  knowing  tins  that'  the  trying  of 
your  faith  worketh  patience ;  but  let  patiacice  b^ve  her 
perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  want- 
ing nothing. 

If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God, 
that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally,*  and  upbraideth  not ; 
and  it  shall  be  given  him.  But  let  him  ask  in  iaith^ 
nothing  wavering ;  for  he  that  w^vereth  is  like  a  wave 
of  the  sea,  driven  with  the 'wind,  and  tossed.  For  let 
not  that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing 
of  the  Lord.  A  double-mindiBd  man  is  unstable  in  aU 
his  ways. 

Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice  in  that  he  is 
exalted ;  but  the  rich,  in  that  he  icf  made  low,  becawt 
as  the  flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pass  away.    For 
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the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen  witli  a  burning  heat,  bat  it 
withereth  the  grass,  and  the  flower  thereof  ikileth,  and 
the  grace  of  the  fiishion  ci  it  perisheth ;  ao  also  riiall 
the  ridi  man  fade  away  in  his  ways.  Blessed  is  the 
V  man  that  endnreth  temptation ;  for  when  he  is  tried, 
he  shall  receive  the  crown  oi  life,  which  the  Liord  hatk 
promised  to  them  that  love  him. 

Let  no  man  s^  when  he  is.  tempted  $  I  am  tempt* 
ed  of  God ;  for  God  cannot  be  tmapted  with  evil,  nei- 
ther tempteth  he  any  man.  But  every  man  is  tempted, 
when  he  is  drawn  away  of  hw  own  lust,  and  enticed ; 
then,  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin ; 
and  sin,  when  it  is  finished,  brikigeth  forth  death.  Do 
not  err,  my  beloved  brethren.  Every  good  gift  and 
every  perfect  sift  is  fitmi  above,  and  commi  down  £rom 
the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  variableness, 
neith^er  rimdow  of  turning*  Of  his  own  will  begat  he 
ns  with  the  word  of  truth,  that  we  should  be  a  kind 
of  first-fruits  of  his  creatures. 

§  2.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  everj 
man  be  swift  to  hror,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath. 
For  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness  of 
God.  Wherefore  lay  apart  all  filthiness  and  superflu- 
ity of  naughtiness,  and  receive  with  meekness  the  en- 
grafted word,  which  is  able  to  save  your  souls. 

But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word^  and  not  hearers  only, 
deceiving  your  ownselves.  For  if  any  be  a  hearer  of 
the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he  is  like  unto  a  man  be- 
holding his  natural  face  in  a  glass ;  for  he  beholdedi 
himself,  and  goeth  his  way,  and  straightwiay  forgettedi 
what  manner  of  man  he  was.  But  whoso  looketh 
into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  continueth  theremy 
he  being  not  a  forsetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the 
vvork  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his  deed. 

If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be  religious,  and 
bridleth  not  his  tongue,  but  deceiveth  his  own  heait, 
this  man's  religion  m  vain.  Pure  religion  and  unde- 
filed  before  GcmI  and  the  Father  is  this.  To  visit  the

fathwless  and  widows  in  thmr  affliction,  and  to  keep 
himself  unspotted  fitmi  the  world. 

My  brethren,  have  not  the  fiuth  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Lord  of  glory,  with  respect  of  persons. 
For  if  thwe  come  unto  your  assembly  a  man  with  a 
gold  ring,  in  goodly  apparel^  and  there  come  in  also  a 
poor  man  in  Tile  raiment  •;  and  ye  have  respect  to  him 
that  weareth  the  gay  clothmg,  and  say  unto  him  ;  Sit 
thou  here  in  a  good  place;  and  say  to  the  poor;  Stand 
thou  there,  or  sit  here  undw  my  footstool ;  are  ye  not 
then  partial  in  yourselves,  and  are  become  judges  of 
evil  thoughts  ?  Hearken,  vaj  beloved  bretm*^,  Hath 
not  God  chosen  the  poor  of  thia  world  ridi  in  faith^ 
and  heirs  oi  the  kingdom  whidi  he  haUi  promised  to 
them  that  love  him  9  But  ye  have  despised  the  poor. 
Do  not  rich  men  oppress  you,  and  draw  you  before 
the  iudgmaAt-seats  ?  'Do  not .  they .  blaspheme  that 
worthy  name  by  the  which  ye  are  called  ?  If  ye  ful- 
fil the  royal  law  according  to  the  scripture;  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  Uiyself,  ye  do  well ;  but  if 
ye  have  respect  to  persons,  ye  commit  sin,  and  are  ccm- 
vinced  of  the  law  as  transgressors. 

For  whosoeyw  shall  keep  the  whole  law,  and  yet 
offend  in  one  pointy  he  is  guilty  of  all.  For  he  that 
said;  Do  not  commit  adultery,  said  also ;  Do  not  kill ; 
Now,  if  thou  commit  no  adultery,  yet  if  thou  kill, 
thou  art  become  a  transgressor  of  Uie  law. 

So  speak  ye,  and  so  do,  as  they  that  shall  be  judged 
by  the  law  of  Uberty.  For  he  shall  have  judgment 
without  mercy,  that  hath  shewed  no  mercy;  and  mer- 
cy rejoiceth  a^^ainst  judgment. 

iVnat  dotii  tt  pro^  my  brethren,  though  a  man  say 
he  hath  faith,  and  have  not  works  ?  can  faith  save  him? 
If  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of  daily 
food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them  ;  Depart  in  peace, 
be  ye  wanned  and  filled,  notwithstanding  ye  give  them 
not  those  things  which  are  needful  to  the  body ;  what 
doth  it  profit  1  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  works,  is 
dead,  being  alone.    Yea,  a  man  may  say  ;  Thou  hast 
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fait^  and  I  have  worker ;  shew  me  thy  faith  without 
thy  works,  and  I  will  shew  thee  my  faith  by  my  works. 
Thou  believest  that  there  is  one  God  ;  thou  doest  wdl; 
The  devik  also  believe,  and  tremble.  But  wilt  thoi 
know,  O  vain  man,  that  faith  without  works  is  dead  ? 
Was  not  Abraham  our  father  justified  by  works,  wheo 
he  had  offered  Isaac  his  son*  upon  the  altar  ?  Seeat 
thou  how  faith  wrought  with  his  works,  and  by  works 
was  faith  made  perfect  ?  And  the  scripture  was  fol- 
filled  which  saith;  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it 
was  imputed  unto  him  for  righteousness  ;  and  he  wis 
called  The  friend  of  God.  Ye  see  dien  how  that  by 
works  a  man  is  justified,  and  not  by  faith  only.  Like- 
wise also  was  not  Rahab  the  harlot  justified  by  works, 
when  she  had  received .  the  messengers,  and  bad  sent 
them  out  anothw  way  ?  For  as  the  body  without  the 
spirit  is  dead,  so  faith  .without  Works  is  dead  also. 

§  3.  My  brethren,  be  not  many  piasters,  knowing 
that  we  shall  receive  the  greaUsr  condenmation ;  for 
in  many  things  we  offend  all.  If  any  man',  offend  not 
in  word,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also  to 
bridle  the  whole  body.  Behold,  we  put  bits  in  the 
horses'  mouths,  that  they  may  obey  us;  and  we 
turn  about  their  whole  body.  Behold  also  the  ships, 
which  though  they  be  so  great,  and  are  driven  of  fierce 
winds,  yet  are  they  turned  about  with  a  very  small 
helm,  whithersoever  the  governor  listeth.  £  ven  so  the 
tongue  is  a  little  member,  and  boasteth  great  things. 
Behold,  how  great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindleth  !  And 
the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of  iniquity.  So  is  the 
tongue  among  our  members,  that  it  defileth  the  wbok 
body,  and  setteth  on  fire  the  course  of  nature,  and  is  set 
on. fire  of  hell.  For  every  kind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds, 
and  of  serpents,  and  of  things*  in  die  sea,  is  tamed, 
and  hath  been  tamed  of  mankind  ;  but  the  tongue  can 
no  man  tame  ^  it  is  fm  unruly  evil,  full  of  deadly  poi- 
son. Therewith  bless  we  God,  even  the  Father,  and 
therowith  curse  we  men,  which  are  made  after  the  sim- 
ilitude of  God ;  out  of  the  same  mouth  proceedeth 
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blessing  and  cursing.  My  brethren^  these  things 
ought  not  so  to  be.  Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the 
same  place  sweet  water  and  bitter  ?  Can  the  fig-tree, 
my  brethren,  bear  olive-berries,  either  a  ?ine,  figs  ?  so 
can  no  fountain  both  yield  sak  water  and  fi*esh. 

Whot^  a  wise  man  and  endued  with  knowledge 
among  you  1  let  him  shew  out  of  <a  good  conversation 
his  works,  with  meekness  of  wisdom.  But  if  ye  have 
bitter  envying  and  strife  in  your  hearts,  glory  not,  and 
fie  not  against  the  truth.  This  wisdom  descendeth 
not  from  above,  but  is  earthly,  sensual,  devilish.  For 
where  envying  and  strife  ts,  there  U  confusion  and  every 
evil  work,  fiut  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first 
pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle^  and  easy  to  be  entreated, 
full  of  mercy  and  good  fhiits,  without  partiaKty,  ana 
without  hypocrisy.  And  the  fruit  of  righteousness  is 
sown  in  peace  of  them  that  make  peace  From  whence 
come  wars  uid  fightings  among  you  9  came  they  not 
hence,  even  of  your  lusts  that  war  in  your  members  1 
Ye  lust,  and  have  not ;  ye  kill,  and  desire  to  have,  and 
cannot  obtain ;  ye  fight  and  war,  yet  ye  have  not,  be- 
cause ye  ask  not ;  ye  ask  and  receive  not,  because  y^ 
ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  consume  t /  upon  your  lusts. 

Ye  adulterers  .and  adulteresses,  know  ye  not  that 
the  flriendship  of  the  world  is  enmity  with  God  1  who- 
soever therefore  will  be  a  friend  of  the  world,  is  the 
enemy  of  God.  Do  ye  think  that  the  scripture  saitb 
in  vain ;  The  spirit  that  dwelleth  in  us  lusteth  to  en« 
vy  ?  But  he  giveth  more  grace ;  wherefore  he  saith  ^ 
God  resisteth  the  proud,  but  giveth  grace  unto  the 
humble.  Submit  yourselves  therefore,  to  God.  Re- 
sist the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from  you.  Draw  nigh 
to  God,  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse  your 
hands,  ye  sinners,  and  purify  your  hearts,  ye  double- 
minded.  Be  afflicted  and  mourn  and  weep;  let  your 
laughter  be  turned  to  mourning,  and  your  joy  to  heav- 
iness.  Humble  yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord^ 
and  he  shall  lifl  you  up. 

Speak  not  evil  <me  of  another,  brethren.  He  that 
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speaketh  evil  of  his  brother,  and  judgeth  his  brother, 
speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth  the  law  ;  but  if 
thou  judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  lam^ 
but  a  judge. 

§  4.  There  is  one  Lawgiver,  who  is  able  to  save 
and  to  destroy :  who  art  thou  that  judgest  another ! 
Go  to  now,  ye  that  say  ;  To-day  or  to-morrow  we 
will  go  into  such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year,  and 
buy,  and  sell,  and  get  gain ;  whereas  ye  know  not 
what  shaU  be  on  the  morrow ;  (For  what  is  your  life  ? 
It  is  even  a  vapour,  that  appeareth  for  a  little  time^ 
and  then  vanisheth  awav.)  For  that  ye  ought  to  say; 
If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live,  and  do  this,  or  that; 
but  now  ye  rejoice  in  your  boastings.  All  such  re- 
joicing, is  evil.  Therefore  to  him  that  bioweth  to  do 
good,  and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin. 

Cf o  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep  and  howl  for  your 
miseries  that  shall  come  upon  you.  Your  riches  are 
corrupted,  and  your  garments  are  mpth-eiaten.  Your 
gold  and  silver  is  cankered,  and  the  rust  of  tbem 
shall  be  a  witness  against  vou,  and  shall  eat  your 
flesh   as  it   were  fire.     Ye  have  heaped  treasure  to- 

?;ether  for  the  last  days.  Behold,  the  hire  of  the 
abourers  who  have  reaped  down  your  fields,  which  is 
of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth  ;  and  the  cries  of 
them  which  have  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears  of 
the  Lord  of  Sabaoth.  Ye  have  lived  in  pleasure  od 
the  earth,  and  been  wanton ;  ye  have  nourished  your 
hearts  as  in  a  day  of  slaughter.  Ye  have  condemned 
and  killed  the  just ;  and  he  doth  not  resist  you. 

Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto  the  coming  of 
the  Lord.  Behpld,  the  husbandman  waiteth  for  the 
precious  fruit  of  the  earth,  and  hath  long  patience  for 
it,  until  he  receive  the  early  and  latter  rain ;  be  ye  also 
patient,  stahlish  your  hearts ;  for  the  conning  of  the 
Lord  draweth  nigh.  Grudge  not  one  against  another, 
brethren,  Ipst  ye  be  condemned  ;  behold,  the  jud^e 
standeth  before  the  door.  Take,  my  brethren,  the 
prophets,  who  have  spoken  in  the  name  of  the  LonL 
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for  an  example  of  suffering  affliction^  and  of  patience. 
Behold,  we  count  them  happy  which  endure ;  Ye  have 
heard  of  the  patience  of  Job,  and  have  seen  the  end  of. 
the  Lord,  that  the  Lord  is  very  pitiful,  and  of  tender 
mercy.  But  above  all  things,  my  brethren,  swear  not, 
neither  by  heaven,  neither  by  the  earth,  neither  by  any 
other  oath;  but  let  your  yea,  be  yea,  and  your  nay, 
nay  ;  lest  ye  fall  into  condemnation.    . 

Is  any  among  you  afflicted,  let  him  pray.  Is  any 
merry,  let  him  sing  psalms.  Is  any  sick  among  you^ 
let  him  call  for  the  elders  of  the  church,  and  let  them 
pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with  oil  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord.  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sicl^ 
and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up  ;  and  if  he  have  com- 
mitted sins,  they  shall  be  forgiven  him.  Confess  your 
faults  one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for  another,  that 
ye  may  be  healed.  The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a 
righteous  man  availeth  much.  Elias  was  a  man  sub- 
ject to  like  passions  as  we  are,  and  he  prayed  ear- 
nestly, that  it  might  not  rain  ;  and  it  rained  not  on  the 
earth  by  the  space  of  diree  years  and  six  months.  And 
he  prayed  again,  and  the  heaven  gave  rain,  and  the 
earth  brought  forth  her  fruit. 

Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  truth,  and 
one  convert  him,  let  him  know,  that  he  which  con- 
verteth  the  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way,  shall  save 
a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide  a  multitude  of  sins. 
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Asia,  and  Bithynia,  elect  according  to  the  fbreknowl- 
edge  of  God  the  Father,  through  sanctification  of  the 
Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Grace  unto  you  and  peace^  be  multi- 
plied. 

§  1.  Blessed  be ,  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant  merqr, 
hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  Uyely  hope,  by  the  res- 
urrection of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an  inheri- 
tance incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  ahd  that  (adeth  not 
away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you^  who  are  kept  by 
the  power  of'  God  through  faith  unto  salvation  ready 
to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time ;  wherein  ye  greatly  re- 

{*oice^  though  now  for  a  season  (if  need  be,)  ye  are  in 
leaviness  through  manifold  temptations ;  that  tlie  trial 
of  your  faith  being  much  more  precious  than  of  gold 
that  perisheth,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be 
found  unto  (Nraise  »nd  honour  and  glory^  at  the  ap- 
pearing of  Jesus  Christ ;  whom  having  not  seen  ye 
love,  in  whom  though  now  ye  see  him  not,  yet  belier- 
ing,  ye  rejoice  with  ioy  uifepeakable  and  full  of  glory, 
receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  tven  the  salvalioa  of 
your  souls. 

Of  which  salvation  the  prophets  have  infaired 
and  searched  diligently,  who  prophesied,  of  the 
grace  tiiat  should  come  unto  you  ;  searphing  what,  or 
what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of  Christ  which  was  m 
them  did  signify,  when  it  testified  beforehand  the  suf- 
ferings of  Christ,  and  the  glory  that  should  follow ; 
unto  whom  it  was  revealed,  that  not  unto  tbenvelves, 
but  imto  us,  they  did  minister  the  things,  which  are 
now  reported  unto  you  by  them  that  have  preached 
the  gospel  unto  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down 
from  heaven,  which  things  the  angdb  desire  to  look 
into.  Wherefore  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind,  be 
sober,  and  hope  to  the  end  for  the  grace  that  is  to  be 
brought  unto  you  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ. 
As  obedient  children,  not  fashioning  yourselves  accoid- 
ing  to  the  former  lusts  in  your  ignorance,  but  tts  he 
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trhich  hath  called  you,  is  holy,  to  be  ye  holy  in  all 
manner  of  converaatioo:}  beoauae  it  iB  writt^i;  Be  ye 
holy,  for  I  am  holy. 

And  if  ye  call  on  the  Father,  who,  without  reepect 
of  persona  judgeth  according  to  every  man's  work, 
pass  the  time  of  your  sojourning  here  in  fear ;  foras* 
much  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with  cor* 
ruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain 
conversation  received  by  traditiott  from  your  fathers, 
but  with  the  precioub  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb 
without  blemish,  and  without  spot ;  who  verily  wae 
fore-ordained  before  the  foundation  of  the  workl,  but 
was  manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you,  who  by  Mm 
do  believe  in  God,  that  raised  him  up  from  the  dead, 
and  gave  him  glory,  that  your  faith  and  hope  might  be 
in  God. 

Seeing  ye  have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying  the 
truth  through  the  Spirit,  unto  unfeiened  love  of  the 
brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one  another  with  a  pure 
heart  fervently  ;  being  bom  again,  not  of  corruptible 
seed,  but  of  incorruptible,  by  me  word  of  God,  which 
hveth  and  abideth  for  ever.  For  all  flesh  i$  as  grass, 
and  all  the  glory  of  man  as  the  flower  of  grass.  The 
grass  withereth,  and  the  floww  thereof  fidleth  away  | 
but  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  And  dm 
is  the  word  which  by  the  gospel  is  preached  unto  you. 
Wherdbre^  laying  aside  lul  malice,  and  all  guile,  and 
hypocrisies,  and  envies,  and  all  evil-speakings,  as  imw« 
bom  babes,  desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word,  that 
ye  may  grow  thereby;  if  so  be  ye  have  tasted  that  the 
Lord  ts  gracious. 

To  wm>m  coming,  a$  unto  a  living  stone,  disallow* 
ed  indeed  <^  men,  out  chosen  of  God,  und  preciou% 
ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  bouse, 
an  holy  priesthood,  to  ott&r  up  spiritual  sacrifices,  ac- 
ceptable to  God  by  Jesus  Christ.  Wherefore  also  it 
is  contained  in  the  scripture;  Behold,  I  lay  in  Sion  a 
chief  comer-stone,  elect,  precious;  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth  on  him  sltftU  not  be  confounded.    Unto  vmi  • 
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therefore  which  believe,  heis  precious ;  but  anto  them 
which  be  disobedient,  the  stone  which  the  builders  dis- 
allowed, the  same  is  made  the  head  of  the  comer,  and 
a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence,  ef>en  to 
them  which  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobedient ; 
whereunto  also  they  were  appointed.  But  ye  are  a 
chosen  generations  a  royal  priesthood,  an  holy  nation, 
a  peculiar  people,  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the 
praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness 
mto  his  marvellous  light ;  which  in  time  past  were  not 
a  people,  but  are  now  the  people  of  God  ;  which  had 
not  obtained  mercy,  but  now  have  obtained  mercy. 

§  2.  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  strangers  and 
pilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against 
tkie  soul ;  having  your  conversation  honest  among  the 
Gentiles ;  that,  whereas  they  speak  against  you  as 
evil-doers,  they  may  by  your  good  works,  which  they 
shall  behold,  gk>rify  God  in  the  day  of  visitation. 

Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the 
Lord's  sake ;  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme ; 
or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  sent  by  bim 
for  the  punishment  of  evil-doers,  and  for  the  praise  of 
them  that  do  well ;  (for  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that 
with  well-doing  ye  may  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of 
foolish  men ;)  as  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a 
cloke  of  maliciousness,  but  as  the  servants  of  God. 
Honour  all  men.  Love  the  brotherhood.  Fear  God. 
Honour  the  king. 

Servants,  be  subject  to  your  masters  with  all  fear, 
not  only  to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the 
froward.  For  this  is  thank- worthy,  if  a  man  for  con- 
science towards  God  endure  grief,  suffering  wrong- 
fully. For  what  glory  is  tf,  if  when  ye  be  buffeted  for 
your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patiently  ?  But  if,  when 
ye  do  well,  and  suffer  /or  tf,  ye  take  it  patiently,  this 
is  acceptable  with  God.  For  even  hereunto  were  ye 
called ;  because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving 
us  an  example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps  ;  who 
did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth ;  wbo^ 
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when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  agam,  when  he  suf* 
fered,  he  threatened  not,  but  committed  himself  to 
him  that  jud^eth  righteously  ;  who  his  own  self  bare 
our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  Uie  tree,  that  we,  being 
dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteousness ;  by  whose 
stripes  ye  were  healed.  For  ye  were  as  sheep  going 
astray ;  but  are  now  returned  unto  the  Shepherd  and 
Bishop  of  your  souls. 

Likewise,  ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  ovm 
husbands,  that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also 
may  without  the  word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of 
the  wives,  while  they  behold  your  chaste  conversa- 
tion coupled  with  fear.  Whose  adorning-  let  it  not  be 
that  outward  adorning  of  plaiting  the  hair,  and  of 
wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on  of  apparel ;  but  let 
it  be  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart,  in  that  which  is  not 
corruptible,  even  the  ornament  of  a  meek  and  quiet 
spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price.  For 
after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the  holy  women  also, 
who  trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves,  being  in  sub- 
jection unto  their  own  husbands ;  even  as  Sarah  obey- 
ed Abraham,  calling  him  lord ;  whose  daughters  ye 
are,  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  afraid  with  any 
amaxement.  Likewise,  ye  husbands,  dwell  with  them 
according  to  knowledge,  giving  honour  unto  the  wife, 
as  unto  the  weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together 
of  the  grace  of  life,  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 
Finally,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion 
one  of  another,  love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be  courte- 
ous, not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing  ; 
but  contrariwise,  blessing;  knowing  that  ye  are  there- 
unto called,  that  ye  should  inherit  a  blessing.  For  he 
that  will  love  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him  refrain 
his  tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no 
guile ;  Let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do  good  ;  let  him 
seek  peace,  and  ensue  it.  For  the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
are  over  the  righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their 
prayers ;  but  the  face  of  the  Lord   t^   against  them 
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that  do  evil.    And  who  is  he  that  will  harm  you,  if  ye 
be  foUowen  of  that  which  is  good  1 

§  3k  But  and  if  ye  suffer  for  rightemisnew'  sakc^ 
happv  are  ye.  And  be  not  afraid  of  their  terror,  nei- 
ther be  troubled ;  but  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  your 
hearts.  And  be  ready  always  to^M  an  answer  to 
every  man  that  asketh  you  a  reason  of  the  hope  that 
is  in  you,  with  meekness  and  fear ;  having  a  good 
conscience ;  that,  whereas  they  speak  evil  of  you,  as 
of  evil-doers,  they  may  be  ashamed  that  falsely  ac- 
cuse your  good  conversation  in  Christ.  For  it  is  bet* 
ter,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suflEnr  for  well-^ 
ing,  than  for  evil-doing.  For  Christ  ateo  hath  once 
suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  be  might 
bring  us  to  God ;  bemg  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but 
quickened  by  the  Spirit ; 

By  which  also  he  weat  and  preached  onto  the  spir« 
its  in  jNrison,  which  sometime  were  disobedient,  whoi 
once  the  long  suffering  of  God  waited  in  the  diays  of 
Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls,  w we  saved  by  water;  the  like  figors 
whereunto  even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the 
putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer 
of  a  good  consci^ice  toward  God,)  by  the  resorrec- 
tion  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is 
on  the  right  hand  of  God,  angels  and  authorities  and 
powers  being  made  subject  unto  him. 

Forasmuch  then  as  Christ  hath  suffered  for  us  in 
the  flesh,  arm  yourselves  likewise  with  the  same  mind, 
(for  he  that  hath  suffered  in  the  flesh,  hath  ceased  Gnm 
sin,)  that  he  no  longer  should  live  the  rest  of  his  time 
in  the  flesh  to  the  lusts  of  men,  but  to  the  will  of  God. 
For  the  time  past  of  our  life  may  suffice  us  to  have 
wrought  the  will  of  the  Gmitiles,  when  we  walked  in 
lasciviousness,  lusts,  excess  of  wine,  revellings,  ban- 
quetings,  and  abominable  idolatries;  wherein  they  think 
it  strange  that  ye  run  not  with  them  to  the  same  excess 
of  riot,  speaking  evil  of  you  ;  who  shall  give  account 
to  him  that  is  ready  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 
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For,  for  this  cause  was  the  gospel  preached  also  to  them 
that  are  dead,  that  they  might  be  judged  according  to 
men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in  the 
spirit. 

But  the  end  of  all  things  is  at  hand.  Be  ye  there- 
fore sober,  and  watch  unto  prayer.  And  above  all 
things  have  fervent  charity  among  yourselves ;  for 
charity  shall  cover  the  multitude  of  sins.  Use  hospi- 
tality one  to  another  without  grudging.  As  every 
man  hath  received  the  gift,  even  so  mmister  the  same 
one  to  another,  as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace 
of  God.  If  any  man  speaik,  let  him  speak  as  the  oracles 
of  God ;  if  any  man  minister,  let  nim  do  it  as  of  the 
ability  which  €rod  siveth ;  that  God  in  all  things  may 
be  glorified  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  praise 
and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the  fiery 
trial  which  is  to  try  you,  as  thougli  some  strange  thing 
happened  unto  you  ;  but  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye  are 
partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings,  that  when  bis  glory 
shall  be  revealed,  ye  may  be  glad  also  with  exce^ing 
joy.  If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of  Christ,  hap- 
py are  ye  ;  for  the  Spirit  of  glory  and  of  God  resteth 
upon  you  ;  on  their  part  he  is  evil  spoken  of,  but  on 
your  part  he  is  glorified.  But  let  none  of  you  suffer 
as  a  murderer  or  as  a  thief  or  as  an  evil-doer  or  as  a 
busy-body  in  other  men^s  matters ;  yet  if  any  man 
suffer  ds  a  Christian,  let  him  not  be  ashamed,  but  let 
him  glorify  God  on  this  behalf  For  the  time  is  come 
that  judgment  must  begin  at  the  house  of  God  ;  and  if 
it  first  begin  at  us,  what  shall  the  end  be  of  them  that 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  God  ?  And  if  the  righteoui 
scarcely  be  saved,  where  shall  the  ungodly  and  the  sin- 
ner appear  ?  Wherefore  let  them  that  suffer  according 
to  the  will  of  God  commit  thekeepinfr  of  their  souls  to 
him  in  woll-doing,  as  unto  a  faithful  Creator. 

§  4.  The  elders  which   are  amon<j  you  I   exhort^ 
who  am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings 
of  Christ,  and  also  a  partaker  of  the  ?lory  that  shall 
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be  revealed  ;  feed  .the  flock  of  God  which  is  among 

Jou,  taking  the  oversight  thereof j  not  by  constraint, 
ut  willingly  ;  not  for  filthy  lucre^  but  of  a  ready  mind; 
neither  as  being  lords  over  Qod^s  heritage,  but  being 
ensamples  to  the  flock.  And  wh^i  the  chi^  Sh^>herd 
shall  appear,  y6  shall  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that  fa- 
deth  not  away. 

Likewise,  ye  younger,  submit  yourselves  unto  the 
elder ;  yea,  all  of  you  be  subject  one  to  another,  and 
be  clothed  with  humility ;  for  God  resisteth  the  proud, 
and  giveth  grace  to  the  humble.  Humble  yourselves 
therefore  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God,  thiat  he  may 
exalt  you  in  due  time.  Casting  all  your  care  upon 
him,  (for  he  careth  for  you,)  be  sober,  be  vigilent ; 
because  your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  rowing  hon, 
walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he  may  devour;  whom 
resist  steadfast  in  the  faith,  knowing  that  the  same 
afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren  that  are 
in  the  world. 

But  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  us  unto 
his  eternal  elory  by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  ye  bafe 
sufiered  a  while,  make  you  perfect,  stablish,  strengthen, 
settle  you.  To  him  be  gloiy  and  dominion  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 

coNCLusioir. 

By  Sylvanus,  a  faithful  broths  unto  you,  as  I  sup- 
pose, I  have  written  briefly,  exhorting,  and  testifying 
that  this  is  the  true  grace  of  God  wherein  ye  stand. 
The  church  that  is  at  Babylon,  elected  together  with 
Jipu, salutetb  you;  and  so  doth  Marcus  my  son.  Gree( 
ye  one  another  with  a  kiss  of  charity.  Peace  be  with 
you  all  that  are  in  Christ  Jesus.    Amen. 
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Simon  peter,  a  senrant  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  them  that  have  obtained  like  precious  faith 
with  lis  through  the  righteousness  of  God  and  our  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ.  Grace,  and  peace,  be  multiplied 
unto  you  through  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Jesus 
our  Lord. 

According  as  his  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us 
all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and  godliness,  through 
the  knowledge  of  him  that  hath  callM  us  to  ^lory  and 
virtue ;  (whereby  are  given  unto  us  exceedmg  great 
and  precious  promises,  that  by  these  ye  might  be  par* 
takers  of  the  divine  nature,  having  escaped  the  cor- 
ruption that  is  in  the  world  through  lust;)  and  beside 
this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith,  virtue,  and 
to  virtue  knowledge,  and  to  knowledge,  temperance, 
and  to  temperance,  patience,  and  to  patience,  godli- 
ness, and  to  godliness,  brotherly  kindness,  and  to 
brotherly  kindness,  charity.  For  if  these  things  be  in 
you,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that  ye  shall  neither  be 
barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ.  But  he  that  lacketh  these  things  is  blind, 
and  cannot  see  afar  off,  and  hath  forgotten  that  he  was 
purged  from  his  old  sins.  Wherefore  the  rather,  bre- 
thren, give  diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  elec- 
tion sure ;  for  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  never 
fall.    For  so  an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  yoo 
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abundantly  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Wherefore  I  will  not  be  negligent  to  put  you  always 
in  remembrance  of  these  things,*  though  ye  know 
them^  and  be  established  in  the  present  truth.  Yea, 
I  think  it  meet,  as  long  as  I  am  in  this  tabernacle, 
to  stir  you  up,  by  putting  i/ou  in  remembrance;  know- 
ing that  shortly  I  must  put  off  this  my  tabernacle, 
even  as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  shewed  me. 
Moreover  I  will  endeavour  that  ye  may  be  able,  after 
my  decease  to  have  these  things  in  remembrance. 

For  we  have  not  followed  cunningly  devised  fables, 
when  we  made  known  unto  you  the  power  and  com- 
ing of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  were  eye-witnesses 
ofhis  majesty.  For  he  received  from  God  the  Father 
honour  and  glory,  .when  there  came  such  a  voice  to 
him  from  t^e  excellent  glory ;  this  is  my  beloved  Son, 
in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  And  this  voice  which 
came  from  heaven  we  heard,  when  we  were  with  him 
in  the  holy  mount.  We  have  also  a  more  sure  word 
of  prophecy,  whereunto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take  heed, 
as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the 
day  dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in  your  hearts ;  know- 
ing this  first,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is  of 
any  private  interpretation.  For  the  prophecy  came 
not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man,  but  holy  men  of 
God  spake,  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 
.  But  there  were  false  prophets  also  among  the  peo- 
ple, even  as  there  shall  be  false  teachers  among  you, 
who  privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies,  even  de- 
nying the  Lord  that  bought  them,  and  bring  upon 
themselves  swifl  dei^truction ;  and  many  shall  follow 
their  pernicious  ways,  (by  reason  of  whom  the  waj 
of  truth  shall  hk  evil  spoken  of,)  and  through  covetous- 
ness  shall  they  with  feigned  words  make  merchandise 
of  you  ;  whose  judgment  now  of  a  long  time  lingeretb 
not,  and  their  damnation  slumbereth  not.  For  if 
Gqd  spared  not  the  angels  that  sinned,  but  cast  them 
down  to  hell,    and  delivered  them    into   chains  of 
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darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto  judgment ;  and  spar- 
ed  not  the  old   world,  but  saved   Noah  the  eighth 
person^  a  preacher  of  righteousness,  bringing  in  the 
flood  upon  the  world  of  the  ungodly  ;  and  turning  the 
cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrbainto  ashes,  condemned 
them  with  an  overthrow,   making  them  an  ensample 
unto  those  that  after  should  live  ungodly  ;  and  deliv- 
ered just  Lot,  vexed  with  the  filthy  conversation  of  the 
wicked  ;  (for  that  righteous  man  dwelling  among  them, 
in  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed  his  righteous  soul  from 
day   to  day  with  their  unlawful  deeds ;)   the   Lord 
knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of  temptations, 
and  to  reserve  the  imjust  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to 
be  punished  ;  but  chiefly  them  that  walk  alter  the  flesh 
in  the  lust  of  uncleanness,   and  despise   government. 
Presumptuous  are  they  self-willed,  they  are  not  afraid 
to  speak  evil  of  dignities  ;  whereas  angels,  which  are 
greater  in  power  and  might,  bring  not  railing  accusa- 
tion against  them  before  the  Lord.     But  these,  as  na- 
tural brute  beasts,  made  to  be  taken  and  destroyed, 
speak  evil  of  the  things  that  they  understand  not,  and 
shall  utterly  perish  in  their  own  corruption,  and  shall 
receive  the  reward  of  unrighteoissness ;  (is  they  that 
count  it  pleasure  to  riot  in  the  day-time,  spots  they  are 
and  blemishes,  sporting  themselves  with  their  own  de* 
ceivings  while  they  feast  with  you,  having  eyes  full  of 
adultery,  and  that  cannot  cease  from  sin,  beguiling  un- 
stable souls,  an  heart  they  have  exercised  with  covet- 
ous practices,  cursed  children,  which  have  forsaken 
the  right  way,  and  are  gone  astray,  following  the  way 
of  Balaam  the  son  of  Bosor,  who  loved  the  wages  of 
unrighteousness,  but  was  rebuked  for  his  iniquity ;  the 
dumb  ass,  speaking  with  man's  voice,  forbade  the  mad- 
ness of  the  prophet.     These  are  wells  without  water, 
clouds  that  are  carried  with  a  tempest ;  to  whom  the 
mist  of  darkness  is  reserved  for  ever.     For  when  they 
speak  great  swelling  words  of  vanity,   they   allure 
through  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  through  much  wanton*- 
ness,  tho^e  that  were  clean  escaped  from  them  who 
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live  in  error.  While  they  promise  them  liberty,  they 
themselves  are  the' servants  of  corruption;  for  of 
whom  a  man  is  overcome,  of  the  same  is  he  broogiit 
in  bondage.  For  if,  after  they  have  escaped  the  pol- 
lutions of  the  world,  through  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  they  are  a^ain  en- 
tansled  therein,  and  overcome,  the  latter  end  is  worse 
with  them  than  the  beginning.  For  it  had  been  bet- 
ter for  them  not  to  have  known  the  way  of  riffbteous- 
ness,  than,  after  they  have  known  t^,  to  turn  from  the 
holy  commandment  delivered  unto  them.  But  it  is 
happened  unto  them  according  to  the  true  proverb;  The 
dog  is  turned  to  his  own  vomit  again ;  and ;  The  soW 
that  was  washed  to  her  wallowing  in  the  mire. 

This  second  epistle,  beloved,  I  now  write  unto  you, 
in  both  which  I  stir  up  your  pure  minds  by  way  of 
remembrance ;  that  ye  may  be  mindful  of  the  words 
which  were  spoken  before  by  the  holy  prophets,  and 
of  the  commandment  of  us  the  apostles  of  the  Lord 
and  Saviour ;  knowing  this  first,  that  there  shall  come 
in  the  last  days  scoffers,  walking  after  their  own  lusts, 
and  saying ;  Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming  1 
for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all  things  continue  as 
they  were  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation.  For 
this  they  willingly  are  ignorant  of^  that  by  the  word  oT 
God  the  heavens  were  of  old,  and  the  earth  standing 
out  of  the  water  and  in  the  water,  whereby  the  world 
that  then  was,  being  overflowed  with  water,  perished ; 
but  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are  now,  by  the 
same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against 
the  day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 
But,  beloved,  be  not  ignorant  of  this  one  thing,  that 
one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a 
thousand  years  as  one  day.  The  Lord  is  not  slack 
concerning  his  promise,  as  some  men  count  slackness ; 
but  is  long  suffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance. 
But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the 
night,  ip  the  which  the  heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a

great  noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent 
heat,  the  earth  also,  and  the  works  that  are  therein, 
shall  be  burned  op. 

Seeing  then  that  all  these  things  shall  be  dissolved, 
what  manner  of  persona  ousht  ye  to  be  in  €Ul  holy 
conversation  and  godliness !  Looking  for  and  basting 
unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  hea-* 
vens  being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements 
shall  melt  with  fervent  heat.  Nevertheless  we,  ac- 
cording to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens,  and*  a 
new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.  Where- 
fore, beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be 
diligent  that  ye  may  be  found  of  him  in  peace,  with* 
out  spot,  and  blameless.  And  account  that  the  long- 
sufiering  of  our  Lord,  t^  salvation ;  even  as  our  be- 
loved brother  Paul  also  according  to  the  wisdom  giv- 
en unto  him,  hath  written  unto  you,  as  also  in  all  his 
epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these  things,  in  which  are 
some  things  hard  to  be  understood,  which  they  that 
are  unlearned  and  unstable  wrest,  as  they  do  also  the 
other  scriptures,  unto  their  own  destruction.  Ye 
therefore,  beloved,  seeing  ye  know  these  things  before, 
beware  lest  ye  also,  being  led  away  with  the  error  of 
the  wicked,  fall  from  your  own  steadfastness;  but 
grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To  him  oe  glory,  both  now 
and  forever.    Amen. 
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JL  HAT  which  was  fhim  the  beginning,  which  we  hare 
heard,  which  we  havle  seen  wiUi  our  eyes,  which  i^ 
have  looked  upon,  and  our  hands  have  bandied,  of 
the  word  of  life ;  (for  the  life  was  manifestec^  and  we 
have  seen  t f ,  and  hear  witness,  and  shew  unto  you 
that  eternal  life,  which  was  with  the  Father,  and  was 
manifested  unto  us.;)  that  which  we  have  seen  and 
heard  declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may  have  fel- 
lowship with  us  ;  and  truly  our  fellowship  is  with  the 
Father,  and  with  his  son  Jesus  Christ.  And  these 
thinffs  write  we  unto  yoii,  that  ;^our  joy  may  be  fbU. 

This  then  is  the  message  tvhich  we  have  heard  of 
him,  and  declare  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in 
him  is  no  darkness  at  all.  If  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and 
do  not  the  truth ;  but  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is 
in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another,  and 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us  fnnn 
all  sin. 

If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves, 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he 
is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness.  If  we  say  that 
we  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  his  word 
is  not  in  us.  My  little  children,  these  things  write  I 
unto  you,  that  ye  sin  not ;  and  if  any  man  sin,  we  have 
an  advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  right- 
eous ;  and  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins,  and  not 
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for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know  him,  if  w% 
keep  his  commandments.  He  that  saith;  I  know  him^ 
and  keepeth  not  hid  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  him.  But  whoso  keepeth  his  word,  in 
him  verily  is  the  love  of  God  perfected.  Hereby 
know  we  that  we  are  in  him.  He  that  saith  he  abideth 
in  him,  ought  himself  also  so  to  walk,  even  as  he  walk- 
ed. Brethren,  I  write  no  new  commandment  unto 
you,  but  an  old  commandment,  which  ye  had  from 
the  beginning ;  the^  old  commandment  is  the  word 
which  ye  have  heard  from  the  beginning.  Again,  a 
new  commandment  I  write  unto  you,  which  thing  is 
true  in  him,  and  in  you ;  because  the  darkness  is  past, 
and  the  true  light  now  sbineth.  He  that  saith  he  is  in 
the  light,  and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in  darkness  ev^i 
until  now.  He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth  in  the 
light,  and  there  is  none  occasion  of  stumbling  in  him  ; 
but  be  that  hateth  his  brother  is  in  darkness,  and  walk- 
eth  in  darkness,  and  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth,  be- 
cause that  darkness  hath  blinded  his  eyes. 

I  write  unto  you,  little  children,  because  your  sins 
are  forgiven  you  for  his  name's  sake.  I  write  unto 
you,  fathers,  because  ye  have  known  him  thaUis  from 
the  beginning ;  I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  because 

J  re  have  overcome  the  wicked  one ;  I  write  ui^o  yoa« 
ittle  children,  because  ye  have  known  the  Father.  I 
have  written  unto  you,  foth^rs,  because  ye  have  known 
him  that  is  from  the  beginning ;  I  have  written  unto 
you,  young  men,  because  ye  are  strong,  and  the  word 
of  God  abideth  in  you,  and  ye  have  overcome  the 
wicked  one. 

Love  not  the  world,  neither  the  things  that  are  in 
the  world.  If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the 
Father  is  not  in  him ;  for  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the 
lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride 
of  life,  is  nbt  of  the  Father,  but  is  of  the  world.  And 
the  world  passeth  away,  and  the  lust  thereof;  but  he 
that  doeth  the  will  of  God  abideth  for  ever. 
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Little  children^  it  is  the  last  time;  and  as  ye  hau 
heard  that  antichrist  shall  come,  even  now  are  there 
many  antichrists  ;  whereby  we  know  that  it  is  the  hit 
time.  They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of 
us  ;  for  if  they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  no  dauk 
have  continued  with  us ;  but  they  went  autj  that  tbcj 
might  be  made  manifest,  that  they  were  not  all  of  oi. 
But  ye  have  an  unction  from  the  Holy  One,  and  je 
know  all  things.  I  have  not  written  unto  yon,  because 
ye  know  not  the  truth,  but  because  ye  know  it,  sod 
that  no  lie  is  of  the  truth*  Who  is  a  liar  but  he  t^ 
denieth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  1  He  ia  antichrist^ 
that  denieth  the  Fathw  and  the  Son.  WhoaoeFer  de- 
nieth the  Son,  the  same  hath  not  the  Father;  but  kt 
that  acknawledgeih  the  Sanj  hath  the  Father  also. 
Let  that  therefore  abide  in  you  whidb  ye  have  \ieani 
from  the  beginning  ;  if  that  which  ye  have  heard  froB 
the  beginning  shdl  remain  in  you,  ye  also  shall  con- 
tinue in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Father.  And  this  is  the 
Promise  that  he  hath  promised  us,  even  eternal  IMe. 
["hese  things  have  I  written  unto  you  conceraing  them 
that  seduce  you.  But  the  anointing  which  ye  bare 
received  of  him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye  need  not  that 
any  man  teach  you ;  but  as  the  same  anointing  teach- 
eth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth,  and  is  none,  and 
even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  him.  Asd 
now,  little  children,  abide  in  him  ;  that,  when  he  sbaU 
appear,  we  may  have  confidence,  and  not  be  ashamed 
b^ore  him  at  his  coming. 

If  ye  know  that  he  is  righteous,  ye  know  that  every 
one  that  doeth  righteousness  is  bom  of  him.  Behold, 
what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath  bestowed  upoa 
us,  that  we  shoukl  be  called  the  schis  of  God! 
therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not,  because  it  knew 
him  not.  Bek>ved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and 
it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be ;  but  we  know 
that,  when  he  shall  a|)pear,  we  shall  be  like  him  ;  for 
we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And  every  man  that  hatli 
this  hope  in  him  purifieth  hifiou^elf,  even  as  be  is  pure. 
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Whosoever  committeth  sin  transgresBeth  aka  the  law  3 
for  sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law.  And  ye  know 
that  he  was  manifested  to  take  away  our  sins;  and  is 
him  is  no  sin.  Whosoever  abideth  in  him  sinoeth  notf 
whosoever  sinneth  halh  not  seeft  him^  neither  knowiBi 
him.  Little  children,  let  no  inaH  deceive  vou ;  he  that 
doeth  righteousness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righte- 
ous. He  that  committeu  sin  is  (^  the  devil  ;  for  the 
devil  sinneth  from  the  beginning.  For  this  purpose 
the  Son  of  God  was  manifested,  that  he  might  destroy 
the  works  of  the  devil.  Whoaoever  is  bom  of  60% 
doth  not  commit  sin,  for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him ; 
and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  bom  of  God.  In  thia 
the  children  of  God  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of 
the  devil.  Whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness  is  not  of 
God,  neither  he  that  loveth  not  his  brothw.  For  this 
is  the  message  that  ye  heard  from  the  beginning, 
that  we  should  love  one  another }  not  as  Cam,  who 
was  of  that  wicked  one,,  and  slew  his  brother,  and 
wherefore  slew  he  him  ?  Because  his  own  works  were 
evil,  and  his  brother's  righteous.  Marvel  not,  niy 
brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you.  We  know,  that  we 
have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  because  we  love  the 
brethren ;  he  that  loveth  not  hia  brother,  abideth  in 
death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  nimderer  { 
and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abid- 
ing m  him.  Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  (^  Chd^ 
bMause  he  laid  down  his  life  for  us ;  and  we  ought  to 
lay  down  our  lives  for  the  brethren.  But  whoso  hath 
this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  brother  have  need^ 
and  shutteth  up  has  bowels  of  compdasion  from  him, 
how  dwelleth  me  love  of  God  in  him?  My  little  chil- 
dren, let  us  not  love  in  wwd,  ndther  in  tongue,  but  in 
deed,  and  intrath.  And  hereby  we  know  mat  we  are 
<xf  the  trath,  and  shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him,  for 
if  our  heart  condenm  us,  God  is  greater  than  our  hearty 
and  knoweth  all  things.  Beloved,  if  our  heart  c<m- 
demn  ua  not,  then  have  we  confidence  toward  God, 
and  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  him,  because  we 
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keep  his  commandmaAts,  and  do  those  things  that  ve 
pleasing  in  his  sight.  And  this  is  his  coRimandment, 
That  we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Je- 
sus Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave  us  com- 
mandment. *  And  he  that  keepeth  his  commandroenU 
dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  him  ;  And  hereby  we  know 
that  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  hath  given 
us.  Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try  the  spir- 
its whether  they  are  of  God  ;  because  tnany  false  pro- 
phets are  gone  out  into  the  world.  Hereby  know  ye 
the  Spirit  of  God;  Every  spirit  that  confesseth  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh,  is  of  God.  And 
every  spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
come  in  the  flesh,  is  not  of  God  ;  and  this  ia  that  spirit 
of  antichrist,  whereof  ye  have  heard  that  it  should  come^ 
and  even  now  already  is  it  in  the  world. 

Ye  are  of  God,  little  children,  and  have  overcome 
them ;  because  greater  is  he  that  is  in  you,  than  he 
that  is  in  the  world.  They  are  of  the  world ;  therefore 
speak  they  of  the  world,  and  the  world  heareth  them. 
We  are  of  God ;  he  that  knoweth  God  heareth  us ;  be 
that  is  not  of  God,  heareth  not  us.  Hereby  know  we 
the  Spirit  of  truth,  and  the  spirit  of  error. 

Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another;  for  love  is  of  God, 
and  every  one  that  loveth  is  bom  of  God,  and  knoweth 
God ;  he  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God,  for  God  is 
love.  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward 
us,  because  that  God  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into 
the  world,  that  we  might  live  through  hinn.  Herein  is 
love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and 
sent  his  Son  to  &e  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.  Be- 
loved, if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another.  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time  ;  If  we 
love  one  another,  God  dwelleth  in  us,  and  his  love  k 
perfected  in  us.  Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in 
him,  and  he  in  us,  because  he  hath  given  us  of  his 
Spirit.  And  we  have  seen  and  do  testify  that  the  Fa- 
Aer  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the  worU. 
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Whosoevei^  shall  confess  that  Jepas  is  the  Son  of  God^ 
God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  God. 
And  we  have  known  and  believed  the  love  that  God 
hath  to  us.  God  is  love,  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love, 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him.  '  (Herein  is  our 
love  made  perfect,  that  we  may  have  boldness  in  the 
iheiy  of  judgment,  because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this 
world.  There  is  no  fear  in  love,  but  perfect  love  cast- 
eth  out  fear;  because  fear  hath  torment.  He  that  fear- 
eth  is  not  made  perfect  in  love.  We  love  him,  because 
he  first  loved  us.)  If  any  man  say  ;  I  love  God,  and 
hateth  hjs  brother,  he  is  a  Uar.  For  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he  love  God 
whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?  And  this  commandment  have 
we  from  him.  That  he  who  loveth  Gk>d,  love  his  bro* 
ther  also. 

Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is 
bom  of  God  ;  and  every  one  that  loveth  him  that  be- 
gat, loveth  him  also  that  is  begotten  of  him.  By  this 
we  know  that  we  love  the  children  of  God,  when  we 
love  God,  and  keep  his  commandments.  For  this  is 
the  love  of  God  that  we  keep  his  commandments;  and 
his  commandments  are  not  grievous.  For  whatsoever 
is  bom  of  God  overcometh  the- world;  and  this  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  ev&n  our  faifh. 
Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world, .  but  he  that  be* 
lieveth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

This  is  he  that  came  by  water  and  blood,  even  Je- 
sus Christ;  not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood; 
and  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness,  because  the 
Spirit  is  truth.  For  there  are  three  that  bear  record 
in  heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
and  these  three  are  one.  And  there  are  three  that 
bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the 
blood  ;  and  these  three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive 
the  witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is  greater  ;  for 
this  is  the  witness  of  God  which  he  hath  testified  of 
his  Son.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath 
the  witness  in  himself ;  he  that  believeth  not  God^  hath 
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aiade  him  »  liar;  baoavse  ha b^e?eth  pot  the  record 
that  God  gave  of  his  Son.  And  this  ia  the  record, 
that  God  mith  given  to  ua  eternal  life ;  and  this  life  is 
in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son,  hath  life ;  and  he 
that  bath  not  the  Sen  of  God  hath  not  life.  These 
things  have  I  writt^i  unto  you  that  beUeve  on  the  name 
of  the  Son  of  God,  that  ye  inay  know  that  ye  have 
eternal  life^  and  that  ye  may  believe  on  the  name  of 
the  Son  of  God.  And  this  is  the  confidoice  that  we 
have  in  him,  that  if  we  ask  any  thing  according  to  hig 
will,  he  heareth  us ;  and  if  we  know  that  he  hear  os, 
whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the  p^ 
tions  that  we  desired,  of  him. 

If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin,  tdkick  is  not 
unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  fm 
them  that  sin  not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto 
death  ;  I  do  not  sav  that  he  shall  pray  for  it.  AU  un- 
righteousness is  am;  and  there  ia  a  ain  not  unto 
death. 

We  know  that  whosoever  is  bom  of  God  ainnetfc 
not ;  but  he  that  is  begotten  of  God,  kecHpeth  himy^^ 
and  that  wicked  onetoueheth  him  not  And  we  know 
that  we  are  of  God,  and  the  whole  world  lieth  is 
wickedness. 

And  we  know  that  the  Soi|  of  God  is  come,  and 
hath  given  us  an  understanding,  that  we  may  know 
him  that  is  true ;  and  we  are  in  him  that  is  true,  ewi 
in  his  son  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  true  God,  and 
eternal  life. 

Little  children,  ke^  yoursdves  from  idob.   Amen. 
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UfTROttUCTION. 

JL  HE  elder  unto  the  elect  lady  and  her  children,  whom 
I  love  in  the  truth,  (and  not  I  only,  but.  also  all  ther 
that  have  known  the  truth,)  for  the  truth's  sake,  which 
dwelleth  in  us,  and  shall  be  with  us  for  ever.

Having  many  things  to  write  unto  you,  I  would  na 
write  with  paper  and  ink;  but  I  trust  to  come  unto 
you,  and  speak  face  to  face,  that  our  joy  may  be  full.

INTRODUCTION. 

jThe   elder  unto  the  well-beloved   Gaius,   whom  I 
love  in  the  truth. 

Beloved,  I  wish  above  all  things  that  thou  mayesl 
prosper  and  be  in  health,  even  as  thy  soul  prospereth. 
For  I  rejoiced  greatly,  when  the  brethren'  came,  and 
testified  of  the  truth  that  is  in  thee  even  as  thou  walk- 
est  in  the  truth.  I  have  no  greater  joy  than  to  hear 
that  my  children  walk  in  the  truth.  Beloved,  thou 
doest  faithfully  whatsoever  thou  doest  to  the  brethren, 
and  to  strangers,  which  have  borne  witness  of  thy 
charity  before  the  church ;  whom  if  thou  bring  for- 
ward on  their  journey  after  a  godly  sort,  thou  shalt  do 
well.

Beloved,  follow  not  that,  which  is  evil,  but  that  which 
is  good.  He  that  doeth  good  is  of  God  ;  but  he  that 
doeth  evil  hath  not  seen  God.  Demetrius  hath  good 
report  of  all  meuj  and  of  the  truth  itself;  yea,  and  we 
also  bear  record,  and  ye  know  that  our  record  is  true. 
I  had  many  things  to  write,  but  I  will  not  with  ink 
and  pen  write  unto  thee ;  but.  I  trust  I  shall  shortly 
see  thee,  and  we  shajl  speak  face  to  face.  Peace  oe 
to  thee.  Our  friends  salute  thee ;  Greet  the  frioids  by 
name.

I  will  therefore  put  you  m  mnsM- 
branoe^  thouf^  ye  ooice  knew  this,  how  that  Che  Lord, 
having  eaved  the  people  out  of  the  laud  of  Egypt,  d' 
terwards  destroyed  them  that  believed  not ;  and  the 
angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left  their 
own  hdi>itation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chaim 
under  darkness,  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day ; 
even  as  Bodom  and  Goroorrba,  and  the  cities  abrat 
them,  in  like  manner,  giving  themselves  over  to  for- 
ntcatien,  and  going  after  strange  flesh,  are  set  fortk 
for  an  example,  suffering  the  vengeance  of  etenMl  fire 
Likewise  also  these  ^iky  dreamers  defile  the  iesh, 
despise  dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  digm'cies.  Yet 
Michael  the  archangel,  when  contending  with  the 
devil,  he  disputed  about  the  body  of  Moses,  durst  not 
bring  against  him  a  railing  accusation,  but  said  ;  The 
Lord  rebuke  thee.  Bpt  these  speaJK  evil  of  those 
things  which  they  know  not ;  but  what  they  know 
naturally,  as  brute  beasts,  in  those  things  they  cor- 
rupt themselves.  Wo  unto  them !  for  they  have  gone 
in  the  way  of  Cain,  and  ran  greedily  after  the  error 
of  Balaam  for  reward,  and  perished  in  the  gainsay- 
ing of  Core.

which  ungcKily  sinners  have  spoken  against  him.

Be- 
old,  he  Cometh  with  clouds,  and  every  eye  sViaU  see 
him,  and  they  also  which  pierced  him  ;  and  all '  kin- 
dreds of  the  earth  shall  wail  because  of  him;  Even  so^ 
Amen.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega  the  beginning  and 
the  ending,  saith  the  Lord,  which  is  and  which  was 
and  which  is  to  com^  the  Almighty. 

I  John,  who  also  am  your  brother,  and  companion 
in  tribulation,  and  in  the  kingdom  and  patience  of  Je- 
sus Christ,  was  in  the  isle  that  is  called  Patmos,  for 
the  word  of  God,  and  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus 
Christ ;  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day;  and 
heard  behind  me  a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet,  say- 
ing; I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  first  and  the  last; 
and  what  thou  seest  write  in  a  book,  and  send  it  unio 
the  seven  churches  which  are  in  Asia,  unto  Ephesosj 
aiid  unto  Smyrna,  and  unto  Pergamos,  and  unto  Thya- 
tira,  and  unto  Sardis,  and  unto  Philadelphia,  and  unto 
Laodicea.  And  I  turned  to  see  the  voice  that  spake 
with  me;  and,  being  turned,  I  saw  seven  golden  can- 
dlesticks, and  in  ue  midst  of  the  seven  candlesticb 
one  Uke  unto  the  Son  of  man,  clothed  with  a  garment 
down  to  the  foot,  and  girt  about  the  paps  with  a  goldai 
girdle,  his  head  and  his  hairs  were  white  like  wool,  as 
white  as  snow;  and  his  eyes  v>ere  a  flame  of  fire  :  and 
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his  feet  like  unto  fine  braM,  as  if  they  barned  in  a  fur- 
nace ;  and  his  voice  as  the  sound  of  many  waters;  and 
he  had  in  his  ritfht  hand  seven  stars ;  and  out  of  his 
mouth  went  a  sharp  two-edged  swwd ;  and  his  coun- 
tenance wasj  as  the  sun  shineth  in  his  strength.  And 
when  I  saw  him,  I  fell  at  his  feet  as  dead ;  and  he 
laid  his  right  hand  upon  me,  saying  unto  me ;  Fear 
not;  I  am  the  first  and  the  last;  lam  he  that  liveth, 
and  was  dead  ;  and,  bdiold,  I  am  aUve  for  evermore, 
Amen ;  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death.  Write 
the  things  whidh  thou  hast  seen,  and  the  things  which 
are,  and  the  things  which  shall  be  hereafter;  the 
mystery  of  the  seven  stars  which  thou  sawest  in  my 
right  hand,  and  the  seven  golden  candlesticks.  The 
seven  stars  are  the  angels  of  the  seven  churches  ;  and 
the  seven  candlesticks  which  thou  sawest,  are  the 
seven  qhurchies. 

.  Unto  the  angel  of  the  church  m  Ephesus  write ; 
These  things  saith  be  that  holdeth  the  seven  stars  in 
his  right  himd,  who  walketh  in  the  midst  of  the  seven 
golden  candlesticks ;  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  la- 
bour, and  thy  patience,  and  how  thou  canSt  not  bear 
them  which  are  evil ;  and  thou  hast  tried  them  which 
say  they  ai:e  anostles,  and  are  not ;  and  hast  found 
them  liars ;  and  hast  borne,  and  hast  patience^  and  for 
my  name's  sake  hast  laboured,  and  hast  not  fiunted. 
Nevertheless,  I  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because 
thou  hast  left  thy  first  love.  Remember  therefore  from 
whwce  thou  art  fallen,  and  repent,  and  do  the  first 
works;  or  else  I  will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and  will 
remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  his  place,  except  thou 
repent  But  this  thou  hast,  that  thou  hatest  the 
deeds  of  the  Nicolaitanes,  which  I  also  hate.  He  that 
hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches ;  To  him  that  ovorcometh  will  I  give 
to  eat  of  the  triBe  of  life,  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
paradise  of  God. 

And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Smyrna  write ; 
These  things  saith  the  first  and  the  last,  which  was 
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dead^  and  if  olive;  I  know  thy  works^  and  tribulation, 
and  poTMty,  (but  thoa  ait  tkh,)  and  /  kn&w  the 
blaspheikiy  of  them  which  Mytbej  Are  Jeiwa^  and  are 
not)  but  are  the  aynagogue  of  Satao.  Fear  none  of 
thode  tbinga  which  thou  shalt  auffer.  Behok^  the 
devil  shall  cast  some  of  you  into  prison,  that  ye  may 
be  tried  I  and  ye  shalt  have  tribumtion  ten. days.  Be 
thou  ftitmal  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  erowa 
of  life.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  hika  bear  what  the 
Spirit  saith  unto  the  chufcbes;  He  that  overeometb 
shall  not  be  hurt  of  the  second  death. 

And  to  the  an^el  of  the  church  in  Pergamoa  write; 
These  things  saith  he  which  hath  the  sharp  sword  with 
two  edges )  I  know  thy  works,  and  where  thou  dwdl- 
est,  even  where  Satisai's  seat  is  f  and  thou  boldest  tasi 
my  name,  and  haM  not  d^ed  my  faith,  even  m  those 
days  wherein  Antipas  was  my  faithful  martyr,  who 
was  slain  among  you,  where  Satan  dwelleth.  But  I 
have  a  few  things  agamst  thee,  becauae  thou  bast 
there  them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  Balaam,  whs 
taught  Balak  to  cast  a  stumblmg-block  before  the 
chikiren  of  Israel,  to  eat  things  sacrificed  Bnto  idoh^ 
and  to  commit  fornication.  So  hast  thoa  abo  them 
that  hold  the  doctrine  of  the  Nicolaitanes,Vh]di  thing 
I  hate.  Repent;  or  else  I  will  come  unto  tbeeqmckly, 
and  will  fight  against  them  with  the  sword  of  my  mouth. 
He  that  hath  »i  ear,  let  him  hear  what  tbe  Spirit 
saith  mfito  the  churches;  To  him  that  ov^iconMlh 
will  I  give  to  eat  of  the  hidden  manaa,  and  will  gite 
him  a  wUte  sf one^  and  m  the  stoiie  a  new  name  writ- 
ten, which  no  man  knoweth^  saving  be  that  receif- 
ethtf. 

And  unto  tbe  angel  of  the  church  in  Thysftin^  write; 
These  thinga  saith  the  Son  of  God,  wba  hath  Iria  eyes 
like  Unto  a  fiame  of  fifre,  and  his  feet  are  like  fine 
biuss;  i  know  thy  works,  and  charity^  and  aetrice^ 
and  faith,  and  thy  patience,  and  thy  worbi^  and  the 
last  to  be  mere  than  the  first.  Notwithstanding  I  hare 
a  few  things  against  tbee^  because  thou  sufiarest  that 
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woman  Jezebel,  wbich  esOtUi  tifrself  «  pnwbetem,  to 
teach  and  to  seduce  ay  senraiiti  to  comnvt  jbiwcaiton, 
and  to  eat  things  sacjfifieed  wto  idols.  And  I  gare 
her  space  to  repent  of  her  fomiealioi^  a«4  she  re- 
pented not.  Behold,  I  will  caft  her  tfito  a  bed,  and 
them  that  commit  adultery  with  her  into  great  tribula- 
tion, except  they  repent  of  th^  deeds,  and  I  will 
kill  her  children  with-  death.  Aad  all  Uie  churches 
shall  know  that  I  am  he  which  aearchetli  the  reins  and 
hearts;  and  will  give  unto  every  one  of  you  accord- 
ing to  your  works.  But  unta  you  I  say,  and  unto  the 
rest  in  Thyatira,  as  many  |^l  have  not  this  doctrine, 
and  which  have  not  known  the  deptl^  of  Satan,  (as 
they  speak;)  I  will  put  upon  you  none  other  burden ; 
But  that  which  ye  have  already^  hold  fast  till  I  come. 
And  he  that  overcometh,  and  keq[MMh  my  works  unto 
the  end,  to  him  will  I  give  power  over  the  nations ; 
(and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  as  the 
vessels  of  a  potter  shall  thi^  be  broken  to  shivers ;) 
even  as  I  received  of  my  Fadier.  And  I  will  aive 
him  the  morning  star.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the  churches. 

And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sairdis  write ; 
These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  sev^i  Spirits  of 
God,  and  die  seven  stars ;  I  know  thy  works,  thitt 
thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest,  and  art  dead.  Be 
watchful,  and  straigtheu  the  things  which  remain,  that 
are  ready  to  die.  For  I  have-not  found  thy  works 
perfect  before  God.  Remember  therefore,  how  thou 
hast  received  and  heard,  and  hold  fast  and  repent.  If 
therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch,  I  will  come  on  thee  as 
a  thief,  and  thou  shalt  not  know  what  hour  I  will  come 
upon  thee.  Thou  hast  a  few  names  even  in  Sardis, 
which  have  not  defiled  their  garments ;  and  they  shall 
walk  with  me  in  white,  for  they  are  worthy.  He  that 
overcometh,  the  same  shall  be  clothed  in  white  raiment; 
and  I  will  not  blot  out  his  name  out  of  the  book  of  life, 
but  I  will  confess  his  name  before  my  Father,  and 
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before  his  angels.    He  that  hath  an  ear^  let  him  hear 
what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the  churches. 

And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Philadelphia 
write;  These  things  saith  he  that  is  holy,   he   that  is 
true,  he  that  hath  the  key  of  David,  he  that  openeth, 
and  no  man  shutteth,  and  shutteth,  and  no  man  open- 
eth;  I  know  thy  works ;  behold^  I  hav^  9et  before  thee 
an  open  door,  and  no  man  can  shut  it ;  for  then  hast 
a  little  strmigth,  and  hast  kept  my  word,  and  hast  not 
denied  my  name.    Behold  1  will  make  them  of  the 
synagogue  of  Satan,  which  say  they  are  Jews,  and  are 
not,  but  do  lie;  behold,  I  will  make  them  to  come  and 
worship  before  thy  feet,  and  to  know  that  I  have  lored 
thee.     Because  mou  hast  kept  the  word  of  my  pa- 
tience, I  also  will  keep  thee  from  the  hour  of  tempta- 
tion, which  shall  come  upon  all  the  world,  to  try  them 
that  dwell  upon  the  earth.     Behold,  I  come  quickly ; 
hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man  take  Uiy 
crown.     Him  that  pvercometh  will  I  make  a  pillar  in 
the  temple  of  my  God,  and  he  shall  go  no  more  out; 
and  I  will  write  upon  him  the  name  of  my  God,  and 
the  name  of  the  city  of  my  God,  which  is  New  Jerusa- 
lem, which  Cometh  down  out  of  heaven  from  my  Gody 
and  /  will  write  upon  him  my  new  name.     He  that 
hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the 
churches. 

And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  of  the  Laodice- 
ans  write ;  These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faithfal 
and  true  Witness,  the  beginning  of  the  creation  of 
God ;  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither  coM, 
nor  hot.  I  would  thou  wert  cold,  or  hot !  So  then, 
because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neither  cold  nor  hot,  I 
will  spue  thee  out  of  my  mouth.  Because  thou  sayesi ; 
I  am  rich,  and  increased  with  goods,  and  have  need  of 
nothing,  and  knowest  not  that  thou  art  wretched,  and 
miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked  ;  I  counsel 
thee  to  buy  of  me  gold  tried  in  the  fire,  that  thou 
mayest  be  rich  ;  and  white  raiment  that  thou  mayest 
be  clothed,  and  that  the  shame  of  thy  nakedness  do 
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not  appear;  and  an(»iit  thine  eyes  with  eye^alve;  that 
thou  may  est  see.  As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebiike  and 
x^hasten;  be  zealous  therefore,  and  repent.  Behold^ 
I  stand  at  the  door,  and  knoek:  if  any  man  hear  my 
voice,  and  open  the  dbor,  I  will  4u»me  in  to  him,  and 
will  sup  with  him,  and  he  with  me.  To  him  that  over^ 
Cometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  widi  me  in  my  throne,  even 
as  I  also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with  my  Father 
in  his  throne.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what 
the  Spirit  saith  unto  the  churches. 

§  2.  After  this  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  door  was 
opened  in  heaven,  and  the  first  voice  which  I  heard 
vms  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talking  with  me,  which 
said ;  Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  shew  thee  things 
which  must  be  hereafter.  And  immediately  I  was  in 
the  spirit;  and  behold,  a  throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and 
cne  sat  on  the  throne ;  and  he  that  sat  was  to  look 
upon  like  a  jasper  and  a  sardine  stone ;  arid  there  teas 
a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne,  in  sight  like  unto 
an  emerald.  And  round  about  the  throne  ncere  four 
and  tw^ty  seats;  and  upon  the  seats  I  saw  four  and 
twenty  elderssitting,  clothed  in  white  raim^t,  and  they 
had  on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold.  And  out  of  tfaie 
throne  proceeded  lightnings  and  tfaunderings  and 
voices ;  and  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  be- 
fore the  thrcme,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God ; 
and  before  the  throne  there  to€is  a  sea  of  glass  like 
unto  crystal.  And  in  the  midst  <^  the  throne,  and 
round  about  the  throne,  were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes 
before  and  behind.  .  And  the  first  beast  wets  like  a  lion, 
and  the  second  beast  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  faeast 
had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the  fourth  beast  was  like  a 
flying  eagle.  And  the  four  beasts  had  each  of  them 
mx  wings  about  him  and  they  were  full  of  eyes  within; 
and  they  rest  not  day  and  night,  saying;  Holy,  holy, 
holy,  Lord  God  Almighty,  which  was  and  is  and  is  to 
come.  And  when  those  beasts  give  glory  and  honour 
and  thanks  to  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  who  liveth 
lor  ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  elders  fisill 
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down  before  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship 
him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their 
crowns  before  the  throne,  saying;  Thoa  art  worthy, 
Q  Lord,  to  receive  KJ^ory  and  honour  and  power ;  for 
thou  hast  created  aU  dungs,  and  for  thy  pleasure  thej 
are  and  were  created. 

And  I  saw  on  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on  tb« 
throne,  a  book  written  within  and  on  the  backside^ 
sealed  With  sev^i  seals.  And  I  saw  a  strong  angel 
proclaiming  with  a  loud  voice ;  Who  is  worthy  to 
open  the  book,  and  to  loose  the  seals  thereof  ?  and  no 
man  in  heaven,  nor  in  earthy  neither  under  the  earth, 
was  able  to  open  the  book,  neither  to  look  thereon. 
And  I  wept  much,  because  no  man  was  found  worthy 
to  open  and  to  read  the  book,  neither  to  look  thereon. 
And  one  of  the  elders  saith  unto  me ;  Weep  not;  be- 
hold the  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Juda,  the  Root  of  1>a- 
vid,  hath  prevailed  to  op^  the  book,  and  to  loose  the 
seven  seals  thereof.  And  I  beheld,  and  lo,  in  the  midat 
of  the  throne  and  of  the  four  beasts,  and  in  the  midst 
of  the  elders,  stood  a  Lamb,  as  it  had  been  slain,  hav- 
ing seven  boms  and  seven  eyes,  which  are  the  seven 
Spirits  of  God  sent  forth  into  all  the  ^  earth.  And  be 
came  and  took  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand  ofbim 
that  sat  upon  the  throne.  And  when  he  had  taken  the 
book,  the  four  beasts  and  four  and  twenty  elders  feU 
down  before  the  Lamb,  having  every  one  of  them  harps, 
and  ^oldra  vials  full  of  odours,  whieh  are  the  prayers 
of  samts;  and  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying;  llioQ 
art  worthy  to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the  seak 
thereof ;  for  thou  wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to 
God  by  thy  blood  out  of  every  kindred  and  tongue  and 
people  and  nation,  and  hast  made  us  unto  our  God 
kings  and  priests,  and  we  shall  rei^  on  Uie  earth. 
And  I  beheld,  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  many  angek 
round  about  the  throne  and  the  beasts,  and  the  elders; 
and  the  number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  times  ten 
thousand,  and  thousands  of  thousands  ;  saying  with  a 
loud  voice ;  Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain,  to 
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receive  power  and  riches  end  wisdom  and  strengtli 
and  honour  and  glory  and  blessing.  And  every  crea- 
ture which  is  in  heaven^  and  on  the  earth,  and  under 
the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  alr6 
in  them,  heard  I  saying ;  Blessing  and  honour  and 
fflory  and  power  be  unto  him  that  sitteth  upoa  the 
uurone  and  unto  the  Lalnb  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
the  four  beasts  said ;  Amen !  And  the  four  and  twenty 
elders  fell  down  and  worshipped  him  that  liyeth  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  I  saw  when  the  Lamb  opened  one  of  the  seals, 
and  I  heard,  as  it  were  the  noise  of  thunder,  one  of 
the  four  beasts  saying ;  Come  and  see.  And  I  saw, 
and  behold,  a  white- horse,  and  he  that  sat  on  him  had 
a  bow ;  and  a  crown  was  given  unto  him,  and  he 
went  forth  conquering,  and  to  conquer. 

And  when  he  had  opened  the  second  seal,  I  heard 
the  second  beast  say ;  Cbme  and  see.  And  there 
went  out  another  horse,  thai  was  red ;  and  power  was 
given  to  him  that  sat  thereon  to  take  peace  from  the 
earthy  and  that  they  should  kill  one  another ;  and  there 
was  given  unto  him  a  great  sword. 

And  when  he  had  opened  the  third  seal,  I  heard  the 
third  beast  say ;  'Come  and  see.  And  I  b^eld,  and 
lo,  a  black  horse,  and  he  that  sat  on  him  had  a  pair  of 
balances  in  his  hand.  And  I  heard  a  voice  in  the 
midst  of  the  four  beasts  say  ;  A  measure  of  wheat  for 
a  p^my,  and  three  measures  of  barley  for  a  penny  ; 
and  see  thou  hurt  not  the  oil  and  the  wine. 

And  when  he  had  opened  the  fourth  seal,  I  heard 
the  voice  of  the  fourth  beast  say ;  Come  imd  see. 
And  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  pale  horse,  and  his  name 
that  sat  on  him  was  Death  ;  and  hell  followed  with 
him.  And  power  was  ffiven  unto  them  over  the  fourth 
part  of  the  earth,  to  kill  with  sword,  and  with  hunger, 
and  with  death,  and  with  the  beasts  of  the  earth. 

And  H^en  he  had  opened  the  fifth  seal,  I  saw  under 
the  altar  the  souls  of  mem  that  were  shun  for  the  word 
of  God,  aad  for  Uie  testimony  which  they  held ;  and 
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they  cried  with  a  load  Toice^  saying ;  How  Icmg,  0 
Lord)  holy  and  true^  dost  thou  not  judge  and  aveage 
our  blood  on  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  ?  And  white 
robes  were  giyea  unto  every  one  of  them,  and  it  wis 
iaid  unto  them,  that  they  should  rest  yet  for  a  littk 
aeasoti,  until  their  fellow-servants  also,  and  their 
l^rethren,  that  should  be  killed  as  they  were^  should  be 
fufiUed. 

And  I  bdield,  when  he  had  opened  the .  sixth  sea^ 
and  lo,  there  was  a  great  earthquake,  and  the  son  be- 
Cflime  blAc'k  as  sackcloth  of  hair,  and  the  mooq  became 
as  blood,  and  the  stars  of  heaven  fell  unto  the  eaitii, 
even  ds  a  fig-tree  castelh  her  untimely  figs  when  she 
Ib  shaken  of  a  mighty  wind;  and  the  heaven  departed 
as  a  scroll  M^ien  it  is  rolled  together,  aad  every  moun- 
tain and  island  were  moved  out  of  their  places  ^  and 
the  khigs  of  the  earth  and  the  great  men  and  the  hcb 
men  and  (he  chief  captains  and  the  mighty  men  and 
every  bondsaan  and  every  fi^eeman  hid  themselves  is 
the  dens  and  in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains,  and  said  to 
the  Inountains  and  rocks;  Fall  on  us,  and  hide  usfirooi 
the  face  of  him  that  sittetb  on  the  throne,  and  from  the 
wfatb  of  the  Lamb;  for  the  great  day  c^  his  wratb  is 
tome,  and  vt^hd  shall  be  able  to  stand  ? 

And  after  these  things  I  saw  four  angels  standing  on 
die  four  comers  of  the  earth,  holding  the  four  winds 
of  the  earth,  that  the  wind  should  not  blow  on  the 
earthy  nor  on  the  sea,  nor  on  any  tree.  And  I  saw 
another  angel  asc^id^ng  from  the  east,  haring  the  sed 
6f  the  livfaig  God ;  and  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice  to 
the  four  angels,  to  whom  it  was  given  to  h.ort  the  earth 
and  the  sea^  saying ;  Hurt  not  the  earth,  neither  the 
sea,  n6r  the  trees,  till  we  have  sealed  the  servants  of 
our  God  in  their  foreheads.  And  I  heard  the  number 
of  theni  which  were  sealed  ;  and  there  were  sealed  » 
hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand  of  all  the  tribes 
of  the  children  of  Israel ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Jnda  f0ere 
toaled  twelve  thousand;  Of  the  tribe  iof  Reuben  were 
toaled  twelve  thousand ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Gad  ttere 
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sealed  t wehe. thousand ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Aser  were 
sealed  twelve  /thousand ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Nephthalim 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand;  Of  the  tribe  of  Manasses 
ttere  sealed  twelve  thousand  ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon 
tvere  sealed  twelve  thousand ;  .Of  the  tribe  of  Lefi 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand  ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Issachar 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand ;  Of  the  tribe  of  Zabiikm 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand ;  (M*  the  tribe  of  Joseph 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand;  Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin: 
toere  sealed  twelve  thousand  ;  After  this.  I  beheld,  and 
lo,  a  great  muhitude,  which  no  man  conM  number^  of 
all  nations  and  kindreds  and  people  and  tongues,  stood 
before  the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with 
white  robesy  and  palms  in  their  hands ;  And  cried  with 
a  loud  voice ;  saying;  Salvation  to  our  God  which  sit- 
teth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb.  And  all 
the  angels  stood  roiind  about  the  throne  and  about  the 
elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne 
on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God,  saying  ;  Amen; 
Blessing  and  glory  and  wisdom  and  thiunksgiving  and 
honour  and  power  and  might  be  unto  our  God  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen.  And  one  of  the  elders  answered, 
saying  unto  me ;  What  are  these  which  are  arrayed  in 
white  robes  1  and  whence  came  they  ?  And  I  said  un- 
to him ;  Sir  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me ;  These 
are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and 
have  washed  their  robes^  and  made  them  white  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.  Therefore  are  they  before  'the 
throne  of  God,  and  serte  him  day  and  night  in  his 
temple  ;  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell 
among  Chem.  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither 
thirst  any  more,  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them, 
nor  any  heat ;  for  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst 
of  the  throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  im- 
to  living  fountains  of  waters,  and  God  shall  wipe  away 
all  teani  from  their  eyes. 

And  when  he  had  bpoied  the  sevmth  seal,  there 
was  silence  in  heaven  about  the  space  of  half  an  hour. 
And  I  saw  the  sevm  angels  which  stood  before  God:

and  to  them  were  given  seven  trumpets.  And  another 
angel  came,  and  stood  at  the  altar,  having  a  goldci 
censer ;  and  there  was  given  unto  him  much  incense^ 
that  he  should  offer  it  with  the  prayers  of  all  saints 
upon  the  golden  altar  which  was  before  the  thnme. 
And  the  smoke  of  the  incense  which  came  with  the 
prayers  of  the  saints,  ascended  up  before  God  out  of 
the  angel's  hand.  And  the  the  angel  took  the  censer, 
and  filled  it  with  fire  of  the  altar,  and  cast  it  into  the 
earth;  and  there  were  voices  and  thunderings  and 
lightnings  and  an  earthquake. 

And  die  seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  trumpets 
prepared  themselves  to  sound.  The  first  angel  sound- 
ed, and  there  followed  hail  and  fire  mingled  with 
blood,  and  they  were  cast  upon  the  earth ;  and  the 
third  part  of  trees  was  burnt  up,  and  all  green  gran 
was  burnt  up. 

And  the  second  angel  sounded,  and  as  it  were  a 
great  mountain  burning  with  fire  was  cast  into  the  sea; 
and  the  third  part  of  the  sea  became  blood ;  and  the 
third  part  of  the  creatures  which  were  in  the  sea,  and 
had  life,  died ;  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships  were 
destroyed. 

And  the  third  angel  sounded,  and  there  fell  a  great 
star  from  heaven,  burning  as  it  were  a  lamp,  and  it 
fell  upon  the  third  part  of  the  rivers,  and  upon  the 
fountains  of  waters ;  and  the  name  of  the  star  is  call- 
ed Wormwood ;  and  the  third  part  of  the  waters  be- 
came wormwood ;  and  many  men  died  of  the  waten 
because  they  were  made  bitter. 

And  the  fourth  angel  sounded,  and  the  third  part  of 
the  sun  was  smitten,  and  the  third  part  of  the  mooD 
and  the  third  part  of  the  stars,  so  as  the  third  part  of 
them  was  darkened,  and  the  day  shone  not  for  a  third 
part  of  it,  and  the  night  likewise. 

And  I  beheld,  and  heard  an  angel  flying  through 
the  midst  of  heaven,  saying  with  a  loud  voice ;  Wo^  wo, 
wo  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth,  by  reason  of  the 
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other  voices  of  the  trumpet  of  the  three  angels,  which 
are  yet  to  sound ! 

And  the  fifth  angel  sounded,  and  I  saw  a  star  fall 
from  heaven  unto  the  earth,  and  to  him  was  given 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit ;  .and  he  opened  the  bot- 
tomless pit.  And  there  arose  a  smoke  out  of  the  pit, 
as  the  smoke  of  a  great  furnace,  and  the  sun  and  the 
air  were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  smoke  of  the  pit. 
And  there  came  out  of  the  smoke  locusts  upon  the 
earth,  and  unto  them  was  given  power,  as  the  scorpions 
of  the  earth  have  power ;  and  it  was  commanded  them 
that  they  should  not  hurt  the  grass  of  the  earth,  nei- 
ther any  greea  thing,  neither  any  tree,  but  only  those 
men  whicm  have  not  the  seal  of  God  in  their  foreheads. 
And  to  them  it  was  giv^n  that  they  should  not  kill 
tbenu  but  that  they  should  be  tormented  five  months; 
and  mekr  torment  wm  as  the  torment  of  a  scorpion, 
when  he  striketh  a  man.  And  in  those  days  shall 
men  seek  death,  and  shall  not  find  it ;  and  shall  de- 
sire to  die,  and  death  «hall  flee  from  them.  And  the 
shapes  of  the  locusts  ivere  like  unto  horses  prepared 
unto  battle,  and  on  their  heads  were  as  it  were  crowns 
like  gold,  and  their  faces  were  as  the  faces  of  meki, 
and  they  had  hair  as  the  hair  of  women,  and  their 
teeth  were  as  the  teeth  of  lions,  and  they  had  breast- 
plates, as  it  were  breast-plates  of  iron,  and  the 
sound  of  their  wings  was  as  the  sound  of  chariots 
of  numy  horses  running  to  battle.  And  they  had 
tails  like  unto  scorpions,  and  there  were  stings  in 
their  tails;  and  their  power  was  to  hurt  men  five 
months.  And  they  had  a  king  over  them,  which  is 
the  angel  of  the  bottomless  pit ;  whose  name  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue  t^  Abaddon,  but  in  the  Greek  tongue 
hath  his  name  ApoUyon.  ()ne  wo  is  past ;  and^  be- 
hold, there  come  two  woes  more  hereafter. 

And  the  sixth  angel  sounded,  and  I  heard  a  voice 
from  the  four  horns  of  the  golden  altar  which  is  before 
God,  saying  to  the  sixth  angel  which  had  the  trum- 
pet ;  Loose  the  four  angels  which  are  bound  in  the 
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great  river  Euphrates.  And  the  four  angeb  mmt 
loosed,  which  were  prepared  for  an  liour  and  a  itsf 
and  a  month  and  a  year,  for  to  slay  the  third  part  -of 
men.  And  the  number  of  the  army  of  the  horsemci 
were  two  hundred  thousand  thousand;  and  I  heard 
the  number  of  them.  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  is 
the  vision,  and  them  that  sat  on  them,  having  breast- 
plates of  fire,  and  of  jacinth,  and  brimstone ;  and  the 
heads  of  the  horses  were  as  the  heads  of  lions,  and  out 
of  their  mouths  issued  fire  and  smoke  and  brimstone. 
By  these  three  was  the  third  part  of  men  killed,  b? 
the  fire  and  by  the  smoke,  and  by  the  brimstone,  which 
issued  out  of  their  mouths.  For  their  power  is  in  their 
mouth,  and  in  their  tails;  for  their  tails  were  like  unto 
serpents,  and  had  heads,  and  with  them  they  do  hurt 
And  the  rest  of  the  men  which  were  not  kitted  by  these 
plagues,  yet  repented  not  of  the  works  of  their  hands, 
that  they  should  not  worship  devils,  and  idols  of  gold, 
and  silver,  and  brass,  and  stone,  and  of  wood,  whick 
neither  can  see,  nor  hear,  nor  walk  ;  neither  repented 
they  of  their  murders,  nor  of  their  sorceries,  nor  of 
their  fornication,  nor  of  their  thefts. 

And  I  saw  another  mighty  angel  come  down  froo 
heaven,  clothed  with  a  cloud,  and  a  rainbow  was  upon 
his  head,  and  his  face  was  as  it  were  the  sun,  and  hit 
feet  as  pillars  of  fire ;  and  he  had  in  his  hand  a  \Ai\t 
book  open  ;  and  he  set  his  right  foot  upon  the  set,  sod 
his  led  foot  on  the  earth ;  and  cried  with  a  load  voice, 
as  wheii  a  lion  roareth.  And  when  he  had  cried,  sercB 
thunders  uttered  their  voices.  And  when  the  seven 
thunders  had  uttered  their  voices,  I  was  about  to  write; 
and  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me: 
Seal  up  those  things  which  the  seven  thunders  uttered 
and  write  them  not.  And  the  angel  which  I  sa« 
stand  upon  the  sea  and  upon  the  earth  lifted  up  his 
hand  to  heaven,  and  sware  by  him  that  liveth  for  em 
and  ever,  who  created  heaven  and  the  things  thil 
therein  are,  and  the  earth  and  the  things  that  therew 
are,  and  the  sea  and  the  things  which  are  therein  thit 
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there  should  be  time  no  longer  ;  but  in  the  days  of  the 
voice  of  the  seventh  angel,  when  he  shall  begm  to 
sound,  the  mystery  of  God  should  be  finished,  as  he 
hath  declaried  to  his  servants  the  prophets. 

§  3.  And  the  voice  which  I  heard  from  heaven 
spake  unto  me-  again,  and  said  ;  Go,  and  take  the  lit- 
tle book  which  is  open  in  the  hand  of  the  angel  which 
^andeth  upon  the  sea  and  upon  the  earth.  And  I  went 
unto  the  angel,  and  said  unto  him  ;  Give  me  the  little 
book.  And  he  said  unto  me;  Take  it  and  eat  it  up; 
.  and  it  shall  make  thy  belly  bitter,  but  it  shall  be  in  thy 
mouth  sweet  as  honey.  And  I  took  the  little  book 
out  of  the  angel's  hand,  and  ate  it  up  ;  and  it  was  in 
my  mouth  sweet  as  honey  ;  and  as  soon  as  I  had  eaten 
if,  my  belly  was  bitter.  And  he  said  unto  me ;  Thou 
must  prophesy  again  before  many  peoples  And  nations 
and  tongues  and  kings.  And  there  was  given  unto 
me  a  reed  like  unto  a  rod ;  and  the  angel  stood,  say* 
ing ;  Rise,  and  measure  the  temple  of  God,  and  the 
altar,  and  them  that  worship  therein  ; 

-  But  the  court  which  is  without  the  temple  leave  out,, 
and  measure  it  not,  for  it  i^  given  unto  the  Gentiles ; 
and  the  holy  city  shall  they  tread  under  foot  forty  and 
two  months. 

And  I  will  give  ^trer  unto  my  two  witnesses,  and 
they  shall  prophesy  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  three- 
score; days,  clothed  in  sackcloth.  These  are  the  two 
olive-trees,  and  the  two  candlesticks  standing  before 
the  God  of  the  earth.  And  if  any  man  will  hurt  them, 
fire  proceedeth  out  of  their  mouth,  and  devourelii  their 
enemies  ^  and  if  any.  man  will  hurt  them,  he  must  in 
this  manner  be  killed.  These  have  power  to  shut 
heaven,  that  it  rain  not  in  the  days  of  their  prophecy; 
and  have  power  over  waters  to  turn  them  to  blood,  and 
to  smite  the  earth  with  allplagues,  as  often  as  they  will. 
And  when  they  shall  have  finished  thefr  testimony,  the 
beast  that  ascendeth  out  of  the  bottomless  pit  shall 
make  war  against  them,  and  shall  overcome  them^  and 
kill  them.      And  their  dead  bodies  shall  lie  in  the

street  of  the  great  city^  which  spiritually  is  called  So- 
doia  and  Egypt,  where  also  our  Lord  was  crucified. 
And  they  of  the  people  and  kindreds,  and  tongues  ani 
nations  shall  see  their  dead  bodies  three  days  and  at 
half,  and  shall  not  suffer  their  dead  bodies  to  be  put  in 
graves.  And  they  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  re- 
joice over  them,  and  make  merry,  and  shaH  send  gifts 
one  to.  another,  because  these  two  prophets  tormented 
them  that  dwelt  on  the  earth.  And  after  three  days 
tmd  an  half  the  Spirit  of  life  from  God  entered  into 
them  ;  and  they  stood  up  on  their  feet ;  and  great  fear 
fell  upon  them  which  saw  them.  And  they  heard  a 
great  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  them ;  Come  up 
hither.  And  they  ascended  up  to  heaven  in  a  cioud ; 
and  their  enemies  beheld  them.  And  the  same  hour 
was  there  a  great  earthquake,  and  the  tenth  pan  of 
the  city  fell,  and  in  the  earthquake  were  slain  of  men 
seven  thousand ;  and  the  renmant  were  aflOrighted,  and 
gave  glory  to  ihe  God  of  heaven. 

§  4.  The  second  wo  is  past,  and  behold,  the  third  wo 
Cometh  quickly.  Ami  the  seventh  angel  sounded,  and 
'  there  were  great  voices  in  heaven,  saying  ;  The  kinsf- 
doms  of  this  world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our 
Lord,  and  of  his  Christ,  and  he  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever.  And  the  four  and  tw^enty  elders, 
which  sat  before  God  on  their  seats,  fell  upon  their 
faces  and  worshipped  God,  saying ;  We  give  thee 
thanks,  O  Lord  God  Almighty,  which  art  and  wast 
and  art  to  come,  because  thou  hast  taken  to  thee  thy 
great  power,  and  hast  reigned.  And  the  nations  were 
angry,  and  thy  wrath  is  come,  and  the  time  of  thedead^ 
that  they  should  be  j»dc[ed,  and  'that  thou  shouldest 
give  reward  unto  thy  servants,  the  prophets,  and  lo 
the  saints,  and  them  that  fear  tliy  name,  small  and 
great,  and  sliouldest  dostroy  them  which  dcstrov  the 
earth.  And  the  temple  of  God  was  opened  in  heaven, 
and  there  was  seen  in  his  temple  the  ark  of  his  tesla- 
ment ;  and  there  were  lightnings,  and  voices,  and 
thunderings,  and  an  earthquake,  and  great  hail. 
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§  5.  And  there  appeared  a  great  wonder  in  heaven ; 
a  woman  clothed  with  the  sun,  and  the  moon  under  her 
feet,  and  upon  her  head  a  crown  of  twelve  stars ;  and 
-she,  being  with  child,  cried,  travailing  in  birth,  and 
pained  to  be  delivered.  And  there  appeared  another 
wonder  in  heaven ;  'and,  behold,  a  great  red  dragon, 
having  seven  heads,  and  ten  horns,  and  seven  crowns 
upon  his  heads.  And  his  tail  drew  the  third  part  of 
the  stars  of  heaven,  and  did  cast  them  to  the  earth. 
And  the  dragon  stood  before  the  woman  which  was 
ready  to  be  delivered,  for  to  devour  her  child  as  soon 
as  it  was  bom.  And  she  brought  forth  a  man  child, 
who  was  to  rule  all  nations  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  and  her 
child  was  caught  up  unto  God,  and  to  his  throne. 
And  the  woman  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where  she 
halb  a  place  prepared  of  God,  that  they  should  feed 
her  there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore  days. 

And  there  was  war  in  heaven  ;  Michael  and  his  an- 
gels fought  against  the  dragon,  and  the  dragon  fought 
and  his  angels,  and  prevailed  not,  neither  was  there 
place  found  any  more  in  heaven  ;  and  the  great  dragon 
was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil, 
and  Satan,  which  deceiveth  the  whole  world,  he  was 
cast  out  into  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were  cast  out 
with  him.  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  hea- 
ven ;  Now  is  come  salvation  and  strength  and  the 
kingdom  of  our  God,  and  the  power  of  his  Christ ; 
for  the  accuser  of  our  brethren  is  cast  down,  which 
accused  them  before  our  God  day  and  night.  And 
they  overcame  him  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  and 
by  the  word  of  their  testimony,  find  they  loved  not 
their  lives  unto  death.  Therefore  rejoice,  ye  heavens, 
and  ye  that  dwell  in  them.  Wo  to  the  inhabiters  of 
the  earth  and  of  the  sea  !  for  the  devil  is  come  down 
unto  you,  having  great  wrath,  because  he  knoweth 
that  he  hath  but  a  short  time.  And  when  the  dragon 
saw  that  he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he  persecuted  the 
woman  which  brought  forth  the  man-child.  And  to 
the  woman  were  given  two  wings  of  a  great  ragle^ 
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that  she  might  fly  into  the  wilderness,  into  her  place, 
where  she  is  nourished  for  a  time  and  times  and  half 
a  time,  from  the  face  of  the  serpent.  And  the  serpeoi 
cast  out  of  his  mouth  water  as  a  flood  after  the  wo- 
man, that  he  might  cause  her  to  be  carried  away  d*the 
flood.  Aiid  the  earth  helped  the  woman,  and  the  earth 
opaied  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  up  the  flood  which 
the  dragon  cast  out  of  his  mouth. 

•And  the  dragon  was  wroth  with  the  woman,  and 
went  to  make  war  with  the  remnant  of  her  seed,  which 
keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  have  the  tesii- 
mony  of  Jesus  Christ. 

And  I  stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea,  and  saw  a 
beast  rise  up  out  of  the  sea,  having  seven  heads  and 
ten  horns,  and  upon  his  horns  ten  crowns,  and  upon 
his  heads  the  name  of  blasphemy.     And  the   beast 
which  I  saw  was  like  unto  a  leopard,  and  his  feel  were 
as  the  feet  of  a  bear,  and  his  mouth  as  the  mouth  of 
a  lion.     And  the  dragon  gave  him  his  power4|  and  his 
seat,  and  great  authority.     And  I  saw  one  of  his  heads 
as  it  were  wounded  to  death,  and  his  deadly  woond 
was  healed,'and  all  the  world  wondered  after  the  beast; 
and  they  worshipped  the  dragon  which  gave  power 
unto  the  beast,  and  they  worshipped  the  beast,  saj- 
ing ;  Who  is  like  unto  the  beast  ?  who    is    able  io 
make  war  with  him  ?  And  there  was  given  unto  lum  a 
mouth  speaking  great  things  and  blasphemies ;  and 
power  was   given   unto    him  to   continue  forty  and 
two  months.     And  he  opened  his  moiith  in  blasphemy 
against  God,  to  blaspheme  his  name,  and  his  taberna- 
cle, and  them  that  dwell  in  heaven.     And  it  was  giFen 
unto  him  to  make  war  with  the  saints,  and  to  over- 
come them ;  and  power  was  given  him  over  all  kin- 
dreds and  tongues,  and  nations.     And  all  that  dwell 
upon  the  earth  shall  worship  him,  whose  names  arc 
not  written  in  the  book  of  life  of  the  Lamb  slain  from 
the  foundation  of  the  World.      If  any    man   have  an 
ear,  let   him  hear.      He  that   leadeth  into  captivity, 
shall  go  into  captivity  ;  he  that  killeth  with  the  sword 
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must  be  killed  with  the  sword.  Here  is  the  patience 
and  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth,  and  he  had  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 
a  dragon.  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  power  of  the  first 
beast  before  him ;  and  causeth  the  earth  and  them  which 
dwell  therein  to  worship  the  first  beast,  whose  deadly 
wound  was  healed;  and  be  doeth  great  wonders,  so 
that  he  maketh  fire  come  down  from  heaven  on  the 
earth  in  the  sight  of  men,  and  deceiveth  them  that 
dWell  on  the  earth  by  the  means  of  those  miracles 
which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight  of  the  beast ; 
sayine;  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  th^t  they 
should  make  an  image  to  the  beast,  which  had  the 
wound  by  a  sword,  and  did  live.  And  he  had  power 
to  give  life  unto  the  image  of  the  beast,  that  the  image 
of  the  heaai  should  both  speak,  and  cause  that  as  many 
as  would  not  worship  the  image  of  the  beast  shoul)^  be 
killed.  And  he  causeth  all,  both  small  and  great,  rich 
and  poor,  firee  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in*  their 
right  hand,  or  in  their  foreheads;  and  that  no  man 
might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark,  or  the 
name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name.  Here 
is  wisdom ;  Let  him  that  hath  understanding  count 
the  number  of  the  beast;  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man, 
and  his  number  is  six  hundred  threescore  atid  six. 

And  I  looked,  and  lo  a  Lamb  stood  on  the  mount 
Sion,  and  with  him  an  hundred  forty  and  four  thou- 
sand, having  his  Father's  name  written  in  their  fore- 
heads. And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  vgice 
of  many  watenii  and  as  the'  voice  of  a  great  thunder  ; 
and  I  heard  the  voice  of  harpers  h&rping  with  their 
harps,  and  they  sung  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the 
throne  and  before  the  four  beasts  and  the  elders ;  and 
no  man  could  learn  that  song  but  the  hundred  and  forty 
and  four  thousand,  which  were  redeemed  from  the 
earth.  These  are  they  which  Were  not  defiled  with 
women ;  for  they  are  virgins ;  these  are  they  which 
follow  the  Lamb  whithersoever  he  goeth.  These  were 
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redeemed  from  among  men,  being  the  first-fruits  unto 
God  and  to  tlieLamb.  And  in  their  niouth  was  found 
no  guile;  for  they  are  without  fault  before  the  throne 
of  God. 

And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven, 
having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  unto  *  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation  and  kin- 
dred and  tongue  and  people ;  saying  with  a  loud  voice ; 
Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him,  for  the  hour  of  his 
judgment  is  come;  aiid  worship  him  that  made  heaven 
and  earth  and   the  sea  and  the  fountains  of  waters. 

And  there  followed  another  angel,  saying;  Babylon 
is  fallen,  is  fallen,  that  great  city  ;  because  she  made 
all  nations  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  forni- 
cation. 

And  the  third  angel  followed  them,  saying  with  a 
loud  voice;  If  any  man  worship  the  beast  and  his  im- 
age,' and  rec^ve  his  mark  in  his  forehead,  or  in  his 
hand,  the  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of 
God,  which  is  poured  out  without  mixture  intothe  cup 
of  his  indignation,  and  he*  shall  be  tormented  with  fire 
and  brimstone  in  the  presence  of  the  holy  angels,  and 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb.  And  the  smoke  of  their 
torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever ;  and  they  bare 
no  rest  day  nor  night,  who  worship  the  beast  and  his 
image,  and  whosoever  receiveth  the  mark  of  his  name. 

Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints^  here  are  they  that 
keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  the  faith  of 
Jesus. 

^  6.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  onto 
me ;  Write ;  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the 
Lord  from  henceforth ;  (Yea,  saith  the  Spirit;)  that 
they  may  rest  from  their  labours,  and  their  works  do 
follow  them. 

And  I  looked,  and  behold  a  white  cloud,  and  upon 
the  cloud  one  sat  like  unto  the  Son  of  man,  having  on 
his  head  a  golden  crown,  and  in  his  hand  a  sharp  sickle. 
And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple,  crying 
with  a  loud  voice  to  him  that  sat  on  the  cloud  ;  Tlu-ust 
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in  thy  sickle,  and  reap ;  for  the  time  'm  Come  for  thee 
to  reap,  for  the  harvest  of  the  earth  is  ripe.  And  he 
that  sat  on  the  cloud  thrust  in  his  sickle  on  the  earthy 
and  the  earth  was  reaped. 

And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple  which  is 
in  heaven,  he  also  having  a  sharp  sickle.  And  another 
angel  came  oiit  from  the  altar,  which  had  power  over 
fire ;  and  cried  with  a  loud  cry  to  him  that  had  the 
sharp  sickle,  ikying;  Thrust  in  thy  sharp  sickle,  and 
gather  the  clusters  of  the  vine  of  the  earth ;  for  her 
grapes  are  fully  ripe.  And  the  angel  thrust  in  his 
sickle  into  the  earth,  and  gathered  the  vine  bf  the 
earth,  and  cast  if  into  thg  great  wine-press  of  the 
wrath  of  God.  And  the  wine-press  was  trodden  with- 
out the  city,  and  blood  came  out  of  the  wine-press, 
ev&i  unto  the  horses'  bridles^  by  the  space  of  a  thou- 
sand and  six  hundred  furlongs. 

And  I  sirw  another  sign  in  heaven  great  and  mar- 
vellous, seven  angels  having  the  seven  last  plagues,  for 
in  them  is  filled  up  the  wrath  of  God.  And  I  saw  as 
it  were  a  sea  of  glass  mingled  with  fire,  and  them  that 
had  gotten  the  victory  over  the  beast  and  over  his 
image  and  6ver  his  mark  and  over  the  number  of  his 
name,  stand  on  the  sea  of  glass,  having  the  harps  of 
God.  And  they  sing  the  song  of  Mos^g  the  servant 
of  God,  and  the  song  of  the  Lamb,  saying;  Great 
and  marvellous  are  thy  works,  Lord  God  Almighty ; 
just  and  true  are  thy  ways,  thou  King  6f  saints;  who 
shall  not  fear  thee,  O  Lord,  and  glorify  thy  name  ? 
for  thou  only  art  holy  ;  fpr  all  nations  shall  come  and 
worship  before  thee;  f9r  thy  judgments  are  made 
manifest.  And  after  that  I  looked,  and,  behold  the 
temple  of  the  tabernacle  of  the' testimony  in  heaven 
was  opened  ;  and  the  seven  angels  came  out  of  the 
temple,  haviitg  the  seven  plagues,  clothed  in  pure  and 
white  linen,  and  having  their  breasts  girded  with  gol- 
den girdles.  And  one  of  the  four  beasts  gave  unto 
the  seven  angels  seven  golden  vials  full  of  the  wrhth 
of  God,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever.     And  the  tem- 
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pie  was  filled  with  smoke  from  the  glory  of  God  and 
fn>m  his  poiver ;  and  no  man  was  able  to  enter  into 
the  temple,  till  the  seven  plagues  of  the  seven  angels 
were  fulfilled. 

And  I  heard  4  great  voice  out  of  the  temple,  say- 
mg  to  the  seven  angels ;  Go  your  ways  and  pour  out 
the  tMh  of  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  earth.  * 

And  the  first  went,  and  poured  out  his  vial  upon 
the  earth  ;  and  the^efell  a  noisome  and  grievous  sore 
upon  the  men  which  had  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and 
upon  them  which  worshipped  his  image.   . 

And  the  second  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
sea  ;  and  it  became. as  thq, blood  of  a  dead  manj  and 
every  living  soul  died  in  the  sea. 

And  the  third  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
rivers  and  fountains  of  waters  ;  and  they  became  blood. 
And  I  heard  the  angel  of  the  waters  say ;  Thou  art 
righteous,  O  Lord,  which  art  and  wast  arid  shalt  be, 
because  thou  hast  judged  thus  ;  for  they  have  shed  the 
blood  of  saints  and  prophets,  and  thou  bast  given  them 
blood  to  drink ;  for  they  are  worthy.  And  I  heard 
another  out  of  the  altar  say  ;  Eveii  so,  Lord  God  Al- 
mighty, true  and  righteous  are  thy  judgments. 

And  the  fotirth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
sun ;  and  power  was  given  unto  him  to  scorch  men 
with  fire.  And  men  were  scorched  with  great  heal; 
and  blasphemed  the  name  of  God,  which  hath  power 
over  these  plagues,  and  they  repented  not  to  give 
him  glory. 

And  the  fifth  angel  poured. out  his  vial  upon  the  seat 
of  the  beast;  and  his  kingdom  was  full  of  dark- 
ness; and  they  gnawed  their,  tongues  for  pain,  and 
blasphemed  the  God  bf  licaven  because  of  their  pains 
and  their  sores,  and  repented  not  of  their  deeds. 

And  the  sixth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
great  river  Euphrates ;  and  the  water  thereof  was  dri- 
ed up,  that  the  way  of  the  kings  of  the  east  might  be 
prepared.  And  I  saw. three  unclean  spirits  like  frogs 
conie  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the 
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mouth  of  the  beast,  and  out  of  tlie  mouth  of  the  false 
prophet ;  (for  they  are  the  spirits  of  devils,  working 
miracles,)  which  go  forth  unto  the  kings  of  the  earth 
and  of  the  whole  world,  to  gather  them  to  the  battle 
of  that  great  day  of  God  Almighty.  Behold,  I  come 
as  a  thief.  Blessed  ia  he  that  watcheth,  and  keepeth 
his  garments,  lest  he  walk  naked,  and  they  see  his 
shame.  And  he  gathered  them  together  into  a  place 
called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Armageddon. 

And  the  seventh  angel  poured  out  his  vial  into  the 
air  ;  and  there  came  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple  of 
heaven,  from  the  throne,  saying;  It  is  done.  And 
there  were  voices  and  thunders  and  lightnings ;  and 
there  was  a  great  earthquake,  such  as  was  not  since 
men  were  upon  the  earth,  so  mighty  an  earthquake  and 
so  great.     And  the  great  city  was  divided  into  three 

Eirts,  and  the  cities  of  the  nations  fell  ;  and  great 
abylon  came  in  remembrance  before  God,  to  give 
wito  her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  the  fierceness  of  his 
wrath.  And  every  island  fled  away,  and  the  moun- 
tains were  not  found.  And  there  fell  upon  men  a  great 
hail  out  of  heaven,  every  stone  about  the  weight  of  a 
talent ;  and  men  blasphemed  God  because  of  the 
plague  of  the  hail,  for  the  plague  thereof  was  exceed- 
ing great. 

And  there  came  one  of  the  seven  angels  which  had 
the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me,  saying  unto  me ; 
Come  hither,  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judgment  of 
the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters.  With 
^hom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornica- 
tion, and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made 
drunk  with  the  wine  of  her  fornication.  So  he  carried 
me  away  in  the  spirit  into  the  wilderness  ;  and  I  saw 
a  woman  sit  upon  a  scarlet  coloured  beast,  full  of 
names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 
And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  purple  and  scarlet 
eolour,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones  and 
pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand,  full  of  abom- 
inations and  filthiness  of  her  fornication,  and  upon  her 
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forehead  was  a  name  written ;  MYSTERY ;  BA- 
BYLON THE  GREAT  THE  MOTHER  OF 
HARLOTS,  AND  ABOMINATIONS  OF  THE 
EARTH.  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunk^i  with  tk 
blood  of  the  saints,  and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyn 
of  Jesus.  And  when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered  with 
great  admiration. 

And  the  angel  said  unto  me ;  Wherefore  didst  tbou 
marvel  ?  I  will  tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman, 
and  of  the  beast  that  carrieth  her,  whic^  hath  the  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns.  The  beast  that  thou  sawest  was, 
and  is  not,  and  shall  ascend  out  of  the  bottomless  pit, 
and  go  into  perdition;  and  they  that  dwell  on  the  earth 
shall  wonder,  whose  names  were  not  written  in  the 
book  of  life  from  the  foundation  of  die  world^  when 
they  beheld  the  beast  that  was,  and  is  not,  and  yet  is. 

And  here  is  the  mind  which  hath  wisdom.  The 
seven  heads  are  seven  mountains,  on  which  the  wo- 
man sitteth.  And  there  are  seven  kings ;  five  are  fall- 
en, aind  one  is,  and  the  other  is  not  yet  come,  and 
when  he  cometh,  he  must  continue  a  short  space.  And 
the  beast  that  was,  and  is  not,  even  he  is  the  eighth, 
and  is  of  the  seven,  and  goeth  into  perdition.  And 
the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  are  ten  kings,  irhich 
have  received  no  kingdom  as  yet,  but  receive  poveras 
kings  one  hour  with  the  beast.  These  have  one  mind, 
and  shall  give  their  power  and  strength  unto  the  beast. 
These  shall  make  war  with  the  Lamb  ;  and  the  Lamb 
shall  overcome  them  ;  for  he  is  Lord  of  lords,  and 
King  of  kings ;  and  they  that  are  with  him  are  called 
and  chosen  and  faithful.  And  he  saith  unto  me ;  The 
waters  which  thou  sawest,  where  the  whore  sitteth, 
are  peoples  and  multitudes,  and  nations  and  tongues. 

And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  upon  the  beast, 
these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  desolate 
and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her  flesh,  and  bum  her  with 
fire.  For  God  hath  put  in  their  hcarta  to  fulfil  his  will 
and  to  agree,  and  give  their  kingdom  unto  the  beast, 
until  the  words  of  Ciod  shall  be  fulfilled. 
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And  the  woman  which  thou  sawest  is  that  great 
^  city^  which  reigneth  over  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
And  afler  these  things  I  saw  another  angel  come 
down  from  heaven,  having  great  power ;  and  the  earth 
was  lightened  with  his  glory.  And  he  cried  mightily 
with  a  strong  voice,  saying  ;  Babylon  the  great  is  fall- 
en, is  ftllen,  and  is  become  the  habitation  of  devils, 
and  the  hold  of  every  foul  spirit,  and  a  cage  of  every 
unclean  and  hateful  bird ;  for  all  nations  have  drunk 
of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication,  and  the 
kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication  with  her, 
and  the  merchants  of  the  earth  are  waxed  rich 
'  through  the  abundance  of  her  delicacies.  And  I 
heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying ;  Come  out 
of  her^  my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins, 
and  tmit  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues ;  for  her  sins 
have  reached  unto  heaven,  and  God  hath  remembered 
her  iniquities.  Reward  her  even  as  she  rewarded 
you,  and  double  onto  her  double  according  to  her 
works;  in  the  cup  which  she  hath  filled,  fill  to  her 
double  ;  how  much  she  hath  glorified  herself,  and  lived 
deliciously,  so  much  torment  and  sorrow  give  her. 
For  she  saith  in  her  heart ;  I  sit  a  queen,  and  am  no 
widow,  and  shall  see  no  sorrow ;  therefore  shall  her 
plagues  come  in  one  day,  death,  and  mourning,  and 
famine ;  and  she  shall  be  utterly  burned  with  fire;  for 
strong  is  the  Lord  God  who  judgeth  her.  And  the 
kings  of  the  earth,  who  have  committed  fornication 
and  lived  deliciously  with  her,  shall  bewail  her  and 
lament  for  her,  when  they  shall  see  the  smoke  of  her 
burning,  standing  afar  ofi*  for  the  fear  of  her  torment, 
saying ;  Alas,  alas,  that  great  city  Babylon,  that  mighty 
city  !  for  in  one  hour  is  thy  judgment  come.  And  the 
merchants  of  the  earth  shall  weep  and  mourn  over  hor, 
for  no  man  buyeth  their  merchandise  any  more ;  tlit^ 
merchandise  of  gold  and  silver,  and  precious  stones  antl 
of  pearls,  and  fine  linen  and  purple,  and  silk  and  scar- 
let, and  all  thyine  wood  and  all  manner  vohsoIh  of 
ivory,  and  all  manner  vessels  of  most  precious  wood, 
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and  of  brass,  and  iron,  and  marble ;  and  cinnamon  and 
odours,  and  ointments  and  frankincense,  and  wine  and 
oil,  and  fine  flour  and  wheat,  and  beasts  and  sheep ; 
and  horses,  and  chariots,  and  slaves ;  and  souls  of  men. 
And  the  fruits  that  thy  soul  lusted  after  are  departed 
from  thee,  and  all  things  which  were  dainty  and  goodlj 
are  departed  from  thee,  and  thou  shalt  find  them  no 
more  at  all.  The  merchants  of  these  things,  which 
were  made  rich  by  her,  shall  stand  afar  off  for  the 
fear  of  her  torment,  weepins  and  wailing,  and  saying; 
Alas,  alas,  that  great  city,  that  was  clothed  in  fine  lin- 
en and  purple  and  scarlet,  and  decked  with  gold  and 
precious  stones  and  pearls !  For  in  one  hour  so  great 
riches  is  come  to  nought.  And  every  ship-master, 
and  all  the  company  in  ships,  and  sailons  and  as  many 
as  trade  by  sea,  stood  afar  ofi*,  and  cried,  when  ihey 
saw  the  smoke  of  her  burning,  saying  ;  What  city  is 
like  unto  this  great  city !  And  they  cast  dust  on  their 
heads,  and  cried,  weeping  and  wailing,  saying  ;  Alas, 
alas,  that  great  city,  wherein  were  made  rich  all  that 
had  ships  in  the  sea,  by  reason  of  her  costliness !  for 
in  one  hour  is  she  made  desolate.  Rejoice  over  her. 
thou  heaven,  and  ye  holy  apostles  and  prophets,  for 
God  hath  avenged  you  on  her.  And  a  mighty  an/^el 
took  up  a  stone  like  a  great  mill-stone,  and  cast  il'invo 
the  sea,  saying  ;  Thus  with  violence  shall  that  great 
city  Babylon  be  thrown  down,  and  shall  be  found  no 
more  at  all.  And  the  voice  of  harpers  and  musicians, 
and  of  pipers  and  trumpeters,  shall  be  heard  no  more 
at  all  in  thee,  and  no  craf\sman  of  whatsoever  end  he 
6e,  shall  he  found  any  more  in  thee,  and  the  sound  of 
a  mill-stone  shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee,  and 
the  light  of  a  candle  shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in  thee, 
and  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and  of  the  bride  shall 
be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee ;  for  thy  merchants 
were  the  great  men  of  the  earth,  for  by  thy  sorceries 
were  all  nations  deceived.  And  in  her  was  found  the 
blood  of  prophets  and  of  saints,  and  of  all  that  werr 
slain  upon  the  earth. 
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And  after  these  things  I  heard  a  s^reat  voice  of  much 
people  in  heaven^  saying;  Alleluia!  Salvation,  and 
fftory^  and  honour,  and  po^ver,  umo  ihe  Lord  our  God ; 
for  true  and  righteous  are  his  judgments ;  for  he  hath 
judged  the  great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth 
with  her  fornication,  and  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his 
servants  at  her  hand.  And  again  they  said ;  Alleluia ! 
And  her  smoke  rose  up  for  ever  and  ever.  And  the 
four  and  twenty  elders  and  the  four  beasts  fell  down 
and  worshipped  God  that  sat  on  the  throne,  saying ; 
Amen  ;  Alleluia.  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the  throne, 
saying ;  Praise  our  God  all  ye  his  servants,  and  ye 
that  fear  him,  both  small  and  great. 

And  I  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great  multi- 
tude, and  aa  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the 
voice  of  mighty  thimderings,  saying  ;  Alleluia !  for 
the  Lord  God  Omnipotent  reigneth.  Let  us  be  glad 
and  rejoice,  and  give  honour  to  him ;  for  the  marriage 
of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife  hath  made  herself 
ready,  and  to  her  was  granted  that  she  shoiild  be  ar- 
rayed in  fine  linen,  clean  and  white.  For  the  fine  lin-' 
en  is  the  righteousness  of  saints.  And  he  saith  unto 
me ;  Write ;  Blessed  are  they  which  are  called  unto 
the  marriage-supper  of  the  Lamb.  And  he  sailh  unto 
me;  These  are  the  true  sayings  of  God.  And  I  fell 
at  his  feet  to  worship  him  ;  And  he  said  unto  me  ; 
See  thou  do  it  not  ;  I  am  thy  fellow-servant,  and  of 
thy  brethren  that  have  the  testimony  of  Jesus.  Wor- 
ship God.  For  the  testimony  of  Jesus  is  the  spirit  of 
prophecy.  And  I  saw  heaven  opened^  and  behold  a 
white  horse,  and  he  that  sat  upon  him  teas  called 
Faithful  and  True,  and  in  righteousness  he  doth  judge 
and  make  war.  His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire, 
and  on  his  head  fi^ere  many  crowns  ;  and  he  had  a  name 
written,  that  no  man  knew  but  he  himself.  And  he 
was  clothed  with  a  vesture  dipped  in  blood;  and  his 
name  is  called  ;  The  word  of  God.  And  the  armies 
which  were  in  heaven  followed  him  upon  white  horses, 
clothed  in  fine  linen  white  and  clean.     And  out  of  his 
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mouth  cAeth  a  sharp  gword,  that  with  it  he  ahoald 

smite  toe  nations,  and  he  shall  rale  them  with  a  rod 

of  iron ;  an!i  he  treadeth  the  wine  press  of  the  fiwce- 

I  ness  slid  writh  (f  Almighty  God.    And  he  hath  an  his

^  IHNGS  AND  LORD  OF  LORDS.    And  I  saw 

tui  angd  standing  in  the  sun;  and  he  cried^with  a  loud 

^%oiGe^  Miying  toall  the  fowls  thit  fly  in  the  nidst.  of 

'kaaren;  <yome  and  gather  yourselves  togetltar  unto 

A  *^  4he  supper  of  the  great  God,  that  ye  may  eat  the  flesh 

*      ^of'kii^  and  the  flesh  of  captains  and  the  flesh  of 

^  vnughty  men,  and  the  flesh  of  horses  tad  of  them  that 

^  sit  on  them,  and  the  flesh  of  all  men  boihSree  and  bond, 

.  both  smalfand  great.    And  I  saw  the  beast  and  the 

^'ttngMlf  (hi  earth  and  meir  armies,  gathsred  together 

to  mue  war  against  him  that  sat  on  the  horse  and 

apainst  his  army. .  And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with 

him  the  false  prophet  that  wrought  miracles  before 

him,  with  v^irien  he  deceived  them  that  had  recdved 

the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  them  that  worshipped  his 

Umage ;  these  both  were  cast  alive  into  a  lake  of  fire 

*|ll|rning  witil  brimstmie.    And  the  rmnnant  wwe  slain 

with  ^Sb  sword  o£  him  that  sat  upon  the  horse,  which 

.  "•^•Mird  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth;  and  all  the  fowls 

were  filled  with  their  flesh. 

And  I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit  and  a  great  chain  in  his 
hand.  *  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  ser- 
pent, which  is  the  Devil  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a 
thousand  years,  and  cast  him  into  the  bottomless  pit, 
and  shut  him  up  and  set  a  seal  upon  him,  that  he  should 
deceive  the  nations  no  more,  till  the  thousand  years 
should  be  fulfilled  ;  and  after  that  he  must  be  loosed  a 
little  season. 

And  I  saw  thrones ;  and  they  that  sat  upon  them, 
apd  judgment  was  given  unto  them ;  and  I  saw  the 
souls  of  them  that  were  beheaded  for  the  witness  of 
Jesus,  and  for  the  word  of  God,  and  which  had  not 
worshipped  the  beast  neither  his  image,  neither  had 
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received  his  mark  upon  their  foreheads  or  in  their 
hands ;  and  they  lived  and  reigned  with  Christ  a  thou- 
sand years;  but  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again 
until  the  thousand  years  were  finished.  This  is  the 
first  resurrection.  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath 
part  in  the  first  resurrection;  on  such  the  second  death 
hath  no  power,  but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of 
Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years. 

And  when  the  thousand  years  are  expired,  Satan 
shall  be  loosed  out  of  his  prison,  and  shall  go  out  to 
deceive  the  nations  which  are  in  the  four  quarters  of 
the  earth,  Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather  them  together  to 
battle,  the  number  of  whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 
And  they  went  up  on  the  breadth  of  the  earth,  and 
compassed  the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  be- 
loved city ;  and  fire  came  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven  and  devoured  them ;  and  the  devil  that  de- 
ceived them  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  and  brim- 
stone, where  the  beast  and  the  false  prophet  are  ;  and 
shall  be  tormented  day  and  night  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and  him  that  sat  on 
it,  from  whose  face  the  earth  and  the  heaven  fled  away^ 
and  there  was  found  no  place  for  them.  And  I  saw 
the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before  God,  and  the 
books  were  opened  ;  and  another  book  was  opened, 
which  is  the  book  of  life;  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books, 
according  to  their  works.  And  the  sea  gave  up  the 
dead  which  were  in  it,  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up 
the  dead  which  were  in  them  ;  and  they  were  judged 
every  man  according  to  their  works  ;  and  death  and 
hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This  is  the  second 
death.  And  whosoever  was  not  found  written  in  the 
book  of  life,  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  ;  for  the 
first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away;  and 
there  was  no  more  sea.  And  I  Jonn  saw  the  holy 
city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  het  husband. 
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And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven,  saying; 
Behold  the  tabernacle  of  God  t^  with  men,  and  he 
vvill  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people, 
and  God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God ; 
and  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes, 
and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor 
crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain  ;  for  the 
former  things  are  passed  away. 

And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said ;  Behold,  I 
make  all  things  new.  And  he  said  unto  me  ;  Write ; 
for  these  words  are  true  and  faithful.  And  he  said 
unto  me;  It  is  done.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the 
beginning  and  the  end.  I  will  give  unto  him  that  is 
athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water  of  life  freely  ;  he 
that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all  things;  and  /  ivjIJ  be 
his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son.  But  the  featfuL 
and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable  and  murderers, 
and  whoremongers  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters  and  all 
liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake  which  burnetb 
with  fire  and  brimstone,  which  is  the  second  death. 

And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angek 
which  had  the  seven  vials  full  of  the  seven  last  plagues^ 
and  talked  with  me,  saying  ;  Come  hither,  I  will  shew 
thee  the  bride,  the  Lamb's  wife.  And  he  carried  me 
away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great  and  hiirh  mountain,  and 
shewed  me  that  great  city,  the  holy  Jerusalem,  de^ 
scending  out  of  heaven  from  God,  having  the  glory  of 
God.  And  her  light  ivas  like  unto  a  stone  most  'pre- 
cious, even  like  a  jasper  stone,  clear  as  crystal ;  aod 
had  a  wall  great  and  high,  and  had  twelve  gates,  and 
at  the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names  written  iherecMi, 
which  are  f^name^  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children 
of  Israel.  On  the  cast  three  gates ;  on  the  north  three 
gates ;  on  the  south  three  gates ;  and  on  the  west  three 
gates.  And  the  wall  of  the  city  had  twelve  founda- 
tions, and  in  them  the  names  of  the  twelve  aposfles  of 
the  Lamb.  And  he  that  talked  with  me  had  a  golden 
reed  to  measure  the  city,  and  the  gates  thereof,  and  the 
wall  thereof    And  the  city  iieth  foiur-square  and  the 
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length  is  as  large  as  the  breadth.  And  he  measured 
the  city  with  the  reed,  twelve  thousand  furlongs :  the 
length  and  the  breadth  and  the  height  of  it  are  equal. 
And  he  measured  the  wall  thereof,  an  hundred  and 
forty  and  four  cubits*  according  to  the  measure  of  a 
man,  that  is,  of  the  angel.  And  the  building  of  the 
wall  of  it  was  of  jasper:  and  the  city  vras  pure  gold 
like  unto  clear  glass.  And  the  foundations  of  the 
wall  of  the  city  teere  garnished  with  all  manner  of 
precious  stones ;  the  first  foundation  teas  jasper ; 
the  second,  sapphire :  the  third,  a  chalcedony ;  the 
fourth,  an  emerald ;  the  fifth,  sardonyx  :  the  sixth,  sar- 
dius ;  the  seventh,  chrysolite ;  the  eighth,  beryl ;  the 
ninth,  a  topaz ;  the  tenth,  a  chrvsoprasus :  the  eleventh, 
a  jacinth ;  the  twelfth,  an  amethy»t.  And  the  twelve 
gates  t^ere  twelve  pearls  :  every  several  gate  was  of 
one  pearl.  And  the  su'eet  of  the  city  ttas  pure  gold 
as  it  were  transparent  ^l^s^-  And  I  saw  no  temple 
therein:  for  the  Lord  God  Almi^tv  and  the  Lamb 
are  the  temple  of  it.  And  the  city  liad  no  need  rif 
the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it :  for  the 
glory  of  God  did  Ugfatcn  it.  and  the  Lamb  ur  the  light 
thereof.  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  savr^d 
shall  walk  in  the  light  of  it :  and  tlie  kings  of  the  earth 
do  bring  their  gkiry  and  honour  into  it.  And  tlie 
gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day  :  (for  there 
shall  be  no  night  there  :,  and  tliey  4iaU  bring  the  gl'^ry 
and  honour  of  the  nations  into  it.  And  there  shall  in 
no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  tliat  defiletli,  ndtlier 
tokatsoevtr  worketh  abomfnation.  or  mokath  a  lie:  but 
they  which  are  wnu<^i  in  tlie  \^su\ifn  l^K/k  'if  life. 
And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  nvf:r  of  water  of  life,  cU:ar 
as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  thrr^ie  of  GryJ  utA 
of  the  Lamb.  In  tlie  mid«  of  the  «tr<;>f.4  'if  it  and  f>n 
either  side  of  the  river.  \rnH  th^t^.  tfie  tr*:*:  of  life,  which 
bare  twehre  manwr  o/  fruit iw  ond  %jelded  li^sr  fniit 
every  month  :  and  the  fe^%e«i  of  tl»e  tree  tr*re  for  the 
healing  of  the  natirirtv.  And  tb^re  AisiW  be  no  wK/re 
corse ;  bot  the  throne  of  fiod  and  of  tlie  Lamb  fehail 
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be  in  it,  and  his  serranls  shall  serve  him ;  and  they 
shall  see  his  face,  and  his  name  shall  be  in  their  fore- 
heads. And  there  shall  be  no  night  there,  and  they 
need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun,  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  light;  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever 
and  ever. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  he  said  unto  me ;  These  sayings  are  faithful 
and  true;  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent 
his  angel  to  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things  which 
must  shortly  be  done.  Behold,  I  come  quickly. 
Blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the  sayings  of  the  prophecy 
of  this  book.  And  I  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard 
them ;  and  wh^i  I  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down  to 
worship  before  the  feet  of  the  angel  which  shewed 
me  these  things.  Then  saith  he  unto  me ;  See  thou 
do  it  not ;  for  I  am  thy  fellow-servant,  and  of  thy  bre- 
thren the  prophets,  and  of  them  which  keep  the  say- 
ings of  this  book;  worship  God. 

And  he  saith  unto  me  ;  Seal  not  the  saymgs  of  the 
nrophecy  of  this  book  ;  for  the  time  is  at  hand.  He 
that  is  uniust,  let  him  be  unjust  still,  and  he  which  is 
filthy,  let  nim  be  filthy  still,  and  he  that  is  righteous^ 
let  him  be  righteous  still,  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  Aim 
be  holy  still.  And  behold,  I  come  quickly,  and  my 
reward  is  with  me,  to  give  every  man  according  as  his 
work  shall  be.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning 
and  the  end,  the  first  and  the  last.  Blessed  are  they 
that  do  his  commandments,  that  they  may  have  right 
to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in  through  the  gates 
into  the  city.  For  without  are  dogs  and  sorcerers, 
and  whoremongers  and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and 
whosoever  lovcth  and  maketh  a  lie.  I  Jesus  have  sent 
mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these  things  in  the 
churches ;  I  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of  David, 
and  the  bright  and  morning  star.  And  the  Spirit  and 
the  bride  say  ;  Come.  And  let  him  that  heareth  say ; 
Come !  And  let  him  that  is  athirst  come,  and  who- 
soever will,  let  him  take  tlie  water  of  life  freely. 
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For  I  testify  unto  every  rann  that  lieareOi  the  words 
of  the  prophecy  of  this  book  ;  If  any  man  shall  add 
iinlo  these  things,  God  shall  add  unto  him  the  plagues 
ibat  are  written  in  thia  book :  and  if  any  man  aitail 
take  a«'ay  from  the  words  of  the  book  of  this  prophecy, 
God  shall  take  away  his  part  out  of  the  book  of  lifcf 
and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things  which 
are  written  in  this  book. 

Ho  which  testiheth  these  things  saith ;  Surely  I 
come  quickly.  Amen;  evtn  so,  come  Lord  Jesog. 
The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  6e  with  you  all 
Amen. 
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
